In  the  June  8,  2010  Consolidated  Statewide  Direct  Primary  Election,  voters  will  vote  according  to  their 
party  registration.  Voters  who  have  registered  with  a particular  political  party  mav  receive  only  that 
party's  ballot,  and  cannot  vote  using  another  party's  ballot. 

However,  the  Democratic  Party  and  Republican  Party  will  allow  voters  who  have  not  registered  with 
a qualified  political  party  to  vote  on  their  party  ballots. These  unaffiliated  voters  may  instead  vote  a 
purely  nonpartisan  ballot,  which  includes  state  and  local  measures  and  the  contests  for  State 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  and  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court. 

Unaffiliated  voters  who  are  also  permanent  vote-by-mail  voters  have  been  mailed  a postcard  on 
which  they  can  request  a ballot  from  the  Democratic  or  Republican  Party.  Unaffiliated  voters  who 
vote  at  polling  places  on  Election  Day  must  tell  the  pollworker  if  they  want  either  of  these  party 
ballots.  If  no  request  is  made,  the  voter  will  receive  a nonpartisan  ballot. 

Please  review  this  pamphlet  for  more  information  about  voting  in  primary  elections. The  last  day 
for  people  to  register  to  vote  in  this  election  or  to  change  their  party  affiliation  is  May  24. 

VOTING  IN  CITY  HALL 

29  days  before  nearly  every  election,  outside  our  City  Hall  office,  the  Department  opens  a polling 
place  that  is  available  for  all  voters,  regardless  of  where  they  live  in  the  City.  Before  the  May  24 
deadline  to  register  to  vote,  people  can  change  their  registration  information  - such  as  their  party 
affiliation  - and  then  vote  the  same  day. The  City  Hall  polling  place  is  open  during  the  week  from 
8 a.m.  until  5 p.m.  and  during  the  two  weekends  prior  to  Election  Day  - May  29  and  May  30; 
and  June  5 and  June  6 - from  10  a.m.  until  4 p.m.

This  means  that  voters  who  have  registered  with  a 
qualified  political  party  may  vote  only  for  candidates 
from  that  party  in  partisan  contests.  Voters  who  have 
not  registered  with  a qualified  political  party  may 
vote  in  partisan  contests  if  a party  allows  unaffiliated 
voters  to  participate. 

All  voters,  regardless  of  party  affiliation,  may  vote  in 
nonpartisan  contests  and  for  or  against  ballot  mea- 
sures.

Seated  Voting:  Every  polling  place  has  at  least  one  voting  booth 
that  allows  voting  while  seated.

Late  Polling  Place  Changes 

If  a polling  place  becomes  unavailable  after  the  Voter 
Information  Pamphlet  is  mailed,  the  Department  of 
Elections  notifies  affected  voters  with: 

• "Change  of  Polling  Place"  Notification  Cards 
to  all  registered  voters  in  the  precinct. 

• "Change  of  Polling  Place"  Signs  at  the  previ- 
ous location.  For  any  voters  who  are  unaware 
of  the  polling  place  change,  the  Department  of 


Elections  posts  "Change  of  Polling  Place"  signs 
at  the  address  of  the  old  location  on  Election 
Day.  Voters  can  tear  off  a sheet  of  paper  with 
the  address  and  cross-streets  of  their  new  poll- 
ing place  from  a pad  attached  to  the  sign. 


Some  Precincts  Do  Not  Have  a 
Polling  Place 

Voting  precincts  with  fewer  than  250  registered 
voters  are  designated  "Mail  Ballot  Precincts."  An  of- 
ficial ballot  and  postage-paid  return  envelope  will  be 
mailed  automatically  to  all  voters  in  those  precincts 
approximately  four  weeks  before  every  election. 

For  voters  in  those  precincts  who  would  prefer  to 
drop  off  their  official  mail  ballot  at  a polling  place, 
the  addresses  of  the  two  polling  places  nearest  to 
their  precinct  are  provided  with  the  ballot.

Beware  of  the  Overvote 


The  number  of  candidates  you  may  select  for  each 
contest  or  choice  will  be  printed  above  the  list  of 
candidate  names  for  each  contest.  If  you  overvote 
by  marking  more  than  the  allowed  number  of  candi- 
dates for  any  contest  or  choice,  or  by  marking  both 
"YES"  and  "NO"  in  a measure  contest,  your  vote  for 
that  contest  cannot  be  counted. 


Qualified  Write-in  Candidates 


In  addition  to  the  candidates  listed  on  the  ballot, 
there  may  be  other  people  running  as  qualified 
write-in  candidates.  For  a list  of  qualified  write-in 
candidates,  please  ask  a pollworker.The  list  is 
posted  on  the  Department  of  Elections  website, 
www.sfelections.org,  within  two  weeks  prior  to 
Election  Day. 

To  vote  for  a qualified  write-in  candidate,  write  the 
candidate's  name  in  the  space  marked  "Write-In." 
You  must  connect  the  head  and  tail  of  the  arrow 
pointing  to  the  "Write-In"  space  for  your  write-in 
vote  to  be  counted.  Only  write-in  votes  for  qualified 
write-in  candidates  can  be  counted.  Do  not  write  in 
a vote  for  a candidate  whose  name  is  printed  on  the 
ballot.

Ask  a pollworker  for  another  ballot.  Voters  may 
request  up  to  two  replacement  ballots. 


To  Record  Your  Vote 


Insert  your  ballot,  one  card  at  a time,  into  the  slot  in  the  front  of  the  "Insight"  optical-scan  voting  machine. 
The  ballot  can  be  inserted  into  the  voting  machine  in  any  direction. The  voting  machine  counts  Jthe  votes  elec- 
tronically as  the  ballot  is  inserted  and  then  deposits  the  ballot  in  a locked  compartment  under  the  machine.

Q:  Who  can  vote? 

A:  U.S.  citizens,  18  years  or  older,  who  are  registered  to 
vote  in  San  Francisco  on  or  before  the  registration  dead- 
line. 

Q:  What  is  the  deadline  to  register  to  vote  or  to  update 
my  registration  information? 

A:The  registration  deadline  is  May  24,  fifteen  days  prior 
to  Election  Day. 

Q:  When  and  where  can  I vote  on  Election  Day? 

A:  You  may  vote  at  your  polling  place  or  at  the  Depart- 
ment of  Elections  on  Election  Day  from  7 a.m.  to  8 p.m. 
Your  polling  place  address  is  shown  on  the  back  cover  of 
yourVoter  Information  Pamphlet. You  can  also  find  it  at 
www.sfelections.org  or  call  41 5-554-4375. The  Department 
of  Elections  is  located  in  City  Hall,  Room  48. 

Q:  Is  there  any  way  to  vote  before  Election  Day? 

A:  Yes.  You  have  the  following  options: 

• Vote  by  mail.  Fill  out  and  mail  the  Vote-by-Mail  Ap- 
plication printed  on  the  back  cover  of  this  pamphlet 
or  complete  one  online  at  www.sfelections.org. 

A vote-by-mail  ballot  will  be  sent  to  you.  Your 
request  must  be  received  by  the  Department  of 
Elections  no  later  than  5 p.m.  on  June  1,  or 

• Vote  in  person  at  the  Department  of  Elections  in  City 
Hall,  Room  48,  during  early  voting  hours  (see  inside 
back  cover  for  dates  and  times). 

Q:  If  I don't  use  an  application,  can  I get  a vote-by-mail 
ballot  some  other  way? 

A:  Yes.  You  can  send  a written  request  to  the  Department 
of  Elections.This  request  must  include:  your  printed  home 
address,  the  address  where  you  want  the  ballot  mailed, 
your  birth  date,  your  printed  name  and  your  signature. 
Mail  your  request  to  the  Department  of  Elections  at  the 
address  on  the  back  cover  of  this  pamphlet  or  fax  it  to 
415-554-4372.  Your  request  must  be  received  no  later  than 
5 p.m.  on  June  1. 

Q:  My  18th  birthday  is  after  the  registration  deadline  but 
on  or  before  Election  Day.  Can  I vote  in  this  election? 

A:  Yes.  You  can  register  to  vote  on  or  before  the  registra- 
tion deadline  and  vote  in  this  election  — even  though  you 
are  not  18  when  you  register. 

Q:  If  I was  convicted  of  a crime,  can  I still  vote? 

A:  If  you  have  been  convicted  of  a crime,  California  law 
allows  you  to  register  and  vote  if  you: 

• Have  completed  your  prison  term  for  a felony,  in- 
cluding any  period  of  parole  or  supervised  release. 

• Are  on  federal  or  state  probation. 

• Are  incarcerated  in  county  jail  as  a condition  of 
felony  probation  or  as  a result  of  a misdemeanor 
sentence. 

Additionally,  if  you  have  been  convicted  of  a misdemean- 
or, you  can  register  and  vote  even  while  on  probation, 
supervised  release,  or  incarcerated  in  county  jail. 

After  completing  your  prison  term  for  a felony  conviction, 
including  any  period  of  parole  or  supervised  release,  you 


must  complete  and  return  a voter  registration  form  to 
restore  your  right  to  vote.  No  other  documentation  is 
required. 

Q:  I have  just  become  a U.S.  citizen.  Can  I vote  in  this 
election? 

A:  Yes. 

• If  you  became  a U.S.  citizen  on  or  before  the  regis- 
tration deadline  (May  24),  you  can  vote  in  this  elec- 
tion, but  you  must  register  by  the  deadline; 

• If  you  became  a U.S.  citizen  after  the  registration 
deadline  but  on  or  before  June  1,  you  may  register 
and  vote  at  the  Department  of  Elections  by  June  1 
with  proof  of  citizenship. 

Q:  I have  moved  within  San  Francisco  but  have  not  up- 
dated my  registration  prior  to  the  registration  deadline. 
Can  I vote  in  this  election? 

A:  Yes.  You  have  the  following  options: 

• Come  to  the  Department  of  Elections  in  City  Hall, 
Room  48,  on  or  before  Election  Day,  complete  a new 
voter  registration  form  and  vote  at  the  Department 
of  Elections;  or 

• Go  to  your  new  polling  place  on  Election  Day  and 
cast  a provisional  ballot.  You  can  look  up  the  ad- 
dress of  your  new  polling  place  by  entering  your 
new  home  address  on  the  Department  of  Elections 
website  ( www.sfelections.org ),  or  call  415-554-4375. 

Q:  I am  a U.S.  citizen  living  outside  the  country.  How  can 
I vote? 

A:  You  can  register  to  vote  and  be  sent  a vote-by-mail 
ballot  by  completing  the  Federal  Post  Card  Application. 

The  application  can  be  downloaded  from  www.fvap.gov 
or  obtained  from  embassies,  consulates  or  military  voting 
assistance  officers.  Non-military  U.S.  citizens  living  abroad 
indefinitely  can  vote  only  in  federal  elections. 

Q:  What  do  I do  if  my  polling  place  is  not  open  on 
Election  Day? 

A:  Call  the  Department  of  Elections  immediately  at 
415-554-4375  for  assistance. 

Q:  If  I don't  know  what  to  do  when  I get  to  my  polling 
place,  is  there  someone  there  to  help  me? 

A:  Yes.  Pollworkers  at  the  polling  place  will  help  you,  or 
you  may  visit  www.sfelections.org  or  call  the  Department 
of  Elections  at  415-554-4375  for  assistance  on  or  before 
Election  Day.  (See  page  10  for  information  about  voting  at 
your  polling  place.) 

Q:  Can  I take  my  Sample  Ballot  or  my  own  list  into  the 
voting  booth? 

A:  Yes.  Deciding  your  votes  before  you  get  to  the  polls  is 
helpful.  You  may  use  either  a Sample  Ballot  or  the  Ballot 
Worksheet  in' this  pamphlet  for  this  purpose. 

Q:  Do  I have  to  vote  on  every  contest  and  measure  on  the 
ballot? 

A:  No. The  votes  you  cast  will  be  counted  even  if  you 
have  not  voted  on  every  contest  and  measure. 
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Voter  Bill 

1.  You  have  the  right  to  cast  a ballot  if  you  are  a valid 
registered  voter. 

A valid  registered  voter  means  a United  States 
citizen  who  is  a resident  in  this  state,  who  is  at  least 
18  years  of  age  and  not  in  prison  or  on  parole  for 
conviction  of  a felony,  and  who  is  registered  to  vote 
at  his  or  her  current  residence  address. 

2.  You  have  the  right  to  cast  a provisional  ballot  if 
your  name  is  not  listed  on  the  voting  rolls. 

3.  You  have  the  right  to  cast  a ballot  if  you  are  present 
and  in  line  at  the  polling  place  prior  to  the  close  of 
the  polls. 

4.  You  have  the  right  to  cast  a secret  ballot  free  from 
intimidation. 

5.  You  have  the  right  to  receive  a new  ballot  if,  prior  to 
casting  your  ballot,  you  believe  you  made  a mis- 
take. 

If,  at  any  time  before  you  finally  cast  your  ballot, 
you  feel  you  have  made  a mistake,  you  have  the 
right  to  exchange  the  spoiled  ballot  for  a new  ballot. 
Vote-by-mail  voters  may  also  request  and  receive 
a new  ballot  if  they  return  their  spoiled  ballot  to  an 
election  official  prior  to  the  closing  of  the  polls  on 
Election  Day. 


of  Rights 

6.  You  have  the  right  to  receive  assistance  in  casting 
your  ballot,  if  you  are  unable  to  vote  without 
assistance. 

7.  You  have  the  right  to  return  a completed  vote-by- 
mail  ballot  to  any  precinct  in  the  county. 

8.  You  have  the  right  to  election  materials  in  another 
language,  if  there  are  sufficient  residents  in  your 
precinct  to  warrant  production. 

9.  You  have  the  right  to  ask  questions  about  election 
procedures  and  observe  the  election  process.You 

have  the  right  to  ask  questions  of  the  precinct  board 
and  election  officials  regarding  election  procedures 
and  to  receive  an  answer  or  be  directed  to  the  ap- 
propriate official  for  an  answer.  However,  if  per- 
sistent questioning  disrupts  the  execution  of  their 
duties,  the  board  or  election  officials  may  discon- 
tinue responding  to  questions. 

10.  You  have  the  right  to  report  any  illegal  of  fraudulent 
activity  to  a local  election  official  or  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  State's  office.

will  appear  on  the  ballot.  Commercial  use  of  voter 
registration  information  is  prohibited  by  law  and  is  a 
misdemeanor.

Wooden  fixed  utility  ladders  may  be 
dangerous,  and  are  now  illegal.  These 
ladders  were  commonly  added  to  buildings 
constructed  in  the  City  during  the  1930s  and 
earlier.  They  were  never  part  of  a building's 
fire  escape  system;  but  they  often  were 
installed  as  a 'convenience'  to  building 
owners  who  wanted  roof  access  without 
bringing  a portable  ladder  to  the  site. 


These  ladders  are  now  prohibited  on 
residential  buildings  and  must  be  removed 
with  a proper  building  permit.  Action  by 
property  owners  is  required  as  a result  of 
legislation  passed  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  signed  by  the  Mayor.  The 
new  law  took  effect  on  December  8,  2008. 
Given  the  potential  danger  they  pose,  DBI 
continues  to  notify,  and  to  cite,  property 
owners  and  to  encourage  immediate 
removal  of  these  ladders.

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AN  OVERVIEW  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO'S  DEBT 


WHAT  JS  BOND  FINANCING? 

Bond  financing  is  a type  of  long-term  borrowing  used 
to  raise  money  for  projects. The  City  receives  money 
by  selling  bonds  to  investors. The  City  must  pay  back 
the  amount  borrowed  plus  interest  to  those  investors. 
The  money  raised  from  bond  sales  is  used  to  pay  for 
large  capital  projects  such  as  fire  and  police  stations, 
affordable  housing  programs,  schools,  libraries,  parks, 
and  other  city  facilities. The  City  uses  bond  financing 
because  these  buildings  will  last  many  years  and  their 
large  dollar  costs  are  difficult  to  pay  for  all  at  once. 

Types  of  Bonds.  There  are  two  major  types  of  bonds  - 
General  Obligation  and  Revenue. 

General  Obligation  Bonds  are  used  to  pay  for 
projects  that  benefit  citizens  but  do  not  raise  revenue 
(for  example,  police  stations  or  parks  are  not  set  up  to 
pay  for  themselves).  When  general  obligation  bonds 
are  approved  and  sold,  they  are  repaid  by  property 
taxes.  General  obligation  bonds  issued  by  the  City 
must  be  approved  by  a two-thirds  vote. The  San 
Francisco  Earthquake  Safety  and  Emergency  Response 
Bond  on  this  ballot  is  a general  obligation  bond  to 
be  issued  by  the  City. 

Revenue  Bonds  are  used  to  pay  for  projects  such  as 
major  improvements  to  an  airport,  water  system, 
garage  or  other  large  facilities  which  generate  revenue. 
When  revenue  bonds  are  approved  and  sold,  they  are 
generally  repaid  from  revenues  generated  by  the  bond- 
financed  projects,  for  example  usage  fees  or  parking 
fees. The  City's  revenue  bonds  must  be  approved  by  a 
majority  vote. There  is  no  revenue  bond  on  this  ballot. 

WHAT  DOES  IT  COSTTO  BORROW? 

The  City's  cost  to  borrow  money  depends  on  the 
amount  borrowed,  the  interest  rate  on  the  debt  and  the 
number  of  years  over  which  the  debt  will  be  repaid. 
Large  debt  is  usually  paid  off  over  a period  of  10  to  35 
years.  Assuming  an  average  interest  rate  of  6%  the 
cost  of  paying  off  debt  over  20  years  is  about  $1.73  for 
each  dollar  borrowed  - $1  for  the  dollar  borrowed  and 
73  cents  for  the  interest. These  payments,  however, 
are  spread  over  the  20-year  period.  Therefore  inflation 
reduces  the  effective  cost  of  borrowing  because  the 
future  payments  are  made  with  cheaper  dollars. 
Assuming  a 4%  annual  inflation  rate,  the  cost  of 
paying  off  debt  in  today's  dollars  would  be  about 
$1.18  for  every  $1  borrowed. 


THE  CITY'S  CURRENT  DEBT  SITUATION 

Debt  Payments.  During  fiscal  year  2009-2010  property 
tax  payers  in  the  City  will  pay  approximately  $269 
million  of  principal  and  interest  on  outstanding  bonds 
of  the  City  and  the  other  issuers  of  general  obligation 
debt  (San  Francisco  Community  College  District,  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District  and  Bay  Area  Rapid 
Transit  District).  The  property  tax  rate  for  the  year  to 
provide  for  debt  and  special  funds  requirements  will  be 
15.9  cents  per  $100  of  assessed  valuation  or  $625  on  a 
home  assessed  at  $400,000. 

Legal  Debt  Limit.  The  City  Charter  imposes  a limit  on 
the  amount  of  general  obligation  bonds  the  City  can 
have  outstanding  at  any  given  time. That  limit  is  3%  of 
the  assessed  value  of  taxable  property  in  the  City  - or 
currently  about  $4.6  billion.  Voters  give  the  City  autho- 
rization to  issue  bonds. Those  bonds  that  have  been 
issued  and  not  yet  repaid  are  considered  to  be  out- 
standing. As  of  April  15,  2010,  there  were  $1.51  billion  in 
general  obligation  bonds  issued  by  the  City  outstand- 
ing, which  is  equal  to  0.995%  of  the  assessed  value  of 
taxable  property. There  were  an  additional  $847  million 
in  bonds  that  are  authorized  but  unissued.  If  all  of  these 
bonds  were  issued  and  outstanding,  the  total  debt 
burden  would  be  1.55%  of  the  assessed  value  of  tax- 
able property.  Bonds  issued  by  the  School  District  and 
Community  College  District  and  Bay  Area  RapidTransit 
District  (BART)  do  not  increase  the  City's  debt  burden 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Charter  limit,  however  they  are 
repaid  by  property  taxes  (see  Prudent  Debt  Manage- 
ment below).  Part  of  the  City's  current  debt  manage- 
ment policy  is  to  issue  new  general  obligation  bonds  as 
old  ones  are  retired,  keeping  the  property  tax  rate  from 
City  general  obligation  bonds  approximately  the  same 
over  time. 

Prudent  Debt  Management.  Even  though  the  City  is 
well  within  its  legal  debt  limit  in  issuing  general  obli- 
gation bonds,  there  are  other  debt  comparisons  used 
by  bond  rating  agencies  when  they  view  the  City's 
financial  health. These  agencies  look  at  many  types 
of  local  and  regional  debt  that  are  dependent  on  the 
City's  tax  base  - our  general  obligation  bonds,  lease 
revenue  bonds,  certificates  of  participation,  special 
assessment  bonds,  and  school  and  community  college

district  bonds.  San  Francisco's  total  debt  of  these  types 
is  equal  to  1.7%  of  the  assessed  value  of  taxable  prop- 
erty in  the  City. This  "direct  debt  ratio"  is  considered  to 
be  a "moderate"  debt  burden  relative  to  the  size  of  San 
Francisco's  property  tax  base.  While  this  ratio  is  within 
the  comparable  norms,  the  City  needs  to  continue  to 
set  priorities  for  future  debt  to  continue  to  maintain 
good  credit  ratings  that,  in  turn,  are  a sign  of  good 
financial  health. 

CITIZEN  OVERSIGHT  OF  GENERAL 
OBLIGATION  BONDS 

Voters  must  approve  the  purpose  and  amount  of  the 
money  to  be  borrowed  through  bonds.  Bond  money 
may  be  spent  only  for  the  purposes  approved  by  the 
voters. 

For  general  obligation  bonds  issued  by  the  City  of 
San  Francisco,  the  Citizens'  General  Obligation  Bond 
Oversight  Committee  reviews  and  reports  on  how 
bond  money  is  spent. The  nine  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee are  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  Board  of  Supervi- 
sors, Controller,  and  Civil  Grand  Jury.  If  the  Committee 
finds  that  bond  money  has  been  spent  for  purposes 
not  approved  by  the  voters,  the  Committee  can  require 
corrective  action  and  prohibit  the  sale  of  any  autho- 
rized but  unissued  bonds  until  such  action  is  taken. The 
Board  of  Supervisors  can  reverse  the  decisions  of  the 
committee  by  a two-thirds  vote. The  Controller  may 
audit  any  of  the  City's  bond  expenditures.

Administrative  Law  Judge  (ALJ)  (Proposition  F): 
A hearing  officer  who  presides  over  hearings  and 
appeals  involving  government  agencies. 

Amend  (Propositions  C,  D and  F):To  change. 

Assets  (Proposition  F):  Anything  owned,  such  as 
property  or  a bank  account,  that  has  monetary  value. 

Audit  (Proposition  B):  A formal  examination  of 
financial  or  management  accounts  and  information. 

Bond  (Propositions  A,  B and  G):  A bond  is  a promise 
by  the  City  to  pay  back  money  borrowed,  plus  inter- 
est, by  a specific  date.  If  the  City  needs  to  raise  a large 
amount  of  money  to  pay  for  a library,  sewer  line, 
school,  hospital  or  other  project  or  program,  it  may 
borrow  the  money  by  selling  bonds.  (See  also 
"General  Obligation  Bond'.') 

CalPERS  (Proposition  D):The  California  Public 
Employees  Retirement  System,  which  manages 
retirement  benefits  for  more  than  1.6  million  California 
public  employees.  Some  San  Francisco  City  employees 
participate  in  CalPERS  retirement  plans. 

Cause  (as  in  "removed  for  cause")  (Proposition  C): 
Official  misconduct.  Commissioners  who  may  be 
"removed  for  cause"  can  be  removed  from  office 
only  for  official  misconduct. 

Charter  Amendment  (Propositions  C and  D): 

A change  to  the  City's  Charter. The  Charter  is  the 
City's  Constitution. The  Charter  can  only  be  changed 
by  a majority  of  the  votes  cast. 

Compensation  (Proposition  D):  Salary  and  certain 
other  payments  to  an  employee.  For  the  purpose  of 
calculating  retirement  benefits  for  City  employees, 
compensation  generally  excludes  overtime  pay. 

For  some  San  Francisco  employees  hired  before 
November  1976,  compensation  includes  overtime. 

Declaration  of  Policy  (Proposition  G):  A statement 
or  expression  of  the  will  of  the  voters. 

Early  Voting:  Voting  in  person  at  City  Hall  before 
Election  Day  or  mailing  a vote-by-mail  ballot  before 
Election  Day.  See  page  5 for  more  information. 


Emergency  Operations  Center:  The  citywide 
emergency  operations  center,  at  1011  Turk  St.  Some 
city  agencies  have  their  own  departmental  emergency 
operations  centers. 

Exemption  (Proposition  A):  Freedom  from  an 
obligation  or  requirement  that  others  must  follow. 

Facilities  (Propositions  A and  B):  Buildings  or  rooms 
used  for  particular  purposes. 

Fiscal  Year  (Proposition  D):The  City's  12-month 
budget  period,  starting  July  1st  and  ending  June  30th 
of  the  following  calendar  year. 

General  Fund:  That  part  of  the  City's  annual  budget 
that  can  be  used  for  any  City  purpose.  Each  year,  the 
Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  decide  how  the 
General  Fund  will  be  used.  Money  for  the  General  Fund 
comes  from  property,  business,  sales,  and  other  taxes 
and  fees.  Currently,  the  General  Fund  is  46%  of  the 
City's  budget. 

General  Obligation  Bond  (Proposition  B):  A prom- 
ise issued  by  the  City  to  pay  back  money  borrowed, 
plus  interest,  by  a certain  date.  When  the  City  wants  . 
to  raise  money  to  pay  for  a large  public  project,  it  can 
borrow  money  by  issuing  General  Obligation  Bonds. 
The  City  then  repays  the  money  plus  interest  over  a 
period  of  years  with  property  taxes.  General  obligation 
bonds  must  be  approved  by  the  voters. 

Infrastructure  (Proposition  B):The  basic  facilities  and 
services  needed  for  the  functioning  of  a community, 
such  as  transportation  and  communications  systems, 
and  water  and  power  lines. 

Ordinance  (Propositions  C,  E and  F):  A local  law 
passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  by  the  voters. 

Oversight  (Proposition  B):  Watchful  care  or 
management;  supervision. 

Parcel  Tax  (Proposition  A):  A tax  that  is  based  on  a 
flat  fee  for  each  unit  of  real  property  that  receives  a 
separate  tax  bril. 

Pass-through  (Proposition  B):To  recover  an  increase 
in  property  taxes  by  passing  on  a portion  of  the  cost  to 
tenants.

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Police  Command  Center  (Proposition  B):  Police 
Department  headquarters,  which  houses  command 
staff,  departmental  emergency  operations  center, 
and  administrative  and  planning  functions. 

Proposition  (Propositions  A-G):  Any  measure  that  is 
submitted  to  the  voters  for  approval  or  disapproval. 

Provisional  Ballot:  A ballot  cast  at  a polling 
place  that  will  not  be  counted  until  the  Department 
of  Elections  verifies  the  voter's  eligibility  to  cast 
that  ballot. 

Qualified  Write-In  Candidate  (Frequently  Asked 
Questions):  A person  who  has  completed  the  required 
paperwork  and  signatures  for  inclusion  as  a write-in 
candidate.  Although  the  name  of  this  person  will  not 
appear  on  the  ballot,  voters  can  vote  for  this  person 
by  writing  the  name  of  the  person  in  the  space  on 
the  ballot  provided  for  write-in  votes  and  following 
the  specific  ballot  instructions. The  Department  of 
Elections  counts  write-in  votes  only  for  qualified 
write-in  candidates. 

Seismic  (Propositions  A and  B):  Relating  to 
earthquakes. 

SFERS  (Proposition  D):The  San  Francisco  Employee 
Retirement  System,  which  manages  retirement  and 
deferred  compensation  plans  for  City  employees. 

Transbay  Joint  Powers  Authority  (TJPA) 

(Proposition  G):  A local  government  agency  created  to 
design,  build,  and  operate  theTransbayTransit  Center. 
TheTJPA  was  established  by  state  law  and  includes 
San  Francisco  and  Bay  Area  representatives. 

Vote-by-Mail  Ballots  (Frequently  Asked 
Questions):  Ballots  mailed  to  voters  or  given  to 
voters  in  person  at  the  Department  of  Elections. 
Vote-by-mail  ballots  can  be  mailed  to  the  Department 
of  Elections,  turned  in  at  the  Department  of  Elections 
office  in  City  Flail,  or  turned  in  at  any  San  Francisco 
polling  place  on  Election  Day.

Digest  by  the  Ballot  Simplification  Committee 

The  Way  It  Is  Now: The  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  (the  District)  operates  the  City's  public  schools 
and  some  child  care  centers. The  District  builds,  repairs 
and  upgrades  its  buildings  using  money  from  various 
sources,  including  voter-approved  bond  measures  and 
a special  property  tax.  State  law  allows  local  govern- 
ment agencies  such  as  the  District  to  form  a special 
community  facilities  district  and  collect  a special  tax  if 
the  tax  is  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  voters  in  the 
district. 

In  June  1990,  the  voters  adopted  a special  tax  on 
property  to  pay  for  repairs  and  other  improvements  to 
school  and  child  care  center  buildings  damaged  by  the 
1989  Loma  Prieta  earthquake  and  to  ensure  that  build- 
ings were  maintained  in  the  future. That  tax  will  expire 
this  year. The  current  annual  special  tax  on  single-fami- 
ly residential  and  non-residential  parcels  is  $32.20,  and 
the  annual  special  tax  on  multi-family  residential 
parcels  is  $16.10  for  each  dwelling  unit. The  tax  has  not 
been  adjusted  for  inflation. The  1990  measure 
authorized  the  District  to  spend  up  to  $12  million 
of  the  special  tax  proceeds  each  year. 


The  Proposal:  Proposition  A would  authorize  a special 
property  tax  that  extends  and  modifies  the  special  tax 
adopted  in  1990. The  District  could  use  the  tax  for: 

• Seismic  upgrading  and  structural  strengthening 
of  the  District's  school  and  child  care  center 
buildings; 

• Repairing  or  replacing  fire  and  other  safety 
systems; 

• Upgrading  and  repairing  buildings,  including 
paying  salaries  and  benefits  for  employees 
working  on  these  upgrades;  and 

• Expenses  such  as  the  cost  of  planning  and  design 
and  the  collection  of  taxes. 

The  tax  would  last  for  20  years  and  the  maximum  tax 
rates  would  be  adjusted  each  year  for  inflation.  For  the 
first  year,  the  tax  on  single-family  residential  and 
non-residential  parcels  would  be  up  to  $32.20  per  year, 
and  the  tax  on  multi-family  residential  parcels  would 
be  up  to  $16.10  per  year  for  each  dwelling  unit. The 
measure  would  authorize  the  District  to  spend  up  to 
$16  million  per  year. 

Dwelling  units  with  residents  65  years  old  and  older 
would  be  eligible  for  an  exemption  from  the  tax.

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Controller's  Statement  on  "A" 

City  Controller  Ben  Rosenfield  has  issued  the  following 
statement  on  the  fiscal  impact  of  Proposition  A: 

Should  the  proposed  measure  be  approved  by  the 
voters,  in  my  opinion,  it  would  result  in  an  estimated 
$6.8  million  annually  in  property  tax  revenues  for  the 
San  Francisco  Unified  School  District -at  current  rates 
and  valuations. 

The  measure  renews  a special  property  tax  approved 
previously  by  the  voters  in  June  1990  which  placed  a 
tax  of  $32.20  annually  on  non-residential  parcels  and 
single  family  residential  parcels  and  $16.10  per 
dwelling  unit  on  multi-family  residential  parcels.  Under 
the  measure,  the  tax  would  be  renewed  for  a new  20 
year  period. The  tax  would  be  set  at  the  current 
amounts  for  the  first  year  and  would  be  adjusted  each 
year  thereafter  by  the  amount  of  the  consumer  price 
index,  provided  however  that  the  adjustment  could  not 
exceed  2%  annually. The  amount  of  revenue  that  would 
be  generated  is  projected  to  grow  as  the  assessed 
value  and  the  number  of  taxable  parcels  and  units 
increases  in  San  Francisco.  By  the  end  of  the  20  year 
period,  the  revenue  amount  is  estimated  at  between 
$11  million  and  $16  million  annually  depending  on 
growth  rates  in  the  City. 

Funds  generated  by  the  proposed  tax  can  be  used  by 
the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  for  capital 
improvements  including  seismic  work,  fire  and  life 
safety  improvements,  and  other  maintenance  and 
repair  purposes,  but  may  not  be  used  for  debt  service.

The  Way  It  Is  Now:  In  the  event  of  an  earthquake  or 
major  disaster,  the  City  relies  on  its  fire  and  police 
departments  to  provide  emergency  response.  These 
departments  depend  on  facilities  and  infrastructure, 
which  include: 

• The  Citywide  Auxiliary  Water  Supply  System 
(AWSS),  which  provides  a dedicated  high- 
pressure  water  system  for  fighting  fires. 

It  includes  a reservoir,  pipes,  cisterns,  pump 
stations  and  high-pressure  fire  hydrants. 

This  system  was  built  in  response  to  the 
1906  earthquake; 

• Neighborhood  fire  stations; 

• Neighborhood  police  stations;  and 

• The  Police  Command  Center. 

Both  the  Southern  District  Police  Station  and  the  Police 
Command  Center  are  housed  in  the  Hall  of  Justice  at 
850  Bryant  St.  Studies  commissioned  by  the  City  indi- 
cate that  the  AWSS,  several  fire  stations  and  the  Hall  of 
Justice  are  deteriorating  and  probably  could  not  be 
used  after  a major  earthquake. 

The  City's  10-year  Capital  Plan  identifies  the  repairs 
and  relocation  of  public  safety  facilities  and  infrastruc- 
ture as  a high  priority. 

With  the  approval  of  the  voters,  the  City  may  issue 
general  obligation  bonds  to  pay  for  capital  projects 
such  as  building  or  renovating  fire  and  police  stations 
and  the  AWSS.  Property  tax  revenues  pay  for  the 
principal  and  interest  on  general  obligation  bonds. 


The  Proposal:  Proposition  B is  a bond  measure  that 
would  authorize  the  City  to  borrow  up  to  $412,300,000 
by  issuing  general  obligation  bonds  for  capital  projects 
to  improve  the  City's  fire,  earthquake  and  emergency 
response. 
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Specific  projects  could  include: 

• Upgrades  to  the  City's  Auxiliary  Water  Supply 
System  (AWSS),  including  renovations  and 
seismic  retrofitting.

City  Controller  Ben  Rosenfield  has  issued  the  following 
statement  on  the  fiscal  impact  of  Proposition  B: 

Should  the  proposed  $412.3  million  in  bonds  be 
authorized  and  sold  under  current  assumptions,  the 
approximate  costs  will  be  as  follows: 

• In  fiscal  year  2010-2011,  following  issuance  of  the 
first  series  of  bonds,  and  the  year  with  the  lowest 
tax  rate,  the  estimated  annual  costs  of  debt 
service  would  be  $3.6  million  and  result  in  a 
property  tax  rate  of  $0.0026  per  $100  ($2.60 

per  $100,000)  of  assessed  valuation. 

• In  fiscal  year  2016-2017,  following  issuance  of  the 
last  series  of  bonds,  and  the  year  with  the  highest 
tax  rate,  the  estimated  annual  costs  of  debt 
service  would  be  $32.66  million  and  result  in  a 
property  tax  rate  of  $0,018  per  $100  ($18.00  per 
$100,000)  of  assessed  valuation. 

• The  best  estimate  of  the  average  tax  rate  for 
these  bonds  from  fiscal  year  2010-2011  through 
2039-2040  is  $0.0106  per  $100  ($10.60  per 
$100,000)  of  assessed  valuation. 

• Based  on  these  estimates,  the  highest  estimated 
annual  property  tax  cost  for  the  owner  of  a home 
with  an  assessed  value  of  $400,000  would  be 
approximately  $70.74. 

• Landlords  would  be  allowed  to  pass  through  50% 
of  the  annual  property  tax  cost  of  the  proposed 
bond  to  tenants  as  permitted  in  the  City 
Administrative  Code.  Based  on  these  estimates, 
the  highest  estimated  annual  cost  for  a tenant  in  a 
unit  with  an  assessed  value  of  approximately 
$131,000  would  be  $11.79. 

These  estimates  are  based  on  projections  only,  which 
are  not  binding  upon  the  City.  Projections  and 
estimates  may  vary  due  to  the  timing  of  bond  sales, 
the  amount  of  bonds  sold  at  each  sale,  and  actual 
assessed  valuation  over  the  term  of  repayment  of  the 


bonds.  Hence,  the  actual  tax  rate  and  the  years  in 
which  such  rates  are  applicable  may  vary  from  those 
estimated  above. The  City's  current  debt  management 
policy  is  to  issue  new  general  obligation  bonds  only  as 
old  ones  are  retired,  keeping  the  property  tax  impact 
from  general  obligation  bonds  approximately  the  same 
over  time.

The  truth  is  that  there  is  no  live  plan  to  rebuild  the 
Hall,  and  the  best  opportunity  to  fix  the  whole 
problem,  this  measure,  has  willfully  omitted  the 
complete  fix  to  accommodate  "political  realities." 


These  "political  realities"  include  a belief  that  San 
Franciscans  don't  want  to  spend  money  to  build  jails. 
As  one  of  the  leading  advocates  for  community-based 
alternatives  for  non-violent  offenders,  nothing  would 
please  me  more  than  to  be  able  to  close  jails  and  help 
people  reenter  society.  But  the  real-life  realities  are  that 
over  750,  mostly  black  and  Latino,  lower-level  offend- 
ers are  locked  up  on  the  top  floors  of  850  Bryant.

The  great  San  Francisco  earthquake  struck  on  April  18, 
1906.  Yet  it  was  the  resulting  fire,  not  the  earthquake, 
which  destroyed  the  city. The  fire  burned  for  four  days. 
Water  breaks  made  it  impossible  for  firefighters  to  get 
the  water  they  needed.  25,000  buildings  burned.  It  was 
the  sixth  time  San  Francisco  had  burned  to  the  ground. 

In  1908,  city  engineers  and  firefighters  studied  250 
cities  throughout  the  world  to  develop  the  best 
emergency  water  system  possible. The  result  was  the 
Auxiliary  Water  Supply  System  (AWSS)  - a separate 
high  pressure  water  supply  system  for  fire  protection 
use  only. 

The  AWSS  is  dedicated  to  the  principle  that  the  city  will 
never  again  be  destroyed  by  fire. 

The  components  of  the  AWSS  include  theTwin  Peaks 
Reservoir,  a 10.5  million  gallon  storage  reservoir;  the 
Ashbury  Tank;  the  Jones  Street  Tank;  two  emergency 
saltwater  pumping  stations;  two  fireboats;  ovfer  150 
miles  of  pipe;  special  hydrants;  and  water  cisterns 
located  throughout  the  city. 

Unfortunately,  the  system,  now  over  100  years  old,  has 
deteriorated.  Parts  of  it  broke  during  the  1989  Loma 
Prieta  quake,  making  it  more  difficult  to  fight  fires  in  the 
Marina. 

Proposition  B identifies  the  most  vulnerable  compo- 
nents of  the  AWSS  pipe  for  repair  or  replacement,  con- 
structs additional  firefighting  cisterns  that  provide  an 
emergency  source  of  water  for  firefighting,  and 
upgrades  seismically  unsafe  neighborhood  fire  stations.

City  Controller  Ben  Rosenfield  has  issued  the  following 
statement  on  the  fiscal  impact  of  Proposition  C: 

Should  the  proposed  charter  amendment  be  approved 
by  the  voters,  in  my  opinion,  there  would  be  a minimal 
impact  on  the  cost  of  government. 

The  Film  Commission  currently  consists  of  11 
members  appointed  by  the  Mayor. The  amendment 
would  provide  instead  that  six  members  of  the 
Commission  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  and  five  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  with  all  members  subject  to 
certain  qualification  requirements  and  to  confirmation 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.

The  Way  It  Is  Now:  The  San  Francisco  Employees' 
Retirement  System  (SFERS)  provides  retirement  benefits 
for  most  City  employees. The  California  Public 
Employees'  Retirement  System  (CalPERS)  provides 
retirement  benefits  for  City  employees  in  certain  job 
classifications. 

Retirement  benefits  for  City  employees  are  calculated 
using  a formula  that  includes  the  employee's  "final 
compensation,"  which  is  the  employee's  highest  average 
monthly  compensation  for  any  one  year  of  earnings. 

The  Charter  requires  employees  to  pay  a percentage  of 
their  compensation  to  SFERS  or  CalPERS  to  help  pay  for 
retirement  benefits  they  will  receive. 

• Most  city  employees  pay  7.5%. 

• Safety  employees  such  as  police  officers  and 
firefighters  pay  7.5%,  even  though  the  retirement 
benefits  they  receive  cost  more  than  the  benefits 
paid  to  most  City  employees. 

• Some  CalPERS  members  pay  7.5%,  even  though  the 
required  employee  contribution  is  9.0%.  Because  of 
contractual  agreements  or  Charter  requirements, 
the  City  pays  the  difference. 

The  Charter  requires  the  City  to  contribute  to  SFERS 
following  a set  formula.  Under  this  formula,  the  employ- 
er contribution  to  SFERS  depends  partly  on  the  invest- 
ment earnings  of  the  pension  fund. 

The  City  has  a Retiree  Health  CareTrust  Fund  to  help  pay 
for  costs  related  to  retiree  health  care. The  San  Francisco 
Unified  School  District  and  the  Community  College 
District  are  participating  employers  in  this  Fund. 

The  Proposal:  Proposition  D is  a Charter  Amendment 
that  would  change  the  retirement  benefits  formula, 
change  the  employee  contribution  for  certain  employees, 
and  require  that  savings  from  reduced  employer 
contributions  be  deposited  in  the  Retiree  Health  Care 
Trust  Fund. 


For  employees  hired  on  and  after  July  1,  2010,  "final 
compensation"  would  be  calculated  using  a two-year 
formula.

City  Controller  Ben  Rosenfield  has  issued  the  following 
statement  on  the  fiscal  impact  of  Proposition  D: 

Should  the  proposed  charter  amendment  be  approved 
by  the  voters,  in  my  opinion,  the  City  will  have  reduced 
costs  in  the  medium  and  long  term  for  the  cost  of 
employee  pensions,  with  those  costs  largely  being  shift- 
ed from  the  employer  to  employees. 

Employer  and  Employee  Pension  Contribution  Rates; 
Each  year,  based  on  actuarial  analysis,  the  San  Francisco 
Employees'  Retirement  System  (SFERS)  board  sets  the 
required  contribution  rates  for  the  City  and  its  employ- 
ees to  fund  the  cost  of  current  and  projected  future  pen- 
sion benefits.  In  FY2009-2010,  the  City's  required  contri- 
bution was  9.49%  of  payroll.  In  FY2010-11,  the  City's 
required  contribution  will  increase  to  13.56%  of  payroll, 
due  in  part  to  losses  in  SFERS'  assets  related  to  the  eco- 
nomic downturn. 

Currently,  most  employees  pay  7.5%  of  salary  to  the 
retirement  system  as  their  share  of  pension  costs. This 
employee  contribution  rate  is  fixed  in  the  Charter.  For 
employees  in  public  safety  classifications,  whose  pen- 
sion cost  is  higher,  the  City  also  pays  the  difference 
between  9.0%  and  the  employee  contribution  rate  of 
7.5%.  Similarly,  for  city  employees  who  are  members  of 
the  California  Public  Employees  Retirement  System 
(CalPERS),  the  City  pays  the  difference  between  7.5%  and 
CalPERS'  mandated  employee  contribution,  which  was 
9.0%  in  the  most  recent  year. The  amendment  would 
specify  that  SFERS  public  safety  employees  and 
CalPERS  members  hired  after  July  1,  2010  would  have 
to  contribute  9.0%  of  salary  as  the  mandated  employee 
contribution  for  their  pensions. 

Final  Pension  Compensation  Calculation: 

Currently,  employee  pension  payments  are  calculated 
using  a formula  that,  among  other  factors,  is  based 
upon  an  employee's  highest  year  of  compensation. 

The  Charter  amendment  would  change  this  part  of  the 
formula  to  specify  that  final  compensation  will  instead 
be  based  upon  average  monthly  compensation  earned 
during  the  highest  two  years. 

Under  the  Charter  and  Federal  laws,  this  change  would 
not  affect  any  current  employees— only  those  hired  after 
July  1,  2010.  Effectively,  the  changes  will  require  the 
creation  of  a new  "tier"  of  employees  whose  final 
compensation  calculation  is  different  than  most  current 
employees.  By  approximately  2032,  most  city  employees 
would  be  under  this  arrangement. 


City  Savings  Estimate: 

Taken  together,  the  change  in  the  SFERS  safety  and 
CalPERS  employee  contribution  rates  from  7.5%  to  9.0%, 
and  the  two  year  final  compensation  calculation,  are 
expected  to  reduce  the  employer  long-term  cost  (called 
the  'normal'  cost)  of  pension  funding  by  approximately 
0.7%  over  the  25  year  period  between  fiscal  year  2011- 
2012  and  fiscal  year  2035-2036.  Cumulatively,  the  sav- 
ings for  that  same  25  year  period  is  estimated  to  range 
between  $300  and  $500  million  depending  on  future 
wage  and  benefit  rates  for  employees,  and  other  factors. 
Maintaining  City  Benefit  Contributions  at  the  'Normal' 
Cost: 

The  Charter  amendment  would  specify  that  for  any  year 
in  which  the  City's  actuarially-required  contribution  rate 
to  SFERS  fell  below  the  'normal'  funding  cost,  the  city 
would  deposit  the  difference  into  the  retiree  health  trust 
fund  to  pay  for  future  benefit  costs.  Historically  there 
have  been  periods  in  which  the  City's  pension  contribu- 
tion rate  was  very  low  or  zero  due  largely  to  strong 
investment  performance  in  the  SFERS  trust.  When  and  if 
such  conditions  occur  again,  this  change  would  effective- 
ly require  the  city  to  nonetheless  continue  paying  for 
pension  and/or  post-employment  benefit  liabilities  at  the 
estimated  long-term  cost  of  pension  funding  which  typi- 
cally ranges  around  9%  to  10%  of  payroll  over  time. 

Note  that  the  City  currently  pays  the  cost  of  retirees' 
health  benefits  each  year  as  that  year's  expense  is  due. 
As  a result,  there  is  a substantial  unfunded  liability, 
estimated  to  be  approximately  $4  billion  in  total,  for  the 
future  cost  of  retiree  health  benefits  that  current  employ- 
ees have  already  earned. That  liability  has  been  some- 
what reduced  by  the  passage  of  Proposition  B in  June 
2008  which  required  employees  hired  beginning  in  2009 
to  pay  a portion  of  post-employment  health  benefit 
costs,  but  the  bulk  of  the  cost,  estimated  at  between 
$250  and  $300  million  annually  at  current  rates,  will  have 
to  be  otherwise  addressed  by  the  City. The  contributions 
that  would  be  mandated  by  this  amendment  would 
address  a portion  of  this  liability.

For  example,  landlords  may  increase  rent  once  a year 
by  a percentage  set  by  the  Residential  Rent 
Stabilization  and  Arbitration  Board  (Rent  Board). 

In  addition,  landlords  may  increase  rents  to  pay  for 
certain  property  improvements  and  some  increases  in 
the  property  tax.  A tenant  may  file  a hardship 
application  with  the  Rent  Board  to  seek  to  limit 
some  of  these  increases. 

The  Proposal:  Proposition  F would  amend  the 
Ordinance  to  add  provisions  for  hardship  applications. 
In  response  to  most  rent  increases,  a tenant  may 
submit  a financial  hardship  application  if  one  of  the 
following  conditions  applies: 

• the  tenant  has  become  unemployed; 

• the  tenant's  wages  have  been  reduced  by  20%  or 
more  compared  to  the  previous  12  months;  or 

• the  tenant's  sole  income  consists  of  government 
benefits,  such  as  Social  Security  or  disability,  and 
the  tenant  has  not  received  a cost  of  living 
increase  in  the  previous  12  months. 

After  the  tenant  submits  a financial  hardship  applica- 
tion to  the  Rent  Board,  an  Administrative  Law  Judge 
(ALJ)  holds  a hearing  on  the  application. 

The  ALJ  would  base  a final  decision  on: 

• whether  the  tenant  satisfies  one  of  the  above 
conditions; 

• whether  the  rent,  with  the  increase,  totals  more 
than  33%  of  the  tenant's  income;  and 

• consideration  of  the  tenant's  assets. 


If  the  ALJ  finds  that  the  tenant  has  a financial  hardship, 
the  landlord  may  not  increase  the  tenant's  rent  for  a 
specified  period  based  on  the  tenant's  circumstances. 
The  rent  increase  may  take  effect  later  if  the  tenant's 
financial  circumstances-change.  Either  the  tenant  or 
the  landlord  may  appeal  the  ALJ's  decision  to  the  Rent 
Board. 

A "YES"  Vote  Means:  If  you  vote  "yes,"  you  want  to 
amend  the  Ordinance  to  allow  tenants  to  apply  to  the 
Reht  Board  to  postpone  most  rent  increases  if  they 
become  unemployed,  their  wages  decrease  by  20%  or 
more,  or  they  do  not  receive  a cost  of  living  increase  in 
their  government  benefits  and  this  is  theinsole  income.

Proponent's  Argument  in  Favor  of  Proposition  F 


Proposition  F is  a modest  change  to  our  current  rent 
laws  that  allows  tenants  to  temporarily  postpone  new 
rent  increases  during  tough  economic  times. 

San  Francisco  rents,  already  the  highest  in  the  country, 
soared  during  the  speculative  frenzy  of  the  real  estate 
bubble.  Apartment  buildings  were  bought  and  sold  at 
record  rates  by  real  estate  investors  funded  with  Wall 
Street  money.  With  each  sale,  the  new  landlord  would 
significantly  increase  rents  on  vacant  units  and  then  try 
to  force  out  tenants  in  rent-controlled  units.  From  2005 
to  2010,  rents  on  2 bedroom  apartments  soared  by 
over  50%,  from  just  under  $2,000  to  nearly  $3,000. 
When  the  real  estate  bubble  burst,  rents  did  not  come 
down  but  incomes  did.  When  the  excesses  of  real 
estate  speculation  forced  the  economy  into  a tailspin, 
San  Francisco  found  itself  with  an  unemployment  rate 
of  over  10%  and  tens  of  thousands  more  renters  were 
forced  into  part-time  work.  And,  many  senior  renters 
living  on  Social  Security  found  out  they  would  not  get 
a cost  of  living  increase  on  their  already-meager  bene- 
fits. Thus,  renters  were  left  trying  to  pay  extraordinarily 
high  rents  while  seeing  their  income  disappear  or  get 
slashed. 


Much  attention  has  been  focused  on  keeping  home- 
owners  in  their  homes.  We  need  to  pay  the  same  atten- 
tion to  the  plight  of  renters  who  can  barely  pay  their 
rents  and  who  would  lose  their  homes  if  their  rents 
increase  further.  Proposition  F will  let  renters  who  have 
lost  their  job  or  had  their  pay  cut  significantly  to 
temporarily  postpone  any  new  rent  increases.

^ > WHEREAS,  following  a duly  noticed  public  hearing  held  pursu- 
| ant  to  the  Act,  the  Board,  on  February  13,  1990,  adopted  its  Resolution 
of  Formation  pursuant  to  which  CFD  No.  90-1  was  formed  and  an  elec- 
tion was  called  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  the  levy  of  the  special  tax 
and  the  establishment  of  an  appropriations  limit  to  the  qualified  electors 
! of  CFD  No.  90-1;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  June  5,  1990,  the  election  was  held  within  the 
District  at  which  the  electors  approved  the  levy  of  the  special  tax  and 
the  appropriations  limit  by  more  than  the  two-thirds  vote  required  by 
the  Act;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Board,  on  July  5,  1990,  caused  to  be  recorded  a 
Notice  of  Special  Tax,  and  on  July  1 1 , 1990,  a supplement  thereto,  in 
jthe  Office  of  the  County  Recorder  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  in  conformance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act,  and  there- 
after adopted  an  ordinance  levying  the  special  tax;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  special  tax  has  been  annually  levied  to  pay  for 
ithe  facilities;  not  all  of  the  facilities  have  been  completed,  however,  the 
term  of  the  special  tax  has  expired;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  February  4,  2010,  the  Board  adopted  its 
Resolution  of  Consideration  No.  102-4SO1  (the  “Resolution  of 
Consideration”),  pursuant  to  Section  53334  of  the  Act,  wherein  the 
Board  (1)  determined  the  need  to  complete  the  facilities  previously 
approved  for  CFD  No.  90- 1 , as  therein  proposed  to  be  updated  and,  in 
order  to  pay  for  them,  to  extend  and  levy  the  previously  approved  spe- 
cial tax,  as  therein  proposed  to  be  modified,  (2)  proposed  to  provide  for 
the  reauthorization  of  the  previously  authorized  facilities,  as  therein 
updated,  and  the  extension  and  levy  of  the  previously  approved  special 
tax,  as  therein  modified,  and  (3)  fixed  a time  and  place  for  a hearing  on 
the  proposed  changes;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Resolution  of  Consideration  (1)  stating  the  name 
of  the  community  facilities  district,  (2)  generally  describing  the  bound- 
aries of  CFD  No.  90-1 , (3)  specifying  the  facilities  to  be  financed,  as 


proposed  to  be  updated,  (4)  specifying  the  special  tax  to  pay  the  costs 
thereof,  as  proposed  to  be  modified,  and  (5)  fixing  the  time  and  place 
for  the  hearing  on  the  consideration  of  the  proposed  changes,  is  incor- 
porated herein  by  this  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  notice  of  the  hearing  on  the  consideration  of  the 
proposed  changes  was  duly  published  as  required  by  law,  as  evidenced 
by  the  certificate  of  publication  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  (the 
“Clerk”);  and 

WHEREAS,  at  the  time  and  date  set  for  the  hearing,  March  9, 
2010,  this  Board  held  the  public  hearing  as  required  by  law  relative  to 
the  proposed  changes  described  in  the  Resolution  of  Consideration;  and 

WHEREAS,  prior  to  the  hearing  a report  (the  “Report”)  contain- 
ing (1)  a description  of  the  facilities  required  to  adequately  meet  the 
needs  of  CFD  No.  90-1 , as  updated,  and  (2)  an  estimate  of  (a)  the  cost 
of  providing  the  facilities;  (b)  the  fair  and  reasonable  costs  of  any  of  the 
facilities  to  be  purchased;  and  (c)  the  fair  and  reasonable  cost  of  inci- 
dental expenses  related  thereto,  was  filed  with  this  Board  as  a part  of 
the  record  of  the  hearing  and  duly  considered  by  this  Board;  the  Report 
also  incorporates  clarifying  changes  recommended  by  staff  that  do  not 
change  the  types  of  facilities  proposed  to  be  financed;  and 

WHEREAS,  at  the  hearing  all  interested  persons  for  or  against 
the  proposed  changes  were  heard  and  considered,  and  a full  and  fair 
hearing  was  held  thereon;  and 

WHEREAS,  at  the  hearing  evidence  was  presented  to  this  Board 
on  the  matters  before  it,  and  this  Board,  at  the  conclusion  of  the  hearing, 
was  fully  advised  as  to  all  matters  relating  to  the  proposed  changes;  and 

WHEREAS,  written  protests  against  the  proposed  changes  have 
not  been  filed  with  the  Clerk  by  fifty  percent  (50%)  or  more  of  the  reg- 
istered voters  residing  within  CFD  No.  90-1 , or  the  owners  of  one  half 
(1/2)  or  more  of  the  area  of  the  land  proposed  to  be  included  in  CFD 
No.  90-1  and  not  exempt  from  the  special  tax;  and 

WHEREAS , there  has  been  submitted  to  this  Board  proposed 
goals  and  policies  concerning  the  use  of  the  Act;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  it  is  advisable  to  order 
an  election  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  the  changes  and  the  establish- 
ment of  the  appropriations  limit  to  the  qualified  electors  of  CFD  No. 
90-1  and  to  request  that  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  the  District 
(the  “Superintendent”)  call  the  election  and  that  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  Director  of  Elections  (the  “Director  of  Elections”)  take 
all  steps  required  to  conduct  the  election. 

NOW  THEREFORE,  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District  DOES  HEREBY  RESOLVE, 
DETERMINE  and  ORDER,  as  follows: 

1 . The  foregoing  recitals  are  true  and  correct. 

2.  The  proposed  changes  described  in  the  Resolution  of 
Consideration  have  not  been  precluded  by  majority  protest  pursuant  to 
Section  53337  of  the  Act.  The  proposed  changes  are  to  provide  for  the 
reauthorization  of  the  facilities,  as  therein  updated,  and  the  extension 
and  levy  of  the  previously  approved  special  tax,  as  therein  modified. 

Any  protests  related  tq  the  proposed  changes  are  hereby  overruled. 

3.  (a)  The  facilities  to  be  financed  by  CFD  No.  90-1 , being  the 
previously  authorized  facilities  for  CFD  No.  90-1  as  updated,  and  as 
clarified  in  the  Report  (the  “Facilities”)  are  set  forth  in  EXHIBIT  A. 
They  are  public  facilities  authorized  to  be  acquired  or  constructed  under 
the  Act  that  have  a useful  life  of  five  years  or  longer.  The  Facilities  are 
governmental  facilities  which  this  Board  is  authorized  by  law  to  con- 
tribute revenue  to,  or  construct,  own  or  operate. 
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(b)  The  Report  related  to  the  Facilities  shall  be  a part  of 
the  record  in  these  proceedings.  For  purposes  hereof,  the  Report 
shall  refer  and  apply  to  the  Report  as  modified,  amended,  revised 
or  corrected  pursuant  to  and  in  accordance  with  this  Resolution  as 
well  as  any  other  resolution  or  order  heretofore  adopted  or  made 
by  this  Board. 

4.  (a)  As  stated  in  the  Resolution  of  Consideration,  except 
where  funds  are  otherwise  available,  it  is  the  intention  of  this  Board  to 
annually  levy  a special  tax  sufficient  to  pay  for  the  Facilities,  including 
incidental  expenses  related  thereto,  secured  by  recordation  of  a continu- 
ing lien  against  all  nonexempt  real  property  in  CFD  No.  90-1 . 

(b)  The  rate,  method  of  apportionment,  and  manner  of 
collection  of  the  special  tax,  in  sufficient  detail  to  allow  each 
landowner  or  resident  within  CFD  No.  90-1  to  estimate  the  maxi- 
mum amount  such  person  will  have  to  pay  for  the  Facilities, 
being  the  previously  approved  special  tax  for  CFD  No.  90-1  as 
extended  and  updated,  and  as  clarified  in  the  Report,  is  described 
in  EXHIBIT  B.  EXHIBIT  B incorporates  clarifying  changes  rec- 
ommended by  staff  that  do  not  increase  the  proposed  maximum 
special  tax  or  the  probable  special  tax. 

(c)  The  special  tax,  as  apportioned  to  each  parcel  pursuant 
to  EXHIBIT  B.  is  based  on  the  cost  of  making  the  Facilities 
available  to  each  parcel,  or  other  reasonable  basis,  and  is  not' 
based  on  or  upon  the  ownership  of  real  property. 

(d)  No  ad  valorem  property  tax  is,  or  will  be,  levied  on 
property  within  CFD  No.  90-1  for  the  exclusive  purpose  of  mak- 
ing lease  payments  on  an  existing  lease  or  paying  principal  or 
interest  on  outstanding  bonds  or  other  existing  indebtedness, 
including  State  school  building  loans,  incurred  to  finance  the  con- 
struction of  capital  facilities  which  are  the  same  as  are  to  be  pro- 
vided by  the  Facilities. 

5.  The  Office  of  the  Chief  Financial  Officer  is  hereby  desig- 
nated as  the  office,  department  or  bureau  that  will  be  responsible  for 
annually  preparing  the  current  roll  of  special  tax  levy  obligations  by 
assessor’s  parcel  number  on  nonexempt  property  within  CFD  No.  90-1 , 
and  that  will  be  responsible  for  estimating  future  special  tax  levies  pur- 
suant to  Section  53340.2  of  the  Act.  The  current  name,  address,  and 
telephone  number  of  the  Office  of  the  Chief  Financial  Officer,  and  the 
person  responsible  for  administering  the  District,  is  as  follows:

Such  officer  is  hereby  directed  to  establish  procedures  to  prompt- 
ly respond  to  inquiries  concerning  current  and  future  estimated  tax  lia- 
bility pursuant  to  Section  53340.2  of  the  Act. 

6.  All  prior  proceedings  taken  with  respect  to  the  establish- 
ment of  CFD  No.  90- 1 were  valid  and  in  conformity  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  Act.  All  prior  proceedings  taken  with  respect  to  the  pro- 
posed changes  described  in  the  Resolution  of  Consideration  were  valid 
and  in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act. 


8.  (a)  This  Board  hereby  orders  an  election  to  submit  the  ques- 
tions of  making  the  changes  proposed  in  the  Resolution  of  Consider- 
ation, as  herein  clarified,  and  establishing  the  annual  appropriations 
limit  for  CFD  No.  90-1  in  connection  therewith,  to  the  qualified  electors 
within  the  CFD  No.  90-1 . Pursuant  to  Section  53353.5  of  the  Act,  the 
questions  of  making  such  changes  and  establishing  an  appropriations 
limit  shall  be  combined  in  a single  ballot  measure,  substantially  in  the 
form  set  forth  in  EXHIBIT  C (the  “Ballot  Measure”).  The  election  shall 
be  held  on  Tuesday,  June  8,  2010. 

(b)  More  than  twelve  (12)  persons  have  been  registered  to  vote 
within  CFD  No.  90-1  for  each  of  the  ninety  (90)  days  pre- 
ceding the  close  of  the  hearing  referenced  herein. 
Accordingly,  the  qualified  electors  shall  be  the  registered 
voters  within  CFD  No.  90-1,  with  each  registered  voter  hav- 
ing one  vote.  The  voting  procedure  herein  described  is  also 
described  in  the  Resolution  of  Consideration. 

9.  The  authority  for  ordering  the  election  is  contained  in 
Section  53326  of  the  Government  Code  and  Section  5304  of  the 
Education  Code. 

10.  The  authority  for  the  specifications  of  this  election  order  is 
contained  in  Section  5322  of  the  Education  Code. 

1 1 . This  Resolution  shall  stand  as  the  order  to  the  Super- 
intendent to  call  an  election  within  the  boundaries  of  the  District  on 
June  8, 2010  pursuant  to  the  specifications  contained  herein  and  as  the 
request  to  the  Director  of  Elections  to  take  all  steps  required  to  conduct 
the  election  ordered  pursuant  to  this  Resolution. 

12.  The  Clerk  is  hereby  directed  to  send  a certified  copy  of  this 
Resolution  to  the  Director  of  Elections  to  be  received  no  later  than  5 
p.m.  on  March  12,  2010. 

13.  The  Board  hereby  requests  that  the  Director  of  Elections 
shall  transmit  a copy  of  the  Ballot  Measure  to  the  Ballot  Simplification 
Committee,  which  shall  prepare  an  impartial  analysis  of  the  measure, 
showing  the  effect  of  the  Ballot  Measure  on  existing  law  and  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Ballot  Measure. 

14.  Pursuant  to  Section  9502  of  the  Elections  Code,  the 
Director  of  Elections  is  requested  to  fix  and  determine  a reasonable  date 
prior  to  the  election  after  which  no  arguments  for  or  against  the  Ballot 
Measure  may  be  submitted  to  the  Director  of  Elections  so  as  to  provide 
a reasonable  time  in  which  to  prepare  and  print  the  arguments,  and  to 
permit  a 10-calendar-day  public  examination  and  to  publish  notice  (the 
“Notice”)  of  such  date  once  in  a newspaper  of  general  circulation  pub- 
lished in  the  District.  The  Board  requests  that  a copy  of  that  published 
Notice  be  delivered  to  the  Clerk,  pursuant  to  Section  12113  of  the 
Elections  Code. 

15.  The  Clerk  shall  post  the  Notice  received  from  the  Director 
of  Elections  in  the  District  office  pursuant  to  Section  12113  of  the 
Elections  Code. 

16.  Pursuant  to  Sections  5302, 5303, 5320,  5322  and  5325  of 
the  Education  Code,  the  Superintendent  and  the  Director  of  Elections  of 
the  City  and  County  are  hereby  requested  to  take  all  steps  to  call  and 
conduct  the  election  in  accordance  with  law  and  these  specifications. 
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7.  In  accordance  with  Section  53325.7  of  the  Act,  the  annual 
appropriations  limit  of  CFD  No.  90-1 , as  defined  by  subdivision  (h)  of 
Section  8 of  Article  XIII  B of  the  California  Constitution,  is  hereby  pre- 
liminarily established  at  $16,000,000,  and  this  annual  appropriations 
limit  shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of  CFD  No.  90-1  as  hereafter  pro- 
vided. The  proposition  establishing  this  appropriations  limit  shall 
become  effective  if  approved  by  the  qualified  electors  voting  thereon, 
and  shall  be  adjusted  in  accordance  with  the  applicable  provisions  of 
Section  53325.7  of  the  Act. 


17.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  is  authorized  to  canvass  the  returns  of  the  election  pursuant  to 
Section  10411  of  the  Elections  Code. 

tea, 

18.  Pursuant  to  Section  5303  of  the  Education  Code  and 
Section  10002  of  the  Elections  Code,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  requested  to  permit  the  Director  of 
Elections  to  render  all  services  necessary,  including  those  services  spec- 
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ified  in  Section  12105  of  the  Elections  Code  relating  to  the  election, 
such  services  to  include  the  mailing  of  the  sample  ballot. 

19.  The  Board  requests  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  or  any  officer  otherwise  authorized  by 
law,  to  partially  or  completely  consolidate  the  election  with  the  regular- 
ly scheduled  local  election  of  the'  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  or 
the  general  election  held  on  June  8,  2010;  and  to  further  provide  that  the 
canvass  be  made  by  any  body  or  official  authorized  by  law  to  canvass 
the  returns  of  the  election  and  that  the  Board  consents  to  such 
consolidation. 

20.  Within  three  business  days  after  the  adoption  of  this 
Resolution,  the  Clerk  shall  accept  and  file  a certified  copy  of  this 
Resolution  along  with  a copy  of  the  Boundary  Map  and  a sufficient 
description  of  the  boundaries  of  CFD  No.  90- 1 . The  Clerk  shall  also 
accept  and  file  the  assessor’s  parcel  numbers  for  the  land  within  CFD 
No.  90-1 , if  necessary. 

21 . If  two  thirds  (2/3)  of  the  votes  cast  upon  the  question  of 
making  the  proposed  changes  are  cast  in  favor  thereof,  as  determined  by 
this  Board  after  the  canvass  of  the  returns  of  the  consolidated  election, 
this  Board  may  thereafter  proceed  with  the  financing  of  the  Facilities 
and  the  levy  the  special  tax  within  CFD  No.  90-1  in  the  amount  and  for 
the  purposes  specified  in  this  Resolution.  The  special  tax  may  be  levied 
only  at  the  rate  and  may  be  apportioned  only  in  the  manner  specified  in 
this  Resolution,  subject  to  the  Act,  except  that  the  special  tax  may  be 
levied  at  a lower  rate. 

22.  Upon  a determination  by  this  Board,  after  the  canvass  of  the 
returns  of  the  election  contemplated  in  Sections  19  and  21  hereof,  that 
two  thirds  (2/3)  of  the  votes  cast  upon  the  question  of  making  the  pro- 
posed changes  are  in  favor  thereof,  it  will  adopt  a resolution  determin- 
ing the  proposed  changes  are  authorized,  and  the  Clerk  will  record  a 
notice  of  the  changes  as  provided  for  in  Section  3117.5  of  the  California 
Streets  and  Highways  Code.  Upon  such  recordation,  a continuing  lien  to 
secure  each  levy  of  the  special  tax  shall  attach  to  all  nonexempt  real 
property  in  CFD  No.  90-1,  and  this  lien  shall  continue  in  force  and 
effect  until  the  collection  of  the  special  tax  ceases  to  be  levied. 

23.  The  goals  and  policies  related  to  the  use  of  the  Act,  set  forth 
in  EXHIBIT  D,  are  hereby  adopted. 

24.  The  Clerk,  the  District’s  General  Counsel,  and  the  other 
officers  of  the  District  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  individually  - 
and  collectively,  to  do  any  and  all  things,  and  to  execute,  deliver,  and 
perform  any  and  all  agreements  and  documents,  that  they  deem  neces- 
sary or  advisable  in  order  to  effectuate  the  purposes  of  this  Resolution, 
including,  without  limitation,  to  prepare  and  submit  for  inclusion  in  the 
voter  information  materials  an  argument  in  favor  of  passage  of  the  bal- 
lot measure.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  the  officers  of  the  District 
that  are  in  conformity  with  the  purposes  and  intent  of  this  Resolution 
are  hereby  ratified,  conformed  and  approved. 

25.  This  Resolution  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  adoption.

EXHIBIT  A 

FACILITIES  TO  BE  FINANCED 

The  following  school  sites  and  structures,  consistent  with  the  building 
area  and  cost  standards  established  by  the  State  Allocation  Board. 

1 .  Seismic  upgrading,  structural  strengthening  and  related 
improvements  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District 
facilities  and  Child  Care  Centers  to  repair,  replace,  improve, 


or  rehabilitate  identified  structural  deficiencies  and  improve 
the  seismic  performance  due  to  revisions  to  the  California 
building  codes. 

2.  Repair,  replace,  improve  or  rehabilitate  fire  and  life-safety 
building  systems,  and  related  improvements,  including 
paths  of  exiting,  ADA  access  paths  of  travel,  building  code 
upgrades,  fire  alarm  systems,  fire  sprinkler  and  fire  suppres- 
sion systems,  and  correction  of  identified  fire  safety  viola- 
tions of  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  facilities  and 
Child  Care  Centers. 

3.  Deferred  capital  maintenance  of  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  facilities  and  Child  Care  Centers,  including 
the  salaries  and  benefits  of  those  District  employees  directly 
working  on  the  reparation,  replacement,  improvement  or 
rehabilitation  of  fire,  life-safety  and  exiting  systems,  and 
other  incidental  expenses  related  to  the  foregoing  or  to 
building  code  upgrades  and/or  replacement  of  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District  facilities  and  Child  Care 
Centers  as  needed. 

4.  Incidental  expenses,  including  the  cost  of  planning,  design, 
engineering,  testing  and  environmental  evaluations  for  each 
individual  project;  all  costs  associated  with  the  determina- 
tion of  the  amount  of  and  collection  of  taxes,  the  payment  of 
taxes,  and  costs  otherwise  incurred  in  order  to  carry  out  the 
authorized  purposes  of  CFD  No.  90-1;  and  any  other  expens- 
es, incidental  to  the  reparation,  replacement,  improvement,  or 
rehabilitation  of  the  facilities  permitted  under  the  Act. 


EXHIBIT  B 

RATE  AND  METHOD  OF  APPORTIONMENT  OF  SPECIAL  TAX 

The  annual  and  special  tax  shall  be  levied  on  each  separate  parcel 
within  Community  Facilities  District  No.  90-1,  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District,  San  Francisco  County,  California  (“CFD  No.  90-1”)  as 
shown  on  the  San  Francisco  County  Assessor’s  records,  subject  to  the 
maximum  rates  specified  below,  as  established  by  the  Board  of 
Education  (“Board”)  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District 
(“District”) 

DETERMINATION  OF  PARCELS  SUBJECT  TO  SPECIAL  TAX 

The  records  of  the  County  Assessor  of  San  Francisco  County 
shall  be  used  to  determine  the  parcels  subject  to  the  special  tax.  The 
basis  for  determining  the  parcels  will  be  the  Secured  Property  Tax  Roll . 
The  land  use  code  contained  with  records  maintained  by  the  Assessor  of 
the  number  of  dwelling  units  on  each  residential  parcel  in  CFD  90-1, 
will  be  the  basis  for  assigning  the  appropriate  tax  rate  to  each  parcel.  If 
the  District  determines  that  the  records  maintained  by  the  Assessor  are 
incorrect  with  respect  to  one  or  more  parcels,  the  District  will  assign  the 
appropriate  land  use  code  and  dwelling  unit  count  based  on  its  review 
of  the  property.  All  special  taxes  shall  be  based  on  parcels  established  in 
the  County  Assessor’s  records  as  of  March  1 of  each  year  and  all  land 
use  categories  shall  be  based  on  building  permits  and  other  relevant 
development  approvals  granted  by  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  or  any  successor  jurisdiction  as  of  June  1 of  each  year. 

Using  the  records  of  the  County  Assessor,  the  District  shall  pre- 
pare a list  of  the  parcels  subject  to  the  tax.  The  District  shall  establish 
the  parcels  subject  to  the  tax  using  the  procedure  described  below: 

1 . Exclude  all  parcels  which,  as  of  March  1 of  the  prior  fiscal 
year,  meet  one  of  the  following  conditions:  (1)  are  vacant, 
(2)  are  owned  by  the  federal,  state,  or  local  government  or  a 
public  agency  or  utility  and  are  used  for  public  purpose(s). 
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or (3)  are  a publicly  owned  or  non-profit  hospital,  or  ceme- 
tery, or  building(s)  used  exclusively  for  religious  worship, 
provided  that  leasehold  / possessory  interests  shall  be  taxed. 

2.  From  the  parcels  remaining,  identify  the  following  groups 
of  parcels  based  upon  assessor’s  data,  and  the  District’s 
review  of  building  permits  issued,  and  other  changes  in 
development  status: 

a.  Single  Family  Residential  Parcels:  Parcels  containing 
one  dwelling  unit  and  no  other  uses; 

b.  Mixed  Use  Parcels:  Parcels  with  one  or  more  residen- 
tial units  in  addition  to  one  or  more  Commercial  uses; 


1 .  The  applicant  must  show  evidence  that  the  dwelling  unit  is  j 
owned  or  rented  by  a citizen  who  is  at  least  65  years  of  age.  '

If  the  applicant  is  a landlord,  then  he  or  she  must  certify 
that  the  entire  tax  exemption  will  be  reflected  only  in  the 
rent  for  the  exempted  dwelling  unit(s).

c.  Multi-Family  Residential  Parcels:  Parcels  with  two  or 
more  residential  units  and  no  other  uses; 

d.  Non-Residential  Parcels:  Parcels  with  no  residential 
units,  including  transient  residential  units  such  as 
hotels. 

Parcels  which  have  been  granted  a building  permit  for  one  or 
more  residential  units  in  addition  to  or  in  place  of  the  uses  pres- 
ently existing  on  that  parcel  will  be  classified  based  on  the  uses 
that  will  exist  after  the  permit  has  been  exercised.

MAXIMUM  ANNUAL  SPECIAL  TAX 

The  maximum  annual  special  tax  on  parcels  in  CFD  No.  90-1 
shall  be  the  rates  below,  for  the  first  year,  and  then  adjusted  for  inflation 
each  year  thereafter  by  the  San  Francisco  All  Items  Consumer  Price 
Index  for  all  Urban  Consumers  (CPI-U)  as  reported  by  the  US 
Department  of  Labor’s  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics,  provided  however 
that,  for  a parcel  used  for  private  residential  purposes,  the  adjustment 
for  inflation  shall  not  exceed  2%  per  year: 

1 . Single  Family  Residential  Parcels  and  Non-Residential 
Parcels  shall  pay  $32.20  per  parcel.

EXHIBIT  D 

GOALS  AND  POLICIES  CONCERNING 
THE  USE  OF  THE  MELLO-ROOS  COMMUNITY  FACILITIES  ACT 
OF  1982 

Pursuant  to  California  Government  Code  Section  53312.7,  the 
San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  (the  “District”)  states  the  follow- 
ing as  its  goals  and  policies  concerning  the  use  of  the  Mello-Roos 
Community  Facilities  Act  of  1982,  as  amended  (the  “Act”). 

I . PRIORITIES  AMONG  KINDS  OF  PUBLIC  FACILITIES 
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When  special  tax  revenues  are  limited  within  a community  facili- 
ty district  (“CFD”),  first  priority  for  the  use  of  available  revenues  shall 
be  given  to  the  upgrading,  repair,  replacement  or  rehabilitation  of  school 
and  child  care  facilities,  second  priority  shall  be  given  to  school  site 
support  facilities  (for  example,  multipurpose  rooms  and  playground 
equipment),  and  third  priority  shall  be  given  to  administrative  facilities. 


2.  For  Mixed  Use  Parcels  and  Multi-Family  Residential 

Parcels,  the  District  shall  calculate  the  annual  special  tax  for 
each  such  parcel  by  multiplying  the  mixed  use  and  multi- 
family residential  tax  rate  of  $16.10  times  the  number  of 
dwelling  units  thereon  to  determine  the  special  tax  for  such 
parcel.  The  District  shall  notify  the  appropriate  county  offi- 
cial of  the  annual  special  tax  for  each  parcel. 

The  special  tax  shall  be  collected  in  CFD  No.  90-1  for  twenty  years. 

The  District  shall  make  every  effort  to  correctly  assign  the  tax 
rate  and  calculate  the  annual  special  tax  liability  for  each  parcel.  It  shall 
be  the  burden  of  the  taxpayer  to  correct  any  errors  in  the  determination 
of  the  parcels  subject  to  the  tax  and  their  special  tax  assignments. 

SENIOR  CITIZEN  EXEMPTION 

A property  owner  may  apply  for  a Senior  Citizen  Exemption 
which  would  provide  an  exemption  from  the  special  tax  on  dwelling 
units  occupied  by  senior  citizens,  if  the  following  conditions  are  met: 


The  District  does  not  currently  contemplate  the  use  of  the  Act  to 
finance  services. 

II.  CREDIT  QUALITY  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  BOND 
ISSUES 

The  District  does  not  currently  intend  to  issue  bonds  for  a CFD. 
In  the  event  it  should  at  some  future  date  determine  to  do  so,  these  goals 
and  policies  will  need  to  be  amended  in  order  to  address  credit  quality 
requirements  related  thereto. 

III . DISCLOSURE  TO  PROSPECTIVE  PROPERTY 
PURCHASERS 

The  District  will  comply  with  Section  53340.2  of  the  Act  with 
respect  to  the  designation  of  an  office,  department,  or  bureau  of  the 
District  to  be  responsible  for  annually  preparing  the  special  tax  roll, 
responding  to  inquiries,  and  furnishing  notice  upon  request  of  a seller  of 
property  within  the  CFD. 
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IV.  EQUITY  OF  SPECIAL  TAX  FORMULAS  AND,- 
MAXIMUM  SPECIAL  TAXES 

A.  Equity.  Any  special  tax  formula  approved  by  the  District 
shall  be  reasonable  and  equitable  in  allocating  public  facilities  costs  to 
parcels  within  the  CFD.  Exemptions  from  the  special  tax  may  be  given 
to  parcels  such  as,  but  not  limited  to,  publicly  owned  parcels  (that 
would  otherwise  be  subject  to  the  tax),  parcels  owned  by  public  utilities, 
parcels  used  for  religious  worship,  and  parcels  used  for  a public  puipose 
such  as  open  space  or  wetlands  or  are  affected  by  easements  making 
impractical  their  utilization  for  other  than  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the 
easements. 

B.  Maximum  Tax  Rate.  It  is  the  intent  of  the  District  that  the 
total  projected  property  tax  levels  for  any  private  residential  parcel 
within  a CFD  should  not  exceed  two  percent  of  the  projected  initial 
sales  price  of  a fully  developed  parcel  (/.<?.,  with  a completed  structure). 
Calculation  of  the  total  projected  property  tax  level  shall  take  into 
account  ad  valorem  property  taxes,  non  ad  valorem  special  taxes,  spe- 
cial assessments,  and  other  charges  levied  by  a public  agency  that  are  a 
lien  against  the  property. 

The  Act  provides  that  the  maximum  special  tax  for  any  parcel 
used  for  private  residential  purpose  shall  not  increase  over  time  at  a rate 
greater  than  two  percent  annually.  The  special  tax  formula  should  be 
structured  such  that  special  taxes  levied  on  developed  private  residential 
parcels  are  consistent  year  to  year,  subject  to  the  annual  increase  of  not 
more  than  two  percent.  The  Act  further  provides  that  under  no  circum- 
stances shall  the  special  tax  levied  on  any  private  residential  parcel  be 
increased  by  more  than  ten  percent  as  a cdnsequence  of  delinquency  or 
default  by  the  owner  of  any  other  parcel . 

V.  APPRAISAL  REQUIREMENTS 

The  District  does  not  currently  intend  to  issue  bonds  for  a CFD. 

In  the  event  it  should  at  some  future  date  determine  to  do  so,  these  goals 
and  policies  may  need  to  be  amended  in  order  to  establish  apprais’al 
standards  related  thereto. 

VI.  PRIORITY  ATTENDANCE  ACCESS 

A.  Priority  to  Residents  of  CFD.  Pursuant  to  the  requirement 
of  California  Government  Code  Section  53312.7,  the  District  shall  give 
priority  attendance  access  to  students  residing  in  a CFD  whose  residents 
have  paid  special  taxes  that  have,  in  whole  or  in  part,  financed  the  con- 

i struction  of  school  district  facilities.  The  degree  of  priority  shah  reflect 
the  proportion  of  each  school’s  financing  provided  through  the  CFD. 

B.  Exceptions.  The  attendance  priority  described  above  is  sub- 
ject to  the  District’s  other  attendance  policies  that  include  criteria  for 
student  assignment  such  as  goals  to  achieve  ethnic,  racial,  or  socioeco- 
nomic diversity;  federal,  state,  or  court  mandates;  transportation  needs, 
safe  pedestrian  routes;  grade  levels  for  which  facilities  were  designed; 
and  ensuring  that  students  have  continuity  of  schooling  within  any  sin- 
gle school  year.

| Ordinance  calling  and  providing  for  a special  election  to  be  held  in 
| the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  on  Tuesday,  June  8,  2010,  for 
the  purpose  of  submitting  to  San  Francisco  voters  a proposition  to 
incur  the  following  bonded  debt  of  the  City  and  County: 
$412,300,000  to  finance  the  construction,  acquisition,  improvement, 
and  retrofitting  of  Neighborhood  Fire  and  Police  Stations,  the 
I Auxiliary  Water  Supply  System,  a Public  Safety  Building  , and 
other  critical  infrastructure  and  facilities  for  earthquake  safety  and 
related  costs  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  foregoing  purposes; 

! authorizing  landlords  to  pass-through  50%  of  the  resulting  proper- 


ty tax  increase  to  residential  tenants  in  accordance  with  Chapter  37 
of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code;  finding  that  the  estimat- 
ed cost  of  such  proposed  project  is  and  will  be  too  great  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  ordinary  annual  income  and  revenue  of  the  City  and 
County  and  will  require  expenditures  greater  than  the  amount 
allowed  therefor  by  the  annual  tax  levy;  reciting  the  estimated  cost 
of  such  proposed  project;  fixing  the  date  of  election  and  the  manner 
of  holding  such  election  and  the  procedure  for  voting  for  or  against 
the  proposition;  fixing  the  maximum  rate  of  interest  on  such  bonds 
and  providing  for  the  levy  and  collection  of  taxes  to  pay  both  prin- 
cipal and  interest;  prescribing  notice  to  be  given  of  such  election; 
finding  that  a portion  of  the  proposed  bond  is  not  a project  under 
the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (“CEQA”)  and  adopting 
findings  under  CEQA,  CEQA  Guidelines,  and  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code  Chapter  31  for  the  remaining  portion  of  the 
proposed  bond;  finding  that  the  proposed  bond  is  in  conformity 
with  the  priority  policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  101.1(b)  and 
with  the  General  Plan  consistency  requirement  of  Charter  Section 
4.105  and  Administrative  Code  Section  2A.53;  consolidating  the 
special  election  with  the  general  election;  establishing  the  election 
precincts,  voting  places  and  officers  for  the  election;  waiving  the 
word  limitation  on  ballot  propositions  imposed  by  San  Francisco 
Municipal  Elections  Code  Section  510;  complying  with  the  restric- 
tions on  the  use  of  bond  proceeds  specified  in  Section  53410  of  the 
California  Government  Code;  incorporating  the  provisions  of  the 
San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  Sections  530  - 536;  and  waiv- 
ing the  time  requirements  specified  in  Section  234  of  the  San 
Francisco  Administrative  Code. 

Note:  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  this  ordinance, 
which  submits  to  San  Francisco  voters  a proposed 
bond  measure,  on  February  23,  2010. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco: 

Section  1.  Findings. 

A.  This  Board  of  Supervisors  (this  “Board”)  recognizes  the 
need  to  safeguard  and  enhance  the  City’s  earthquake  and  emergency 
response  and  recovery  by  rehabilitating  critical  facilities  that  support  the 
City’s  first  responders. 

B . The  Earthquake  Safety  and  Emergency  Response  Bond  (the 
“Bond”)  will  provide  funding  to  construct,  improve  and  rehabilitate 
earthquake  safety  and  emergency  responsiveness  facilities  and  infra- 
structure (as  described  below  in  Section  3). 

C.  This  Board  now  wishes  to  describe  the  terms  of  a ballot 
measure  seeking  approval  for  the  issuance  of  general  obligation  bonds 

' to  finance  all  or  a portion  of  the  City’s  earthquake  safety  and  response 
needs  as  described  below. 

Section  2.  A special  election  is  called  and  ordered  to  be  held  in 
the  City  on  Tuesday,  the  8th  day  of  June,  2010,  for  the  purpose  of  sub- 
mitting to  the  electors  of  the  City  a proposition  to  incur  bonded  indebt- 
edness of  the  City  for  the  project  described  in  the  amount  and  for  the 
purposes  stated: 

“SAN  FRANCISCO  EARTHQUAKE  SAFETY  AND 
EMERGENCY  RESPONSE  BOND,  2010.  $412,300,000  of  bonded 
indebtedness  to  improve  fire,  earthquake  and  emergency  response  and 
ensure  firefighters  a reliable  water  supply  for  fires  and  disasters, 
through  projects  including:  improving  deteriorating  pipes,  hydrants,  res- 
ervoirs, water  cisterns  and  pumps  built  after  the  1906  earthquake; 
improving  neighborhood  fire  stations;  replacing  the  seismically-unsafe 
emergency  command  center  with  an  earthquake-safe  building;  and  to 
pay  related  costs,  subject  to  independent  citizen  oversight  and  regular 
audits;  and  authorizing  landlords  to  pass-through  to  residential  tenants 
in  units  subject  to  Chapter  37  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code 
(the  “Residential  Stabilization  and  Arbitration  Ordinance”)  50%  of  the 
increase  in  the  real  property  taxes  attributable  to  the  cost  of  the  repay- 
ment of  the  bonds.” 

The  special  election  called  and  ordered  shall  be  referred  to  in  this 
ordinance  as  the  “Bond  Special  Election.” 
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Section  3.  PROPOSED  PROGRAM.  All  contracts  that  are  funded 
with  the  proceeds  of  bonds  authorized  hereby  shall  be  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  83  of  the  City’s  Administrative  Code  (the  “First 
Source  Hiring  Program”),  which  fosters  construction  and  permanent 
employment  opportunities  for  qualified  economically  disadvantaged 
individuals.  In  addition,  all  contracts  that  are  funded  with  the  proceeds 
of  bonds  authorized  hereby  also  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  14B  of  the  City's  Administrative  Code  (the  “Local  Business 
Enterprise  and  Non-Discrimination  in  Contracting  Ordinance”),  which 
assists  small  and  micro  local  businesses  to  increase  their  ability  to  com- 
pete effectively  for  the  award  of  City  contracts.  The  proposed  program 
can  be  summarized  as  follows: 

A.  AUXILIARY  WATER  SUPPLY  SYSTEM.  A portion  of  the 
Bond  shall  be  allocated  to  the  renovation  and  seismic  upgrading  of 
Auxiliary  Water  Supply  System  (the  "AWSS”)  core  facilities  consisting 
of  a reservoir,  two  storage  tanks  and  two  pump  stations  (collectively,  the 
“AWSS  Project”). 

B . CRITICAL  FIREFIGHTING  FACILITIES  AND 
INFRASTRUCTURE.  A portion  of  the  Bond  shall  be  allocated  to  the 
construction,  acquisition,  improvement,  retrofitting  and  completion  of 
critical  firefighting  facilities  and  infrastructure  for  earthquake  safety  and 
emergency  response  not  otherwise  specifically  enumerated  in  this  ordi- 
nance. including  without  limitation,  neighborhood  fire  stations,  and  such 
facilities  as  cisterns,  pipes  and  tunnels  for  the  water  system  for  firefight- 
ing (collectively,  the  “Critical  Firefighting  Facilities  and  Infrastructure”). 

C.  PUBLIC  SAFETY  BUILDING.  A portion  of  the  Bond  shall 
be  allocated  to  construct  in  Mission  Bay  a Public  Safety  Building  con- 
sisting of  a new  police  department  command  center,  a southern  district 
police  station,  and  a neighborhood  fire  station  in  a seismically  secure 
facility  to  serve  Mission  Bay  to  accommodate  safety  needs  in  a growing 
community  (the  “Public  Safety  Building”). 

D.  CITIZEN'S  OVERSIGHT  COMMITTEE.  A portion  of  the 
Bond  shall  be  used  to  perform  audits  of  the  Bond,  as  further  described 
in  Section  15. 

The  proposed  uses  and  amounts  described  in  this  Section  3 are 
estimates  only  and,  with  the  exception  of  Section  3D  above,  are  subject, 
without  limitation,  to  review  and  revision  by  the  Mayor  and  the  Board. 

Section  4.  BOND  ACCOUNTABILITY  MEASURES 

The  Bond  shall  include  the  following  administrative  rules  and 
principles: 

A.  OVERSIGHT.  The  proposed  bond  funds  shall  be  subjected 
to  approval  processes  and  rules  described  in  the  San  Francisco  Charter 
and  Administrative  Code.  Pursuant  to  S.F.  Administrative  Code  5.31 , 
the  Citizen’s  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee  shall  con- 
duct an  annual  review  of  bond  spending,  and  shall  provide  an  annual 
report  of  the  bond  program  to  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

B.  TRANSPARENCY.  The  City  shall  create  and  maintain  a 
Web  page  outlining  and  describing  the  bond  program,  progress,  and 
activity  updates.  The  City  shall  also  hold  an  annual  public  hearing  and 
reviews  on  the  bond  program  and  its  implementation  before  the  Capital 
Planning  Committee,  the  Police  and  Fire  Commissions,  and  the 
Citizen’s  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee. 

Section  5.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  bond  financed  portion  of  the 
project  described  in  Section  2 above  was  fixed  by  the  Board  by  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  and  in  the  amount  specified  below: 

Resolution  No.  091457,  $412,300,000. 

Such  resolution  was  passed  by  two-thirds  or  more  of  the  Board 
and  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  (the  “Mayor”).  In  such  resolu- 
tion it  was  recited  and  found  by  the  Board  that  the  sum  of  money  speci- 
fied is  too  great  to  be  paid  out  of  the  ordinary  annual  income  and  reve- 
nue of  the  City  in  addition  to  the  other  annual  expenses  or  other  funds 
derived  from  taxes  levied  for  those  purposes  and  will  require  expendi- 
tures greater  than  the  amount  allowed  by  the  annual  tax  levy. 

The  method  and  manner  of  payment  of  the  estimated  costs 
described  in  this  ordinance  are  by  the  issuance  of  bonds  of  the  City  not 
exceeding  the  principal  amount  specified. 

Such  estimate  of  costs  as  set  forth  in  such  resolution  is  adopted 
and  determined  to  be  the  estimated  cost  of  such  bond  financed  improve- 
ments and  financing,  as  designed  to  date. 


Section  6.  The  Bond  Special  Election  shall  be  held  and  conducted 
and  the  votes  received  and  canvassed,  and  the  returns  made  and  the 
results  ascertained,  determined  and  declared  as  provided  in  this  ordi- 
nance and  in  all  particulars  not  recited  in  this  ordinance  such  election 
shall  be  held  according  to  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  (the 
“State”)  and  the  Charter  of  the  City  (the  “Charter”)  and  any  regulations 
adopted  under  State  law  or  the  Charter,  providing  for  and  governing 
elections  in  the  City,  and  the  polls  for  such  election  shall  be  and  remain 
open  during  the  time  required  by  such  laws  and  regulations. 

Section  7.  The  Bond  Special  Election  is  consolidated  with  the 
General  Election  scheduled  to  be  held  in  the  City  on  Tuesday,  June  8, 
2010.  The  voting  precincts,  polling  places  and  officers  of  election  for  the 
June  8,  2010  General  Election  are  hereby  adopted,  established,  designat- 
ed and  named,  respectively,  as  the  voting  precincts,  polling  places  and 
officers  of  election  for  the  Bond  Special  Election  called,  and  reference  is 
made  to  the  notice  of  election  setting  forth  the  voting  precincts,  polling 
places  and  officers  of  election  for  the  June  8,  2010  General  Election  by 
the  Director  of  Elections  to  be  published  in  the  official  newspaper  of  the 
City  on  the  date  required  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California. 

Section  8.  The  ballots  to  be  used  at  the  Bond  Special  Election 
shall  be  the  ballots  to  be  used  at  the  June  8,  2010  General  Election.  The 
. word  limit  for  ballot  propositions  imposed  by  San  Francisco  Municipal 
Elections  Code  Section  510  is  waived.  On  the  ballots  to  be  used  at  the 
Bond  Special  Election,  in  addition  to  any  other  matter  required  by  law  to 
be  printed  thereon,  shall  appear  the  following  as  a separate  proposition: 

“SAN  FRANCISCO  EARTHQUAKE  SAFETY  AND 
EMERGENCY  RESPONSE  BOND,  2010.  To  improve  fire,  earthquake 
and  emergency  response  and  ensure  firefighters  a reliable  water  supply 
for  fires  and  disasters,  through  projects  including:  improving  deteriorat- 
ing pipes,' hydrants,  reservoirs,  water  cisterns  and  pumps  built  after  the 
1906  earthquake;  improving  neighborhood  fire  stations;  replacing  the 
seismically-unsafe  emergency  command  center  with  an  earthquake-safe 
building;  and  to  pay  related  costs,  shall  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  issue  $412,300,000  in  general  obligation  bonds,  subject  to  cit- 
izen oversight  and  regular  audits?” 

Each  voter  to  vote  in  favor  of  the  issuance  of  the  foregoing  bond 
proposition  shall  mark  the  ballot  in  the  location  corresponding  to  a 
“YES”  vote  for  the  proposition,  and  to  vote  against  the  proposition  shall 
mark  the  ballot  in  the  location  corresponding  to  a “NO”  vote  for  the 
proposition. 

Section  9.  If  at  the  Bond  Special  Election  it  shall  appear  that  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  voters  voting  on  the  proposition  voted  in  favor  of  and 
authorized  the  incurring  of  bonded  indebtedness  for  the  purposes  set 
forth  in  such  proposition,  then  such  proposition  shall  have  been  accept- 
ed by  the  electors,  and  bonds  authorized  shall  be  issued  upon  the  order 
of  the  Board.  Such  bonds  shall  bear  interest  at  a rate  not  exceeding 
applicable  legal  limits. 

The  votes  cast  for  and  against  the  proposition  shall  be  counted 
separately  and  when  two-thirds  of  the  qualified  electors,  voting  on  the 
proposition,  vote  in  favor,  the  proposition  shall  be  deemed  adopted. 

Section  10.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  the  principal  and  interest 
on  the  bonds,  the  Board  shall,  at  the  time  of  fixing  the  general  tax  levy 
and  in  the  manner  for  such  general  tax  levy  provided,  levy  and  collect 
annually  each  year  until  such  bonds  are  paid,  or  until  there  is  a sum  in 
the  Treasury  of  said  City,  or  other  account  held  om  behalf  of  the 
Treasurer  of  said  City,  set  apart  for  that  purpose  to  meet  all  sums  com- 
ing due  for  the  principal  and  interest  on  the  bonds,  a tax  sufficient  to 
pay  the  annual  interest  on  such  bonds  as  the  same  becomes  due  and  also 
such  part  of  the  principal  thereof  as  shall  become  due  before  the  pro- 
ceeds of  a tax  levied  at  the  time  for  making  the  next  general  tax  levy 
can  be  made  available  for  the  payment  of  such  principal. 

Section  1 1 . This  ordinance  shall  be  published  in  accordance  with 
any  State  law  requirements,  and  such  publication  shall  constitute  notice 
of  the  Bond  Special  Election  and  no  other  notice  of  the  Bond  Special 
Election  hereby  called  need  be  given. 

Section  12.  The  Board,  having  reviewed  the  proposed  legislation, 
makes  the  following  findings  in  compliance  with  the  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act  (“CEQA”),  California  Public  Resources 
Code  Sections  21000  et  seq.,  the  CEQA  Guidelines,  15  Cal. 
Administrative  Code  Sections  15000  et  seq.,  (“CEQA  Guidelines”),  and 
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San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Chapter  31  (“Chapter  31”h 

(i)  Critical  Firefighting  Facilities  and  Infrastructure.  For  the 
reasons  set  forth  in  the  letter  from  the  Planning  Department,  dated 
1/7/10,  a copy  of  which  is  on  -file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File 
No.  091458  and  incorporated  by  reference,  the  Board  finds  that  the 
bond  proposal  as  it  relates  to  funds  for  Critical  Firefighting  Facilities 
and  Infrastructure  is  not  subject  to  CEQA  because  as  the  establishment 
of  a government  financing  mechanism  that  does  not  identify  individual 
specific  projects  to  be  constructed  with  the  funds,  it  is  not  a project  as 
defined  by  CEQA  and  the  CEQA  Guidelines.  The  use  of  bond  proceeds 
to  finance  any  project  or  portion  of  any  project  with  funds  for  the 
Critical  Firefighting  Facilities  and  Infrastructure  portion  of  the  Bond 
will  be  subject  to  approval  of  the  Board  upon  completion  of  planning 
and  any  further  required  environmental  review  under  CEQA  for  the 
individual  Critical  Firefighting  Facilities  and  Infrastructure  projects. 

(ii)  AWSS  Project.  On  December  10,  2009,  the  Planning 
Department  issued  a Final  Mitigated  Negative  Declaration  (“FMND”) 
for  the  AWSS  Project,  San  Francisco  Planning  Department  Case  No. 
2009.0568E,  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No. 
091458  and  which  is  incorporated  into  this  ordinance  by  this  reference. 
In  issuing  the  FMND  the  Planning  Department  determined  that  the 
AWSS  Project  could  not  have  a significant  effect  on  the  environment. 

(a)  The  Board  hereby  adopts  as  its  own  the  CEQA  findings  for 
the  AWSS  Project  made  by  the  Planning  Department  in  the  FMND. 

(b)  The  Board  has  reviewed  and  considered  the  information 
contained  in  the  FMND  and  all  information  pertaining  to  the  AWSS 
Project  in  the  Department’s  case  file  and  all  documents  referenced  in 
this  ordinance  are  either  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No. 
091458  or  may  be  found  in  the  files  of  the  Planning  Department,  as  the 
custodian  of  records,  at  1660  Mission  Street  in  San  Francisco. 

(c)  The  AWSS  Project  as  reflected  in  this  ordinance  is  consis- 
tent with  the  project  described  in  the  FMND  and  would  not  result  in  any 
significant  impacts  not  identified  in  the  FMND  nor  cause  significant 
effects  identified  in  the  FMND  to  be  substantially  more  severe. 

(d)  - In  accordance  with  CEQA,  the  Board  has  considered  the 
mitigation  measures  described  in  the  FMND  and  hereby  requires  the 
mitigation  measures  and  the  mitigation  monitoring  and  reporting  pro- 
gram (“MMRP”)  denoted  ns  Exhibit  A to  this  ordinance  and  on  file  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  091458  to  be  imposed  as  conditions 
on  the  implementation  of  the  AWSS  Project  approved  by  this  ordinance. 

(e)  With  the  implementation  of  the  mitigation  measures 
required  in  Exhibit  A to  this  ordinance,  the  environmental  impacts 
resulting  from  AWSS  Project  on  cultural  resources,  biological  resources 
and  from  releases  of  hazardous  materials  or  creation  of  hazards  would 
be  reduced  to  a less  than  significant  level  as  described  in  the  FMND. 

(f)  Based  upon  the  whole  record  for  the  FMND,  including  all 
written  materials  and  any  oral  testimony  received  by  the  Board,  the 
Board  hereby  finds  that  the  FMND  reflects  the  independent  judgment 
and  analysis  of  the  Planning  Department  and  the  Board,  is  adequate  and 
complete  and  there  is  no  substantial  evidence  that  the  proposed  AWSS 
Project,  given  the  implementation  of  the  mitigation  measures  as  stated 
in  the  FMND  and  the  adoption  of  the  MMRP,  could  have  a significant 
effect  on  the  environment  as  shown  in  the  analysis  of  the  FMND.  The 
Board  hereby  adopts  the  FMND  and  the  MMRP  on  file  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board  as  Exhibit  A to  this  ordinance. 

(iii)  Public  Safety  Building.  The  Public  Safety  Building  is  pro- 
posed to  be  constructed  within  Mission  Bay.  On  September  17,  1998, 
the  Redevelopment  Agency  Commission  by  Resolution  No.  190-98  and 
the  San  Francisco  Planning  Commission  by  Resolution  No.  14696  certi- 
fied the  Final  Subsequent  Environmental  Impact  Report  for  the  Mission 
Bay  North  and  South  Redevelopment  Plans  (“FSEIR”).  On  October  19, 
1998,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  by  Motion  No.  98-132  affirmed  certifi- 
cation of  the  FSEIR  and  by  Resolution  No.  854-98,  adopted  CEQA 
findings,  including  a statement  of  overriding  considerations  and  a 
Mission  Bay  mitigation  monitoring  and  reporting  program  (“Mission 
Bay  MMRP")  in  support  of  various  approval  actions  taken  by  the  Board 
to  implement  the  Mission  Bay  Redevelopment  Plans.  Resolution  No. 
854-98  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  091458  and 
incorporated  in  this  ordinance  by  this  reference. 

(a)  The  Public  Safety  Building  is  proposed  at  Parcel  8 in  the 


Mission  Bay  South  Redevelopment  Plan  Area,  bounded  by  Mission 
Rock,  China  Basin  and  Third  Streets.  The  Redevelopment  Agency  has 
issued  several  addenda  to  the  FSEIR  to  address  various  issues  and  most 
recently  issued  Addendum  No.  7 to  address  the  location  of  the  Public 
Safety  Building  at  Parcel  8;  Addendum  No.  7 concludes  that  the  pro- 
posed Public  Safety  Building  is  within  the  scope  of  the  project  analyzed 
in  the  FSEIR  and  will  not  result  in  any  new  significant  impacts  or  a 
substantial  increase  in  the  severity  of  previously  identified  significant 
effects  that  alter  the  conclusions  reached  in  the  Mission  Bay  FSEIR. 

The  Addendum  No.  7 and  any  supporting  documents  have  been  made 
available  to  the  Board  and  the  public,  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  in  File  No.  091458  and  Addendum  No.  7 is  incorporated  in  this 
ordinance  by  this  reference.  Hereafter  in  this  ordinance,  the  reference  to 
the  FSEIR  include  any  addenda  to  the  FSEIR. 

(b)  The  Board  has  reviewed  and  considered  the  CEQA  Findings 
and  statement  of  overriding  considerations  that  it  previously  adopted, 
and  reviewed  and  considered  the  above-  referenced  CEQA  Findings  of 
the  Redevelopment  Agency  Commission  and  the  CEQA  Findings  con- 
tained in  Addendum  No.  7 and  hereby  adopts  these  additional  CEQA 
Findings  as  its  own.  The  Board  additionally  finds  that  implementation, 
of  the  Public  Safety  Building  in  Mission  Bay  (1)  does  not  require  major 
revisions  in  the  FSEIR  due  to  the  involvement  of  new  significant  envi- 
ronmental effects  or  a substantial  increase  in  the  severity  of  previously 
identified  significant  effects,  (2)  no  substantial  changes  have  occurred 
with  respect  to  the  circumstances  under  which  the  project  analyzed  in 
the  FSEIR  will  be  undertaken  that  would  require  major  revisions  to  the 
FSEIR  due  to  the  involvement  of  new  significant  environmental  effects, 
or  a substantial  increase  in  the  severity  of  effects  identified  in  the 
FSEIR,  and  (3)  no  new  information  of  substantial  importance  to  the 
project  analyzed  in  the  FSEIR  has  become  available  which  would  indi- 
cate that  (i)  the  Public  Safety  Building  will  have  significant  effects  not 
discussed  in  the  FSEIR;  (ii)  significant  environmental  effects  will  be 
substantially  more  severe;  (iii)  mitigation  measures  or  alternatives  found 
not  feasible  which  would  reduce  one  or  more  significant  effects  have 
become  feasible;  or  (iv)  mitigation  measures  or  alternatives  which  are 
considerably  different  from  those  in  the  FSEIR  will  substantially  reduce 
one  or  more  significant  effects  on  the  environment. 

Section  1 3 . The  Board  finds  and  declares  that  the  proposed  Bond 
is  (i)  in  conformity  with  the  priority  policies  of  Section  101.1(b)  of  the 
San  Francisco  Planning  Code,  (ii)  in  accordance  with  Section  4.105  of 
the  San  Francisco  Charter  and  Section  2A.53(f)  of  the  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code,  and  (iii)  consistent  with  the  City’s  General  Plan, 
and  adopts  the  findings  of  the  Planning  Department,  as  set  forth  in  the 
General  Plan  Referral  Report  dated  January  7,  2010,  a copy  of  which  is 
on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  091458  and  incorporates 
such  findings  by  reference. 

Section  14.  Under  Section  53410  of  the  California  Government 
Code,  the  bonds  shall  be  for  the  specific  purpose  authorized  in  this  ordi- 
nance and  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds  will  be  applied  only  for  such  spe- 
cific purpose.  The  City  will  comply  with  the  requirements  of  Sections 
53410(c)  and  53410(d)  of  the  California  Government  Code. 

Section  15.  The  Bonds  are  subject  to,  and  incorporate  by  refer- 
ence, the  applicable  provisions  of  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code 
Sections  5.30  - 5.36  (the  “Citizens’  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight 
Committee”).  Under  Section  5.31  of  the  Citizens’  General  Obligation 
Bond  Oversight  Committee,  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law,  one-tenth  of 
one  percent  (0.1%)  of  the  gross  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  deposited 
in  a fund  established  by  the  Controller’s  Office  and  appropriated  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  at  the  direction  of  the  Citizens’  General  Obligation 
Bond  Oversight  Committee  to  cover  the  costs  of  such  committee. 

Section  16.  The  time  requirements  specified  in  Section  2.34  of 
the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  are  waived. 

Section  17.  The  appropriate  officers,  employees,  representatives 
and  agents  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  do  every- 
thing necessary  or  desirable  to  accomplish  the  calling  and  holding  of  the 
Bond  Special  Election,  and  to  otherwise  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance. 

Section  18.  Documents  referenced  in  this  ordinance  are  on  file 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  091458,  which  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  a part  of  this  ordinance  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein.

The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  submits  to  the  qualified  voters 
of  the  City  and  County,  at  an  election  to  be  held  on  June  8,  2010,  a pro- 
posal to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  by  adding  Section 
5.107  as  follows:

Section  1 . The  San  Francisco  Charter  is  hereby  amended  by 
adding  Section  5.107  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  5.107.  FILM  COMMISSION. 

(a)  Composition.  The  Film  Commission  shall  consist  of  eleven 
members,  who  shall  each  serve  a four-year  term.  The  Mayor  shall  nom- 
inate six  members  and  the  Rules  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
shall  nominate  five  members.  Members  max  be  removed  bv  the  appoint- 
ing authority  pursuant  to  Section  15.105. 

The  Ma\or  shall  nominate  two  members  with  professional  experi- 
ence in  the  film  industry  or  a related  Held,  two  members  from  organiza- 
tions that  represent  neishborhoods  or  districts  that  the  issuance  of  film 
permits  impacts,  one  member  nominated  bv  an  organization  that  repre- 
sents film  industry  workers,  and  one  member  from  an  organization  or 
institution  that  teaches  film  studies  or  a related  field. 

The  Rules  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  nominate 
two  members  from  organizations  that  represent  neishborhoods  or  dis- 
tricts that  the  issuance  of  film  permits  impacts,  one  member  with  profes- 
sional experience  in  the  film  industry  or  a related  field,  one  member 
nominated  by  an  oreani-ation  that  represents  film  industry  workers,  and 
one  member, who_r&jeseM?J^ 

For  purposes  of  this  section,  “film  industry"  or  “related  field" 
shall  include,  but  is  not  limited  to.  areas  such  as:  performing  and  cre- 
ative arts:  film  production,  film  or  sound  technology  services  and  facili- 
ties; film-related  education;  presentation  and  production;  and  interac- 
tive  multimedia. 

All  nominees  are  subject  to  confirmation  bv  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.  If  the  Board  neither  confirms  nor  rejects  a nominee  within 
45  davs  of  the  date  that  the  Mayor  transmits  the  nomination  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  or  the  Rules  Committee  nominates  a candidate  for 
the  Board’s  approval,  the  nominee  shall  be  deemed  approved.  To  stag- 
ger the  terms_ofjhe_  members,  the  initial  appointments  to  the 
Commission  shall  be  as  follows:  the  Mayor  shall  nominate  three  mem- 
bers to  serve  terms  of  four  years.  two  members  to  serve  a term  of  three 
years,  and  one  member  to  serve  a term  of  two  years.  The  Rules 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  nominate  three  members  to 
serve  terms  of  four  years,  and  two  members  to  ser\>e  terms  of  three 
years.  Thereafter,  all  commissioners  shall  serve  for  four-year  terms. 
Vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the  nominating  authority.  Vacancies  occur- 
ring during  a term  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term. 

The  President  of  the  Arts  Commission  shall  serve  as  a non-vot- 
ing, ex  officio  member. 

(b)  Commission  Purpose  and  Duties. 

The  Commission  shall  develop,  recognize.  and  promote  film 
activities  in  the  City.  The  members  shall  work  together  to  explore  and 
promote  lone- term  eoals  for  film  making  as  a ma  jor  emphasis  of  the 
City's  economic  and  cultural  base,  and  encouraee  the  recoenition  of 
film  arts  as  an  art  form  with  widespread  economic  components. 

In  addition  to  the  powers  set  forth  in  Section  4.102.  and  subsec- 
tion (c).  below,  the  Film  Commission’s  powers  shall  include,  but  are  not 
limited  to: 

(!)  Appointing  an  Executive  Director,  who  shall  have  significant 
professional  experience  in  Film  production  or  the  film  industry.  The 
Executive  Director  shall  serve  at  the  Film  Commission’s  pleasure.  The 
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Executive  Director  shall  act  as  the  department  head  and  appointing 
officer  of  the  Commission  under  Charter  Section  4.126.  The  Executive 
Director  shall  supervise  the  Commission 's  staff,  and  shall  have  other 
duties  and  responsibilities  as  provided  in  this  Section  or  by  ordinance  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors:  and 

(2)  Any  other  powers  or  duties  specified  bv  Ordinance. 

< c ) Issuance  of  Film  Permits:  Appeal.  Except  for  departments  in 
which  the  Charter  vests  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  property  under  their 
control,  the  Film  Commission  shall  have  the  authority  to  issue  permits 
for  film  production  on  City  property  or  in  public  rights-of-wax  within 
the  Cits'  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  may  delegate  this  responsi- 
bility to  the  Executive  Director.  Where  film  production  is  to  take  place 
on  Cits'  property  under  the  jurisdiction  of  City  departments,  neither  the 
Film  Commission  nor  the  Executive  Director  may  grant  a permit  to  use 
such  property  without  the  prior  consent  of  the  department  head  or  his 
or  her  designee.  The  Commission  may  issue  a permit  that  involves  a 
street  closure  provided  that  the  Commission  must  obtain  all  prior 
approvals  as  required  by  the  City  law  and  procedures  governing  street 
closure  permits  generally.

2010,  for  personnel  of  the  sheriff’s  department  and  housing  authority 
police  who  are  members  of  CalPERS  to  be  cost-neutral , to  the  City  and 
County;  (7)  create  a new  retirement  plan  for  miscellaneous  officers  and 
employees  hired  on  and  after  July  1 , 2010,  that  modifies  the  average 
final  compensation  calculation  from  a one-year  formula  to  a two-year 
formula;  and  (8)  create  new  retirement  plans  for  safety  members  hired 
on  and  after  July  1, 2010,  that  increase  required  employee  retirement 
contributions  to  nine  percent  and  modify  the  average  final  compensation 
calculation  from  a one-year  formula  to  a two-year  formula.

Section  1 . The  San  Francisco  Charter  is  hereby  amended,  by  amending 
Sections  A8.432  and  A8.510  and  by  adding  Section  A8 .432-1  to  read  as 
follows: 

SEC.  A8.432  RETIREE  HEALTH  CARE  TRUST  FUND 

There  is  hereby  created  a Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund 
(RHCTF)  for  the  purpose  described  in  Section  12.204.  The  Retiree 
Health  Trust  Fund  Board  (Board)  described  in  Section  12.204  shall  have 
exclusive  authority  and  control  over  the  administration  of  the  RHCTF, 
investments  of  trust  assets,  and  disbursements  from,  the  trust  in  accor- 
dance with  the  provisions  of  this  Charter. 

Active  officers  and  employees  of  the  City  and  County  and 
Participating  Employers,  who  commenced  employment  with  the  City 
and  County,  or  the  Participating  Employers,  on  or  after  January  10, 
2009,  shall  contribute  their  respective  Employer’s  “Normal  Cost”  to  the 
RHCTF.  The  annual  active  employee  contribution  rate  shall  be  the 
Employers’  “Normal  Cost”  as  determined  by  the  Employers’  respective 
General  Accounting  Standards  Board  (GASB)  Actuaries  computed  as  a 
percentage  of  compensation  not  to  exceed  2%  of  pre-tax  compensation 
to  the  RHCTF.  The  Employers’  GASB  actuaries  shall  determine  the 
Employers’  respective  “Normal  Cost”  on  an  annual  basis. 

The  City  and  County  and  Participating  Employers  shall  each  con- 
tribute 1 % of  compensation  for  officers  and  employees  hired  on  or  after 
January  10, 2009.  Once  an  Employer  has  no  Unfunded  Actuarial 
Accrued  Liability  and  the  Retiree  Health  Trust  Fund  is  Fully  Funded, 
then  the  Employer  and  its  active  officers  and  employees  hired  on  or 
after  January  10,  2009,  shall  instead  each  contribute  50%  of  the 
“Normal  Cost”  as  determined  by  the  Employers’  respective  GASB  actu- 
aries, not  to  exceed  2%  of  pre-tax  compensation,  and  the  1%  Employer 
contribution  shall  no  longer  be  required. 

Contributions  to  the  RHCTF  from  the  City  and  County,  and  its 
officers  and  employees,  and  each  Participating  Employer,  and  their  offi- 
cers and  employees,  shall  be  segregated  from  each  other  and  only  used 
as  a funding  source  to  defray  each  Employers’  obligations  to  pay  for 
retiree  health  care  underSection  A8.428  and  each  Employers’  share  of 
administrative  expenses.  The  funds  may  be  pooled  for  investment  pur- 
poses only. 

No  disbursements,  other  than  to  defray  reasonable  expenses  of 
administering  the  RHCTF,  may  be  made  from  the  trust  prior  to  January 
1 , 2015.  Commencing  January  7,  2015,  trust  assets  may  be  used  to 
defray  the  cost  of  the  City’s,  and  other  Participating  Employers’,  obliga- 
tions to  pay  for  health  coverage  for  the  retired  persons  and  their  survi- 
vors entitled  to  health  care  coverage  under  Section  A8. 428.  The  amount 
and  frequency  of  such  disbursements  shall  be  determined  by  the  Board 
in  consultation  with  the  Employers’  respective  GASB  Actuaries. 

(a)  Pefinitions. 

“Actuarial  Accrued  Liability”  as  used  in  this  section,  means 
“Actuarial  Accrued  Liability”  as  that  term  is  defined  under  GASB 
No.  45. 

“Employers”  as  used  in  this  section  means  the  City  and  County 
and  the  Participating  Employers. 

“Fully  Funded”  as  used  in  this  section  means  that  an  Employer’s 
GASB  Actuary  has  determined  that  the  market  value  of  assets  in  the 
Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund  equals  or  exceeds  the  Actuarial  Accrued 
Liability. 

“GASB  Actuary”  and  “GASB  Actuaries”  as  used  in  this  section 
means  the  actuarial  firms  hired  by  the  Employers  to  provide  estimates 
of  each  Employers’  respective  total  liability  and  annual  required  contri- 
bution for  post  retirement  health  benefits  under  GASB  No.  45. 

“GASB  No.  45”  as  used  in  this  section  means  Statement  No.  45 
of  the  Governmental  Accounting  Standards  Board,  Accounting  and 
Financial  Reporting  by  Employers  for  Postemployment  Benefits  Other 
Than  Pensions. 

“Health  coverage”  as  used  in  this  section,  means  the  health  bene- 
fits or  health  insurance  provided  by  the  health  service  system  for  retir- 
ees, survivors  and  dependents  under  Section  A8.428. 


“Normal  Cost”  as  used  in  this  section,  means  the  Employers’  nor- 
mal cost  under  GASB  No.  45  as  determined  by  the  Employers’  respec- 
tive GASB  Actuaries. 

“Retiree”  as  used  in  this  section,  means  a former  employee  who 
is  retired  and  is  entitled  to  health  coverage  under  Section  A8.428,  and 
the  qualified  survivors  or  dependents  of  such  retirees  who  are  entitled  to 
health  coverage  under  Section  A8.428. 

“Participating  Employers”  as  used  in  this  section  and  Sections, 
A8.432- 1.  A8.510  and  12.204,  shall  include  the  Superior  Court  of 
California.  Countv  of  San  Francisco.  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  and  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District,  following  a 
resolution  by  these  employers’  respective  governing  boards  to  partici- 
pate in  the  Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund. 

Notwithstanding  Charter  Section  A8.433,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  shall  adopt,  by  a majority  vote  before  January  1, 2009,  such 
ordinances  as  are  necessary  to  create  and  administer  the  Retiree  Health 
Care  Trust  Fund,  and  all  such  other  matters  as  may  be  necessary  to 
establish  and  maintain  the  purpose  described  in  this  section  and  Section 
12.204. 

SEC.  A8. 432-1  ADDITIONAL  CONTRIBUTIONS  TO  RETIREE 
HEALTH  CARE  TRUST  FUND 

Beginning  on  July  1.  2011.  in  each  year  when  the  contribution  to 
the  Retirement  System  required  under  Section  A8.510  is  less  than  the 
Retirement  System  employer  normal  cost  rate:  (1)  the  City  and  County 
shall  deposit  the  difference  into  the  Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund: 
and  (2)  the  Participating  Employers  shall  deposit  the  difference  into  the 
Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund  only  upon  resolution  by  their  respective 
governing  boards. 

SEC.  A8.510  ACTUARIAL  TABLES,  RATES  AND  VALUATIONS 

The  mortality,  service  and  other  tables,  and  the  rates  of  contribu- 
tions for  members  as  recommended  by  the  actuary  and  the  valuations 
determined  by  him  and  approved  by  the  retirement  board,  shall  be  con- 
clusive and  final,  and  the  Retirement  System  shall  be  based  thereon. 

The  total  amount,  as  determined  by  the  actuary  and  approved  by  the 
board,  of  the  contributions  required  during  any  fiscal  year  of  the  City 
and  County  under  the  Retirement  System,  shall  be  paid  into  the 
Retirement  System  by  the  City  and  County  during  such  year.  Liabilities 
accruing  under  the  Retirement  System  because  of  service  rendered  to 
the  City  and  County  by  persons  prior  to  the  date  their  respective  classes 
become  eligible  for  membership  in  the  system,  and  administrative  costs 
under  the  system,  shall  be  met  by  contributions  to  the  Retirement 
System  by  the  City  and  County,  in  addition  to  any  amounts  contributed 
to  meet  liabilities  accruing  because  of  service  rendered  by  such  persons 
after  becoming  members  of  the  system,  provided  that  such  prior  service 
liabilities  may  be  met  by  annual  appropriations  instead  of  by  one  appro- 
priation for  the  total  amount  of  the  liabilities;  and  provided  further,  that 
such  appropriation  for  any  one  year  shall  not  be  less  than  the  amount 
disbursed  during  that  year  on  account  of  prior  service.  All  expenses  in 
connection  with  the  investment  of  such  fund  or  funds  as  may  be  estab- 
lished, including  but  not  limited  to  travel  and  transportation  costs, 
investment  seminar  expenses,  postage,  insurance,  telephone,  and  sub- 
scriptions to  investment  publications,  shall  be  paid  from  the  accumulat- 
ed contributions  of  the  City  and  County. 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Section  A8 .509(h)(5),  said 
actuarial  valuation  and  said  investigation  into  the  experience  under  the 
system  shall  be  made  as  determined  by  the  retirement  board;  provided, 
however,  that  said  actuarial  valuation  shall  be  made  not  less  than  once 
every  two  years.  All  expenses  in  connection  with  said  actuarial  valua- 
tion and  said  investigation  into  the  experience  under  the  system;  all 
expenses  incurred  by  financial  audits  and  accounting  systems  and  pro- 
cedures; and,  all  expenses  of  administration  of  plan  benefits,  including 
legal  expenses  thereof,  shall  be  paid  from  the  accumulated  contributions 
of  the  City  and  County. 

Contributions  to  the  Retirement  System  required  of  the  City  and 
County  shall  be  charged  by  the  controller  against  the  general  fund  or  the 
school,  utility,  bond  or  other  special  fund  under  which  the  service  was 
rendered,  on  account  of  which  the  contribution  is  required;  provided  that 
contributions  required  on  account  of  service  rendered  by  any  person 
prior  to  becoming  a member  of  the  system,  under  a temporary  fund,  such 
as  bond  or  County  roads  funds,  or  a fund  then  no  longer  existing,  may 
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be  charged" against  the  general  fund,  and  provided  further,  that  any  con- 
tributions required  on  account  of  persons  receiving  benefits  under  subdi- 
vision (c)  of  Section  A 8 .507,  shall  be  charged  against  the  general  fund. 

Beginning  on  July  / , 2011 , in  each  year  when  the  contribution  to 
the  Retirement  System  required  under  Section  A8.5I0  is  less  than  the 
Retirement  System  employer  normal  cost  rate:  (1)  the  City  and  County 
shall  deposit  the  difference  into  the  Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund: 
and  (2)  the  Participating  Employers.  as  defined  in  Section  A8.432.  shall 
deposit  the  difference  into  the  Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund  onl\ 
upon  resolution  bx  their  respective  governing  boards. 

Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Charter  is  hereby  amended,  by 
amending  Sections  A8.506,  A8.506-2  and  A8.506-3  tQ  read  as  follows: 
SEC.  A8.506  SHERIFF’S  DEPARTMENT 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Charter,  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  shall  have  the  power  to  contract  with  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  Public  Employees’  Retirement  System  of  the 
State  of  California  to  provide  that  the  sheriff,  undersheriff  and  all  depu- 
tized personnel  of  the  sheriff’s  department  shall  be  members  of  the 
Public  Employees’  Retirement  System,  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
and  the  rRetirement  bfioard  shall  have  the  power  to  perform  all  acts 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  terms  and  purposes  of  such  contract.  The 
maximum  employee  contribution  for  sheriff,  undersheriff  and  deputized 
personnel  of  the  sheriff’s  department  shall  be  seven  and  one-half  per- 
cent (7'/$%).  Required  contributions  exceeding  seven  and  one-half  per- 
cent (lVi.%)  shall  be  made  by  the  City  and  County. 

However,  the  employee  contribution  for  persons  who  become 
employed  as  sheriff,  undersheriff  and  deputized  personnel  of  the  sher- 
iff’s department  on  and  after  July  1 . 2010.  shall  be  nine  percent  (9%). 
The  nine  percent  (9%)  employee  contribution  rate  shall  take  effect 
immediately  upon  expiration  of  the  agreement  that  is  operative  on  June 
30.  2010.  between  the  City  and  County  and  the  recognized  bargaining 
organization  representing  said  employees. 

All  contracts  and  contract  amendments  with  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  Public  Employees'  Retirement  System  of  the  State 
of  California  for  persons  hired  on  and  after  July  1.  2010.  shall  provide, 
to  the  maximum  extent  permitted,  that  final  compensation  will  be  calcu- 
lated based  on  a two-year  formula. 

Except  as  provided  in  this  Section  A8.506.  on  and  after  July  1. 
2010.  contracts  and  contract  amendments  with  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  Public  Employees’  Retirement  System  of  the  State 
of  California  shall  be  cost-neutral  and  employee  bargaining  units  shall 
be  permitted  to  trade  salary  or  other  employee  paid  benefits  to  achieve 
cost-neutrality. 

Any  person  who  shall  become  a member  of  the  Public 
Employees’  Retirement  System  pursuant  to  such  contract  shall  have  the 
right  to  be  a member  of  the  health  service  system  and  the  h//ealth  sSer- 
vice  bfioard  shall  make  provisions  for  participation  in  the  benefits  of  the 
health  service  system  by  such  persons. 

SEC.  A8.506-2  MISCELLANEOUS  SAFETY  EMPLOYEES 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Charter,  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  or  the  Community  College  Board  shall  have  the  power  to 
contract  with  the  Board  of  Administration  of  the  Public  Employees’ 
Retirement  System  of  the  State  of  California  to  provide  that  the  proba- 
tion officers,  airport  police  officers,  district  attorney  and  public  defender 
investigators,  medical  examiner  investigators,  juvenile  court  counselors, 
institutional  police,  fire  safety  inspectors  and  fire  protection  engineers 
who  are  not  members  of  the  Section  A8.588  plans,  shall  be  members  of 
the  Public  Employees’  Retirement  System,  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  the  Community  College  Board  and  the  Retirement  Board 
shall  have  the  power  to  perform  all  acts  necessary  to  carry  out  the  terms 
and  purposes  of  such  contract. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  have  the  power  to  amend  such  a 
contract  to  terminate  the  participation  of  certain  airport  police  officers 
in  the  Public  Employees’  Retirement  System  and  to  transfer  to  the  San 
Francisco  Employees’  Retirement  System  the  accumulated  assets  and 
liabilities  relating  to  the  airport  police  officers  that  make  such  an  elec- 
tion, and  to  exempt  such  a contract  amendment  from  the  cost-neutrality 
requirements  of  this  Section  A8.506-2,  provided  that  the  present  value 
of  any  additional  costs  associated  with  said  transfer  and  the  related  ben- 
efits under  the  San  Francisco  Employees’  Retirement  System  does  not 


exceed  $670,000  in  the  aggregate.  All  additional  costs  in  the  form  of 
actuarial  liability  associated  with  said  transfer  and  said  benefits  that 
exceed  $670,000  in  the  aggregate  shall  be  paid  by  the  airport  police 
officers  that  elect  to  terminate  their  participation  in  the  Public 
Employees’  Retirement  System  and  transfer  the  accumulated  assets  and 
liabilities  relating  to  their  service  to  the  San  Francisco  Employees’ 
Retirement  System.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Retirement  Board 
shall  have  the  power  to  perform  all  acts  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
amendment  of  such  contract. 

Except  as  provided  in  this  Section  A8 .506-2,  contracts  and  con- 
tract amendments  shall  be  cost-neutral  and  employee  bargaining  units 
shall  be  permitted  to  trade  salary  or  other  employee  paid  benefits  to 
achieve  cost-neutrality.  However,  the  employee  contribution  for  persons 
who  become  employed  by  the  City  and  County  on  and  after  July  1. 

2010.  and  who  become  eligible  for  membership  pursuant  to  this  Section 
A8. 506-2.  shall  be  nine  percent  19%).  The  nine  percent  (9%)  employee 
contribution  rate  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  expiration  of  the 
agreement  that  is  operative  on  June  30.  2010.  between  the  City  and 
County  and  the  recognized  bargaining  organization  representing  said 
employees. 

All  contracts  and  contract  amendments  with  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  Public  Employees’  Retirement  System  of  the  State 
of  California  for  persons  hired  on  and  after  July  1.  2010.  shall  provide, 
to  the  maximum  extent  permitted,  that  final  compensation  will  be  calcu- 
lated based  on  a two-year  formula. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  or  the  Community  College  Board  is 
empowered  to  determine  compliance  under  this  Section.  As  provided  in 
Section  A8. 409-5  of  the  City  Charter,  disputes  under  this  paragraph 
shall  not  be  subject  to  the  dispute  resolution  procedures  contained  in 
Charter  Section  A8 .409-4. 

Any  person  who  shall  become  a member  of  the  Public 
Employees’  Retirement  System  pursuant  to  such  contract  shall  have  the 
right  to  be  a member  of  the  health  service  system  and  the  Health 
Service  Board  shall  make  provision  for  the  participation  in  the  benefits 
of  the  health  service  system  by  such  persons. 

SEC.  A8.506-3  HOUSING  AUTHORITY  POLICE 

All  Housing  Police  Officers  of  the  Housing  Authority  who,  on 
July  1 , 1984,  are  members  of  the  Public  Employees’  Retirement  System 
of  the  State  of  California  shall  continue  to  be  members  of  said  Public 
Employees’  Retirement  System,  and  they  shall  not  be  members  of  the 
San  Francisco  City  and  County  Employees’  Retirement  System. 
Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Charter,  the  City  and 
County  shall  perform  all  acts  necessary  to  continue  the  membership  of 
such  employees  in  said  Public  Employees’  Retirement  System. 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Charter,  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  shall  have  the  power  to  contract  with  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  Public  Employees’  Retirement  System  of  the 
State  of  California  to  provide  that  Housing  Authority  Police  hired  after 
July  1 , 1984,  shall  be  members  of  the  Public  Employees'  Retirement 
System,  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  retirement  board  shall 
have  the  power  to  perform  all  acts  necessary  to  carry  out  the  terms  and 
purposes  of  such  contract.  However,  the  employee  contributions  to  the 
Public  Employees ' Retirement  System  for  persons  hired  on  and  after 
July  1 . 2010.  and  who  become  eligible  for  membership  pursuant  to  this  . 
Section  A8.506-3  shall  be  nine  percent  (9%).  The  nine  percent  (9%) 
employee  contribution  rate  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  expira- 
tion of  the  agreement  that  is  operative  on  June  30.  2010.  between  the 
City  and  Counts’  and  the  recognized  bargaining  organization  represent- 
ing said  employees. 

All  contracts  and  contract  amendments  with  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  Public  Employees'  Retirement  System  of  the  State 
of  California  for  persons  hired  on  and  after  July  1.  2010.  shall  provide, 
to  the  maximum  extent  permitted,  that  final  compensation  will  be  calcu- 
lated based  on  a two-year  formula. 

Except  as  provided  in  this  Section  A8. 506-3.  on  and  after  July  1. 
2010.  contracts  and  contract  amendments  with  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  Public  Employees'  Retirement  System  of  the  State 
of  California  shall  be  cost-neutral  and  employee  bargaining  units  shall 
be  permitted  to  trade  salary  or  other  employee  paid  benefits  to  achieve 
cost-neutrality. 
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Any  person  who  shall  become  a member  of  the  Public 
Employees’  Retirement  System  pursuant  to  such  contract  shall 
have  the  right  to  be  a memberof  the  health  service  system  and 
the  hHe alth  ^Service  6/Joard  shall  make  provision  for  participation 
in  the  benefits  of  the  health  service  system  by  such  persons. 

1 Section  3.  The  San  FranGisco  Charter  is  hereby  amended,  by 

adding  Sections  A8.600  through  A8.600-14  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  A8. 600  MISCELLANEOUS  OFFICERS  AND  EMPLOYEES 
ON  AND  AFTER  JULY  1 . 2010 

Miscellaneous  officers  and  employees  who  become  employed  on 
and  after  July  1.  2010.  shall  be  eligible  to  become  members  of  the 
Retirement  System  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Sections  A8.600  through 
A8.600-14.  in  addition  to  such  other  applicable  provisions  including,  but 
not  limited  to.  A8.500  of  this  Charter:  provided  that  persons  who 
become  members  under  the  Public  Employees’  Retirement  System  of  the 
State  of  California  or  members  of  the  State  Teachers'  Retirement  System 
of  the  State  of  California  shall  not  be  members  of  the  San  Francisco  City 
and  County  Employees ' Retirement  System  and  provided,  further,  that  the 
Retirement  System  shall  be  applied  to  persons  employed  on  a part-time 
or  temporary  basis  only  as  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  determine  by 
ordinance  enacted  by  three-fourths  vote  of  all  members  of  the  board.  > 
SEC.  A8. 600-1  DEFINITIONS 

The  following  words  and  phrases  as  used  in  this  section,  unless  a 
different  meaning  is  plainly  required  by  the  context,  shall  have  the  fol- 
lowing meaning: 

“ Retirement  allowance or  "allowance.”  shall  mean  equal 
monthly  payments,  beginning  to  accrue  upon  the  date  of  retirement,  and 
continuing  for  life  unless  a different  term  of  payment  is  definitely  pro- 
vided by  the  context. 

“Compensation.”  as  distinguished  from  benefits  under  the  work- 
ers’ compensation  laws  of  the  State  of  California  shall  mean  all  remu- 
neration whether  in  cash  or  by  other  allowances  made  by  the  City  and 
County,  for  service  qualifying  for  credit  under  this  section,  but  exclud- 
ing remuneration  for  overtime  and  such  other  forms  of  compensation 
excluded  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  pursuant  to  Section  A8.500  of  the 
Charter. 

“Compensation  earnable  ” shall  mean  the  compensation  as  deter- 
mined by  the  Retirement  Board,  which  would  have  been  earned  by  the 
member  had  he  or  she  worked,  throughout  the  period  under  consider- 
ation. the  average  number  of  days  ordinarily  worked  bv  persons  in  the 
same  grade  or  class  of  positions  as  the  positions  held  by  him  or  her 
during  such  period  and  at  the  rate  of  pay  attached  to  such  positions,  it 
being  assumed  that  during  any  absence,  he  or  she  was  in  the  position 
held  by  him  or  her  at  the  beginning  of  the  absence,  and  that  prior  to 
entering  City  service,  he  or  she  was  in  the  position  first  held  by  him  or 
her  in  City  service. 

“Benefit"  shall  include  “allowance."  “retirement  allowance." 
and_“ death  benefit." 

“Average  final  compensation  ” shall  mean  the  average  monthly 
compensation  earned  by  a member  during  the  higher  of  any  two  consec- 
utive fiscal  years  of  earnings  or  the  twenty-four  months  of  earnings 
immediately  prior  to  retirement. 

For  the  purposes  of  the  Retirement  System  and  of  this  section. 
Section  A8.600  and  Sections  A8.600-2  through  A8.600-14.  the  terms 
“miscellaneous  officer  or  employee."  or  “member."  shall  mean  any 
officer  or  employee  employed  on  and  after  July  1 . 2010.  who  is  not  a 
member  of  the  police  or  fire  departments  as  defined  in  the  Charter  for 
the  purposes  of  the  Retirement  System.  Said  terms  shall  not  include 
those  persons  who  become  members  under  the  Public  Employees  ’ 
Retirement  System  or  members  of  the  State  Teachers  ’ Retirement  System. 

“Retirement  System"  or  “ system ” shall  mean  San  Francisco  City 
and  County  Employees’  Retirement  System  as  created  in  Sections  12.100 
and  AS. 500  of  the  Charter. 

“Retirement  Board ” shall  mean  “Retirement  Board ” as  created 
in  Section  12.100  of  the  Charter. 

“Charter"  shall  mean  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco. 

Words  used  in  the  masculine  gender  shall  include  the  feminine  and  neu- 
ter genders,  and  singular  numbers  shall  include  the  plural  and  the  plu- 
ral the  singular. 


“Interest”  shall  mean  interest  at  the  rate  adopted  by  the 
Retirement  Board. 

SEC.  A8. 600-2  SERVICE  RETIREMENT 

Any  member  who  completes  at  least  20  years  of  service  in  the 
aggregate  credited  in  the  Retirement  System  and  attains  the  age  of  50 
years,  or  at  least  10  years  of  service  in  the  aggregate  credited  in  the 
Retirement  System,  and  attains  the  age  of  60  years,  said  service  to  be 
computed  under  Section  A8.600-7  may  retire  for  service  at  his  or  her 
option.  Members  may  retire  under  this  section  or  under  the  provisions 
of  A8. 600-6.  on  the  first  day  of  the  month  next  following  the  attainment 
bv  them  of  the  age  of  65  years.  A member  retired  after  reaching  the  age 
of  62  years  shall  receive  a service  retirement  allowance  at  the  rate  of 
2.3  percent  of  said  average  final  compensation  for  each  year  of  service. 
The  service  retirement  allowance  of  any  member  retiring  prior  to  a) 
attaining  the  age  of  60  years,  and  after  rendering  20  years  or  more  of 
such  service ; computed  under  Section  A8. 600-7.  and  having  attained  the 
age  of  50  years,  b)  attaining  the  age  of  60  years,  and  after  rendering  10 
years  or  more  of  such  service,  computed  under  Section  A8.600-7.  shall 
be  an  allowance  equal  to  the  percentage  of  said  average  final  compen- 
sation set  forth  opposite  his  or  her  age  at  retirement,  taken  to  the  pre- 
ceding completed  quarter  year,  for  each  year  of  service,  computed 
under  Section  A8.600-7:

In  no  event  shall  a member 's  retirement  allowance  exceed  seven- 
rv-five  percent  of  his  or  her  average  final  compensation. 

Before  the  first  payment  of  a retirement  allowance  is  made,  a 
member,  retired  under  this  section  or  Section  A8. 600-3.  may  elect  to 
receive  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or  her  allowance,  partly  in  an 
allowance  to  be  received  by  him  or  her  throughout  his  or  her  life,  and

' the  retirement  allowance  of  a member  havine  credit  for  service  in  a 
position  in  the  evenine  schools  and  service  in  any  other  position,  sepa- 
' rate  retirement  allowances  shall  be  calculated,  in  the  manner  prescribed 
for  each  class  of  service,  the  average  final  compensation  in  each  case 
beine  that  for  the  respective  class  of  service,  provided  that  the  aggre- 
gate retirement  allowance  shall  be  taken  into  account  in  applying  the 
provisions  of  this  section  providine  for  a minimum  retirement  allow- 
\ ance.  Part-time  service  and  compensation  shall  be  converted  to  full- 
time service  and  compensation  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  and  when  so  converted  shall  be  applied  on  full-time  ser- 
' vice  and  compensation  in  the  calculation  of  retirement  allowances. 

' SEC.  A8. 600-3  RETIREMENT  FOR  INCAPACITY 

Any  member  who  becomes  incapacitated  for  performance  of  duty 
because  of  disability  determined  by  a qualified  hearing  officer  to  be  of 
extended  and  uncertain  duration,  and  who  shall  have  completed  at  least 
10  years  of  service  credited  in  the  Retirement  System  in  the  aggregate, 
computed  as  provided  in  Section  A8.600-7.  shall  be  retired  upon  an 
allowance  of  1 .8%  (one  and  eight-tenths  percent)  of  the  averaee  final 
compensation  of  said  member,  as  defined  in  Section  A8.600-I  for  each 
year  of  credited  service,  if  such  retirement  allowance  exceeds  40  per-

cent of  such  averaee  Final  compensation.  In  the  calculation  under  this 
section  of  the  retirement  allowance  of  a member  havine  credit  for  ser- 
1 vice  in  a position  in  the  evenine  schools  and  service  in  any  other  posi- 
tion. separate  retirement  allowances  shall  be  calculated,  in  the  manner 
1 prescribed,  for  each  class  of  service,  the  average  final  compensation  in 


each  case  beine  that  for  the  respective  class  of  service:  provided  that 
the  averaee  final  compensation  upon  which  the  retirement  allowance  is 
calculated  in  such  case  shall  be  based  on  the  compensation  earned  by 
the  member  in  the  classes  of  service  rendered  by  him  or  her  during  the 
two  years  immediately  preceding  his  or  her  retirement.

If  his  or  her  disability  shall 
cease,  his  or  her  retirement  allowance  shall  cease,  and  he  or  she  shall 
be  restored  to  service  in  the  position  or  classification  he  or  she  occu- 
pied at  the  time  of  his  or  her  retirement. 

SEC.  A8. 600-4  NO  ADJUSTMENT  FOR  COMPENSATION 
PAYMENTS 

No  modification  of  benefits  provided  in  this  section  shall  be  made 
because  of  any  amounts  payable  to  or  on  account  of  any  member  under 
workers'  compensation  laws  of  the  State  of  California.

If  a member  shall  die,  before  retirement: 

(a)  If  no  benefit  is  payable  under  subsection  (b)  of  this  section: 

( 1 ) Regardless  of  cause,  a death  benefit  shall  be  paid  to  the 
member’s  designated  beneficiary  or  estate  consistine  of  the  compensa- .

(2)  If  a member  sustains  a traumatic  bodily  injury  throueh  exter- 
nal and  violent  means  in  the  course  and  scope  of  employment  and  death 
results  within  180  days  of  such  injury,  an  additional  insurance  benefit  of 
12  months  of  compensation  earnable  shall  be  paid  to  the  member's  des- 
ignated beneficiary  or  estate. 

(b)  If.  at  the  date  of  his  or  her  death,  he  or  she  was  qualified  for 
service  retirement  by  reason  of  service  and  aee  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  A8. 600-2.  and  he  or  she  has  designated  as  beneficiary  his  or 
her  surviving  spouse,  who  was  married  to  him  or  her  for  at  least  one 
full  year  immediately  prior  to  the  date  of  his  or  her  death,  one-half  of 
the  retirement  allowance  to  which  the  member  would  have  been  entitled 
if  he  or  she  had  retired  for  service  on  the  date  of  his  or  her  death  shall 
be  paid  to  such  surviving  spouse  who  was  his  or  her  designated  benefi- 
ciary at  the  date  of  his  or  her  death,  until  such  spouse’s  death  or  remar- 
riage. or  if  there  be  no  surviving  spouse,  to  the  unmarried  child  or  chil- 
dren  of  such  member  under  the  aee  of  18  years,  collectively,  until  every 
such  child  dies,  marries  or  attains  the  age  of  18  years,  provided  that  no 
child  shall  receive  any  allowance  after  marrvine  or  attaining  the  aee  of 
18  years.  If.  at  the  death  of  such  surviving  spouse,  who  was  receiving 
an  allowance  under  this  Subsection  (b).  there  be  one  or  more  unmarried 
children  of  such  member  under  the  ase  of  18  years,  such  allowance 
shall  continue  to  such  child  or  children,  collectively,  until  every  such 
child  dies,  marries  or  attains  the  age  of  18  years,  provided  that  no  child 
shall  receive  any  allowance  after  marrvine  or  attainins  the  ase  of  18 
years.  If  the  total  of  the  payments  of  allowance  made  pursuant  to  this

sion. If  a surviving  spouse,  who  was  entitled  to  make  the  election  herein 
provided,  shall  die  before  or  after  making  such  election  but  before 
receiving  any  payment  pursuant  to  such  election,  then  the  legally 
appointed  guardian  of  the  unmarried  children  of  the  member  under  the 
age  of  18  years  may  make  the  election  herein  provided  before  any  bene- 
fit has  been  paid  under  this  section,  for  and  on  behalf  of  such  children  if 
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in  his  or  her  judgment  it  appears  to  be  in  their  interest  and  advantage, 
and  the  election  so  made  shall  be  binding  and  conclusive  upon  all  par- 
ties in  interest. 

If  any  person  other  than  such  surviving  spouse  shall  have  and  be 
( paid  a community  property  interest  in  any  portion  of  any  benefit  provid- 
ed under  this  section,  any  allowance  payable  under  this  Subsection  (b) 
shall  be  reduced  by  the  actuarial  equivalent,  at  the  date  of  the  member’s 
death. .of  the  amount  of  benefits  payable  to  such  other  person. 

Upon  the  death  of  a member  after  retirement  and  r'eeardless  of 
the  cause  of  death,  a death  benefit  shall  be  paid  to  his  or  her  desisnated 
beneficiary  or  estate  in  the  manner  and  subject  to  the  conditions  pre- 
scribed by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the  payment  of  a similar  death 
benefit  upon  the  death  of  other  retired  members. 

Upon  the  death  of  a member  after  retirement,  an  allowance,  in 
addition  to  the  death  benefit  provided  in  the  immediately  preceding 
paragraph,  shall  be  paid  to  his  or  her  surviving  spouse,  until  such  sur- 
viving  spouse's  death  or  remarriage,  equal  to  one-half  of  his  or  her 
retirement  allowance  as  it  was  prior  to  optional  modification  and  prior 
to  reduction  as  provided  in  Subsection  (a)  of  Section  A8.514  of  this 
Charter,  but  exclusive  of  the  part  of  such  allowance  which  was  provided 
by  additional  contributions.  No  allowance,  however,  shall  be  paid  under 
this  paragraph  to  a surviving  spouse  unless  such  surviving  spouse  was 
married  to  said  member  at  least  one  year  immediately  prior  to  his  or 
her  retirement.  If  such  retired  person  leaves  no  such  surviving  spouse, 
or  if  such  surviving  spouse  should  die  or  remarry  before  every  child  of

MEMBERSHIP 

Should  any  miscellaneous  member  cease  to  be  employed  as  such 
a member,  through  any  cause  other  than  death  or  retirement,  all  of  his 
or  her  contributions,  with  interest  credited  thereon,  shall  be  refunded  to 
him  of  her  subject  to  the  conditions  prescribed  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  cover  similar  terminations  of  employment  and  re-employ- 
ment with  and  without  redeposit  of  withdrawn  accumulated  contribu- 
tions of  other  members  of  the  Retirement  System,  provided  that,  if  such 
| member  is  entitled  to  be  credited  with  at  least  five  years  of  service,  he 
\ or  she  shall  have  the  right  to  elect,  without  right  of  revocation  and  with- 
in 90  days  after  said  termination  of  service,  or  if  the  termination  was  by 
lay-off.  90  days  after  the  Retirement  Board  determines  the  termination 
: to  be  permanent,  whether  to  allow  his  or  her  accumulated  contributions 
to  remain  in  the  retirement  fund  and  to  receive  benefits  only  as  provided 
\ in  this  paragrdph.  Failure  to  make  such  election  shall  be  deemed  an 
irrevocable  election  to  withdraw  his  or  her  accumulated  contributions. 
At  or  after  50  years  of  age,  he  or  she  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a 
retirement  allowance  which  shall  be  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or 
her  accumulated  contributions  and  an  equal  amount  of  the  contribu- 
tions of  the  City  and  County,  plus  1 .667%  (one  and  two-thirds  percent ) 
of  his  or  her  average  final  compensation  for  each  year  of  service  credit- 
ed to  him  or  her  as  rendered  prior  to  his  or  her  first  membership  in  the 
Retirement  System.

The  following  time  and  service  shall  be  included  in  the  computa- 
tion of  the  service  to  be  credited  to  a member  for  the  purpose  of  deter- 
mining whether  such  member  qualifies  for  retirement  and  calculating 
benefits:

System  under  Section  A8.600.  provided  that  the  accumulated  contribu- 
tions standing  to  the  credit  of  such  member  shall  be  adjusted  by  refund 
to  the  member  or  by  payment  by  the  member  to  bring  the  account  at  the

ance which  the  member  would  have  received  if  he  or  she  had  been 
retired  for  serxice  on  the  date  of  death,  but  such  allowance  shall  not  be 
less  than  50  percent  of  tlte  final  compensation  earnable  by  said  member 
immediately  preceding  death.  If  death  occurs  prior  to  qualification  for 
service  retirement,  the  allowance  payable  shall  be  equal  to  the  compen- 
sation of  said  member  at  the  date  of  death,  until  the  date  upon  which 
said  member  would  have  completed  at  least  twenty-five  (25)  years  of 
serxice  in  the  aggregate  and  attained  the  aee  of  fifty  (50)  years,  had  he 
or  she  lived  and  rendered  service  without  interruption  in  the  rank  held 
by  him  or  her  at  death,  and  after  said  date  the  allowance  payable  shall 
be  equal  to  the  retirement  allowance  said  member  would  have  received 
if  retired  for  service  on  said  date,  based  on  the  final  compensation  he  or 
she  would  have  received  prior  to  said  date,  had  he  or  she  lived  and  ren- 
dered serv  ice  as  assumed,  but  such  allowance  shall  not  be  less  than  50 
percent  of  such  final  compensation.  If  he  or  she  had  retired  prior  to 
death,  for  service  or  for  disability  resulting  from  injury  received  in.  or 
illness  caused  by  the  performance  of  duty,  the  allowance  payable  shall 
be  equal  to  the  retirement  allowance  of  the  member,  except  that  if  he  or 
she  was  a member  under  Section  A8.601  and  retirement  was  for  such 
disability,  and  if  death  occurred  prior  to  qualification  for  the  service

( b ) if  his  or  her  death  occurred  after  the  completion  of  at  least 
25  years  of  service  in  the  aeereeate  but  prior  to  the  attainment  of  the 
aee  of  50  years,  one-half  of  the  retirement  allowance  to  which  he  or  she 
would  have  been  entitled  under  Section  A8.60I-2  if  he  or  she  had 
attained  the  aee  of  50  years  on  the  date  of  his  or  her  death  shall  be 
continued  throuehout  life  or  until  remarriaee  to  his  or  her  surviving 
spouse,  or 

(i)  if  his  or  her  death  occurred  after  retirement  for  disability  by 
reason  of  injury  received  in  or  illness  caused  by  performance  of  duty, 
three-fourths  of  his  or  her  retirement  allowance  as  it  was  at  his  or  her 
death  shall  be  continued  throughout  life  or  until  remarriage  to  his  or

cy. No  allowance,  however  shall  be  paid  under  this  section  to  a surviv- 
ing spouse  unless  he  or  she  was  married  to  the  member  prior  to  the 
date  of  the  injury  or  onset  of  the  illness  which  results  in  death  if  he  or 
she  had  not  retired,  or  unless  he  or  she  was  married  to  the  member  at 
least  one  year  prior  to  his  or  her  retirement  if  he  or  she  had  retired. 

As  used  in  this  section  and  Section  A8.601-4  "surviving  spouse" 
shall  mean  and  include  a survivine  spouse,  and  shall  also  mean  and 
include  a spouse  who  has  remarried  since  the  death  of  the  member,  but 
whose  remarriage  has  been  terminated  by  death,  divorce  or  annulment 
within  five  years  after  the  date  of  such  remarriaee  and  who  has  not 
thereafter  again  remarried.

If  he  or  she  shall  aeain  become  a member  of  the  department,  he  or  she 
shall  redeposit  in  the  retirement  fund  the  amount  refunded  to  him  or  her. 
Should  a member  of  the  fire  department  become  an  employee  of  any 
other  office  or  department,  his  or  her  accumulated  contribution  account 
shall  be  adjusted  by  payments  to  or  from  him  or  her  as  the  case  may  be 
to  make  the  accumulated  contributions  credited  to  him  or  her  at  the 
time  of  change  equal  to  the  amount  which  would  have  been  credited  to 
him  or  her  if  he  or  she  had  been  employed  in  said  other  office  or 
department  at  the  rate  of  compensation  received  by  him  or  her  in  the 
fire  department  and  he  or  she  shall  receive  credit  for  service  for  which 
said  contributions  were  made,  according  to  the  Charter  section  under 
i which  his  or  her  membership  in  the  Retirement  System  continues. 

SEC.  A8. 601-10  COMPUTATION  OF  SERVICE 

The  following  time  shall  be  included  in  the  computation  of  the 
service  to  be  credited  to  a member  of  the  fire  department  for  the  pur- 
poses of  determining  whether  such  member  qualified  for  retirement  and 
calculating  benefits,  excluding,  however,  any  time,  the  contributions  for 
which  were  withdrawn  by  said  member  upon  termination  of  his  or  her 
service  while  he  or  she  was  a member  under  any  other  Charter  section, 
and  not  redeposited  upon  re-entry  into  service: 

(a)  Time  during  and  for  which  said  member  is  entitled  to  receive 
compensation  because  of  services  as  a member  of  the  police  or  fire 
department. 

(b)  Time  prior  to  July  1 . 2010.  during  which  said  member  was 
entitled  to  receive  compensation  while  a member  of  the  police  or  fire 
department  under  any  other  section  of  the  Charter,  provided  that  accu- 
mulated contributions  on  account  of  such  service  previously  refunded 
are  redeposited  with  interest  from  the  date  of  refund  to  the  date  of  rede- 
posit. at  times  and  in  the  manner  fixed  by  the  Retirement  Board:  and 
solely  for  the  purpose  of  determining  qualification  for  retirement  under 
Section  A8.601-3  for  disability  not  resulting  from  injury  received  in  or 
illness  caused  by  performance  of  duty,  time  during  which  said  member 
serves  and  receives  compensation  because  of  services  rendered  in  other 
offices  and  departments. 

(c)  Time  during  which  said  member  earned  compensation  as  a 
paramedic  with  the  fire  department  or  department  of  public  health,  pro- 
vided that  the  accumulated  contributions  on  account  of  such  service  are 
transferred  to  his  or  her  Section  A8.601  account  or.  if  previously  refund- 
ed. are  redeposited  with  interest  from  the  date  of  refund  to  the  date  of 
redeposit,  at  times  and  in  the  manner  fixed  by  the  Retirement  Board. 

The  Retirement  Board  shall  require  said  member  to  execute  a waiver  at 
any  time  prior  to  retirement  so  that  any  paramedic  service  covered  by 
Section  A8.601  is  not  also  covered  by  other  pension  provisions  in  this 
Charter. 

(d)  Time  durine  which  said  member  is  absent  from  a status 
included  in  Subsection  (a)  next  preceding,  bv  reason  of  service  in  the 
armed  forces  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  by  reason  of  any  other 
service  included  in  Sections  A8.520  and  A8.521  of  the  Charter,  durine 
any  war  in  which  the  United  States  was  or  shall  be  engaged  or  during 
Other  national  emergency,  and  for  which  said  member  contributed  or 
contributes  to  the  Retirement  System  or  for  which  the  City  and  County 


contributed  or  contributes  on  his  or  her  account. 

(e)  Time  during  which  said  member  was  on  Unpaid  Parental 
Leave  pursuant  to  Charter  Section  A8.523.  and  for  which,  said  member 
has  purchased  service  credit  in  the  Retirement  System. 

SEC.  AS, 601-11  SOURCES  OF  FUNDS 

All  payments  provided  for  members  under  Section  A8.601  shall 
be  made  from  funds  derived  from  the  following  sources,  plus  interest 
earned  on  said  funds: 

(a)  There  shall  be  deducted  from  each  payment  of  compensation 
made  to  a member  under  Section  A8.601  a sum  equal  to  eieht  and  one- 
half  percent  of  such  payment  of  compensation.  The  sum  so  deducted 
shall  be  paid  forthwith  to  the  Retirement  System.  The  eieht  and  one-half 
percent  member  contribution  rate  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon 
expiration  of  the  agreement  that  is  operative  on  June  30.  2010.  between 
the  City  and  County  and  the  recoenized  bargaining  organization  repre- 
senting said  members.  Prior  to  that  time,  there  shall  be  deducted  from 
each  payment  of  compensation  made  to  a member  under  Section  A8.601 
a sum  equal  to  seven  percent  of  such  payment  of  compensation.  Said 
contribution  shall  be  credited  to  the  individual  account  of  the  member 
from  whose  salary  it  was  deducted,  and  the  total  of  said  contributions 
together  with  interest  credited  thereon  in  the  same  manner  as  is  pre- 
scribed by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  crediting  interest  to  contribu- 
tions of  other  members  of  the  Retirement  System,  shall  be  applied  to 
provide  part  of  the  retirement  allowance  er anted  to.  or  allowance 
granted  on  account  of  said  member,  or  shall  be  paid  to  said  member  or 
his  or  her  beneficiary  or  estate  as  provided  in  Section  A8.601-8. 
A8.60J-9  and  A8.601-10. 

(b)  The  City  and  County  shall  contribute  to  the  Retirement 
System  such  amounts  as  may  be  necessary,  when  added  to  the  contribu- 
tions referred  to  in  Subsection  (a)  of  this  Section  A8.601-11,  to  provide 
the  benefits  payable  to  members  under  Section  A8.601 . Such  contribu- 
tions of  the  City  and  County  to  provide  the  portion  of  the  benefits  here- 
under shall  be  made  in  annual  installments,  and  the  installment  to  be 
paid  in  any  year  shall  be  determined  by  the  application  of  a percentage 
to  the  total  compensation  paid  during  said  year  to  persons  who  are 
members  under  Section  A8.601  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  A8.5.10. 

(c)  To  promote  the  stability  of  the  Retirement  System  through  a 
joint  participation  in  the  result  of  variations  in  the  experience  under 
mortality,  investment  and  other  contingencies,  the  contributions  of  both 
members  and  the  City  and  County  held  by  the  system  to  provide  benefits 
for  members  under  Section  A8.601.  shall  be  a part  of  the  fund  in  which 
all  other  assets  of  said  system  are  included. 

(d)  Any  year  in  which,  based  upon  the  Retirement  System’s 
annual  actuarial  valuation,  the  employer  contribution  rate  exceeds  0%. 
the  employee  organizations  representing  safety  members  shall  jointly 
meet  and  confer  with  City  representatives  to  implement  a cost  sharing 
arrangement  between  the  City  and  employee  organizations.  Such 
arrangement  will  effect  a material  reduction  of  the  cost  impact  of 
employer  contributions  on  the  City ’s  general  fund. 

The  dollar  value  of  the  cost  sharing  arrangement  shall  not 
exceed  the  total  annual  cost  to  the  Retirement  System  of  improving  the 
police  and  fire  safety  retirement  plans  to  the  3%  @ 55  benefit  level  or 
the  total  employer  contribution  required  by  the  Retirement  System, 
whichever  is  lesser.  Such  cost  sharing  arrangement  shall  not  require  an 
employee  contribution  in  excess  of  the  limits  set  elsewhere  in  this 
Charter. 

The  meet  and  confer  process,  including  all  impasse  procedures 
under  Section  A8.590-1  et  seq.,  shall  be  concluded  not  later  than  April 
1st  except  by  mutual  agreement  of  the  parties.  The  cost  sharing 
arrangement  must  be  finalized  to  permit  implementation  effective 
July  1. 

The  Retirement  Board's  authority  under  Charter  Section  12.100 
and  in  Section  A8.510  concerning  the  annual  setting  of  the  rates  of  con- 
tribution are  not  subject  to  the  meet  and  confer  process,  including  all 
impasse  procedures  under  Section  A8.590-I  et  seq. 

SEC.  A8.601-12  RIGHT  TO  RETIRE 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  years  of  service  set  forth  in  Section 
A8.601-2  as  requisite  to  retirement,  a member  of  the  fire  department 
shall  be  entitled  to  retire  at  any  time  thereafter  in  accordance  with  the 
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provisions  of  said  Section  A8.601-2.  and  except  as  provided  in  Section 
A8.60I-I6.  nothing  shall  deprive  said  member  of  said  right. 

SEC.  A8.601-13  LIMITATION  ON  EMPLOYMENT  DURING 
RETIREMENT 

( a I Except  as  provided  in  Section  A8.511  of  this  Charter  and  in 
Subsection (b ) of  this  section,  no  person  retired  as  a member  under 
Section  A8.60I  for  service  or  disability  and  entitled  to  receive  a retire- 
ment allowance  under  the  Retirement  System  shall  be  employed  in  any 
capacity  b\  the  Cits'  and  County,  nor  shall  such  person  receive  any  pay- 
ment for  services  rendered  to  the  C itx  and  Counts'  after  retirement. 

(b)  (li  Service  as  an  election  officer  or  juror,  or  in  the  prepara- 
tion for,  or  giving  testimony  as  an  expert  witness  for  or  on  behalf  of  the 
Cits’  and  County  before  any  court  or  legislative  body  shall  be  affected 
by  the  provisions  of  Subsection  (a)  of  this  section. 

(2)  The  provisions  of  Subsection  (a)  shall  not  prevent  such 
retired  person  from  serving  on  any  board  or  commission  of  the  City  and 
Counts'  and  receivine  the  compensation  for  such  office,  provided  said 
compensation  does  not  exceed  $ 100  per  month. 

( 3 ) If  such  retired  person  is  elected  or  appointed  to  a position  or 
office  which  subjects  Itim  or  her  to  membership  in  the  Retirement 
System  under  Section  A8.601 . he  or  she  shall  re-enter  membership 
under  Section  A8.601  and  his  or  her  retirement  allowance  shall  be  can- 
celled immediately  upon  his  or  her  re-entry.  The  provisions  of 
Subsection  (a)  of  this  section  shall  not  prevent  such  person  from  receiv- 
insJhesmMmatiQnlQr_su eh_p_osition  or  office.  The  rate  of  contribu- 
tions of  such  member  shall  be  the  same  as  that  for  other  members  under 
Section  A8.60I . Such  member's  individual  account  shall  be  credited 
with  an  amount  which  is  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or  her  annuity 
at  the  time  of  his  or  her  re-entry,  but  the  amount  thereof  shall  not 
exceed  the  amount  of  his  or  her  accumulated  contributions  at  the  time 

of  his  or  her  retirement.  Such  member  shall  also  receive  credit  for  his  or  ._ 
her  service  as  it  was  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  retirement. 

(c)  Notwithstanding  any  provision  of  this  Charter  to  the  con- 
trary. should  any  person  retired  for  disability  enease  in  a gainful  occu- 
pation prior  to  attaining  the  ase  of  55  years,  the  Retirement  Board  shall 
reduce  that  part  of  his  or  her  monthly  retirement  allowance  which  is 
provided  by  contributions  of  the  City  and  County  to  an  amount  which, 
when  added  to  the  amount  of  the  compensation  earnable.  at  the  time  he 
or  she  engages  in  the  gainful  occupation,  by  such  person  if  he  or  she 
held  the  position  which  he  or  she  held  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  retire- 
ment. or.  if  that  position  has  been  abolished,  the  compensation  earnable 
b\  the  member  if  he  or  she  held  the  position  from  which  he  or  she  was 
retired  immediately  prior  to  its  abolishment. 

SEC.  A8.601-14  CONFLICTING  CHARTER  PROVISIONS 

AnXJfSM.QrLpr.mrt  of  any  section  in  this  Charter ; insofar  as  it 
should  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  Section  A8.601  through  A8.601-16 
or  with  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  superseded  by  the  contents  of  said 
sections.  In  the  event  that  any  word,  phrase,  clause  or  section  of  said 
sections  shall  be  adiudeed  unconstitutional,  the  remainder  thereof  shall 
remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 

SEC.  A8.601-15  VESTING 

Notwithstandine  any  provisions  of  this  Charter  to  the  contrary, 
should  any  member  of  the  fire  department  who  is  a member  of  the 
Retirement  System  under  Charter  Section  A8.601  with  five  years  of 
credited  service,  cease  to  be  so  employed,  throueh  any  cause  other  than 
death  or  retirement,  he  or  she  shall  have  the  right  to  elect,  without  right 
of  revocation  and  within  90  days  after  termination  of  said  service,  to 
allow  his  or  her  accumulated  contributions  including  interest  to  remain 
in  the  retirement  fund  and  to  receive  a retirement  allowance  equal  to  the 
percent  set  forth  in  Section  A8.60I-2  opposite  his  or  her  age  at  retire- 
ment. for  each  year  of  service  multiplied  against  the  final  compensation 
of  said  member,  calculated  at  termination,  payable  beginning  no  earlier 
than  afie  50.  No  vesting  retirement  allowance  under  this  section  shall 
exceed  ninety  (90)  percent  of  the  member’s  final  compensation. 

SEC.  AH. 601-16  FORFEITURE  FOR  CRIMES  INVOLVING 
MORAL  TURPITUDE 

Any  member  convicted  of  a crime  involving  moral  turpitude  com- 

the  City  and  County  shall  forfeit  all  rights  to  anv  benefits  under  the 
Retirement  System  except  refund  of  his  or  her  accumulated  contribu- 


tions: provided,  however,  that  if  such  member  is  qualified  for  service 
retirement  by  reason  of  service  and  ase  under  the  provisions  of  Section 
A8.601-2.  he  or  she  shall  have  the  rieht  to  elect,  without  right  of  revo- 
cation and  within  90  days  after  his  or  her  removal  from  office  or 
employment  to  receive  as  his  or  her  sole  benefit  under  the  Retirement 
System  an  annuity  which  shall  be  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or  her 
accumulated  contributions  at  the  time  of  such  removal  from  office  or 
employment. 

Any  member,  after  retirement  for  service  or  disability  or  while 
receiving  a vesting'  allowance,  who  is  convicted  of  a crime  involving 
moral  turpitude  in  connection  with  his  or  her  duties  as  an  officer  or 
employee  of  the  City  and  County  shall  forfeit  all  rights  to  any  further 
benefit  from  the  Retirement  System  and  the  Retirement  System  shall 
immediately  cease  all  future  payments  to  such  member:  provided  how- 
ever. that  if  at  the  time  of  the  conviction,  said  member  has  remaining 
accumulated  contributions,  then  such  member  shall  have  the  right  to 
elect,  without  right  of  revocation  and  within  30  days  after  his  or  her 
conviction,  to  receive  as  his  or  her  sole  benefit  under  the  Retirement 
System,  an  annuity  which  shall  be  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or  her 
accumulated  contributions  remaining  at  the  time  of  the  conviction. 

Section  5.  The  San  Francisco  Charter  is  hereby  amended,  by 
adding  Sections  A8.602  through  A8.602-16  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  A8.602  MEMBERS  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT  ON 
AND  AFTER  JULY  1 . 2010 

Those  persons  who  become  members  of  the  police  department,  as 
defined  in  Section  A8.602-1.  on  and  after  July  1.  2010.  shall  be  mem- 
bers of  the  Retirement  System  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Sections 
A8.602  through  A8.602-16  (which  shall  apply  only  to  members  under 
Section  A8.602 ) in  addition  to  the  provisions  contained  in  Sections 
12.100  to  12.103  and  Sections  A8.500.  A8.510.  A8.520.  A8526-2  and 
A8.526-3  of  this  Charter,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  other 
section  of  this  Charter,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  of  the  provisions 
of  Section  A8.597  of  this  Charter. 

The  provisions  of  Section  A8.602  shall  not  apply  to  any  member 
of  the  Retirement  System  before  July  1,  2010,  or  to  any  member  of  the 
Retirement  System  who  separated  from  service,  retired  or  died  before 
July  1.  2010.  or  to  his  or  her  continuant. 

SEC.  A8. 602-1  DEFINITIONS 

The  following  words  and  phrases  as  used  in  this  Section.  Section  A8.602 
and  Sections  A8. 602-2  through  A8. 602-16.  unless  a different  meaning  is 
plainly  required  by  the  context,  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

“ Retirement  allowance “death  allowance”  or  “allowance." 
shall  mean  equal  monthly  payments,  beginning  to  accrue  upon  the  date 
of  retirement,  or  upon  the  day  following  the  date  of  death,  as  the  case 
may  be.  and  continuing  for  life  unless  a different  term  of  payment  is  def- 
initely provided  by  the  context. 

"Compensation."  as  distinguished  from  benefits  under  the 
Workers’  Compensation  Insurance  and  Safety  Act  of  the  State  of 
California,  shall  mean  the  remuneration  payable  in  cash,  by  the  City 
and  County,  without  deduction  except  for  absence  from  duty,  for  time 
during  which  the  individual  receiving  such  remuneration  is  a member  of 
the  police  department,  but  excluding  remuneration  paid  for  overtime. 

Subject  to  the  requirement  that  it  be  payable  in  cash  and  that 
overtime  be  excluded.  “ compensation  ” for  pension  purposes  may  be 
defined  in  a collective  bargaining  agreement.  Provided,  however,  that 
for  retirement  purposes,  any  increase  in  compensation  attached  to  a 
rank  which  is  based  solely  upon  the  possession  of  a POST  certificate, 
compared  to  the  equivalent  rank  without  a POST  certificate,  shall  be 
subject  to  the  following  limitations: 

(a)  for  possession  of  the  intermediate  POST  certificate,  no  more 
than  4%  shall  be  included  in  compensation. 

( b ) for  possession  of  the  advanced  POST  certificate,  no  more 
than  an  additional  2%  over  the  maximum  provided  in  Subsection  (a), 
above,  shall  be  included  in  compensation.  These  limits  shall  apply  to 
any  pay  increments  which  are  solely  attributable  to  the  possession  of  a 
POST  certificate,  including  but  not  limited  to  premiums  or  special  ranks 
which  may  be  established  in  the  future  and  which  are  solely  attributable 
to  the  possession  of  a POST  certificate. 
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“Compensation  earnable  ” shall  mean  the  compensation  which 
would  have  been  earned  had  the  member  received  compensation  with- 
out interruption  throughout  the  period  under  consideration  and  at  the 
rates  of  remuneration  attached  at  that  time  to  the  ranks  or  positions 
held  bv  him  or  her  durine  such  period,  it  beins  assumed  that  during  any 
absence,  he  or  she  was  in  the  rank  or  position  held  bx  him  or  her  at  the 
beginning  of  the  absence,  and  that  prior  to  becoming  a member  of  the 
police  department,  he  or  she  was  in  the  rank  or  position  first  held  bv 
him  oY  her  in  such  department. 

“Benefit”  shall  include  “allowance."  “retirement  allowance." 
“death  allowance”  and  “death  benefit." 

“Final  compensation  ” shall  mean  the  average  monthly  compen- 
sation earned  b v a member  during  the  higher  of  any  two  consecutive 
fiscal  years  of  earnings  or  the  twentv-four  months  of  earnings  immedi- 
ately prior  to  retirement. 

For  purposes  of  calculation  of  final  compensation,  any  increase 
in  pay  solely  attributable  to  possession  of  a POST  certificate  shall  be 
included  only  if  the  member  possesses  the  qualifying  POST  certificate 
for  a period  of  not  less  than  four  (4)  years  prior  to  his  or  her  retirement 
date:  provided,  however,  that  should  a member  possess  the  qualifying 
POST  certificate  for  a period  of  time  less  than  four  (4)  years  prior  to 
retirement,  final  compensation  shall  be  calculated  based  upon  the 
monthly  compensation  in  the  next  lower  rank  not  requiring  possession 
of  the  qualifying  POST  certificate. 

For  the  purpose  of  Sections  A8.602  through  A8.602-16.  the  terms 
“member  of  the  police  department.”  “member  of  the  department."  or 
“member”  shall  mean  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  police  department 
employed  on  and  after  July  1.  2010.  who  was  or  shall  be  subject  to  the 
Charter  provisions  governing  entrance  requirements  of  members  of  the 
uniformed  force  of  said  department  and  said  terms  shall  farther  mean 
persons  employed  on  and  after  July  1.  2010.  at  an  age  not  greater  than 
the  maximum  age  then  prescribed  for  entrance  into  employment  in  said 
uniformed  force,  to  perform  duties  now  performed  under  the  titles  of 
criminologist,  photographer,  police  woman  or  jail  matron:  provided, 
however,  that  said  terms  shall  not  include  any  person  who  has  not  satis- 
factorily completed  such  course  of  training  as  mcqbeJ^iLedbyjhe_ 
police  department  prior  to  assignment  to  active  duty  with  said 
department. 

“Retirement  System”  or  “system"  shall  mean  San  Francisco  City 
and  County  Employees’  Retirement  System  as  created  in  Sections  12.100 
and  A8.500  of  the  Charter. 

“Retirement  Board”  shall  mean  “ Retirement  Board"  as  created 
inJkctLonJ2J00  of, the.  Charter. 

“ Charter ” shall  mean  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco. 

Words  used  in  the  masculine  gender  shall  include  the  feminine 
and  neuter  gender,  words  used  in  the  feminine  gender  shall  include  the 
masculine  and  neuter  gender,  anti  singular  number-s  shall  include  the 
plural  and  the  plural  the  singular. 

“Interest”  shall  mean  interest  at  the  rate  adopted  by  the 
Retirement  Board. 

SEC.  AS, 602-2  SERVICE  RETIREMENT 

Any  member  of  the  police  department  who  completes  at  least  five 
years  of  service  in  the  aggregate  and  attains  the  age  of  fifty  (50)  years, 
said  service  to  be  computed  under  Section  A8.602-10.  may  retire  for 
service  at  his  or  her  option.  A member  retired  after  meeting  the  service 
and  age  requirements  in  the  preceding  sentence,  shall  receive  a retire- 
ment allowance  equal  to  the  percent  of  final  compensation  (as  defined 
in  Section  A8.602-1 ) set  forth  below  opposite  his  or  her  age  at  retire- 
ment. taken  to  the  preceding  completed  quarter  year,  for  each  year  of 
service,  as  computed  under  Section  A8.602-10:

In  no  event,  however,  shall  such  a retirement  allowance  exceed 
ninety  (90)  percent  of  a member’s  final  compensation. 

SEC.  AS. 602-3  RETIREMENT  FOR  INCAPACITY 

Any  member  of  the  police  department  who  becomes  incapacitated 
for  the  performance  of  his  or  her  duty  by  reason  of  any  bodily  injury 
received  in.  or  illness  caused  by  the  performance  of  his  of  her  duty, 
shall  be  retired.  If  he  or  she  is  not  qualified  for  sennce  retirement,  he  or 
she  shall  receive  a retirement  allowance  in  an  amount  which  shall  be 
equal  to  the  same  percentage  of  the  final  compensation  of  said  member, 
as  defined  in  Section  A8. 602-1. -as  his  or  her  percentage  of  disability  is 
determined  to  be.  The  percentage  of  disability  shall  be  as  determined  bv 
the  Workers’  Compensation  Appeals  Board  of  the  State  of  California 
upon  referral  from  the  Retirement  Board  for  that  purpose:  provided  that 
the  Retirement  Board  may,  bv  five  affirmative  votes,  adjust  the  percent- 
age of  disability  as  determined  by  said  appeals  board:  and  provided, 
further,  that  such  retirement  allowance  shall  be  in  an  amount  not  less 
than  50  percent  nor  more  than  90  percent  of  the  final  compensation  of 
said  member,  as  defined  in  Section  A8.602-1 . Said  allowance  shall  be 
paid  to  him  or  her  until  the  date  upon  which  said  member  would  have 
completed  at  least  twenty -five  (25)  years  of  service  in  the  aggregate  and 
attained  the  age  of  fifty  (50)  years  had  he  or  she  lived  and  rendered  ser- 
vice without  interruption  in  the  rank  held  by  him  or  her  at  retirement, 
and  after  said  date  the  allowance  payable  shall  be  equal  to  the  retire- 
ment allowance  said  member  would  have  received  if  retired  for  service 
on  said  date  based  on  the  final  compensation,  as  defined  in  Section 
A8. 602-1.  he  or  she  would  have  received  immediately  prior  to  said  date, 
had  he  or  she  lived  and  rendered  service  as  assumed,  but  such  allow- 
ance shall  not  be  less  than  50  percent  of  such  final  compensation. 

If.  at  the  time  of  retirement  because  of  disability,  he  or  she  is 
qualified  as  to  age  and  service  for  retirement  under  Section  A8.602-2. 
he  or  she  shall  receive  an  allowance  equal  to  the  retirement  allowance 
which  he  or  she  would  receive  if  retired  under  Section  A8.602-2.  but  not 
less  than  50  percent  of  said  final  compensation.  Any  member  of  the 
police  department  who  becomes  incapacitated  for  performance  of  his  ot- 
her duty  by  reason  of  a cause  not  included  under  the  provisions  of  the 
immediately  preceding  sentences,  and  who  shall  have  completed  at  least 
10  years  of  service  in  the  aggregate,  computed  as  provided  in  Section 
A8.602-10.  shall  be  retired  upon  an  allowance  of  IZi  percent  of  the  final 
compensation  of  said  memfier  as  defined  in  Section  A8.602-1  for  each 
year  of  service,  provided  that  said  allowance  shall  not  be  less  than  3 3 ‘A 
percent  of  said  final  compensation.  The  question  of  retiring  a member 
under  this  section  may  be  brought  before  the  Retirement  Board  on  said 
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board's  own  motion.  by  recommendation  of  the  police  commission  or  by 
said  member  or  liis  or  her  guardian.  If  his  or  her  disability  shall  cease, 
his  or  her  retirement  allowance  shall  cease  and  he  or  she  shall  be 
restored  to  the  service  in  the  rank  he  or  she  occupied  at  the  time  of  his 
or  her  retirement. 


SEC.  A8. 602-4  DEATH  ALLOWANCE 

If  a member  of  the  police  department  shall  die  before  or  after 
retirement  bx  reason  of  an  iniurx  received  in.  or  illness  caused  b\  the 
performance  of  his  or  her  duty,  a death  allowance,  in  lieu  of  any  allow- 
ance. posable  under  any  other  section  of  the  Charter  or  by  ordinance, 
on  account  of  death  resulting  from'iniur\  received  in  or  illness  caused 
bx  the  performance  of  duty,  shall  be  paid,  beginning  on  -the  date  next 
following  the  date  of  death,  to  his  or  her  surviving  spouse  throughout 
his  or  her  life  or  until  his  or  her  remarriage.  If  the  member,  at  the  time 
of  death,  was  qualified  for  service  retirement,  but  he  or  she  had  not 
retired,  the  allowance  paxable  shall  be  equal  to  the  retirement  allow- 
ance which  the  member  would  have  received  if  he  or  she  had  been 
retired  for  service  on  the  date  of  death,  but  such  allowance  shall  not  be 
less  than  50  percent  of  the  final  compensation  earnable  bx  said  member 
immediately  preceding  death.  If  death  occurs  prior  to  qualification  for 
service  retirement,  the  allowance  paxable  shall  be  equal  to  the  compen- 
sation of  said  member  at  the  date  of  death,  until  the  date  upon  which 
said  member  would  have  completed  at  least  twenty-five  (25)  years  of 
service  in  the  aggregate  and  attained  the  age  of  fifty  (50 ) years , had  he 
or  she  lived  and  rendered  service  without  interruption  in  the  rank  held 
bx  him  or  her  at  death,  and  after  said  date  the  allowance  payable  shall 
be  equal  to  the  retirement  allowance  said  member  would  have  received 
if  retired  for  service  on  said  date,  based  on  the  final  compensation  he. or 
she  would  have  received  prior  to  said  date,  had  he  or  she  lived  and  ren- 
dered service  as  bssumed.  but  such  allowance  shall  not  be  less  than  50 
percent  of  such  final  compensation.  If  he  or  she  had  retired  prior  to 
death,  for  senice  or  for  disability  resulting  from  injury  received  in.  or 
illness  caused  by  the  performance  of  duty,  the  allowance  payable  shall 
be  equal  to  the  retirement  allowance  of  the  member,  except  that  if  he  or 
she  was  a member  under  Section  A8.602  and  retirement  was  for  such 
disability,  and  if  death  occurred  prior  to  qualification  for  the  service 
retirement  allowance,  the  allowance  continued  shall  be  adjusted  upon 
the  date  at  which  said  member  would  have  completed  at  least  twenty- 
live  (25)  years  of  service  in  the  aggregate  and  attained  the  age  of  fifty 
(50)  years,  in  the  same  manner  as  it  would  have  been  adjusted  had  the 
member  not  died. 

If  there  is  no  surviving  spouse  entitled  to  an  allowance  hereunder, 
or  if  he  or  she  dies  or  remarries  before  every  child  of  such  deceased 
member  attains  the  age  of  18  years,  then  the  allowance  which  the  sur- 
viving spouse  would  have  received  had  he  or  she  lived  and  not  remar- 
ried shall  be  paid  to  his  or  her  child  or  children  under  said  age-,  collec- 
tivelv.  until  every  such  child  dies  or  attains  said  age,  provided  that  no 
child  shall  receive  any  allowance  after  marrying  or  attaining  the  age  of 
18  years.  Should  said  member  leave  no  surviving  spouse  and  no  chil- 
dren under  the  age  of  18  years,  but  leave  a child  or  children,  regardless 
of  age,  dependent  upon  him  or  her  for  support  because  partially  or 
totally  disabled  and  unable  to  earn  a livelihood  or  a parent  or  parents 
dependent  upon  him  or  her  for  support,  the  child  or  children  and  the 
parents  so  dependent  shall  collectively  receive  a monthly  allowance 
canal  to  that  which  a surviving  spouse  otherwise  would  have  received, 
during  such  dependency.  No  allowance,  however,  shall  be  paid  under 
this  section  to  a surviving  spouse  following  the  death  of  a member 
unless  he  or  she  was  married  to  the  member  prior  to  the  date  of  the 
injury  or  onset  of  the  illness  which  results  in  death. 

SEC.  A8.602-5  PAYMENT  TO  SURVIVING  DEPENDENTS 

Upon  the  death  of  a member  of  the  police  department  resulting 
from  any  cause  other  than  an  injury  received  in.  or  illness  caused  by 
performance  of  duty, 

(a)  if  the  death  occurred  after  qualification  for  service  retirement 
under  Section  A8.602-2.  or  after  retirement  service  or  because  of  dis- 
ability which  result  from  any  cause  other  than  an  injury  received  in,  or 
illness  caused  by  performance  of  duty  one-half  of  the  retirement  allow- 
ance to  which  the  member  would  have  been  entitled  if  he  or  she  had 
retired  for  service  at  the  date  of  death  or  one-l)alf  of  the  retirement 
allowance  as  it  was  at  his  or  her  death,  as  the  case  max  be.  shall  be 


continued  throughout  his  or  her  life  or  until  remarriage  to  his  or  her 
surviving  spouse,  or 

(b)  if  his  or  her  death  occurred  after  the  completion  of  at  least 

25  years  of  service  in  the  aggregate  but  prior  to  the  attainment  of  the 
age  of  50  years,  one-half  of  the  retirement  allowance  to  which  he  or  she 
would  have  been  entitled  under  Section  A8.602-2  if  he  or  she  had 
attained  the  age  of  50  years  on  the  date  of  his  or  her  death  shall  be 
continued  throughout  life  or  until  remarriage  to  his  or  her  surviving 
spouse,  or  , 

(c)  if  his  or  her  death  occurred  after  retirement  for  disability  bv 
reason  of  injury  received  in  or  illness  caused  by  performance  of  duty, 
three-fourths  of  his  or  her  retirement  allowance  as  it  was  at  his  or  her 
death  shall  be  continued  throughout  life  or  until  remarriage  to  his  or 
her  surviving  spouse,  except  that,  if  death  occurred  prior  to  qualifica- 
tion for  service  retirement  allowance,  the  allowance  continued  shall  be 
adjusted  upon  the  date  on  which  said  member  would  have  completed  at 
least  twenty-five  (25)  years  of  service  in  the  aggregate  and  attained  the 
age  of  fifty  (50)  years,  in  the  same  manner  as  it  would  have  been  adjust- 
ed had  the  member  not  died,  or 

(d)  if  his  or  her  death  occurred  after  completion  of  at  least  10 
years  of  service  in  the  aggregate,  computed  as  provided  in  Section 
A8.602-10.  an  allowance  in  an  amount  equal  to  the  retirement  allow- 
ance to  which  the  member  would  have  been  entitled  pursuant  to  Section 
A8.602-3  if  he  or  she  had  retired  on  the  date  of  death  because  of  inca- 
pacity for  performance  of  duty  shall  be  paid  throughout  life  or  until 
remarriage  to  his  or  her  surviving  spouse.  If  there  is  no  surviving 
spouse  entitled  to  an  allowance  hereunder,  or  if  he  or  she  dies  or  remar- 
ries before  every  child  of  such  deceased  member  attains  the  age  of  18 
years,  then  the  allowance  which  the  surviving  spouse  would  have 
received  had  he  or  she  lived  and  not  remarried  shall  be  paid  to  his  or 
her  child  or  children  under  said  age , collectively,  to  continue  until  every 
such  child  dies  or  attains  said  age,  provided  that  no  child  shall  receive 
any  allowance  after  marrying  or  attaining  the  age  of  18  years.  Should 
said  member  leave  no  surviving  spouse  and  no  children,  under  aee  of 
18  years,  but  leave  a child  or  children,  regardless  of  age,  dependent 
upon  him  or  her  for  support  because  partially  or  totally  disabled  and 
unable  to  earn  a livelihood  or  a parent  or  parents  dependent  upon  him 

shall  collectively  receive  a monthly  allowance  equal  to  that  which  a 
surviving  spouse  otherwise  would  have  received,  during  such  dependen- 
cy. No  allowance,  however  shall  be  paid  under  this  section  to  a surviv- 
ing spouse  unless  he  or  she  was  married  to  the  member  prior  to  the 
date  of  the  injury  or  onset  of  the  illness  which  results  in  death  if  he  or 
she  had  not  retired,  or  unless  he  or  she  was  married  to  the  member  at 
least  one  year  priot;  Jo  his  or  her  retirement  if  he  or  she,  had. retired. 

As  used  in  this  section  and  Section  A8. 602-4  “surviving  spouse" 
shall  mean  and  include  a surviving  spouse,  and  shall  also  mean  and 
include  a spouse  who  has  remarried  since  the  death  of  the  member,  but 
whose  remarriage  has  been  terminated  bv  death,  divorce  or  annulment 
within  five  years  after  the  date  of  such  remarriage  and  who  has  not 
thereafter  again  remarried. 

The  surviving  spouse,  in  the  event  of  death  of  the  member  after 
qualification  for,  but  before  service  retirement,  may  elect  before  the  first 
payment  of  the  allowance,  to  receive  the  benefit  provided  in  Section 
A8. 602-8.  in  lieu  of  the  allowance  which  otherwise  would  be  continued 
to  him  or  her  under  this  section.  If  there  is  no  surviving  spouse,  the 
guardian  of  the  eligible  child  or  children  may  make  such  election,  and  if 
there  are  no  such  children,  the  dependent  parent  or  parents  may  make 
such  election.  “Qualified  for  service  retirement."  “ qualification  for  ser- 
vice retirement"  or  "qualified  as  to  age  and  service  for  retirement.”  as 
used  in  this  section  and  other  sections  to  which  persons  who  are  mem- 
bers under  Section  A8.602  are  subject,  shall  mean  completion  of  25 
years  of  service  and  attainment  of  age  50,  said  service  to  be  computed, 
under  Section  A8.602-I0. 

SEC.  A8. 602-6  ADJUSTMENT  OF  ALLOWANCES 

Every  retirement  or  death  allowance  payable  to  or  on  account  of 
any  member  under  Section  A8.602  shall  be  adjusted  for  cost  of  living 
allowances  and  supplemental  cost  of  living  benefits  as  provided  inJhis.. 
Charter. 
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SEC.  A8, 602-7  ADJUSTMENT  FOR  COMPENSATION  PAYMENTS 

That  portion  of  any  allowance  payable  because  of  the  death  or 
retirement  ofanv  member  of  the  police  department  which  is  provided  by 
contributions  of  the  City  and  Countv.  shall  be  reduced,  by  the  amount  of 
any  benefits  other  than  medical  benefits,  payable  by  the  City  and 
County  to  or  on  account  of  such-person,  under  any  workers'  compensa- 
tion law  or  any  other  general  law  and  because  of  the  injury  or  illness 
resulting  in  said  death  or  retirement.  Such  portion  which  is  paid 
because  of  death  or  retirement  which  resulted  from  in  jury  received  in. 
or  illness  caused  by  performance  of  duty,  shall  be  considered  as  in  lieu 
of  all  benefits,  other  than  medical  benefits,  payable  to  or  on  account  of 
such  person  under  such  law  and  shall  be  in  satisfaction  and  discharge 
of  the  obligation  of  the  City  and  County  to  pay  such  benefits. 

SEC.  A8. 602-8  DEATH  BENEFIT 

If  a member  of  the  police  department  shall  die,  before  retirement 
from  causes  other  than  an  injury  received  in.  or  illness  caused  by  the 
performance  of  duty,  or  regardless  of  cause  if  no  allowance  shall  be 
payable  under  Section  AS. 602-4  or  AS. 602-5  preceding,  a death  benefit 
shall  be  paid  to  his  or  her  estate  or  designated  beneficiary,  the  amount 
of  which  and  the  conditions  for  the  payment  of  which  shall  be  deter- 
mined in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the 
death  benefit  of  other  members  of  the  Retirement  System.  Upon  the 
death  of  a member  after  retirement  and  regardless  of  the  cause  of  death, 
a death  benefit  shall  be  paid  to  his  or  her  designated  beneficial  or 
estate,  the  amount  of  which  and  the  conditions  tor  the  payment  of 
which,  shall  be  determined  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  the  death  benefit  of  other  members  of  the  Retirement 
System. 

SEC.  A8. 602-9  REFUNDS  AND  REDEPOSITS 

Should  any  member  of  the  police  department  cease  to  be 
employed  as  such  a member,  through  any  cause  other  than  death  or 
retirement  or  transfer  to  another  office  or  department,  all  of  his  or  her 
contributions,  with  interest  credited  thereon,  shall  be  refunded  to  him  or 
her  subject  to  the  conditions  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to 
govern  similar  terminations  of  employment  of  other  members  of  the 
Retirement  System.  If  he  or  she  shall  again  become  a member  of  the 
department,  he  or  she  shall  redeposrt  in  the  retirement  fund  the  amount 
refunded  to  him  or  her.  Should  a member  of  the  police  department 
become  an  employee  of  any  other  office  or  department,  his  or  her  accu- 
mulated contribution  account  shall  be  adjusted  by  payments  to  or  from 
him  or  her  as  the  case  may  be  to  make  the  accumulated  contributions 
credited  to  him  or  her  at  the  time  of  change  equal  to  the  amount  which 
would  have  been  credited  to  him  or  her  if  he  or  she  had  been  employed 
in  said  other  office  or  department  at  the  rate  of  compensation  received 
by  him  or  her  in  the  police  department  and  he  or  she  shall  receive  credit 
for  service  for  which  said  contributions  were  made,  according  to  the 
Charter  section  under  which  his  or  her  membership  in  the  Retirement 
System  continues. 

SEC.  A8. 602-10  COMPUTATION  OF  SERVICE 

The  following  time  shall  be  included  in  the  computation  of  the 
service  to  be  credited  to  a member  of  the  police  department  for  the  pur- 
poses of  determining  whether  such  member  qualified  for  retirement  and 
calculating  benefits,  excluding,  however,  any  time,  the  contributions  for 
which  were  withdrawn  by  said  member  upon  termination  of  his  or  her 
service  while  he  or  she  was  a member  under  any  other  Charter  section, 
and  not  redeposited  upon  re-entry  into  service: 

(a)  Time  during  and  for  which  said  member  is  entitled  to  receive 
compensation  because  of  services  as  a member  of  the  police  or  fire 
department  on  and  after  July  1 . 2010. 

fb)  Time  during  which  said  member  was  on  Unpaid  Parental 
Leave  pursuant  to  Charter  Section  A8.523.  and  for  which  said  member 
has  purchased  service  credit  in  the  Retirement  System. 

(c)  Time  during  which  said  member  is  absent  from  a status 
included  in  Subsection  (a)  next  preceding,  bv  reason  of  service  in  the 
armed  forces  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  by  reason  of  any  other 
service  included  in  Sections  A8.520  and  A8.521  of  the  Charter,  during 
any  war  in  which  the  United  States  was  or  shall  be  engaged  or  during 
other  national  emergency,  and  for  which  said  member  contributed  or 
contributes  to  the  Retirement  System  or  for  which  the  City  and  County 
contributed  or  contributes  on  his  or  her  account. 


SEC.  A8. 602-11  SOURCES  OF  FUNDS 

All  payments  provided  for  members  under  Section  A8.602  shall 
be  made  from  funds  derived  from  the  following  sources,  plus  interest 
earned  on  said  funds: 

(a)  There  shall  be  deducted  from  each  payment  of  compensation 
made  to  a member  under  Section  A8.602  a sum  equal  to  eight  and  one- 
half  percent  of  such  payment  of  compensation.  The  sum  so  deducted 
shall  be  paid  forthwith  to  the  Retirement  System.  The  eight  and  one-half 
percent  member  contribution  rate  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon 
expiration  of  the  agreement  that  is  operative  on  June  30.  2010.  between 
thi  City  and  County  and  the  recognized  bargaining  organization  repre- 
senting said  members.  Prior  to  that  time,  there  shall  be  deducted  from 
each  payment  of  compensation  made  to  a member  under  Section  A8.602 
a sum  equal  to  seven  percent  of  such  payment  o f compensation.  Said 
contribution  shall  be  credited  to  the  individual  account  of  the  member 
from  whose  salary  it  was  deducted,  and  the  total  of  said  contributions, 
together  with  interest  credited  thereon  in  the  same  manner  as  is  pre- 
scribed by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  crediting  interest  to  contribu- 
tions of  other  members  of  the  Retirement  System,  shall  be  applied  to 
provide  part  of  the  retirement  allowance  granted  to.  or  allowance 
granted  on  account  of  said  member,  or  shall  be  paid  to  said  member  or 
his  or  her  beneficiary  or  as  provided  in  Sections  A8. 602-8.  A8. 602-9 
and  A8, 602-10. 

( b ) The  City  and  County  shall  contribute  to  the  Retirement 
System  such  amounts  as  may  be  necessary,  when  added  to  the  contribu- 
tions referred  to  in  Subsection  (a)  of  this  Section  A8.602-11.  to  provide 
the  benefits  payable  to  members  under  Section  A8.602.  Such  contribu- 
tions of  the  City  and  County  to  provide  the  portion  of  the  benefits  here- 
under shall  be  made  in  annual  installments,  and  the  installment  to  be 
paid  in  any  year  shall  be  determined  by  the  application  of  a percentage 
to  the  total  compensation  paid  during  said  year  to  persons  who  are 
members  under  Section  A8.602  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  A8.510. 

(c)  To  promote  the  stability  of  the  Retirement  System  through  a 
joint  participation  in  the  result  of  variations  in  the  experience  under 
mortality,  investment  and  other  contingencies,  the  contributions  of  both 
members  and  the  City  and  County  held  by  the  system  to  provide  benefits 
for  members  under  Section  A8.602,  shall  be  a part  of  the  fund  in  which 
all  other  assets  of  said  system  are  included. 

(d)  Any  year  in  which,  based  upon  the  Retirement  System’s  annu- 
al actuarial  valuation,  the  employer  contribution  rate  exceeds  0%.  the 
employee  organizations  representing  safety  members  shall  jointly  meet 
and  confer  with  City  representatives  to  implement  a cost  sharing 
arrangement  between  the  City  and  employee  organizations.  Such 
arrangement  will  effect  a material  reduction  of  the  cost  impact  of 
employer  contributions  on  the  City ’s  general  fund. 

The  dollar  value  of  the  cost  sharing  arrangement  shall  not 
exceed  the  total  annual  cost  to  the  Retirement  System  of  improving  the 
police  and  fire  safety  retirement  plans  to  the  3%  @ 55  benefit  level  or 
the  total  employer  contribution  required  by  the  Retirement  System, 
whichever  is  lesser.  Such  cost  sharing  arrangement  shall  not  require  an 
employee  contribution  in  excess  of  the  limits  set  elsewhere  in  this 
Charter. 

The  meet  and  confer  process,  including  all  impasse  procedures 
under  Section  A8. 590-1  et  seq..  shall  be  concluded  not  later  than  April 
1st  except  by  mutual  agreement  of  the  parties.  The  cost  sharing 
arrangement  must  be  finalized  to  permit  implementation  effective 
July  1. 

The  Retirement  Board’s  authority  under  Charter  Section  12.100 
and  in  Section  A8.510  concerning  the  annual  setting  of  the  rates  of  con- 
tribution are  not  subject  to  the  meet  and  confer  process,  including  all 
impasse  procedures  jmder  Section  A8. 590-1  et  seq. 

SEC.  A8. 602-12  RIGHT  TO  RETIRE 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  years  of  service  set  forth  in  Section 
A8. 602-2  as  requisite  to  retirement,  a member  of  the  police  department 
shall  be  entitled  to  retire  at  any  time  thereafter  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  said  Section  A8.602-2.  and  except  as  provided  in  Section 
A8.602-I6.  nothing  shall  deprive  said  member  of  said  right. 
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SEC.  AS. 602-13  LIMITATION  ON  EMPLOYMENT  DURING 
RETIREMENT

San  Francisco  Administrative  Chapter  37 3 is  amended 
by  adding  Section  37.3(f)  “Tenant  Financial  Hardship  Applications” 


SEC.  37.3.  RENT  LIMITATIONS. 

(a)  Rent  Increase  Limitations  for  Tenants  in  Occupancy. 
Landlords  may  impose  relit  increases  upon  tenants  in  occupancy  only  as 
provided  below  and  as  provided  by  Subsection  37.3(d): 

(1)  Annual  Rent  Increase.  On  March  1st  of  each  year,  the  Board 
shall  publish  the  increase  in  the  CPI  for  the  preceding  12  months,  as 
made  available  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor.  A landlord  may  impose 
annually  a rent  increase  which  does  not  exceed  a tenant’s  base  rent  by 
more  than  60  percent  of  said  published  increase.  In.no  event,  however, 
shall  the  allowable  annual  increase  be  greater  than  seven  percent. 
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(2)  Banking.  A landlord  who  refrains  from  imposing  an  annual 
rent  increase  or  any  portion  thereof  may  accumulate  said  increase  and 
impose  that  amount  on  the  tetiant’s  subsequent  rent  increase  anniversary 

| dates.  A landlord  who,  between  April  1 , 1982,  and  February  29,  1984, 
i has  banked  an  annual  seven  percent  rent  increase  (or  rent  increases)  or 
any  portion  thereof  may  impose  the  accumulated  increase  on  the  ten- 
ant’s subsequent  rent  increase  anniversary  dates. 

(3)  Capital  Improvements,  Rehabilitation,  and  Energy 
Conservation  Improvements,  and  Renewable  Energy  Improvements.  A 
landlord  may  impose  rent  increases  based  upon  the  cost  of  capital 
improvements,  rehabilitation,  energy  conservation  improvements,  or 
renewable  energy  improvements,  provided  that  such  costs  are  certified 
pursuant  to  Sections  37.7  and  37.8B  below;  provided  further  that  where 
a landlord  has  performed  seismic  strengthening  in  accordance  with 
Building  Code  Chapters  16B  and  16C,  no  increase  for  capital  improve- 
ments (including  but  not  limited  to  seismic  strengthening)  shall  exceed, 
in  any  12  month  period,  10  percent  of  the  tenant’s  base  rent,  subject  to 
rules  adopted  by  the  Board  to  prevent  landlord  hardship  and  to  permit 
landlords  to  continue  to  maintain  their  buildings  in  a decent,  safe  and 
sanitary  condition.  A landlord  may  accumulate  any  certified  increase 
which  exceeds  this  amount  and  impose  the  increase  in  subsequent  years, 
subject  to  the  10  percent  limitation.  Nothing  in  this  subsection  shall  be 
construed  to  supersede  any  Board  rules  or  regulations  with  respect  to 
limitations  on  increases  based  upon  capital  improvements  whether  per- 
formed separately  or  in  conjunction  with  seismic  strengthening 
improvements  pursuant  to  Building  Code  Chapters  16B  and  16C. 

(4)  Utilities.  A landlord  may  impose  increases  based  upon  the 
cost  of  utilities  as  provided  in  Section  37.2(q)  above. 

(5)  Water:  Charges  Related  to  Excess  Water  Use,  and  50% 
Passthrough  of  Water  Bill  Charges  Attributable  to  Water  Rate  Increases 
Resulting  From  Issuance  of  Water  System  Improvement  Revenue  Bonds 
Authorized  at  the  November  2002  Election. 

(A)  Charges  Related  to  Excess  Water  Use.  A landlord  may 
impose  increases  not  to  exceed  50  percent  of  the  excess  use  charges 
(penalties)  levied  by  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  on  a building 
for  use  of  water  in  excess  of  Water  Department  allocations  under  the 
following  conditions: 

(i)  The  landlord  provides  tenants  with  written  certification  that 
the  following  have  been  installed  in  all  units:  (1)  permanently  installed 
retrofit  devices  designed  to  reduce  the  amount  of  water  used  per  flush  or 
low-flow  toilets  (1 .6  gallons  per  flush);  (2)  low-flow  showerheads  which 
allow  a flow  of  no  more  than  2.5  gallons  per  minute;  and  (3)  faucet  aer- 
ators (where  installation  on  current  faucets  is  physically  feasible);  and 

(ii)  The  landlord  provides  the  tenants  with  written  certification 
that  no  known  plumbing  leaks  currently  exist  in  the  building  and  that 
any  leaks  reported  by  tenants  in  the  future  will  be  promptly  repaired;  and 

(iii)  The  landlord  provides  the  tenants  with  a copy  of  the  water 
bill  for  the  period  in  which  the  penalty  was  charged.  Only  penalties 
billed  for  a service  period  which  begins  after  the  effective  date  of  the 
ordinance  [April  20,  1991]  may  be  passed  through  to  tenants.  Where 
penalties  result  from  an  allocation  which  does  not  reflect  documented 
changes  in  occupancy  which  occurred  after  March  1 , 1991 , a landlord 
must,  if  requested  in  writing  by  a tenant,  make  a good-faith  effort  to 
appeal  the  allotment.  Increases  based  upon  penalties  shall  be  prorated  on 
a per-room  basis  provided  that  the  tenancy  existed  during  the  time  the 
penalty  charges  accrued.  Such  charges  shall  not  become  part  of  a ten- 
ant’s base  rent.  Where  a penalty  in  any  given  billing  period  reflects  a 25 
percent  or  more  increase  in  consumption  over  the  prior  billing  period, 
and  where  that  increase  does  not  appear  to  result  from  increased  occu- 
pancy or  any  other  known  use,  a landlord  may  not  impose  any  increase 
based  upon  such  penalty  unless  inspection  by  a licensed  plumber  or 
Water  Department  inspector  fails  to  reveal  a plumbing  or  other  leak.  If 
the  inspection  does  reveal  a leak,  no  increase  based  upon  penalties  may 
be  imposed  at  any  time  for  the  period  of  the  unrepaired  leak. 

(B)  Fifty  Percent  (50%)  Passthrough  of  Water  Bill  Charges 
Attributable  to  Water  Increases  Resulting  From  Issuance  of  Water 
System  Improvement  Revenue  Bonds  Authorized  at  the  November  2002 
Election.  A landlord  may  pass  through  fifty  percent  (50%)  of  the  water 
bill  charges  attributable  to  water  rate  increases  resulting  from  issuance  of 
Water  System  Improvement  Revenue  Bonds  authorized  at  the  November 


2002  election  (Proposition  A),  to  any  unit  that  is  in  compliance  with  any 
applicable  laws  requiring  water  conservation  devices.  The  landlord  is  not 
required  to  file  a petition  with  the  Board  for  approval  of  such  a cost 
passthrough.  Such  cost  passthroughs  are  subject  to  the  following: 

(i)  Affected  tenants  shall  be  given  notice  of  any  such 
passthrough  as  provided  by  applicable  notice  of  rent  increase  provisions 
of  this  Chapter  37,  including  but  not  limited  to  Section  37.3(b)(3). 

(ii)  A tenant  may  file  a hardship  application  with  the  Board,  and 
be  granted  relief  from  all  or  part  of  such  a cost  passthrough. 

(iii)  If  a tenant’s  hardship  application  is  granted,  the  tenant’s 
landlord  may  utilize  any  available  Public  Utilities  Commission  low- 
income  rate  discount  program  or  similar  program  for  water  bill  reduc- 
tion, based  on  that  tenant’s  hardship  status. 

(iv)  A landlord  shall  not  impose  a passthrough  pursuant  to 
Section  37.3(a)(5)(B)  if  the  landlord  has  filed  for  or  received  Board 
approval  for  a rent  increase  under  Section  37.8(e)(4)  for  increased  oper- 
ating and  maintenance  expenses  in  which  the  same  increase  in  water  bill 
charges  attributable  to  water  rate  increases  resulting  from  issuance  of 
any  water  revenue  bonds  authorized  at  the  November  5,  2002  election 
was  included  in  the  comparison  year  cost  totals. 

(v)  Where  a tenant  alleges  that  a landlord  has  imposed  a water 
revenue  bond  passthrough  that  is  not  in  compliance  with  Section  37.3(a) 
(5)(B),  the  tenant  may  petition  for  a hearing  under  the  procedures  pro- 
vided by  Section  37.8.  In  such  a hearing  the  landlord  shall  have  the  bur- 
den of  proving  the  accuracy  of  the  calculation  that  is  the  basis  for  the 
increase.  Any  tenant  petition  challenging  such  a passthrough  must  be 
filed  within  one  year  of  the  effective  date  of  the  passthrough. 

(vi)  A tenant  who  has  received  a notice  of  passthrough  or  a 
passthrough  under  this  Section  37.3(a)(5)(B)  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
a copy  of  the  applicable  water  bill  from  the  landlord  upon  request. 

(vii)  The  amount  of  permissible  passthrough  per  unit  under  this 
Section  37.3(a)(5)(B)  shall  be  determined  as  follows: 

( 1 ) The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  will  deter- 
mine the  charge  per  unit  of  water,  if  any,  that  is  attributable  to  water 
rate  increases  resulting  from  issuance  of  water  system  improvement  rev- 
enue bonds  authorized  at  the  November  5,  2002  election. 

(2)  The  charge  identified  in  Section  37.3(a)(5)(B)(vii)(l)  shall  be 
multiplied  by  the  total  units  of  water  used  by  each  customer,  for  each 
water  bill.  The  result  is  the  total  dollar  amount  of  the  water  bill  that  is 
attributable  to  water  rate  increases  resulting  from  issuance  of  water  sys- 
tem improvement  revenue  bonds  authorized  at  the  November  5, 2002 
election.  That  charge  shall  be  a separate  line  item  on  each  customer’s 
water  bill. 

(3)  The  dollar  amount  calculated  under  Section  37.3(a)(5)(B) 
(vii)(2)  shall  be  divided  by  two  (since  a 50%  passthrough  is  permitted), 
and  then  divided  by  the  total  number  of  units  covered  by  the  water  bill, 
including  commercial  units.  The  resulting  dollar  figure  shall  be  divided 
by  the  number  of  months  covered  by  the  water  bill  cycle  (most  are  two- 
month  bill  cycles),  to  determine  the  amount  of  that  water  bill  that  may 
be  passed  through  to  each  residential  unit  for  each  month  covered  by 
that  bill. 

(4)  These  passthroughs  may  be  imposed  on  a monthly  basis. 
These  passthroughs  shall  not  become  part  of  a tenant’s  base  rent.  The 
amount  of  each  passthrough  may  vary  from  month  to  month,  depending 
on  the  ajnount  calculated  under  Sections  37.3(a)(5)(B)(vii)(lj 
through  (3). 

(viii)  The  Board  may  amend  its  rules  and  regulations  as  neces- 
sary to  implement  this  Section  37.3(a)(5)(B). 

(6)  Property  Tax . A landlord  may  impose  increases  based  upon  a 
100%  passthrough  of  the  change  in  the  landlord’s  property  tax  resulting 
from  the  repayment  of  general  obligation  bonds  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  approved  by  the  voters  between  November  1,  1996, 
and  November  30,  1998  as  provided  in  Section  37.2(q)  above. 

A landlord  may  impose  increases  based  upon  a 50%  passthrough 
of  the  change  in  the  landlord’s  property  tax  resulting  fronr  the  repay- 
ment of  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  or  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  general  obligation  bonds  approved  by  the 
Voters  after  November  1, 2006,  as  provided  in  Section  37.2(q)  above. 

The  amount  of  such  increases  shall  be  determined  for  each  tax 
year  as  follows: 
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(A)  For  general  obligation  bonds  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  approved  by  the  voters  between  November  1 , 1996  and 
November  30.  1998: 

(i)  The  Controller  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  determine 
the  percenTage  of  the  property  tax  rate,  if  any,  in  each  tax  year  attribut- 
able to  general  obligation  bonds  approved  by  the  voters  between 
November  1 . 1996,  and  November  30,  1998,  and  repayable  within  such 
tax  year. 

(ii)  This  percentage  shall  be  multiplied  by  the  total  amount  of  the 
net  taxable  value  for  the  applicable  tax  year.  The  result  is  the  dollar 
amount  of  property  taxes  for  that  tax  year  for  a particular  property 
attributable  to  the  repayment  of  general  obligation  bonds  approved  by 
the  voters  between  November  1,  1996,  and  November  30,  1998. 

(iii)  The  dollar  amount  calculated  under  Subsection  (ii)  shall  be 
divided  by  the  total  number  of  all  units  in  each  property,  including  com- 
mercial units.  That  figure  shall  be  divided  by  12  months,  to  determine 
the  monthly  per  unit  costs  for  that  tax  year  of  the  repayment  of  general 
obligation  bonds  approved  by  the  voters  between  November  1,  1996, 
and  November  30.  1998. 

(B)  For  general  obligation  bonds  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  approved  by  the  voters  after  November  14,  2002  where  any 
rent  increase  has  been  disclosed  and  approved  by  the  voters: 

(i)  The  Controller  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  determine 
the  percentage  of  the  property  tax  rate,  if  any,  in  each  tax  year  attribut- 
able to  general  obligation  bonds  approved  by  the  voters  after  November 
14. 2002  and  repayable  within  such  tax  year. 

(ii)  This  percentage  shall  be  multiplied  by  the  total  amount  of  the 
net  taxable  value  for  the  applicable  tax  year.  The  result  is  the  dollar 
amount  of  property  taxes  for  that  tax  year  for  a particular  property 
attributable  to  the  repayment  of  general  obligation  bonds  approved  by 
the  voters  after  November  14,  2002. 

(iii)  The  dollar  amount  calculated  under  Subsection  (ii)  shall  be 
divided  by  two,  and  then  by  the  total  number  of  all  units  in  each  proper- 
ty. including  commercial  units.  That  figure  shall  be  divided  by  12 
months,  to  determine  the  monthly  per  unit  costs  for  that  tax  year  of  the 
repayment  of  general  obligation  bonds  approved  by  the  voters  after 
November  14,  2002. 

(C)  For  general  obligation  bonds  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  or  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  approved 
by  the  voters  after  November  1 , 2006: 

(i)  The  Controller  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  determine 
1 the  percentage  of  the  property  tax  rate,  if  any,  in  each  tax  year  attribut- 
able to  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  or  San  Francisco 

; Community  College  District  general  obligation  bonds  approved  by  the 
voters  after  November  1 , 2006  and  repayable  within  such  tax  year. 

(ii)  This  percentage  shall  be  multiplied  by  the  total  amount  of  the

- amount  of  property  taxes  for  that  tax  year  for  a particular  property 

1 attributable  to  the  repayment  of  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District

* approved  by  the  voters  after  November  1 , 2006. 

- (iii)  The  dollar  amount  calculated  under  Subsection  (ii)  shall  be

- ty,  including  commercial  units.  That  figure  shall  be  divided  by  12 

- months,  to  determine  the  monthly  per  unit  costs  for  that  tax  year  of  the

This  completed  form  shall  be  provided  in  addition  to  the  Notice  of 
Rent  Increase  required  under  Section  37.3(b)(5).  Where  a tenant  alleges 
that  a landlord  has  imposed  a charge  which  exceeds  the  limitations  set 
forth  in  this  Subsection  (6),  the  tenant  may  petition  for  a hearing  under 
the  procedures  provided  by  Section  37.8.

(8)  Additional  Increases.  A landlord  who  seeks  to  impose  any 
rent  increase  which  exceeds  those  permitted  above  shall  petition  for  a 
rental  arbitration  hearing  pursuant  to  Section  37.8  of  this  Chapter. 

(9)  A landlord  may  impose  a rent  increase  to  recover  costs 
incurred  for  the  remediation  of  lead  hazards,  as  defined  in  San 
Francisco  Health  Code  Article  11  or  26.  Such  increases  maybe  based 
on  changes  in  operating  and  maintenance  expenses  or  for  capital 
improvement  expenditures  as  long  as  the  costs  which  are  the  basis  of 
the  rent  increase  are  a substantial  portion  of  the  work  which  abates  or 
remediates  a lead  hazard,  as  defined  in  San  Francisco  Health  Code 
Article  1 1 or  26,  and  provided  further  that  such  costs  are  approved  for 
operating  and  maintenance  expense  increases  pursuant  to  Section 
37.8(e)(4)(A)  and  certified  as  capital  improvements  pursuant  to  Section 
37.7  below. 

When  rent  increases  are  authorized  by  this  Subsection  37.3(a)(9), 
the  total  rent  increase  for  both  operating  and  maintenance  expenses  and 
capital  improvements  shall  not  exceed  10  percent  in  any  12  month  peri- 
od. If  allowable'rent  increases  due  to  the  costs  of  lead  remediation  and 
abatement  work  exceed  10  percent  in  any  12  month  period,  an 
Administrative  Law  Judge  shall  apply  a portion  of  such  excess  to 
approved  operating  and  maintenance  expenses  for  lead  remediation 
work,  and  the  balance,  if  any,  to  certified  capital  improvements,  provid- 
ed, however,  that  such  increase  shall  not  exceed  10  percent.  A landlord 
may  accumulate  any  approved  or  certified  increase  which  exceeds  this 
amount,  subject  to  the  10  percent  limit. 

(10)  With  respect  to  units  occupied  by  recipients  of  tenant-based 
rental  assistance: 

(A)  If  the  tenant’s  share  of  the  base  rent  is  not  calculated  as  a 
fixed  percentage  of  the  tenant’s  income,  such  as  in  the  Section  8 vouch- 
er program  and  the  Over-FMR  Tenancy  Program,  then: 

(i)  If  the  base  rent  is  equal  to  or  greater  than  the  payment  stan- 
dard, the  rent  increase  limitations  in  Sections  37.3(a)(1)  and  (2)  shall 
apply  to  the  entire  base  rent,  and  the  arbitration  procedures  for  those 
increases  set  forth  in  Section  37.8  and  37.8A  shall  apply. 

(11)  If  the  base  rent  is  less  than  the  payment  standard,  the  rent 
increase  limitations  of  this  Chapter  shall  not  apply;  provided,  however, 
that  any  rent  increase  which  would  result  in  the' base  rent  being  equal  to 
or  greater  than  the  payment  standard  shall  not  result  in  a new  base  rent 
that  exceeds  the  payment  standard  plus  the  increase  allowable  under 
Section  37.3(a)(1). 

(B)  If  the  tenant’s  share  of  the  base  rent  is  calculated  as  a fixed 
percentage  of  the  tenant’s  income,  such  as  in  the  Section  8 certificate 
program  and  the  rental  subsidy  program  for  the  HOPWA  program,  the 
rent  increase  limitations  in  Section  37.3(a)(1)  and  (2)  shall  not  apply.  In 
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such  circumstances,  adjustments  in  rent  shall  be  made  solely  according 
to  the  requirements  of  the  tenant-based  rental  assistance  program. 

(b)  Notice  of  Rent  Increase  for  Tenants  in  Occupancy.  On  or 

: before  the  date  upon  which  a landlord  gives  a tenant  legal  notice  of  a 
rent  increase,  the  landlord  shall  inform  the  tenant,  in  writing,  of  the 
following: 

(1)  Which  portion  of  the  rent  increase  reflects  the  annual 
increase,  and/or  a banked  amount,  if  any; 

(2)  Which  portion  of  the  rent  increase  reflects  costs  for  increased 
operating  and  maintenance  expenses,  rents  for  comparable  units,  and/or 
capital  improvements,  rehabilitation,  energy  conservation  measures 
improvements,  or  renewable  energy  improvements  certified  pursuant  to 
Section  37.7.  Any  rent  increase  certified  due  to  increases  in  operating 
and  maintenance  costs  shall  not  exceed  seven  percent; 

(3)  Which  portion  of  the  rent  increase  reflects  the  passthrough  of 
charges  for:  gas  and  electricity;  or  the  passthrough  of  increased  water 
bill  charges  attributable  to  water  rate  increases  resulting  from  issuance 
of  water  revenue  bonds  authorized  at  the  November  2002  election  as 
provided  by  Section  37.3(a)(5)(B),  which  charges  and  calculations  of 
charges  shall  be  explained  in  writing  on  a form  provided  by  the  Board; 
or  the  passthrough  of  general  obligation  bond  measure  costs  as  provided 
by  Section  37.3(a)(6),  which  charges  shall  be  explained  in  writing  on  a 
form  provided  by  the  Board  as  described  in  Section  37.3(a)(6)(E); 

(4)  Which  portion  of  the  rent  increase  reflects  the  amortization 
of  the  RAP  loan,  as  described  in  Section  37.3(a)(7)  above. 

(5)  Nonconforming  Rent  Increases.  Any  rent  increase  which 
does  not  conform  with  the  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  be  null  and 
void. 

(6)  With  respect  to  rental  units  occupied  by  recipients  of  tenant- 
based  rental  assistance,  the  notice  requirements  of  this  Subsection  (b) 
shall  be  required  in  addition  to  any  notice  required  as  part  of  the  tenant- 
based  rental  assistance  program. 

(c)  Initial  Rent  Limitation  for  Subtenants.  A tenant  who  subleas- 
es his  or  her  rental  unit  may  charge  no  more  rent  upon  initial  occupancy 
of  the  subtenant  or  subtenants  than  that  rent  which  the  tenant  is  current- 
ly paying  to  the  landlord. 

(d)  Costa-Hawkins'Rental  Housing  Act  (Civil  Code  Sections 
1954.50.  et  seq.)  Consistent  with  the  Costa-Hawkins  Rental  Housing 
Act  (Civil  Code  Sections  1954.50.  et  seq.)  and  regardless  of  whether 
otherwise  provided  under  Chapter  37: 

(1)  P[operty  Owner  Rights  to  Establish  Initial  and  All 
Subsequent  Rental  Rates  for  Separately  Alienable  Parcels. 

(A)  An  owner  or  residential  real  property  may  establish  the  ini- 
tial and  all  subsequent  rental  rates  for  a dwelling  or  a unit  which  is 
alienable  separate  from  the  title  to  any  other  dwelling  unit  or  is  a subdi- 
vided interest  in  a subdivision  as  specified  in  subdivision  (b),  (dj,  or  (f) 
of  Section  1 1004.5  of  the  California  Business  and  Professions  Code. 

The  owner’s  right  to  establish  subsequent  rental  rates  under  this  para- 
graph shall  not  apply  to  a dwelling  or  unit  where  the  preceding  tenancy 
has  been  terminated  by  the  owner  by  notice  pursuant  to  California  Civil 
Code  Section  1946  or  has  been  terminated  upon  a change  in  the  terms 
of  the  tenancy  noticed  pursuant  to  California  Civil  Code  Section  827;  in 
such  instances,  the  rent  increase  limitation  provisions  of  Chapter  37 
shall  continue  to  apply  for  the  duration  of  the  new  tenancy  in  that 
dwelling  or  unit. 

(B)  Where  the  initial  or  subsequent  rental  rates  of  a Subsection 
37.3(d)(1)(A)  dwelling  or  unit  were  controlled  by  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  37  on  January  1,  1995,  the  following  shall  apply: 

(i)  A tenancy  that  was  in  effect  on  December  31 , 1995,  remains 
subject  to  the  rent  control  provisions  of  this  Chapter  37,  and  the  owner 
may  not  otherwise  establish  the  subsequent  rental  rates  for  that  tenancy. 

(ii)  On  or  after  January  1 , 1 999,  an  owner  may  establish  the  ini- 
tial and  all  subsequent  rental  rates  for  any  tenancy  created  on  or  after 
January  1 , 1996. 

(C)  An  owner’s  right  to  establish  subsequent  rental  rates  under 
Subsection  37.3(d)(1)  shall  not  apply  to  a dwelling  or  unit  which  con- 
tains serious  health,  safety,  fire  or  building  code  violations,  excluding 
those  caused  by  disasters,  for  which  a citation  has  been  issued  by  the 
appropriate  governmental  agency  and  which  has  remained  unabated  for 
six  months  or  longer  preceding  the  vacancy. 
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(2)  Conditions  for  Establishing  the  Initial  Rental  Rate  Upon 
Sublet  or  Assignment.  Except  as  identified  in  this  Subsection  37.3(d)(2), 
nothing  in  this  Subsection  or  any  other  provision  of  law  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  shall  be  construed  to  preclude  express  estab- 
lishment in  a lease  or  rental  agreement  of  the  rental  rates  to  be  applica- 
ble in  the  event  the  rental  unit  subject  thereto  is  sublet,  and  nothing  in 
this  Subsection  shall  be  construed  to  impair  the  obligations  of  contracts 
entered  into  prior  to  January  1,  1996,  subject  to  the  following: 

(A)  Where  the  original  occupant  or  occupants  who  took  posses- 
sion of  the  dwelling  or  unit  pursuant  to  the  rental  agreement  with  the 
owner  no  longer  permanently  reside  there,  an  owner  may  increase  the 
rent  by  any  amount  allowed  by  this  Subsection  to  a lawful  sublessee  or 
assignee  who  did  not  reside  at  the  dwelling  or  unit  prior  to  January  1 , 
1996.  However,  such  a rent  increase  shall  not  be  permitted  while: 

(i)  The  dwelling  or  unit  has  been  cited  in  an  inspection  report  by 
the  appropriate  governmental  agency  as  containing  serious  health,  safe- 
ty, fire,  or  building  code  violations,  as  defined  by  Section  17920.3  of 
the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code,  excluding  any  violation  caused 
by  a disaster;  and, 

(ii)  The  citation  was  issued  at  least  60  days  prior  to  the  date  of 
the  vacancy:  and, 

(iii)  The  cited  violation  had  not  been  abated  when  the  prior  ten- 
ant vacated  and  had  remained  unabated  for  60  days  or  for  a longer  peri- 
od of  time.  However,  the  60-day  time  period  may  be  extended  by  the 
appropriate  governmental  agency  that  issued  the  citation. 

(B)  This  Subsection  37.3(d)(2)  shall  not  apply  to  partial  changes 
in  occupancy  of  a dwelling  or  unit  where  one  or  more  of  the  occupants 
of  the  premises,  pursuant  to  the  agreement  with  the  owner  provided  for 
above  (37.3(d)(2)),  remains  an  occupant  in  lawful  possession  of  the 
dwellings  or  unit,  or  where  a lawful  sublessee  or  assignee  who  resided 
at  the  dwelling  or  unit  prior  to  January  1,  1996,  remains  in  possession 
of  the  dwelling  or  unit.  Nothing  contained  in  this  Subsection  37.3(d)(2) 
shall  be  construed  to  enlarge  or  diminish  an  owner’s  right  to  withhold 
consent  to  a sublease  or  assignment. 

(C)  Acceptance  of  rent  by  the  owner  shall  not  operate  as  a waiv- . 
er  or  otherwise  prevent  enforcement  of  a covenant  prohibiting  sublease 
or  assignment  or  as  a waiver  of  an  owner’s  rights  to  establish  the  initial 
rental  rate  unless  the  owner  has  received  written  notice  from  the  tenant 
that  is  party  to  the  agreement  and  thereafter  accepted  rent. 

(3)  Termination  or  Nonrenewal  of  a Contract  or  Recorded 
Agreement  with  a Government  Agency  Limiting  Rent.  An  owner  who 
terminates  or  fails  to  renew  a contract  or  recorded  agreement  with  a 
governmental  agency  that  provides  for  a rent  limitation  to  a qualified 
tenant,  shall  be  subject  to  the  following: 

(A)  The  tenant(s)  who  were  beneficiaries  of  the  contract  or 
recorded  agreement  shall  be  given  at  least  90  days’  written  notice  of  the 
effective  date  of  the  termination  and  shall  not  be  obligated  to  pay  more 
than  the  tenant’s  portion  of  the  rent,  as  calculated  under  that  contract  or 
recorded  agreement,  for  90  days  following  receipt  of  the  notice  of  ter- 
mination or  nonrenewal. 

(B)  The  owner  shall  not  be  eligible  to  set  an  initial  rent  for  three 
years  following  the  date  of  the  termination  or  nonrenewal  of  the  con- 
tract or  agreement. 

(C)  The  rental  rate  for  any  new  tenancy  established  during  the 
three-year  period  in  that  vacated  dwelling  or  unit  shall  be  at  the  same 
rate  as  the  rent  under  the  terminated  or  nonrenewed  contract  or  recorded 
agreement,  plus  any  increases  authorized  under  this  Chapter  37  after  the 
date  of  termination/non  renewal. 

(D)  The  provisions  of  Subsections  37.3(d)(3)(B)  and  (C)  shall 
not  apply  to  any  new  tenancy  of  1 2 months  or  more  duration  established 
after  January  1 , 2000,  pursuant  to  the  owner  ’s  contract  or  recorded 
agreement  with  a governmental  agency  that  provides  for  a rent  limita- 
tion to  a qualified  tenant  unless  the  prior  vacancy  in  that  dwelling  or 
unit  was  pursuant  to  a nonrenewed  or  canceled  contract  or  recorded 
agreement  with  a governmental  agency  that  provides  for  a rent  limita- 
tion to  a qualified  tenant. 

(4)  Subsection  37.3(d)  does  not  affect  the  authority  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  regulate  or  monitor  the  basis  or  grounds 
for  eviction. 
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(5)  This  Subsection  37.3(d)  is  intended  to  be  and  shall  be  con- 
strued to  be  consistent  with  the  Costa-Hawkins  Rental  Housing  Act 
(Civil  Code  Sections  1954.50.  et  seq.). 

(e)  Effect  of  Deferred  Maintenance  on  Passthroughs  for  Lead 
Remediation  Techniques. 

( 1 ) When  lead  hazards  are  remediated  or  abated  pursuant  to  San 
Francisco  Health  Code  Articles  1 1 or  26.  are  violations  of  State  or  local 
housing  health  and  safety  laws,  there  shall  be  a rebuttable  presumption 
that  the  lead  hazards  are  caused  or  created  by  deferred  maintenance  as 
defined  herein  of  the  current  or  previous  landlord.  If  the  landlord  fails 
to  rebut  the  presumption,  the  costs  of  such  work  shaH  not  be  passed 
through  to  tenants  as  either  a capital  improvement  or  an  operating  and 
maintenance  expense.  If  the  landlord  rebuts  the  presumption,  he  or  she 
shall  be  entitled  to  a rent  increase  if  otherwise  justified  by  the  standards 
set  forth  in  this  Chapter. 

(2)  For  purposes  of  the  evaluation  of  petitions  for  rent  increases 
for  lead  remediation  work,  maintenance  is  deferred  if  a reasonable  land- 
lord under  the  circumstances  would  have  performed,  on  a regular  basis, 
the  maintenance  work  required  to  keep  the  premises  from  being  in  viola- 
tion of  housing  safety  and  habitability  standards  set  forth  in  California 
Civil  Code  Section  1941  and  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Code.  In  order 
to  prevail  on  a deferred  maintenance  defense,  a tenant  must  show  that 
the  level  of  repair  or  remediation  currently  required  would  have  been 
lessened  had  maintenance  been  performed  in  a more  timely  manner.

The  new  Transbay  Transit  Center,  under  construction  at  First  and 
Mission  Streets,  be  the  Northern  California  terminus  for  California 
High  Speed  Rail. 

We  call  on  the  California  High  Speed  Rail  Authority  to  abandon  consid- 
eration of  an  alternate  site  for  High  Speed  Rail  at  Main  and  Beale 
Streets  and  focus  on  bringing  High  Speed  Rail  to  the  Transbav  Transit 
Center.  A train  station  at  Main  and  Beale  would  result  in  unnecessary 
duplication  and  delay  and  cause  undue  disruption  to  the  residents  of 
San  Francisco,  especially  in  the  South  of  Market  neighborhood,  where 
1800  existing  and  planned  units  of  housing  would  be  lost. 

Planning  for  a new  Transbav  Terminal  with  an  extension  ofCaltrain  to 
downtown  San  Francisco  began  more  than  2 decades  ago.  A full  public 
process  to  receive  community  input  and  develop  a locally  preferred  site 
for  the  new  Transbav  Terminal  resulted  in  the  selection  of  First  and 
Mission  Streets.  During  this  process  and  after  much  study,  the  Main  and 
Beale  Streets  site  was  rejected  as  infeasible  and  technically  inferior  to 
the  Transbav  Terminal  site. 

San  Francisco  residents  voted  in  favor  of  Proposition  H in  November 
1999  to  bring  rail  to  downtown  San  Francisco  and  for  Proposition  K in 
November  2003  to  provide  funding  for  the  Transbav  Protect.  Both  mea- 
sures specified  that  the  Transbav  Terminal  be  built  on  its  current  site  at 
First  and  Mission.  Considerable  time  and  resources  have  been  put  into 
the  First  and  Mission  site,  which  will  bring  together  rail.  Muni.  BART. 

AC  Transit  and  other  public  transit  options  in  a convenient  downtown 
location  for  San  Francisco  and  regional  travelers.  In  addition,  the  vot- 
ers of  California  approved  Proposition  1A  in  2008  to  provide  funding 
for  High  Speed  Rail  with  the  specific  condition  that  the  northern  termi- 
nus be  located  at  the  Transbav  Terminal  in  San  Francisco. 

The  Transbav  Joint  Powers  Authority  ( TJPA ) was  created  in  2001  to 
design,  builds  and  operate,  the,  new_Transbay  Transit  Center.  Since  that . 
time,  the  TJPA  has  cleared  environmental  review,  selected  the  design 
and  development  team,  completed  initial  project  design,  secured  over  $2 
billion  w MbJpnddieJirsjj)has_e_oj  the  project , and  completed _qon: 
struction  of  the  temporary  terminal.  The  TJPA  Board  and  its  capable 
staff  are  on  schedule  to  complete  the  new  Transbav  Transit  Center 
building  by  20J  5_  andjhe_downtown  extension  by  2018.  The  Transbay 
Transit  Center  is  designed  to  accommodate  California  High  Speed  Rail. 

B.  e caus e of  the  overwhelm  ing  support  for  the  Transbay  Transit  Center  at. 
First  and  Mission  Streets,  the  people  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  support  this  location  as  the  Northern  California  terminus  for 
High  Speed  Rail  between  downtown  San  Francisco  and  downtown  Los 
Angeles,  and  declare  as  a matter  of  policy  to  call  on  the  California 
High  Speed  Rail  Authorin’  to  abandon  consideration  of  an  alternatjjerz 
minus  of  High  Speed  Rail  at  Main  and  Beale  Streets.

In  the  June  8,  2010  Consolidated  Statewide  Direct  Primary  Election,  voters  will  vote  according  to  their 
party  registration.  Voters  who  have  registered  with  a particular  political  party  mav  receive  only  that 
party's  ballot,  and  cannot  vote  using  another  party's  ballot. 

However,  the  Democratic  Party  and  Republican  Party  will  allow  voters  who  have  not  registered  with 
a qualified  political  party  to  vote  on  their  party  ballots. These  unaffiliated  voters  may  instead  vote  a 
purely  nonpartisan  ballot,  which  includes  state  and  local  measures  and  the  contests  for  State 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  and  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court. 

Unaffiliated  voters  who  are  also  permanent  vote-by-mail  voters  have  been  mailed  a postcard  on 
which  they  can  request  a ballot  from  the  Democratic  or  Republican  Party.  Unaffiliated  voters  who 
vote  at  polling  places  on  Election  Day  must  tell  the  poilworker  if  they  want  either  of  these  party 
ballots.  If  no  request  is  made,  the  voter  will  receive  a nonpartisan  ballot. 

Please  review  this  pamphlet  for  more  information  about  voting  in  primary  elections. The  last  day 
for  people  to  register  to  vote  in  this  election  or  to  change  their  party  affiliation  is  May  24. 

VOTING  IN  CITY  HALL 

29  days  before  nearly  every  election,  outside  our  City  Hall  office,  the  Department  opens  a polling 
place  that  is  available  for  all  voters,  regardless  of  where  they  live  in  the  City.  Before  the  May  24 
deadline  to  register  to  vote,  people  can  change  their  registration  information  - such  as  their  party 
affiliation  - and  then  vote  the  same  day. The  City  Hall  polling  place  is  open  during  the  week  from 
8 a.m.  until  5 p.m.  and  during  the  two  weekends  prior  to  Election  Day  - May  29  and  May  30; 
and  June  5 and  June  6 - from  10  a.m.  until  4 p.m.

The  June  8,  2010  election  is  a statewide  direct  pri- 
mary election.  In  a direct  primary  election,  voters 
from  each  political  party  nominate  candidates  to  run 
in  the  November  general  election. 

California  has  a modified  closed  primary  system. 
This  means  that  voters  who  have  registered  with  a 
qualified  political  party  may  vote  only  for  candidates 
from  that  party  in  partisan  contests.

A Vote-by-Mail  Application  can 
be  found  on  the  back  cover  of  this  pamphlet,  or  completed  online  at 
www.sfelections.org.

Early  Voting  in  City  Hall:  Beginning  29  days  prior  to  each  election, 
any  voter  may  vote  at  the  Department  of  Elections  on  the  ground  floor 
of  City  Flail.  City  Flail  is  accessible  from  any  of  its  four  entrances. The 
polling  place  at  City  Flail  has  all  of  the  assistance  tools  provided  at 
polling  places  on  Election  Day.  For  more  information,  see  page  5. 

Access  to  the  Polling  Place:  A "YES"  or  "NO"  printed  below  the 
accessibility  symbol  on  the  back  cover  of  this  pamphlet  indicates 
whether  your  polling  place  is  functionally  accessible.  If  your  polling 
place  is  not  accessible  and  you  would  like  the  location  of  the  nearest 
accessible  polling  place  within  your  district,  you  may  contact  us 
through  www.sfelections.org  or  call  415-554-4375. 

Accessible  Voting  Machine:  Voters  have  the  option  to  use  an 
accessible  voting  machine,  available  at  every  polling  place. This 
machine  allows  voters  with  sight  or  mobility  impairments  or  other 
specific  needs  to  vote  independently  and  privately.  Voters  may  vote 
using  a touchscreen  or  audio  ballot.  If  you  would  like  to  vote  using 
the  accessible  voting  machine,  please  tell  a pollworker. 

Touchscreen  Ballot:  Voters  may  make  ballot  selections  using  a 
touchscreen  and  review  their  selections  on  a paper  record  before 
casting  their  vote.  Large-print  text  is  provided  on  the  screen,  and 
voters  can  further  increase  text  size. 
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The  machine  has  a feature  for  voters  to  connect  a personal  assis- 
tive device  such  as  a sip/puff  device. The  Department  of  Elections 
can  also  provide  multi-user  sip/puff  switches  or  headpointers  at 
the  polling  place  in  City  Hall,  or  dispatch  them  to  a polling  place  for 
Election  Day. To  request  that  one  of  these  devices  be  sent  to  your 
polling  place,  you  may  contact  us  through  www.sfelections.org  or 
call  415-554-4375,  preferably  72  hours  prior  to  Election  Day  to  help 
ensure  availability  and  assist  in  scheduling. 

Audio  Ballot  and  Hand-held  Keypad:  For  audio  voting,  the  accessi- 
ble voting  machine  is  equipped  with  headphones  and  a Braille-em- 
bossed hand-held  keypad  with  keys  coded  by  color  and  shape. The 
voting  machine  provides  audio  instructions  to  guide  you  through 
the  ballot. The  keypad  is  used  to  move  through  the  ballot  and  make 
selections.  If  you  would  like  to  use  the  audio  ballot  feature,  please 
tell  a pollworker. 

Other  Forms  of  Assistance  at  the  Polling  Place: 

Personal  Assistance:  A voter  may  bring  up  to  two  people,  including 
pollworkers,  into  the  voting  booth  for  assistance  in  marking  his  or 
her  ballot. 

Curbside  Voting:  If  a voter  is  unable  to  enter  a polling  place,  poll- 
workers  can  be  asked  to  bring  voting  materials  to  the  voter  outside 
the  polling  place. 

ReadingTools:  Every  polling  place  has  large-print  instructions  on 
how  to  mark  a ballot  and  optical  sheets  to  magnify  the  print  on  the 
paper  ballot. The  accessible  voting  machine  provides  large-print 
text  on  the  screen,  and  voters  can  further  increase  text  size. 

Seated  Voting:  Every  polling  place  has  at  least  one  voting  booth 
that  allows  voting  while  seated. 

Voting  Tools:  Every  polling  place  has  two  easy-grip  pens  for 
signing  the  roster  and  marking  the  ballot. 

Accessible  Website:  The  Department  of  Elections  website, 
www.sfelections.org , has  audio,  text-only  and  large  print  options  and 
is  an  excellent  source  of  election  information.

• "Change  of  Polling  Place"  Notification  Cards 
to  all  registered  voters  in  the  precinct. 

• "Change  of  Polling  Place"  Signs  at  the  previ- 
ous location.  For  any  voters  who  are  unaware 
of  the  polling  place  change,  the  Department  of 


Elections  posts  "Change  of  Polling  Place"  signs 
at  the  address  of  the  old  location  on  Election 
Day.  Voters  can  tear  off  a sheet  of  paper  with 
the  address  and  cross-streets  of  their  new  poll- 
ing place  from  a pad  attached  to  the  sign. 

Some  Precincts  Do  Not  Have  a 
Polling  Place 

Voting  precincts  with  fewer  than  250  registered 
voters  are  designated  "Mail  Ballot  Precincts."  An  of- 
ficial ballot  and  postage-paid  return  envelope  will  be 
mailed  automatically  to  all  voters  in  those  precincts 
approximately  four  weeks  before  every  election. 

For  voters  in  those  precincts  who  would  prefer  to 
drop  off  their  official  mail  ballot  at  a polling  place, 
the  addresses  of  the  two  polling  places  nearest  to 
their  precinct  are  provided  with  the  ballot.

Marking  Your  Ballot 

Mark  your  paper  ballot  with  the  pen  provided  by  the 
pollworkers.  Connect  the  head  and  tail  of  the  arrow 
pointing  to  your  choice  for  each  contest,  as  shown  in 
the  picture. The  ballot  may  be  printed  on  both  sides 
of  the  page  — be  sure  to  review  both  sides. 


Beware  of  the  Overvote 


The  number  of  candidates  you  may  select  for  each 
contest  or  choice  will  be  printed  above  the  list  of 
candidate  names  for  each  contest.  If  you  overvote 
by  marking  more  than  the  allowed  number  of  candi- 
dates for  any  contest  or  choice,  or  by  marking  both 
"YES"  and  "NO"  in  a measure  contest,  your  vote  for 
that  contest  cannot  be  counted. 


Qualified  Write-in  Candidates 


In  addition  to  the  candidates  listed  on  the  ballot, 
there  may  be  other  people  running  as  qualified 
write-in  candidates.  For  a list  of  qualified  write-in 
candidates,  please  ask  a pollworker.The  list  is 
posted  on  the  Department  of  Elections  website, 
www.sfelections.org,  within  two  weeks  prior  to 
Election  Day. 

To  vote  for  a qualified  write-in  candidate,  write  the 
candidate's  name  in  the  space  marked  "Write-In." 
You  must  connect  the  head  and  tail  of  the  arrow 
pointing  to  the  "Write-In"  space  for  your  write-in 
vote  to  be  counted.  Only  write-in  votes  for  qualified 
write-in  candidates  can  be  counted.  Do  not  write  in 
a vote  for  a candidate  whose  name  is  printed  on  the 
ballot. 


If  You  Make  a Mistake 


Ask  a pollworker  for  another  ballot.  Voters  may 
request  up  to  two  replacement  ballots. 


To  Record  Your  Vote 


Insert  your  ballot,  one  card  at  a time,  into  the  slot  in  the  front  of  the  "Insight"  optical-scan  voting  machine. 
The  ballot  can  be  inserted  into  the  voting  machine  in  any  direction. The  voting  machine  counts  the  votes  elec- 
tronically as  the  ballot  is  inserted  and  then  deposits  the  ballot  in  a locked  compartment  under  the  machine.

Q:  Who  can  vote? 

A:  U.S.  citizens,  18  years  or  older,  who  are  registered  to 
vote  in  San  Francisco  on  or  before  the  registration  dead- 
line. 

Q:  What  is  the  deadline  to  register  to  vote  or  to  update 
my  registration  information? 

A:The  registration  deadline  is  May  24,  fifteen  days  prior 
to  Election  Day. 

Q:  When  and  where  can  I vote  on  Election  Day? 

A:  You  may  vote  at  your  polling  place  or  at  the  Depart- 
ment of  Elections  on  Election  Day  from  7 a.m.  to  8 p.m. 
Your  polling  place  address  is  shown  on  the  back  cover  of 
your  Voter  Information  Pamphlet.  You  can  also  find  it  at 
www.sfelections.org  or  call  415-554-4375.The  Department 
of  Elections  is  located  in  City  Hall,  Room  48. 

Q:  Is  there  any  way  to  vote  before  Election  Day? 

A:  Yes.  You  have  the  following  options: 

• Vote  by  mail.  Fill  out  and  mail  the  Vote-by-Mail  Ap- 
plication printed  on  the  back  cover  of  this  pamphlet 
or  complete  one  online  at  www.sfelections.org. 

A vote-by-mail  ballot  will  be  sent  to  you.  Your 
request  must  be  received  by  the  Department  of 
Elections  no  later  than  5 p.m.  on  June  1,  or 

• Vote  in  person  at  the  Department  of  Elections  in  City 
Hall,  Room  48,  during  early  voting  hours  (see  inside 
back  cover  for  dates  and  times). 

Q:  If  I don't  use  an  application,  can  I get  a vote-by-mail 
ballot  some  other,  way? 

A:  Yes.  You  can  send  a written  request  to  the  Department 
of  Elections. This  request  must  include:  your  printed  home 
address,  the  address  where  you  want  the  ballot  mailed, 
your  birth  date,  your  printed  name  and  your  signature. 
Mail  your  request  to  the  Department  of  Elections  at  the 
address  on  the  back  cover  of  this  pamphlet  or  fax  it  to 
415-554-4372.  Your  request  must  be  received  no  later  than 
5 p.m.  on  June  1. 

Q:  My  18th  birthday  is  after  the  registration  deadline  but 
on  or  before  Election  Day.  Can  I vote  in  this  election? 

A:  Yes.  You  can  register  to  vote  on  or  before  the  registra- 
tion deadline  and  vote  in  this  election  — even  though  you 
are  not  18  when  you  register. 

Q : If  I was  convicted  of  a crime,  can  I still  vote? 

A:  If  you  have  been  convicted  of  a crime,  California  law 
allows  you  to  register  and  vote  if  you: 

• Have  completed  your  prison  term  for  a felony,  in- 
cluding any  period  of  parole  or  supervised  release. 

• Are  on  federal  or  state  probation. 

• Are  incarcerated  in  county  jail  as  a condition  of 
felony  probation  or  as  a result  of  a misdemeanor 
sentence. 

Additionally,  if  you  have  been  convicted  of  a misdemean- 
or, you  can  register  and  vote  even  while  on  probation, 
supervised  release,  or  incarcerated  in  county  jail. 

After  completing  your  prison  term  for  a felony  conviction, 
including  any  period  of  parole  or  supervised  release,  you 


must  complete  and  return  a voter  registration  form  to 
restore  your  right  to  vote.  No  other  documentation  is 
required. 

Q:  I have  just  become  a U.S.  citizen.  Can  I vote  in  this 
election? 

A:  Yes. 

• If  you  became  a U.S.  citizen  on  or  before  the  regis- 
tration deadline  (May  24),  you  can  vote  in  this  elec- 
tion, but  you  must  register  by  the  deadline; 

• If  you  became  a U.S.  citizen  afterthe  registration 
deadline  but  on  or  before  June  1,  you  may  register 
and  vote  at  the  Department  of  Elections  by  June  1 
with  proof  of  citizenship. 

Q:  I have  moved  within  San  Francisco  but  have  not  up- 
dated my  registration  prior  to  the  registration  deadline. 
Can  I vote  in  this  election? 

A:  Yes.  You  have  the  following  options: 

• Come  to  the  Department  of  Elections  in  City  Hall, 
Room  48,  on  or  before  Election  Day,  complete  a new 
voter  registration  form  and  vote  at  the  Department 
of  Elections;  or 

• Go  to  your  new  polling  place  on  Election  Day  and 
cast  a provisional  ballot.  You  can  look  up  the  ad- 
dress of  your  new  polling  place  by  entering  your 
new  home  address  on  the  Department  of  Elections 
website  (www.sfelections.org),  or  call  415-554-4375. 

Q;  I am  a U.S.  citizen  living  outside  the  country.  How  can 
I vote? 

A:  You  can  register  to  vote  and  be  sent  a vote-by-mail 
ballot  by  completing  the  Federal  Post  Card  Application. 

The  application  can  be  downloaded  from  www.fvap.gov 
or  obtained  from  embassies,  consulates  or  military  voting 
assistance  officers.  Non-military  U.S.  citizens  living  abroad 
indefinitely  can  vote  only  in  federal  elections. 

Q:  What  do  I do  if  my  polling  place  is  not  open  on 
Election  Day? 

A:  Call  the  Department  of  Elections  immediately  at 
41 5-554-4375  for  assistance. 

Q:  If  I don't  know  what  to  do  when  I get  to  my  polling 
place,  is  there  someone  there  to  help  me? 

A:  Yes.  Pollworkers  at  the  polling  place  will  help  you,  or 
you  may  visit  www.sfelections.org  or  call  the  Department 
of  Elections  at  415-554-4375  for  assistance  on  or  before 
Election  Day.  (See  page  10  for  information  about  voting  at 
your  polling  place.) 

Q:;  Can  I take  my  Sample  Ballot  or  my  own  list  into  the 
voting  booth? 

A:  Yes.  Deciding  your  votes  before  you  get  to  the  polls  is 
helpful.  You  may  use  either  a Sample  Ballot  or  the  Ballot 
Worksheet  in  this  pamphlet  for  this  purpose. 

Q;  Do  I have  to  vote  on  every  contest  and  measure  on  the 
ballot? 

A:  No. The  votes  you  cast  will  be  counted  even  if  you 
have  not  voted  on  every  contest  and  measure. 
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General  Information 


of  Rights 


Voter  Bill 

1.  You  have  the  right  to  cast  a ballot  if  you  are  a valid 
registered  voter. 

A valid  Registered  voter  means  a United  States 
citizen  who  is  a resident  in  .this  state,  who  is  at  least 
18  years  of  age  and  not  in  prison  or  on  parole  for 
conviction  of  a felony,  and  who  is  registered  to  vote 
at  his  or  her  current  residence  address. 

2.  You  have  the  right  to  cast  a provisional  ballot  if 
your  name  is  not  listed  on  the  voting  rolls. 

3.  You  have  the  right  to  cast  a ballot  if  you  are  present 
and  in  line  at  the  polling  place  prior  to  the  close  of 
the  polls. 

4.  You  have  the  right  to  cast  a secret  ballot  free  from 
intimidation. 

5.  You  have  the  right  to  receive  a new  ballot  if,  prior  to 
casting  your  ballot,  you  believe  you  made  a mis- 
take. 

If,  at  any  time  before  you  finally  cast  your  ballot, 
you  feel  you  have  made  a mistake,  you  have  the 
right  to  exchange  the  spoiled  ballot  for  a new  ballot. 
Vote-by-mail  voters  may  also  request  and  receive 
a new  ballot  if  they  return  their  spoiled  ballot  to  an 
election  official  prior  to  the  closing  of  the  polls  on 
Election  Day. 


Confidentiality  and  Voter  Records 

Permissible  Uses  of  Voter  Registration  Information 

Information  on  your  voter  registration  form  will  be 
used  by  election  officials  to  send  you  official  informa- 
tion on  the  voting  process,  such  as  the  location  of 
your  polling  place  and  the  issues  and  candidates  that 
will  appear  on  the  ballot.  Commercial  use  of  voter 
registration  information  is  prohibited  by  law  and  is  a 
misdemeanor.  Voter  information  may  be  provided  to 
a candidate  for  office,  a ballot  measure  committee,  or 
other  person  for  election,  scholarly,  journalistic,  politi- 
cal, or  governmental  purposes,  as  determined  by  the 


6.  You  have  the  right  to  receive  assistance  in  casting 
your  ballot,  if  you  are  unable  to  vote  without 
assistance. 

7.  You  have  the  right  to  return  a completed  vote-by- 
mail  ballot  to  any  precinct  in  the  county. 

8.  You  have  the  right  to  election  materials  in  another 
language,  if  there  are  sufficient  residents  in  your 
precinct  to  warrant  production. 

9.  You  have  the  right  to  ask  questions  about  election 
procedures  and  observe  the  election  process.You 

have  the  right  to  ask  questions  of  the  precinct  board 
and  election  officials  regarding  election  procedures 
and  to  receive  an  answer  or  be  directed  to  the  ap- 
propriate official  for  an  answer.  However,  if  per- 
sistent questioning  disrupts  the  execution  of  their 
duties,  the  board  or  election  officials  may  discon- 
tinue responding  to  questions. 

10.  You  have  the  right  to  report  any  illegal  of  fraudulent 
activity  to  a local  election  official  or  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  State's  office. 


Secretary  of  State.  Driver's  license,  state  identifica- 
tion and  Social  Security  numbers,  or  your  signature 
as  shown  on  your  voter  registration  form  cannot  be 
released  for  these  purposes.  If  you  have  any  questions 
about  the  use  of  voter  information  or  wish  to  report 
suspected  misuse  of  such  information,  please  call 
the  Secretary  of  State's  Voter  Hotline:  1-800-345-VOTE 
(8683). 

Certain  voters  facing  life-threatening  situations  may 
qualify  for  confidential  voter  status.  For  more  informa- 
tion, please  contact  the  Secretary  of  State's  Safe  At 
Home  program  toll-free  at  1-877-322-5227,  or  visit  the 
Secretary  of  State's  website  at  www.sos.ca.gov.

Each  candidate's  statement  of  qualifications,  if  any, 
is  volunteered  by  the  candidate  and  printed  at  the 
expense  of  the  candidate. 


Statements  are  printed  as  submitted 
by  the  candidates,  including  any  ty- 
pographical, spelling  or  grammatical 
errors. The  statements  are  not  checked  for  accu- 
racy by  the  Director  of  Elections  nor  any  other 
City  agency,  official  or  employee. 


New  for  This  Election: 


Recent  law  changes  affect  some  candidate  state- 
ments of  qualifications  in  this  pamphlet: 

• Candidates  running  for  the  United  States 
House  of  Representatives  may  now  buy  space 
for  a statement  in  county  voter  information 
pamphlets. 

• Indication  of  whether  local  candidates  have 
accepted  voluntary  expenditure  ceilings  is  no 
longer  required  in  the  Voter  Information  Pam- 
phlet.

Voluntary  Spending  Limits  and  State  Legis- 
lative Candidates'  Campaign  Statements 

In  November  2000,  California  voters  approved 
Proposition  34,  which  states  that  if  a candidate  for

They  were  never  part  of  a building's 
fire  escape  system;  but  they  often  were 
installed  as  a 'convenience'  to  building 
owners  who  wanted  roof  access  without 
bringing  a portable  ladder  to  the  site. 

These  ladders  are  now  prohibited  on 
residential  buildings  and  must  be  removed 
with  a proper  building  permit.  Action  by 
property  owners  is  required  as  a result  of 
legislation  passed  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  signed  by  the  Mayor.  The 
new  law  took  effect  on  December  8,  2008. 
Given  the  potential  danger  they  pose,  DBI 
continues  to  notify,  and  to  cite,  property 
owners  and  to  encourage  immediate 
removal  of  these  ladders.

AN  OVERVIEW  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO'S  DEBT 


WHAT  IS  BOND  FINANCING? 

Bond  financing  is  a type  of  long-term  borrowing  used 
to  raise  money  for  projects. The  City  receives  money 
by  selling  bonds  to  investors. The  City  must  pay  back 
the  amount  borrowed  plus  interest  to  those  investors. 
The  money  raised  from  bond  sales  is  used  to  pay  for 
large  capital  projects  such  as  fire  and  police  stations, 
affordable  housing  programs,  schools,  libraries,  parks, 
and  other  city  facilities. The  City  uses  bond  financing 
because  these  buildings  will  last  many  years  and  their 
large  dollar  costs  are  difficult  to  pay  for  all  at  once. 

Types  of  Bonds.  There  are  two  major  types  of  bonds  - 
General  Obligation  and  Revenue. 

General  Obligation  Bonds  are  used  to  pay  for 
projects  that  benefit  citizens  but  do  not  raise  revenue 
(for  example,  police  stations  or  parks  are  not  set  up  to 
pay  for  themselves).  When  general  obligation  bonds 
are  approved  and  sold,  they  are  repaid  by  property 
taxes.  General  obligation  bonds  issued  by  the  City 
must  be  approved  by  a two-thirds  vote. The  San 
Francisco  Earthquake  Safety  and  Emergency  Response 
Bond  on  this  ballot  is  a general  obligation  bond  to 
be  issued  by  the  City. 

Revenue  Bonds  are  used  to  pay  for  projects  such  as 
major  improvements  to  an  airport,  water  system, 
garage  or  other  large  facilities  which  generate  revenue. 
When  revenue  bonds  are  approved  and  sold,  they  are 
generally  repaid  from  revenues  generated  by  the  bond- 
financed  projects,  for  example  usage  fees  or  parking 
fees. The  City's  revenue  bonds  must  be  approved  by  a 
majority  vote. There  is  no  revenue  bond  on  this  ballot. 

WHAT  DOES  IT  COSTTO  BORROW? 

The  City's  cost  to  borrow  money  depends  on  the 
amount  borrowed,  the  interest  rate  on  the  debt  and  the 
number  of  years  over  which  the  debt  will  be  repaid. 
Large  debt  is  usually  paid  off  over  a period  of  10  to  35 
years.  Assuming  an  average  interest  rate  of  6%  the 
cost  of  paying  off  debt  over  20  years  is  about  $1.73  for 
each  dollar  borrowed  - $1  for  the  dollar  borrowed  and 
73  cents  for  the  interest. These  payments,  however, 
are  spread  over  the  20-year  period. Therefore  inflation 
reduces  the  effective  cost  of  borrowing  because  the 
future  payments  are  made  with  cheaper  dollars. 
Assuming  a 4%  annual  inflation  rate,  the  cost  of 
paying  off  debt  in  today's  dollars  would  be  about 
$1.18  for  every  $1  borrowed. 


THE  CITY'S  CURRENT  DEBT  SITUATION 

Debt  Payments.  During  fiscal  year  2009-2010  property 
tax  payers  in  the  City  will  pay.approximately  $269 
million  of  principal  and  interest  on  outstanding  bonds 
of  the  City  and  the  other  issuers  of  general  obligation 
debt  (San  Francisco  Community  College  District,  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District  and  Bay  Area  Rapid 
Transit  District). The  property  tax  rate  for  the  year  to 
provide  for  debt  and  special  funds  requirements  will  be 
15.9  cents  per  $100  of  assessed  valuation  or  $625  on  a 
home  assessed  at  $400,000. 

Legal  Debt  Limit.  The  City  Charter  imposes  a limit  on 
the  amount  of  general  obligation  bonds  the  City  can 
have  outstanding  at  any  given  time. That  limit  is  3%  of 
the  assessed  value  of  taxable  property  in  the  City  - or 
currently  about  $4.6  billion.  Voters  give  the  City  autho- 
rization to  issue  bonds. Those  bonds  that  have  been 
issued  and  not  yet  repaid  are  considered  to  be  out- 
standing. As  of  April  15,  2010,  there  were  $1.51  billion  in 
general  obligation  bonds  issued  by  the  City  outstand- 
ing, which  is  equal  to  0.995%  of  the  assessed  value  of 
taxable  property. There  were  an  additional  $847  million 
in  bonds  that  are  authorized  but  unissued.  If  all  of  these 
bonds  were  issued  and  outstanding,  the  total  debt 
burden  would  be  1.55%  of  the  assessed  value  of  tax- 
able property.  Bonds  issued  by  the  School  District  and 
Community  College  District  and  Bay  Area  RapidTransit 
District  (BART)  do  not  increase  the  City's  debt  burden 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Charter  limit,  however  they  are 
repaid  by  property  taxes  (see  Prudent  Debt  Manage- 
ment below).  Part  of  the  City's  current  debt  manage- 
ment policy  is  to  issue  new  general  obligation  bonds  as 
old  ones  are  retired,  keeping  the  property  tax  rate  from 
City  general  obligation  bonds  approximately  the  same 
over  time. 

Prudent  Debt  Management.  Even  though  the  City  is 
well  within  its  legal  debt  limit  in  issuing  general  obli- 
gation bonds,  there  are  other  debt  comparisons  used 
by  bond  rating  agencies  when  they  view  the  City's 
financial  health. These  agencies  look  at  many  types 
of  local  and  regional  debt  that  are  dependent  on  the 
City's  tax  base  - our  general  obligation  bonds,  lease 
revenue  bonds,  certificates  of  participation,  special 
assessment  bonds,  and  school  and  community  college 


(continued  on  next  page) 
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district  bonds.  San  Francisco's  total  debt  of  these  types 
is  equal  to  1.7%  of  the  assessed  value  of  taxable  prop- 
erty in  the  City. This  "direct  debt  ratio"  is  considered  to 
be  a "moderate"  debt  burden  relative  to  the  size  of  San 
Francisco's  property  tax  base.  While  this  ratio  is  within 
the  comparable  norms,  the  City  needs  to  continue  to 
set  priorities  for  future  debt  to  continue  to  maintain 
good  credit  ratings  that,  in  turn,  are  a sign  of  good 
financial  health. 

CITIZEN  OVERSIGHT  OF  GENERAL 
OBLIGATION  BONDS 

Voters  must  approve  the  purpose  and  amount  of  the 
money  to  be  borrowed  through  bonds.  Bond  money 
may  be  spent  only  for  the  purposes  approved  by  the 
voters. 

For  general  obligation  bonds  issued  by  the  City  of 
San  Francisco,  the  Citizens'  General  Obligation  Bond 
Oversight  Committee  reviews  and  reports  on  how 
bond  money  is  spent. The  nine  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee are  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  Board  of  Supervi- 
sors, Controller,  and  Civil  Grand  Jury.  If  the  Committee 
finds  that  bond  money  has  been  spent  for  purposes 
not  approved  by  the  voters,  the  Committee  can  require 
corrective  action  and  prohibit  the  sale  of  any  autho- 
rized but  unissued  bonds  until  such  action  is  taken. The 
Board  of  Supervisors  can  reverse  the  decisions  of  the 
committee  by  a two-thirds  vote. The  Controller  may 
audit  any  of  the  City's  bond  expenditures.

Administrative  Law  Judge  (ALJ)  (Proposition  F): 
A hearing  officer  who  presides  over  hearings  and 
appeals  involving  government  agencies. 

Amend  (Propositions  C,  D and  F):To  change. 

Assets  (Proposition  F):  Anything  owned,  such  as 
property  or  a bank  account,  that  has  monetary  value. 

Audit  (Proposition  B):  A formal  examination  of 
financial  or  management  accounts  and  information. 

Bond  (Propositions  A,  B and  G):  A bond  is  a promise 
by  the  City  to  pay  back  money  borrowed,  plus  inter- 
est, by  a specific  date.  If  the  City  needs  to  raise  a large 
amount  of  money  to  pay  for  a library,  sewer  line, 
school,  hospital  or  other  project  or  program,  it  may 
borrow  the  money  by  selling  bonds.  (See  also 
"General  Obligation  Bond'.') 

CalPERS  (Proposition  D):The  California  Public 
Employees  Retirement  System,  which  manages 
retirement  benefits  for  more  than  1.6  million  California 
public  employees.  Some  San  Francisco  City  employees 
participate  in  CalPERS  retirement  plans. 

Cause  (as  in  "removed  for  cause")  (Proposition  C): 
Official  misconduct.  Commissioners  who  may  be 
"removed  for  cause"  can  be  removed  from  office 
only  for  official  misconduct. 

Charter  Amendment  (Propositions  C and  D): 

A change  to  the  City's  Charter.The  Charter  is  the 
City's  Constitution. The  Charter  can  only  be  changed 
by  a majority  of  the  votes  cast. 

Compensation  (Proposition  D):  Salary  and  certain 
other  payments  to  an  employee.  For  the  purpose  of 
calculating  retirement  benefits  for  City  employees, 
compensation  generally  excludes  overtime  pay. 

For  some  San  Francisco  employees  hired  before 
November  1976,  compensation  includes  overtime. 

Declaration  of  Policy  (Proposition  G):  A statement 
or  expression  of  the  will  of  the  voters. 

Early  Voting:  Voting  in  person  at  City  Hall  before 
Election  Day  or  mailing  a vote-by-mail  ballot  before 
Election  Day.  See  page  5 for  more  information. 


Emergency  Operations  Center:  The  citywide 
emergency  operations  center  at  1011  Turk  St.  Some 
city  agencies  have  their  own  departmental  emergency 
operations  centers. 

Exemption  (Proposition  A):  Freedom  from  an 
obligation  or  requirement  that  others  must  follow. 

Facilities  (Propositions  A and  B):  Buildings  or  rooms 
used  for  particular  purposes. 

Fiscal  Year  (Proposition  D):The  City's  12-month 
budget  period,  starting  July  1st  and  ending  June  30th 
of  the  following  calendar  year. 

General  Fund:  That  part  of  the  City's  annual  budget 
that  can  be  used  for  any  City  purpose.  Each  year,  the 
Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  decide  how  the 
General  Fund  will  be  used.  Money  for  the  General  Fund 
comes  from  property,  business,  sales,  and  other  taxes 
and  fees.  Currently,  the  General  Fund  is  46%  of  the 
City's  budget. 

General  Obligation  Bond  (Proposition  B):  A prom- 
ise issued  by  the  City  to  pay  back  money  borrowed, 
plus  interest,  by  a certain  date.  When  the  City  wants 
to  raise  money  to  pay  for  a large  public  project,  it  can 
borrow  money  by  issuing  General  Obligation  Bonds. 
The  City  then  repays  the  money  plus  interest  over  a 
period  of  years  with  property  taxes.  General  obligation 
bonds  must  be  approved  by  the  voters. 

Infrastructure  (Proposition  B):The  basic  facilities  and 
services  needed  for  the  functioning  of  a community, 
such  as  transportation  and  communications  systems, 
and  water  and  power  lines. 

Ordinance  (Propositions  C,  E and  F):  A local  law 
passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  by  the  voters. 

Oversight  (Proposition  B):  Watchful  care  or 
management;  supervision. 

Parcel  Tax  (Proposition  A):  A tax  that  is  based  on  a 
flat  fee  for  each  unit  of  real  property  that  receives  a 
separate  tax  bill. 

Pass-through  (Proposition  B):To  recover  an  increase 
in  property  taxes  by  passing  on  a portion  of  the  cost  to 
tenants.

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Police  Command  Center  (Proposition  B):  Police 
Department  headquarters,  which  houses  command 
staff,  departmental  emergency  operations  center, 
and  administrative  and  planning  functions. 

Proposition  (Propositions  A-G):  Any  measure  that  is 
submitted  to  the  voters  for  approval  or  disapproval. 

Provisional  Ballot:  A ballot  cast  at  a polling 
place  that  will  not  be  counted  until  the  Department 
of  Elections  verifies  the  voter's  eligibility  to  cast 
that  ballot. 

Qualified  Write-In  Candidate  (Frequently  Asked 
Questions):  A person  who  has  completed  the  required 
paperwork  and  signatures  for  inclusion  as  a write-in 
candidate.  Although  the  name  of  this  person  will  not 
appear  on  the  ballot,  voters  can  vote  for  this  person 
by  writing  the  name  of  the  person  in  the  space  on 
the  ballot  provided  for  write-in  votes  and  following 
the  specific  ballot  instructions. The  Department  of 
Elections  counts  write-in  votes  only  for  qualified 
write-in  candidates. 

Seismic  (Propositions  A and  B):  Relating  to 
earthquakes. 

SFERS  (Proposition  D):The  San  Francisco  Employee 
Retirement  System,  which  manages  retirement  and 
deferred  compensation  plans  for  City  employees. 

Transbay  Joint  Powers  Authority  (TJPA) 

(Proposition  G):  A local  government  agency  created  to 
design,  build,  and  operate  theTransbayTransit  Center. 
TheTJPA  was  established  by  state  law  and  includes 
San  Francisco  and  Bay  Area  representatives. 

Vote-by-Mail  Ballots  (Frequently  Asked 
Questions):  Ballots  mailed  to  voters  or  given  to 
voters  in  person  at  the  Department  of  Elections. 
Vote-by-mail  ballots  can  be  mailed  to  the  Department 
of  Elections,  turned  in  at  the  Department  of  Elections 
office  in  City  Hall,  or  turned  in  at  any  San  Francisco 
polling  place  on  Election  Day.

Digest  by  the  Ballot  Simplification  Committee 

The  Way  It  Is  Now:  The  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  (the  District)  operates  the  City's  public  schools 
and  some  child  care  centers. The  District  builds,  repairs 
and  upgrades  its  buildings  using  money  from  various 
sources,  including  voter-approved  bond  measures  and 
a special  property  tax.  State  law  allows  local  govern- 
ment agencies  such  as  the  District  to  form  a special 
community  facilities  district  and  collect  a special  tax  if 
the  tax  is  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  voters  in  the 
district. 

In  June  1990,  the  voters  adopted  a special  tax  on 
property  to  pay  for  repairs  and  other  improvements  to 
school  and  child  care  center  buildings  damaged  by  the 
1989  Loma  Prieta  earthquake  and  to  ensure  that  build- 
ings were  maintained  in  the  future. That  tax  will  expire 
this  year. The  current  annual  special  tax  on  single-fami- 
ly residential  and  non-residential  parcels  is  $32.20,  and 
the  annual  special  tax  on  multi-family  residential 
parcels  is  $16.10  for  each  dwelling  unit. The  tax  has  not 
been  adjusted  for  inflation. The  1990  measure 
authorized  the  District  to  spend  up  to  $12  million 
of  the  special  tax  proceeds  each  year. 


The  Proposal:  Proposition  A would  authorize  a special 
property  tax  that  extends  and  modifies  the  special  tax 
adopted  in  1990.  The  District  could  use  the  tax  for: 

• Seismic  upgrading  and  structural  strengthening 
of  the  District's  school  and  child  care  center 
buildings; 

• Repairing  or  replacing  fire  and  other  safety 
systems; 

• Upgrading  and  repairing  buildings,  including 
paying  salaries  and  benefits  for  employees 
working  on  these  upgrades;  and 

• Expenses  such  as  the  cost  of  planning  and  design 
and  the  collection  of  taxes. 

The  tax  would  last  for  20  years  and  the  maximum  tax 
rates  would  be  adjusted  each  year  for  inflation.  For  the 
first  year,  the  tax  on  single-family  residential  and 
non-residential  parcels  would  be  up  to  $32.20  per  year, 
and  the  tax  on  multi-family  residential  parcels  would 
be  up  to  $16.10  per  year  for  each  dwelling  unit. The 
measure  would  authorize  the  District  to  spend  up  to 
$16  million  per  year. 

Dwelling  units  with  residents  65  years  old  and  older 
would  be  eligible  for  an  exemption  from  the  tax. 
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A "YES"  Vote  Means:  If  you  vote  "yes,"  you  want  to 
renew  the  special  tax  to  pay  for  seismic  upgrades  and 
other  safety  improvements  to  School  District  facilities. 
The  maximum  tax  rate  would  be  adjusted  for  inflation. 


A "NO"  Vote  Means:  If  you  vote  "no,"  you  do  not  want 
to  renew  this  special  tax.

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Controller's  Statement  on  "A" 

City  Controller  Ben  Rosenfield  has  issued  the  following 
statement  on  the  fiscal  impact  of  Proposition  A: 

Should  the  proposed  measure  be  approved  by  the 
voters,  in  my  opinion,  it  would  result  in  an  estimated 
$6.8  million  annually  in  property  tax  revenues  for  the 
San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  at  current  rates 
and  valuations. 

The  measure  renews  a special  property  tax  approved 
previously  by  the  voters  in  June  1990  which  placed  a 
tax  of  $32.20  annually  on  non-residential  parcels  and 
single  family  residential  parcels  and  $16.10  per 
dwelling  unit  on  multi-family  residential  parcels.  Under 
the  measure,  the  tax  would  be  renewed  for  a new  20 
year  period. The  tax  would  be  set  at  the  current 
amounts  for  the  first  year  and  would  be  adjusted  each 
year  thereafter  by  the  amount  of  the  consumer  price 
index,  provided  however  that  the  adjustment  could  not 
exceed  2%  annually. The  amount  of  revenue  that  would 
be  generated  is  projected  to  grow  as  the  assessed 
value  and  the  number  of  taxable  parcels  and  units 
increases  in  San  Francisco.  By  the  end  of  the  20  year 
period,  the  revenue  amount  is  estimated  at  between 
$11  million  and  $16  million  annually  depending  on 
growth  rates  in  the  City. 

Funds  generated  by  the  proposed  tax  can  be  used  by 
the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  for  capital 
improvements  including  seismic  work,  fire  and  life 
safety  improvements,  and  other  maintenance  and 
repair  purposes,  but  may  not  be  used  for  debt  service.

The  Way  It  Is  Now:  In  the  event  of  an  earthquake  or 
major  disaster,  the  City  relies  on  its  fire  and  police 
departments  to  provide  emergency  response. These 
departments  depend  on  facilities  and  infrastructure, 
which  include: 

• The  Citywide  Auxiliary  Water  Supply  System 
(AWSS),  which  provides  a dedicated  high- 
pressure  water  system  for  fighting  fires. 

It  includes  a reservoir,  pipes,  cisterns,  pump 
stations  and  high-pressure  fire  hydrants. 

This  system  was  built  in  response  to  the 
1906  earthquake; 

• Neighborhood  fire  stations; 

• Neighborhood  police  stations;  and 

• The  Police  Command  Center. 

Both  the  Southern  District  Police  Station  and  the  Police 
Command  Center  are  housed  in  the  Hall  of  Justice  at 
850  Bryant  St.  Studies  commissioned  by  the  City  indi- 
cate that  the  AWSS,  several  fire  stations  and  the  Hall  of 
Justice  are  deteriorating  and  probably  could  not  be 
used  after  a major  earthquake. 

The  City's  10-year  Capital  Plan  identifies  the  repairs 
and  relocation  of  public  safety  facilities  and  infrastruc- 
ture as  a high  priority. 


The  Proposal:  Proposition  B is  a bond  measure  that 
would  authorize  the  City  to  borrow  up  to  $412,300,000 
by  issuing  general  obligation  bonds  for  capital  projects 
to  improve  the  City's  fire,  earthquake  and  emergency 
response. 

Specific  projects  could  include: 

• Upgrades  to  the  City's  Auxiliary  Water  Supply 
System  (AWSS),  including  renovations  and 
seismic  retrofitting. 

• Construction,  renovation  and  seismic  retrofitting 
of  fire  stations. 

• Construction  of  a new  Public  Safety  Building  in 
Mission  Bay. This  building  would  house  the  Police 
Command  Center,  the  Southern  District  Police 
Station,  and  a neighborhood  fire  station. 

The  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  would 
approve  the  final  list  of  projects. 

Proposition  B would  require  the  Citizen's  General 
Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee  to  provide 
independent  oversight  of  the  spending  of  bond  funds. 
One-tenth  of  one  percent  (0.1%)  of  these  funds  would 
pay  for  the  Committee's  audit  and  oversight. 
Proposition  B would  allow  an  increase  in  the  property 
tax  to  pay  for  the  bonds.  It  would  permit  landlords  to 
pass  50%  of  the  resulting  property  tax  increase  to 
tenants. 
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With  the  approval  of  the  voters,  the  City  may  issue 
general  obligation  bonds  to  pay  for  capital  projects 
such  as  building  or  renovating  fire  and  police  stations 
and  the  AWSS.  Property  tax  revenues  pay  for  the 
principal  and  interest  on  general  obligation  bonds.

I first  series  of  bonds,  and  the  year  with  the  lowest 
tax  rate,  the  estimated  annual  costs  of  debt 
service  would  be  $3.6  million  and  result  in  a 
I property  tax  rate  of  $0.0026  per  $100  ($2.60 
per  $100,000)  of  assessed  valuation. 

i • In  fiscal  year  2016-2017,  following  issuance  of  the 
last  series  of  bonds,  and  the  year  with  the  highest 
tax  rate,  the  estimated  annual  costs  of  debt 
service  would  be  $32.66  million  and  result  in  a 
property  tax  rale  of  $0,018  per  $100  ($18.00  per 
$100,000)  of  assessed  valuation. 

• The  best  estimate  of  the  average  tax  rate  for 
these  bonds  from  fiscal  year  2010-2011  through 
2039-2040  is  $0.0106  per  $100  ($10.60  per 
$100,000)  of  assessed  valuation. 

• Based  on  these  estimates,  the  highest  estimated 
annual  property  tax  cost  for  the  owner  of  a home 
with  an  assessed  value  of  $400,000  would  be 
approximately  $70.74. 

• Landlords  would  be  allowed  to  pass  through  50% 
of  the  annual  property  tax  cost  of  the  proposed 
bond  to  tenants  as  permitted  in  the  City 
Administrative  Code.  Based  on  these  estimates, 
the  highest  estimated  annual  cost  for  a tenant  in  a 
unit  with  an  assessed  value  of  approximately 
$131,000  would  be  $11.79. 

These  estimates  are  based  on  projections  only,  which 
are  not  binding  upon  the  City.  Projections  and 
estimates  may  vary  due  to  the  timing  of  bond  sales, 
the  amount  of  bonds  sold  at  each  sale,  and  actual 
assessed  valuation  over  the  term  of  repayment  of  the 


bonds.  Hence,  the  actual  tax  rate  and  the  years  in 
which  such  rates  are  applicable  may  vary  from  those 
estimated  above. The  City's  current  debt  management 
policy  is  to  issue  new  general  obligation  bonds  only  as 
old  ones  are  retired,  keeping  the  property  tax  impact 
from  general  obligation  bonds  approximately  the  same 
over  time.

Water  breaks  made  it  impossible  for  firefighters  to  get 
the  water  they  needed.  25,000  buildings  burned.  It  was 
the  sixth  time  San  Francisco  had  burned  to  the  ground. 

In  1908,  city  engineers  and  firefighters  studied  250 
cities  throughout  the  world  to  develop  the  best 
emergency  water  system  possible. The  result  was  the 
Auxiliary  Water  Supply  System  (AWSS)  - a separate 
high  pressure  water  supply  system  for  fire  protection 
use  only. 

The  AWSS  is  dedicated  to  the  principle  that  the  city  will 
never  again  be  destroyed  by  fire. 

The  components  of  the  AWSS  include  theTwin  Peaks 
Reservorr,  a 10.5  million  gallon  storage  reservoir;  the 
Ashbury  Tank;  the  Jones  Street  Tank;  two  emergency 
saltwater  pumping  stations;  two  fireboats;  over  150 
miles  of  pipe;  special  hydrants;  and  water  cisterns 
located  throughout  the  city. 

Unfortunately,  the  system,  now  over  100  years  old,  has 
deteriorated.  Parts  of  it  broke  during  the  1989  Loma 
Prieta  quake,  making  it  more  difficult  to  fight  fires  in  the 
Marina.

The  Way  It  Is  Now:  The  San  Francisco  Film  Commission 
(Commission)  was  created  by  ordinance  to  develop, 
recognize,  and  promote  film  activities  in  San  Francisco. 
The  Commission  has  11  members  (Commissioners), 
all  appointed  by  the  Mayor  for  four-year  terms. 
Currently  Commissioners  are  not  required  to  have 
specific  professional  qualifications  or  represent 
particular  groups.  The  Mayor  may  remove 
Commissioners  for  any  reason. 

The  Commission  has  an  Executive  Director  appointed 
by  the  Mayor. The  Film  Commission  may  remove  the 
Executive  Director  either  on  its  own  or  following  the 
Mayor's  recommendation. 

The  Commission's  Executive  Director  issues  permits 
that  authorize  filming  in  the  City.  Another  City  agency, 
the  Board  of  Appeals,  considers  appeals  regarding 
permits. 

The  Proposal:  Proposition  C is  a Charter  Amendment 
that  would  require  the  City  to  have  a Film  Commission, 
whose  main  purpose  would  be  to  develop,  recognize, 
and  promote  film  activities  in  San  Francisco. The 
Commission  would  have  11  members:  six  nominated 
by  the  Mayor,  five  nominated  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors'  Rules  Committee.  Each  nominee  would 
be  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  full  Board.  Once 
confirmed.  Commissioners  could  only  be  removed 
for  cause.

Controller's  Statement  on "C" 

City  Controller  Ben  Rosenfield  has  issued  the  following 
statement  on  the  fiscal  impact  of  Proposition  C: 

Should  the  proposed  charter  amendment  be  approved 
by  the  voters,  in  my  opinion,  there  would  be  a minimal 
impact  on  the  cost  of  government. 

The  Film  Commission  currently  consists  of  11 
members  appointed  by  the  Mayor. The  amendment 
would  provide  instead  that  six  members  of  the 
Commission  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  and  five  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  with  all  members  subject  to 
certain  qualification  requirements  and  to  confirmation 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

The  proposed  amendment  would  also  specify  that 
the  Film  Commission  oversee  all  City  activities  and 
funding  related  to  public  access  and  governmental 
channels  and  that  film  permit  decisions  of  the 
Executive  Director  would  be  appealable  to  the 
Commission  instead  of  to  the  City's  Permit  Appeals 
Board. The  Film  Commission  currently  employs  a 
Director  and  two  permit  staff.  The  Film  Commission's 
budget  and  staffing  would  continue  to  be  subject  to 
the  normal  budgetary  and  fiscal  provisions  of 
the  Charter.

The  Way  It  Is  Now:  The  San  Francisco  Employees' 
Retirement  System  (SFERS)  provides  retirement  benefits 
for  most  City  employees. The  California  Public 
Employees'  Retirement  System  (CalPERS)  provides 
retirement  benefits  for  City  employees  in  certain  job 
classifications. 

Retirement  benefits  for  City  employees  are  calculated 
using  a formula  that  includes  the  employee's  "final 
compensation,"  which  is  the  employee's  highest  average 
monthly  compensation  for  any  one  year  of  earnings. 

The  Charter  requires  employees  to  pay  a percentage  of 
their  compensation  to  SFERS  or  CalPERS  to  help  pay  for 
retirement  benefits  they  will  receive. 

• Most  city  employees  pay  7.5%. 

• Safety  employees  such  as  police  officers  and 
firefighters  pay  7.5%,  even  though  the  retirement 
benefits  they  receive  cost  more  than  the  benefits 
paid  to  most  City  employees. 

• Some  CalPERS  members  pay  75%,  even  though  the 
required  employee  contribution  is  9.0%.  Because  of 
contractual  agreements  or  Charter  requirements, 
the  City  pays  the  difference. 

The  Charter  requires  the  City  to  contribute  to  SFERS 
following  a set  formula.  Under  this  formula,  the  employ- 
er contribution  to  SFERS  depends  partly  on  the  invest- 
ment earnings  of  the  pension  fund. 

The  City  has  a Retiree  Health  CareTrust  Fund  to  help  pay 
for  costs  related  to  retiree  health  care. The  San  Francisco 
Unified  School  District  and  the  Community  College 
District  are  participating  employers  in  this  Fund. 

The  Proposal:  Proposition  D is  a Charter  Amendment 
that  would  change  the  retirement  benefits  formula, 
change  the  employee  contribution  for  certain  employees, 
and  require  that  savings  from  reduced  employer 
contributions  be  deposited  in  the  Retiree  Health  Care 
Trust  Fund. 


For  employees  hired  on  and  after  July  1,  2010,  "final 
compensation"  would  be  calculated  using  a two-year 
formula.  An  employee's  final  compensation  would  be 
determined  by  averaging  monthly  compensation  during: 

• any  two  consecutive  fiscal  years  of  earnings,  or 

• the  24  months  immediately  before  retirement. 

The  final  basis  for  retirement  benefits  would  be  the 
higher  of  the  two  figures. 

For  safety  employees  and  CalPERS  members  hired  on 
and  after  July  1,  2010,  the  employee  contribution  to 
SFERS  or  CalPERS  would  increase  to  9.0%  of 
compensation. 

In  years  when  the  City's  contribution  to  SFERS  is  less 
than  expected  because  of  large  investment  earnings,  the 
amount  saved  would  be  deposited  into  the  Retiree 
Health  CareTrust  Fund. The  participating  employers 
could  choose  to  have  this  rule  apply  to  them. 

Proposition  D would  permit  the  San  Francisco  Superior 
Court  to  choose  to  become  a participating  employer  in 
the  Retiree  Health  CareTrust  Fund. 

A "YES"  Vote  Means:  If  you  vote  "yes,"  you  want  to 
amend  the  Charter: 

• to  calculate  retirement  benefits  for  new  employees 
using  average  monthly  compensation  over  two

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Controller's  Statement  on  "D" 

City  Controller  Ben  Rosenfield  has  issued  the  following 
statement  on  the  fiscal  impact  of  Proposition  D: 

Should  the  proposed  charter  amendment  be  approved 
by  the  voters,  in  my  opinion,  the  City  will  have  reduced 
costs  in  the  medium  and  long  term  for  the  cost  of 
employee  pensions,  with  those  costs  largely  being  shift- 
ed from  the  employer  to  employees. 

Employer  and  Employee  Pension  Contribution  Rates: 
Each  year,  based  on  actuarial  analysis,  the  San  Francisco 
Employees'  Retirement  System  (SFERS)  board  sets  the 
required  contribution  rates  for  the  City  and  its  employ- 
ees to  fund  the  cost  of  current  and  projected  future  pen- 
sion benefits.  In  FY2009-2010,  the  City's  required  contri- 
bution was  9.49%  of  payroll.  In  FY2010-11,  the  City's 
required  contribution  will  increase  to  13.56%  of  payroll, 
due  in  part  to  losses  in  SFERS'  assets  related  to  the  eco- 
nomic downturn. 

Currently,  most  employees  pay  7.5%  of  salary  to  the 
retirement  system  as  their  share  of  pension  costs. This 
employee  contribution  rate  is  fixed  in  the  Charter.  For 
! employees  in  public  safety  classifications,  whose  pen- 
S|  sion  cost  is  higher,  the  City  also  pays  the  difference 
s between  9.0%  and  the  employee  contribution  rate  of 
j 7.5%.  Similarly,  for  city  employees  who  are  members  of 
the  California  Public  Employees  Retirement  System 
(CalPERS),  the  City  pays  the  difference  between  75%  and 
CalPERS'  mandated  employee  contribution,  which  was 
9.0%  in  the  most  recent  year. The  amendment  would 
specify  that  SFERS  public  safety  employees  and 
j CalPERS  members  hired  after  July  1,  2010  would  have 
to  contribute  9.0%  of  salary  as  the  mandated  employee 
contribution  for  their  pensions. 

Final  Pension  Compensation  Calculation: 

Currently,  employee  pension  payments  are  calculated 
using  a formula  that,  among  other  factors,  is  based 
upon  an  employee's  highest  year  of  compensation. 

The  Charter  amendment  would  change  this  part  of  the 
formula  to  specify  that  final  compensation  will  instead 
be  based  upon  average  monthly  compensation  earned 
during  the  highest  two  years. 

Under  the  Charter  and  Federal  laws,  this  change  would 
not  affect  any  current  employees  — only  those  hired  after 
July  1,  2010.  Effectively,  the  changes  will  require  the 
creation  of  a new  "tier"  of  employees  whose  final 
compensation  calculation  is  different  than  most  current 
employees.  By  approximately  2032,  most  city  employees 
would  be  under  this  arrangement. 


City  Savings  Estimate: 

Taken  together,  the  change  in  the  SFERS  safety  and 
CalPERS  employee  contribution  rates  from  7.5%  to  9.0%, 
and  the  two  year  final  compensation  calculation,  are 
expected  to  reduce  the  employer  long-term  cost  (called 
the  'normal'  cost)  of  pension  funding  by  approximately 
0.7%  over  the  25  year  period  between  fiscal  year  2011- 
2012  and  fiscal  year  2035-2036.  Cumulatively,  the  sav- 
ings for  that  same  25  year  period  is  estimated  to  range 
between  $300  and  $500  million  depending  on  future 
wage  and  benefit  rates  for  employees,  and  other  factors. 
Maintaining  City  Benefit  Contributions  at  the  'Normal' 
Cost: 

The  Charter  amendment  would  specify  that  for  any  year 
in  which  the  City's  actuarially-required  contribution  rate 
to  SFERS  fell  below  the  'normal'  funding  cost,  the  city 
would  deposit  the  difference  into  the  retiree  health  trust 
fund  to  pay  for  future  benefit  costs.  Historically  there 
have  been  periods  in  which  the  City's  pension  contribu- 
tion rate  was  very  low  or  zero  due  largely  to  strong 
investment  performance  in  the  SFERS  trust.  When  and  if 
such  conditions  occur  again,  this  change  would  effective- 
ly require  the  city  to  nonetheless  continue  paying  for 
pension  and/or  post-employment  benefit  liabilities  at  the 
estimated  long-term  cost  of  pension  funding  which  typi- 
cally ranges  around  9%  to  10%  of  payroll  over  time. 

Note  that  the  City  currently  pays  the  cost  of  retirees' 
health  benefits  each  year  as  that  year's  expense  is  due. 
As  a result,  there  is  a substantial  unfunded  liability, 
estimated  to  be  approximately  $4  billion  in  total,  for  the 
future  cost  of  retiree  health  benefits  that  current  employ- 
ees have  already  earned. That  liability  has  been  some- 
what reduced  by  the  passage  of  Proposition  B in  June 
2008  which  required  employees  hired  beginning  in  2009 
to  pay  a portion  of  post-employment  health  benefit 
costs,  but  the  bulk  of  the  cost,  estimated  at  between 
$250  and  $300  million  annually  at  current  rates,  will  have 
to  be  otherwise  addressed  by  the  City. The  contributions 
that  would  be  mandated  by  this  amendment  would 
address  a portion  of  this  liability.

The  Way  It  Is  Now:  The  Police  Department  provides 
security  to  City  officials  and  visiting  dignitaries  when 
the  Chief  of  Police  determines  that  they  need  police 
protection.  The  Chief  of  Police  decides  the  level  of 
protection  and  uses  funds  in  the  Police  Department's 
budget  to  pay  this  cost. 

The  Police  Commission  approves  the  Police  Depart- 
ment's proposed  annual  budget  and  submits  it  to  the 
Mayor.  The  Mayor  prepares  the  annual  budget  for  the 
City,  including  budgets  for  each  department,  and  sub- 
mits it  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  approval.

The  Way  It  Is  Now:  The  City's  Residential  Rent 
Ordinance  (Ordinance)  applies  to  most  rental  housing 
built  before  June  1979. The  Ordinance  limits  when  and 
by  how  much  a landlord  may  increase  a tenant's  rent. 
For  example,  landlords  may  increase  rent  once  a year 
by  a percentage  set  by  the  Residential  Rent 
Stabilization  and  Arbitration  Board  (Rent  Board). 

In  addition,  landlords  may  increase  rents  to  pay  for 
certain  property  improvements  and  some  increases  in 
the  property  tax.  A tenant  may  file  a hardship 
application  with  the  Rent  Board  to  seek  to  limit 
some  of  these  increases. 

The  Proposal:  Proposition  F would  amend  the 
Ordinance  to  add  provisions  for  hardship  applications. 
In  response  to  most  rent  increases,  a tenant  may 
submit  a financial  hardship  application  if  one  of  the 
following  conditions  applies: 

• the  tenant  has  become  unemployed; 

• the  tenant's  wages  have  been  reduced  by  20%  or 
more  compared  to  the  previous  12  months;  or 

• the  tenant's  sole  income  consists  of  government 
benefits,  such  as  Social  Security  or  disability,  and 
the  tenant  has  not  received  a cost  of  living 
increase  in  the  previous  12  months. 

After  the  tenant  submits  a financial  hardship  applica- 
tion to  the  Rent  Board,  an  Administrative  Law  Judge 
(ALJ)  holds  a hearing  on  the  application. 

The  ALJ  would  base  a final  decision  on: 

• whether  the  tenant  satisfies  one  of  the  above 
conditions; 

• whether  the  rent,  with  the  increase,  totals  more 
than  33%  of  the  tenant's  income;  and 

• consideration  of  the  tenant's  assets. 


If  the  ALJ  finds  that  the  tenant  has  a financial  hardship, 
the  landlord  may  not  increase  the  tenant's  rent  for  a 
specified  period  based  on  the  tenant's  circumstances. 
The  rent  increase  may  take  effect  later  if  the  tenant's 
financial  circumstances  change.  Either  the  tenant  or 
the  landlord  may  appeal  the  ALJ's  decision  to  the  Rent 
Board.

San  Francisco  rents,  already  the  highest  in  the  country, 
soared  during  the  speculative  frenzy  of  the  real  estate 
bubble.  Apartment  buildings  were  bought  and  sold  at 
record  rates  by  real  estate  investors  funded  with  Wall 
Street  money.  With  each  sale,  the  new  landlord  would 
significantly  increase  rents  on  vacant  units  and  then  try 
to  force  out  tenants  in  rent-controlled  units.  From  2005 
to  2010,  rents  on  2 bedroom  apartments  soared  by 
over  50%,  from  just  under  $2,000  to  nearly  $3,000. 
When  the  real  estate  bubble  burst,  rents  did  not  come 
down  but  incomes  did.  When  the  excesses  of  real 
estate  speculation  forced  the  economy  into  a tailspin, 
San  Francisco  found  itself  with  an  unemployment  rate 
of  over  10%  and  tens  of  thousands  more  renters  were 
forced  into  part-time  work.  And,  many  senior  renters 
living  on  Social  Security  found  out  they  would  not  get 
a cost  of  living  increase  on  their  already-meager  bene- 
fits. Thus,  renters  were  left  trying  to  pay  extraordinarily 
high  rents  while  seeing  their  income  disappear  or  get 
slashed. 


Much  attention  has  been  focused  on  keeping  home- 
owners  in  their  homes.  We  need  to  pay  the^same  atten- 
tion to  the  plight  of  renters  who  can  barely  pay  their 
rents  and  who  would  lose  their  homes  if  their  rents 
increase  further.

The  Way  It  Is  Now:  In  November  2008,  California 
voters  approved  a state  ballot  measure  to  issue  bonds 
to  build  a high-speed  rail  line  between  San  Francisco 
and  Los  Angeles. That  measure  stated  that  theTransbay 
Terminal  would  be  the  San  Francisco  station. 
TheTransbay  Joint  Powers  Authority  (TJPA),  a local 
government  agency,  is  replacing  theTransbay  Terminal 
with  a newTransbay Transit  Center  at  First  and  Mission 
streets.  The  newTransbay  Transit  Center  would  be  used 
by  ACTransit,  Caltrain,  Golden  GateTransit,  Muni,  and 
SamTrans.TheTJPA  also  plans  that  theTransbay  Transit 
Center  would  be  the  northern  end  of  the  high-speed 
rail  line  running  between  San  Francisco  and  Los 
Angeles. 

The  California  High-Speed  Rail  Authority  (CHSRA)  is  a 
state  agency  overseeing  the  construction  of  the  high- 
speed rail  line. The  CHSRA  is  considering  an  alterna- 
tive to  locate  the  San  Francisco  station  for  the  high- 
speed rail  line  on  a site  between  Beale,  Main,  Mission, 
and  Harrison  streets,  not  at  First  and  Mission  streets.

Proponent's  Argument  in  Favor  of  Proposition  G 


Vote  Yes  on  Prop.  G! 

The  newTransbay Transit  Center,  under  construction 
at  First  and  Mission  Streets,  should  be  the  Northern 
California  terminus  for  California  High  Speed  Rail. 

The  California  High  Speed  Rail  Authority  should 
abandon  consideration  of  an  alternate  site  for  High 
Speed  Rail  at  Main  and  Beale  Streets  and  focus  on 
bringing  High  Speed  Rail  to  theTransbay Transit  Center.

REQUESTED  ACTION: 

WHEREAS,  on  January  9,  1990,  the  Board  of  Education  (the 
“Board”)  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  (the  “District”) 
adopted  its  Resolution  of  Intention  to  establish  its  Community  Facilities 
District  No.  90-1  (“CFD  No.  90-1”)  pursuant  to  the  Mello-Roos 
Community  Facilities  Act  of  1982,  as  amended  (the  “Act”),  to  finance 
certain  facilities  and  to  levy  a special  tax  therein  to  pay  for  the  facilities 
and  the  expenses  incidental  thereto;  and 

WHEREAS,  following  a duly  noticed  public  hearing  held  pursu- 
ant to  the  Act,  the  Board,  on  February  13,  1990,  adopted  its  Resolution 
of  Formation  pursuant  to  which  CFD  No.  90-1  was  formed  and  an  elec- 
tion was  called  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  the  levy  of  the  special  tax 
and  the  establishment  of  an  appropriations  limit  to  the  qualified  electors 
of  CFD  No.  90-1;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  June  5,  1990,  the  election  was  held  within  the 
District  at  which  the  electors  approved  the  levy  of  the  special  tax  and 
the  appropriations  limit  by  more  than  the  two-thirds  vote  required  by 
the  Act;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Board,  on  July  5,  1990,  caused  to  be  recorded  a 
Notice  of  Special  Tax,  and  on  July  1 1 , 1990,  a supplement  thereto,  in 
the  Office  of  the  County  Recorder  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  in  conformance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act,  and  there- 
after adopted  an  ordinance  levying  the  special  tax;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  special  tax  has  been  annually  levied  to  pay  for 
the  facilities;  not  all  of  the  facilities  have  been  completed,  however,  the 
term  of  the  special  tax  has  expired;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  February  4,  2010,  the  Board  adopted  its 
Resolution  of  Consideration  No.  102-4SO1  (the  “Resolution  of 
Consideration”),  pursuant  to  Section  53334  of  the  Act,  wherein  the 
Board  (1)  determined  the  need  to  complete  the  facilities  previously 
approved  for  CFD  No.  90-1 , as  therein  proposed  to  be  updated  and,  in 
order  to  pay  for  them,  to  extend  and  levy  the  previously  approved  spe- 
cial tax,  as  therein  proposed  to  be  modified,  (2)  proposed  to  provide  for 
the  reauthorization  of  the  previously  authorized  facilities,  as  therein 
updated,  and  the  extension  and  levy  of  the  previously  approved  special 
tax,  as  therein  modified,  and  (3)  fixed  a time  and  place  for  a hearing  on 
the  proposed  changes;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Resolution  of  Consideration  (1)  stating  the  name 
of  the  community  facilities  district,  (2)  generally  describing  the  bound- 
aries of  CFD  No.  90-1 , (3)  specifying  the  facilities  to  be  financed,  as 


proposed  to  be  updated,  (4)  specifying  the  special  tax  to  pay  the  costs 
thereof,  as  proposed  to  be  modified,  and  (5)  fixing  the  time  and  place 
for  the  hearing  on  the  consideration  of  the  proposed  changes,  is  incor- 
porated herein  by  this  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  notice  of  the  hearing  on  the  consideration  of  the 
proposed  changes  was  duly  published  as  required  by  law,  as  evidenced 
by  the  certificate  of  publication  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  (the 
“Clerk”);  and 

WHEREAS,  at  the  time  and  date  set  for  the  hearing,  March  9, 
2010,  this  Board  held  the  public  hearing  as  required  by  law  relative  to 
the  proposed  changes  described  in  the  Resolution  of  Consideration;  and 

WHEREAS,  prior  to  the  hearing  a report  (the  “Report”)  contain- 
ing (1)  a description  of  the  facilities  required  to  adequately  meet  the 
needs  of  CFD  No.  90-1,  as  updated,  and  (2)  an  estimate  of  (a)  the  cost 
of  providing  the  facilities;  (b)  the  fair  and  reasonable  costs  of  any  of  the 
facilities  to  be  purchased;  and  (c)  the  fair  and  reasonable  cost  of  inci- 
dental expenses  related  thereto,  was  filed  with  this  Board  as  a part  of 
the  record  of  the  hearing  and  duly  considered  by  this  Board;  the  Report 
also  incorporates  clarifying  changes  recommended  by  staff  that  do  not 
change  the  types  of  facilities  proposed  to  be  financed;  and 

WHEREAS , at  the  hearing  all  interested  persons  for  or  against 
the  proposed  changes  were  heard  and  considered,  and  a full  and  fair 
hearing  was  held  thereon;  and 

WHEREAS , at  the  hearing  evidence  was  presented  to  this  Board 
on  the  matters  before  it,  and  this  Board,  at  the  conclusion  of  the  hearing, 
was  fully  advised  as  to  all  matters  relating  to  the  proposed  changes;  and 

WHEREAS,  written  protests  against  the  proposed  changes  have 
not  been  filed  with  the  Clerk  by  fifty  percent  (50%)  or  more  of  the  reg- 
istered voters  residing  within  CFD  No.  90-1 , or  the  owners  of  one  half 
(1/2)  or  more  of  the  area  of  the  land  proposed  to  be  included  in  CFD 
No.  90-1  and  not  exempt  from  the  special  tax;  and 

WHEREAS,  there  has  been  submitted  to  this  Board  proposed 
goals  and  policies  concerning  the  use  of  the  Act;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  it  is  advisable  to  order 
an  election  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  the  changes  and  the  establish- 
ment of  the  appropriations  limit  to  the  qualified  electors  of  CFD  No. 

90- 1 and  to  request  that  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  the  District 
(the  “Superintendent”)  call  the  election  and  that  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  Director  of  Elections  (the  “Director  of  Elections”)  take 
all  steps  required  to  conduct  the  election. 

NOW  THEREFORE,  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District  DOES  HEREBY  RESOLVE, 
DETERMINE  and  ORDER,  as  follows: 

1 . The  foregoing  recitals  are  true  and  correct. 

2.  The  proposed  changes  described  in  the  Resolution  of 
Consideration  have  not  been  precluded  by  majority  protest  pursuant  to 
Section  53337  of  the  Act.  The  proposed  changes  are  to  provide  for  the 
reauthorization  of  the  facilities,  as  therein  updated,  and  the  extension 
and  levy  of  the  previously  approved  special  tax,  as  therein  modified. 
Any  protests  related  to  the  proposed  changes  are  hereby  overruled. 

3.  (a)  The  facilities  to  be  financed  by  CFD  No.  90-1 , being  the 
previously  authorized  facilities  for  CFD  No.  90-1  as  updated,  and  as 
clarified  in  the  Report  (the  “Facilities”)  are  set  forth  in  EXHIBIT  A. 
They  are  public  facilities  authorized  to  be  acquired  or  constructed  under 
the  Act  that  have  a useful  life  of  five  years  or  longer.  The  Facilities  are 
governmental  facilities  which  this  Board  is  authorized  by  law  to  con- 
tribute revenue  to,  or  construct,  own  or  operate. 
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(b)  The  Report  related  to  the  Facilities  shall  be  a part  of 
the  record  in  these  proceedings.  For  purposes  hereof,  the  Report 
shall  refer  and  apply  to  the  Report  as  modified,  amended,  revised 
or  corrected  pursuant  to  and  in  accordance  with  this  Resolution  as 
well  as  any  other  resolution  or  order  heretofore  adopted  or  made 
by  this  Board. 

4.  (a)  As  stated  in  the  Resolution  of  Consideration,  except 
where  funds  are  otherwise  available,  it  is  the  intention  of  this  Board  to 
annually  levy  a special  tax  sufficient  to  pay  for  the  Facilities,  including 
incidental  expenses  related  thereto,  secured  by  recordation  of  a continu- 
ing lien  against  all  nonexempt  real  property  in  CFD  No.  90-1. 

(b)  The  rate,  method  of  apportionment,  and  manner  of 
collection  of  the  special  tax,  in  sufficient  detail  to  allow  each 
landowner  or  resident  within  CFD  No.  90-1  to  estimate  the  maxi- 
mum amount  such  person  will  have  to  pay  for  the  Facilities, 
being  the  previously  approved  special  tax  for  CFD  No.  90-1  as 
extended  and  updated,  and  as  clarified  in  the  Report,  is  described 
in  EXHIBIT  B.  EXHIBIT  B incorporates  clarifying  changes  rec- 
ommended by  staff  that  do  not  increase  the  proposed  maximum 
special  tax  or  the  probable  special  tax. 

(c)  The  special  tax,  as  apportioned  to  each  parcel  pursuant 
to  EXHIBIT  B,  is  based  on  the  cost  of  making  the  Facilities 
available  to  each  parcel,  or  other  reasonable  basis,  and  is  not 
based  on  or  upon  the  ownership  of  real  property. 

(d)  No  ad  valorem  property  tax  is,  or  will  be,  levied  on 
property  within  CFD  No.  90-1  for  the  exclusive  purpose  of  mak- 
ing lease  payments  on  an  existing  lease  or  paying  principal  or 
interest  on  outstanding  bonds  or  other  existing  indebtedness, 
including  State  school  building  loans,  incurred  to  finance  the  con- 
struction of  capital  facilities  which  are  the  same  as  are  to  be  pro- 
vided by  the  Facilities. 

5.  The  Office  of  the  Chief  Financial  Officer  is  hereby  desig- 
nated as  the  office,  department  or  bureau  that  will  be  responsible  for 
annually  preparing  the  current  roll  of  special  tax  levy  obligations  by 
assessor’s  parcel  number  on  nonexempt  property  within  CFD  No.  90-1, 
and  that  will  be  responsible  for  estimating  future  special  tax  levies  pur- 
suant to  Section  53340.2  of  the  Act.  The  current  name,  address,  and 
telephone  number  of  the  Office  of  the  Chief  Financial  Officer,  and  the 
person  responsible  for  administering  the  District,  is  as  follows:

Such  officer  is  hereby  directed  to  establish  procedures  to  prompt- 
ly respond  to  inquiries  concerning  current  and  future  estimated  tax  lia- 
bility pursuant  to  Section  53340.2  of  the  Act. 

6.  All  prior  proceedings  taken  with  respect  to  the  establish- 
ment of  CFD  No.  90-1  were  valid  and  in  conformity  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  Act.  All  prior  proceedings  taken  with  respect  to  the  pro- 
posed changes  described  in  the  Resolution  of  Consideration  were  valid 
and  in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act. 

7.  In  accordance  with  Section  53325.7  of  the  Act,  the  annual 
appropriations  limit  of  CFD  No.  90-1,  as  defined  by  subdivision  (h)  of 
Section  8 of  Article  XIII  B of  the  California  Constitution,  is  hereby  pre- 
liminarily established  at  $16,000,000,  and  this  annual  appropriations 
limit  shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of  CFD  No.  90-1  as  hereafter  pro- 
vided. The  proposition  establishing  this  appropriations  limit  shall 
become  effective  if  approved  by  the  qualified  electors  voting  thereon, 
and  shall  be  adjusted  in  accordance  with  the  applicable  provisions  of 
Section  53325.7  of  the  Act. 


8.  (a)  This  Board  hereby  orders  an  election  to  submit  the  ques- 
tions of  making  the  changes  proposed  in  the  Resolution  of  Consider- 
ation, as  herein  clarified,  and  establishing  the  annual  appropriations 
limit  for  CFD  No.  90-1  in  connection  therewith,  to  the  qualified  electors 
within  the  CFD  No.  90-1 . Pursuant  to  Section  53353.5  of  the  Act,  the 
questions  of  making  such  changes  and  establishing  an  appropriations 
limit  shall  be  combined  in  a single  ballot  measure,  substantially  in  the 
form  set  forth  in  EXHIBIT  C (the  “Ballot  Measure”).  The  election  shall 
be  held  on  Tuesday,  June  8, 2010. 

(b)  More  than  twelve  (12)  persons  have  been, registered  to  vote 
within  CFD  No.  90-1  for  each  of  the  ninety  (90)  days  pre- 
ceding the  close  of  the  hearing  referenced  herein. 
Accordingly,  the  qualified  electors  shall  be  the  registered 
voters  within  CFD  No.  90-1,  with  each  registered  voter  hav- 
ing one  vote.  The  voting  procedure  herein  described  is  also 
described  in  the  Resolution  of  Consideration. 

9.  The  authority  for  ordering  the  election  is  contained  in 
Section  53326  of  the  Government  Code  and  Section  5304  of  the 
Education  Code. 

10.  The  authority  for  the  specifications  of  this  election  order  is 
contained  in  Section  5322  of  the  Education  Code. 

1 1 . This  Resolution  shall  stand  as  the  order  to  the  Super- 
intendent to  call  an  election  within  the  boundaries  of  the  District  on 
June  8, 2010  pursuant  to  the  specifications  contained  herein  and  as  the 
request  to  the  Director  of  Elections  to  take  all  steps  required  to  conduct 
the  election  ordered  pursuant  to  this  Resolution. 

12.  The  Clerk  is  hereby  directed  to  send  a certified  copy  of  this 
Resolution  to  the  Director  of  Elections  to  be  received  no  later  than  5 
p.m.  on  March  12, 2010. 

13.  The  Board  hereby  requests  that  the  Director  of  Elections 
shall  transmit  a copy  of  the  Ballot  Measure  to  the  Ballot  Simplification 
Committee,  which  shall  prepare  an  impartial  analysis  of  the  measure, 
showing  the  effect  of  the  Ballot  Measure  on  existing  law  and  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Ballot  Measure. 

14.  Pursuant  to  Section  9502  of  the  Elections  Code,  the 
Director  of  Elections  is  requested  to  fix  and  determine  a reasonable  date 
prior  to  the  election  after  which  no  arguments  for  or  against  the  Ballot 
Measure  may  be  submitted  to  the  Director  of  Elections  so  as  to  provide 
a reasonable  time  in  which  to  prepare  and  print  the  arguments,  and  to 
permit  a 10-calendar-day  public  examination  and  to  publish  notice  (the 
“Notice”)  of  such  date  once  in  a newspaper  of  general  circulation  pub- 
lished in  the  District.  The  Board  requests  that  a copy  of  that  published 
Notice  be  delivered  to  the  Clerk,  pursuant  to  Section  12113  of  the 
Elections  Code. 

15.  The  Clerk  shall  post  the  Notice  received  from  the  Director 
of  Elections  in  the  District  office  pursuant  to  Section  12113  of  the 
Elections  Code. 

16.  Pursuant  to  Sections  5302, 5303, 5320, 5322  and  5325  of 
the  Education  Code,  the  Superintendent  and  the  Director  of  Elections  of 
the  City  and  County  are  hereby  requested  to  take  all  steps  to  call  and 
conduct  the  election  in  accordance  with  law  and  these  specifications. 

17.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  is  authorized  to  canvass  the  returns  of-the  election  pursuant  to 
Section  10411  of  the  Elections  Code. 

18.  Pursuant  to  Section  5303  of  the  Education  Code  and 
Section  10002  of  the  Elections  Code,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  requested  to  permit  the  Director  of 
Elections  to  render  all  services  necessary,  including  those  services  spec- 
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ified  in  Section  12105  of  the  Elections  Code  relating  to  the  election, 
such  services  to  include  the  mailing  of  the  sample  ballot. 

19.  The  Board  requests  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  or  any  officer  otherwise  authorized  by 
law,  to  partially  or  completely  consolidate  the  election  with  the  regular- 
ly scheduled  local  election  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  or 
the  general  election  held  on  June  8,  2010;  and  to  further  provide  that  the 
canvass  be  made  by  any  body  or  official  authorized  by  law  to  canvass 
the  returns  of  the  election  and  that  the  Board  consents  to  such 
consolidation. 

20.  Within  three  business  days  after  the  adoption  of  this 
Resolution,  the  Clerk  shall  accept  and  file  a certified  copy  of  this 
Resolution  along  with  a copy  of  the  Boundary  Map  and  a sufficient 
description  of  the  boundaries  of  CFD  No.  90-1 . The  Clerk  shall  also 
accept  and  file  the  assessor’s  parcel  numbers  for  the  land  within  CFD 
No.  90-1,  if  necessary. 

21.  If  two  thirds  (2/3)  of  the  votes  cast  upon  the  question  of 
making  the  proposed  changes  are  cast  in  favor  thereof,  as  determined  by 
this  Board  after  the  canvass  of  the  returns  of  the  consolidated  election, 
this  Board  may  thereafter  proceed  with  the  financing  of  the  Facilities 
and  the  levy  the  special  tax  within  CFD  No.  90-1  in  the  amount  and  for 
the  purposes  specified  in  this  Resolution.  The  special  tax  may  be  levied 
only  at  the  rate  and  may  be  apportioned  only  in  the  manner  specified  in 
this  Resolution,  subject  to  the  Act,  except  that  the  special  tax  may  be 
levied  at  a lower  rate. 

22.  Upon  a determination  by  this  Board,  after  the  canvass  of  the 
returns  of  the  election  contemplated  in  Sections  19  and  21  hereof,  that 
two  thirds  (2/3)  of  the  votes  cast  upon  the  question  of  making  the  pro- 
posed changes  are  in  favor  thereof,  it  will  adopt  a resolution  determin- 
ing the  proposed  changes  are  authorized,  and  the  Clerk  will  record  a 
notice  of  the  changes  as  provided  for  in  Section  3117.5  of  the  California 
Streets  and  Highways  Code.  Upon  such  recordation,  a continuing  lien  to 
secure  each  levy  of  the  special  tax  shall  attach  to  all  nonexempt  real 
property  in  CFD  No.  90-1 , and  this  lien  shall  continue  in  force  and 
effect  until  the  collection  of  the  special  tax  ceases  to  be  levied. 

23.  The  goals  and  policies  related  to  the  use  of  the  Act,  set  forth 
in  EXHIBIT  D,  are  hereby  adopted. 

24.  The  Clerk,  the  District’s  General  Counsel,  and  the  other 
officers  of  the  District  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  individually 
and  collectively,  to  do  any  and  all  things,  and  to  execute,  deliver,  and 
perform  any  and  all  agreements  and  documents,  that  they  deem  neces- 
sary or  advisable  in  order  to  effectuate  the  purposes  of  this  Resolution, 
including,  without  limitation,  to  prepare  and  submit  for  inclusion  in  the 
voter  information  materials  an  argument  in  favor  of  passage  of  the  bal- 
lot measure.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  the  officers  of  the  District 
that  are  in  conformity  with  the  purposes  and  intent  of  this  Resolution 
are  hereby  ratified,  conformed  and  approved. 

25.  This  Resolution  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  adoption.

EXHIBIT  A 

FACILITIES  TO  BE  FINANCED 

The  following  school  sites  and  structures,  consistent  with  the  building 
area  and  cost  standards  established  by  the  State  Allocation  Board. 

1 .  Seismic  upgrading,  structural  strengthening  and  related 
improvements  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District 
facilities  and  Child  Care  Centers  to  repair,  replace,  improve. 


or  rehabilitate  identified  structural  deficiencies  and  improve 
the  seismic  performance  due  to  revisions  to  the  California 
building  codes. 

2.  Repair,  replace,  improve  or  rehabilitate  fire  and  life-safety 
building  systems,  and  related  improvements,  including 
paths  of  exiting,  ADA  access  paths  of  travel,  building  code 
upgrades,  fire  alarm  systems,  fire  sprinkler  and  fire  suppres- 
sion systems,  and  correction  of  identified  fire  safety  viola- 
tions of  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  facilities  and 
Child  Care  Centers. 

3.  Deferred  capital  maintenance  of  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  facilities  and  Child  Care  Centers,  including 
the  salaries  and  benefits  of  those  District  employees  directly 
working  on  the  reparation,  replacement,  improvement  or 
rehabilitation  of  fire,  life-safety  and  exiting  systems,  and 
other  incidental  expenses  related  to  the  foregoing  or  to 
building  code  upgrades  and/or  replacement  of  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District  facilities  and  Child  Care 
Centers  as  needed. 

4.  Incidental  expenses,  including  the  cost  of  planning,  design, 
engineering,  testing  and  environmental  evaluations  for  each 
individual  project;  all  costs  associated  with  the  determina- 
tion of  the  amount  of  and  collection  of  taxes,  the  payment  of 
taxes,  and  costs  otherwise  incurred  in  order  to  carry  out  the 
authorized  purposes  of  CFD  No.  90-1;  and  any  other  expens- 
es incidental  to  the  reparation,  replacement,  improvement,  or 
rehabilitation  of  the  facilities  permitted  under  the  Act. 


EXHIBIT  B 

RATE  AND  METHOD  OF  APPORTIONMENT  OF  SPECIAL  TAX 

The  annual  and  special  tax  shall  be  levied  on  each  separate  parcel 
within  Community  Facilities  District  No.  90-1,  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District,  San  Francisco  County,  California  (“CFD  No.  90-1”)  as 
shown  on  the  San  Francisco  County  Assessor’s  records,  subject  to  the 
maximum  rates  specified  below,  as  established  by  the  Board  of 
Education  (“Board”)  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District 
(“District”) 

DETERMINATION  OF  PARCELS  SUBJECT  TO  SPECIAL  TAX 

The  records  of  the  County  Assessor  of  San  Francisco  County 
shall  be  used  to  determine  the  parcels  subject  to  the  special  tax.  The 
basis  for  determining  the  parcels  will  be  the  Secured  Property  Tax  Roll. 
The  land  use  code  contained  with  records  maintained  by  the  Assessor  of 
the  number  of  dwelling  units  on  each  residential  parcel  in  CFD  90-1, 
will  be  the  basis  for  assigning  the  appropriate  tax  rate  to  each  parcel.  If 
the  District  determines  that  the  records  maintained  by  the  Assessor  are 
incorrect  with  respect  to  one  or  more  parcels,  the  District  will  assign  the 
appropriate  land  use  code  and  dwelling  unit  count  based  on  its  review 
of  the  property.  All  special  taxes  shall  be  based  on  parcels  established  in 
the  County  Assessor’s  records  as  of  March  1 of  each  year  and  all  land 
use  categories  shall  be  based  on  building  permits  and  other  relevant 
development  approvals  granted  by  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  or  any  successor  jurisdiction  as  of  June  1 of  each  year. 

Using  the  records  of  the  County  Assessor,  the  District  shall  pre- 
pare a list  of  the  parcels  subject  to  the  tax.  The  District  shall  establish 
the  parcels  subject  to  the  tax  using  the  procedure  described  below: 

1 . Exclude  all  parcels  which,  as  of  March  1 of  the  prior  fiscal 
year,  meet  one  of  the  following  conditions:  (1)  are  vacant, 
(2)  are  owned  by  the  federal,  state,  or  local  government  or  a 
public  agency  or  utility  and  are  used  for  public  purpose(s), 
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Section  3.  PROPOSED  PROGRAM.  All  contracts  that  are  funded 
with  the  proceeds  of  bonds  authorized  hereby  shall  be  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  83  of  the  City’s  Administrative  Code  (the  “First 
Source  Hiring  Program”),  which  fosters  construction  and  permanent 
employment  opportunities  for  qualified  economically  disadvantaged 
individuals.  In  addition,  all  contracts  that  are  funded  with  the  proceeds 
of  bonds  authorized  hereby  also  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  14B  of  the  City's  Administrative  Code  (the  “Local  Business 
Enterprise  and  Non-Discrimination  in  Contracting  Ordinance”),  which 
assists  small  and  micro  local  businesses  to  increase  their  ability  to  com- 
pete effectively  for  the  award  of  City  contracts.  The  proposed  program 
can  be  summarized  as  follows: 

A.  AUXILIARY  WATER  SUPPLY  SYSTEM.  A portion  of  the 
Bond  shall  be  allocated  to  the  renovation  and  seismic  upgrading  of 
Auxiliary  Water  Supply  System  (the  "AWSS”)  cqre  facilities  consisting 
of  a reservoir,  two  storage  tanks  and  two  pump  stations  (collectively,  the 
“AWSS  Project”). 

B . CRITICAL  FIREFIGHTING  FACILITIES  AND 
INFRASTRUCTURE.  A portion  of  the  Bond  shall  be  allocated  to  the 
construction,  acquisition,  improvement,  retrofitting  and  completion  of 
critical  firefighting  facilities  and  infrastructure  for  earthquake  safety  and 
emergency  response  not  otherwise  specifically  enumerated  in  this  ordi- 
nance. including  without  limitation,  neighborhood  fire  stations,  and  such 
facilities  as  cisterns,  pipes  and  tunnels  for  the  water  system  for  firefight- 
in«  (collectively,  the  "Critical  Firefighting  Facilities  and  Infrastructure”). 

C.  PUBLIC  SAFETY  BUILDING.  A portion  of  the  Bond  shall 
be  allocated  to  construct  in  Mission  Bay  a Public  Safety  Building  con- 
sisting of  a new  police  department  command  center,  a southern  district 
police  station,  and  a neighborhood  fire  station  in  a seismically  secure 
facility  to  serve  Mission  Bay  to  accommodate  safety  needs  in  a growing 
community  (the  “Public  Safety  Building”). 

D.  CITIZEN’S  OVERSIGHT  COMMITTEE.  A portion  of  the 
Bond  shall  be  used  to  perform  audits  of  the  Bond,  as  further  described 
in  Section  15. 

The  proposed  uses  and  amounts  described  in  this  Section  3 are 
estimates  only  and,  with  the  exception  of  Section  3D  above,  are  subject, 
without  limitation,  to  review  and  revision  by  the  Mayor  and  the  Board. 

Section  4.  BOND  ACCOUNTABILITY  MEASURES 

The  Bond  shall  include  the  following  administrative  rules  and 
principles: 

A.  OVERSIGHT.  The  proposed  bond  funds  shall  be  subjected 
to  approval  processes  and  rules  described  in  the  San  Francisco  Charter 
and  Administrative  Code.  Pursuant  to  S.F.  Administrative  Code  5.31, 
the  Citizen's  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee  shall  con- 
duct an  annual  review  of  bond  spending,  and  shall  provide  an  annual 
report  of  the  bond  program  to  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

B.  TRANSPARENCY.  The  City  shall  create  and  maintain  a 
Web  page  outlining  and  describing  the  bond  program,  progress,  and 
activity  updates.  The  City  shall  also  hold  an  annual  public  hearing  and 
reviews  on  the  bond  program  and  its  implementation  before  the  Capital 
Planning  Committee,  t(ie  Police  and  Fire  Commissions,  and  the 
Citizen’s  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee.  t 

Section  5.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  bond  financed  portion  of  the 
project  described  in  Section  2 above  was  fixed  by  the  Board  by  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  and  in  the  amount  specified  below: 

Resolution  No.  091457,  $412,300,000. 

Such  resolution  was  passed  by  two-thirds  or  more  of  the  Board 
and  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  (the  “Mayor”).  In  such  resolu- 
tion it  was  recited  and  found  by  the  Board  that  the  sum  of  money  speci- 
fied is  too  great  to  be  paid  out  of  the  ordinary  annual  income  and  reve- 
nue of  the  City  in  addition  to  the  other  annual  expenses  or  other  funds 
derived  from  taxes  levied  for  those  purposes  and  will  require  expendi- 
tures greater  than  the  amount  allowed  by  the  annual  tax  levy. 

The  method  and  manner  of  payment  of  the  estimated  costs 
described  in  this  ordinance  are  by  the  issuance  of  bonds  of  the  City  not 
exceeding  the  principal  amount  specified. 

Such  estimate  of  costs  as  set  forth  in  such  resolution  is  adopted 
and  determined  to  be  the  estimated  cost  of  such  bond  financed  improve- 
ments and  financing,  as  designed  to  date. 


Section  6.  The  Bond  Special  Election  shall  be  held  and  conducted 
and  the  votes  received  and  canvassed,  and  the  returns  made  and  the 
results  ascertained,  determined  and  declared  as  provided  in  this  ordi- 
nance and  in  all  particulars  not  recited  in  this  ordinance  such  election 
shall  be  held  according  to  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  (the 
“State”)  and  the  Charter  of  the  City  (the  “Charter”)  and  any  regulations 
adopted  under  State  law  or  the  Charter,  providing  for  and  governing 
elections  in  the  City,  and  the  polls  for  such  election  shall  be  and  remain 
open  during  the  time  required  by  such  laws  and  regulations. 

Section  7.  The  Bond  Special  Election  is  consolidated  with  the 
General  Election  scheduled  to  be  held  in  the  City  on  Tuesday,  June  8, 
2010.  The  voting  precincts,  polling  places  and  officers- t>f  election  for  the 
June  8,  2010  General  Election  are  hereby  adopted,  established,  designat- 
ed and  named,  respectively,  as  the  voting  precincts,  polling  places  and 
officers  of  election  for  the  Bond  Special  Election  called,  and  reference  is 
made  to  the  notice  of  election  setting  forth  the  voting  precincts,  polling 
places  and  officers  of  election  for  the  June  8,  2010  General  Election  by 
the  Director  of  Elections  to  be  published  in  the  official  newspaper  of  the 
City  on  the  date  required  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California. 

Section  8.  The  ballots  to  be  used  at  the  Bond  Special  Election 
shall  be  the  ballots  to  be  used  at  the  June  8,  2010  General  Election.  The 
word  limit  for  ballot  propositions  imposed  by  San  Francisco  Municipal 
Elections  Code  Section  510  is  waived.  On  the  ballots  to  be  used  at  the 
Bond  Special  Election,  in  addition  to  any  other  matter  required  by  law  to 
be  printed  thereon,  shall  appear  the  following  as  a separate  proposition: 

“SAN  FRANCISCO  EARTHQUAKE  SAFETY  AND 
EMERGENCY  RESPONSE  BOND,  2010.  To  improve  fire,  earthquake 
and  emergency  response  and  ensure  firefighters  a reliable  water  supply 
for  fires  and  disasters,  through  projects  including:  improving  deteriorat- 
‘ ing  pipes,  hydrants,  reservoirs,  water  cisterns  and  pumps  built  after  the 
1906  earthquake;  improving  neighborhood  fire  stations;  replacing  the 
seismically-unsafe  emergency  command  center  with  an  earthquake-safe 
building;  and  to  pay  related  costs,  shall  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  issue  $412,300,000  in  general  obligation  bonds,  subject  to  cit- 
izen oversight  and  regular  audits?” 

Each  voter  to  vote  in  favor  of  the  issuance  of  the  foregoing  bond 
proposition  shall  mark  the  ballot  in  the  location  corresponding  to  a 
"YES”  vote  for  the  proposition,  and  to  vote  against  the  proposition  shall 
mark  the  ballot  in  the  location  corresponding  to  a “NO”  vote  for  the 
proposition. 

Section  9.  If  at  the  Bond  Special  Election  it  shall  appear  that  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  voters  voting  on  the  proposition  voted  in  favor  of  and 
authorized  the  incurring  of  bonded  indebtedness  for  the  purposes  set 
forth  in  such  proposition,  then  such  proposition  shall  have  been  accept- 
ed by  the  electors,  and  bonds  authorized  shall  be  issued  upon  the  order 
of  the  Board.  Siich  bonds  shall  bear  interest  at  a rate  not  exceeding 
applicable  legal  limits. 

The  votes  cast  .for  and  against  the  proposition  shall  be  counted 
separately  and  when  two-thirds  of  the  qualified  electors,  voting  on  the 
proposition,  vote  in  favor,  the  proposition  shall  be  deemed  adopted. 

Section  10.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  the  principal  and  interest 
on  the  bonds,  the  Board  shall,  at  the  time  of  fixing  the  general  tax  levy 
and  in  the  manner  for  such  general  tax  levy  provided,  levy  and  collect 
annually  each  year  until  such  bonds  are  paid,  or  until  there  is  a sum  in 
the  Treasury  of  said  City,  or  other  account  held  on  behalf  of  the 
Treasurer  of  said  City,  set  apart  for  that  purpose  to  meet  all  sums  com- 
ing due  for  the  principal  and  interest  on  the  bonds,  a tax  sufficient  to 
pay  the  annual  interest  on  such  bonds  as  the  same  becomes  due  and  also 
such  part  of  the  principal  thereof  as  shall  become  due  before  the  pro- 
ceeds of  a tax  levied  at  the  time  for  making  the  next  general  tax  levy 
can  be  made  available  for  the  payment  of  such  principal. 

Section  1 1 . This  ordinance  shall  be  published  in  accordance  with 
any  State  law  requirements,  and  such  publication  shall  constitute  notice 
of  the  Bond  Special  Election  and  no  other  notice  of  the  Bond  Special 
Election  hereby  called  need  be  given. 

Section  12.  The  Board,  having  reviewed  the  proposed  legislation, 
makes  the  following  findings  in  compliance  with  the  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act  (“CEQA”).  California  Public  Resources 
Code  Sections  21000  et  seq..  the  CEQA  Guidelines.  15  Cal. 
Administrative  Code  Sections  15000  et  seq..  ("CEQA  Guidelines”),  and 
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San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Chapter  31  (“Chapter  31”): 

(i)  Critical  Firefighting  Facilities  and  Infrastructure.  For  the 
reasons  set  forth  in  the  letter  from  the  Planning  Department,  dated 
1/7/10,  a copy  of  which  ison  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File 
No.  091458  and  incorporated  by  reference,  the  Board  finds  that  the 
bond  proposal  as  it  relates  to  funds  for  Critical  Firefighting  Facilities 
and  Infrastructure  is  not  subject  to  CEQA  because  as  the  establishment 
of  a government  financing  mechanism  that  does  not  identify  individual 
specific  projects  to  be  constructed  with  the  funds,  it  is  not  a project  as 
defined  by  CEQA  and  the  CEQA  Guidelines.  The  use  of  bond  proceeds 
to  finance  any  project  or  portion  of  any  project  with  funds  for  the 
Critical  Firefighting  Facilities  and  Infrastructure  portion  of  the  Bond 
will  be  subject  to  approval  of  the  Board  upon  completion  of  planning 
and  any  further  required  environmental  review  under  CEQA  for  the 
individual  Critical  Firefighting  Facilities  and  Infrastructure  projects. 

(ii)  AWSS  Project.  On  December  10,  2009,  the  Planning 
Department  issued  a Final  Mitigated  Negative  Declaration  (“FMND”) 
for  the  AWSS  Project,  San  Francisco  Planning  Department  Case  No. 
2009.0568E,  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No. 
091458  and  which  is  incorporated  into  this  ordinance  by  this  reference. 
In  issuing  the  FMND  the  Planning  Department  determined  that  the 
AWSS  Project  could  not  have  a significant  effect  on  the  environment. 

(a)  The  Board  hereby  adopts  as  its  own  the  CEQA  findings  for 
the  AWSS  Project  made  by  the  Planning  Department  in  the  FMND. 

(b)  The  Board  has  reviewed  and  considered  the  information 
contained  in  the  FMND  and  all  information  pertaining  to  the  AWSS 
Project  in  the  Department's  case  file  and  all  documents  referenced  in 
this  ordinance  are  either  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No. 
091458  or  may  be  found  in  the  files  of  the  Planning  Department,  as  the 
custodian  of  records,  at  1660  Mission  Street  in  San  Francisco. 

(c)  The  AWSS  Project  as  reflected  in  this  ordinance  is  consis- 
tent with  the  project  described  in  the  FMND  and  would  not  result  in  any 
significant  impacts  not  identified  in  the  FMND  nor  cause  significant 
effects  identified  in  the  FMND  to  be  substantially  more  severe. 

(d)  In  accordance  with  CEQA,  the  Board  has  considered  the 
mitigation  measures  described  in  the  FMND  and  hereby  requires  the 
mitigation  measures  and  the  mitigation  monitoring  and  reporting  pro- 
gram ("MMRP”)  denoted  as  Exhibit  A to  this  ordinance  and  on  file  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  091458  to  be  imposed  as  conditions 
on  the  implementation  of  the  AWSS  Project  approved  by  this  ordinance. 

(e)  With  the  implementation  of  the  mitigation  measures 
required  in  Exhibit  A to  this  ordinance,  the  environmental  impacts 
resulting  from  AWSS  Project  on  cultural  resources,  biological  resources 
and  from  releases  of  hazardous  materials  or  creation  of  hazards  would 
be  reduced  to  a less  than  significant  level  as  described  in  the  FMND. 

(0  Based  upon  the  whole  record.for  the  FMND,  including  all 
written  materials  and  any  oral  testimony  received  by  the  Board,  the 
Board  hereby  finds  that  the  FMND  reflects  the  independent  judgment 
and  analysis  of  the  Planning  Department  and  the  Board,  is  adequate  and 
complete  and  there  is  no  substantial  evidence  that  the  proposed  AWSS 
Project,  given  the  implementation  of  the  mitigation  measures  as  stated 
in  the  FMND  and  the  adoption  of  the  MMRP,  could  have  a significant 
effect  on  the  environment  as  shown  in  the  analysis  of  the  FMND.  The 
Board  hereby  adopts  the  FMND  and  the  MMRP  on  file  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board  as  Exhibit  A to  this  ordinance. 

(iii)  Public  Safety  Building.  The  Public  Safety  Building  is  pro- 
posed to  be  constructed  within  Mission  Bay.  On  September  17,  1998, 
the  Redevelopment  Agency  Commission  by  Resolution  No.  190-98  and 
the  San  Francisco  Planning  Commission  by  Resolution  No.  14696  certi- 
fied the  Final  Subsequent  Environmental  Impact  Report  for  the  Mission 
Bay  North  and  South  Redevelopment  Plans  (“FSEIR”).  On  October  19, 
1998,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  by  Motion  No.  98-132  affirmed  certifi- 
cation of  the  FSEIR  and  by  Resolution  No.  854-98,  adopted  CEQA 
findings,  including  a statement  of  overriding  considerations  and  a 
Mission  Bay  mitigation  monitoring  and  reporting  program  (“Mission 
Bay  MMRP")  in  support  of  various  approval  actions  taken  by  the  Board 
to  implement  the  Mission  Bay  Redevelopment  Plans.  Resolution  No. 
854-98  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  091458  and 
incorporated  in  this  ordinance  by  this  reference. 

(a)  The  Public  Safety  Building  is  proposed  at  Parcel  8 in  the 


Mission  Bay  South  Redevelopment  Plan  Area,  bounded  by  Mission 
Rock,  China  Basin  and  Third  Streets.  The  Redevelopment  Agency  has 
issued  several  addenda  to  the  FSEIR  to  address  various  issues  and  most 
recently  issued  Addendum  No.  7 to  address  the  location  of  the  Public 
Safety  Building  at  Parcel  8;  Addendum  No.  7 concludes  that  the  pro- 
posed Public  Safety  Building  is  within  the  scope  of  the  project  analyzed 
in  the  FSEIR  and  will  not  result  in  any  new  significant  impacts  or  a 
substantial  increase  in  the  severity  of  previously  identified  significant 
effects  that  alter  the  conclusions  reached  in  the  Mission  Bay  FSEIR . 

The  Addendum  No.  7 and  any  supporting  documents  have  been  made 
available  to  the  Board  and  the  public,  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  in  File  No".  091458  and  Addendum  No.  7 is  incorporated  in  this 
ordinance  by  this  reference.  Hereafter  in  this  ordinance,  the  reference  to 
the  FSEIR  include  any  addenda  to  the  FSEIR. 

(b)  The  Board  has  reviewed  and  considered  the  CEQA  Findings 
and  statement  of  overriding  considerations  that  it  previously  adopted, 
and  reviewed  and  considered  the  above-  referenced  CEQA  Findings  of 
the  Redevelopment  Agency  Commission  and  the  CEQA  Findings  con- 
tained in  Addendum  No.  7 and  hereby  adopts  these  additional  CEQA 
Findings  as  its  own.  The  Board  additionally  finds  that  implementation 
of  the  Public  Safety  Building  in  Mission  Bay  (1)  does  not  require  major 
revisions  in  the  FSEIR  due  to  the  involvement  of  new  significant  envi- 
ronmental effects  or  a substantial  increase  in  the  severity  of  previously 
identified  significant  effects,  (2)  no  substantial  changes  have  occurred 
with  respect  to  the  circumstances  under  which  the  project  analyzed  in 
the  FSEIR  will  be  undertaken  that  would  require  major  revisions  to  the 
FSEIR  due  to  the  involvement  of  new  significant  environmental  effects, 
or  a substantial  increase  in  the  severity  of  effects  identified  in  the 
FSEIR,  and  (3)  no  new  information  of  substantial  importance  to  the 
project  analyzed  in  the  FSEIR  has  become  available  which  would  indi- 
cate that  (i)  the  Public  Safety  Building  will  have  significant  effects  not 
discussed  in  the  FSEIR;  (ii)  significant  environmental  effects  will  be 
substantially  more  severe;  (iii)  mitigation  measures  or  alternatives  found 
not  feasible  which  would  reduce  one  or  more  significant  effects  have 
become  feasible;  or  (iv)  mitigation  measures  or  alternatives  which  are 
considerably  different  from  those  in  the  FSEIR  will  substantially  reduce 
one  or  more  significant  effects  on  the  environment. 

Section  13.  The  Board  finds  and  declares  that  the  proposed  Bond 
is  (i)  in  conformity  with  the  priority  policies  of  Section  101.1(b)  of  the 
San  Francisco  Planning  Code,  (ii)  in  accordance  with  Section  4.105  of 
the  San  Francisco  Charter  and  Section  2A.53(f)  of  the  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code,  and  (iii)  consistent  with  the  City’s  General  Plan, 
and  adopts  the  findings  of  the  Planning  Department,  as  set  forth  in  the 
General  Plan  Referral  Report  dated  January  7,  2010,  a copy  of  which  is 
on  file  with  the'Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  091458  and  incorporates 
such  findings  by  reference. 

Section  14.  Under  Section  53410  of  the  California  Government 
Code,  the  bonds  shall  be  for  the  specific  purpose. authorized  in  this  ordi- 
nance and  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds  will  be  applied  only  for  such  spe- 
cific purpose.  The  City  will  comply  with  the  requirements  of  Sections 
53410(c)  and  53410(d)  of  the  California  Government  Code. 

Section  15.  The  Bonds  are  subject  to,  and  incorporate  by  refer- 
ence, the  applicable  provisions  of  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code 
Sections  5.30  - 5.36  (the  “Citizens’  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight 
Committee”).  Under  Section  5.31  of  the  Citizens’  General  Obligation 
Bond  Oversight  Committee,  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law,  one-tenth  of 
one  percent  (0.1%)  of  the  gross  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  deposited 
in  a fund  established  by  the  Controller’s  Office  and  appropriated  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  at  the  direction  of  the  Citizens’  General  Obligation 
Bond  Oversight  Committee  to  cover  the  costs  of  such  committee. 

Section  16.  The  time  requirements  specified  in  Section  2.34  of 
the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  are  waived. 

Section  17. The  appropriate  officers,  employees,  representatives 
and  agents  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  do  every- 
thing necessary  or  desirable  to  accomplish  the  calling  and  holding  of  the 
Bond  Special  Election,  and  to  otherwise  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance. 

Section  18.  Documents  referenced  in  this  ordinance  are  on  file 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in. File  No.  091458,  which  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  a part  of  this  ordinance  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein. 
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Proposition  C 

Describing  and  setting  forth  a proposal  to  the  qualified  voters  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  by  adding  Section  5.107  to  establish  a 
Film  Commission,  establish  its  membership  and  qualifications,  establish 
duties,  and  provide  for  the  issuance  of  film  permits. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  submits  to  the  qualified  voters 
of  the  City  and  County,  at  an  election  to  be  held  on  June  8,  2010.  a pro- 
posal to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  by  adding  Section 
5.107  as  follows:

Section  1 . The  San  Francisco  Charter  is  hereby  amended  by 
adding  Section  5.107  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  5JQ7.  FILM  COMMISSION, 

(a)  Composition.  The  Film  Commission  shall  consist  of  eleven 
members,  who  shall  each  serve  a four-year  term.  The  Mayor  shall  nom- 
inate six  members  and  the  Rules  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
shall  nominate  five  members.  Members  max  be  removed  by  the  appoint- 
ing authorin'  pursuant  to  Section  15.105. 

The  Mayor  shall  nominate  two  members  with  professional  experi- 
ence in  the  film  industry  or  a related  field,  two  members  from  organiza- 
tions that  represent  neighborhoods  or  districts  that  the  issuance  of  film 
permits  impacts,  one  member  nominated  by  an  organization  that  repre- 
sents film  industry  workers,  and  one  member  from  an  oreanization  or 
institution  that  teaches  film  studies  or  a related  held. 

The  Rules  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  nominate 
hvo  members  from  organizations  that  represent  neishborhoods  or  dis- 
tricts that  the  issuance  of  film  permits  impacts,  one  member  with  profes- 
sional experience  in  the  film  industry  or  a related  field,  one  member 
nominated  by  an  oreanization  that  represents  film  industry  workers,  and 
one  member  who  represents  the  general  public. 

For  purposes  of  this  section,  “film  industry"  or  “ related  field" 
shall  include,  but  is  not  limited  to.  areas  such  as:  performing  and  cre- 
ative arts:  film  production,  film  or  sound  technology  services  and  facili- 
ties: film-related  education:  presentation  and  production:  and  interac- 
tive  multimedia. 

All  nominees  are  subject  to  confirmation  bv  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.  If  the  Board  neither  confirms  nor  rejects  a nominee  within 
45  days  of  the  date  that  the  Mayor  transmits  the  nomination  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  or  the  Rules  Committee  nominates  a candidate  for 
the  Board’s  approval,  the  nominee  shall  be  deemed  approved.  To  stag- 
ger the  terms  of  the  members,  the  initial  appointments  to  the 
Commission  shall  be  as  follows:  the  Mayor  shall  nominate  three  mem- 
bers to  serve  terms  of  four  years,  two  members  to  serve  a term  of  three 
years,  and  one  member  to  serve  a term  of  two  years.  The  Rules 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  nominate  three  members  to 
serve  terms  of  four  years,  and  two  members  to  serve  terms  of  three 
years.  Thereafter,  all  commissioners  shall  serve  for  four-year  terms. 
Vacancies  shall  be  Tilled  bv  the  nominating  authority.  Vacancies  occur- 
ring during  a term  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term. 

The  President  of  the  Arts  Commission  shall  serve  as  a non-vot- 
ing. ex  officio  member. 

(b)  Commission  Purpose  and  Duties. 

The  Commission  shall  develop,  recognize,  and  promote  film 
activities  in  the  City.  The  members  shall  work  together  to  explore  and 
promote  lone- term  goals  for  film  makine  as  a major  emphasis  of  the 
City's  economic  and  cultural  base,  and  encourage  the  recognition  of 
film  arts  as  an  art  form  with  widespread  economic  components. 

In  addition  to  the  powers  set  forth  in  Section  4.102.  and  subsec- 
tion ( cl , below,  the  Film  Commission's  powers  shall  include,  but  are  not 
limited  to: 

1 1 ) Appointing  an  Executive  Director,  who  shall  have  significant 
PW/ftsionpl  experience  in  film  produaionjmjdieJilm  industry.  The 
Executive  Director  shall  serve  at  the  Film  Commission's  pleasure.  The 


Executive  Director  shall  act  as  the  department  head  and  appointing 
officer  of  the  Commission  under  Charter  Section  4.126.  The  Executive 
Director  shall  supervise  the  Commission ’s  staff,  and  shall  have  other 
duties  and  responsibilities  as  provided  in  this  Section  or  bv  ordinance  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors:  and 

(2)  Any  other  powers  or  duties  specified  bv  Ordinance. 

( c j Issuance  of  Film  Permits:  Appeal.  Except  for  departments  in 
which  the  Charter  vests  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  property  under  their 
control,  the  Film  Commission  shall  have  the  authority  to  issue  permits 
for  film  production  on  Cits’  property  or  in  public  rights-of-way  within 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  may  dele  sate  this  responsi- 
bility to  the  Executive  Director.  Where  Elm  production  is  to  take  place 
on  City  property  under  the  jurisdiction  of  City  departments,  neither  the 
Film  Commission  nor  the  Executive  Director  may  grant  a permit  to  use 
such  propern • without  the  prior  consent  of  the  department  head  or  his 
or  her  desisnee.  The  Commission  may  issue  a permit  that  involves  a 
street  closure  provided  that  the  Commission  must  obtain  all  prior 
approvals  as  required  by  the  City  law  and  procedures  governing  street 
closure  permits  generally. 

Where  the  Executive  Director  denies  an  application  for  a film 
permit  the  applicant  may,  within  10  calendar  days  of  the  denial,  appeal 
the  denial  to  the  Commission  or  to  a committee  that  the  Commission 
designates  to  hear  such  appeals.  The  permit  decisions  of  the  Executive 
Director,  the  Commission,  or  its  designated  committee  shall  be  the 
City's  final  action  on  film  permits.

Describing  and  setting  forth  a proposal  to  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  by  amending  Sections  A8.432,  A8.506, 

A8. 506-2,  A8. 506-3,  and  A8.510,  and  by  adding  Sections  A8.432-1, 
A8.600  to  A8.600-14,  A8.601  to  A8.601-16  and  A8.602  to  A8.602-16, 
to:  (1)  define  “Participating  Employers”  for  the  Retiree  Health  Care 
Trust  Fund  to  include  the  Superior  Court  of  California,  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  to  the  extent  it  participates  in  the  City  and  County’s 
Health  Service  System  and  upon  resolution  by  its  governing  board;  (2) 
require  the  difference  between  the  City  and  County’s  contribution  to  the 
San  Francisco  Employees’  Retirement  System  (SFERS)  set  by  the 
Retirement  Board  each  year  and  the  employer  normal  cost  rate  to  be 
deposited  into  the  Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund;  (3)  require  the  differ- 
ence between  the  “Participating  Employers”  contribution  to  SFERS  set 
by  the  Retirement  Board  each  year  and  the  employer  normal  cost  rate  to 
be  deposited  into  the  Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund  only  upon  resolu- 
tion by  the  governing  boards  of  the  respective  “Participating 
Employers”  approving  said  deposits;  (4)  establish  an  employee  contri- 
bution rate  of  nine  percent  for  all  employees  hired  on  and  after  July  1, 
2010,  who  become  members  of  the  California  Public  Employees’ 
Retirement  System  (CalPERS);  (5)  require  all  contracts  with  CalPERS 
for  persons  hired  on  and  after  July  1 , 2010,  to  include  a two-year  formu- 
la for  the  calculation  of  final  compensation  to  the  fullest  extent  possible; 
(6)  require  all  contracts  and  contract  amendments  on  and  after  July  1 , 
2010,  for  personnel  of  the  sheriff’s  department  and  housing  authority 
police  who  are  members  of  CalPERS  to  be  cost-neutral  to  the  City  and 
County;  (7)  create  a new  retirement  plan  for  miscellaneous  officers  and 
employees  hired  on  and  after  July  1 , 2010,  that  modifies  the  average 
final  compensation  calculation  from  a one-year  formula  to  a two-year 
formula;  and  (8)  create  new  retirement  plans  for  safety  members  hired 
on  and  after  July  1 , 2010,  that  increase  required  employee  retirement 
contributions  to  nine  percent  and  modify  the  average  final  compensation 
calculation  from  a one-year  formula  to  a two-year  formula. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  submits  to  the  qualified  voters 
of  the  City  and  County,  at  an  election  to  be  held-on  June  8, 2010,  a pro- 
posal to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  by  amending 
Sections  A8.432,  A8.506,  A8.506-2,  A8.506-3,  and  A8.510,  and  by  add- 
ing Sections  A8.432- 1 , A8.600  to  A8.600- 14,  A8.601  to  A8.601-16  and 
A8.602  to  A8.602-16,  to  read  as  follows: 
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Section  1 . The  San  Francisco  Charter  is  hereby  amended,  by  amending 
Sections  A8.432  and  A8.510  and  by  adding  Section  A8 .432-1  to  read  as 
follows: 

SEC.  A8.432  RETIREE  HEALTH  CARE  TRUST  FUND 

There  is  hereby  created  a Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund 
(RHCTF)  for  the  purpose  described  in  Section  12.204.  The  Retiree 
Health  Trust  Fund  Board  (Board)  described  in  Section  12.204  shall  have 
exclusive  authority  and  control  over  the  administration  of  the  RHCTF, 
investments  of  trust  assets,  and  disbursements  from,  the  trust  in  accor- 
dance with  the  provisions  of  this  Charter. 

Active  officers  and  employees  of  the  City  and  County  and 
Participating  Employers,  who  commenced  employment  with  the  City 
and  County,  or  the  Participating  Employers,  on  or  after  January  10, 
2009,  shall  contribute  their  respective  Employer’s  “Normal  Cost”  to  the 
RHCTF.  The  annual  active  employee  contribution  rate  shall  be  the 
Employers’  “Normal  Cost”  as  determined  by  the  Employers’  respective 
General  Accounting  Standards  Board  (GASB)  Actuaries  computed  as  a 
percentage  of  compensation  not  to  exceed  2%  of  pre-tax  compensation 
to  the  RHCTF.  The  Employers’  GASB  actuaries  shall  determine  the 
Employers’  respective  “Normal  Cost”  on  an  annual  basis. 

The  City  and  County  and  Participating  Employers  shall  each  con- 
tribute 1%  of  cbmpensation  for  officers  and  employees  hired  on  or  after 
January  10,  2009.  Once  an  Employer  has  no  Unfunded  Actuarial 
Accrued  Liability  and  the  Retiree  Health  Trust  Fund  is  Fully  Funded, 
then  the  Employer  and  its  active  officers  and  employees  hired  on  or 
after  January  10,  2009,  shall  instead  each  contribute  50%  of  the 
“Normal  Cost”  as  determined  by  the  Employers’  respective  GASB  actu- 
aries, not  to  exceed  2%  of  pre-tax  compensation,  and  the  1%  Employer 
contribution  shall  no  longer  be  required. 

Contributions  to  the  RHCTF  from  the  City  and  County,  and  its 
officers  and  employees,  and  each  Participating  Employer,  and  their  offi- 
cers and  employees,  shall  be  segregated  from  each  other  and  only  used 
as  a funding  source  to  defray  each  Employers’  obligations  to  pay  for 
retiree  health  care  under  Section  A8.428  and  each  Employers!  share  of 
administrative  expenses.  The  funds  may  be  pooled  for  investment  pur- 
poses only. 

No  disbursements,  other  than  to  defray  reasonable  expenses  of 
administering  the  RHCTF,  may  be  made  from  the  trust  prior  to  January 
1 , 2015.  Commencing  January  7,  2015,  trust  assets  may  be  used  to 
defray  the  cost  of  the  City’s,  and  other  Participating  Employers’,  obliga- 
tions to  pay  for  health  coverage  for  the  retired  persons  and  their  survi- 
vors entitled  to  health  care  coverage  under  Section  A8.428.  The  amount 
and  frequency  of  such  disbursements  shall  be  determined  by  the  Board 
in  consultation  with  the  Employers’  respective  GASB  Actuaries. 

(a)  Definitions. 

“Actuarial  Accrued  Liability”  as  used  in  this  section,  means 
“Actuarial  Accrued  Liability”  as  that  term  is  defined  under  GASB 
No.  45. 

“Employers”  as  used  in  this  section  means  the  City  and  County 
and  the  Participating  Employers. 

“Fully  Funded”  as  used  in  this  section  means  that  an  Employer’s 
GASB  Actuary  has  determined  that  the  market  value  of  assets  in  the 
Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund  equals  or  exceeds  the  Actuarial  Accrued 
Liability. 

“GASB  Actuary”  and  “GASB  Actuaries”  as  used  in  this  section 
means  the  actuarial  firms  hired  by  the  Employers  to  provide  estimates 
of  each  Employers’  respective  total  liability  and  annual  required  contri- 
bution for  post  retirement  health  benefits  under  GASB  No.  45. 

“GASB  No.  45”  as  used  in  this  section  means  Statement  No.  45 
of  the  Governmental  Accounting  Standards  Board,  Accounting  and 
Financial  Reporting  by  Employers  for  Postemployment  Benefits  Other 
Than  Pensions. 

“Health  coverage”  as  used  in  this  section,  means  the  health  bene- 
fits or  health  insurance  provided  by  the  health  service  system  for  retir- 
ees, survivors  and  dependents  under  Section  A8.428. 


“Normal  Cost”  as  used  in  this  section,- means  the  Employers’  nor- 
mal cost  under  GASB  No.  45  as  determined  by  the  Employers’  respec- 
tive GASB  Actuaries. 

“Retiree”  as  used  in  this  section,  means  a former  employee  who 
is  retired  and  is  entitled  to  health  coverage  under  Section  A8.428,  and 
the  qualified  survivors  or  dependents  of  such  retirees  who  are  entitled  to 
health  coverage  under  Section  A8.428. 

“Participating  Employers”  as  used  in  this  section  and  Sections. 
A8. 432-1 , A8.510  and  12.204,  shall  include  the  Superior  Court  of 
California.  County  of  San  Francisco.  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  and  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District,  following  a 
resolution  by  these  employers’  respective  governing  boards  to  partici- 
pate in  the  Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund. 

Notwithstanding  Charter  Section  A8.433,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  shall  adopt,  by  a majority  vote  before  January  1,  2009,  such 
ordinances  as  are  necessary  to  create  and  administer  the  Retiree  Health 
Care  Trust  Fund,  and  all  such  other  matters  as  may  be  necessary  to 
establish  and  maintain  the  purpose  described  in  this  section  and  Section 
12.204. 

SEC.  A8. 432-1  ADDITIONAL  CONTRIBUTIONS  TO  RETIREE 
HEALTH  CARE  TRUST  FUND 

Besinnine  on  July  1.  2011.  in  each  year  when  the  contribution  to 
the  Retirement  System  required  under  Section  A8.510  is  less  than  the 
Retirement  System  employer  normal  cost  rate:  (1)  the  City  and  County 
shall  deposit  the  difference  into  the  Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund: 
and  (2)  the  Participatine  Employers  shall  deposit  the  difference  into  the 
Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund  only  upon  resolution  bv  their  respective 
sovernins  boards. 

SEC.  A8.510  ACTUARIAL  TABLES,  RATES  AND  VALUATIONS 

The  mortality,  service  and  other  tables,  and  the  rates  of  contribu- 
tions for  members  as  recommended  by  the  actuary  and  the  valuations 
determined  by  him  and  approved  by  the  retirement  board,  shall  be  con- 
clusive and  final,  and  the  Retirement  System  shall  be  based  thereon. 

The  total  amount,  as  determined  by  the  actuary  and  approved  by  the 
board,  of  the  contributions  required  during  any  fiscal  year  of  the  City 
and  County  under  the  Retirement  System,  shall  be  paid  into  the 
Retirement  System  by  the  City  and  County  during  such  year.  Liabilities 
accruing  under  the  Retirement  System  because  of  service  rendered  to 
the  City  and  County  by  persons  prior  to  the  date  their  respective  classes 
become  eligible  for  membership  in  the  system,  and  administrative  costs 
under  the  system,  shall  be  met  by  contributions  to  the  Retirement 
System  by  the  City  and  County,  in  addition  to  any  amounts  contributed 
to  meet  liabilities  accruing  because  of  service  rendered  by  such  persons 
after  becoming  members  of  the  system,  provided  that  such  prior  service 
liabilities  may  be  met  by  annual  appropriations  instead  of  by  one  appro- 
priation for  the  total  amount  of  the  liabilities;  and  provided  further,  that 
such  appropriation  for  any  one  year  shall  not  be  less  than  the  amount 
disbursed  during  that  year  on  account  of  prior  service.  All  expenses  in 
connection  with  the  investment  of  such  fund  or  funds  as  may  be  estab- 
lished, including  but  not  limited  to  travel  and  transportation  costs, 
investment  seminar  expenses,  postage,  insurance,  telephone,  and  sub- 
scriptions to  investment  publications,  shall  be  paid  from  the  accumulat- 
ed contributions  of  the  City  and  County. 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Section  A8 .509(h)(5),  said 
actuarial  valuation  and  said  investigation  into  the  experience  under  the 
system  shall  be  made  as  determined  by  the  retirement  board;  provided, 
however,  that  said  actuarial  valuation  shall  be  made  not  less  than  once 
every  two  years.  All  expenses  in  connection  with  said  actuarial  valua- 
tion and  said  investigation  into  the  experience  under  the  system;  all 
expenses  incurred  by  financial  audits  and  accounting  systems  and  pro- 
cedures; and,  all  expenses  of  administration  of  plan  benefits,  including 
legal  expenses  thereof,  shall  be  paid  from  the  accumulated  contributions 
of  the  City  and  County. 

Contributions  to  the  Retirement  System  required  of  the  City  and 
County  shall  be  charged  by  the  controller  against  the  general  fund  or  the 
school,  utility,  bond  or  other  special  fund  under  which  the  service  was 
rendered,  on  account  of  which  the  contribution  is  required;  provided  that 
contributions  required  on  account  of  service  rendered  by  any  person 
prior  to  becoming  a member  of  the  system,  under  a temporary  fund,  such 
as  bond  or  County  roads  funds,  or  a fund  then  no  longer  existing,  may 
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be  charged  against  the  general  fund,  and  provided  further,  that  any  con- 
tributions required  on  account  of  persons  receiving  benefits  under  subdi- 
vision (c)  of  Section  A8.507,  shall  be  charged  against  the  general  fund. 

Beginning  on  July  I.  2011 . in  each  year  when  the  contribution  to 
the  Retirement  System  required  under  Section  A8510  is  less  than  the 
Retirement  System  employer  normal  cost  rate:  < 1 ) the  Cit\  and  County 
shall  deposit  the  difference  into  the  Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund; 
and  (2)  the  Participating  Employers,  as  defined  in  Section  A8.432.  shall 
deposit  the  difference  into  the  Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund  only 
upon  resolution  b\  their  respective  governing  boards. 

Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Charter  is  hereby  amended,  by 
amending  Sections  A8.506,  A8 .506-2  and  A8. 506-3  to  read  as  follows: 
SEC.  A8.506  SHERIFF’S  DEPARTMENT 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Charter,  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  shall  have  the  power  to  contract  with  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  Public  Employees’  Retirement  System  of  the 
State  of  California  to  provide  that  the  sheriff,  undersheriff  and  all  depu- 
tized personnel  of  the  sheriff’s  department  shall  be  members  of  the 
Public  Employees’  Retirement  System,  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
and  the  ^Retirement  bfioard  shall  have  the  power  to  perform  all  acts 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  terms  and  purposes  of  such  contract.  The 
maximum  employee  contribution  for  sheriff,  undersheriff  and  deputized 
personnel  of  the  sheriff’s  department  shall  be  seven  and  one-half  per- 
cent (7V6%).  Required  contributions  exceeding  seven  and  one-half  per- 
cent shall  be  made  by  the  City  and  County. 

However,  the  employee  contribution  for  persons  who  become 
employed  as  sheriff,  undersheriff  and  deputized  personnel  of  the  sher- 
iff’s department  on  and  after  July  1 . 2010.  shall  be  nine  percent  (9%). 

The  nine  percent  ( 9 %)  employee  contribution  rate  shall  take  effect 
immediately  upon  expiration  of  the  agreement  that  is  operative  on  June 
30.  2010.  between  the  City  and  County  and  the  recognized  bareainine 
organization  representine  said  employees. 

All  contracts  and  contract  amendments  with  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  Public  Employees'  Retirement  System  of  the  State 
of  California  for  persons  hired  on  and  after  July  1.  2010.  shall  provide, 
to  the  maximum  extent  permitted,  that  final  compensation  will  be  calcu- 
lated based  on  a two- year  formula. 

Except  as  provided  in  this  Section  A8.506.  on  and  after  July  1 . 
2QL0^comr_acts,and .contract  amendments  with  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  Public  Employees’  Retirement  System  of  the  State 
of  California  shall  be  cost-neutral  and  employee  bargaining  units  shall 
be  permitted  to  trade  salary  or  other  employee  paid  benefits  to  achieve 
cost-neutrality. 

Any  person  who  shall  become  a member  of  the  Public 
Employees’  Retirement  System  pursuant  to  such  contract  shall  have  the 
right  to  be  a member  of  the  health  service  system  and  the  hWealth  ser- 
vice bBoard  shall  make  provisions  for  participation  in  the  benefits  of  the 
health  service  system  by  such  persons. 

SEC.  A8.506-2  MISCELLANEOUS  SAFETY  EMPLOYEES 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Charter,  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  or  the  Community  College  Board  shall  have  the  power  to 
contract  with  the  Board  of  Administration  of  the  Public  Employees’ 
Retirement  System  of  the  State  of  California  to  provide  that  the  proba- 
tion officers,  airport  police  officers,  district  attorney  and  public  defender 
investigators,  medical  examiner  investigators,  juvenile  court  counselors, 
institutional  police,  fire  safety  inspectors  and  fire  protection  engineers 
who  are  not  members  of  the  Section  A8.588  plans,  shall  be  members  of 
the  Public  Employees’  Retirement  System,  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  the  Community  College  Board  and  the  Retirement  Board 
shall  have  the  power  to  perform  all  acts  necessary  to  carry  out  the  terms 
and  purposes  of  such  contract. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  have  the  power  to  amend  such  a 
contract  to  terminate  the  participation  of  certain  airport  police  officers 
in  the  Public  Employees’  Retirement  System  and  to  transfer  to  the  San 
Francisco  Employees’  Retirement  System  the  accumulated  assets  and 
liabilities  relating  to  the  airport  police  officers  that  make  such  an  elec- 
tion, and  to  exempt  such  a contract  amendment  from  the  cost-neutrality 
requirements  of  this  Section  A8.506-2,  provided  that  the  present  value 
of  any  additional  costs  associated  with  said  transfer  and  the  related  ben-  . 
efits  under  the  San  Francisco  Employees’  Retirement  System  does  not 


exceed  $670,000  in  the  aggregate.  All  additional  costs  in  the  form  of 
actuarial  liability  associated  with  said  transfer  and  said  benefits  that 
exceed  $670,000  in  the  aggregate  shall  be  paid  by  the  airport  police 
officers  that  elect  to  terminate  their  participation  in  the  Public 
Employees’  Retirement  System  and  transfer  the  accumulated  assets  and 
liabilities  relating  to  their  service  to  the  San  Francisco  Employees’ 
Retirement  System.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Retirement  Board 
shall  have  the  power  to  perform  all  acts  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
amendment  of  such  contract. 

Except  as  provided  in  this  Section  A8 .506-2,  contracts  and  con- 
tract amendments  shall  be  cost-neutral  and  employee  bargaining  units 
shall  be  permitted  to  trade  salary  or  other  employee  paid  benefits  to 
achieve  cost-neutrality.  However,  the  employee  contribution  for  persons 
who  become  employed  by  the  Cits’  and  County  on  and  after  July  1. 

2010.  and  who  become  eligible  for  membership  pursuant  to  this  Section 
A8 .506-2.  shall  be  nine  percent  (9%).  The  nine  percent  (9%)  employee 
contribution  rate  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  expiration  of  the 
agreement  that  is  operative  on  June  30.  2010.  between  the  City  and 
County  and  the  recognized  bargaining  organization  representing  said 
employees. 

All  contracts  and  contract  amendments  with  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  Public  Employees’  Retirement  System  of  the  State 
of  California  for  persons  hired  on  and  after  July  1.  2010.  shall  provide, 
to  the  maximum  extent  permitted,  that  final  compensation  will  be  calcu- 
lated based  on  a two-year  formula. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  or  the  Community  College  Board  is 
empowered  to  determine  compliance  under  this  Section.  As  provided  in 
Section  A8 .409-5  of  the  City  Charter,  disputes  under  this  paragraph 
shall  not  be  subject  to  the  dispute  resolution  procedures  contained  in 
Charter  Section  A8. 409-4. 

Any  person  who  shall  become  a member  of  the  Public 
Employees’  Retirement  System  pursuant  to  such  contract  shall  have  the 
right  to  be  a member  of  the  health  service  system  and  the  Health 
Service  Board  shall  make  provision  for  the  participation  in  the  benefits 
of  the  health  service  system  by  such  persons. 

SEC.  A8.506-3  HOUSING  AUTHORITY  POLICE 

All  Housing  Police  Officers  of  the  Housing  Authority  who,  on 
July  1,  1984,  are  members  of  the  Public  Employees’  Retirement  System 
of  the  State  of  California  shall  continue  to  be  members  of  said  Public 
Employees’  Retirement  System,  and  they  shall  not  be  members  of  the 
San  Francisco  City  and  County  Employees’  Retirement  System. 
Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Charter,  the  City  and 
County  shall  perform  all  acts  necessary  to  continue  the  membership  of 
such  employees  in  said  Public  Employees’  Retirement  System. 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Charter,  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  shall  have  the  power  to  contract  with  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  Public  Employees’  Retirement  System  of  the 
State  of  California  to  provide  that  Housing  Authority  Police  hired  after 
July  1,  1984,  shall  be  members  of  the  Public  Employees’  Retirement 
System,  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  retirement  board  shall 
have  the  power  to  perform  all  acts  necessary  to  carry  out  the  terms  and 
purposes  of  such  contract.  However,  the  employee  contributions  to  the 
Public  Employees ' Retirement  System  for  persons  hired  on  and  after 
July  1.  2010.  and  who  become  eligible  for  membership  pursuant  to  this 
Section  A8.506-3  shall  be  nine  percent  19%).  The  nine  percent  19%) 
employee  contribution  rate  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  expira- 
tion of  the  agreement  that  is  operative  on  June  30.  2010.  between  the 
Cits’  and  County  and  the  recognized  bargaining  organization  represent- 
ing said  employees. 

All  contracts  and  contract  amendments  with  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  Public  Employees'  Retirement  System  of  the  State 
of  California  for  persons  hired  on  and  after  July  l.  2010.  shall  provide, 
to  the  maximum  extent  permitted,  that  final  compensation  will  be  calcu- 
lated based  on  a two-year  formula. 

Except  as  provided  in  this  Section  A8 506-3,  on  and  after  July  L 
2010.  contracts  and  contract  amendments  with  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  Public  Employees'  Retirement  System  of  the  State 
of  California  shall  be  cost-neutral  and  employee  bargaining  units  shall 
be  permitted  to  trade  salary  or  other  employee  paid  benefits  to  achieve 
cost-neutrql.ity . 
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Any  person  who  shall  become  a member  of  the  Public 
Employees’  Retirement  System  pursuant  to  such  contract  Shall 
have  the  right  to  be  a member  of  the  health  service  system  and 
the  hHeahh  sSe rvice  bBoard  shall  make  provision  for  participation 
in  the  benefits  of  the  health  service  system  by  such  persons. 

Section  3.  The  San  Francisco  Charter  is  hereby  amended,  by 
adding  Sections  A8.600  through  A8.600-14  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  A8.600  MISCELLANEOUS  OFFICERS  AND  EMPLOYEES 
ON  AND  AFTER  JULY  1 . 2010 

Miscellaneous  officers  and  employees  who  become  employed  on 
and  after  July  1.  2010.  shall  be  eligible  to  become  members  of  the 
Retirement  System  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Sections  A8.600  through 
A8.600-14.  in  addition  to  such  other  applicable  provisions  including.  but 
not  limited  to.  A8.500  of  this  Charter:  provided  that  persons  who 
become  members  under  the  Public  Employees’  Retirement  System  of  the 
State  of  California  or  members  of  the  State  Teachers’  Retirement  S\stem 
of  the  State  of  California  shall  not  be  members  of  the  San  Francisco  City 
and  Count\  Employees  ’ Retirement  System  and  provided,  further,  that  the 
Retirement  System  shall  be  applied  to  persons  employed  on  a part-time 
or  temporary  basis  only  as  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  determine  by 
ordinance  enacted  by  three-fourths  vote  of  all  members  of  the  board. 
SEC.  A8, 600-1  DEFINITIONS 

The  following  words  and  phrases  as  used  in  this  section,  unless  a 
different  meaning  is  plainly  required  by  the  context,  shall  have  the  fol- 
lowing meaning: 

“ Retirement  allowance.  ’’  or  “ allowance , ” shall  mean  equal 
monthly  payments,  beeinnins  to  accrue  upon  the  date  of  retirement,  and 
continuing  for  life  unless  a different  term  of  payment  is  definitely  pro- 
vided b\  the  context. 

“Compensation."  as  distinguished  from  benefits  under  the  work- 
ers’ compensation  laws  of  the  State  of  California  shall  mean  all  remu- 
neration whether  in  cash  or  by  other  allowances  made  by  the  City  and 
County.  for  service  qualifying  for  credit  under  this  section,  but  exclud- 
ing remuneration  for  overtime  and  such  other  forms  of  compensation 
excluded  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  pursuant  to  Section  A8.500  of  the 
Charter. 

“Compensation  earnable"  shall  mean  the  compensation  as  deter- 
mined by  the  Retirement  Board,  which  would  have  been  earned  bv  the 
member  had  he  or  she  worked,  throughout  the  period  under  consider- 
ation. the  average  number  of  days  ordinarily  worked  bv  persons  in  the 
same  tirade  or  class  of  positions  as  the  positions  held  by  him  or  her 
during  such  period  and  at  the  rate  of  pay  attached  to  such  positions,  it 
being  assumed  that  during  am  absence,  he  or  she  was  in  the  position 
held  by  him  or  her  at  the  beginning  of  the  absence,  and  that  prior  to 
entering  City  service,  he  Or  she  was  in  the  position  first  held  by  him  or 
her  in  City  service. 

“Benefit"  shall  include  “allowance.”  “retirement  allowance." 
and  “death  benefit.  ” 

“Average  final  compensation  ” shall  mean  the  average  monthly 
compensation  earned  bv  a member  during  the  higher  ofanv  two  consec- 
utive fiscal  years  of  earnings  or  the  twentv-four  months  of  earnings 
immediately  prior  to  retirement. 

For  the  purposes  of  the  Retirement  System  and  of  this  section. 
Section  A8.600  and  Sections  A8.600-2  through  A8.600-14.  the  terms 
“miscellaneous  officer  or  employee."  or  “ member  shall  mean  any 
officer  or  employee  employed  on  and  after  July  1.  2010.  who  is  not  a 
member  of  the  police  or  fire  departments  as  defined  in  the  Charter  for 
the  purposes  of  the  Retirement  System.  Said  terms  shall  not  include 
those  persons  who  become  members  under  the  Public  Employees’ 
Retirement  System  or  members  of  the  State  Teachers ' Retirement  System. 

“Retirement  System  ” or  “ system  " shall  mean  San  Francisco  City 
and  County  Employees’  Retirement  System  as  created  in  Sections  12.100 
and  A8.500  of  the  Charter. 

“Retirement  Board”  shall  mean  “ Retirement  Board"  as  created 
in  Section  12.100  of  the  Charter. 

“Charter"  shall  mean  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 

Words  used  in  the  masculine  gender  shall  include  the  feminine  and  neu- 
ter genders,  and  singular  numbers  shall  include  the  plural  and  the  plu- 
ral the  singular. 


“Interest”  shall  mean  interest  at  the  rate  adopted  by  the 
Retirement  Board. 

Any  member  who  completes  at  least  20  years  of  service  in  the 
aggregate  credited  in  the  Retirement  System  and  attains  the  age  of  50 
years,  or  at  least  10  years  of  service^  in  the  aggregate  credited  in  the 
Retirement  System,  and  attains  the  age  of  60  years,  said  service  to  be 
computed  under  Section  A8. 600-7  may  retire  for  service  at  his  or  her 
option.  Members  may  retire  under  this  section  or  under  the  provisions 
of  A8. 600-6.  on  the  first  day  of  the  month  next  following  the  attainment 
by  them  of  the  age  of  65  years.  A member  retired  after  reaching  the  age 
of  62  years  shall  receive  a service  retirement  allowance  at  the  rate  of 
2.3  percent  of  said  average  final  compensation  for  each  year  of  service. 
The  service  retirement  allowance  of  any  member  retiring  prior  to  a) 
attaining  the  age  of  60  years,  and  after  rendering  20  years  or  more  of 
such  service,  computed  under  Section  A8.600-7.  and  having  attained  the 
age  of  50  years,  b)  attaining  the  age  of  60  years,  and  after  rendering  10 
years  or  more  o f such  sendee,  computed  under  Section  A8.600-7.  shall 
be  an  allowance  equal  to  the  percentage  of  said  average  final  compen- 
sation set  forth  opposite  his  or  her  age  at  retirement,  taken  to  the  pre- 
ceding completed  quarter  year,  for  each  year  of  service,  computed  ~ 
under  Section  A8. 600-7:

In  no  event  shall  a member ’s  retirement  allowance  exceed  seven- 
ty-five percent  of  his  or  her  average  final  compensation. 

Before  the  first  payment  of  a retirement  allowance  is  made,  a 
member,  retired  under  this  section  or  Section  A8. 600-3.  may  elect  to 
receive  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or  her  allowance,  partly  in  an 
allowance  to  be  received  by  him  or  her  throughout  his  or  her  life,  and 
partly  in  other  benefits  payable  after  his  or  her  death  to  another  person 
or  persons,  provided  that  such  election  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  condi- 
tions prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  sovern  similar  elections 
by  other  members  of  the  Retirement  System,  including  the  character  and 
amount,  of  such  other  benefits.  In  the  calculations  under  this  section  of 
the  retirement  allowance  of  a member  bavins  credit  for  service  in  a 
position  in  the  evening  schools  and  service  in  any  other  position,  sepa- 
rate retirement  allowances  shall  be  calculated,  in  the  manner  prescribed 
for  each  class  of  service,  the  average  final  compensation  in  each  case 
being  that  for  the  respective  class  of  service,  provided  that  the  aggre- 
gate retirement  allowance  shall  be  taken  into  account  in  applying  the 
provisions  of  this  section  providing  for  a minimum  retirement  allow- 
ance. Part-time  service  and  compensation  shall  be  converted  to  full- 
time sen’ice  and  compensation  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  and  when  so  converted  shall  be  applied  on  full-time  ser- 
vice and  compensation  in  the  calculation  of  retirement  allowances. 

SEC.  A8. 600-3  RETIREMENT  FOR  INCAPACITY 

Any  member  who  becomes  incapacitated  for  performance  of  duty 
because  of  disability  determined  by  a qualified  hearing  officer  to  be  of 
extended  and  uncertain  duration,  and  who  shall  have  completed  at  least 
10  years  of  service  credited  in  the  Retirement  System  in  the  aggregate, 
computed  as  provided  in  Section  A8. 600-7.  shall  be  retired  upon  an 
allowance  of  1 .8%  (one  and  eight-tenths  percent)  of  the  average  final 
compensation  of  said  member,  as  defined  in  Section  A8.600-1  for  each 
year  of  credited  service,  if  such  retirement  allowance  exceeds  40  per- 
cent of  his  or  her  average  final  compensation:  otherwise  l .8%  (one  and 
eight-tenths  percent ) of  his  or  her  average  final  compensation  multi- 
plied by  the  number  of  years  of  City  service  which  would  be  credited  to 
him  or  her  were  such  City  service  to  continue  until  attainment  by  him  or 
her  of  age  60.  but  such  retirement  allowance  shall  not  exceed  40  per- 
cent of  such  average  final  compensation.  In  the  calculation  under  this 
section  of  the  retirement  allowance  of  a member  having  credit  for  ser- 
vice in  a position  in  the  evening  schools  and  service  in  any  other  posi- 
tion. separate  retirement  allowances  shall  be  calculated,  in  the  manner 
prescribed,  for  each  class  of  service,  the  average  Final  compensation  in 


each  case  beine  that  for  the  respective  class  of  service:  provided  that  ■ 
the  average  final  compensation  upon  which  the  retirement  allowance  is 
calculated  in  such  case  shall  be  based  on  the  compensation  earned  by 
the  member  in  the  classes  of  service  rendered  by  him  or  her  during  the 
rwo  years  immediately  preceding  his  or  her  retirement.  The  question  of 
retiring  members  under  this  section  may  be  broueht  before  the 
Retirement  Board  on  said  Board’s  own  motion,  by  the  Retirement 
Board’s  Executive  Director  on  its  behalf,  by  said  member,  by  his  or  her 
department  head  or  by  his  or  her  guardian.  If  his  or  her  disability  shall 
cease,  his  or  her  retirement  allowance  shall  cease,  and  he  or  she  shall 
be  restored  to  service  in  the  position  or  classification  he  or  she  occu- 
pied at  the  time  of  his  or  her  retirement. 

SEC.  A8. 600-4  NO  ADJUSTMENT  FOR  COMPENSATION 
PAYMENTS 

No  modification  of  benefits  provided  in  this  section  shall  be  made 
because  of  any  amounts  payable  to  or  on  account  of  any  member  under 
workers’  compensation  laws  of  the  State  of  California. 

SEC.  A8. 600-5  DEATH  BENEFIT 

If  a member  shall  die,  before  retirement: 

(a)  If  no  benefit  is  payable  under  subsection  (b)  of  this  section: 

( 1 ) Regardless  of  cause,  a death  benefit  shall  be  paid  to  the 
member’s  designated  beneficiary  or  estate  consisting  of  the  coMpensa- 
tion  earnable  by  the  member  during  the  six  months  immediately  preced- 
ing death,  plus  the  member’s  contributions  and  interest  credited  thereon. 

(2)  If  a member  sustains  a traumatic  bodily  injury  through  exter- 
nal and  violent  means  in  the  course  and  scope  of  employment  and  death 
results  within  180  days  of  such  injury,  an  additional  insurance  benefit  of 
12  months  of  compensation  earnable  shall  be  paid  to  the  member’s  des- 
ignated beneficiary  or  estate. 

(b)  If.  at  the  date  of  his  or  her  death,  he  or  she  was  qualified  for 
service  retirement  by  reason  of  service  and  age  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  A8.600-2.  and  he  or  she  has  designated  as  beneficiary  his  or 
her  surviving  spouse,  who  was  married  to  him  or  her  for  at  least  one 
full  year  immediately  prior  to  the  date  of  his  or  her  death,  one-half  of 
the  retirement  allowance  to  which  the  member  would  have  been  entitled 
if  he  or  she  had  retired  for  service  on  the  date  of  his  or  her  death  shall 
be  paid  to  such  surviving  spouse  who  was  his  or  her  designated  benefi- 
ciary at  the  date  of  his  or  her  death,  until  such  spouse’s  death  or  remar- 
riage. or  if  there  be  no  surviving  spouse,  to  the  unmarried  child  or  chil- 
dren  of  such  member  under  the  age  of  18  years,  collectively,  until  every 
such  child  dies,  marries  or  attains  the  age  of  18  years,  provided  that  no 
child  shall  receive  any  allowance  after  marrying  or  attaining  the  age  of 
18  years.  If.  at  the  death  of  such  surviving  spouse,  who  was  receiving 
an  allowance  under  this  Subsection  (b).  there  be  one  or  more  unmarried 
children  of  such  member  under  the  age  of  18  years,  such  allowance 
shall  continue  to  such  child  or  children,  collectively,  until  every  such 
child  dies,  marries  or  attains  the  age  of  18  years,  provided  that  no  child 
shall  receive  any  allowance  after  marrying  or  attaining  the  age  of  18 
years.  If  the  total  of  the  payments  of  allowance  made  pursuant  to  this 
Subsection  (b)  is  less  than  the  benefit  which  was  otherwise  payable 
under  Subsection  (a)  of  this  section,  the  amount  of  said  benefit  payable 
under  Subsection  (a)  less  an  amount  equal  to  the  total  of  the  payments 
of  allowance  made  pursuant  to  this  Subsection  (b)  shall  be  paid  in  a 
lump  sum  as  follows: 

( 1 ) If  the  person  last  entitled  to  said  allowance  is  the  remarried 

surviving  spouse  of  such  member,  to  such  spouse.  . 

(2)  Otherwise,  to  the  surviving  children  of  the  member,  share 
and  share  alike,  or  if  there  are  no  such  children,  to  the  estate  of  the  per- 
son last  entitled  to  said  allowance. 

The  surviving  spouse  may  elect,  on  a form  provided  by  the 
Retirement  System  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Retirement  System 
before  the  first  payment  of  the  allowance  provided  herein,  to  receive  the 
benefit  provided  in  Subsection  (a)  of  this  section  in  lieu  of  the  allowance 
which  otherwise  would  be  payable  under  the  provisions  of  this  subdivi- 
sion. If  a survivinfi  spouse,  who  was  entitled  to  make  the  election  herein 
provided,  shall  die  before  or  after  making  such  election  but  before 
receiving  any  payment  pursuant  to  such  election,  then  the  legally 
appointed  puardian  of  the  unmarried  children  of  the  member  under  the 
age  of  18  years  may  make  the  election  herein  provided  before  any  bene- 
fit has  been  paid  under  this  section,  for,  and  on  behalf  of  such  children  if 
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in  his  or  her  judgment  it  appears  to  be  in  their  interest  and  advantage . 
and  the  election  so  made  shall  be  binding  and  conclusive  upon  all  par- 
ties in  interest. 

If  any  person  other  than  such  surviving  spouse  shall  have  and  be 
paid  a community  property  interest  in  am  portion  of  any  benefit  provid- 
ed under  this  section,  am  allowance  payable  under  this  Subsection  (b) 
shall  be  reduced  b v the  actuarial  equivalent,  at  the  date  of  the  member's 
death,  of  the  amount  of  benefits  payable  to  such  other  person. 

Upon  the  death  of  a member  after  retirement  and  regardless  of 
the  cause  of  death,  a death  benefit  shall  be  paid  to  his  or  her  designated 
beneficiary  or  estate  in  the  manner  and  subject  to  the  conditions  pre- 
scribed bv  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the  payment  of  a similar  death 
benefit  upon  the  death  of  other  retired  members. 

Upon  the  death  of  a member  after  retirement,  an  allowance,  in 
addition  to  the  death  benefit  provided  in  the  immediately  preceding 
paragraph,  shall  be  paid  to  his  or  her  surviving  spouse,  until  such  sur- 
viving spouse’s  death  or  remarriage,  equal  to  one-half  of  his  or  her 
retirement  allowance  as  it  was  prior  to  optional  modification  and  prior 
to  reduction  as  provided  in  Subsection  (a)  of  Section  A8.514  of  this 
Charter,  but  exclusive  of  the  part  of  such  allowance  which  was  provided 
bv  additional  contributions.  No  allowance,  however,  shall  be  paid  under 
this  paragraph  to  a surviving  spouse  unless  such  surviving  spouse  was 
married  to  said  member  at  least  one  year  immediately  prior  to  his  or 
her  retirement.  If  such  retired  person  leaves  no  such  surviving  spouse, 
or  if  such  surviving  spouse  should  die  or  remarry  before  every  child  of 
such  deceased  retired  person  attains  the  age  of  18  years,  the  allowance 
which  such  surviving  spouse  would  have  received  had  he  or  she  lived 
and  not  remarried  shall  be  paid  to  retired  person ’s  child  or  children 
under  said  age,  collectively,  to  continue  until  every  such  child  dies  or 
attains  said  ape,  provided  that  no  child  shall  receive  any  allowance 
after  marrying  or  attaining  the  age  of  18  years. 

SEC.  A8, 600-6  BENEFITS  UPON  TERMINATION  OF 
MEMBERSHIP 

Should  any  miscellaneous  member  cease  to  be  employed  as  such 
a member,  through  any  cause  other  than  death  or  retirement,  all  of  his 
or  her  contributions,  with  interest  credited  thereon,  shall  be  refunded  to 
him  or  her  subject  to  the  conditions  prescribed  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  cover  similar  terminations  of  employment  and  re -employ- 
ment with  and  without  redeposit  of  withdrawn  accumulated  contribu- 
tions of  other  members  of  the  Retirement  System,  provided  that,  if  such 
member  is  entitled  to  be  credited  with  at  least  five  years  of  service,  he 
or  she  shall  have  the  right  to  elect,  without  right  of  revocation  and  with- 
in 90  days  after  said  termination  of  service,  or  if  the  termination  was  by 
lay-off.  90  days  after  the  Retirement  Board  determines  the  termination 
to  be  permanent,  whether  to  allow  his  or  her  accumulated  contributions 
to  remain  in  the  retirement  fund  and  to  receive  benefits  only  as  provided 
in  this  paragraph . Failure  to  make  such  election  shall  be  deemed  an 
irrevocable  election  to  withdraw  his  or  her  accumulated  contributions. 
At  or  after  50  years  of  age,  he  or  she  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a 
retirement  allowance  which  shall  be  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or 
her  accumulated  contributions  and  an  equal  amount  of  the  contribu- 
tions of  the  City  and  County,  plus  1 .667%  (one  and  two-thirds  percent) 
of  his  or  her  average  final  compensation  for  each  year  of  service  credit- 
ed to  him  or  her  as  rendered  prior  to  his  or  her  first  membership  in  the 
Retirement  System.  Upon  the  death  of  such  member  prior  to  retirement, 
his  or  her  contributions  with  interest  credited  thereon  shall  be  paid  to 
his  or  her  estate  or  designated  beneficiary. 

SEC.  A8, 600-7  COMPUTATION  OF  SERVICE 

The  following  time  and  service  shall  be  included  in  the  computa- 
tion of  the  service  to  be  credited  to  a member  for  the  purpose  of  deter- 
mining whether  such  member  qualifies  for  retirement  and  calculating 
benefits: 

(a)  Time  during  which  said  member  is  a member  of  the 
Retirement  System  under  Section  A8.600.  and  for  which  said  member  is 
entitled  to  receive  compensation  because  o f services  as  a miscellaneous 
officer  or  employee. 

(b)  Service  in  the  fire  and  police  departments  which  is  not  cred- 
ited as  service  as  a member  under  Section  A8.600  shall  count  under  this 
section  upon  transfer  of  a member  of  either  of  such  departments  to 

[ employment  entitling  him  or  her  to  membership  in  the  Retirement 


System  under  Section  A8.600.  provided  that  the  accumulated  contribu- 
tions standing  to  the  credit  of  such  member  shall  be  adjusted  bv  refund 
to  the  member  or  by  payment  by  the  member  to  bring  the  account  at  the 
time  of  such  transfer  to  the  amount  which  would  have  been  credited  to  it 
had  the  member  been  a' miscellaneous  member  throughout  the  period  of 
his  or  her  service  in  either  of  such  departments  at  the  compensation  he 
or  she  received  in  such  departments. 

(c)  Prior  service,  during  which  said  member  was  entitled  to 
receive  compensation  while  a miscellaneous  member  under  any  other 
section  of  the  Charter,  provided  that  accumulated  contributions  on 
account  of  such  service  previously  refunded  are  redeposited  with  inter- 
est from  the  date  of  refund  to  the  date  of  redeposit,  at  times  and  in  the 
manner  fixed  by  the  Retirement  Board. 

(d)  Prior  service  determined  and  credited  as  prescribed  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors . 

(e)  The  Board  of  Supervisors,  by  ordinance  enacted  by  a three- 
fourths  vote  o f its  members,  may  provide  for  the  crediting  as  service  in 
the  Retirement  System,  service  rendered  as  an  employee  of  the  federal 
government  and  service  rendered  as  an  employee  of  the  State  of 
California  or  any  public  entity  or  public  agency  in  the  State  of 
California.  Said  ordinance  shall  provide  that  all  contributions  required 
as  the  result  of  the  crediting  of  such  service  shall  be  made  by  the-mem- 
ber  and  that  no  contributions  therefore  shall  be  required  of  the  Cit\ ■ and 
County. 

(f)  Time  during  which  said  member  is  absent  from  a status 
included  in  Subsections  (a)  or  (b)  and  for  which  such  member  is  entitled 
to  receive  credit  as  service  for  the  City  and  County  by  virtue  of  contri- 
butions made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  A8.520  or 
Section  A8. 521  of  the  Charter. 

(g)  Time  during  which  said  member  was  on  Unpaid  Parental 
Leave  pursuant  to  Charter  Section  A8.523.  and  for  which  said  member 
has  purchased  service  credit  in  the  Retirement  System. 

SEC.  A8. 600-8  SOURCES  OF  FUNDS 

All  payments  provided  for  members  under  Section  A8.600  shall 
be  made  from  funds  derived  from  the  following  sources,  plus  interest 
earned  on  said  funds: 

. (a)  There  shall  be  deducted  from  each  payment  of  compensation 

made  to  a member  under  Section  A8.600  a sum  equal  to  seven  percent 
of  such  payment  of  compensation.  The  sum  so  deducted  shall  be  paid 
forthwith  to  the  Retirement  System.  Said  contribution  shall  be  credited 
to  the  individual  account  of  the  member  from  whose  salary  it  was 
deducted,  and  the  total  of  said  contributions,  together  with  interest 
credited  thereon  in  the,  same 1 manner  as  is  prescribed  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  crediting  interest  to  contributions  of  other  members  of 
the  Retirement  System,  shall  be  applied  to  provide  part  of  the  retirement 
allowance  granted  to.  or  allowance  granted  on  account  of  said  member 
under  Section  A8.600.  or  shall  be  paid  to  said  member  or  his  or  her 
estate  or  beneficiary  as  provided  in  Sections  A8. 600-5  and  A8. 600-6. 

The  individual  accounts  of  members  who  purchased  service  credit  for 
Unpaid  Parental  Leave  shall  also  include  the  amount  paid  by  the  mem- 
ber for  said  purchase , plus  interest. 

(b)  The  City  and  County  shall  contribute  to  the  Retirement 
System  such  amounts  as  may  be  necessary,  when  added  to  the  contribu- 
tions referred  to  in  Subsection  (a)  of  this  Section  A8. 600-8.  to  provide 
the  benefits  payable  to  members  under  Section  A8.600.  Such  contribu- 
tions of  the  City  and  County  to  provide  the  portion  of  the  benefits  here- 
under shall  be  made  in  annual  installments,  and  the  installment  to  be 
paid  in  any  year  shall  be  determined  by  the  application  of  a percentage 
to  the  total  compensation  paid  during  said  year  to  persons  who  are 
members  under  Section  A8.600.  said  percentage  to  be  the  ratio  of  the 
value  as  of  the  latest  periodical  actuarial  valuation  of  the  benefits  there- 
after to  be  paid  to  or  on  account  of  members  under  Section  A8.600  from 
contributions  of  the  City  and  County,  less  the  amount  of  such  contribu- 
tions. plus  accumulated  interest  thereon,  then  held  bv  said  system  to 
provide  said  benefits  on  account  of  service  rendered  by  respective  mem- 
bers after  said  date,  to  the  value  at  said  respective  dates  of  salaries 
thereafter  payable  to  said  members.  Said  values  shall  be  determined  bv 
the  actuary,  who  shall  take  into  account  the  interest  which  shall  be 
earned  on  said  contributions,  the  compensation  experience  of  members, 
and  the  probabilities  of  separation  by  all  causes,  of  members  from  ser- 
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vice  before  retirement  and  of  death  after  retirement.  Said  percentage 
shall  be  changed  only  on  the  basis  of  said  periodical  actuarial  valua- 
tion and  investigation  into  the  experience  under  the  system.  Said  actu- 
arial valuations  and  investigations  shall  be  made  at  least  every  two 
years. 

tc)  To  promote  the  stability  of  llie  Retirement  System  through  a 
joint  participation  in  the  result  of  variations  in  the  experience  under 
mortality,  investment  ami  other  contingencies,  the  contributions  of  both 
members  and  the  City  and  Counts'  held  by  the  system  to  provide  benefits 
for  members  under  Section  AS. 600  shall  be  a part  of  the  fund  in  which 
all  other  assets  of  said  system  are  included. 

SEC.  A8.600-9  RIGHT  TO  RETIRE 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  rears  of  service  set  forth  in  Section 
AS. 600- 2 as  requisite  to  retirement,  a member,  shall  be  entitled  to  retire 
at  any  time  thereafter  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  said  Section 
AS. 600- 2.  anil,  except  as  provided  in  Section  A8.600-I4.  nothing  shall 
deprive  said  member  of  said  right. 

SEC.  AS. 600-10  LIMITATION  ON  EMPLOYMENT  DURING 
RETIREMENT 

(a)  Except  as  provided  in  Section  A8.5H  of  this  Charter  and 
Subsection  Ibl  of  this  section,  no  person  retired  as  a member  under 
Section  AS. 600  for  service  or  disability  and  entitled  to  receive  a retire- 
ment allowance  under  the  Retirement  System  shall  be  employed  in  any 
capacity  by  the  Cin • and  County,  nor  shall  such  person  receive  any  pay- 
ment for  services  rendered  to  the  City  and  Counts • after  retirement. 

lb)  (!)  Service  as  an  election  officer  or  juror,  or  in  the  prepara- 
tion for  or  giving  testimony  as  an  ekpert  witness  for  or  on  behalf  of  the 
Citv  and  County  before  cow  court  or  legislative  body  shall  not  be  affect- 
ed by  the  provisions  of  Subsection  (a)  of  this  section. 

(2 1 The  provisions  of  Subsection  (a)  shall  not  prevent  such 
retired  person  from  serving  on  any  board  or  commission  of  the  City  and 
County  and  receiving  the  compensation  for  such  office,  provided  said 
service  does  not  exceed  120  working  days  or  960  hours  per  fiscal  year. 

(3)  If  such  retired  person  is  elected  or  appointed  to  a position  or 
office  which  subjects  him  or  her  to  membership  in  the  Retirement 
System  under  Section  AS. 600.  he  or  she  shall  re-enter  membership 
under  Section  A8.600  and  his  or  her  retirement  allowance  shall  be  can- 
celled immediately  upon  such  re-entry.  The  provisions  of  Subsection  (a) 
of  this  section  shall  not  prevent  such  person  from  receiving  the  compen- 
sation for  such  position  or  office.  The  rate  of  contribution  of  such  mem- 
ber shall  be  the  same  as  that  for  other  members  under  Section  A8.600. 
Such  member's  individual  account  shall  be  credited  with  an  amount 
which  is  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or  her  annuity  at  the  time  of  his 
or  her  re-entry,  but  the  amount  thereof  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  of 
his  or  her  accumulated  contributions  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  retire- 
ment. Such  member  shall  also  receive  credit  for  his  or  her  service  as  it 
was  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  retirement.' 

(4)  The  provisions  of  Subsection  (a)  shall  not  prevent  such 
retired  persons  from  employment  which  requires  coverage  under  the 
Public  Employees ' Retirement  System  or  the  State  Teachers  ’ Retirement 
System. 

SEC.  AS. 600-11  ADJUSTMENT  OF  ALLOWANCES 

Every  retirement  or  death  allowance  payable  to  or  on  account  of 
any  member  under  Section  A8.600  shall  be  adjusted  for  cost  of  living 
allowances  and  supplemental  cost  of  living  benefits  as  provided  in  this 
Charter.  ' 

SEC.  AS. 600-12  CONFLICTING  CHARTER  PROVISIONS 

Any  section  or  part  of  any  section  in  this  Charter,  insofar  as  it 
should  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  Sections  AS. 600  through  A8.600- 
14  or  with  anv  part  thereof,  shall  be  superseded  bv  the  contents  of  said 
sections.  In  the  event  that  any  word,  phrase,  clause  or  section  of  sec- 
tions shall  be  adjudged  unconstitutional,  the  remainder  thereof  shall 
rempip  jn  full  force  and  effect. 

SEC.  AS. 600- 13  APPLICATION  OF  PLAN 

For  members  of  the  Retirement  System  under  Sections  A8.584  or 
AS. 587  who  retired  before  July  1 . 2010.  and  are  later  elected  or 
appointed  to  a position  or  office  which  subjects  him  or  her  to  member- 
ilM.in.lfU'  Rifiijement  System  underSection  AS. 600,  all  sendee  onand_ 
after  July  1 . 2010.  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Sections  A8.600. 
<■’1  seq. 


SEC.  A8. 600-14  FORFEITURE  FOR  CRIMES  INVOLVING 
MORAL  TURPITUDE 

Any  member  convicted  of  a crime  involving  moral  turpitude  com- 
mitted in  connection  with  his  or  her  duties  as  an  officer  or  employee  of 
the  City  and  County,  the  school  district,  the  college  district,  or  the 
Superior  Court  of  California.  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  shall 
forfeit  all  riehts  to  any  benefits  under  the  Retirement  System  except 
refund  of  his  or  her  accumulated  contributions:  provided,  however,  that 
if  such  member  is  qualified  for  service  retirement  by  reason  of  service 
and  aee  under  the  provisions  of  Section  A8.600-2.  he  or  she  shall  have 
the  rieht  to  elect,  without  rielit  of  revocation  and  within  90  days  after 
his  or  her  Removal  from  office  or  employment  to  receive  as  his  or  her 
sole  benefit  under  the  Retirement  System  an  annuity  which  shall  be  the 
actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or  her  accumulated,  contributions  at  the  time 
of  such  removal  from  office  or  employment. 

Any  member,  after  retirement  for  service  or  disability  or  while 
receiving  a vesting  allowance,  who  is  convicted  of  a crime  involving 
moral  turpitude  in  connection  with  his  or  her  duties  as  an  officer  or 
employee  of  the  Cits’  and  County,  the  school  district,  the  colleee  district, 
or  the  Superior  Court  of  California.  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
shall  forfeit  all  riehts  to  any  further  benefit  from  the  Retirement  System 
and  the  Retirement  System  shall  immediately  cease  all  future  payments 
to  such  member:  provided  however,  that  if  at  the  time  of  the  conviction, 
said  member  has  remaining  accumulated  contributions,  then  such  mem- 
ber shall  have  the  right  to  elect,  without  rieht  of  revocation  and  within 
30  days  after  his  or  her  conviction,  to  receive  as  his  or  her  sole  benefit 
under  the  Retirement  System  an  annuity  which  shall  be  the  actuarial 
equivalent  of  his  or  her  accumulated  contributions  remaining  at  the 
time  of  the  conviction. 

Section  4.  The  San  Francisco  Charter  is  hereby  amended,  by 
adding  Sections  A8.601  through  A8.601-16  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  A8. 601  MEMBERS  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  ON  AND 
AFTER. 1ULY  1.2010 

Persons  who  become  members  of  the  fire  department,  as  defined 
in  Section  A8.601-1 , on  and  after  July  1 . 2010.  shall  be  members  of  the 
Retirement  System  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Sections  A8.601  through 
A8.60I-I6  (which  shall  apply  only  to  members  under  Section  A8.601 1 in 
addition  to  the  provisions  contained  in  Sections  12.100  to  12.103  and 
Sections  A8.500.  A8.5I0.  A8.520.  A8.526-2  and  A8.526-3  of  this 
Charter,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  other  section  of  this 
Charter,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  of  the  provisions  of  Sections 
A8.598  of  this  Charter. 

The  provisions  of  Section  A8.601  shall  not  apply  to  any  member 
of  the  Retirement  System  before  July  1 , 2010.  or  any  member  who  sepa- 
rated from  service,  retired  or  died  before  July  1.  2010.  or  to  his  or  her 
continuant. 

SEC.  A8, 601-1  DEFINITIONS 

The  following  words  and  phrases  as  used  in  this  section.  Section 
A8.601  and  Section  A8.60I-2  through  A8.601-I6.  unless  a different 
meaning  is  plainly  required  by  the  context,  shall  have  the  following 
meanings: 

"Retirement  allowance."  “ death  allowance"  or  "allowance.” 
shall  mean  equal  monthly  payments,  beginning  to  accrue  upon  the  date 
of  retirement,  or  upon  the  day  following  the  date  of  death,  as  the  case 
may  be.  and  continuing  for  life  unless  a different  term  of  payment  is  def- 
initely provided  bv  the  context. 

"Compensation."  as  distinguished  from  benefits  under  the 
Workers'  Compensation  Insurance  and  Safety  Act  of  the  State  of 
California,  shall  mean  the  remuneration  payable  in  cash,  bv  the  Citv 
and  County,  without  deduction  except  for  absence  from  duty,  for  time 
during  which  the  individual  receiving  such  remuneration  is  a member  of 
the  fire  department,  but  excluding  remuneration  paid  for  overtime. 
Subject  to  the  requirement  that  it  be  payable  in  cash  and  that  overtime 
be  excluded,  "compensation"  for  pension  purposes  may  be  defined  in  a 
collective  bargaining  agreement. 

“Compensation  earnable  ” shall  mean  the  compensation  which 
would  have  been  earned  had  the  member  received  compensation  with- 
out interruption  throughout  the  period  under  consideration  and  at  the 
rates  of  remuneration  attached  at  that  time  to  the  ranks  or  positions 
held  bv  him  or  her  during  such  period,  it  being  assumed  that  during  anv 
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: 

I absence,  he  or  she  was  in  the  rank  or  positiorl  held  by  him  or  her  at  the 
V beeinnine  of  the  absence,  and  that  prior  to  becomine  a member  of  the 
1 fire  department,  he  or  she  was  in  the  rank  or  position  first  held  bv  him 
E or  her  in  such  department.  ■ 

“ Benefit ” shall  include  "allowance.”  “retirement  allowance.” 

“ death  allowance  ” and  "death  benefit.  ” 

"Final  compensation  ’’  shall  mean  the  average  monthly  compen- 
i sation  earned  bv  a member  during  the  hieher  of  any  two  consecutive 
^fiscal  years  of  earninss  or  the  twenty- four  months  of  earning s immedi- 
ately prior  to  retirement. 

For  the  purpose  of  Sections  A8.601  throueh  A8.601-16.  the  terms 
1 “member  of  the  fire  department.’’  "member  of  the  department.”  or 
“member”  shall  mean  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  fire  department 
employed  on  and  after  July  1.  2010.  who  was  or  shall  be  subject  to  the 
Charter  provisions  eovernine  entrance  requirements  of  members  of  the 
■ uniformed  force  of  said  department  and  said  terms  shall  further  mean 
persons  employed  on  and  after  July  1 .

SEC.  A8. 601-3  RETIREMENT  FOR  INCAPACITY 

Any  member  of.  the  fire  department  who  becomes  incapacitated 
for  the  performance  of  his  or  her  duty  by  reason  of  any  bodily  injury 
received  in.  or  illness  caused  by  the  performance  of  his  or  her  duty, 
shall  be  retired.  If  he  or  she  ik  not  qualified  for  service  retirement,  he  or 
she  shall  receive  a retirement  allowance  in  an  amount  which  shalfBe 
.equal  to  the  same  percentage  of  the  final  compensation  of  said  member, 
as  defined  in  Section  A8.601-1 . as  his  or  her  percentage  of  disability  is 
determined  to  be.  The  percentage  of  disability  shall  be  as  determined  by 
the  Workers’  Compensation  Appeals  Board  of  the  State  of  California 
upon  referral  from  the  Retirement  Board  for  that  purpose:  provided  that 
the  Retirement  Board  may , by  five  affirmative  votes,  adjust  the  oercent- 
ase  of  disability  as  determined  by  said  appeals  board:  and  provided, 
further,  that  such  retirement  allowance  shall  be  in  an  amount  not  less 
than  50  percent  nor  more  than  90  percent  of  the  final  compensation  of 
said  member,  as  defined  in  Section  A8.601-1.  Said  allowance  shall  be 
paid  to  him  or  her  until  the  date  upon  which  said  member  would  have 
completed  at  least  twenty-five  (25)  years  of  service  in  the  asereeate  and 
attained  the  aee  of  fifty  (50)  years  had  he  or  she  lived  and  rendered  ser- 
vice without  interruption  in  the  rank  held  by  him  or  her  at  retirement, 
and  after  said  date  the  allowance  payable  shall  be  equal  to  the  retire- 
ment allowance  said  mehiber  would  have  received  if  retired  for  service 
on  said  date  based  on  the  final  compensation,  as  defined  in  Section 
A8.601-1.  he  or  she  would  have  received  immediately  prior  to  said  date, 
had  he  or  she  lived  and  rendered  service  as  assumed,  but  such  allow- 
ance shall  not  be  less  than  50  percent  of  such  final  compensation. 

If.  at  the  time  of  retirement  because  of  disability,  he  or  she  is 
qualified  as  to  ase  and  service  for  retirement  under  Section  A8.601-2. 
he  or  she  shall  receive  an  allowance  equal  to  the  retirement  allowance 
which  he  or  she  would  receive  if  retired  under  Section  A8.601-2.  but  not 
less  than  50  percent  of  said  final  compensation.  Any  member  of  the  fire 
department  who  becomes  incapacitated  for  performance  of  his  or  her 
duty  by  reason  of  a cause  not  included  under  the  provisions  of  the 
immediately  precedins  sentences,  and  who  shall  have  completed  at  least 
10  years  o f service  in  the  assresate.  computed  as  provided  in  Section 
A8.601-10.  shall  be  retired  upon  an  allowance  of  1 'A  percent  of  the  final 
compensation  of  said  member  as  defined  in  Section  A8. 601-1  for  each 
year  of  service,  provided  that  said  allowance  shall  not  be  less  than  33 ’A 
percent  of  said  final  compensation.  The  question  of  retiring  a member 
under  this  section  may  be  brousht  before  the  Retirement  Board  on  said 
board’s  own  motion,  by  recommendation  of  the  fire  commission  or  by 
said  member  or  his  or  her  guardian.  If  his  or  her  disability  shall  cease, 
his  or  her  retirement  allowance  shall  cease  and  he  or  she  shall  be 
restored  to  the  service  in  the  rank  he  or  she  occupied  at  the  time  of  his 
or  her  retirement. 

SEC.  A8. 601 -4  DEATH  ALLOWANCE 

If  a member  of  the  fire  department  shall  die  before  or  after  retire- 
ment by  reason  of  an  in  jury  received  in.  or  illness  caused  by  the  perfor- 
mance of  his  or  her  duty,  a death  allowance,  in  lieu  of  any  allowance, 
payable  under  any  other  section  of  the  Charter  or  by  ordinance,  on 
account  of  death  resulting  from  injury  received  in  or  illness  caused  by 
the  performance  of  duty,  shall  be  paid,  besinnins  on  the  date  next  fol- 
lowing the  date  of  death,  to  his  or  her  surviving  spouse  throughout  his 
or  her  life  or  until  his  or  her  remarriaee.  If  the  member,  at  the  time  of 
death,  was  qualified  for  service  retirement,  but  he  or  she  had  not 
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retired,  the  allowance  payable  shall  be  equal  to  the  retirement  allow- 
ance which  the  member  would  have  received  if  he  or  she  had  been 
retired  for  service  on  the  date  of  death,  bur  such  allowance  shall  not  be 
less  than  50  percent  of  the  final  compensation  earnable  by  said  member 
immediately  preceding  death.  If  death  occurs  prior  to  qualification  for 
service  retirement,  the  allowance  payable  shall  be  equal  to  the  compen- 
sation ofsSid  member  at  the  date  of  death,  until  the  date  upon  which 
said  member  would  have  completed  at  least  twenty- five  (25)  years  of 
service  in  the  aggregate  and  attained  the  aee  of  fifty  (50)  years,  had  he 
or  she  lived  and  rendered  service  without  interruption  in  the  rank  held 
bv  him  or  her  at  death,  and  after  said  date  the  allowance  payable  shall 
be  equal  to  the  retirement  allowance  said  member  would  have  received 
if  retired  for  service  on  said  date,  based  on  the  final  compensation  he  or 
she  would  have  received  prior  to  said  date,  had  he  or  she  lived  and  ren- 
dered senice  as  assumed,  but  such  allowance  shall  not  be  less  than  50 
percent  of  such  final  compensation.  If  he  or  she  had  retired  prior  to 
death,  for  service  or  for  disability  resulting  from  injury  received  in.  or 
illness  caused  bv  the  performance  of  duty,  the  allowance  payable  shall 
be  eaua!  to  the  retirement  allowance  of  the  member,  except  that  if  he  or 
she  was  a member  under  Section  A8.60I  and  retirement  was  for  such 
disability,  and  if  death  occurred  prior  to  qualification  for  the  service 
retirement  allowance,  the  allowance  continued  shall  be  adjusted  upon 
the  date  at  which  said  member  would  have  completed  at  least  twentv- 
five  (25)  years  of  service  in  the  aggregate  and  attained  the  aee  of  fifty 
(50)  years,  in  the  same  manner  as  it  would  have  been  adjusted  had  the 
member  not  died. 

If  there  is  no  surviving  spouse  entitled  to  an  allowance  hereunder, 
or  if  he  or  she  dies  or  remarries  before  every  child  of  such  deceased 
member  attains  the  aee  of  18  years,  then  the  allowance  which  the  sur- 
viving spouse  would  have  received  had  he  or  she  lived  and  not  remar- 
ried shall  be  paid  to  his  or  her  child  or  children  under  said  aee.  collec- 
tivelv.  until  every  such  child  dies  or  attains  said  aee.  provided  that  no 
child  shall  receive  any  allowance  after  marrying  or  attaining  the  aee  of 
18  years.  Should  said  member  leave  no  surviving  spouse  and  no  chil- 
dren under  the  aee  of  IS  years,  but  leave  a child  or  children,  resardless 
of  aee.  dependent  upon  him  or  her  for  support  because  partially  or 
totally  disabled  and  unable  to  earn  a livelihood'or  a parent  or  parents  ■ 
dependent  upon  him  or  her  for  support,  the  child  or  children  and  the 
parents  so  dependent  shall  collectively  receive  a monthly  allowance 
equal  to  that  which  a su rvi vine  spouse  otherwise  would  have  received, 
during  such  dependency.  No  allowance,  however,  shall  be  paid  under 
this  section  to  a surviving  spouse  following  the  death  of  a member 
unless  he  or  she  was  married  to  the  member  prior  to  the  date  of  the 
injury  or  onset  of  the  illness  which  results  in  death. 

SEC.  A8, 601  -5  PAYMENT  TO  SURVIVING  DEPENDENTS 

Upon  the  death  of  a member  of  the  fire  department  resulting  from 
any  cause  other  than  an  injury  received  in.  or  illness  caused  bv  perfor- 
mance of  duty. 

(a)  if  the  death  occurred  after  qualification  for  service  retirement 
under  Section  A8.60I-2.  or  after  retirement  service  or  because  of  dis- 
ability which  result  from  any  cause  other  than  an  injury  received  in.  or 
illness  caused  by  performance  of  duty  one-half  of  the  retirement  allow- 
ance to  which  the  member  would  have  been  entitled  if  he  or  she  had 
retired  for  senice  at  the  date  of  death  or  one-half  of  the  retirement 
allowance  as  it  was  at  his  or  her  death,  as  the  case  may  be.  shall  be 
continued  throughout  his  or  her  life  or  until  remarriage  to  his  or  her 
surviving  spouse,  or 

(b)  if  his  or  her  death  occurred  after  the  completion  of  at  least 
25  years  of  service  in  the  aggregate  but  prior  to  the  attainment  of  the 
aee  of  50  years,  one-lmlf  of  the  retirement  allowance  to  which  he  or  she 
would  have  been  entitled  under  Section  A8.60/-2  if  he  or  she  had 
attained  the  aee  of  50  years  on  the  date  of  his  or  her  death  shall  be 
continued  throughout  life  or  until  remarriage  to  his  or  her  surviving 
spouse,  or 

(c)  if  his  or  her  death  occurred  after  retirement  for  disability  by 
reason  of  injury  received  in  or  illness  caused  by  performance  of  duty, 
three- fourths  of  his  or  Iter  retirement  allowance  as  it  was  at  his  or_her_ 
death  shall  be  continued  throughout  life  or  until  remarriage  to  his  or 
her  surviving  spouse,  except  that,  if  death  occurred  prior  to  qualifica- 
tion for  service  retirement  allowance,  the  allowance  continued  shall  be 


adjusted  upon  the  date  on  which  said  member  would  have  completed  at 
least  twenty- five  (25)  years  of  service  in  the  aggregate  and  attained  the 
age  of  fifty  (50)  years,  in  the  same  manner  as  it  would  have  been  adjust- 
ed had  the  member  not  died,  or 

(d)  if  his  or  her  death  occurred  after  completion  of  at  least  10 
years  of  service  in  the  aggregate,  computed  as  provided  in  Section 
A8.601-I0.  an  allowance  in  an  amount  equal  to  the  retirement  allow- 
ance to  which  the  member  would  have  been  entitled  pursuant  to  Section 
A8.60I-3  if  he  or  she  had  retired  on  the  date  of  death  because  of  inca- 
pacity for  performance  of  duty  shall  be  paid  throughout  life  or  until 
remarriage  to  his  or  her  surviving  spouse.  If  there  is  no  surviving 
spouse  entitled  to  an  allowance  hereunder,  or  if  he  or- she  dies  or  remar- 
ries before  every  child  of  such  deceased  member  attains  the  age  of  18 
years,  then  the  allowance  which  the  surviving  spouse  would  have 
received  had  he  or  she  lived  and  not  remarried  shall  be  paid  to  his  or 
her  child  or  children  under  said  age,  collectively,  to  continue  until  every 
such  child  dies  or  attains  said  age,  provided  that  no  child  shall  receive 
any  allowance  after  marrying  or  attaining  the  age  of.  18  years.  Should 
said  member  leave  no  surviving  spouse  and  no  children,  under  age  of 
18  years,  but  leave  a child  or  children,  regardless  of  age,  dependent 
upon  him  or  her  for  support  because  partially  or  totally  disabled  and 
unable  to  earn  a livelihood  or  a parent  or  parents  dependent  upon  him 
or  her  for  support,  the  child  or  children  and  the  parents  so  dependent 
shall  collectively  receive  a monthly  allowance  equal  to  that  which  a 
sun’iving  spouse  otherwise  would  have  received,  during  such  dependen- 
cy. No  allowance,  however  shall  be  paid  under  this  section  to  a surviv- 
ing spouse  unless  he  or  she  was  married  to  the  member  prior  to  the 
date  of  the  injury  or  onset  of  the  illness  which  results  in  death  if  he  or 
she  had  not  retired,  or  unless  he  or  she  was  married  to  the  member  at 
least  one  year  prior  to  his  or  her  retirement  if  he  or  she  had  retired. 

As  used  in  this  section  and  Section  A8.601-4  "surviving  spouse" 
shall  mean  and  include  a surviving  spouse,  and  shall  also  mean  and 
include  a spouse  who  has  remarried  since  the  death  of  the  member,  but 
whose  remarriage  has  been  terminated  by  death,  divorce  or  annulment 
within  five  years  after  the  date  of  such  remarriage  and  who  has  not 
thereafter  again  remarried. 

The  surviving  spouse,  in  the  event  of  death  of  the  member  after 
qualification  for,  but  before  service  retirement,  may  elect  before  the  first 
payment  of  the  allowance,  to  receive  the  benefit  provided  in  Section 
A8.60I-8.  in  lieu  of  the  allowance  which  otherwise  would  be  continued 
to  him  or  her  under  this  section.  If  there  is  no  surviving  spouse,  the 
guardian  of  the  eligible  child  or  children  may  make  such  election,  and  if 
there  are  no  such  children,  the  dependent  parent  or  parents  may  make 
such  election.  " Qualified  for  service  retirement."  “ qualification  for  ser- 
vice retirement”  or  “qualified  as  to  age  and  service  for  retirement."  as 
used  in  this  section  and  other  sections  to  which  persons  who  are  mem- 
bers under  Section  A8.601  are  subject,  shall  mean  completion  of  25 
years  of  service  and  attainment  of  age  50.  said  service  to  be  computed 
under  Section  A8.60I-10. 

SEC.  A8. 601-6  ADJUSTMENT  OF  ALLOWANCES 

Every  retirement  or  death  allowance  payable  to  or  on  account  of 
any  member  under  Section  A8.60I  shall  be  adjusted  for  cost  of  living  ' 
allowances  and  supplemental  cost  of  living  benefits  as  provided  in  this 
Charter. 

SEC.  A8.601-7  ADJUSTMENT  FOR  COMPENSATION  PAYMENTS 

That  portion  of  any  allowance  payable  because  of  the  death  or 
retirement  of  any  member  of  the  fire  department  which  is  provided  by 
contributions  of  the  City  and  County,  shall  be  reduced,  bv  the  amount  of 
any  benefits  other  than  medical  benefits,  payable  by  the  City  and 
County  to  or  on  account  of  such  person,  under  any  workers  ’ compensa- 
tion law  or  any  other  genera!  law  and  because  of  the  injury  or  illness 
resulting  in  said  death  or  retirement.  Such  portion  which  is  paid 
because  of  death  or  retirement  which  resulted  from  injury  received  in. 
or  illness  caused  by  performance  of  duty,  shall  be  considered  as  in  lieu 
of  all  bene  tits,  other  than  medical  benefits,  payable  to  or  on  account  of 
such  person  under  such  law  and  shall -be  in  satisfaction  and  discharge 
of  the  obligation  of  the  City  and  Counts'  to  pay  such  benefits. 

SEC.  A8.60I-8  DEATH  BENEFIT 

If  a member  of  the  lire  department  shall  die,  before  retirement 
from  causes  other  than  an  inittry  received  in.  or  illness  caused  bv  the 
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I?  performance  of  duty.  or  re  sardless  of  cause  if  no  allowance  shall  be 
payable  under  Section  A8.601-4  or  A8. 60 1-5  preceding,  a death  benefit 
' shall  be  paid  to  his  or  her  designated  beneficiary  or  estate,  the  amount 
\ of  which  and  the  conditions  for  the  payment  of  which  shall  be  deter- 
mined in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the 
} death  benefit  of  other  members  of  the  Retirement  System.  Upon  the 
death  of  a member  after  retirement  and  re  sardless  of  the  cause  of  death. 
;;  a death  benefit  shall  be  paid  to' his  or  her  designated  beneficiary  or 
1 estate,  the  amount  of  which  and  the  conditions  for  the  payment  of  which 
| shall  be  determined  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Board  of 
| Supervisors  for  the  death  benefit  of  other  members  of  the  Retirement 
System. 

SEC.  A8.601-9  REFUNDS  AND  REDEPOSITS 

Should  any  member  of  the  fire  department  cease  to  be  employed 
j as  such,  a member,  throueh  any  cause  other  than  death  or  retirement  or 
| transfer  to  another  office  or  department,  all  of  his  or  her  contributions. 
f with  interest  credited  thereon,  shall  be  refunded  to  him  or  her  subject  to 
■•j,  the  conditions  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  govern  similar 
* terminations  of  employment  of  other  members  of  the  Retirement  System. 
f If  he  or  she  shall  again  become  a member  of  the  department,  he  or  she 
shall  redeposit  in  the  retirement  fund  the  amount  refunded  to  him  or  her. 
Should  a member  of  the  fire  department  become  an  employee  of  any 
■ other  office  or  department,  his  or  her  accumulated  contribution  account 
? shall  be  adjusted  by  payments  to  or  from  him  or  her  as  the  case  may  be 
to  make  the  accumulated  contributions  credited  to  him  or  her  at  the 
mtime  of  change  equal  to  the  amount  which  would  have  been  credited  to 
g him  or  her  if  he  or  she  had  been  employed  in  said  other  office  or 
department  at  the  rate  of  compensation  received  by  him  or  her  in  the 
Bfire  department  and  he  dr  she  shall  receive  credit  for  service  for  which 
S said  contributions  were  made,  accordins  to  the  Charter  section  under 
which  his  or  her  membership  in  the  Retirement  System  continues.

(a)  Time  during  and  for  which  said  member  is  entitled  to  receive 
Wkcompensation  because  of  services  as  a member  of  the  police  or  fire 

department. 

(b)  Time  prior  to  July  1 . 2010,  durine  which  said  member  was 
\ entitled  to  receive  compensation  while  a member  of  the  police  or  fire 
Iff  department  under  any  other  section  of  the  Charter,  provided  that  accu- 
W.mulated  contributions  on  account  of  such  service  previously  refunded 

are  redeposited  with  interest  from  the  date  of  refund  to  the  date  of  rede- 
posit. at  times  and  in  the  manner  fixed  by  the  Retirement  Board:  and 
:. , solely  for  the  purpose  of  determining  qualification  for  retirement  under 
yiSection  A8.601-3  for  disability  not  resulting  from  injury  received  in  or 
illness  caused  by  performance  of  duty,  time  durine  which  said  member 
y serves  and  receives  compensation  because  of  services  rendered  in  other 
: ^offices  and  departments. 

(c)  Time  durine  which  said  member  earned  compensation  as  a 

: paramedic  with  the  fire  department  or  department  of  public  health,  pro- 
I*  vided  that  the  accumulated  contributions  on  account  of  such  service  are 
W transferred  to  his  or  her  Section  A8.601  account  or.  if  previously  refund- 
ed,  are  redeposited  with  interest  from  the  date  of  refund  to  the  date  of 
redeposit.  at  times  and  in  the  manner  fixed  by  the  Retirement  Board. 
mThe  Retirement  Board  shall  require  said  member  to  execute  a waiver  at 
Ra/iv  time  prior  to  retirement  so  that  any  paramedic  service  covered  by 
I Section  A8.601  is  not  also  covered  by  other  pension  provisions  in  this 
Charter. 

(d)  Time  durine  which  said  member  is  absent  from  a status 
■included  in  Subsection  (a)  next  preceding.  by  reason  of  service  in  the 
armed  forces  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  by  reason  of  any  other 
service  included  in  Sections  A8.520  and  A8. 521  of  the  Charter,  during 
mv  war  in  which  the  United  States  was  or  shall  be  engaged  or  during 
wither  national  emereenev.  and  for  which  said  member  contributed  or 
contributes  to  the  Retirement  System  or  for  which  the  City  and  County 
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contributed  or  contributes  on  his  or  her  account. 

(e)  Time  durine  which  said  member  was' on  Unpaid  Parental 
Leave  pursuant  to  Charter  Section  A8.523.  and  for  which  said  member 
has  purchased  service  credit  in  the  Retirement  System. 

SEC.  A8, 601-11  SOURCES  OF  FUNDS 

All  payments  provided  for  members  under  Section  A8.601  shall 
be  made  from  funds  derived  from  the  following  sources,  plus  interest 
earned  on  said  funds: 

(a)  There  shall  be  deducted  from  each  payment  of  compensation 
made  to  a member  under  Section  A8.601  a sum  equal  to  eipht  and  one- 
half  percent  of  such  payment  of  compensation.  The  sum  so  deducted 
shall  be  paid  forthwith  to  the  Retirement  System.  The  eisht  and  one-half 
percent  member  contribution  rate  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon 
expiration  of  the  asreement  that  is  operative  on  June  30/2010 , between 
the  City  and  County  and  the  recognized  bargaining  organization  repre- 
senting said  members.  Prior  to  that  time,  there  shall  be  deducted  from 
each  payment  of  compensation  made  to  a member  under  Section  A8.601 
a sum  equal  to  seven  percent  of  such  payment  of  compensation.  Said 
contribution  shall  be  credited  to  the  individual  account  of  the  member 
from  whose  salary  it  was  deducted,  and  the  total  of  said  contributions, 
together  with  interest  credited  thereon  in  the  same  manner  as  is  pre- 
scribed by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  creditine  interest  to  contribu- 
tions of  other  members  of  the  Retirement  System,  shall  be  applied  to 
provide  part  of  the  retirement  allowance  granted  to.  or  allowance 
eranted  on  account  of  said  member,  or  shall  be  paid  to  said  member  or 
his  or  her  beneficiary  or  estate  as  provided  in  Section  A8.601-8. 
A8.601-9  and  A8. 601  -10. 

(b)  The  City  and  County  shall  contribute  to  the  Retirement 
System  such  amounts  as  may  be  necessary,  when  added  to  the  contribu- 
tions referred  to  in  Subsection  (a)  of  this  Section  A8.601-11 . to  provide 
the  benefits  payable  to  members  under  Section  A8.601 . Such  contribu- 
tions of  the  City  and  County  to  provide  the  portion  of  the  benefits  here- 
under shall  be  made  in  annual  installments,  and  the  installment  to  be 
paid  in  any  year  shall  be  determined  by  the  application  of  a percentage 
to  the  total  compensation  paid  durine  said  year  to  persons  who  are 
members  under  Section  A8.601  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  A8.510. 

(c)  To  promote  the  stability  of  the  Retirement  System  throueh  a 
joint  participation  in  the  result  of  variations  in  the  experience  under 
mortality,  investment  and  other  contingencies,  the  contributions  of  both 
members  and  the  City  and  County  held  by  the  system  to  provide  benefits 
for  members  under  Section  A8.601.  shall  be  a part  of  the  fund  in  which 
all  other  assets  of  said  system  are  included. 

(d)  Any  year  in  which,  based  upon  the  Retirement  System's 
annual  actuarial  valuation,  the  employer  contribution  rate  exceeds  0%. 
the  employee  organizations  represents  safety  members  shall  jointly 
meet  and  confer  with  City  representatives  to  implement  a cost  sharing 
arrangement  between  the  City  and  employee  organizations.  Such 
arrangement  will  effect  a material  reduction  of  the  cost  impact  of 
employer  contributions  on  the  City’s  general  fund. 

The  dollar  value  of  the  cost  sharing  arrangement  shall  not 
exceed  the  total  annual  cost  to  the  Retirement  System  of  improving  the 
police  and  fire  safety  retirement  plans  to  the  3%  @ 55  benefit  level  or 
the  total  employer  contribution  required  by  the  Retirement  System, 
whichever  is  lesser.  Such  cost  sharing  arrangement  shall  not  require  an 
employee  contribution  in  excess  of  the  limits  set  elsewhere  in  this 
Charter. 

The  meet  and  confer  process,  including  all  impasse  procedures 
under  Section  A8. 590-1  et  seq..  shall  be  concluded  not  later  than  April 
1st  except  by  mutual  agreement  of  the  parties.  The  cost  sharing 
arrangement  must  be  finalized  to  permit  implementation  effective 
July  1. 

The  Retirement  Board’s  authority  under  Charter  Section  12.100 
and  in  Section  A8.510  concerning  the  annual  setting  of  the  rates  of  con- 
tribution are  not  subject  to  the  meet  and  confer  process,  including  all 
impasse  procedures  under  Section  A8. 590-1  et  seq. 

SEC.  A8. 601-12  RIGHT  TO  RETIRE 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  years  of  service  set  forth  in  Section 
A8.601-2  as  requisite  to  retirement,  a member  of  the  fire  department 
shall  be  entitled  to  retire  at  any  time  thereafter  in  accordance  with  the 
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provisions  of  said  Section  A8.601-2.  and  except  as  provided  in  Section 
A8.601-16.  nothing  shall  deprive  said  member  of  said  rieht. 

SEC.  A8.601-13  LIMITATION  ON  EMPLOYMENT  DURING 
RETIREMENT 

(a)  Except  as  provided  in  Section  A8.5I1  of  this  Charter  and  in 
Subsection  lb)  of  this  section,  no  person  retired  as  a member  under 
Section  A8k601  for  sen  ice  or  disability  and  entitled  to  receive  a retire- 
ment allowance  under  the  Retirement  System  shall  be  employed  in  any 
capacity'  by  the  Cits'  and  Counts',  nor  shall  such  person  receive  an\  pay- 
ment for  services  rendered  to  the  City  and  County  after  retirement. 

(hi  (I)  Sen’ice  as  an  election  officer  or  juror,  or  in  the  prepara- 
tion for,  or  giving  testimony  as  an  expert  witness  for  or  on  behalf  of  the 
City  and  Counts'  before  any  court  or  legislative  body  shall  be  affected 
bv  the  provisions  of  Subsection  (a)  of  this  section. 

(2)  The  provisions  of  Subsection  (a)  shall  not  prevent  such 
retired  person  from  serving  on  any  board  or  commission  of  the  City  and 
Counts’  and  receiving  the  compensation  for  such  office,  provided  said 
compensation  does  not  exceed  $100  per  month. 

(3)  If  such  retired  person  is  elected  or  appointed  to  a position  or 
office  which  subjects  him  or  her  to  membership  in  the  Retirement 
System  under  Section  A8.60I.  he  or  she  shall  re-enter  membership 
under  Section  A8.601  and  his  or  her  retirement  allowance  shall  be  can- 
celled immediately  upon  his  or  her  re-entry.  The  provisions  of 
Subsection  (a)  of  this  section  shall  not  prevent  such  person  from  receiv- 
ing the  compensation  for  such  position  or  office.  The  rate  of  contribu- 
tions of  such  member  shall  be  the  same  as  that  for  other  members  under 
Section  A8.60I . Such  member's  individual  account  shall  be  credited 
with  an  amount  which  is  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or  her  annuity 
at  the  time  of  his  or  her  re-entry,  but  the  amount  thereof  shall  not 
exceed  the  amount  of  his  or  her  accumulated  contributions  at  the  time 
of  his  or  her  retirement.  Such  member  shall  also  receive  credit  for  his  or 
her  service  as  it  was  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  retirement. 

(c)  Notwithstanding  any  provision  of  this  Charter  to  the  con- 
traQ\. should  any  person  retired  for  disability,  engage  in  a gainful  occu- 
pation prior  to  attaining  the  aee  of  55  years,  the  Retirement  Board  shall 
reduce  that  part  of  his  or  her  monthly  retirement  allowance  which  is 
provided  by  contributions  of  the  City  and  County  to  an  amount  which, 
when  added  to  the  amount  of  the  compensation  earnable  . at  the  time  he 
or  she  engages  in  the  gainful  occupation,  by  such  person  if  he  or  she 
held  the  position  which  he  or  .she  held  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  retire- 
ment. or.  if  that  position  has  been  abolished,  the  compensation  earnable 
by  the  member  if  he  or  she  held  the  position  from  which  he  or  she  was 
retired  immediately  prior  to  its  abolishment. 

SEC.  A8. 601-14  CONFLICTING  CHARTER  PROVISIONS 

Any  section  or  part  of  any  section  in  this  Charter,  insofar  as  it 
should  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  Section  A8.60I  through  A8.601-16 
or  with  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  superseded  by  the  contents  of  said 
sections.  In  the  event  that  any  word,  phrase,  clause  or  section  of  said 
sections  shall  be  adjudged  unconstitutional,  the  remainder  thereof  shall 
remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 

SEC.  A8, 601-15  VESTING 

Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of  this  Charter  to  the  contrary, 
should  any  member  of  the  fire  department  who  is  a member  of  the 
Retirement  System  under  Charter  Section  A8.601  with  five  years  of 
credited  service,  cease  to  be  so  employed,  through  any  cause  other  than 
death  or  retirement,  he  or  she  shall  have  the  rieht  to  elect,  without  rieht 
of  revocation  and  within  90  days  after  termination  of  said  service,  to 
allow  his  or  her  accumulated  contributions  includine  interest  to  remain 
in  the  retirement  fund  and  to  receive  a retirement  allowance  equal  to  the 
percent  set  forth  in  Section  A8.60I-2  opposite  his  or  her  age  at  retire- 
ment. for  each  year  of  service  multiplied  against  the  final  compensation 
of  said  member,  calculated  at  termination,  payable  beginning  no  earlier 
than  aee  50.  No  vesting  retirement  allowance  under  this  section  shall 
exceed  ninety  (90)  percent  of  the  member's  final  compensation. 

SEC,  A8M.1-.16  FORFEITURE  FQR  CRIMES  INVOLVING 
MORAL  TURPITUDE 

Any  member  convicted  of  a crime  involving  moral  turpitude  com- 
mitted in  wnneaivn  with  his  or  her  duties  as  arj  officer  orempl.Qyeejpf 
the  City  and  County  shall  forfeit  all  rights  to  any  benefits  under  the 
Retirement  System  cxcm-isJmd-oLhis  <>r  her  accumulated  cgntribuz 


tions:  provided,  however,  that  if  such  member  is  qualified  for  service 
retirement  by  reason  of  service  and  aee  under  the  provisions  of  Section  I 

A8.601-2.  he  or  she  shall  have  the  rieht  to  elect,  without  rieht  ofrevo-  I 

cation  and  within  90  days  after  his  or  her  removal  from  office  or 
employment  to  receive  as  his  or  her  sole  benefit  under  the  Retirement  I 
System  an  annuity  which  shall  be  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or  her  I 
accumulated  contributions  at  the  time  of  such  removal  from  office  or 
employment. 

Any  member,  after  retirement  for  service  or  disability  or  while 
receiving  a vesting  allowance,  who  is  convicted  of  a crime  involving 
moral  turpitude  in  connection  with  his  or  her  duties  as  an  officer  or 
employee  of  the  City  and  Counts’  shall  forfeit  all  rights  to  any  further  I 
benefit  from  the  Retirement  System  and  the  Retirement  System  shall 
immediately  cease  all  future  payments  to  such  member:  provided  how-  I 

accumulated  contributions,  then  such  member  shall  have  the  right  to 
elect,  without  right  of  revocation  and  within  30  days  after  his  or  her 
conviction,  to  receive  as  his  or  her  sole  benefit  under  the  Retirement 
System,  an  annuity  which  shall  be  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or  her  I 
accumulated  contributions  remaining  at  the  time  of  the  conviction. 

Section  5.  The  San  Francisco  Charter  is  hereby  amended,  by 
adding  Sections  A8.602  through  A8.602-16  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  A8.602  MEMBERS  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT  ON 
AND  AFTER  JULY  1.2010 

Those  persons  who  become  members  of  the  police  department,  as  I 
defined  in  Section  A8. 602-1.  on  and  after  July  1.  2010.  shall  be  mem-  I 
bers  of  the  Retirement  System  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Sections 
A8.602  through  A8.602-16  (which  shall  apply  only  to  members  under  I 
Section  A8.602)  in  addition  to  the  provisions  contained  in  Sections 
12.100  to  12.103  and  Sections  A8.500.  A8.510.  A8.520.  A8526-2  and  I 
A8 526-3  of  this  Charter,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  other  I 

section  of  this  Charter,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  of  the  provisions  I 
of  Section  A8.597  of  this  Charter. 

The  provisions  of  Section  A8.602  shall  not  apply  to  any  member  I 
of  the  Retirement  System  before  July  1 . 2010.  or  to  any  member  of  the  | 
Retirement  System  who  separated  from  service,  retired  or  died  before  I 
July  1,  2010 , or  to  his  or  her  continuant. 

SEC.  A8, 602-1  DEFINITIONS 

The  following  words  and  phrases  as  used  in  this  Section.  Section  A8.602  I 
and  Sections  A8. 602-2  through  A8. 602-16.  unless  a different  meaning  is  1 
plainly  required  by  the  context,  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

“Retirement  allowance.”  “ death  allowance”  or  “allowance.”  9 
shall  mean  equal  monthly  payments,  beginning  to  accrue  upon  the  date  I 
of  retirement . or  upon  the  day  following  the  date  of  death,  as  the  case  I 
may  be,  and  continuing,  for  life  unless  a different  term  ofpaymentjsdef- 
initelv  provided  by  the  context. 

“Compensation.”  as  distinguished  from  benefits  under  the 
Workers’  Compensation  Insurance  and  Safety  Act  of  the  State  of 
California,  shall  mean  the  remuneration  payable  in  cash,  by  the  City  I 
and  County,  without  deduction  except  for  absence  from  duty,  for  time  I 
during  which  the  individual  receiving  such  remuneration  is  a member  of  | 
the  police  department,  but  excluding  remuneration  paid  for  overtime.  I 

Subject  to  the  requirement  that  it  be  payable  in  cash  and  that 
overtime  be  excluded,  “compensation  ” for  pension  purposes  may  be  I 

defined  in  a collective  bargaining  agreement.  Provided,  however,  that  I 

for  retirement  purposes,  any  increase  in  compensation  attached  to  a 
rank  which  is  based  solely  upon  the  possession  of  a POST  certificate.  I 
compared  to  the  equivalent  rank  without  a POST  certificate,  shall  be  | 
subject  to  the  following  limitations: 

(a)  for  possession  of  the  intermediate  POST  certificate,  no  more  | 
than  4%  shall  be  included  in  compensation. 

(b)  for  possession  of  the  advanced  POST  certificate,  no  more  I 

than  an  additional  2%  over  the  maximum  provided  in  Subsection  (a).  » 

above,  shall  be  included  in  compensation.  These  limits  shall  apply  to  I 
any  pay  increments  which  are  solely  attributable  to  the  possession  of  a I 
POST  certificate,  including  but  not  limited  to  premiums  or  special  ranks  I 
which  may  be  established  in  the  future  and  which  are  solely  attributable  I 
to  the  possession  of  a POST  certificate. 
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“Compensation  earnable  ” shall  mean  the  compensation  which 
I would  have  been  earned  had  the  member  received  compensation  with- 
out interruption  throughout  the  period  under  consideration  and  at  the 
rates  of  remuneration  attached  at  that  time  to  the  ranks  or  positions 
' held  by  him  or  her  during  such  period,  it  being  assumed  that  during  any 
t ; " absence,  he  or  she  was  in  the  rank  or  position  held'bv  him  or  her  at  the 
\ beginning  of  the  absence,  and  that  prior  to  becoming  a member  of  the 
police  department,  he  or  she  \vas  in  the  rank  or  position  first  held  by 
| him  or  her  in  such  department. 

“Benefit"  shall  include  “allowance."  “retirement  allowance.” 
“death  allowance  ” and  “death  benefit.  ” 

“Final  compensation  ” shall  mean  the  average  monthly  compen- 
v sation  earned  bv  a member  during  the  higher  of  any  two  consecutive 
j ■ fiscal  years  of  earnings  or  the  twenty- four  months  of  earninss  immedi- 
j • ately  prior  to  retirement. 

For  purposes  of  calculation  of  final  compensation,  any  increase 
I in  pay  solely  attributable  to  possession  of  a POST  certificate  shall  be 
' included  onbi  if  the  member  possesses  the  qualifying  POST  certificate 
for  a period  of  not  less  than  four  (4)  years  prior  to  his  or  her  retirement 
date:  provided,  however,  that  should  a member  possess  the  qualifying 
| POST  certificate  for  a period  of  time  less  than  four  (4)  \ears  prior  to 

retirement,  final  compensation  shall  be  calculated  based  upon  the 
jr  monthly  compensation  in  the  next  lower  rank  not  requiring  possession 
of  the  qualifying  POST  certificate. 

For  the  purpose  of  Sections  A8.602  throueh  A8. 602-16.  the  terms 
“member  of  the  police  department."  “member  of  the  department.”  or 
“member”  shall  mean  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  police  department 
employed  on  and  after  July  1.  2010.  who  was  or  shall  be  subject  to  the 
Charter  provisions  sovernine  entrance  requirements  of  members  of  the 
p uniformed  force  of  said  department  and  said  terms  shall  further  mean 
> persons  employed  on  and  after  July  1.  2010.  at  an  aee  not  greater  than 
the  maximum  age  then  prescribed  for  entrance  into  employment  in  said 
uniformed  force,  to  perform  duties  now  performed  under  the  titles  of 
® criminologist,  photographer,  police  woman  or  iail  matron:  provided. 

, however,  that  said  terms  shall  not  include  any  person  who  has  not  satis- 
factorily completed  such  course  of  training  as  may  be  required  by  the 
police  department  prior  to  assignment  to  active  duty  with  said 
department. 

“Retirement  System  ” or  “system  ” shall  mean  San  Francisco  City 
and  County  Employees’  Retirement  System  as  created  in  Sections  12.100 
and  A8.500  of  the  Charter. 

“Retirement  Board”  shall  mean  “Retirement  Board”  as  created 
in  Section  12.100  of  the  Charter. 

“Charter"  shall  mean  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco. 

Words  used  in  the  masculine  gender'shall  include  the  feminine 
and  neuter  gender,  words  used  in  the  feminine  gender  shall  include  the 
masculine  and  neuter  gender,  and  singular  numbers  shall  include  the 
plural  and  the  plural  the  singular. 

“Interest"  shall  mean  interest  at  the  rate  adopted  by  the 
Retirement  Board. 

SEC.  A8. 602-2  SERVICE  RETIREMENT 

Any  member  of  the  police  department  who  completes  at  least  five 
years  of  service  in  the  aggregate  and  attains  the  age  of  fifty  (50)  years. 
m s°id  service  to  be  computed  under  Section  A8.602-10.  may  retire  for 
. service  at  his  or  her  option.  A member  retired  after  meeting  the  service 
and  age  requirements  in  the  preceding  sentence,  shall  receive  a retire- 
ment allowance  equal  to  the  percent  of  final  compensation  (as  defined 
in  Section  A8. 602-1 ) set  forth  below  opposite  his  or  her  age  at  retire- 
¥:  ment.  taken  to  the  preceding  completed  quarter  year,  for  each  year  of 

service,  as  computed  under  Section  A8. 602-10:

SEC.  A8. 602-3  RETIREMENT  FOR  INCAPACITY 

Any  member  of  the  police  department  who  becomes  incapacitated 
for  the  performance  of  his  or  her  duty  by  reason  of  any  bodily  injury 
received  in.  or  illness  caused  by  the  performance  of  his  or  her  duty, 
shall  be  retired.  If  he  or  she  is  not  qualified  for  service  retirement,  he  or 
she  shall  receive  a retirement  allowance  in  an  amount  which  shall  be 
equal  to  the  same  percentage  of  the  final  compensation  of  said  member, 
as  defined  in  Section  A8.602-1.  as  his  or  her  percentage  of  disability  is 
determined  to  be.  The  percentage  of  disability  shall  be  as  determined  bv 
the  Workers'  Compensation  Appeals  Board  of  the  State  of  California 
upon  referral  from  the  Retirement  Board  for  that  purpose:  provided  that 
the  Retirement  Board  may,  by  five  affirmative  votes,  adjust  the  percent- 
age of  disability  as  determined  bv  said  appeals  board:  and  provided, 
further,  that  such  retirement  allowance  shall  be  in  an  amount  not  less 
than  50  percent  nor  more  than  90  percent  of  the  final  compensation  of 
said  member,  as  defined  in  Section  A8. 602-1 . Said  allowance  shall  be 
paid  to  him  or  her  until  the  date  upon  which  said  member  would  have 
completed  at  least  twenty-five  (25)  years  of  service  in  the  aggregate  and 
attained  the  age  of  fifty  (50)  years  had  he  or  she  lived  and  rendered  ser- 
vice without  interruption  in  the  rank  held  by  him  or  her  at  retirement, 
and  after  said  date  the  allowance  payable  shall  be  equal  to  the  retire- 
ment allowance  said  member  would  have  received  if  retired  for  service 
on  said  date  based  on  the  final  compensation,  as  defined  in  Section 
A8. 602-1.  he  or  she  would  have  received  immediately  prior  to  said  date, 
had  he  or  she  lived  and  rendered  service  as  assumed,  but  such  allow- 
ance shall  not  be  less  than  50  percent  of  such  final  compensation. 

If.  at  the  time  of  retirement  because  of  disability,  he  or  she  is 
qualified  as  to  age  and  service  for  retirement  under  Section  A8.602-2. 
he  or  she  shall  receive  an  allowance  equal  to  the  retirement  allowance 
which  he  or  she  would  receive  if  retired  under  Section  A8.602-2,  but  not 
less  than  50  percent  of  said  final  compensation.  Any  member  of  the 
police  department  who  becomes  incapacitated  for  performance  of  his  or 
her  duty  by  reason  of  a cause  not  included  under  the  provisions  of  the 
immediately  preceding  sentences,  and  who  shall  have  completed  at  least 
10  years  of  service  in  the  aggregate,  computed  as  provided  in  Section 
A8.602-10.  shall  be  retired  upon  an  allowance  of  l‘A  percent  of  the  final 
compensation  of  said  member  as  defined  in  Section  A8.602-1  for  each 
year  of  service,  provided  that  said  allowance  shall  not  be  less  than  33‘A 
percent  of  said  final  compensation.  The  question  of  retiring  a member 
under  this  section  may  be  brought  before  the  Retirement  Board  on  said 
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board's  own  morion.  by  recommendation  of  the  police  commission  or  bv 
said  member  or  liis  or  her  guardian.  If  his  or  her  disability’  shall  cease, 
his  or  her  retirement  allowance  shall  cease  and  he  or  she  shall  be 
restored  to  the  service  in  the  rank  he  or  she  occupied  at  the  time  of  his 
or  her  retirement. 

SEC.  AS. 602-4  DEATH  ALLOWANCE 

If  a member  of  the  police  department  shall  die  before  or  after 
retirement  bv  reason  of  an  injury  received  in.  or  illness  caused  bv  the 
performance  of  his  or  her  duty,  a death  allowance,  in  lieu  of  any  allow- 
ance. payable  under  anx  other  section  of  the  Charter  or  by  ordinance, 
on  account  of  death  resulting  from  injury  received  in  or  illness  caused 
bx  the  performance  of  duty,  shall  be  paid,  beginning  on  the  date  next 
follow  ing  the  date  of  death,  to  his  or  her  surviving  spouse  throughout 
liis  or  her  life  or  until  his  or  her  remarriage.  If  the  member,  at  the  time 
of  death,  was  qualified  for  service  retirement,  but  he  or  she  had  not 
retired,  the  allowance  payable  shall  be  equal  to  the  retirement  allow- 
ance which  the  member  w ould  have  received  if  he  or  she  had  been 
retired  for  service  on  the  date  of  death,  but  such  allowance  shall  not  be 
less  than  50  percent  of  the  final  compensation  earnable  bx  said  member 
immediately  preceding  death.  If  death  occurs  prior  to  qualification  for 
service  retirement,  the  allowance  payable  shall  be  equal  to  the  compen- 
sation of  said  member  at  the  date  of  death,  until  the  date  upon  which 
said  member  would  have  completed  at  least  twenty- five  (25)  years  of 
service  in  the  aggregate  and  attained  the  aee  of  fifty  (50)  years,  had  he 
or  she  lived  and  rendered  service  without  interruption  in  the  rank  held 
by  him  or  her  at  death,  and  after  said  date  the  allowance  payable  shall 
be  equal  to  the  retirement  allowance  said  member  would  have  received 
if  retired  for  senice  on  said  date,  based  on  the  final  compensation  he  or 
she  would  have  received  prior  to  said  date,  had  he  or  she  lived  and  ren- 
dered service  as  assumed,  but  such  allowance  shall  not  be  less  than  50 
percent  of  such  final  compensation.  If  he  or  she  had  retired  prior  to 
death,  for  service  or  for  disability  resulting  from  injury  received  in.  or 
illness  caused  by  the  performance  of  duty,  the  allowance  payable  shall 
be  equal  to  the  retirement  allowance  of  the  member,  except  that  if  he  or 
she  was  a member  under  Section  A8.602  and  retirement  was  for  such 
disability,  and  if  death  occurred  prior  to  qualification  for  the  service 
retirement  allowance,  the  allowance  continued  shall  be  adjusted  upon 
the  date  at  which  said  member  would  have  completed  at  least  twenty- 
five  (25)  years  of  service-in  the  aesreeate  and  attained  the  aee  of  fifty 
(50 ) years,  in  the  same  manner  as  it  would  have  been  adjusted  had  the 
member  nor  died. 

If  there  is  no  surviving  spouse  entitled  to  an  allowance  hereunder, 
or  if  he  or  she  dies  or  remarries  before  every  child  of  such  deceased 
member  attains  the  age  of  18  years,  then  the  allowance  which  the  sur- 
viving spouse  would  have  received  had  he  or  she  lived  and  not  remar- 
ried shall  be  paid  to  his  or  her  child  or  children  under  said  aee.  collec- 
tivelw  until  every  such  child  dies  or  attains  said  aee.  provided  that  no 
child  shall  receive  any  allowance  after  marrying  or  attaining  the  aee  of 
18  years.  Should  said  member  leave  no  surviving  spouse  and  no  chil- 
dren under  the  aee  of  18  years,  but  leave  a child  or  children,  regardless 
of  age,  dependent  upon  him  or  her  for  support  because  partially  or 
totally  disabled  and  unable  to  earn  a livelihood  or  a parent  or  parents 
dependent  upon  him  or  her  for  support,  the  child  or  children  and  the 
parents  so  dependent  shall  collectively  receive  a monthly  allowance 
equal  to  that  which  a surviving  spouse  otherwise  would  have  received, 
during  such  dependency.  No  allowance,  however,  shall  be  paid  under 
this  section  to  a surviving  spouse  following  the  death  of  a member 
unless  he  or  she  was  married  to  the  member  prior  to  the  date  of  the 
iniurv  or  onset  of  the  illness  which  results  in  death. 

SEC.  A8.602-5  PAYMENT  TO  SURVIVING  DEPENDENTS 

Upon  the  death  of  a member  of  the  police  department  resulting 
from  any  cause  other  than  an  iniurv  received  in.  or  illness  caused  bv 
performance  of  duty. 

(a)  if  the  death  occurred  after  qualification  for  service  retirement 
under  Section  A8.602-2.  or  after  retirement  service  or  because  of  dis- 
ability which  result  from  any  cause  other  than  an  iniurv  received  in.  or 
illness  caused  by  performance  of  duty  one-half  of  the  retirement  allow- 
ance to  which  the  member  would  have  been  entitled  if  he  or  she  had 
retired  for  service  at  the  date  of  death  or  one-half  of  the  retirement 
allow  ance  as  it  was  at  his  or  her  death,  as  the  case  max  be.  shall  be 


continued  throughout  his  or  her  life  or  until  remarriage  to  his  or  her 
surviving  spouse,  or 

(b)  if  his  or  her  death  occurred  after  the  completion  of  at  least 
25  years  of  service  in  the  aggregate  but  prior  to  the  attainment  of  the 
age  of  50  years,  one-half  of  the  retirement  allowance  to  which  he  or  she 
would  have  been  entitled  under  Section  A8.602-2  if  he  or  she  had 
attained  the  age  of  50  years  on  the  date  of  his  or  her  death  shall  be 
continued  throughout  life  or  until  remarriage  to  his  or  her  surviving 


spouse,  or 

(c)  if  his  or  her  death  occurred  after  retirement  for  disability  bv 
reason  of  injury  received  in  or  illness  caused  bx  performance  of  duty, 
three-fourths  of  his  or  her  retirement  allowance  as  it  was  at  his  or  her 
death  shall  be  continued  throughout  life  or  until  remarriage  to  his  or 
her  surviving  spouse,  except  that,  if  death  occurred  prior  to  qualifica- 
tion for  service  retirement  allowance,  the  allowance  continued  shall  be 
adjusted  upon  the  date  on  which  said  member  would  have  completed  at 
least  twenty  - five  (25)  years  of  service  in  the  aggregate  and  attained  the 
age  of  fifty  (50)  years,  in  the  same  manner  as  it  would  have  been  adjust- 
ed had  the  member  not  died,  or 

(d)  if  his  or  her  death  occurred  after  completion  of  at  least  10 
years  of  service  in  the  aggregate,  computed  as  provided  in  Section 
AS. 602-10.  an  allowance  in  an  amount  equal  to  the  retirement  allow- 
ance to  which  the  member  would  have  been  entitled  pursuant  to  Section 
A8.602-3  if  he  or  she  had  retired  on  the  date  of  death  because  of  inca- 
pacity for  performance  of  duty  shall  be  paid  throughout  life  or  until 
remarriage  to  his  or  her  surviving  spouse.  If  there  is  no  surviving 
spouse  entitled  to  an  allowance  hereunder,  or  if  he  or  she  dies  or  remar- 
ries before  every  child  of  such  deceased  member  attains  the  age  of  18 
years,  then  the  allowance  which  the  surviving  spouse  would  have 
received  had  he  or  she  lived  and  not  remarried  shall  be  paid  to  his  or 
her  child  or  children  under  said  age,  collectively,  to  continue  until  event 
such  child  dies  or  attains  said  age,  provided  that  no  child  shall  receive 
any  allowance  after  marrying  or  attaining  the  age  of  18  years.  Should 
said  member  leave  no  surviving  spouse  and  no  children,  under  age  of 
18  years,  but  leave  a child  or  children,  regardless  of  age,  dependent 
upon  him  or  her  for  support  because  partially  or  totally  disabled  and 
unable  to  earn  a livelihood  or  a parent  or  parents  dependent  upon  him 
or  her  for  support,  the  child  or  children  and  the  parents  so  dependent 
shall  collectively  receive  a monthly  allowance  equal  to  that  which  a 
surviving  spouse  otherwise  would  have  received,  during  such  dependen- 
cy. No  allowance,  however  shall  be  paid  under  this  section  to  a surviv- 
ing spouse  unless  he  or  she  was  married  to  the  member  prior  to  the 
date  of  the  injury  or  onset  of  the  illness  which  results  in  death  if  he  or 
she  had  not  retired,  or  unless  he  or  she  was  married  to  the  member  at 
least  one  year  prior  to  his  or  her  retirement  if  he  or  she  had  retired. 

As  used  in  this  section  and  Section  A8.602-4  “surviving  spouse" 
shall  mean  and  include  a surviving  spouse,  and  shall  also  mean  and 
include  a spouse  who  has  remarried  since  the  death  of  the  member,  but 
whose  remarriage  has  been  terminated  by  death,  divorce  or  annulment 
within  five  years  after  the  date  of  such  remarriage  and  who  has  not 
thereafter  again  remarried. 

The  surviving  spouse,  in  the  event  of  death  of  the  member  after 
qualification  for,  but  before  service  retirement,  may  elect  before  the  first 
payment  of  the  allowance,  to  receive  the  benefit  provided  in  Section 
A8. 602-8.  in  lieu  of  the  allowance  which  otherwise  would  be  continued 
to  him  or  her  under  this  section.  If  there  is  no  surviving  spouse,  the 
guardian  of  the  eligible  child  or  children  max  make  such  election,  and  if 
there  are  no  such  children,  the  dependent  parent  or  parents  may  make 
such  election.  “ Qualified  for  service  retirement.”  “ qualification  for  ser- 
vice retirement"  or  "qualified  as  to  age  and  service  for  retirement.’'  as 
used  in  this  section  and  other  sections  to  which  persons  who  are  mem- 
bers under  Section  A8.602  are  subject,  shall  mean  completion  of  25 
years  of  service  and  attainment  of  ape  50.  said  service  to  be  computed 
under  Section  A8.602-10. 

SEC.  A8. 602-6  ADJUSTMENT  OF  ALLOWANCES 

Every  retirement  or  death  allowance  payable  to  or  on  account  of 
any  member  under  Section  A8.602  shall  be  adjusted  for  cost  of  living 
allowances  and  supplemental  cost  of  living  benefits  as  provided  in  this 
Charter. 
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SEC.  A8, 602-7  ADJUSTMENT  FOR  COMPENSATION  PAYMENTS 

That  portion  of  any  allowance  payable  because  of  the  death  or 
retirement  of  any  member  of  the  police  department  which  is  provided  by 
contributions  of  the  City  and  County,  shall  be  reduced,  bv  the  amount  of 
any  benefits  other  than  medical  benefits,  payable  by  the  City  and 
Countv  to  or  on  account  of  such  person , under  any  workers’  compensa- 
tion law  or  any  other  general  law  and  because  of  the  injury  or  illness 
resulting  in  said  death  or  retirement.  Such  portion  which  is  paid 
because  of  death  or  retirement  which  resulted  from  injury  received  in. 
or  illness  caused  by  performance  of  duty,  shall  be  considered  as  in  lieu 
of  all  benefits,  other  than  medical  benefits,  payable  to  or  on  account  of 
such  person  under  such  law  and  shall  be  in  satisfaction  and  discharge 
of  the  obligation  of  the  City  and  County  to  pay  such  benefits. 

SEC.  A8, 602-8  DEATH  BENEFIT 

hf  a member  of  the  police  department  shall  die,  before  retirement 
from  causes  other  than  an  injury  received  in.  or  illness  caused  by  the 
performance  of  duty,  or  re  sardless  of  cause  if  no  allowance  shall  be 
payable  under  Section  A8.602-4  or  A8. 602-5  preceding,  a death  benefit 
shall  be  paid  to  his  or  her  estate  or  designated  beneficiary,  the  amount 
of  which  and  the  conditions  for  the  payment  of  which  shall  be  deter- 
mined in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the 
death  benefit  of  other  members  of  the  Retirement  System.  Upon  the 
death  of  a member  after  retirement  and  re  sardless  of  the  cause  of  death, 
a death  benefit  shall  be  paid  to  his  or  her  designated  beneficiary  or 
estate,  the  amount  of  which  and  the  conditions  for  the  payment  of 
which,  shall  be  determined  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  the  death  benefit  of  other  members  of  the  Retirement 
System. 

SEC.  AS. 602-9  REFUNDS  AND  REDEPOSITS 

Should  any  member  of  the  police  department  cease  to  be 
employed  as  such  a member,  throueh  any  cause  other  than  death  or 
retirement  or  transfer  to  another  office  or  department,  all  of  his  or  her 
contributions,  with  interest  credited  thereon,  shall  be  refunded  to  him  or 
her  subject  to  the  conditions  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to 
eovem  similar  terminations  of  employment  of  other  members  of  the 
Retirement  System.  If  he  or  she  shall  aeain  become  a member  of  the 
department,  he  or  she  shall  redeposit  in  the  retirement  fund  the  amount 
refunded  to  him  or  her.  Should  a member  of  the  police  department 
become  an  employee  of  any  other  office  or  department,  his  or  her  accu- 
mulated contribution  account  shall  be  adjusted  by  payments  to  or  from 
him  or  her  as  the  case  may  be  to  make  the  accumulated  contributions 
credited  to  him  or  her  at  the  time  of  chanse  equal  to  the  amount  which 
would  have  been  credited  to  him  or  her  if  he  or  she  had  been  employed  ~ 
in  said  other  office  or  department  at  the  rate  of  compensation  received 
by  him  or  her  in  the  police  department  and  he  or  she  shall  receive  credit 
for  service  for  which  said  contributions  were  made,  according  to  the 
Charter  section  under  which  his  or  her  membership  in  the  Retirement 
System  continues. 

SEC.  A8, 602-10  COMPUTATION  OF  SERVICE 

The  following  time  shall  be  included  in  the  computation  of  the 
service  to  be  credited  to  a member  of  the  police  department  for  the  pur- 
poses of  determinin'!!  whether  such  member  qualified  for  retirement  and 
calculating  benefits,  excluding . however,  any  time,  the  contributions  for ' 
which  were  withdrawn  by  said  member  upon  termination  of  his  or  her 
service  while  he  or  she  was  a member  under  any  other  Charter  section, 
and  not  redeposited  upon  re-entry  into  service: 

(a)  Time  during  and  for  which  said  member  is  entitled  to  receive 
compensation  because  of  services  as  a member  of  the  police  or  fire 
department  on  and  after  July  l . 2010. 

( b ) Time  during  which  said  member  was  on  Unpaid  Parental 
Leave  pursuant  to  Charter  Section  A8.523.  and  for  which  said  member 
has  purchased  service  credit  in  the  Retirement  System. 

(c)  Time  durins  which  said  member  is  absent  from  a status 
included  in  Subsection  (a)  next  preceding,  by  reason  of  service  in  the 
armed  forces  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  by  reason  of  any  other 
service  included  in  Sections  A8.520  and  A8.521  of  the  Charter,  durins 
any  war  in  which  the  United  States  was  or  shall  be  encased  or  during 
other  national  emergency,  and  for  which  said  member  contributed  or 
contributes  to  the  Retirement  System  or  for  which  the  City  and  County 
contributed  or  contributes  on  his  or  her  account. 


SEC.  A8. 602-11  SOURCES  OF  FUNDS 

All  payments  provided  for  members  under  Section  A8.602  shall 
be  made  from  funds  derived  from  the  following  sources,  plus  interest 
earned  on  said  funds: 

(a)  There  shall  be  deducted  from  each  payment  of  compensation 
made  to  a member  under  Section  A8.602  a sum  equal  to  eight  and  one- 
half  percent  of  such  payment  of  compensation.  The  sum  so  deducted 
shall  be  paid  forthwith  to  the  Retirement  System.  The  eieht  and  one-half 
percent  member  contribution  rate  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon 
expiration  of  the  agreement  that  is  operative  on  June  30.  2010.  between 
the  City  and  County  and  the  recognized  bargaining  organization  repre- 
senting said  members.  Prior  to  that  time,  there  shall  be  deducted  from 
each  payment  of  compensation  made  to  a member  under  Section  A8.602 
a sum  equal  to  seven  percent  of  such  payment  of  compensation.  Said 
contribution  shall  be  credited  to  the  individual  account  of  the  member 
from  whose  salary  it  was  deducted,  and  the  total  of  said  contributions, 
toeether  with  interest  credited  thereon  in  the  same  manner  as  is  pre- 
scribed bv  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  crediting  interest  to  contribu- 
tions of  other  members  of  the  Retirement  System,  shall  be  applied  to 
provide  part  of  the  retirement  allowance  granted  to.  or  allowance 
granted  on  account  of  said  member,  or  shall  be  paid  to  said  member  or 
his  or  her  beneficiary  or  as  provided  in  Sections  A8. 602-8.  A8. 602-9 
and  A8, 602-10. 

(b)  The  City  and  County  shall  contribute  to  the  Retirement 
System  such  amounts  as  may  be  necessary,  when  added  to  the  contribu- 
tions referred  to  in  Subsection  (a)  of  this  Section  A8. 602-11.  to  provide 
the  benefits  payable  to  members  under  Section  A8.602.  Such  contribu- 
tions of  the  City  and  County  to  provide  the  portion  of  the  benefits  here- 
under shall  be  made  in  annual  installments,  and  the  installment  to  be 
paid  in  any  year  shall  be  determined  by  the  application  of  a percentage 
to  the  total  compensation  paid  during  said  year  to  persons  who  are 
members  under  Section  A8.602  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  A8.510. 

(c)  To  promote  the  stability  of  the  Retirement  System  through  a 
joint  participation  in  the  result  of  variations  in  the  experience  under 
mortality,  investment  and  other  contingencies,  the  contributions  of  both 
members  and  the  City  and  County  held  by  the  system  to  provide  benefits 
for  members  under  Section  A8.602.  shall  be  a part  of  the  fund  in  which 
all  other  assets  of  said  system  are  included. 

(d)  Any  year  in  which,  based  upon  the  Retirement  System’s  annu- 
al actuarial  valuation,  the  employer  contribution  rate  exceeds  0%.  the 
employee  organizations  representing  safety  members  shall  jointly  meet 
and  confer  with  City  representatives  to  implement  a cost  sharing 
arrangement  between  the  City  and  employee  organizations.  Such 
arrangement  will  effect  a material  reduction  of  the  cost  impact  of 
employer  contributions  on  the  City 's  general  fund. 

The  dollar  value  of  the  cost  sharing  arrangement  shall  not 
exceed  the  total  annual  cost  to  the  Retirement  System  of  improving  the 
police  and  fire  safety  retirement  plans  to  the  3%  @ 55  benefit  level  or 
the  total  employer  contribution  required  by  the  Retirement  System, 
whichever  is  lesser.  Such  cost  sharing  arrangement  shall  not  require  an 
employee  contribution  in  excess  of  the  limits  set  elsewhere  in  this 
Charter. 

The  meet  and  confer  process,  including  all  impasse  procedures 
under  Section  A8. 590-1  et  seq..  shall  be  concluded  not  later  than  April 
1st  except  bv  mutual  agreement  of  the  parties.  The  cost  sharing 
arrangement  must  be  finalized  to  permit  implementation  effective 
July  1. 

The  Retirement  Board’s  authority  under  Charter  Section  12.100 
and  in  Section  A8.510  concerning  the  annual  setting  of  the  rates  of  con- 
tribution are  not  subject  to  the  meet  and  confer  process,  including  all 
impasse  procedures  under  Section  A8.590-1  et  seq. 

SEC.  A8, 602-12  RIGHT  TO  RETIRE 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  years  of  service  set  forth  in  Section 
A8. 602-2  as  requisite  to  retirement,  a member  of  the  police  department 
shall  be  entitled  to  retire  at  any  time  thereafter  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  said  Section  A8. 602-2.  and  except  as  provided  in  Section 
A8.602-16.  nothing  shall  deprive  said  member  of  said  right. 
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SEC.  AS, 602-13  LIMITATION  ON  EMPLOYMENT  DURING 
RETIREMENT 

( a ) Except  as  provided  in  Section  A8.51 1 of  this  Charter  and  in 
Subsection  Ibl  of  this  section,  no  person  retired  as  a member  under 
Section  A8.602  for  serv  ice  or  disability  and  entitled  to  receive  a retire- 
ment allowance  under  the  Retirement  System  shall  be  employed  in  any 
capacity  by* the  Cit\  and  Counts',  nor  shall  such  person  receive  anx  pay- 
ment for  services  rendered  to  the  Cits’  and  County  after  retirement. 

lb)  til  Service  as  an  election  officer  or  juror,  or  in  the  prepara- 
tion for,  or  giving  testimony  as  an  expert  witness  for  or  on  behalf  of  the 
City  and  County  before  any  court  or  lesislative  body  shall  be  affected 
by  the  provisions  of  Subsection  (a)  of  this  section. 

(2)  The  provisions  of  Subsection  (a)  shall  not  prevent  such 
retired  person  from  serving  on  any  board  or  commission  of  the  City  and 
Counts ■ and  receiving  the  compensation  for  such  office,  provided  said 
compensation  does  not  exceed  $100  per  month. 

1 3 ) If  such  retired  person  is  elected  or  appointed  to  a position  or 
office  which  subjects  him  or  her  to  membership  in  the  Retirement 
System  under  Section  AS.6U2.  lie  or  she  shall  re-enter  membership 
under  Section  A8.602  and  his  or  her  retirement  allowance  shall  be  can- 
celled immediately  upon  liis  or  her  re-entry.  The  provisions  of 
Subsection  la)  of  this  section  shall  not  prevent  such  person  from  receiv- 
ing the  compensation  for  such  position  or  office.  The  rate  of  contribu- 
tions of  such  member  shall  be  the  same  as  that  for  other  members  under 
Section  AS. 602.  Such  member's  individual  account  shall  be  credited 
with  an  amount  which  is  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or  her  annuity 
at  the  time  of  his  or  her  re-entry,  but  the  amount  thereof  shall  not 
exceed  the  amount  of  liis  or  her  accumulated  contributions  at  the  time 
of  his  or  her  retirement.  Such  member  shall  also  receive  credit  for  his  or 
her  service  as  it  was  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  retirement. 

(c)  Notwithstanding  any  provision  of  this  Charter  to  the  con- 
trary. should  any  person  retired  for  disability  engage  in  a gainful  occu- 
pation prior  to  attaining  the  aee  of  55  years,  the  Retirement  Board  shall 
reduce  that  part  of  his  or  her  monthly  retirement  allowance  which  is 
provided  by  contributions  of  the  Cits’  and  County  to  an  amount  which, 
when  added  to  the  amount  of  the  compensation  earnable.  at  the  time  he 
or  she  engages  in  the  eainful  occupation,  by  such  person  if  he  or  she 
held  the  position  which  he  or  she  held  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  retire- 
ment. or.  if  that  position  has  been  abolished,  the  compensation  earnable 
by  the  member  if  he  or  she  held  the  position  from  which  he  or  she  . was 
retired  immediately  prior  to  its  abolishment. 

SEC.  A8, 602-14  CONFLICTING  CHARTER  PROVISIONS 

Any  section  or  part  of  any  section  in  this  Charter,  insofar  as  it 
should  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  Sections  A8.602  through  A8.602- 
16  or  with  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  superseded  by  the  contents  of  said 
sections.  In  the  event  that  any  word,  phrase,  clause  or  section  of  said 
sections  shall  be  adjudged  unconstitutional,  the  remainder  thereof  shall 
remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 

SEC.  A8, 602-1 5 VESTING 

Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of  this  Charter  to  the  contrary, 
should  any  member  of  the  police  deoaronent  who  is  a member  of  the 
Retirement  System  under  Charter  Section  A8.602  with  five  years  of 
credited  service,  cease  to  be  so  employed,  through  any  cause  other  than 
death  or  retirement,  he  or  she  shall  have  the  right  to  elect,  without  risht 
of  revocation  and  within  90  days  after  termination  of  said  service,  to 
allow  his  or  her  accumulated  contributions  including  interest  to  remain 
in  the  retirement  fund  and  to  receive  a retirement  allowance  equal  to  the 
percent  set  forth  in  Section  A8. 602-2  opposite  his  or  her  aee  at  retire- 
ment. for  each  year  of  service  multiplied  against  the  final  compensation 
of  said  member,  calculated  at  termination,  payable  beginning  no  earlier 
than  aee  50.  No  vesting  retirement  allowance  under  this  section  shall 
exceed  ninety  <90%)  percent  of  the  member's  final  compensation. 

SEC.  A8.602-16  FORFEITURE  FOR  CRIMES  INVOLVING 
MORAL  TURPITUDE 

Anv  member  convicted  of  a crime  involving  moral  turpitude  com- 
mitted in  connection  with  his  or  her  duties  as  an  officer  or  employee  of 
the  City  and  Countv  shall  forfeit  all  rights  to  anv  benefits  under  the 
Retirement  System  except  refund  of  his  or  her  accumulated  contribu- 
tions: provided,  however,  that  if  such  member  is  qualified  for  service 
retirement  by  reason  of  service  and  aee  under  the  provisions  of  Section 


A8.602-2.  he  or  she  shall  have  the  rieht  to  elect,  without  riehf  of  revo- 
cation and  within  90  days  after  his  or  her  removal  from  office  or 
employment  to  receive  as  his  or  her  sole  benefit  under  the  Retirement 
System  an  annuity,’  which  shall  be  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or  her 
accumulated  contributions  at  the  time  of  such  removal  from  office  or 
employment. 

Any  member  after  retirement  for  sendee  or  disability  or  while 
receiving  a vesting  allowance,  who  is  convicted  of  a crime  involving 
moral  turpitude  in  connection  with  his  or  her  duties  as  an  officer  or 
employee  of  the  City  and  Counts’  shall  forfeit  all  rights  to  anv  further 
benefit  from  the  Retirement  System  and  the  Retirement  System  shall 
immediately  cease  all  future  payments  to  such  member:  provided  how- 
ever. that  if  at  the  time  of  the  conviction,  said  member  has  remaining 
accumulated  contributions,  then  such  member  shall  have  the  rieht  to 
elect,  without  rieht  of  revocation  and  within  30  days  after  his  or  her 
conviction,  to  receive  as  his  or. her  sole  benefit  under  the  Retirement 
System  an  annuity  which  shall  be  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or  her 
accumulated  contributions  remainine  at  the  time  of  the  conviction.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco: 

Section  1 . The  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  Section  3.22,  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  322.  POLICE  DEPARTMENT  DIGNITARY  SECURITY 
BUDGET. 

The  annual  proposed  budget  for  the  Police  Department  prepared 
and  submitted  under  Charter  Section  4.102.  and  the  annual  budget  for 
the  City  proposed  and  approved  under  Article  IX  of  the  Charter  shall 
include  a line-item  appropriation  for  the  Police  Department's  expendi- 
ture of  funds  to  provide  security  services  to  City  officials  and  visiting 
dignitaries.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  people  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

Section  1.  San  Francisco  Administrative  Chapter  373  is  amended 
by  adding  Section  373(f)  “Tenant  Financial  Hardship  Applications” 

SEC.  373.  RENT  LIMITATIONS. 

(a)  Rent  Increase  Limitations  for  Tenants  in  Occupancy. 
Landlords  may  impose  rent  increases  upon  tenants  in  occupancy  only  as 
provided  below  and  as  provided  by  Subsection  37.3(d): 

(1)  Annual  Rent  Increase.  On  March  1st  of  each  year,  the  Board 
shall  publish  the  increase  in  the  CPI  for  the  preceding  12  months,  as 
made  available  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor.  A landlord  may  impose 
annually  a rent  increase  which  does  not  exceed  a tenant’s  base  rent  by 
more  than  60  percent  of  said  published  increase.  In  no  event,  however, 
shall  the  allowable  annual  increase  be  greater  than  seven  percent. 
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(2)  Banking.  A landlord  who  refrains  from  imposing  an  annual 
rent  increase  or  any  portion  thereof  may  accumulate  said  increase  and 
impose  that  amount  on  the  tenant’s  subsequent  rent  increase  anniversary 
dates.  A landlord  who,  between  April  1 , 1982,  and  February  29,  1984, 
has  banked  an  annual  seven  percent  rent  increase  (or  rent  increases)  or 
any  portion  thereof  may  impose  the  accumulated  increase  on  the  ten- 
ant’s subsequent  rent  increase  anniversary  dates. 

(3)  Capital  Improvements,  Rehabilitation,  and  Energy 
Conservation  Improvements,  and  Renewable  Energy  Improvements.  A 
landlord  may  impose  rent  increases  based  upon  the  cost  of  capital 
improvements,  rehabilitation,  energy  conservation  improvements,  or 
renewable  energy  improvements,  provided  that  such  costs  are  certified 
pursuant  to  Sections  37.7  and  37.8B  below;  provided  further  that  where 
a landlord  has  performed  seismic  strengthening  in  accordance  with 
Building  Code  Chapters  16B  and  16C,  no  increase  for  capital  improve- 
ments (including  but  not  limited  to  seismic  strengthening)  shall  exceed, 
in  any  12  month  period,  10  percent  of  the  tenant’s  base  rent,  subject  to 
rules  adopted  by  the  Board  to  prevent  landlord  hardship  and  to  permit 
landlords  to  continue  to  maintain  their  buildings  in  a decent,  safe  and 
sanitary  condition.  A landlord  may  accumulate  any  certified  increase 
which  exceeds  this  amount  and  impose  the  increase  in  subsequent  years, 
subject  to  the  10  percent  limitation.  Nothing  in  this  subsection  shall  be 
construed  to  supersede  any  Board  rules  or  regulations  with  respect  to 
limitations  on  increases  based  upon  capital  improvements  whether  per- 
formed separately  or  in  conjunction  with  seismic  strengthening 
improvements  pursuant  to  Building  Code  Chapters  16B  and  16C. 

(4)  Utilities.  A landlord  may  impose  increases  based  upon  the 
cost  of  utilities  as  provided  in  Section  37.2(q)  above. 

(5)  Water:  Charges  Related  to  Excess  Water  Use,  and  50% 
Passthrough  of  Water  Bill  Charges  Attributable  to  Water  Rate  Increases 
Resulting  From  Issuance  of  Water  System  Improvement  Revenue  Bonds 
Authorized  at  the  November  2002  Election. 

(A)  Charges  Related  to  Excess  Water  Use.  A landlord  may 
impose  increases  not  to  exceed  50  percent  of  the  excess  use  charges 
(penalties)  levied  by  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  on  a building 
for  use  of  water  in  excess  of  Water  Department  allocations  under  the 
following  conditions: 

(i)  The  landlord-provides  tenants  with  written  certification  that 
the  following  have  been  installed  in  all  units:  (1)  permanently  installed 
retrofit  devices  designed  to  reduce  the  amount  of  water  used  per  flush  or 
low-flow  toilets  ( 1 .6  gallons  per  flush);  (2)  low-flow  showerheads  which 
allow  a flow  of  no  more  than  2.5  gallons  per  minute;  and  (3)  faucet  aer- 
ators (where  installation  on  current  faucets  is  physically  feasible);  and 

(ii)  The  landlord  provides  the  tenants  with  written  certification 
that  no  known  plumbing  leaks  currently  exist  in  the  building  and  that 
any  leaks  reported  by  tenants  in  the  future  will  be  promptly  repaired;  and 

(iii)  The  landlord  provides  the  tenants  with  a copy  of  the  water 
bill  for  the  period  in  which  the  penalty  was  charged.  Only  penalties 
billed  for  a service  period  which  begins  after  the  effective  date  of  the 
ordinance  [April  20,  1991]  may  be  passed  through  to  tenants.  Where 
penalties  result  from  an  allocation  which  does  not  reflect  documented 
changes  in  occupancy  which  occurred  after  March  1,  1991 , a landlord 
must,  if  requested  in  writing  by  a tenant,  make  a good-faith  effort  to 
appeal  the  allotment.  Increases  based  upon  penalties  shall  be  prorated  on 
a per-room  basis  provided  that  the  tenancy  existed  during  the  time  the 
penalty  charges  accrued.  Such  charges  shall  not  become  part -of  a ten- 
ant’s base  rent.  Where  a penalty  in  any  given  billing  period  reflects  a 25 
percent  or  more  increase  in  consumption  over  the  prior  billing  period, 
and  where  that  increase  does  not  appear  to  result  from  increased  occu- 
pancy or  any  other  known  use,  a landlord  may  not  impose  any  increase 
based  upon  such  penalty  unless  inspection  by  a licensed  plumber  or 
Water  Department  inspector  fails  to  reveal  a plumbing  or  other  leak.  If 
the  inspection  does  reveal  a leak,  no  increase  based  upon  penalties  may 
be  imposed  at  any  time  for  the  period  of  the  unrepaired  leak. 

(B)  Fifty  Percent  (50%)  Passthrough  of  Water  Bill  Charges 
Attributable  to  Water  Increases  Resulting  From  Issuance  of  Water 
System  Improvement  Revenue  Bonds  Authorized  at  the  November  2002 
Election.  A landlord  may  pass  through  fifty  percent  (50%)  of  the  water 
bill  charges  attributable  to  water  rate  increases  resulting  from  issuance  of 
Water  System  Improvement  Revenue  Bonds  authorized  at  the  November 


2002  election  (Proposition  A),  to  any  unit  that  is  in  compliance  with  any 
applicable,  laws  requiring  water  conservation  devices.  The  landlord  is  not 
required  to  file  a petition  with  the  Board  for  approval  of  such  a cost 
passthrough.  Such  cost  passthroughs  are  subject  to  the  following: 

(i)  Affected  tenants  shall  be  given  notice  of  any  such 
passthrough  as  provided  by  applicable  notice  of  rent  increase  provisions 
of  this  Chapter  37,  including  but  not  limited  to  Section  37.3(b)(3). 

(ii)  A tenant  may  file  a hardship  application  with  the  Board,  and 
be  granted  relief  from  all  or  part  of  such  a cost  passthrough. 

(iii)  If  a tenant’s  hardship  application  is  granted,  the  tenant’s 
landlord  may  utilize  any  available  Public  Utilities  Commission  low- 
income  rate  discount  program  or  similar  program  for  water  bill  reduc- 
tion, based  on  that  tenant’s  hardship  status. 

(iv)  A landlord  shall  not  impose  a passthrough  pursuant  to 
Section  37.3(a)(5)(B)  if  the  landlord  has  filed  for  or  received  Board 
approval  for  a rent  increase  under  Section  37.8(e)(4)  for  increased  oper- 
ating and  maintenance  expenses  in  which  the  same  increase  in  water  bill 
charges  attributable  to  water  rate  increases  resulting  from  issuance  of 
any  water  revenue  bonds  authorized  at  the  November  5,  2002  election 
was  included  in  the  comparison  year  cost  totals. 

(v)  Where  a tenant  alleges  that  a landlord  has  imposed  a water 
revenue  bond  passthrough  that  is  not  in  compliance  with  Section- 37 .3(a) 
(5)(B),  the  tenant  may  petition  for  a hearing  under  the  procedures  pro- 
vided by  Section  37.8.  In  such  a hearing  the  landlord  shall  have  the  bur- 
den of  proving  the  accuracy  of  the  calculation  that  is  the  basis  for  the 
increase.  Any  tenant  petition  challenging  such  a passthrough  must  be 
filed  within  one  year  of  the  effective  date  of  the  passthrough. 

(vi)  A tenant  who  has  received  a notice  of  passthrough  or  a 
passthrough  under  this  Section  37.3(a)(5)(B)  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
a copy  of  the  applicable  water  bill  from  the  landlord  upon  request. 

(vii)  The  amount  of  permissible  passthrough  per  unit  under  this 
Section  37.3(a)(5)(B)  shall  be  determined  as  follows: 

(1)  The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  will  deter- 
mine the  charge  per  unit  of  water,  if  any,  that  is  attributable  to  water 
rate  increases  resulting  from  issuance  of  water  system  improvement  rev- 
enue bonds  authorized  at  the  November  5,  2002  election. 

(2)  The  charge  identified  in  Section  37.3(a)(5)(B)(vii)(l)  shall  be 
multiplied  by  the  total  units  of  water  used  by  each  customer,  for  each 
water  bill.  The  result  is  the  total  dollar  amount  of  the  water  bill  that  is 
attributable  to  water  rate  increases  resulting  from  issuance  of  water  sys- 
tem improvement  revenue  bonds  authorized  at  the  November  5,  2002 
election.  That  charge  shall  be  a separate  line  item  on  each  customer’s 
water  bill. 

(3)  The  dollar  amount  calculated  under  Section  37.3(a)(5)(B) 
(vii)(2)  shall  be  divided  by  two  (since  a 50%  passthrough  is  permitted), 
and  then  divided  by  the  total  number  of  units  covered  by  the  water  bill, 
including  commercial  units.  The  resulting  dollar  figure  shall  be  divided 
by  the  number  of  months  covered  by  the  water  bill  cycle  (most  are  two- 
month  bill  cycles),  to  determine  the  amount  of  that  water  bill  that  may 
be  passed  through  to  each  residential  unit  for  each  month  covered  by 
that  bill. 

(4)  These  passthroughs  may  be  imposed  on  a monthly  basis. 
These  passthroughs  shall  not  become  part  of  a tenant’s  base  rent.  The 
amount  of  each  passthrough  may  vary  from  month  to  month,  depending 
on  the  amount  calculated  under  Sections  37.3(a)(5)(B)(vii)(l) 
through  (3). 

(viii)  The  Board  may  amend  its  rules  and  regulations  as  neces- 
sary to  implement  this  Section  37.3(a)(5)(B). 

(6)  Property  Tax.  A landlord  may  impose  increases  based  upon  a 
100%  passthrough  of  the  change  in  the  landlord’s  property  tax  resulting 
from  the  repayment  of  general  obligation  bonds  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  approved  by  the  voters  between  November  1 , 1996, 
and  November  30, 1998  as  provided  in  Section  37.2(q)  above. 

A landlord  may  impose  increases  based  upon  a 50%  passthrough 
of  the  change  in  the  landlord’s  property  tax  resulting  from  the  repay- 
ment of  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  or  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  general  obligation  bonds  approved  by  the 
voters  after  November  1, 2006,  as  provided  in  Section  37.2(q)  above. 

The  amount  of  such  increases  shall  be  determined  for  each  tax 
year  as  follows: 
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(A)  For  general  obligation  bonds  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  approved  by  the  voters  between  November  1,  1996  and 
November  30,  1998: 

(i)  The  Controller  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  determine 
the  percentage  of  the  property  tax  rate,  if  any,  in  each  tax  year  attribut- 
able to  general  obligation  bonds  approved  by  the  voters  between 
November  T , 1996.  and  November  30,  1998,  and  repayable  within  such 
tax  year. 

(ii)  This  percentage  shall  be  multiplied  by  the  total  amount  of  the 
net  taxable  value  for  the  applicable  tax  year.  The  result  is  the  dollar 
amount  of  property  taxes  for  that  tax  year  for  a particular  property 
attributable  to  the  repayment  of  general  obligatjon  bonds  approved  by 
the  voters  between  November  1 , 1996,  and  November  30,  1998. 

(iii)  The  dollar  amount  calculated  under  Subsection  (ii)  shall  be 
divided  by  the  total  number  of  all  units  in  each  property,  including  com- 
mercial units.  That  figure  shall  be  divided  by  12  months,  to  determine 
the  monthly  per  unit  costs  for  that  tax  year  of  the  repayment  of  general 
obligation  bonds  approved  by  the  voters  between  November  1,  1996, 
and  November  30,  1998. 

(B)  For  general  obligation  bonds  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  approved  by  the  voters  after  November  14,  2002  where  any 
rent  increase  has  been  disclosed  and  approved  by  the  voters: 

(i)  The  Controller  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  determine 
the  percentage  of  the  property  tax  rate,  if  any,  in  each  tax  year  attribut- 
able to  general  obligation  bonds  approved  by  the  voters  after  November 
14,  2002  and  repayable  within  such  tax  year. 

(ii)  This  percentage  shall  be  multiplied  by  the  total  amount  of  the 
net  taxable  value  for  the  applicable  tax  year.  The  result  is  the  dollar 
amount  of  property  taxes  for  that  tax  year  for  a particular  property 
attributable  to  the  repayment  of  general  obligation  bonds  approved  by 
the  voters  after  November  14, 2002. 

(iii)  The  dollar  amount  calculated  under  Subsection  (ii)  shall  be 
divided  by  two,  and  then  by  the  total  number  of  all  units  in  each  proper- 
ty, including  commercial  units.  That  figure  shall  be  divided  by  12 
months,  to  determine  the  monthly  per  unit  costs  for  that  tax  year  of  the 
repayment  of  general  obligation  bonds  approved  by  the  voters  after 
November  14, 2002. 

(C)  For  genera]  obligation  bonds  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  or  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  approved 
by  the  voters  after  November  1 , 2006: 

(i)  The  Controller  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  determine 
the  percentage  of  the  property  tax  rate,  if  any,  in  each  tax  year  attribut- 
able to  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  or  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  general  obligation  bonds  approved  by  the 
voters  after  November  1 , 2006  and  repayable  within  such  tax  year. 

(ii)  This  percentage  shall  be  multiplied  by  the  total  amount  of  the 
net  taxable  value  for  the  applicable  tax  year.  The  result  is  the  dollar 
amount  of  property  taxes  for  that  tax  year  for  a particular  property 
attributable  to  the  repayment  of  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District 
or  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  general  obligation  bonds 
approved  by  the  voters  after  November  1 , 2006. 

(iii)  The  dollar  amount  calculated  under  Subsection  (ii)  shall  be 
divided  by  two,  and  then  by  the  total  number  of  all  units  in  each  proper- 
ty, including  commercial  units.  That  figure  shall  be  divided  by  12 
months,  to  determine  the  monthly  per  unit  costs  for  that  tax  year  of  the 
repayment  of  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  or  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  general  obligation  bonds  approved  by  the 
voters  after  November  1 , 2006. 

(D)  Landlords  may  pass  through  to  each  unit  in  a particular 
property  the  dollar  amount  calculated  under  these  Subsections  37.3(a) 

(6)(A)  and  (B)  and  (C).  These  passthroughs  may  be  imposed  only  on 
the  anniversary  date  of  each  tenant’s  occupancy  of  the  property.  These 
passthroughs  shall  not  become  a part  of  a tenant’s  base  rent.  The 
amount  of  each  annual  passthrough  imposed  pursuant  to  this  Subsection 
(6)  may  vary  from  year-to-year,  depending  on  the  amount  calculated 
under  Subsections  (A)  and  (B)  and  (C).  Each  annual  passthrough  shall 
apply  only  for  the  12  month  period  after  it  is  imposed.  A landlord  may 
impose  the  passthroughs  described  in  this  Subsection  (6)  for  a particular 
tax  year  only  with  respect  to  those  tenants  who  were  residents  of  a par- 
ticular property  on  November  1st  of  the  applicable  tax  year.  A landlord 


shall  not  impose  a passthrough  pursuant  to  this  Subsection  (6)  if  the 
landlord  has  filed  for  or  received  Board  approval  for  a rent  increase 
under  Section  37.8(e)(4)  for  increased  operating  and  maintenance 
expenses  in  which  the  same  increase  in  property  taxes  due  to  the  repay- 
ment of  general  obligation  bonds  was  included  in  the  comparison  year 
cost  totals. 

(E)  The  Board  will  have  available  a form  which  explains  how  to 
calculate  the  passthrough. 

(F)  Landlords  must  provide  to  tenants,  on  or  before  the  date  that 
notice  is  served  on  the  tenant  of  a passthrough  permitted  under  this 
Subsection  (6),  a copy  of  the  completed  form  described  in  Subsection 
(E).  This  completed  form  shall  be  provided  in  addition  to  the  Notice  of 
Rent  Increase  required  under  Section  37.3(b)(5).  Where  a tenant  alleges 
that  a landlord  has  imposed  a charge  which  exceeds  the  limitations  set 
forth  in  this  Subsection  (6),  the  tenant  may  petition  for  a hearing  under 
the  procedures  provided  by  Section  37.8.  In  such  a hearing,  the  landlord 
shall  have  the  burden  of  proving  the  accuracy  of  the  calculation  that  is 
the  basis  for  the  increase.  Any  tenant  petitions  challenging  such  a 
passthrough  must  be  filed  within  one  year  of  the  effective  date  of  the 
passthrough. 

(G)  The  Board  may  amend  its  rules  and  regulations  as  necessary 
to  implement  this  Subsection  (6). 

(7)  RAP  Loans.  A landlord  may  impose  rent  increases  attribut- 
able to  the  City  Administrator’s  amortization  of  the  RAP  loan  in  an  area 
designated  on  or  after  July  1 , 1977,  pursuant  to  Chapter  32  of  the  San 
Francisco  Administrative  Code. 

(8)  Additional  Increases.  A landlord  who  seeks  to  impose  any 
rent  increase  which  exceeds  those  permitted  above  shall  petition  for  a 
rental  arbitration  hearing  pursuant  to  Section  37.8  of  this  Chapter. 

(9)  A landlord  may  impose  a rent  increase  to  recover  costs 
incurred  for  the  remediation  of  lead  hazards,  as  defined  in  San 
Francisco  Health  Code  Article  11  or  26.  Such  increases  may  be  based 
on  changes  in  operating  and  maintenance  expenses  or  for  capital 
improvement  expenditures  as  long  as  the  costs  which  are  the  basis  of 
the  rent  increase  are  a substantial  portion  of  the  work  which  abates  or 
remediates  a lead  hazard,  as  defined  in  San  Francisco  Health  Code 
Article  11  or  26,  and  provided  further  that  such  costs  are  approved  for 
operating  and  maintenance  expense  increases  pursuant  to  Section 
37.8(e)(4)(A)  and  certified  as  capital  improvements  pursuant  to  Section 
37.7  below. 

When  rent  increases  are  authorized  by  this  Subsection  37.3(a)(9), 
the  total  rent  increase  for  both  operating  and  maintenance  expenses  and 
capital  improvements  shall  not  exceed  10  percent  in  any  12  month  peri- 
od. If  allowable  rent  increases  due  to  the  costs  of  lead  remediation  and 
abatement  work  exceed  10  percent  in  any  12  month  period,  an 
Administrative  Law  Judge  shall  apply  a portion  of  such  excess  to 
approved  operating  and  maintenance  expenses  for  lead  remediation 
work,  and  the  balance,  if  any,  to  certified  capital  improvements,  provid- 
ed, however,  that  such  increase  shall  not  exceed  10  percent.  A landlord 
may  accumulate  any  approved  or  certified  increase  which  exceeds  this 
amount,  subject  to  the  10  percent  limit. 

(10)  With  respect  to  units  occupied  by  recipients  of  tenant-based 
rental  assistance: 

(A)  If  the  tenant’s  share  of  the  base  rent  is  not  calculated  as  a 
fixed  percentage  of  the  tenant’s  income,  such  as  in  the  Section  8 vouch- 
er program  and  the  Over-FMR  Tenancy  Program,  then: 

(i)  If  the  base  rent  is  equal  to  or  greater  than  the  payment  stan- 
dard, the  rent  increase  limitations  in  Sections  37.3(a)(1)  and  (2)  shall 
apply  to  the  entire  base  rent,  and  the  arbitration  procedures  for  those 
increases  set  forth  in  Section  37.8  and  37.8A  shall  apply. 

(11)  If  the  base  rent  is  less  than  the  payment  standard,  the  rent 
increase  limitations  of  this  Chapter  shall  not  apply;  provided,  however, 
that  any  rent  increase  which  would  result  in  the  base  rent  being  equal  to 
or  greater  than  the  payment  standard  shall  not  result  in  a new  base  rent 
that  exceeds  the  payment  standard  plus  the  increase  allowable  under 
Section  37.3(a)(1). 

(B)  If  the  tenant’s  share  of  the  base  rent  is  calculated  as  a fixed 
percentage  of  the  tenant’s  income,  such  as  in  the  Section  8 certificate 
program  and  the  rental  subsidy  program  for  the  HOPWA  program,  the 
rent  increase  limitations  in  Section  37.3(a)(1)  and  (2)  shall  not  apply.  In

(b)  Notice  of  Rent  Increase  for  Tenants  in  Occupancy.  On  or 
before  the  date  upon  which  a landlord  gives  a tenant  legal  notice  of  a 
I rent  increase,  the  landlord  shall  inform  the  tenant,  in  writing,  of  the 
following: 

(1)  Which  portion  of  the  rent  increase  reflects  the  annual 
I increase,  and/or  a banked  amount,  if  any; 

(2)  Which  portion  of  the  rent  increase  reflects  costs  for  increased 
I operating  and  maintenance  expenses,  rents  for  comparable  units,  and/or 

capital  improvements,  rehabilitation,  energy  conservation  measures 

I improvements,  or  renewable  energy  improvements  certified  pursuant  to 
Section  37.7.  Any  rent  increase  certified  due  to  increases  in  operating 
and  maintenance  costs  shall  not  exceed  seven  percent; 

■ (3)  Which  portion  of  the  rent  increase  reflects  the  passthrough  of 

| charges  for:  gas  and  electricity;  or  the  passthrough  of  increased  water 
bill  charges  attributable  to  water  rate  increases  resulting  from  issuance 
of  water  revenue  bonds  authorized  at  the  November  2002  election  as

(d)  Costa-Hawkins  Rental  Housing  Act  (Civil  Code  Sections 
|i  1954.50.  et  seq.)  Consistent  with  the  Costa-Hawkins  Rental  Housing 
Act  (Civil  Code  Sections  1954.50.  et  seq.)  and  regardless  of  whether 
otherwise  provided  under  Chapter  37:

of  Section  1 1004.5  of  the  California  Business  and  Professions  Code. 

The  owner's  right  to  establish  subsequent  rental  rates  under  this  para- 
graph shall  not  apply  to  a dwelling  or  unit  where  the  preceding  tenancy 
has  been  terminated  by  the  owner  by  notice  pursuant  to  California  Civil 
Code  Section  1 946  or  has  been  terminated  upon  a change  in  the  terms 
of  the  tenancy  noticed  pursuant  to  California  Civil  Code  Section  827;  in 
such  instances,  the  rent  increase  limitation  provisions  of  Chapter  37 
shall  continue  to  apply  for  the  duration  of  the  new  tenancy  in  that 
dwelling  or  unit.

(C)  An  owner’s  right  to  establish  subsequent  rental  rates  under 
Subsection  37.3(d)(1)  shall  not  apply  to  a dwelling  or  unit  which  con- 
tains serious  health,  safety,  fire  or  building  code  violations,  excluding 
those  caused  by  disasters,  for  which  a citation  has  been  issued  by  the 
appropriate  governmental  agency  and  which  has  remained  unabated  for 
six  months  or  longer  preceding  the  vacancy. 


(2)  Conditions  for  Establishing  the  Initial  Rental  Rate  Upon 
Sublet  or  Assignment.  Except  as  identified  in  this  Subsection  37.3(d)(2), 
nothing  in  this  Subsection  or  any  other  provision  of  law  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  shall  be  construed  to  preclude  express  estab- 
lishment in  a lease  or  rental  agreement  of  the  rental  rates  to  be  applica- 
ble in  the  event  the  rental  unit  subject  thereto  is  sublet,  and  nothing  in 
this  Subsection  shall  be  construed  to  impair  the  obligations  of  contracts 
entered  into  prior  to  January  1,  1996,  subject  to  the  following: 

(A)  Where  the  original  occupant  of  occupants  who  took  posses- 
sion of  the  dwelling  or  unit  pursuant  to  the  rental  agreement  with  the 
owner  no  longer  permanently  reside  there,  an  owner  may  increase  the 
rent  by  any  amount  allowed  by  this  Subsection  to  a lawful  sublessee  or 
assignee  who  did  not  reside  at  the  dwelling  or  unit  prior  to  January  1 . 
1996.  However,  such  a rent  increase  sjiall  not  be  permitted  while: 

(i)  The  dwelling  or  unit  has  been  cited  in  an  inspection  report  by 
the  appropriate  governmental  agency  as  containing  serious  health,  safe- 
ty, fire,  or  building  code  violations,  as  defined  by  Section  17920.3  of 
the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code,  excluding  any  violation  caused 
by  a disaster;  and, 

(ii)  The  citation  was  issued  at  least  60  days  prior  to  the  date  of 
the  vacancy:  and, 

(iii)  The  cited  violation  had  not  been  abated  when  the  prior  ten- 
ant vacated  and  had  remained  unabated  for  60  days  or  for  a longer  peri- 
od of  time.  However,  the  60-day  time  period  may  be  extended  by  the 
appropriate  governmental  agency  that  issued  the  citation. 

(B)  This  Subsection  37.3(d)(2)  shall  not  apply  to  partial  changes 
in  occupancy  of  a dwelling  or  unit  where  one  or  more  of  the  occupants 
of  the  premises,  pursuant  to  the  agreement  with  the  owner  provided  for 
above  (37.3(d)(2)),  remains  an  occupant  in  lawful  possession  of  the 
dwellings  or  unit,  or  where  a lawful  sublessee  or  assignee  who  resided 
at  the  dwelling  or  unit  prior  to  January  1 , 1996,  remains  in  possession 
of  the  dwelling  or  unit.

(C)  Acceptance  of  rent  by  the  owner  shall  not  operate  as  a waiv- 
er or  otherwise  prevent  enforcement  of  a covenant  prohibiting  sublease 
or  assignment  or  as  a waiver  of  an  owner’s  rights  to  establish  the  initial 
rental  rate  unless  the  owner  has  received  written  notice  from  the  tenant 
that  is  party  to  the  agreement  and  thereafter  accepted  rent. 

(3)  Termination  or  Nonrenewal  of  a Contract  or  Recorded 
Agreement  with  a Government  Agency  Limiting  Rent.  An  owner  who 
terminates  or  fails  to  renew  a contract  or  recorded  agreement  with  a 
governmental  agency  that  provides  for  a rent  limitation  to  a qualified 
tenant,  shall  be  subject  to  the  following: 

(A)  The  tenant(s)  who  were  beneficiaries  of  the  contract  or 
recorded  agreement  shall  be  given  at  least  90  days’  written  notice  of  the 
effective  date  of  the  termination  and  shall  not  be  obligated  to  pay  more 
than  the  tenant’s  portion  of  the  rent,  as  calculated  under  that  contract  or 
recorded  agreement,  for  90  days  following  receipt  of  the  notice  of  ter- 
mination or  nonrenewal. 

(B)  The  owner  shall  not  be  eligible  to  set  an  initial  rent  for  three 
years  following  the  date  of  the  termination  or  nonrenewal  of  the  con- 
tract or  agreement. 

(C)  The  rental  rate  for  any  new  tenancy  established  during  the 
three-year  period  in  that  vacated  dwelling  or  unit  shall  be  at  the  same 
rate  as  the  rent  under  the  terminated  or  nonrenewed  contract  or  recorded 
agreement,  plus  any  increases  authorized  under  this  Chapter  37  after  the 
date  of  termination/non  renewal. 

(D)  The  provisions  of  Subsections  37.3(d)(3)(B)  and  (C)  shall 
not  apply  to  any  new  tenancy  of  12  months  or  more  duration  established 
after  January  1, 2000,  pursuant  to  the  owner’s  contract  or  recorded 
agreement  with  a governmental  agency  that  provides  for  a rent  limita- 
tion to  a qualified  tenant  unless  the  prior  vacancy  in  that  dwelling  or 
unit  was  pursuant  to  a nonrenewed  or  canceled  contract  or  recorded 
agreement  with  a governmental  agency  that  provides  for  a rent  limita- 
tion to  a qualified  tenant. 

(4)  Subsection  37.3(d)  does  not  affect  the  authority  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  regulate  or  monitor  the  basis  or  grounds 
for  eviction. 
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(5)  This  Subsection  37.3(d)  is  intended  to  be  and  shall  be  con- 
strued to  be  consistent  with  the  Costa-Hawkins  Rental  Housing  Act

(e)  Effect  of  Deferred  Maintenance  on  Passthroughs  for  Lead 
Remediation  Techniques. 

(1)  When  lead  hazards  are  remediated  or  abated  pursuant  to  San 
Francisco  health  Code  Articles  1 1 or  26,  are  violations  of  State  or  local 
housing  health  and  safety  laws,  there  shall  be  a rebuttable  presumption 
that  the  lead  hazards  are  caused  or  created  by  deferred  maintenance  as 
defined  herein  of  the  current  or  previous  landlord.  If  the  landlord  fails 
to  rebut  the  presumption,  the  costs  of  such  work  shall  not  be  passed 
through  to  tenants  as  either  a capital  improvement  or.an  operating  and 
maintenance  expense.  If  the  landlord  rebuts  the  presumption,  he  or  she 
shall  be  entitled  to  a rent  increase  if  otherwise  justified  by  the  standards 
set  forth  in  this  Chapter. 

(2)  F6r  purposes  of  the  evaluation  of  petitions  for  rent  increases 
for  lead  remediation  work,  maintenance  is  deferred  if  a reasonable  land- 
lord under  the  circumstances  would  have  performed,  on  a regular  basis, 
the  maintenance  work  required  to  keep  the  premises  from  being  in  viola- 
tion of  housing  safety  and  habitability  standards  set  forth  in  California 
Civil  Code  Section  1941  and  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Code.  In  order 
to  prevail  on  a deferred  maintenance  defense,  a tenant  must  show  that 
the  level  of  repair  or  remediation  currently  required  would  have  been 
lessened  had  maintenance  been  performed  in  a more  timely  manner.

(f)  Tenant  Financial  Hardship  Applications.  In  addition  to  anv 
existine  hardship  provisions  in  the  Rent  Stabilization  and  Arbitration 
Ordinance  or  Rules  and  Regulations  at  the  time  this  Section  37.3 
becomes  effective: 

(DA  tenant  in  a household  who  is  either  unemployed,  or  whose 
wanes  have  been  reduced  bv  20%  or  more  compared  to  12  months  prior, 
or  whose  sole  income  consists  of  government  benefits  such  as  Social 
Security.  Supplemental  Security  Income  (SSI).  State  Disability  Insurance 
(SDI).  or  similar  benefits  and  who  has  not  received  a cost  of  livine 
increase  in  the  past  12  months,  may  file  a petition  claiming  hardship  at 
any  time  on  grounds  of  financial  hardship  with  respect  to  any  rent 
increase  pursuant  to  Section  37.3.  Payment  of  such  rent  increases ) set 
forth  in  the  hardship  application  shall  be  stayed  for  a period  of  60  days 
from  the  date  of  filing,  or  until  the  hearing  is  held  and  the  decision  of 
the  Administrative  Law  Judpe  is  issued,  whichever  date  comes  later.

( B ) Whether  the  rent  including  the  increase  comprises  or  will 
comprise  33%  or  more  of  the  tenant’s  gross  income  . 

( C ) The  tenant's  assets  shall  also  be  considered  in  making  this 
determination. 

( 3 ) Upon  finding  that  the  tenant  has  financial  hardship,  the 
Administrative  Law  Judge  shall  order  that  the  rent  increase  will  not  be 
in  effect  prospectively  for  a specific  period  of  time  based  on  the  tenant’s 
circumstances,  and  schedule  a review  at  the  end  of  that  period.  If  that 
rent  increase  is  later  allowed,  it  will  be  effective  as  of  the  date  the  ten- 
ant's income  or  assets  changed  to  permit  the  increase.

It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  people  of  the  City  and  Countv  of  San 
Francisco  that: 

The  new  Transbay  Transit  Center,  under  construction  at  First  and 
Mission  Streets,  be  the  Northern  California  terminus  for  California 
High  Speed  Rail. 

We  call  on  the  California  High  Speed  Rail  Authority  to  abandon  consid- 
eration of  an  alternate  site  for  High  Speed  Rail  at  Main  and  Beale 
Streets  and  focus  on  bringing  High  Speed  Rail  to  the  Transbay  Transit 
Center.  A train  station  at  Main  and  Beale  would  result  in  unnecessary 
duplication  and  delay  and  cause  undue  disruption  to  the  residents  of 
San  Francisco,  especially  in  the  South  of  Market  neighborhood,  where 
1800  existing  and  planned  units  of  housing  would  be  lost. 

Planning  for  a new  Transbay  Terminal  with  an  extension  ofCaltrain  to 
downtown  San  Francisco  began  more  than  2 decades  ago.  A full  public 
process  to  receive  community  input  and  develop  a locally  preferred  site 
for  the  new  Transbay  Terminal  resulted  in  the  selection  of  First  and 
Mission  Streets.  During  this  process  and  after  much  study,  the  Main  and 
Beale  Streets  site  was  rejected  as  infeasible  and  technically  inferior  to 
the  Transbay  Terminal  site. 

San  Francisco  residents  voted  in  favor  of  Proposition  H in  November 
1999  to  bring  rail  to  downtown  San  Francisco  and  for  Proposition  K in  ) 
November  2003  to  provide  funding  for  the  Transbay  Project.  Both  mea- 
sures specified  that  the  Transbay  Terminal  be  built  on  its  current  site  at 
First  and  Mission.  Considerable  time  and  resources  have  been  put  into 
the  First  and  Mission  site,  which  will  bring  together  rail.  Muni.  BART. 

AC  Transit  and  other  public  transit  options  in  a convenient  downtown 
location  for  San  Francisco  and  regional  travelers.  In  addition,  the  vot- 
ers of  California  approved  Proposition  l A in  2008  to  provide  funding 
for  High  Speed  Rail  with  the  specific  condition  that  the  northern  termi- 
nus be  located  at  the  Transbay  Terminal  in  San  Francisco. 

The  Transbay  Joint  Powers  Authority  (TJPA)  was  created  in  2001  to 
design,  build,  and  operate  the  new  Transbay  Transit  Center.  Since  that 
time,  the  TJPA  has  cleared  environmental  review,  selected  the  design 
and  development  team,  completed  initial  project  design,  secured  over  $2  [ 
billion  to  fully  fund  the  first  phase  of  the  project,  and  completed  con- 
struction of  the  temporary  terminal.  The  TJPA  Board  and  its  capable 
staff  are  on  schedule  to  complete  the  new  Transbay  Transit  Center 
building  by  2015  and  the  downtown  extension  by  2018.  The  Transbay 
Transit  Center  is  designed  to  accommodate  California  High  Speed  Rail.  t 

Because  of  the  overwhelming  support  for  the  Transbay  Transit  Center  at 
First  and  Mission  Streets,  the  people  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  support  this  location  as  the  Northern  California  terminus  for 
High  Speed  Rail  between  downtown  San  Francisco  and  downtown  Los 
Angeles,  and  declare  as  a matter  of  policy  to  call  on  the  California 
High  Speed  Rail  Authority  to  abandon  consideration  of  an  alternate  ter-  \ 
minus  of  High  Speed  Rail  at  Main  and  Beale  Streets.

In  the  June  8,  2010  Consolidated  Statewide  Direct  Primary  Election,  voters  will  vote  according  to  their 
party  registration.  Voters  who  have  registered  with  a particular  political  party  mav  receive  only  that 
party's  ballot,  and  cannot  vote  using  another  party's  ballot. 

However,  the  Democratic  Party  and  Republican  Party  will  allow  voters  who  have  not  registered  with 
a qualified  political  party  to  vote  on  their  party  ballots. These  unaffiliated  voters  may  instead  vote  a 
purely  nonpartisan  ballot,  which  includes  state  and  local  measures  and  the  contests  for  State 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  and  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court. 

Unaffiliated  voters  who  are  also  permanent  vote-by-mail  voters  have  been  mailed  a postcard  on 
which  they  can  request  a ballot  from  the  Democratic  or  Republican  Party.  Unaffiliated  voters  who 
vote  at  polling  places  on  Election  Day  must  tell  the  pollworker  if  they  want  either  of  these  party 
ballots.  If  no  request  is  made,  the  voter  will  receive  a nonpartisan  ballot. 

Please  review  this  pamphlet  for  more  information  about  voting  in  primary  elections. The  last  day 
for  people  to  register  to  vote  in  this  election  or  to  change  their  party  affiliation  is  May  24. 

VOTING  IN  CITY  HALL 

29  days  before  nearly  every  election,  outside  our  City  Hall  office,  the  Department  opens  a polling 
place  that  is  available  for  all  voters,  regardless  of  where  they  live  in  the  City.  Before  the  May  24 
deadline  to  register  to  vote,  people  can  change  their  registration  information  - such  as  their  party 
affiliation  - and  then  vote  the  same  day. The  City  Hall  polling  place  is  open  during  the  week  from 
8 a.m.  until  5 p.m.  and  during  the  two  weekends  prior  to  Election  Day  - May  29  and  May  30; 
and  June  5 and  June  6 - from  10  a.m.  until  4 p.m.

This  means  that  voters  who  have  registered  with  a 
qualified  political  party  may  vote  only  for  candidates 
from  that  party  in  partisan  contests.  Voters  who  have 
not  registered  with  a qualified  political  party  may 
vote  in  partisan  contests  if  a party  allows  unaffiliated 
voters  to  participate.

Audio  Ballot  and  Hand-held  Keypad:  For  audio  voting,  the  accessi- 
ble voting  machine  is  equipped  with  headphones  and  a Braille-em- 
bossed hand-held  keypad  with  keys  coded  by  color  and  shape. The 
voting  machine  provides  audio  instructions  to  guide  you  through 
the  ballot. The  keypad  is  used  to  move  through  the  ballot  and  make 
selections.  If  you  would  like  to  use  the  audio  ballot  feature,  please 
tell  a pollworker. 

Other  Forms  of  Assistance  at  the  Polling  Place: 

Personal  Assistance:  A voter  may  bring  up  to  two  people,  including 
pollworkers,  into  the  voting  booth  for  assistance  in  marking  his  or 
her  ballot. 

Curbside  Voting:  If  a voter  is  unable  to  enter  a polling  place,  poll- 
workers  can  be  asked  to  bring  voting  materials  to  the  voter  outside 
the  polling  place. 

ReadingTools:  Every  polling  place  has  large-print  instructions  on 
how  to  mark  a ballot  and  optical  sheets  to  magnify  the  print  on  the 
paper  ballot. The  accessible  voting  machine  provides  large-print 
text  on  the  screen,  and  voters  can  further  increase  text  size. 

Seated  Voting:  Every  polling  place  has  at  least  one  voting  booth 
that  allows  voting  while  seated. 

Voting  Tools:  Every  polling  place  has  two  easy-grip  pens  for 
signing  the  roster  and  marking  the  ballot. 

Accessible  Website:  The  Department  of  Elections  website, 
www.sfelections.org , has  audio,  text-only  and  large  print  options  and 
is  an  excellent  source  of  election  information.

Elections  posts  "Change  of  Polling  Place"  signs 
at  the  address  of  the  old  location  on  Election 
Day.  Voters  can  tear  off  a sheet  of  paper  with 
the  address  and  cross-streets  of  their  new  poll- 
ing place  from  a pad  attached  to  the  sign. 


Some  Precincts  Do  Not  Have  a 
Polling  Place 

Voting  precincts  with  fewer  than  250  registered 
voters  are  designated  "Mail  Ballot  Precincts."  An  of- 
ficial ballot  and  postage-paid  return  envelope  will  be 
mailed  automatically  to  all  voters  in  those  precincts 
approximately  four  weeks  before  every  election. 

For  voters  in  those  precincts  who  would  prefer  to 
drop  off  their  official  mail  ballot  at  a polling  place, 
the  addresses  of  the  two  polling  places  nearest  to 
their  precinct  are  provided  with  the  ballot.

If  you  overvote 
by  marking  more  than  the  allowed  number  of  candi- 
dates for  any  contest  or  choice,  or  by  marking  both

Qualified  Write-in  Candidates 


In  addition  to  the  candidates  listed  on  the  ballot, 
there  may  be  other  people  running  as  qualified 
write-in  candidates.  For  a list  of  qualified  write-in 
candidates,  please  ask  a pollworker.The  list  is 
posted  on  the  Department  of  Elections  website, 
www.sfelections.org,  within  two  weeks  prior  to 
Election  Day. 

To  vote  for  a qualified  write-in  candidate,  write  the 
candidate's  name  in  the  space  marked  "Write-In." 
You  must  connect  the  head  and  tail  of  the  arrow 
pointing  to  the  "Write-In"  space  for  your  write-in 
vote  to  be  counted.  Only  write-in  votes  for  qualified 
write-in  candidates  can  be  counted.  Do  not  write  in 
a vote  for  a candidate  whose  name  is  printed  on  the 
ballot.

Frequently  Asked  Questions  (FAQs) 

by  the  Ballot  Simplification  Committee 


Q:  Who  can  vote? 

A:  U.S.  citizens,  18  years  or  older,  who  are  registered  to 
vote  in  San  Francisco  on  or  before  the  registration  dead- 
line. 

Q:  What  is  the  deadline  to  register  to  vote  or  to  update 
my  registration  information? 

A:The  registration  deadline  is  May  24,  fifteen  days  prior 
to  Election  Day. 

Q;  When  and  where  can  I vote  on  Election  Day? 

A:  You  may  vote  at  your  polling  place  dr  at  the  Depart- 
ment of  Elections  on  Election  Day  from  7 a.m.  to  8 p.m. 
Your  polling  place  address  is  shown  on  the  back  cover  of 
yourVoter  Information  Pamphlet. You  can  also  find  it  at 
www.sfelections.org  or  call  41 5-554-4375. The  Department 
of  Elections  is  located  in  City  Hall,  Room  48. 

Q:  Is  there  any  way  to  vote  before  Election  Day? 
A:Yes.You  have  the  following  options: 

• Vote  by  mail.  Fill  out  and  mail  the  Vote-by-Mail  Ap- 
plication printed  on  the  back  cover  of  this  pamphlet 
or  complete  one  online  at  www.sfelections.org. 

A vote-by-mail  ballot  will  be  sent  to  you.  Your 
request  must  be  received  by  the  Department  of 
Elections  no  later  than  5 p.m.  on  June  1,  or 

• Vote  in  person  at  the  Department  of  Elections  in  City 
Hall,  Room  48,  during  early  voting  hours  (see  inside 
back  cover  for  dates  and  times). 

Q:  If  I don't  use  an  application,  can  I get  a vote-by-mail 
ballot  some  other  way? 

A:  Yes.  You  can  send  a written  request  to  the  Department 
of  Elections.This  request  must  include:  your  printed  home 
address,  the  address  where  you  want  the  ballot  mailed, 
your  birth  date,  your  printed  name  and  your  signature. 
Mail  your  request  to  the  Department  of  Elections  at  the 
address  on  the  back  cover  of  this  pamphlet  or  fax  it  to 
41 5-554-4372.  Your  request  must  be  received  no  later  than 
5 p.m.  on  June  1. 

Q;  My  18th  birthday  is  after  the  registration  deadline  but 
on  or  before  Election  Day.  Can  I vote  in  this  election? 

A:  Yes.  You  can  register  to  vote  on  or  before  the  registra- 
tion deadline  and  vote  in  this  election  — even  though  you 
are  not  18  when  you  register. 

Q:  If  I was  convicted  of  a crime,  can  I still  vote? 

A:  If  you  have  been  convicted  of  a crime,  California  law 
allows  you  to  register  and  vote  if  you: 

• Have  completed  your  prison  term  for  a felony,  in- 
cluding any  period  of  parole  or  supervised  release. 

• Are  on  federal  or  state  probation. 

• Are  incarcerated  in  county  jail  as  a condition  of 
felony  probation  or  as  a result  of  a misdemeanor 
sentence. 

Additionally,  if  you  have  been. convicted  of  a misdemean- 
or, you  can  register  and  vote  even  while  on  probation, 
supervised  release,  or  incarcerated  in  county  jail. 

After  completing  your  prison  term  for  a felony  conviction, 
including  any  period  of  parole  or  supervised  release,  you 


must  complete  and  return  a voter  registration  form  to 
restore  your  right  to  vote.  No  other  documentation  is 
required. 

Q:  I have  just  become  a U.S.  citizen.  Can  I vote  in  this 
election? 

A:  Yes. 

• If  you  became  a U.S.  citizen  on  or  before  the  regis- 
tration deadline  (May  24),  you  can  vote  in  this  elec- 
tion, but  you  must  register  by  the  deadline; 

• If  you  became  a U.S.  citizen  after  the  registration 
deadline  but  on  or  before  June  1,  you  may  register 
and  vote  at  the  Department  of  Elections  by  June  1 
with  proof  of  citizenship. 

Q:  I have  moved  within  San  Francisco  but  have  not  up- 
dated my  registration  prior  to  the  registration  deadline. 
Can  I vote  in  this  election? 

A:  Yes.  You  have  the  following  options: 

• Come  to  the  Department  of  Elections  in  City  Hall, 
Room  48,  on  or  before  Election  Day,  complete  a new 
voter  registration  form  and  vote  at  the  Department 
of  Elections;  or 

• Go  to  your  new  polling  place  on  Election  Day  and 
cast  a provisional  ballot.  You  can  look  up  the  ad- 
dress of  your  new  polling  place  by  entering  your 
new  home  address  on  the  Department  of  Elections 
website  (www.sfelections.org),  or  call  415-554-4375. 

Q;  I am  a U.S.  citizen  living  outside  the  country.  How  can 
I vote? 

A:  You  can  register  to  vote  and  be  sent  a vote-by-mail 
ballot  by  completing  the  Federal  Post  Card  Application. 

The  application  can  be  downloaded  from  www.fvap.gov 
or  obtained  from  embassies,  consulates  or  military  voting 
assistance  officers.  Non-military  U.S.  citizens  living  abroad 
indefinitely  can  vote  only  in  federal  elections. 

Q=  What  do  I do  if  my  polling  place  is  not  open  on 
Election  Day? 

A:  Call  the  Department  of  Elections  immediately  at 
41 5-554-4375  for  assistance. 

Q:  If  I don't  know  what  to  do  when  I get  to  my  polling 
place,  is  there  someone  there  to  help  me? 

A:  Yes.  Pollworkers  at  the  polling  place  will  help  you,  or 
you  may  visit  www.sfelections.org  or  call  the  Department 
of  Elections  at  415-554-4375  for  assistance  on  or  before 
Election  Day.  (See  page  10  for  information  about  voting  at 
your  polling  place.) 

Q:  Can  I take  my  Sample  Ballot  or  my  own  list  into  the 
voting  booth? 

A:  Yes.  Deciding  your  votes  before  you  get  to  the  polls  is 
helpful.  You  may  use  either  a Sample  Ballot  or  the  Ballot 
Worksheet  in  this  pamphlet  for  this  purpose. 

Q:  Do  I have  to  vote  on  every  contest  and  measure  on  the 
ballot? 

A:  No. The  votes  you  cast  will  be  counted  even  if  you 
have  not  voted  on  every  contest  and  measure. 
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Voter  Bill  of 


Rights 


1.  You  have  the  right  to  cast  a ballot  if  you  are  a valid 
registered  voter. 

A valid  registered  voter  means  a United  States 
citizen  who  is  a resident  in  this  state,  who  is  at  least 
18  years  of  age  and  not  in  prison  or  on  parole  for 
conviction  of  a felony,  and  who  is  registered  to  vote 
at  his  or  her  current  residence  address.- 

2.  You  have  the  right  to  cast  a provisional  ballot  if 
your  name  is  not  listed  on  the  voting  rolls. 

3.  You  have  the  right  to  cast  a ballot  if  you  are  present 
and  in  line  at  the  polling  place  prior  to  the  close  of 
the  polls. 

4.  You  have  the  right  to  cast  a secret  ballot  free  from 
intimidation. 

5.  You  have  the  right  to  receive  a new  ballot  if,  prior  to 
casting  your  ballot,  you  believe  you  made  a mis- 
take. 

If,  at  any  time  before  you  finally  cast  your  ballot, 
you  feel  you  have  made  a mistake,  you  have  the 
right  to  exchange  the  spoiled  ballot  for  a new  ballot. 
Vote-by-mail  voters  may  also  request  and  receive 
a new  ballot  if  they  return  their  spoiled  ballot  to  an 
election  official  prior  to  the  closing  of  the  polls  on 
Election  Day. 


6.  You  have  the  right  to  receive  assistance  in  casting 
your  ballot,  if  you  are  unable  to  vote  without 
assistance. 

7.  You  have  the  right  to  return  a completed  vote-by- 
mail ballot  to  any  precinct  in  the  county. 

8.  You  have  the  right  to  election  materials  in  another 
language,  if  there  are  sufficient  residents  in  your 
precinct  to  warrant  production. 

9.  You  have  the  right  to  ask  questions  about  election 
procedures  and  observe  the  election  process.You 

have  the  right  to  ask  questions  of  the  precinct  board 
and  election  officials  regarding  election  procedures 
and  to  receive  an  answer  or  be  directed  to  the  ap- 
propriate official  for  an  answer.  However,  if  per- 
sistent questioning  disrupts  the  execution  of  their 
duties,  the  board  or  election  officials  may  discon- 
tinue responding  to  questions. 

10.  You  have  the  right  to  report  any  illegal  of  fraudulent 
activity  to  a local  election  official  or  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  State's  office. 


If  you  believe  you  have  been  denied  any  of  these  rights,  or  you  are  aware  of  any  election  fraud 
or  misconduct,  please  call  the  Secretary  of  State's  confidential  toll-free  Voter  Hotline  at 
1-800-345-VOTE  (8683).

Any  voter  has  the  right  under  California  Elections  Code  Sections  9295  and  13314  to  seek  a writ  of  mandate  or 
an  injunction,  prior  to  the  publication  of  the  Voter  Information  Pamphlet,  requiring  any  or  all  of  the  materials 
submitted  for  publication  in  the  Pamphlet  to  be  amended  or  deleted.

Permissible  Uses  of  Voter  Registration  Information 

Information  on  your  voter  registration  form  will  be 
used  by  election  officials  to  send  you  official  informa- 
tion on  the  voting  process,  such  as  the  location  of 
your  polling  place  and  the  issues  and  candidates  that 
will  appear  on  the  ballot.  Commercial  use  of  voter 
registration  information  is  prohibited  by  law  and  is  a 
misdemeanor.  Voter  information  may  be  provided  to 
a candidate  for  office,  a ballot  measure  committee,  or 
other  person  for  election,  scholarly,  journalistic,  politi- 
cal, or  governmental  purposes,  as  determined  by  the 


Secretary  of  State.  Driver's  license,  state  identifica- 
tion and  Social  Security  numbers,  or  your  signature 
as  shown  on  your  voter  registration  form  cannot  be 
released  for  these  purposes.  If  you  have  any  questions

Wooden  fixed  utility  ladders  may  be 
dangerous,  and  are  now  illegal.  These 
ladders  were  commonly  added  to  buildings 
constructed  in  the  City  during  the  1930s  and 
earlier.  They  were  never  part  of  a building's 
fire  escape  system;  but  they  often  were 
installed  as  a 'convenience'  to  building 
owners  who  wanted  roof  access  without 
bringing  a portable  ladder  to  the  site. 

These  ladders  are  now  prohibited  on 
residential  buildings  and  must  be  removed 
with  a proper  building  permit.  Action  by 
property  owners  is  required  as  a result  of 
legislation  passed  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  signed  by  the  Mayor.  The 
new  law  took  effect  on  December  8,  2008. 

Given  the  potential  danger  they  pose,  DBI 
continues  to  notify,  and  to  cite,  property 
owners  and  to  encourage  immediate 
removal  of  these  ladders.

Voters  who  have  not  registered  with  a qualified  political  party  may  vote  in 
partisan  contests  if  a party  allows.unaffiliated  voters  to  participate.  All  voters,  regardless  of  party  affiliation,  may  vote  in  nonpartisan  contests 
and  for  or  against  ballot  measures. 

Your  party  registration  is  printed  on  the  back  cover  of  this  pamphlet,  near  the  center  of  the  page. 

Two  parties  will  permit  voters  who  are  not  affiliated  with  a qualified  political  party  to  vote  their  ballot  in  this  primary  election.  A sample  ballot 
follows  for  each  of  the  following  options  that  you  may  request: 

• a Democratic  Party  ballot,  with  all  contests  except  County  Central  Committee. 

• a Republican  Party  ballot,  with  all  contests  except  County  Central  Committee. 

• a nQnpartisan  ballot,  with  nonpartisan  contests  and  ballot  measures  only. 

If  you  vote  on  Election  Day,  you  must  request  the  ballot  of  your  choice  from  a pollworker  when  you  sign  the  roster.  If  you  vote  by  mail,  you 
may  indicate  your  choice  on  the  Vote-by-Mail  Application  on  the  back  cover  of  this  pamphlet.  If  you  do  not  request  a specific  party  ballot,  you 
will  be  given  a nonpartisan  ballot,  with  nonpartisan  contests  and  ballot  measures  only.

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AN  OVERVIEW  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO'S  DEBT 


WHAT  IS  BOND  FINANCING? 

Bond  financing  is  a type  of  long-term  borrowing  used 
to  raise  money  for  projects. The  City  receives  money 
by  selling  bonds  to  investors. The  City  must  pay  back 
the  amount  borrowed  plus  interest  to  those  investors. 
The  money  raised  from  bond  sales  is  used  to  pay  for 
large  capital  projects  such  as  fire  and  police  stations, 
affordable  housing  programs,  schools,  libraries,  parks, 
and  other  city  facilities.The  City  uses  bond  financing 
because  these  buildings  will  last  many  years  and  their 
large  dollar  costs  are  difficult  to  pay  for  all  at  once. 

Types  of  Bonds.  There  are  two  major  types  of  bonds  - 
General  Obligation  and  Revenue. 

General  Obligation  Bonds  are  used  to  pay  for 
projects  that  benefit  citizens  but  do  not  raise  revenue 
(for  example,  police  stations  or  parks  are  not  set  up  to 
pay  for  themselves).  When  general  obligation  bonds 
are  approved  and  sold,  they  are  repaid  by  property 
taxes.  General  obligation  bonds  issued  by  the  City 
must  be  approved  by  a two-thirds  vote. The  San 
Francisco  Earthquake  Safety  and  Emergency  Response 
Bond  on  this  ballot  is  a general  obligation  bond  to 
be  issued  by  the  City. 

Revenue  Bonds  are  used  to  pay  for  projects  such  as 
major  improvements  to  an  airport,  water  system, 
garage  or  other  large  facilities  which  generate  revenue. 
When  revenue  bonds  are  approved  and  sold,  they  are 
generally  repaid  from  revenues  generated  by  the  bond- 
financed  projects,  for  example  usage  fees  or  parking 
fees. The  City's  revenue  bonds  must  be  approved  by  a 
majority  vote. There  is  no  revenue  bond  on  this  ballot. 

WHAT  DOES  IT  COST  TO  BORROW? 

The  City's  cost  to  borrow  money  depends  on  the 
amount  borrowed,  the  interest  rate  on  the  debt  and  the 
number  of  years  over  which  the  debt  will  be  repaid. 
Large  debt  is  usually  paid  off  over  a period  of  10  to  35 
years.  Assuming  an  average  interest  rate  of  6%  the 
cost  of  paying  off  debt  over  20  years  is  about  $1.73  for 
each  dollar  borrowed  - $1  for  the  dollar  borrowed  and 
73  cents  for  the  interest. These  payments,  however, 
are  spread  over  the  20-year  period. Therefore  inflation 
reduces  the  effective  cost  of  borrowing  because  the 
future  payments  are  made  with  cheaper  dollars. 
Assuming  a 4%  annual  inflation  rate,  the  cost  of 
paying  off  debt  in  today's  dollars  would  be  about 
$1.18  for  every  $1  borrowed. 


THE  CITY'S  CURRENT  DEBT  SITUATION 

Debt  Payments.  During  fiscal  year  2009-2010  property 
tax  payers  in  the  City  will  pay  approximately  $269 
million  of  principal  and  interest  on  outstanding  bonds 
of  the  City  and  the  other  issuers  of  general  obligation 
debt  (San  Francisco  Community  College  District,  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District  and  Bay  Area  Rapid 
Transit  District). The  property  tax  rate  for  the  year  to 
provide  for  debt  and  special  funds  requirements  will  be 
15.9  cents  per  $100  of  assessed  valuation  or  $625  on  a 
home  assessed  at  $400,000. 

Legal  Debt  Limit.  The  City  Charter  imposes  a limit  on 
the  amount  of  general  obligation  bonds  the  City  can 
have  outstanding  at  any  given  time. That  limit  is  3%  of 
the  assessed  value  of  taxable  property  in  the  City  - or 
currently  about  $4.6  billion.  Voters  give  the  City  autho- 
rization to  issue  bonds. Those  bonds  that  have  been 
issued  and  not  yet  repaid  are  considered  to  be  out- 
standing. As  of  April  15,  2010,  there  were  $1.51  billion  in 
general  obligation  bonds  issued  by  the  City  outstand- 
ing, which  is  equal  to  0.995%  of  the  assessed  value  of 
taxable  property. There  were  an  additional  $847  million 
in  bonds  that  are  authorized  but  unissued.  If  all  of  these 
bonds  were  issued  and  outstanding,  the  total  debt 
burden  would  be  1.55%  of  the  assessed  value  of  tax- 
able property.  Bonds  issued  by  the  School  District  and 
Community  College  District  and  Bay  Area  RapidTransit 
District  (BART)  do  not  increase  the  City's  debt  burden 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Charter  limit,  however  they  are 
repaid  by  property  taxes  (see  Prudent  Debt  Manage- 
ment below).  Part  of  the  City's  current  debt  manage- 
ment policy  is  to  issue  new  general  obligation  bonds  as 
old  ones  are  retired,  keeping  the  property  tax  rate  from 
City  general  obligation  bonds  approximately  the  same 
over  time. 

Prudent  Debt  Management.  Even  though  the  City  is 
well  within  its  legal  debt  limit  in  issuing  general  obli- 
gation bonds,  there  are  other  debt  comparisons  used 
by  bond  rating  agencies  when  they  view  the  City's 
financial  health. These  agencies  look  at  many  types 
of  local  and  regional  debt  that  are  dependent  on  the 
City's  tax  base  - our  general  obligation  bonds,  lease 
revenue  bonds,  certificates  of  participation,  special 
assessment  bonds,  and  school  and  community  college 
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district  bonds.  San  Francisco's  total  debt  of  these  types 
is  equal  to  1.7%  of  the  assessed  value  of  taxable  prop- 
erty in  the  City. This  "direct  debt  ratio"  is  considered  to 
be  a "moderate"  debt  burden  relative  to  the  size  of  San 
Francisco's  property  tax  base.  While  this  ratio  is  within 
the  comparable  norms,  the  City  needs  to  continue  to 
set  priorities  for  future  debt  to  continue  to  maintain 
good  credit  ratings  that,  in  turn,  are  a sign  of  good 
financial  health. 

CITIZEN  OVERSIGHT  OF  GENERAL 
OBLIGATION  BONDS 

Voters  must  approve  the  purpose  and  amount  of  the 
money  to  be  borrowed  through  bonds.  Bond  money 
may  be  spent  only  for  the  purposes  approved  by  the 
voters. 

For  general  obligation  bonds  issued  by  the  City  of 
San  Francisco,  the  Citizens'  General  Obligation  Bond 
Oversight  Committee  reviews  and  reports  on  how 
bond  money  is  spent. The  nine  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee are  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  Board  of  Supervi- 
sors, Controller,  and  Civil  Grand  Jury.  If  the  Committee 
finds  that  bond  money  has  been  spent  for  purposes 
not  approved  by  the_ voters,  the  Committee  can  require 
corrective  action  and  prohibit  the  sale  of  any  autho- 
rized but  unissued  bonds  until  such  action  is  taken. The 
Board  of  Supervisors  can  reverse  the  decisions  of  the 
committee  by  a two-thirds  vote. The  Controller  may 
audit  any  of  the  City's  bond  expenditures.

Administrative  Law  Judge  (ALJ)  (Proposition  F): 
A hearing  officer  who  presides  over  hearings  and 
appeals  involving  government  agencies. 

Amend  (Propositions  C,  D and  F):To  change. 

Assets  (Proposition  F):  Anything  owned,  such  as 
property  or  a bank  account,  that  has  monetary  value. 

Audit  (Proposition  B):  A formal  examination  of 
financial  or  management  accounts  and  information. 

Bond  (Propositions  A,  B and  G):  A bond  is  a promise 
by  the  City  to  pay  back  money  borrowed,  plus  inter- 
est, by  a specific  date.  If  the  City  needs  to  raise  a large 
amount  of  money  to  pay  for  a library,  sewer  line, 
school,  hospital  or  other  project  or  program,  it  may 
borrow  the  money  by  selling  bonds.  (See  also 
"General  Obligation  Bond'.') 

CalPERS  (Proposition  D):The  California  Public 
Employees  Retirement  System,  which  manages 
retirement  benefits  for  more  than  1.6  million  California 
public  employees.  Some  San  Francisco  City  employees 
participate  in  CalPERS  retirement  plans. 

Cause  (as  in  "removed  for  cause")  (Proposition  C): 
Official  misconduct.  Commissioners  who  may  be 
"removed  for  cause"  can  be  removed  from  office 
only  for  official  misconduct. 

Charter  Amendment  (Propositions  C and  D): 

A change  to  the  City's  Charter. The  Charter  is  the 
City's  Constitution. The  Charter  can  only  be  changed 
by  a majority  of  the  votes  cast. 

Compensation  (Proposition  D):  Salary  and  certain 
other  payments  to  an  employee.  For  the  purpose  of 
calculating  retirement  benefits  for  City  employees, 
compensation  generally  excludes  overtime  pay. 

For  some  San  Francisco  employees  hired  before 
November  1976,  compensation  includes  overtime. 

Declaration  of  Policy  (Proposition  G):  A statement 
or  expression  of  the  will  of  the  voters. 

Early  Voting:  Voting  in  person  at  City  Hall  before

Facilities  (Propositions  A and  B):  Buildings  or  rooms 
used  tor  particular  purposes. 

Fiscal  Year  (Proposition  D):The  City's  12-month 
budget  period,  starting  July  1st  and  ending  June  30th 
of  the  following  calendar  year. 

General  Fund:  That  part  of  the  City's  annual  budget 
that  can  be  used  for  any  City  purpose.  Each  year,  the 
Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  decide  how  the 
General  Fund  will  be  used.  Money  for  the  General  Fund 
comes  from  property,  business,  sales,  and  other  taxes 
and  fees.  Currently,  the  General  Fund  is  46%  of  the 
City's  budget. 

General  Obligation  Bond  (Proposition  B):  A prom- 
ise issued  by  the  City  to  pay  back  money  borrowed, 
plus  interest,  by  a certain  date.  When  the  City  wants 
to  raise  money  to  pay  for  a large  public  project,  it  can 
borrow  money  by  issuing  General  Obligation  Bonds. 
The  City  then  repays  the  money  plus  interest  over  a 
period  of  years  with  property  taxes.  General  obligation 
bonds  must  be  approved  by  the  voters. 

Infrastructure  (Proposition  B):The  basic  facilities  and 
services  needed  for  the  functioning  of  a community, 
such  as  transportation  and  communications  systems, 
and  water  and  power  lines. 

Ordinance  (Propositions  C,  E and  F):  A local  law 
passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  by  the  voters. 

Oversight  (Proposition  B):  Watchful  care  or 
management;  supervision. 

Parcel  Tax  (Proposition  A):  A tax  that  is  based  on  a 
flat  fee  for  each  unit  of  real  property  that  receives  a 
separate  tax  bill. 

Pass-through  (Proposition  B):To  recover  an  increase 
in  property  taxes  by  passing  on  a portion  of  the  cost  to 
tenants.

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Police  Command  Center  (Proposition  B):  Police  ’ 
Department  headquarters,  which  houses  command 
staff,  departmental  emergency  operations  center, 
and  administrative  and  planning  functions. 

Proposition  (Propositions  A-G):  Any  measure  that  is 
submitted  to  the  voters  for  approval  or  disapproval. 

Provisional  Ballot:  A ballot  cast  at  a polling 
place  that  will  not  be  counted  until  the  Department 
of  Elections  verifies  the  voter's  eligibility  to  cast 
that  ballot. 

Qualified  Write-In  Candidate  (Frequently  Asked 
Questions):  A person  who  has  completed  the  required 
paperwork  and  signatures  for  inclusion  as  a write-in 
candidate.  Although  the  name  of  this  person  will  not 
appear  on  the  ballot,  voters  can  vote  for  this  person 
by  writing  the  name  of  the  person  in  the  space  on 
the  ballot  provided  for  write-in  votes  and  following 
the  specific  ballot  instructions. The  Department  of 
Elections  counts  write-in  votes  only  for  qualified 
write-in  candidates.

Retirement  System,  which  manages  retirement  and 
deferred  compensation  plans  for  City  employees. 

Transbay  Joint  Powers  Authority  (TJPA) 

(Proposition  G):  A local  government  agency  created  to 
design,  build,  and  operate  theTransbayTransit  Center. 
TheTJPA  was  established  by  state  law  and  includes 
San  Francisco  and  Bay  Area  representatives.

The  Way  It  Is  Now:  The  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  (the  District)  operates  the  City's  public  schools 
and  some  child  care  centers. The  District  builds,  repairs 
and  upgrades  its  buildings  using  money  from  various 
sources,  including  voter-approved  bond  measures  and 
a special  property  tax.  State  law  allows  local  govern- 
ment agencies  such  as  the  District  to  form  a special 
community  facilities  district  and  collect  a special  tax  if 
the  tax  is  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  voters  in  the 
district. 

In  June  1990,  the  voters  adopted  a special  tax  on 
property  to  pay  for  repairs  and  other  improvements  to 
school  and  child  care  center  buildings  damaged  by  the  ' 
1989  Loma  Prieta  earthquake  and  to  ensure  that  build- 
ings were  maintained  in  the  future. That  tax  will  expire 
this  year. The  current  annual  special  tax  on  single-fami- 
ly residential  and  non-residential  parcels  is  $32.20,  and 
the  annual  special  tax  on  multi-family  residential 
parcels  is  $16.10  for  each  dwelling  unit. The  tax  has  not 
been  adjusted  for  inflation.  The  1990  measure 
authorized  the  District  to  spend  up  to  $12  million 
of  the  special  tax  proceeds  each  year. 


The  Proposal:  Proposition  A would  authorize  a special 
property  tax  that  extends  and  modifies  the  special  tax 
adopted  in  1990. The  District  could  use  the  tax  for: 

• Seismic  upgrading  and  structural  strengthening 
of  the  District's  school  and  child  care  center 
buildings; 

• Repairing  or  replacing  fire  and  other  safety 
systems; 

• Upgrading  and  repairing  buildings,  including 
paying  salaries  and  benefits  for  employees 
working  on  these  upgrades;  and 

• Expenses  such  as  the  cost  of  planning  and  design 
and  the  collection  of  taxes. 

The  tax  would  last  for  20  years  and  the  maximum  tax 
rates  would  be  adjusted  each  year  for  inflation.  For  the 
first  year,  the  tax  on  single-family  residential  and  ‘ 
non-residential  parcels  would  be  up  to  $32.20  per  year, 
and  the  tax  on  multi-family  residential  parcels  would 
be  up  to  $16.10  per  year  for  each  dwelling  unit.

City  Controller  Ben  Rosenfield  has  issued  the  following 
statement  on  the  fiscal  impact  of  Proposition  A: 

Should  the  proposed  measure  be  approved  by  the 
voters,  in  my  opinion,  it  would  result  in  an  estimated 
$6.8  million  annually  in  property  tax  revenues  for  the 
San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  at  current  rates 
and  valuations. 

The  measure  renews  a special  property  tax  approved 
previously  by  the  voters  in  June  1990  which  placed  a 
tax  of  $32.20  annually  on  non-residential  parcels  and 
single  family  residential  parcels  and  $16.10  per 
dwelling  unit  on  multi-family  residential  parcels.  Under 
the  measure,  the  tax  would  be  renewed  for  a new  20 
year  period. The  tax  would  be  set  at  the  current 
amounts  for  the  first  year  and  would  be  adjusted  each 
year  thereafter  by  the  amount  of  the  consumer  price 
index,  provided  however  that  the  adjustment  could  not 
exceed  2%  annually. The  amount  of  revenue  that  would 
be  generated  is  projected  to  grow  as  the  assessed 
value  and  the  number  of  taxable  parcels  and  units 
increases  in  San  Francisco.  By  the  end  of  the  20  year 
period,  the  revenue  amount  is  estimated  at  between 
$11  million  and  $16  million  annually  depending  on 
growth  rates  in  the  City. 

Funds  generated  by  the  proposed  tax  can  be  used  by 
the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  for  capital 
improvements  including  seismic  work,  fire  and  life 
safety  improvements,  and  other  maintenance  and 
repair  purposes,  but  may  not  be  used  for  debt  service.

The  Way  It  Is  Now:  In  the  event  of  an  earthquake  or 
major  disaster,  the  City  relies  on  its  fire  and  police 
departments  to  provide  emergency  response.  These 
departments  depend  on  facilities  and  infrastructure, 
which  include: 

• The  Citywide  Auxiliary  Water  Supply  System 
(AWSS),  which  provides  a dedicated  high- 
pressure  water  system  for  fighting  fires. 

It  includes  a reservoir,  pipes,  cisterns,  pump 
stations  and  high-pressure  fire  hydrants. 

This  system  was  built  in  response  to  the 
1906  earthquake; 

• Neighborhood  fire  stations; 

• Neighborhood  police  stations;  and 

• The  Police  Command  Center. 

Both  the  Southern  District  Police  Station  and  the  Police 
Command  Center  are  housed  in  the  Hall  of  Justice  at 
850  Bryant  St.  Studies  commissioned  by  the  City  indi- 
cate that  the  AWSS,  several  fire  stations  and  the  Hall  of 
Justice  are  deteriorating  and  probably  could  not  be 
used  after  a major  earthquake. 

The  City's  10-year  Capital  Plan  identifies  the  repairs 
and  relocation  of  public  safety  facilities  and  infrastruc- 
ture as  a high  priority. 


The  Proposal:  Proposition  B is  a bond  measure  that 
would  authorize  the  City  to  borrow  up  to  $412,300,000 
by  issuing  general  obligation  bonds  for  capital  projects 
to  improve  the  City's  fire,  earthquake  and  emergency 
response. 

Specific  projects  could  include: 

• Upgrades  to  the  City's  Auxiliary  Water  Supply 
System  (AWSS),  including  renovations  and 
seismic  retrofitting. 

• Construction,  renovation  and  seismic  retrofitting 
of  fire  stations. 

• Construction  of  a new  Public  Safety  Building  in 
Mission  Bay. This  building  would  house  the  Police

approve  theTinal  list  of  projects. 

Proposition  B would  require  the  Citizen's  General 
Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee  to  provide 
independent  oversight  of  the  spending  of  bond  funds.

Should  the  proposed  $412.3  million  in  bonds  be 
authorized  and  sold  under  current  assumptions,  the 
approximate  costs  will  be  as  follows: 

• In  fiscal  year  2010-2011,  following  issuance  of  the 
first  series  of  bonds,  and  the  year  with  the  lowest 
tax  rate,  the  estimated  annual  costs  of  debt 
service  would  be  $3.6  million  and  result  in  a 
property  tax  rate  of  $0.0026  per  $100  ($2.60 

per  $100,000)  of  assessed  valuation. 

• In  fiscal  year  2016-2017,  following  issuance  of  the 
last  series  of  bonds,  and  the  year  with  the  highest 
tax  rate,  the  estimated  annual  costs  of  debt 
service  would-be  $32.66  million  and  result  in  a 
property  tax  rate  of  $0,018  per  $100  ($18.00  per 
$100,000)  of  assessed  valuation. 

• The  best  estimate  of  the  average  tax  rate  for 
these  bonds  from  fiscal  year  2010-2011  through 
2039-2040  is  $0.0106  per  $100  ($10.60  per 
$100,000)  of  assessed  valuation. 

• Based  on  these  estimates,  the  highest  estimated 
annual  property  tax  cost  for  the  owner  of  a home 
with  an  assessed  value  of  $400,000  would  be 
approximately  $70.74. 

• Landlords  would  be  allowed  to  pass  through  50% 
of  the  annual  property  tax  cost  of  the  proposed 
bond  to  tenants  as  permitted  in  the  City 
Administrative  Code.  Based  on  these  estimates, 
the  highest  estimated  annual  cost  for  a tenant  in  a 
unit  with  an  assessed  value  of  approximately 
$131,000  would  be  $11.79. 

These  estimates  are  based  on  projections  only,  which 
are  not  binding  upon  the  City.  Projections  and 
estimates  may  vary  due  to  the  timing  of  bond  sales, 
the  amount  of  bonds  sold  at  each  sale,  and  actual 
assessed  valuation  over  the  term  of  repayment  of  the 
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bonds.  Hence,  the  actual  tax  rate  and  the  years  in 
which  such  rates  are  applicable  may  vary  from  those 
estimated  above. The  City's  current  debt  management 
policy  is  to  issue  new  general  obligation  bonds  only  as 
old  ones  are  retired,  keeping  the  property  tax  impact 
from  general  obligation  bonds  approximately  the  same 
over  time.

EMERGENCY  FIREFIGHTING  WATER  SUPPLY 

The  great  San  Francisco  earthquake  struck  on  April  18, 
1906.  Yet  it  was  the  resulting  fire,  not  the  earthquake, 
which  destroyed  the  city. The  fire  burned  for  four  days. 
Water  breaks  made  it  impossible  for  firefighters  to  get 
the  water  they  needed.  25,000  buildings  burned.  It  was 
the  sixth  time  San  Francisco  had  burned  to  the  ground. 

In  1908,  city  engineers  and  firefighters  studied  250 
cities  throughout  the  world  to  develop  the  best 
emergency  water  system  possible. The  result  was  the 
Auxiliary  Water  Supply  System  (AWSS)  - a separate 
high  pressure  water  supply  system  for  fire  protection 
use  only. 

The  AWSS  is  dedicated  to  the  principle  that  the  city  will 
never  again  be  destroyed  by  fire. 

The  components  of  the  AWSS  include  theTwin  Peaks 
Reservoir,  a 10.5  million  gallon  storage  reservoir;  the 
Ashbury  Tank;  the  Jones  Street  Tank;  two  emergency 
saltwater  pumping  stations;  two  fireboats;  over  150 
miles  of  pipe;  special  hydrants;  and  water  cisterns 
located  throughout  the  city. 

Unfortunately,  the  system,  now  over  100  years  old,  has 
deteriorated.  Parts  of  it  broke  during  the  1989  Loma 
Prieta  quake,  making  it  more  difficult  to  fight  fires  in  the 
Marina. 

Proposition  B identifies  the  most  vulnerable  compo- 
nents of  the  AWSS  pipe  for  repair  or  replacement,  con- 
structs additional  firefighting  cisterns  that  provide  an 
emergency  source  of  water  for  firefighting,  and 
upgrades  seismically  unsafe  neighborhood  fire  stations.

City  Controller  Ben  Rosenfield  has  issued  the  following 
statement  on  the  fiscal  impact  of  Proposition  C: 

Should  the  proposed  charter  amendment  be  approved 
by  the  voters,  in  my  opinion,  there  would  be  a minimal 
impact  on  the  cost  of  government. 

The  Film  Commission  currently  consists  of  11 
members  appointed  by  the  Mayor. The  amendment 
would  provide  instead  that  six  members  of  the 
Commission  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  and  five  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  with  all  members  subject  to 
certain  qualification  requirements  and  to  confirmation 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.

The  Way  It  Is  Now:  The  San  Francisco  Employees' 
Retirement  System  (SFERS)  provides  retirement  benefits 
for  most  City  employees. The  California  Public 
Employees'  Retirement  System  (CalPERS)  provides 
retirement  benefits  for  City  employees  in  certain  job 
classifications. 

Retirement  benefits  for  City  employees  are  calculated 
using  a formula  that  includes  the  employee's  "final 
compensation,"  which  is  the  employee's  highest  average 
monthly  compensation  for  any  one  year  of  earnings. 


For  employees  hired  on  and  after  July  1,  2010,  "final 
compensation"  would  be  calculated  using  a two-year 
formula.  An  employee's  final  compensation  would  be 
determined  by  averaging  monthly  compensation  during: 

• any  two  consecutive  fiscal  years  of  earnings,  or 

• the  24  months  immediately  before  retirement. 

The  final  basis  for  retirement  benefits  would  be  the 
higher  of  the  two  figures. 

For  safety  employees  and  CalPERS  members  hired  on 
and  after  July  1,  2010,  the  employee  contribution  to 
SFERS  or  CalPERS  would  increase  to  9.0%  of 


The  Charter  requires  employees  to  pay  a percentage  of 
their  compensation  to  SFERS  or  CalPERS  to  help  pay  for 
retirement  benefits  they  will  receive. 

• Most  city  employees  pay  7.5%. 

• Safety  employees  such  as  police  officers  and 
firefighters  pay  7.5%,  even  though  the  retirement 
benefits  they  receive  cost  more  than  the  benefits 
paid  to  most  City  employees. 

• Some  CalPERS  members  pay  7.5%,  even  though  the 
required  employee  contribution  is  9.0%.  Because  of 
contractual  agreements  or  Charter  requirements, 
the  City  pays  the  difference. 

The  Charter  requires  the  City  to  contribute  to  SFERS 
following  a set  formula.  Under  this  formula,  the  employ- 
er contribution  to  SFERS  depends  partly  on  the  invest- 
ment earnings  of  the  pension  fund. 

The  City  has  a Retiree  Health  CareTrust  Fund  to  help  pay 
for  costs  related  to  retiree  health  care. The  San  Francisco 
Unified  School  District  and  the  Community  College 
District  are  participating  employers  in  this  Fund.

City  Savings  Estimate: 


Controller's  Statement  on  "D" 

City  Controller  Ben  Rosenfield  has  issued  the  following 
statement  on  the  fiscal  impact  of  Proposition  D: 

Should  the  proposed  charter  amendment  be  approved 
by  the  voters,  in  my  opinion,  the  City  will  have  reduced 
costs  in  the  medium  and  long  term  for  the  cost  of 
employee  pensions,  with  those  costs  largely  being  shift- 
ed from  the  employer  to  employees. 

Employer  and  Employee  Pension  Contribution  Rates: 
Each  year,  based  on  actuarial  analysis,  the  San  Francisco 
Employees'  Retirement  System  (SFERS)  board  sets  the 
required  contribution  rates  for  the  City  and  its  employ- 
ees to  fund  the  cost  of  current  and  projected  future  pen- 
sion benefits.  In  FY2009-2010,  the  City's  required  contri- 
bution was  9.49%  of  payroll.  In  FY2010-11,  the  City's 
required  contribution  will  increase  to  13.56%  of  payroll, 
due  in  part  to  losses  in  SFERS'  assets  related  to  the  eco- 
nomic downturn. 

Currently,  most  employees  pay  7.5%  of  salary  to  the 
retirement  system  as  their  share  of  pension  costs. This 
employee  contribution  rate  is  fixed  in  the  Charter.  For 
employees  in  public  safety  classifications,  whose  pen- 
sion cost  is  higher,  the  City  also  pays  the  difference 
between  9.0%  and  the  employee  contribution  rate  of 
7.5%.  Similarly,  for  city  employees  who  are  members  of 
the  California  Public  Employees  Retirement  System 
(CalPERS),  the  City  pays  the  difference  between  75%  and 
CalPERS'  mandated  employee  contribution,  which  was 
9.0%  in  the  most  recent  year. The  amendment  would 
specify  that  SFERS  public  safety  employees  and 
CalPERS  members  hired  after  July  1,  2010  would  have 
to  contribute  9.0%  of  salary  as  the  mandated  employee 
contribution  for  their  pensions. 

Final  Pension  Compensation  Calculation: 

Currently,  employee  pension  payments  are  calculated 
using  a formula  that,  among  other  factors,  is  based 
upon  an  employee's  highest  year  of  compensation. 

The  Charter  amendment  would  change  this  part  of  the 
formula  to  specify  that  final  compensation  will  instead 
be  based  upon  average  monthly  compensation  earned 
during  the  highest  two  years. 

Under  the  Charter  and  Federal  laws,  this  change  would 
not  affect  any  current  employees  — only  those  hired  after 
July  1,  2010.  Effectively,  the  changes  will  require  the 
creation  of  a new  "tier"  of  employees  whose  final 
compensation  calculation  is  different  than  most  current 
employees.  By  approximately  2032,  most  city  employees 
would  be  under  this  arrangement. 


Taken  together,  the  change  in  the  SFERS  safety  and 
CalPERS  employee  contribution  rates  from  75%  to  9.0%, 
and  the  two  year  final  compensation  calculation,  are 
expected  to  reduce  the  employer  long-term  cost  (called 
the  'normal'  cost)  of  pension  funding  by  approximately 
0.7%  over  the  25  year  period  between  fiscal  year  2011- 
2012  and  fiscal  year  2035-2036.  Cumulatively,  the  sav- 
ings for  that  same  25  year  period  is  estimated  to  range 
between  $300  and  $500  million  depending  on  future 
wage  and  benefit  rates  for  employees,  and  other  factors. 
Maintaining  City  Benefit  Contributions  at  the  'Normal' 
Cost: 

The  Charter  amendment  would  specify  that  for  any  year 
in  which  the  City's  actuarially-required  contribution  rate 
to  SFERS  fell  below  the  'normal'  funding  cost,  the  city 
would  deposit  the  difference  into  the  retiree  health  trust 
fund  to  pay  for  future  benefit  costs.  Historically  there 
have  been  periods  in  which  the  City's  pension  contribu- 
tion rate  was  very  low  or  zero  due  largely  to  strong 
investment  performance  in  the  SFERS  trust.  When  and  if 
such  conditions  occur  again,  this  change  would  effective- 
ly require  the  city  to  nonetheless  continue  paying  for 
pension  and/or  post-employment  benefit  liabilities  at  the 
estimated  long-term  cost  of  pension  funding  which  typi- 
cally ranges  around  9%  to  10%  of  payroll  over  time. 

Note  that  the  City  currently  pays  the  cost  of  retirees' 
health  benefits  each  year  as  that  year's  expense  is  due. 
As  a result,  there  is  a substantial  unfunded  liability, 
estimated  to  be  approximately  $4  billion  in  total,  for  the 
future  cost  of  retiree  health  benefits  that  current  employ- 
ees have  already  earned. That  liability  has  been  some- 
what reduced  by  the  passage  of  Proposition  B in  June 
2008  which  required  employees  hired  beginning  in  2009 
to  pay  a portion  of  post-employment  health  benefit 
costs,  but  the  bulk  of  the  cost,  estimated  at  between 
$250  and  $300  million  annually  at  current  rates,  will  have 
to  be  otherwise  addressed  by  the  City. The  contributions 
that  would  be  mandated  by  this  amendment  would 
address  a portion  of  this  liability.

Proposition  E requires  transparency  where  there  is 
none.  No  other  facet  in  San  Francisco's  $6.6  billion 
budget  is  held  secret  or  unverifiable,  except  for 
dignitary  security.  Arguments  for  keeping  the  budget 
secret  are  without  merit. 

Proposition  E requires  the  Police  Department  to  pro- 
vide accountable  data  consistent  with  the  city's  budget 
process  and  Charter  so  that  the  City  may  exercise  its 
fiduciary  responsibility  to  you,  the  taxpayer. 

Opponents  want  it  both  ways:  they  claim  that 
disclosing  the  cost  of  dignitary  security  endangers 
public  safety  while  admitting  they  disclosed  to  the 
media  a budget  of  $2.1  million  for  dignitary  security. 
No  one,  including  the  Controller  has  verified  this. 
Proposition  E shouldn't  be  necessary  - but  whether 
in  good  economic  times  or  bad,  there  is  no  reason 
to  hide  budgetary  data.  The  federal  and  state 
governments  account  for  and  disclose  their  dignitary 
security  budget.

Digest  by  the  Ballot  Simplification  Committee 

The  Way  It  Is  Now:  The  City's  Residential  Rent 
Ordinance  (Ordinance)  applies  to  most  rental  housing 
built  before  June  1979. The  Ordinance  limits  when  and 
by  how  much  a landlord  may  increase  a tenant's  rent. 
For  example/landlords  may  increase  rent  once  a year 
by  a percentage  set  by  the  Residential  Rent 
Stabilization  and  Arbitration  Board  (Rent  Board). 

In  addition,  landlords  may  increase  rents  to  pay  for 
certain  property  improvements  and  some  increases  in 
the  property  tax.  A tenant  may  file  a hardship 
application  with  the  Rent  Board  to  seek  to  limit 
some  of  these  increases. 

The  Proposal:  Proposition  F would  amend  the 
Ordinance  to  add  provisions  for  hardship  applications. 
In  response  to  most  rent  increases,  a tenant  may 
submit  a financial  hardship  application  if  one  of  the 
following  conditions  applies: 

• the  tenant  has  become  unemployed; 

• the  tenant's  wages  have  been  reduced  by  20%  or 
more  compared  to  the  previous  12  months;  or 

• the  tenant's  sole  income  consists  of  government 
benefits,  such  as  Social  Security  or  disability,  and 
the  tenant  has  not  received  a cost  of  living 
increase  in  the  previous  12  months. 

After  the  tenant  submits  a financial  hardship  applica- 
tion to  the  Rent  Board,  an  Administrative  Law  Judge 
(ALJ)  holds  a hearing  on  the  application. 

The  ALJ  would  base  a final  decision  on: 

• whether  the  tenant  satisfies  one  of  the  above 
conditions; 

• whether  the  rent,  with  the  increase,  totals  more 
than  33%  of  the  tenant's  income;  and 

• consideration  of  the  tenant's  assets. 


If  the  ALJ  finds  that  the  tenant  has  a financial  hardship, 
the  landlord  may  not  increase  the  tenant's  rent  for  a 
specified  period  based  on  the  tenant's  circumstances. 
The  rent  increase  may  take  effect  later  if  the  tenant's 
financial  circumstances  change.  Either  the  tenant  or 
the  landlord  may  appeal  the  ALJ's  decision  to  the  Rent 
Board. 

A "YES"  Vote  Means:  If  you  vote  "yes,"  you  want  to 
amend  the  Ordinance  to  allow  tenants  to  apply  to  the 
Rent  Board  to  postpone  most  rent  increases  if  they 
become  unemployed,  their  wages  decrease  by  20%  or 
more,  or  they  do  not  receive  a cost  of  living  increase  in 
their  government  benefits  and  this  is  their  sole  income.

Proponent's  Argument  in  Favor  of  Proposition  F 


Proposition  F is  a modest  change  to  our  current  rent 
laws  that  allows  tenants  to  temporarily  postpone  new 
rent  increases  during  tough  economic  times. 

San  Francisco  rents,  already  the  highest  in  the  country, 
soared  during  the  speculative  frenzy  of  the  real  estate 
bubble.  Apartment  buildings  were  bought  and  sold  at 
record  rates  by  real  estate  investors  funded  with  Wall 
Street  money.  With  each  sale,  the  new  landlord  would 
significantly  increase  rents  on  vacant  units  and  then  try 
to  force  out  tenants  in  rent-controlled  units.  From  2005 
to  2010,  rents  on  2 bedroom  apartments  soared  by 
over  50%,  from  just  under  $2,000  to  nearly  $3,000. 
When  the  real  estate  bubble  burst,  rents  did  not  come 
down  but  incomes  did.  When  the  excesses  of  real 
estate  speculation  forced  the  economy  into  a tailspin, 
San  Francisco  found  itself  with  an  unemployment  rate 
of  over  10%  and  tens  of  thousands  more  renters  were 
forced  into  part-time  work.  And,  many  senior  renters 
living  on  Social  Security  found  out  they  would  not  get 
a cost  of  living  increase  on  their  already-meager  bene- 
fits. Thus,  renters  were  left  trying  to  pay  extraordinarily 
high  rents  while  seeing  their  income  disappear  or  get 
slashed. 


Much  attention  has  been  focused  on  keeping  home- 
owners  in  their  homes.  We  need  to  pay  thasame  atten- 
tion to  the  plight  of  renters  who  can  barely  pay  their 
rents  and  who  would  lose  their  homes  if  their  rents 
increase  further.  Proposition  F will  let  renters  who  have 
lost  their  job  or  had  their  pay  cut  significantly  to 
temporarily  postpone  any  new  rent  increases.

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Paid  Argument  AGAINST  Proposition  F 

There  is  already  a mechanism  in  place  at  the  Rent 
Board  to  handle  "financial  hardship'.' According  to  the 
Rent  Board,  "this  measure  may  inadvertently  put  the 
Board's  existing  hardship  policy  at  risk".  It  may  make  it 
more  difficult  for  renters  to  get  relief  from  financial 
hardship. -Because  of  this  measure,  other  renters  may 
find  their  rents  increased  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  losses 
to  the  landlord. The  allowable  rent  increase  for  the 
current  year  is  only  0.1%,  on  a $1,000  month  rent,  a $1 
increase  in  rent.  Also  there  is  no  income  limit  to  this 
measure,  someone  who's  income  dropped  from 
$250,000  to  $200,000  could  take  advantage  of  this 
provision. This  measure  would  continue  to  prohibit 
increases  in  good  economic  times. This  is  a poorly 
written  and  unnecessary  law.

This  is  another  unnecessary  proposal  from  the  Board  of 
Supervisors: 

1.  A Rent  Board  procedure  for  claiming  tenant  financial 
hardship  already  exists,  and,  according  to  the  Rent 
Board  "the  Board's  hardship  policy  is  in  many  respects 
more  liberal  than  the  provisions  in  the  proposed 
measure." 

2.  This  will  be  an  invasion  of  a tenant's  privacy. Tenants 
will  have  to  prove  income,  provide  bank  account  and 
financial  information,  as  they  "shall  be  considered  in 
making  a determination." 

3.  Rents  for  new  tenants  will  increase  to  cover  the 
losses  from  this  subsidy  by  the  property  owner.

TheTransbay  Joint  Powers  Authority  (TJPA),  a local 
government  agency,  is  replacing  theTransbay  Terminal 
with  a newTransbayTransit  Center  at  First  and  Mission 
streets. The  newTransbayTransit  Center  would  be  used 
by  ACTransit,  Caltrain,  Golden  GateTransit,  Muni,  and 
SamTrans.TheTJPA  also  plans  that  theTransbayTransit 
Center  would  be  the  northern  end  of  the  high-speed 
rail  line  running  between  San  Francisco  and  Los 
Angeles. 

The  California  High-Speed  Rail  Authority  (CHSRA)  is  a 
state  agency  overseeing  the  construction  of  the  high- 
speed rail  line.The-CHSRA  is  considering  an  alterna- 
tive to  locate  the  San  Francisco  station  for  the  high- 
speed rail  line  on  a site  between  Beale,  Main,  Mission, 
and  Harrison  streets,  not  at  First  and  Mission  streets. 

In  November  1999  and  November  2003,  San  Francisco 
voters  approved  measures  that  provided  that  the  City 
pursue  and  use  sales  tax  proceeds  to  pay  for  an 
extension  of  Caltrain  to  a new  or  rebuiltTransbay 
Transit  Center  at  First  and  Mission  streets.

REQUESTED  ACTION: 

WHEREAS,  on  January  9,  1990,  the  Board  of  Education  (the 
“Board”)  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  (the  “District”) 
adopted  its  Resolution  of  Intention  to  establish  its  Community  Facilities 
District  No.  90-1  (“CFD  No.  90-1”)  pursuant  to  the  Mello-Roos 
Community  Facilities  Act  of  1982,  as  amended  (the  “Act”),  to  finance 
certain  facilities  and  to  levy  a special  tax  therein  to  pay  for  the  facilities 
and  the  expenses  incidental  thereto;  and 

WHEREAS,  following  a duly  noticed  public  hearing  held  pursu- 
ant to  the  Act,  the  Board,  on  February  13,  1990,  adopted  its  Resolution 
of  Formation  pursuant  to  which  CFD  No.  90-1  was  formed  and  an  elec- 
tion was  called  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  the  levy  of  the  special  tax 
and  the  establishment  of  an  appropriations  limit  to  the  qualified  electors 
of  CFD  No.  90-1;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  June  5,  1990,  the  election  was  held  within  the 
District  at  which  the  electors  approved  the  levy  of  the  special  tax  and 
the  appropriations  limit  by  more  than  the  two-thirds  vote  required  by 
the  Act;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Board,  on  July  5,  1990,  caused  to  be  recorded  a 
Notice  of  Special  Tax,  and  on  July  11,  1990,  a supplement  thereto,  in 
the  Office  of  the  County  Recorder  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  in  conformance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act,  and  there- 
after adopted  an  ordinance  levying  the  special  tax;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  special  tax  has  been  annually  levied  to  pay  for 
the  facilities;  not  all  of  the  facilities  have  been  completed,  however,  the 
term  of  the  special  tax  has  expired;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  February  4,  2010,  the  Board  adopted  its 
Resolution  of  Consideration  No.  102-4SO1  (the  “Resolution  of 
Consideration”),  pursuant  to  Section  53334  of  the  Act,  wherein  the 
Board  (1)  determined  the  need  to  complete  the  facilities  previously 
approved  for  CFD  No.  90-1 , as  therein  proposed  to  be  updated  and,  in 
order  to  pay  for  them,  to  extend  and  levy  the  previously  approved  spe- 
cial tax,  as  therein  proposed  to  be  modified,  (2)  proposed  to  provide  for 
the  reauthorization  of  the  previously  authorized  facilities,  as  therein 
updated,  and  the  extension  and  levy  of  the  previously  approved  special 
tax,  as  therein  modified,  and  (3)  fixed  a time  and  place  for  a hearing  on 
the  proposed  changes;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Resolution  of  Consideration  (1)  stating  the  name 
of  the  community  facilities  district,  (2)  generally  describing  the  bound- 
aries of  CFD  No.  90-1 , (3)  specifying  the  facilities  to  be  financed,  as 
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proposed  to  be  updated,  (4)  specifying  the  special  tax  to  pay  the  costs 
thereof,  as  proposed  to  be  modified,  and  (5)  fixing  the  time  and  place 
for  the  hearing  on  the  consideration  of  the  proposed  changes,  is  incor- 
porated herein  by  this  reference;  and  t 

WHEREAS,  notice  of  the  hearing  on  the  consideration  of  the 
proposed  changes  was  duly  published  as  required  by  law,  as  evidenced 
by  the  certificate  of  publication  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  (the 
“Clerk”);  and 

WHEREAS,  at  the  time  and  date  set  for  the  hearing,  March  9,  - 
2010,  this  Board  held  the  public  hearing  as  required  by  law  relative  to 
the  proposed  changes  described  in  the  Resolution  of  Consideration;  and 

WHEREAS,  prior  to  the  hearing  a report  (the  “Report")  contain- 
ing (1)  a description  of  the  facilities  required  to  adequately  meet  the 
needs  of  CFD  No.  90-1 , as  updated,  and  (2)  an  estimate  of  (a)  the  cost 
of  providing  the  facilities;  (b)  the  fair  and  reasonable  costs  of  any  of  the 
facilities  to  be  purchased;  and  (c)  the  fair  and  reasonable  cost  of  inci- 
dental expenses  related  thereto,  was  filed  with  this  Board  as  a part  of  ' 
the  record  of  the  hearing  and  duly  considered  by  this  Board;  the  Report 
also  incorporates  clarifying  changes  recommended  by  staff  that  do  not 
change  the  types  of  facilities  proposed  to  be  financed;  and 

WHEREAS,  at  the  hearing  all  interested  persons  for  or  against, 
the  proposed  changes  were  heard  and  considered,  and  a full  and  fair 
hearing  was  held  thereon;  and 

WHEREAS,  at  the  hearing  evidence  was  presented  to  this  Board 
on  the  matters  before  it,  and  this  Board,  at  the  conclusion  of  the  hearing, 
was  fully  advised  as  to  all  matters  relating  to  the  proposed  changes;  and 

WHEREAS,  written  protests  against  the  proposed  changes  have 
not  been  filed  with  the  Clerk  by  fifty  percent  (50%)  or  more  of  the  reg- 
istered voters  residing  within  CFD  No.  90-1,  or  the  owners  of  one  half 
(1/2)  or  more  of  the  area  of  the  land  proposed  to  be  included  in  CFD 
No.  90-1  and  not  exempt  from  the  special  tax;  and 

WHEREAS,  there  has  been  submitted  to  this  Board  proposed 
goals  and  policies  concerning  the  use  of  the  Act;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  it  is  advisable  to  order 
an  election  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  the  changes  and  the  establish- 
ment of  the  appropriations  limit  to  the  qualified  electors  of  CFD  No. 
90-1  and  to  request  that  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  the  District 
(the  “Superintendent”)  call  the  election  and  that  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  Director  of  Elections  (the  “Director  of  Elections”)  take 
all  steps  required  to  conduct  the  election. 

NOW  THEREFORE,  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District  DOES  HEREBY  RESOLVE, 
DETERMINE  and  ORDER,  as  follows: 

1 . The  foregoing  recitals  are  true  and  correct. 

2.  The  proposed  changes  described  in  the  Resolution  of 
Consideration  have  not  been  precluded  by  majority  protest  pursuant  to 
Section  53337  of  the  Act.  The  proposed  changes  are  to  provide  for  the 
reauthorization  of  the  facilities,  as  therein  updated,  and  the  extension 
and  levy  of  the  previously  approved  special  tax,  as  therein  modified. 
Any  protests  related  to  the  proposed  changes  are  hereby  overruled. 

3.  (a)  The  facilities  to  be  financed  by  CFD  No.  90-1 , being  the 
previously  authorized  facilities  for  CFD  No.  90-1  as  updated,  and  as 
clarified  in  the  Report  (the  “Facilities”)  are  set  forth  in  EXHIBIT  A. 
They  are  public  facilities  authorized  to  be  acquired  or  constructed  under 
the  Act  that  have  a useful  life  of  five  years  or  longer.  The  Facilities  are 
governmental  facilities  which  this  Board  is  authorized  by  law  to  con- 
tribute revenue  to,  or  construct,  own  or  operate.

(b)  The  Report  related  to  the  Facilities  shall  be  a part  of 
the  record  in  these  proceedings.  For  purposes  hereof,  the  Report 
shall  refer  and  apply  to  the  Report  as  modified,  amended,  revised 
or  corrected  pursuant  to  and  in  accordance  with  this  Resolution  as 
well  as  any  other  resolution  or  order  heretofore  adopted  or  made 
by  this  Board. 

4.  (a)  As  stated  in  the  Resolution  of  Consideration,  except 
where  funds  are  otherwise  available,  it  is  the  intention  of  this  Board  to 
annually  levy  a special  tax  sufficient  to  pay  for  the  Facilities,  including 
incidental  expenses  related  thereto,  secured  by  recordation  of  a continu- 
ing lien  against  all  nonexempt  real  property  in  CFD  No.  90-1. 

(b)  The  rate,  method  of  apportionment,  and  manner  of 
collection  of  the  special  tax.  in  sufficient  detail  to  allow  each 
landowner  or  resident  within  CFD  No.  90-1  to  estimate  the  maxi- 
mum amount  such  person  will  have  to  pay  for  the  Facilities, 
being  the  previously  approved  special  tax  for  CFD  No.  90-1  as 
extended  and  updated,  and  as  clarified  in  the  Report,  is  described 
in  EXHIBIT  B.  EXHIBIT  B incorporates  clarifying  changes  rec- 
ommended by  staff  that  do  not  increase  the  proposed  maximum 
special  tax  or  the  probable  special  tax. 

(c)  The  special  tax,  as  apportioned  to  each  parcel  pursuant 
to  EXHIBIT  B,  is  based  on  the  cost  of  making  the  Facilities 
available  to  each  parcel,  or  other  reasonable  basis,  and  is  not 
based  on  or  upon  the  ownership  of  real  property. 

(d)  No  ad  valorem  property  tax  is,  or  will  be,  levied  on 
property  within  CFD  No.  90-1  for  the  exclusive  purpose  of  mak- 
ing lease  payments  on  an  existing  lease  or  paying  principal  or 
interest  on  outstanding  bonds  or  other  existing  indebtedness, 
including  State  school  building  loans,  incurred  to  finance  the  con- 
struction of  capital  facilities  which  are  the  same  as  are  to  be  pro- 
vided by  the  Facilities. 

5.  The  Office  of  the  Chief  Financial  Officer  is  hereby  desig- 
nated as  the  office,  department  or  bureau  that  will  be  responsible  for 
annually  preparing  the  current  roll  of  special  tax  levy  obligations  by 
assessor’s  parcel  number  on  nonexempt  property  within  CFD  No.  90-1 , 
and  that  will  be  responsible  for  estimating  future  special  tax  levies  pur- 
suant to  Section  53340.2  of  the  Act.  The  current  name,  address,  and 
telephone  number  of  the  Office  of  the  Chief  Financial  Officer,  and  the 
person  responsible  for  administering  the  District,  is  as  follows:

Such  officer  is  hereby  directed  to  establish  procedures  to  prompt- 
ly respond  to  inquiries  concerning  current  and  future  estimated  tax  lia- 
bility pursuant  to  Section  53340.2  of  the  Act. 

6.  All  prior  proceedings  taken  with  respect  to  the  establish- 
ment of  CFD  No.  90-1  were  valid  and  in  conformity  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  Act.  All  prior  proceedings  taken  with  respect  to  the  pro- 
posed changes  described  in  the  Resolution  of  Consideration  were  valid 
and  in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act. 

7.  In  accordance  with  Section  53325.7  of  the  Act,  the  annual 
appropriations  limit  of  CFD  No.  90-1 , as  defined  by  subdivision  (h)  of 
Section  8 of  Article  XIII  B of  the  California  Constitution,  is  hereby  pre- 
liminarily established  at  $16,000,000,  and  this  annual  appropriations 
limit  shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of  CFD  No.  90-1  as  hereafter  pro- 
vided. The  proposition  establishing  this  appropriations  limit  shall 
become  effective  if  approved  by  the  qualified  electors  voting  thereon, 
and  shall  be  adjusted  in  accordance  with  the  applicable  provisions  of 
Section  53325.7  of  the  Act. 


8.  (a)  This  Board  hereby  orders  an  election  to  submit  the  ques- 
tions of  making  the  changes  proposed  in  the  Resolution  of  Consider- 
ation, as  herein  clarified,  and  establishing  the  annual  appropriations 
limit  for  CFD  No.  90-1  in  connection  therewith,  to  the  qualified  electors 
within  the  CFD  No.  90-1 . Pursuant  to  Section  53353.5  of  the  Act,  the 
questions  of  making  such  changes  and  establishing  an  appropriations 
limit  shall  be  combined  in  a single  ballot  measure,  substantially  in  the 
form  set  forth  in  EXHIBIT  C (the  “Ballot  Measure”).  The  election  shall 
be  held  on  Tuesday,  June  8, 2010. 

(b)  More  than  twelve  (12)  persons  have  been  registered  to  vote 
within  CFD  No.  90-1  for  each  of  the  ninety  (90)  days  pre- 
ceding the  close  of  the  hearing  referenced  herein. 
Accordingly,  the  qualified  electors  shall  be  the  registered 
voters  within  CFD  No.  90-1,  with  each  registered  voter  hav- 
ing one  vote.  The  voting  procedure  herein  described  is  also 
described  in  the  Resolution  of  Consideration. 

9.  The  authority  for  ordering  the  election  is  contained  in 
Section  53326  of  the  Government  Code  and  Section  5304  of  the 
Education  Code. 

10.  The  authority  for  the  specifications  of  this  election  order  is 
contained  in  Section  5322  of  the  Education  Code. 

1 1 . This  Resolution  shall  stand  as  the  order  to  the  Super- 
intendent to  call  an  election  within  the  boundaries  of  the  District  on 
June  8, 2010  pursuant  to  the  specifications  contained  herein  and  as  the 
request  to  the  Director  of  Elections  to  take  all  steps  required  to  conduct 
the  election  ordered  pursuant  to  this  Resolution. 

12.  The  Clerk  is  hereby  directed  to  send  a certified  copy  of  this 
Resolution  to  the  Director  of  Elections  to  be  received  no  later  than  5 
p.m.  on  March  12,  2010. 

13.  The  Board  hereby  requests  that  the  Director  of  Elections 
shall  transmit  a copy  of  the  Ballot  Measure  to  the  Ballot  Simplification 
Committee,  which  shall  prepare  an  impartial  analysis  of  the  measure, 
showing  the  effect  of  the  Ballot  Measure  on  existing  law  and  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Ballot  Measure. 

14.  Pursuant  to  Section  9502  of  the  Elections  Code,  the 
Director  of  Elections  is  requested  to  fix  and  determine  a reasonable  date 
prior  to  the  election  after  which  no  arguments  for  or  against  the  Ballot 
Measure  may  be  submitted  to  the  Director  of  Elections  so  as  to  provide 
a reasonable  time  in  which  to  prepare  and  print  the  arguments,  and  to 
permit  a 10-calendar-day  public  examination  and  to  publish  notice  (the 
“Notice”)  of  such  date  once  in  a newspaper  of  general  circulation  pub- 
lished in  the  District.  The  Board  requests  that  a copy  of  that  published 
Notice  be  delivered  to  the  Clerk,  pursuant  to  Section  12113  of  the 
Elections  Code. 

15.  The  Clerk  shall  post  the  Notice  received  from  the  Director 
of  Elections  in  the  District  office  pursuant  to  Section  121 13  of  the 
Elections  Code. 

16.  Pursuant  to  Sections  5302, 5303, 5320, 5322  and  5325  of 
the  Education  Code,  the  Superintendent  and  the  Director  of  Elections  of 
the  City  and  County  are  hereby  requested  to  take  all  steps  to  call  and 
conduct  the  election  in  accordance  with  law  and  these  specifications.

18.  Pursuant  to  Section  5303  of  the  Education  Code  and 
Section  10002  of  the  Elections  Code,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  requested  to  permit  the  Director  of 
Elections  to  render  all  services  necessary,  including  those  services  spec-

such  services  to  include  the  mailing  of  the  sample  ballot. 

19.  The  Board  requests  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  or  any  officer  otherwise  authorized  by 
law,  to  partially  or  completely  consolidate  the  election  with  the  regular- 
ly scheduled  local  election  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  or 
the  general  election  held  on  June  8,  2010;  and  to  further  provide  that  the 
canvass  be  made  by  any  body  or  official  authorized  by  law  to  canvass 
the  returns  of  the  election  and  that  the  Board  consents  to  such 
consolidation. 

20.  Within  three  business  days  after  the  adoption  of  this 
Resolution,  the  Clerk  shall  accept  and  file  a certified  copy  of  this 
Resolution  along  with  a copy  of  the  Boundary  Map  and  a sufficient 
description  of  the  boundaries  of  CFD  No.  90-1 . The  Clerk  shall  also 
accept  and  file  the  assessor’s  parcel  numbers  for  the  land  within  CFD 
No.  90-1 , if  necessary. 

21 . If  two  thirds  (2/3)  of  the  votes  cast  upon  the  question  of 
making  the  proposed  changes  are  cast  in  favor  thereof,  as  determined  by 
this  Board  after  the  canvass  of  the  returns  of  the  consolidated  election, 
this  Board  may  thereafter  proceed  with  the  financing  of  the  Facilities 
and  the  levy  the  special  tax  within  CFD  No.  90-1  in  the  amount  and  for 
the  purposes  specified  in  this  Resolution.  The  special  tax  may  be  levied 
only  at  the  rate  and  may  be  apportioned  only  in  the  manner  specified  in 
this  Resolution,  subject  to  the  Act,  except  that  the  special  tax  may  be 
levied  at  a lower  rate. 

22.  Upon  a determination  by  this  Board,  after  the  canvass  of  the 
returns  of  the  election  contemplated  in  Sections  19  and  21  hereof,  that 
two  thirds  (2/3)  of  the  votes  cast  upon  the  question  of  making  the  pro- 
posed changes  are  in  favor  thereof,  it  will  adopt  a resolution  determin- 
ing the  proposed  changes  are  authorized,  and  the  Clerk  will  record  a 
notice  of  the  changes  as  provided  for  in  Section  3117.5  of  the  California 
Streets  and  Highways  Code.  Upon  such  recordation,  a continuing  lien  to 
secure  each  levy  of  the  special  tax  shall  attach  to  all  nonexempt  real 
property  in  CFD  No.  90-1,  and  this  lien  shall  continue  in  force  and 
effect  until  the  collection  of  the  special  tax  ceases  to  be  levied. 

23.  The  goals  and  policies  related  to  the  use  of  the  Act,  set  forth 
in  EXHIBIT  D,  are  hereby  adopted. 

24.  The  Clerk,  the  District’s  General  Counsel,  and  the  other 
officers  of  the  District  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  individually 
and  collectively,  to  do  any  and  all  things,  and  to  execute,  deliver,  and 
perform  any  and  all  agreements  and  documents,  that  they  deem  neces- 
sary or  advisable  in  order  to  effectuate  the  purposes  of  this  Resolution, 
including,  without  limitation,  to  prepare  and  submit  for  inclusion  in  the 
voter  information  materials  an  argument  in  favor  of  passage  of  the  bal- 
lot measure.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  the  officers  of  the  District 
that  are  in  conformity  with  the  purposes  and  intent  of  this  Resolution 
are  hereby  ratified /conformed  and  approved. 

25.  This  Resolution  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  adoption.

EXHIBIT  A 

FACILITIES  TO  BE  FINANCED 

The  following  school  sites  and  structures,  consistent  with  the  building 
area  and  cost  standards  established  by  the  State  Allocation  Board. 

1 .  Seismic  upgrading,  structural  strengthening  and  related 
improvements  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District 
facilities  and  Child  Care  Centers  to  repair,  replace,  improve, 


or  rehabilitate  identified  structural  deficiencies  and  improve 
the  seismic  performance  due  to  revisions  to  the  California 
building  codes. 

2.  Repair,  replace,  improve  or  rehabilitate  fire  and  life-safety 
building  systems,  and  related  improvements,  including 
paths  of  exiting,  ADA  access  paths  of  travel,  building  code 
upgrades,  fire  alarm  systems,  fire  sprinkler  and  fire  suppres- 
sion systems,  and  correction  of  identified  fire  safety  viola- 
tions of  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  facilities  and 
Child  Care  Centers. 

3.  Deferred  capital  maintenance  of  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  facilities  and  Child  Care  Centers,  including 
the  salaries  and  benefits  of  those  District  employees  directly 
working  on  the  reparation,  replacement,  improvement  or 
rehabilitation  of  fire,  life-safety  and  exiting  systems,  and 
other  incidental  expenses  related  to  the  foregoing  or  to 
building  code  upgrades  and/or  replacement  of  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District  facilities  and  Child  Care 
Centers  as  needed. 

4.  Incidental  expenses,  including  the  cost  of  planning,  design, 
engineering,  testing  and  environmental  evaluations  for  each 
individual  project; -all  costs  associated  with  the  determina- 
tion of  the  amount  of  and  collection  of  taxes,  the  payment  of 
taxes,  and  costs  otherwise  incurred  in  order  to  carry  out  the 
authorized  purposes  of  CFD  No.  90-1;  and  any  other  expens- 
es incidental  to  the  reparation,  replacement,  improvement,  or 
rehabilitation  of  the  facilities  permitted  under  the  Act. 


EXHIBIT  B 

RATE  AND  METHOD  OF  APPORTIONMENT  OF  SPECIAL  TAX 

The  annual  and  special  tax  shall  be  levied  on  each  separate  parcel 
within  Community  Facilities  District  No.  90-1 , San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District,  San  Francisco  County,  California  (“CFD  No.  90-1”)  as 
shown  on  the  San  Francisco  County  Assessor’s  records,  subject  to  the 
maximum  rates  specified  below,  as  established  by  the  Board  of 
Education  (“Board”)  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District 
(“District”) 

DETERMINATION  OF  PARCELS  SUBJECT  TO  SPECIAL  TAX 

The  records  of  the  County  Assessor  of  San  Francisco  County 
shall  be  used- to  determine  the  parcels  subject  to  the  special  tax.  The 
basis  for  determining  the  parcels  will  be  the  Secured  Property  Tax  Roll. 
The  land  use  code  contained  with  records  maintained  by  the  Assessor  of 
the  number  of  dwelling  units  on  each  residential  parcel  in  CFD  90-1, 
will  be  the  basis  for  assigning  the  appropriate  tax  rate  to  each  parcel.  If 
the  District  determines  that  the  records  maintained  by  the  Assessor  are 
incorrect  with  respect  to  one  or  more  parcels,  the  District  will  assign  the 
appropriate  land  use  code  and  dwelling  unit  count  based  on  its  review 
of  the  property.  All  special  taxes  shall  be  based  on  parcels  established  in 
the  County  Assessor’s  records  as  of  March  1 of  each  year  and  all  land 
use  categories  shall  be  based  on  building  permits  and  other  relevant 
development  approvals  granted  by  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  or  any  successor  jurisdiction  as  of  June  1 of  each  year. 

Using  the  records  of  the  County  Assessor,  the  District  shall  pre- 
pare a list  of  the  parcels  subject  to  the  tax.  The  District  shall  establish 
the  parcels  subject  to  the  tax  using  the  procedure  described  below: 

1 . Exclude  all  parcels  which,  as  of  March  1 of  the  prior  fiscal 
year,  meet  one  of  the  following  conditions:  (1)  are  vacant, 
(2)  are  owned  by  the  federal,  state,  or  local  government  or  a 
public  agency  or  utility  and  are  used  for  public  purpose(s), 
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or  (3)  are  a publicly  owned  or  non-profit  hospital,  or  ceme- 
tery. or  building(s)  used  exclusively  for  religious  worship, 
provided  that  leasehold  / possessory  interests  shall  be  taxed. 


From  the  parcels  remaining,  identify  the  following  groups 
of  parcels  based  upon  assessor’s  data,  and  the  District’s 
review  of  building  permits  issued,  and  other  changes  in 
development  status: 


a.  Single  Family  Residential  Parcels:  Parcels  containing 
one  dwelling  unit  and  no  other  uses; 

b.  Mixed  Use  Parcels:  Parcels  with  one  or  more  residen- 
tial units  in  addition  to  one  or  more  commercial  uses;

1 .  The  applicant  must  show  evidence  that  the  dwelling  unit  is 
owned  or  rented  by  a citizen  who  is  at  least  65  years  of  age. 


2.  The  applicant  must  show  evidence  of  ownership  of  the 
property  subject  to  the  Exemption. 

3.  If  the  applicant  is  a landlord,  then  he  or  she  must  certify 
that  the  entire  tax  exemption  will  be  reflected  only  in  the 
rent  for  the  exempted  dwelling  unit(s).

c.  Multi-Family  Residential  Parcels:  Parcels  with  two  or 
more  residential  units  and  no  other  uses; 

d.  Non-Residential  Parcels:  Parcels  with  no  residential 
units,  including  transient  residential  units  such  as 
hotels. 

Parcels  which  have  been  granted  a building  permit  for  one  or 
more  residential  units  in  addition  to  or  in  place  of  the  uses  pres- 
ently existing  on  that  parcel  will  be  classified  based  on  the  uses 
that  will  exist  after  the  permit  has  been  exercised. 


“To  improve  earthquake  and  fire  safety  and  implement  critical  capital 
maintenance  of  its  schools  and  facilities,  shall  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  be  authorized  to  renew  the  levy  of  an  annual  special  tax 
not  to  exceed  $32.20  per  parcel  for  single  family  residential  and  nonres- 
idential  parcels  and  $16.10  per  dwelling  unit  for  mixed  use  and  multi- 
family residential  parcels,  adjusted  for  inflation,  in  its  Community 
Facilities  District  No.  90-1,  and  establish  its  annual  appropriations  limit 
at  $16,000,000? 


EXHIBIT  D 


The  District  shall  make  every  effort  to  correctly  determine  the 
parcels  subject  to  the  tax.  It  shall  be  the  burden  of  the  taxpayer  to  cor- 
rect any  errors  in  the  determination  of  the  parcels  subject  to  the  tax  and 
their  classifications. 

MAXIMUM  ANNUAL  SPECIAL  TAX 

The  maximum  annual  special  tax  on  parcels  in  CFD  No.  90-1 
shall  be  the  rates  below,  for  the  first  year,  and  then  adjusted  for  inflation 
each  year  thereafter  by  the  San  Francisco  All  Items  Consumer  Price 
Index  for  all  Urban  Consumers  (CPI-U)  as  reported  by  the  US 
Department  of  Labor's  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics,  provided  however 
that,  for  a parcel  used  for  private  residential  purposes,  the  adjustment 
for  inflation  shall  not  exceed  2%  per  year: 

1.  Single  Family  Residential  Parcels  and  Non-Residential 
Parcels  shall  pay  $32.20  per  parcel. 

2.  For  Mixed  Use  Parcels  and  Multi-Family  Residential 
Parcels,  the  District  shall  calculate  the  annual  special  tax  for 
each  such  parcel  by  multiplying  the  mixed  use  and  multi- 
family residential  tax  rate  of  $16.10  times  the  number  of 
dwelling  units  thereon  to  determine  the  special  tax  for  such 
parcel.  The  District  shall  notify  the  appropriate  county  offi- 
cial of  the  annual  special  tax  for  each  parcel. 

The  special  tax  shall  be  collected  in  CFD  No.  90-1  for  twenty  years. 

The  District  shall  make  every  effort  to  correctly  assign  the  tax 
rate  and  calculate  the  annual  special  tax  liability  for  each  parcel.  It  shall 
be  the  burden  of  the  taxpayer  to  correct  any  errors  in  the  determination 
of  the  parcels  subject  to  the  tax  and  their  special  tax  assignments. 

SENIOR  CITIZEN  EXEMPTION 

A property  owner  may  apply  for  a Senior  Citizen  Exemption 
which  would  provide  an  exemption  from  the  special  tax  on  dwelling 
units  occupied  by  senior  citizens,  if  the  following  conditions  are  met: 


GOALS  AND  POLICIES  CONCERNING 
THE  USE  OF  THE  MELLO-ROOS  COMMUNITY  FACILITIES  ACT 
OF  1982 

Pursuant  to  California  Government  Code  Section  53312.7,  the 
San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  (the  “District”)  states  the  follow- 
ing as  its  goals  and  policies  concerning  the  use  of  the  Mello-Roos 
Community  Facilities  Act  of  1982,  as  amended  (the  “Act”). 

I . PRIORITIES  AMONG  KINDS  OF  PUBLIC  FACILITIES 

When  special  tax  revenues  are  limited  within  a community  facili- 
ty district  (“CFD”),  first  priority  for  the  use  of  available  revenues  shall 
be  given  to  the  upgrading,  repair,  replacement  or  rehabilitation  of  school 
and  child  care  facilities,  second  priority  shall  be  given  to  school  site 
support  facilities  (for  example,  multipurpose  rooms  and  playground 
equipment),  and. third  priority  shall  be  given  to  administrative  facilities. 

The  District  does  not  currently  contemplate  the  use  of  the  Act  to 
finance  services. 

II . CREDIT  QUALITY  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  BOND 
ISSUES 

The  District  does  not  currently  intend  to  issue  bonds  for  a CFD. 

In  the  event  it  should  at  some  future  date  determine  to  do  so,  these  goals 
and  policies  will  need  to  be  amended  in  order  to  address  credit  quality 
requirements  related  thereto. 

III.  DISCLOSURE  TO  PROSPECTIVE  PROPERTY 
PURCHASERS 

The  District  will  comply  with  Section  53340.2  of  the  Act  with 
respect  to  the  designation  of  an  office,  department,  or  bureau  of  the 
District  to  be  responsible  for  annually  preparing  the  special  tax  roll, 
responding  to  inquiries,  and  furnishing  notice  upon  request  of  a seller  of 
property  within  the  CFD. 
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IV.  EQUITY  OF  SPECIAL  TAX  FORMULA?  AND 
MAXIMUM  SPECIAL  TAXES 

A.  Equity.  Any  special  tax  formula  approved  by  the  District 

| shall  be  reasonable  and  equitable  in  allocating  public  facilities  costs  to 
! parcels  within  the  CFD.  Exemptions  from  the  special  tax  may  be  given 
to  parcels  such  as,  but  not  limited  to,  publicly  owned  parcels  (that 
would  otherwise  be  subject  to  the  tax),  parcels  owned  by  public  utilities, 
parcels  used  for  religious  worship,  and  parcels  used  for  a public  purpose 
such  as  open  space  or  wetlands  or  are  affected  by  easements  making 
impractical  their  utilization  for  other  than  the  purposes  set ‘forth  in  the 
easements. 

B . Maximum  Tax  Rate.  It  is  the  intent  of  the  District  that  the 
total  projected  property  tax  levels  for  any  private  residential  parcel 
within  a CFD  should  not  exceed  two  percent  of  the  projected  initial 
sales  price  of  a fully  developed  parcel  with  a completed  structure). 
Calculation  of  the  total  projected  property  tax  level  shall  take  into 
account  ad  valorem  property  taxes,  non  ad  valorem  special  taxes,  spe- 
cial assessments,  and  other  charges  levied  by  a public  agency  that  are  a 
lien  against  the  property. 

The  Act  provides  that  the  maximum  special  tax  for  any  parcel 
used  for  private  residential  purpose  shall  not  increase  over  time  at  a rate 
greater  than  two  percent  annually.  The  special  tax  formula  should  be 
structured  such  that  special  taxes  levied  on  developed  private  residential 
parcels  are  consistent  year  to  year,  subject  to  the  annual  increase  of  not 
more  than  two  percent.  The  Act  further  provides  that  under  no  circum- 
stances shall  the  special  tax  levied  on  any  private  residential  parcel  be 
increased  by  more  than  ten  percent  as  a consequence  of  delinquency  or 
default  by  the  owner  of  any  other  parcel. 

V.  APPRAISAL  REQUIREMENTS 

The  District  does  not  currently  intend  to  issue  bonds  for  a CFD. 

In  the  event  it  should  at  some  future  date  determine  to  do  so,  these  goals 
and  policies  may  need  to-be  amended  in  order  to  establish  appraisal 
standards  related  thereto. 

VI.  PRIORITY  ATTENDANCE  ACCESS 

A.  Priority  to  Residents  of  CFD.  Pursuant  to  the  requirement 
of  California  Government  Code  Section  53312.7,  the  District  shall  give 
priority  attendance  access  to  students  residing  in  a CFD  whose  residents 
have  paid  special  taxes  that  have,  in  whole  or  in  part,  financed  the  con- 
struction of  school  district  facilities.  The  degree  of  priority  shajl  reflect 

S the  proportion  of  each  school’s  financing  provided  through  the  CFD. 

B.  Exceptions.  The  attendance  priority  described  above  is  sub- 
ject to  the  District’s  other  attendance  policies  that  include  criteria  for 
student  assignment  such  as  goals  to  achieve  ethnic,  racial,  or  socioeco- 
nomic diversity;  federal,  state,  or  court  mandates;  transportation  needs, 
safe  pedestrian  routes;  grade  levels  for  which  facilities  were  designed; 
and  ensuring  that  students  have  continuity  of  schooling  within  any  sin- 
gle school  year. 

Proposition  B 

Ordinance  calling  and  providing  for  a special  election  to  be  held  in 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  on  Tuesday,  June  8,  2010,  for 
the  purpose  of  submitting  to  San  Francisco  voters  a proposition  to 
incur  the  following  bonded  debt  of  the  City  and  County: 
$412,300,000  to  finance  the  construction,  acquisition,  improvement, 
and  retrofitting  of  Neighborhood  Fire  and  Police  Stations,  the 
Auxiliary  Water  Supply  System,  a Public  Safety  Building  , and 
other  critical  infrastructure  and  facilities  for  earthquake  safety  and 
related  costs  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  foregoing  purposes; 
authorizing  landlords  to  pass-through  50%  of  the  resulting  proper- 


ty tax  increase  to  residential  tenants  in  accordance  with  Chapter  37 
of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code;  finding  that  the  estimat- 
ed cost  of  such  proposed  project  is  and  will  be  too  great  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  ordinary  annual  income  and  revenue  of  the  City  and 
County  and  will  require  expenditures  greater  than  the  amount 
allowed  therefor  by  the  annual  tax  levy;  reciting  the  estimated  cost 
of  such  proposed  project;  fixing  the  date  of  election  and  the  manner 
of  holding  such  election  and  the  procedure  for  voting  for  or  against 
the  proposition;  fixing  the  maximum  rate  of  interest  on  such  bonds 
and  providing  for  the  levy  and  collection  of  taxes  to  pay  both  prin- 
cipal and  interest;  prescribing  notice  to  be  given  of  such  election; 
finding  that  a portion  of  the  proposed  bond  is  not  a project  under 
the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (“CEQA”)  and  adopting 
findings  under  CEQA,  CEQA  Guidelines,  arid  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code  Chapter  31  for  the  remaining  portion  of  the 
proposed  bond;  finding  that  the  proposed  bond  is  in  conformity 
with  the  priority  policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  101.1(b)  and 
with  the  General  Plan  consistency  requirement  of  Charter  Section 
4.105  and  Administrative  Code  Section  2A33;  consolidating  the 
special  election  with  the  general  election;  establishing  the  election 
precincts,  voting  places  and  officers  for  the  election;  waiving  the 
word  limitation  on  ballot  propositions  imposed  by  San  Francisco 
Municipal  Elections  Code  Section  510;  complyihg  with  the  restric- 
tions on  the  use  of  bond  proceeds  specified  in  Section  53410  of  the 
California  Government  Code;  incorporating  the  provisions  of  the 
San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  Sections  530  - 536;  and  waiv- 
ing the  time  requirements  specified  in  Section  234  of  the  San 
Francisco  Administrative  Code. 

Note:  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  this  ordinance, 
which  submits  to  San  Francisco  voters  a proposed 
bond  measure,  on  February  23,  2010. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco: 

Section  1 . Findings. 

A.  This  Board  of  Supervisors  (this  “Board”)  recognizes  the 
need  to  safeguard  and  enhance  the  City’s  earthquake  and  emergency 
response  and  recovery  by  rehabilitating  critical  facilities  that  support  the 
City’s  first  responders. 

B . The  Earthquake  Safety  and  Emergency  Response  Bond  (the 
“Bond”)  will  provide  funding  to  construct,  improve  and  rehabilitate 
earthquake  safety  and  emergency  responsiveness  facilities  and  infra- 
structure (as  described  below  in  Section  3). 

C.  This  Board  now  wishes  to  describe  the  terms  of  a ballot 
measure  seeking  approval  for  the  issuance  of  general  obligation  bonds 
to  finance  all  or  a portion  of  the  City’s  earthquake  safety  and  response 
needs  as  described  below. 

Section  2.  A special  election  is  called  and  ordered  to  be  held  in 
the  City  on  Tuesday,  the  8th’day  of  June,  2010,  for  the  purpose  of  sub- 
mitting to  the  electors  of  the  City  a proposition  to  incur  bonded  indebt- 
edness of  the  City  for  the  project  described  in  the  amount  and  for  the 
purposes  stated: 

“SAN  FRANCISCO  EARTHQUAKE  SAFETY  AND 
EMERGENCY  RESPONSE  BOND,  2010.  $412,300,000  of  bonded 
indebtedness  to  improve  fire,  earthquake  and  emergency  response  and 
ensure  firefighters  a reliable  water  supply  for  fires  and  disasters, 
through  projects  including:  improving  deteriorating  pipes,  hydrants,  res- 
ervoirs, water  cisterns’  and  pumps  built  after  the  1906  earthquake; 
improving  neighborhood  fire  stations;  replacing  the  seismically-unsafe 
emergency  command  center  with  an  earthquake-safe  building;  and  to 
pay  related  costs,  subject  to  independent  citizen  oversight  and  regular 
audits;  and  authorizing  landlords  to  pass-through  to  residential  tenants 
in  units  subject  to  Chapter  37  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code 
(the  “Residential  Stabilization  and  Arbitration  Ordinance”)  50%  of  the 
increase  in  the  real  property  taxes  attributable  to  the  cost  of  the  repay- 
ment of  the  bonds.” 

The  special  election  called  and  ordered  shall  be  referred  to  in  this 
ordinance  as  the  “Bond  Special  Election.” 
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Section  3.  PROPOSED  PROGRAM.  All  contracts  that  are  funded 
with  the  proceeds  of  bonds  authorized  hereby  shall  be  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  83  of  the  City’s  Administrative  Code  (the  "First 
Source  Hiring  Program”),  which  fosters  construction  and  permanent 
employment  opportunities  for  qualified  economically  disadvantaged 
individuals,  hi  addition,  all  contracts  that  are  funded  with  the  proceeds 
of  bonds  authorized  hereby  also  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  14B  of  the  City's  Administrative  Code  (the  “Local  Business 
Enterprise  and  Non-Discrimination  in  Contracting  Ordinance”),  which 
assists  small  and  micro  local  businesses  to  increase  their  ability  to  com- 
pete effectively  for  the  award  of  City  contracts.  The  proposed  program 
can  be  summarized  as  follows: 

A.  AUXILIARY  WATER  SUPPLY  SYSTEM.  A portion  of  the 
Bond  shall  be  allocated  to  the  renovation  and  seismic  upgrading  of 
Auxiliary  Water  Supply  System  (the  "AWSS”)  core  facilities  consisting 
of  a reservoir,  two  storage  tanks  and  two  pump  stations  (collectively,  the 
"AWSS  Project”). 

B.  CRITICAL  FIREFIGHTING  FACILITIES  AND 
INFRASTRUCTURE.  A portion  of  the  Bond  shall  be  allocated  to  the 
construction,  acquisition,  improvement,  retrofitting  and  completion  of 
critical  firefighting  facilities  and  infrastructure  for  earthquake  safety  and 
emergency  response  not  otherwise  specifically  enumerated  in  this  ordi- 
nance. including  without  limitation,  neighborhood  fire  stations,  and  such 
facilities  as  cisterns,  pipes  and  tunnels  for  the  water  system  for  firefight- 
ing (collectively,  the  "Critical  Firefighting  Facilities  and  Infrastructure”). 

C.  PUBLIC  SAFETY  BUILDING.  A portion  of  the  Bond  shall 
be  allocated  to  construct  in  Mission  Bay  a Public  Safety  Building  con- 
sisting of  a new  police  department  command  center,  a southern  district 
police  station,  and  a neighborhood  fire  station  in  a seismically  secure 
facility  to  serve  Mission  Bay  to  accommodate  safety  needs  in  a growing 
community  (the  "Public  Safety  Building”). 

D.  CITIZEN’S  OVERSIGHT  COMMITTEE.  A portion  of  the 
Bond  shall  be  used  to  perform  audits  of  the  Bond,  as  further  described 
in  Section  15. 

The  proposed  uses  and  amounts  described  in  this  Section  3 are 
estimates  only  and,  with  the  exception  of  Section  3D  above,  are  subject, 
without  limitation,  to  review  and  revision  by  the  Mayor  and  the  Board. 

Section  4.  BOND  ACCOUNTABILITY  MEASURES 

The  Bond  shall  include  the  following  administrative  rules  and 
principles: 

A.  OVERSIGHT.  The  proposed  bond  funds  shall  be  subjected 
to  approval  processes  and  rules  described  in  the  San  Francisco  Charter 
and  Administrative  Code.  Pursuant  to  S.F.  Administrative  Code  5.31 , 
the  Citizen’s<General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee  shall  con- 
duct an  annual  review  of  bond  spending,  and  shall  provide  an  annual 
report  of  the  bond  program  to  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

B.  TRANSPARENCY.  The  City  shall  create  and  maintain  a 
Web  page  outlining  and  describing  the  bond  program,  progress,  and 
activity  updates.  The  City  shall  also  hold  an  annual  public  hearing  and 
reviews  on  the  bond  program  and  its  implementation  before  the  Capital 
Planning  Committee,  the  Police  and  Fire  Commissions,  and  the 
Citizen's  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee. 

Section  5.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  bond  financed  portion  of  the 
project  described  in  Section  2 above  was  fixed  by  the  Board  by  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  and  in  the  amount  specified  below: 

Resolution  No.  091457,  $412,300,000. 

Such  resolution  was  passed  by  two-thirds  or  more  of  the  Board 
and  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  (the  “Mayor”).  In  such  resolu- 
tion it  was  recited  and  found  by  the  Board  that  the  sum  of  money  speci- 
fied is  too  great  to  be  paid  out  of  the  ordinary  annual  income  and  reve- 
nue of  the  City  in  addition  to  the  other  annual  expenses  or  other  funds 
derived  from  taxes  levied  for  those  purposes  and  will  require  expendi- 
tures greater  than  the  amount  allowed  by  the  annual  tax  levy. 

The  method  and  manner  of  payment  of  the  estimated  costs 
described  in  this  ordinance  are  by  the  issuance  of  bonds  of  the  City  not 
exceeding  the  principal  amount  specified. 

Such  estimate  of  costs  as  set  forth  in  such  resolution  is  adopted 
and  determined  to  be  the  estimated  cost  of  such  bond  financed  improve- 
ments and  financing,  as  designed  to  date. 


Section  6.  The  Bond  Special  Election  shall  be  held  and  conducted 
and  the  votes  received  and  canvassed,  and  the  returns  made  and  the 
results  ascertained,  determined  and  declared  as  provided  in  this  ordi- 
nance and  in  all  particulars  not  recited  in  this  ordinance  such  election 
shall  be  held  according  to  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  (the 
"State”)  and  the  Charter  of  the  City  (the  "Charter”)  and  any  regulations 
adopted  under  State  law  or  the  Charter,  providing  for  and  governing 
elections  in  the  City,  and  the  polls  for  such  election  shall  be  and  remain 
open  during  the  time  required  by  such  laws  and  regulations. 

Section  7.  The  Bond  Special  Election  is  consolidated  with  the 
General  Election  scheduled  to  be  held  in  the  City  on  Tuesday,  June  8, 
2010.  The  voting  precincts,  polling  places  and  officers  of  election  for  the 
June  8,  2010  General  Election  are  hereby  adopted,  established,  designat- 
ed and  named,  respectively,  as  the  voting  precincts,  polling  places  and 
officers  of  election  for  the  Bond  Special  Election  called,  and  reference  is 
made  to  the  notice  of  election  setting  forth  the  voting  precincts,  polling 
places  and  officers  of  election  for  the  June  8,  2010  General  Election  by 
the  Director  of  Elections  to  be  published  in  the  official  newspaper  of  the 
City  on  the  date  required  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California. 

Section  8.  The  ballots  to  be  used  at  the  Bond  Special  Election 
shall  be  the  ballots  to  be  used  at  the  June  8,  2010  General  Election.  The 
word  limit  for  ballot  propositions  imposed  by  San  Francisco  Municipal 
Elections  Code  Section  510  is  waived.  On  the  ballots  to  be  used  at  the 
Bond  Special  Election,  in  addition  to  any  other  matter  required  by  law  to 
be  printed  thereon,  shall  appear  the  following  as  a separate  proposition: 

“SAN  FRANCISCO  EARTHQUAKE  SAFETY  AND 
EMERGENCY  RESPONSE  BOND,  2010.  To  improve  fire,  earthquake 
and  emergency  response  and  ensure  firefighters  a reliable  water  supply 
for  fires  and  disasters,  through  projects  including:  improving  deteriorat- 
ing pipes,  hydrants,  reservoirs,  water  cisterns  and  pumps  built  after  the 
1906  earthquake;  improving  neighborhood  fire  stations;  replacing  the 
seismically-unsafe  emergency  command  center  with  an  earthquake-safe 
building;  and  to  pay  related  costs,  shall  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  issue  $412,300,000  in  general  obligation  bonds,  subject  to  cit- 
izen oversight  and  regular  audits?” 

Each  voter  to  vote  in  favor  of  the  issuance  of  the  foregoing  bond 
proposition  shall  mark  the  ballot  in  the  location  corresponding  to  a 
“YES”  vote  for  the  proposition,  and  to  vote  against  the  proposition  shall 
mark  the  ballot  in  the  location  corresponding  to  a “NO”  vote  for  the 
proposition. 

Section  9.  If  at  the  Bond  Special  Election  it  shall  appear  that  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  voters  voting  on  the  proposition  voted  in  favor  of  and 
authorized  the  incurring  of  bonded  indebtedness  for  the  purposes  set 
forth  in  such  proposition,  then  such  proposition  shall  have  been  accept- 
ed by  the  electorsvand  bonds  authorized  shall  be  issued  upon  the  order 
of  the  Board.  Such  bonds  shall  bear  interest  at  a. rate  not  exceeding 
applicable  legal  limits. 

The  votes  cast  for  and  against  the  proposition  shall  be  counted 
separately  and  when  two-thirds  of  the  qualified  electors,  voting  on  the 
proposition,  vote  in  favor,  the  proposition  shall  be  deemed  adopted. 

Section  10.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  the  principal  and  interest 
on  the  bonds,  the  Board  shall,  at  the  time  of  fixing  the  general  tax  levy 
and  in  the  manner  for  such  general  tax  levy  provided,  levy  and  collect 
annually  each  year  until  such  bonds  are  paid,  or  until  there  is  a sum  in 
the  Treasury  of  said  City,  or  other  account  held  on  behalf  of  the 
Treasurer  of  said  City,  set  apart  for  that  purpose  to  meet  all  sums  com- 
ing due  for  the  principal  and  interest  on  the  bonds,  a tax  sufficient  to 
pay  the  annual  interest  on  such  bonds  as  the  same  becomes  due  and  also 
such  part  of  the  principal  thereof  as  shall  become  due  before  the  pro- 
ceeds of  a tax  levied  at  the  time  for  making  the  next  general  tax  levy 
can  be  made  available  for  the  payment  of  such  principal. 

Section  1 1 . This  ordinance  shall  be  published  in  accordance  with 
any  State  law  requirements,  and  such  publication  shall  constitute  notice 
of  the  Bond  Special  Election  and  no  other  notice  of  the  Bond  Special 
Election  hereby  called  need  be  given. 

Section  12.  The  Board,  having  reviewed  the  proposed  legislation, 
makes  the  following  findings  in  compliance  with  the  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act  (“CEQA").  California  Public  Resources 
Code  Sections  21000  et  seq..  the  CEQA  Guidelines.  15  Cal. 
Administrative  Code  Sections  15000  et  seq..  ("CEQA  Guidelines”),  and 
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San  .Francisco  Administrative  Code  Chapter  31  (“Chapter  3l”): 

(i)  Critical  Firefighting  Facilities  and  Infrastructure.  For  the 
reasons  set  forth  in  the  letter  from  the  Planning  Department,  dated 

' 1/7/10,  a copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File 
No.  091458  and  incorporated  by  reference,  the  Board  finds  that  the 
} bond  proposal  as  it  relates  to  funds  for  Critical  Firefighting  Facilities 
and  Infrastructure  is  not  subject  to  CEQA  because  as  the  establishment 
of  a government  financing  mechanism  that  does  not  identify  individual 
specific  projects  to  be  constructed  with  the  funds,  it  is  not  a project  as 
defined  by  CEQA  and  the  CEQA  Guidelines.  The  use  of  bond  proceeds 
, to  finance  any  project  or  portion  of  any  project  with  funds  for  the 
Critical  Firefighting  Facilities  and  Infrastructure  portion  of  the  Bond 
will  be  subject  to  approval  of  the  Board  upon  completion  of  planning 
and  any  further  required  environmental  review  under  CEQA  for  the 
individual  Critical  Firefighting  Facilities  and  Infrastructure  projects. 

(ii)  AWSS  Project.  On  December  10,  2009,  the  Planning 
Department  issued  a Final  Mitigated  Negative  Declaration  (“FMND”) 
for  the  AWSS  Project,  San  Francisco  Planning  Department  Case  No. 
2009.0568E,  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No. 
091458  and  which  is  incorporated  into  this  ordinance  by  this  reference. 
In  issuing  the  FMND  the  Planning  Department  determined  that  the 
AWSS  Project  could  not  have  a significant  effect  on  the  environment. 

(a)  The  Board  hereby  adopts  as  its  own  the  CEQA  findings  for 
the  AWSS  Project  made  by  the  Planning  Department  in  the  FMND. 

(b)  The  Board  has  reviewed  and  considered  the  information 
contained  in  the  FMND  and  all  information  pertaining  to  the  AWSS 
Project  in  the  Department’s  case  file  and  all  documents  referenced  in 
this  ordinance  are  either  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No. 
091458  or  may  be  found  in  the  files  of  the  Planning  Department,  as  the 

. custodian- of  records,  at  1660  Mission  Street  in  San  Francisco. 

(c)  The  AWSS  Project  as  reflected  in  this  ordinance  is  consis- 
tent with  the  project  described  in  the  FMND  and  would  not  result  in  any 
significant  impacts  not  identified  in  the  FMND  nor  cause  significant 
effects  identified  in  the  FMND  to  be  substantially  more  severe. 

(d)  In  accordance  with  CEQA,  the  Board  has  considered  the 
mitigation  measures  described  in  the  FMND  and  hereby  requires  the 
mitigation  measures  andjhe  mitigation  monitoring  and  reporting  pro- 
gram ("MMRP”)  denoted  as  Exhibit  A to  this  ordinance  and  on  file  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  091458  to  be  imposed  as  conditions 
on  the  implementation  of  the  AWSS  Project  approved  by  this  ordinance. 

(e)  With  the  implementation  of  the  mitigation  measures 
required  in  Exhibit  A to  this  ordinance,  the  environmental  impacts 
resulting  from  AWSS  Project  on  cultural  resources,  biological  resources 
and  from  releases  of  hazardous  materials  or  creation  of  hazards  would 
be  reduced  to  a less  than  significant  level  as  described  in  the  FMND. 

(f)  Based  upon  the  whole  record  for  the  FMND,  including  all 
written  materials  and  any  oral  testimony  received  by  the  Board,  the 
Board  hereby  finds  that  the  FMND  reflects  the  independent  judgment 
and  analysis  of  the  Planning  Department  and  the  Board,  is  adequate  and 
complete  and  there  is  no  substantial  evidence  that  the  proposed  AWSS 
Project,  given  the  implementation  of  the  mitigation  measures  as  stated  ' 
in  the  FMND  and  the  adoption  of  the  MMRP,  could  have  a significant 
effect  on  the  environment  as  shown  in  the  analysis  of  the  FMND.  The 
Board  hereby  adopts  the  FMND  and  the  MMRP  on  file  with  the  Clerk 

| of  the  Board  as  Exhibit  A to  this  ordinance. 

(iii)  Public  Safety  Building.  The  Public  Safety  Building  is  pro- 
| posed  to  be  constructed  within  Mission  Bay.  On  September  17,  1998, 

the  Redevelopment  Agency  Commission  by  Resolution  No.  190-98  and 
the  San  Francisco  Planning  Commission  by  Resolution  No.  14696  certi- 
fied the  Final  Subsequent  Environmental  Impact  Report  for  the  Mission 
Bay  North  and  South  Redevelopment  Plans  (“FSEIR”).  On  October  19, 
1998,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  by  Motion  No.  98-132  affirmed  certifi- 
cation of  the  FSEIR  and  by  Resolution  No.  854-98,  adopted  CEQA 
findings,  including  a statement  of  overriding  considerations  and  a 
Mission  Bay  mitigation  monitoring  and  reporting  program  (“Mission 
Bay  MMRP”)  in  support  of  various'  approval  actions  taken  by  the  Board 
to  implement  the  Mission  Bay  Redevelopment  Plans.  Resolution  No. 
854-98  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  091458  and 
incorporated  in  this  ordinance  by  this  reference. 

(a)  The  Public  Safety  Building  is  proposed  at  Parcel  8 in  the 


Mission  Bay  South  Redevelopment  Plan  Area,  bounded  by  Mission 
Rock,  China  Basin  and  Third  Streets.  The  Redevelopment  Agency  has 
issued  several  addenda  to  the  FSEIR  to  address  various  issues  and  most 
recently  issued  Addendum  No.  7 to  address  the  location  of  the  Public 
Safety  Building  at  Parcel  8;  Addendum  No.  7 concludes  that  the  pro- 
posed Public  Safety  Building  is  within  the  scope  of  the  project  analyzed 
in  the  FSEIR  and  will  not  result  in  any  new  significant  impacts  or  a 
substantial  increase  in  the  severity  of  previously  identified  significant 
effects  that  alter  the  conclusions  reached  in  the  Mission  Bay  FSEIR. 

The  Addendum  No.  7 and  any  supporting  documents  have  been  made 
available  to  the  Board  and  the  public,  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  in  File  No.  091458  and  Addendum  No.  7 is  incorporated  in  this 
ordinance  by  this  reference.  Hereafter  in  this  ordinance,  the  reference  to 
the  FSEIR  include  any  addenda  to  the  FSEIR. 

(b)  The  Board  has  reviewed  and  considered  the  CEQA  Findings 
and  statement  of  overriding  considerations  that  it  previously  adopted, 
and  reviewed  and  considered  the  above-  referenced  CEQA  Findings  of 
the  Redevelopment  Agency  Commission  and  the  CEQA  Findings  con- 
tained in  Addendum  No.  7 and  hereby  adopts  these  additional  CEQA 
Findings  as  its  own.  The  Board  additionally  finds  that  implementation 
of  the  Public  Safety  Building  in  Mission  Bay  (1)  does  not  require. major 
revisions  in  the  FSEIR  due  to  the  involvement  of  new  significant  envi- 
ronmental effects  or  a substantial  increase  in  the  severity  of  previously 
identified  significant  effects,  (2)  no  substantial  changes  have  occurred 
with  respect  to  the  circumstances  under  which  the  project  analyzed  in 
the  FSEIR  will  be  undertaken  that  would  require  major  revisions  to  the 
FSEIR  due  to  the  involvement  of  new  significant  environmental  effects, 
or  a substantial  increase  in  the  severity  of  effects  identified  in  the 
FSEIR,  and  (3)  no  new  information  of  substantial  importance  to  the 
project  analyzed  in  the  FSEIR  has  become  available  which  would  indi- 
cate that  (i)  the  Public  Safety  Building  will  have  significant  effects  not 
discussed  in  the  FSEIR;  (ii)  significant  environmental  effects  will  be 
substantially  more  severe;  (iii)  mitigation  measures  or  Alternatives  found 
not  feasible  which  would  reduce  one  or  more  significant  effects  have 
become  feasible;  or  (iv)  mitigation  measures  or  alternatives  which  are 
considerably  different  from  those  in  the  FSEIR  will  substantially  reduce 
one  or  more  significant  effects  on  the  environment. 

Section  1 3 . The  Board  finds  and  declares  that  the  proposed  Bond 
is  (i)  in  conformity  with  the  priority  policies  of  Section  101.1(b)  of  the 
San  Francisco  Planning  Code,  (ii)  in  accordance  with  Section  4.105  of 
the  San  Francisco  Charter  and  Section  2A. 53(f)  of  the  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code,. and  (iii)  consistent  with  the  City’s  General  Plan, 
and  adopts  the  findings  of  the  Planning  Department,  as  set  forth  in  the 
General  Plan  Referral  Report  dated  January  7,  2010,  a copy  of  which  is 
on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  091458  and  incorporates 
such  findings  by  reference. 

Section  14.  Under  Section  53410  of  the  California  Government 
Code,  the  bonds  shall  be  for  the  specific  purpose  authorized  in  this  ordi- 
nance and  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds  will  be  applied  only  for  such  spe- 
cific purpose.  The  City  will  comply  with  the  requirements  of  Sections 
53410(c)  and  53410(d)  of  the  California  Government  Code. 

Section  15.  The  Bonds  are  subject  to,  and  incorporate  by  refer- 
ence, the  applicable  provisions  of  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code 
Sections  5.30  - 5.36  (the  “Citizens’  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight 
Committee”).  Under  Section  5.31  of  the  Citizens’  General  Obligation 
Bond  Oversight  Committee,  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law,  one-tentH  of 
one  percent  (0.1%)  of  the  gross  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  deposited 
in  a fund  established  by  the  Controller’s  Office  and  appropriated  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  at  the  direction  of  the  Citizens’  General  Obligation 
Bond  Oversight  Committee  to  cover  the  costs  of  such  committee. 

Section  16.  The  time  requirements  specified  in  Section  2.34  of 
the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  are  waived. 

Section  17.  The  appropriate  officers,  employees,  representatives 
and  agents  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  do  every- 
thing necessary  or  desirable  to  accomplish  the  calling  and  holding  of  the 
Bond  Special  Election,  and  to  otherwise  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance. 

Section  18.  Documents  referenced  in  this  ordinance  are  on  file 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  091458.  which  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  a part  of  this  ordinance  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein.

Describing  and  setting  forth  a proposal  to  the  qualified  voters  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  by  adding  Section  5.107  to  establish  a 
Film  Commission,  establish  its  membership  and  qualifications,  establish 
duties,  and  provide  for  the  issuance  of  film  permits. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  submits  to  the  qualified  voters 
of  the  City  and  County,  at  an  election  to  be  held  on  June  8.  2010,  a pro- 
posal to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  by  adding  Section 
5.107  as  follows:

Section  1 . The  San  Francisco  Charter  is  hereby  amended  by 
adding  Section  5.107  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  5.107.  FILM  COMMISSION. 

(a)  Composition.  The  Film  Commission  shall  consist  of  eleven 
members,  who  s fail  I each  serve  a four-year  term.  The  Mayor  shall  nom- 
inate six  members  and  the  Rules  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
shall  nominate  five  members.  Members  max  be  removed  bx  the  appoint- 
ing authorit\  pursuant  to  Section  15.105. 

The  Ma\or  shall  nominate  two  members  with  professional  experi- 
ence in  the  him  industry  or  a related  Held,  two  members  from  organir.a- 
tions  that  represent  neighborhoods  or  districts  that  the  issuance  of  film 
permits  impacts,  one  member  nominated  b\  an  organization  that  repre- 
sents film  industry  workers,  and  one  member  from  an  organization  or 
institution  that  teaches  film  studies  or  a related  field. 

The  Rules  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  nominate 
two  members  from  organizations  that  represent  neighborhoods  or  dis- 
tricts that  the  issuance  of  film  permits  impacts,  one  member  with  profes- 
sional experience  in  the  film  industry  or  a related  field,  one  member 
nominated  bx  an  organization  that  represents  film  industry  workers,  and 
one  member  who  represents  the  general  public. 

For  purposes  of  this  section , "film  industry”  or  “related  field" 
shall  include,  but  is  not  limited  to.  areas  such  as:  performing  and  cre- 
ative arts:  Film  production,  film  or  sound  technology  services  and  facili- 
ties: film-related  education:  presentation  and  production:  and  interac- 
tive  multimedia. 

All  nominees  are  subject  to  confirmation  bv  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.  If  the  Board  neither  confirms  nor  rejects  a nominee  within 
45  davs  of  the  date  that  the  Mayor  transmits  the  nomination  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  or  the  Rules  Committee  nominates  a candidate  for 
the  Board's  approval,  the  nominee  shall  be  deemed  approved.  To  stag- 
ger the  terms  of  the  members,  the  initial  appointments  to  the 
Commission  shall  be  as  follows:  the  Mayor  shall  nominate  three  mem- 
bers to  serve  terms  of  four  years,  two  members  to  serve  a term  of  three 
years,  and  one  member  to  serve  a term  of  two  years.  The  Rules 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  nominate  three  members  to 
serve  terms  of  four  years,  and  two  members  to  serve  terms  of  three 
years.  Thereafter,  all  commissioners  shall  serve  for  four-year  terms. 
Vacancies  shall  be  Filed  by  the  nominating  authority.  Vacancies  occur- 
ring durine  a term  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term. 

The  President  of  the  Arts  Commission  shall  serve  as  a non-vot- 
ing. ex  officio  member. 

(bl  Commission  Purpose  and  Duties. 

The  Commission  shall  develop,  recognize,  and  promote  film 
activities  in  the  Cits'.  The  members  shall  work  together  to  explore  and 
promote  long-term  goals  for  Him  making  as  a major  emphasis  of  the 
City's  economic  and  cultural  base,  and  encouraee  the  recognition  of 
Film  arts  as  an  art  form  with  widespread  economic  components. 

In  addition  to  the  powers  set  forth  in  Section  4.102.  and  subsec- 
tion (c).  below,  the  Film  Commission's  powers  shall  include,  but  are  not 
limited  to: 

(/)  Appointing  gn.  Executive.  Director,  who  shall  have  significant 
.in.  film  qrpduction  or  the  film  industry.  The 


Executive  Director  shall  act  as  the  department  head  and  appointing 
officer  of  the  Commission  under  Charter  Section  4.126.  The  Executive 
Director  shall  superv  ise  the  Commission 's  staff,  and  shall  have  other 
duties  and  responsibilities  as  provided  in  this  Section  or  by  ordinance  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors:  and 

(2)  Any  other  powers  or  duties  specified  by  Ordinance. 

(c)  Issuance  of  Film  Permits:  Appeal.  Except  for  departments  in 
which  the  Charter  vests  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  property  under  their 
control,  the  Film  Commission  shall  have  the  authority  to  issue  permits 
for  film  production  on  City  property  or  in  public  rights-of-way  within 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  may  dele  sate  this  responsi- 
bility to  the  Executive  Director.  Where  film  production  is  to  take  place 
on  City  property  under  the  jurisdiction  of  City  departments,  neither  the 
Film  Commission  nor  the  Executive  Director  may  grant  a permit  to  use 
such  property  without  the  prior  consent  of  the  department  head  or  his 
or  her  designee.  The  Commission  may  issue  a permit  that  involves  a 
street  closure  provided  that  the  Commission  must  obtain  all  prior 
approvals  as  required  by  the  City  law  and  procedures  governing  street 
closure  permits  generally. 

Where  the  Executive  Director  denies  an  application  for  a film 
permit  the  applicant  may,  within  10  calendar  days  of  the  denial,  appeal 
the  denial  to  the  Commission  or  to  a committee  that  the  Commission 
designates  to  hear  such  appeals.  The  permit  decisions  of  the  Executive 
Director,  the  Commission,  or  its  designated  committee  shall  be  the 
City's  final  action  on  film  permits. 


Proposition  D 


Describing  and  setting  forth  a proposal  to  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  by  amending  Sections  A8.432,  A8.506, 

A8. 506-2,  A8. 506-3,  and  A8 .5 10,  and  by  adding  Sections  A8.432-1, 

A8 .600  to  A8 .600- 1 4 , A8 .60 1 to  A8 .60 1 - 1 6 and  A8 .602  to  A8 .602- 1 6, 
to:  (1)  define  “Participating  Employers”  for  the  Retiree  Health  Care 
Trust  Fund  to  include  the  Superior  Court  of  California,  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  to  the  extent  it  participates  in  the  City  and  County’s 
Health  Service  System  and  upon  resolution  by  its  governing  board;  (2) 
require  the  difference  between  the  City  and  County’s  contribution  to  the 
San  Francisco  Employees’  Retirement  System  (SFERS)  set  by  the 
Retirement  Board  each  year  and  the  employer  normal  cost  rate  to  be 
deposited  into  the  Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund;  (3)  require  the  differ- 
ence between  the  “Participating  Employers”  contribution  to  SFERS  set 
by  the  Retirement  Board  each  year  and  the  employer  normal  cost  rate  to 
be  deposited  into  the  Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund  only  upon  resolu- 
tion by  the  governing  boards  of  the  respective  “Participating 
Employers”  approving  said  deposits;  (4)  establish  an  employee  contri- 
bution rate  of  nine  percent  for  all  employees  hired  on  and  after  July  1 , 
2010,  who  become  members  of  the  California  Public  Employees' 
Retirement  System  (CalPERS);  (5)  require  all  contracts  with  CalPERS 
for  persons  hired  on  and  after  July  1 , 2010,  to  include  a two-year  formu- 
la for  the  calculation  of  final  compensation  to  the  fullest  extent  possible; 
(6)  require  all  contracts  and  contract  amendments  on  and  after  July  1 , 
2010,  for  personnel  of  the  sheriff’s  department  and  housing  authority 
police  who  are  members  of  CalPERS  to  be  cost-neutral  to  the  City  and 
County;  (7)  create  a new  retirement  plan  for  miscellaneous  officers  and 
employees  hired  on  and  after  July  1 , 2010,  that  modifies  the  average 
final  compensation  calculation  from  a one-year  formula  to  a two-year 
formula;  and  (8)  create  new  retirement  plans  for  safety  members  hired 
on  and  after  July  1 , 2010.  that  increase  required  employee  retirement 
contributions  to  nine  percent  and  modify  the  average  final  compensation 
calculation  from  a one-year  formula  to  a two-year  formula. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  submits  to  the  qualified  voters 
of  the  City  and  County,  at  an  election  to  be  held  on  June  8, 2010.  a pro- 
posal to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  by  amending 
Sections  A8.432,  A8.506,  A8. 506-2,  A8. 506-3,  and  A8.510.  and  by  add- 
ing Sections  A8. 432-1 , A8. 600  to  A8.600-14.  A8.601  to  A8. 601- 16  and 
A8.602  to  A8.602-16,  to  read  as  follows: 
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Section  1 . The  San  Francisco  Charter  is  hereby  amended,  by  amending 
j Sections  A8.432  and  A8.510  and  by  adding  Section  A8. 432-1  to  read  as 
j follows: 

SEC.  A8.432  RETIREE  HEALTH  CARE  TRUST  FUND 

There  is  hereby  created  a Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund 
(RHCTF)  for  the  purpose  described  in  Section  12.204.  The  Retiree 
Health  Trust  Fund  Board  (Board)  described  in  Section  12.204  shall  have 
exclusive  authority  and  control  over  the  administration  of  the  RHCTF, 
investments  of  trust  assets,  and  disbursements  from,  the  trust  in  accor- 
dance with  the  provisions  of  this  Charter. 

Active  officers  and  employees  of  the  City  and  County  and 
Participating  Employers,  who  commenced  employment  with  the  City 
and  County,  or  the  Participating  Employers,  on  or  after  January  10, 
2009,  shall  contribute  their  respective  Employer’s  “Normal  Cost”  to  the 
RHCTF.  The  annual  active  employee  contribution  rate  shall  be  the 
Employers’  “Normal  Cost”  as  determined  by  the  Employers’  respective 
General  Accounting  Standards  Board  (GASB)  Actuaries  computed  as  a 
percentage  of  compensation  not  to  exceed  2%  of  pre-tax  compensation 
to  the  RHCTF.  The  Employers’  GASB  actuaries  shall  determine  the 
Employers’  respective  “Normal  Cost”  on  an  annual  basis. 

The  City  and  Cpunty  and  Participating  Employers  shall  each  con- 
tribute 1 % of  compensation  for  officers  and  employees  hired  on  or  after 
January  10,  2009.  Once  an  Employer  has  no  Unfunded  Actuarial 
Accrued  Liability  and  the  Retiree  Health  Trust  Fund  is  Fully  Funded, 
then  the  Employer  and  its  active  officers  and  employees  hired  on  or 
after  January  10,  2009,  shall  instead  each  contribute  50%  of  the 
“Normal  Cost”  as  determined  by  the  Employers’  respective  GASB  actu- 
aries, not  to  exceed  2%  of  pre-tax  compensation,  and  the  1%  Employer 
contribution  shall  no  longer  be  required. 

Contributions  to  the  RHCTF  from  the  City  and  County,  and  its 
officers  and  employees,  and  each  Participating  Employer,  and  their  offi- 
cers and  employees,  shall  be  segregated  from  each  other  and  only  used 
as  a funding  source  to  defray  each  Employers’  obligations  to  pay  for 
retiree  health  care  under  Section  A8.428  and  each  Employers’  share  of 
administrative  expenses.  The  funds  may  be  pooled  for  investment  pur- 
poses only. 

No  disbursements,  other  than  to  defray  reasonable  expenses  of 
administering  the  RHCTF,  may  be  made  from  the  trust  prior  to  January 
1 , 2015.  Commencing  January  7, 2015,  trust  assets  may  be  used  to 
defray  the  cost  of  the  City’s,  and  other  Participating  Employers’,  obliga- 
tions to  pay  for  health  coverage  for  the  retired  persons  and  their  survi- 
vors entitled  to  health  care  coverage  under  Section  A8.428.  The  amount 
| and  frequency  of  such  disbursements  shall  be  determined  by  the  Board 
in  consultation  with  the  Employers’  respective  GASB  Actuaries. 

(a)  Definitions. 

“Actuarial  Accrued  Liability”  as  used  in  this  section,  means 
“Actuarial  Accrued  Liability”  as  that  term  is  defined  under  GASB 
No.  45. 

“Employers”  as  used  in  this  section  means  the  City  and  County 
and  the  Participating  Employers. 

“Fully  Funded”  as  used  in  this  section  means  that  an  Employer’s 
GASB  Actuary  has  determined  that  the  market  value  of  assets  in  the 
Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund  equals  or  exceeds  the  Actuarial  Accrued 
Liability. 

“GASB  Actuary”  and  “GASB  Actuaries”  as  used  in  this  section 
means  the  actuarial  firms  hired  by  the  Employees  to  provide  estimates 
of  each  Employers’  respective  total  liability  and  annual  required  contri- 
bution for  post  retirement  health  benefits  under  GASB  No.  45. 

“GASB  No.  45”  as  used  in  this  section  means  Statement  No.  45 
of  the  Governmental  Accounting  Standards  Board,  Accounting  and 
• Financial  Reporting  by  Employers  for  Postemployment  Benefits  Other 
Than  Pensions. 

“Health  coverage”  as  used  in  this  section,  means  the  health  bene- 
fits or  health  insurance  provided  by  the  health  service  system  for  retir- 
ees, survivors  and  dependents  under  Section  A8.428. 


“Normal  Cost”  as  used  in  this  section,  nfeans  the  Employers’  nor- 
mal cost  under  GASB  No.  45  as  determined  by  the  Employers’  respec- 
tive GASB  Actuaries. 

“Retiree”  as  used  in  this  section,  means  a former  employee  who 
is  retired  and  is  entitled  to  health  coverage  under  Section  A8.428,  and 
the  qualified  survivors  or  dependents  of  such  retirees  who  are  entitled  to 
health  coverage  under  Section  A8.428. 

“Participating  Employers”  as  used  in  this  section  and  Sections 
A8. 432-1.  A8.510  and  12.204,  shall  include  the  Superior  Court  of 
California.  County  of  San  Francisco.  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  and  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District,  following  a 
resolution  by  these  employers’  respective  governing  boards  to  partici- 
pate in  the  Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund. 

Notwithstanding  Charter  Section  A8.433,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  shall  adopt,  by  a majority  vote  before  January  1 , 2009,  such 
ordinances  as  are  necessary  to  create  and  administer  the  Retiree  Health 
Care  Trust  Fund,  and  all  such  other  matters  as  may  be  necessary  to 
establish  and  maintain  the  purpose  described  in  this  section  and  Section 
12.204. 

SEC.  A8, 432-1  ADDITIONAL  CONTRIBUTIONS  TO  RETIREE 
HEALTH  CARE  TRUST  FUND 

Beeinnins  on  July  1.  2011.  in  each  year  when  the  contribution  to 
the  Retirement  System  required  under  Section  A8.510  is  less  than  the 
Retirement  System  employer  normal  cost  rate:  (1)  the  City  and  County 
shall  deposit  the  difference  into  the  Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund: 

. and  (2)  the  Participating  Employers  shall  deposit  the  difference  into  the 
Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund  only  upon  resolution  by  their  respective 
governing  boards. 

SEC.  A8.510  ACTUARIAL  TABLES,  RATES  AND  VALUATIONS 

The  mortality,  service  and  other  tables,  and  the  rates  of  contribu- 
tions for  members  as  recommended  by  the  actuary  and  the  valuations 
determined  by  him  and  approved  by  the  retirement  board,  shall  be  con- 
clusive and  final,  and  the  Retirement  System  shall  be  based  thereon. 

The  total  amount,  as  determined  by  the  actuary  and  approved  by  the 
board,  of  the  contributions  required  during  any  fiscal  year  of  the  City 
and  County  under  the  Retirement  System,  shall  be  paid  into  the 
Retirement  System  by  the  City  and  County  during  such  year.  Liabilities 
accruing  under  the  Retirement  System  because  of  service  rendered  to 
the  City  and  County  by  persons  prior  to  the  date  their  respective  classes 
become  eligible  for  membership  in  the  system,  and  administrative  costs 
under  the  system,  shall  be  met  by  contributions  to  the  Retirement 
System  by  the  City  and  County,  in  addition  to  any  amounts  contributed 
to  meet  liabilities  accruing  because  of  service  rendered  by  such  persons 
after  becoming  members  of  the  system,  provided  that  such  prior  service 
liabilities  may  be  met  by  annual  appropriations  instead  of  by  one  appro- 
priation for  the  total  amount  of  the  liabilities;  and  provided  further,  that 
such  appropriation  for  any  one  year  shall  not  be  less  than  the  amount 
disbursed  during  that  year  on  account  of  prior  service.  All  expenses  in 
connection  with  the  investriient  of  such  fund  or  funds  as  may  be  estab- 
lished, including  but  not  limited  to  travel  and  transportation  costs, 
investment  seminar  expenses,  postage,  insurance,  telephone,  and  sub- 
scriptions to  investment  publications,  shall  be  paid  from  the  accumulat- 
ed contributions  of  the  City  and  County. 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Section  A8 .509(h)(5),  said 
actuarial  valuation  and  said  investigation  into  the  experience  under  the 
system  shall  be  made  as  determined  by  the  retirement  board;  provided, 
however,  that  said  actuarial  valuation  shall  be  made  not  less  than  once 
every  two  years.  All  expenses  in  connection  with  said  actuarial  valua- 
tion and  said  investigation  into  the  experience  under  the  system;  all 
expenses  incurred  by  financial  audits  and  accounting  systems  and  pro- 
cedures; and,  all  expenses  of  administration  of  plan  benefits,  including 
legal  expenses  thereof,  shall  be  paid  from  the  accumulated  contributions 
of  the  City  and  County. 

Contributions  to  the  Retirement  System  required  of  the  City  and 
County  shall  be  charged  by  the  controller  against  the  general  fund  or  the 
school,  utility,  bond  or  other  special  fund  under  which  the  service  was 
rendered,  on  account  of  which  the  contribution  is  required;  provided  that 
contributions  required  on  account  of  service  rendered  by  any  person 
prior  to  becoming  a member  of  the  system,  under  a temporary  fund,  such 
as  bond  or  County  roads  funds,  or  a fund  then  no  longer  existing,  may 
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be  charged  against  the  general  fund,  and  provided  further,  that  any  con- 
tributions required  on  account  of  persons  receiving  benefits  under  subdi- 
vision (c)  of  Section  48.507,  shall  be  charged  against  the  general  fund. 

Beginning  on  Jiilx  1 , 2011 . in  each  year  when  the  contribution  to 
the  Retirement  System  required  under  Section  A8.5I0  is  less  than  the 
Retirement  Svatem  employer  normal  cost  rate:  1 1 ) the  City  and  Count\ 
shall  deposit  the  difference  into  the  Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund: 
and  (2)  the  Participating  Employers,  as  defined  in  Section  A8.432,  shall 
deposit  the  difference  into  the  Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund  only 
upon  resolution  by  their  respective  governing  hoards. 

Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Charter  is  hereby  amended,  by 
amending  Sections  A8.506,  A8.506-2  and  A8.506-3  to  read  as  follows: 
SEC.  A8.506  SHERIFF’S  DEPARTMENT 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Charter,  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  shall  have  the  power  to  contract  with  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  Public  Employees’  Retirement  System  of  the 
State  of  California  to  provide  that  the  sheriff,  undersheriff  and  all  depu- 
tized personnel  of  the  sheriff's  department  shall  be  members  of  the 
Public  Employees'  Retirement  System,  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
and  the  rRetirement  Wtoard  shall  have  the  power  to  perform  all  acts 
necessary  to  cany  out  the  terms  and  purposes  of  such  contract.  The 
maximum  employee  contribution  for  sheriff,  undersheriff  and  deputized 
personnel  of  the  sheriff's  department  shall  be  seven  and  one-half  per- 
cent Required  contributions  exceeding  seven  and  one-half  per- 

cent (7'A%)  shall  be  made  by  the  City  and  County. 

However,  the  employee  contribution  for  persons  who  become 
employed  as  sheriff,  undersheriff  and  deputized  personnel  of  the  sher- 
iff's department  on  and  after  July  1.  2010.  shall  be  nine  percent  19%). 
The  nine  percent  ( 9 %)  employee  contribution  rate  shall  take  effect 
immediately  upon  expiration  of  the  agreement  that  is  operative  on  June 
30.  2010.  between  the  Cits’  and  Counts’  and  the  recognized  bargaining 
organization  representing  said  employees. 

All  contracts  and  contract  amendments  with  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  Public  Employees'  Retirement  System  of  the  State 
of  California  for  persons  hired  on  and  after  July  I.  2010.  shall  provide, 
to  the  maximum  extent  permitted,  that  final  compensation  will  be  calcu- 
lated based  on  a two-year  formula. 

Except  as  provided  in  this  Section  A8.506.  on  and  after  July  I. 
2010.  contracts  and  contract  amendments  with  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  Public  Employees’  Retirement  System  of  the  State 
of  California  shall  be  cost-neutral  and  employee  bargaining  units  shall 
be  permitted  to  trade  salary  or  other  employee  paid  benefits  to  achieve 
cost-neutralitv. 

Any  person  who  shall  become  a member  of  the  Public 
Employees'  Retirement  System  pursuant  to  such  contract  shall  have  the 
right  to  be  a member  of  the  health  service  system  and  the  h/fealth  sSer- 
vice  bfioard  shall  make  provisions  for  participation  in  the  benefits  of  the 
health  service  system  by  such  persons. 

SEC.  A8406-2  MISCELLANEOUS  SAFETY  EMPLOYEES 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Charter,  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  or  the  Community  College  Board  shall  have  the  power  to 
contract  with  the  Board  of  Administration  of  the  Public  Employees’ 
Retirement  System  of  the  State  of  California  to  provide  that  the  proba- 
tion officers,  airport  police  officers,  district  attorney  and  public  defender 
investigators,  medical  examiner  investigators,  juvenile  court  counselors, 
institutional  police,  fire  safety  inspectors  and  fire  protection  engineers 
who  are  not  members  of  the  Section  A8.588  plans,  shall  be  members  of 
the  Public  Employees'  Retirement  System,  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  the  Community  College  Board  and  the  Retirement  Board 
shall  have  the  power  to  perform  all  acts  necessary  to  carry  out  the  terms 
and  purposes  of  such  contract. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  have  the  power  to  amend  such  a 
contract  to  terminate  the  participation  of  certain  airport  police  officers 
in  the  Public  Employees'  Retirement  System  and  to  transfer  to  the  San 
Francisco  Employees'  Retirement  System  the  accumulated  assets  and 
liabilities  relating  to  the  airport  police  officers  that  make  such  an  elec- 
tion, and  to  exempt  such  a contract  amendment  from  the  cost-neutrality 
requirements  of  this  Section  A8 .506-2,  provided  that  the  present  value 
of  any  additional  costs  associated  with  said  transfer  and  the  related  ben- 
efits under  the  San  Francisco  Employees’  Retirement  System  does  not 


exceed  $670,000  in  the  aggregate.  All  additional  costs  in  the  form  of

Retirement  System.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Retirement  Board 
shall  have  the  power  to  perform  all  acts  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
amendment  of  such  contract. 

Except  as  provided  in  this  Section  A 8. 506-2,  contracts  and  con- 
tract amendments  shall  be  cost-neutral  and  employee  bargaining  units 
shall  be  permitted  to  trade  salary  or  other  employee  paiefbenefits  to 
achieve  cost-neutrality.  However,  the  employee  contribution  for  persons 
who  become  employed  by  the  City  and  Counts'  on  and  after  July  1. 

2010.  and  who  become  eligible  for  membership  pursuant  to  this  Section 
AS.506-2.  shall  be  nine  percent  (9%).  The  nine  percent  19%)  employee 
contribution  rate  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  expiration  of  the 
agreement  that  is  operative  on  June  30.  2010.  between  the  City  and 
County  and  the  recognized  bargaining  organization  representing  said 
employees. 

All  contracts  and  contract  amendments  with  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  Public  Employees'  Retirement  System  of  the  State 
of  California  for  persons  hired  on  and  after  July  1.  2010.  shall  provide, 
to  the  maximum  extent  permitted,  that  final  compensation  will  be  calcu- 
lated based  on  a two-year  formula. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  or  the  Community  College  Board  is 
empowered  to  determine  compliance  under  this  Section.  As  provided  in 
Section  A8 .409-5  of  the  City  Charter,  disputes  under  this  paragraph 
shall  not  be  subject  to  the  dispute  resolution  procedures  contained  in 
Charter  Section  A8.409-4. 

Any  person  who  shall  become  a member  of  the  Public 
Employees’  Retirement  System  pursuant  to  such  contract  shall  have  the 
right  to  be  a member  of  the  health  service  system  and  the  Health 
Service  Board  shall  make  provision  for  the  participation  in  the  benefits 
of  the  health  service  system  by  such  persons. 

SEC.  A8406-3  HOUSING  AUTHORITY  POLICE 

All  Housing  Police  Officers  of  the  Housing  Authority  who,  on 
July  1,  1984,  are  members  of  the  Public  Employees’  Retirement  System 
of  the  State  of  California  shall  continue  to  be  members  of  said  Public 
Employees’  Retirement  System,  and  they  shall  not  be  members  of  the 
San  Francisco  City  and  County  Employees’  Retirement  System. 
Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Charter,,  the  City  and 
County  shall  perform  all  acts  necessary  to  continue  the  membership  of 
such  employees  in  said  Public  Employees'  Retirement  System. 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Charter,  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  shall  have  the  power  to  contract  with  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  Public  Employees’  Retirement  System  of  the 
State  of  California  to  provide  that  Housing  Authority  Police  hired  after 
July  1,  1984,  shall  be  members  of  the  Public  Employees’  Retirement 
System,  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  retirement  board  shall 
have  the  power  to  perform  all  acts  necessary  to  carry  out  the  terms  and 
purposes  of  such  contract.  However,  the  employee  contributions  to  the 
Public  Employees'  Retirement  System  for  persons  hired  on  and  after 
July  /,  2010.  and  who  become  eligible  for  membership  pursuant  to  this 
Section  A8. 506-3  shall  be  nine  percent  (9%).  The  nine  percent  19%) 
employee  contribution  rate  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  expira- 
tion of  the  agreement  that  is  operative  on  June  30.  2010.  between  the 
City  and  County  and  the  recognized  bargaining  organization  represent- 
ing said  employees. 

All  contracts  and  contract  amendments  with  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  Public  Employees’  Retirement  System  of  the  State 
of  California  for  persons  hired  on  and  after  July  1 , 2010.  shall  provide, 
to  the  maximum  extent  permitted,  that  final  compensation  will  be  calcu- 
lated based  on  a two-year  formula. 

Except  as  provided  in  this  Section  A8. 506-3.  on  and  after  July  1. 
2010.  contracts  and  contract  amendments  with  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  Public  Employees ' Retirement  System  of  the  State 
of  California  shall  be  cost-neutral  and  employee  bargaining  units  shall 
be  permitted  to  trade  salary  oizother  employee  paid  benefits  to  achieve 
cost-neutrality. 
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Any  person  who  shall  become  a member  of  the  Public 
Employees’  Retirement  System  pursuant  to  such  contract  shall 
have  the  right  to  be  a member  of  the  health  service  system  and 
the  A/fealth  ^Service  bBoaxd  shall  make  provision  for  participation 
in  the  benefits  of  the  health  service  system  by  such  persons. 

Section  3.  The  San  Francisco  Charter  is  hereby  amended,  by 
adding  Sections  A8. 600  through  A8.600-14  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  A8.600  MISCELLANEOUS  OFFICERS  AND  EMPLOYEES 
ON  AND  AFTER  JULY  1 . 2010 

Miscellaneous  officers  and  employees  who  become  employed  on 
and  after  July  1.  2010.  shall  be  elisible  to  become  members  of  the 
Retirement  System  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Sections  A8.600  through 
A8.600-14.  in  addition  to  such  other  applicable  provisions  including,  but 
not  limited  to.  A8.500  of  this  Charter:  provided  that  persons  who 
become  members  under  the  Public  Employees’  Retirement  System  of  the 
State  of  California  or  members  of  the  State  Teachers'  Retirement  System 
of  the  State  of  California  shall  not  be  members  of  the  San  Francisco  Citx 
and  Countv  Employees’  Retirement  System  and  provided,  further,  that  the 
Retirement  System  shall  be  applied  to  persons  employed  on  a part-time 
or  temporary  basis  only,  as  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  determine  by 
ordinance  enacted  bv  three- fourths  vote  of  all  members  of  the  board. 
SEC.  A8. 600-1  DEFINITIONS 

The  following  words  and  phrases  as  used  in  this  section,  unless  a 
different  meaning  is  plainly  required  bv  the  context,  shall  have  the  fol- 
lowing meaning: 

i “Retirement  allowance."  or  “allowance.”  shall  mean  equal 

monthly  payments,  beeinnine  to  accrue  upon  the  date  of  retirement,  and 
continuine  for  life  unless  a different  term  of  payment  is  definitely  pro- 
vided by  the  context. 

“Compensation.”  as  distinguished  from  benefits  under  the  work- 
ers’ compensation  laws  of  the  State  of  California  shall  mean  all  remu- 
neration whether  in  cash  or  by  other  allowances  made  by  the  City  and 
County,  for  service  qualifying  for  credit  under  this  section,  but  exclud- 
ine  remuneration  for  overtime  and  such  other  forms  of  compensation 
excluded  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  pursuant  to  Section  A8.500  of  the 
Charter. 

' “Compensation  earnable  ” shall  mean  the  compensation  as  deter- 

mined by  the  Retirement  Board,  which  would  have  been  earned  by  the 
member  had  he  or  she  worked,  throughout  the  period  under  consider- 
ation. the  average  number  of  days  ordinarily  worked  by  persons  in  the 
same  erode  or  class  of  positions  as  the  position s'  held  by  him  or  her 
durine  such  period  and  at  the  rate  of  pay  attached  to  such  positions,  it 
beine  assumed  that  durine  any  absence,  he  or  she  was  in  the  position 
held  by  him  or  her  at  the  beeinnine  of  the  absence,  and  that  prior  to 
enterine  City  service,  he  or  she  was  in  the  position  first  held  by  him  or 
her  in  City  service. 

“Benefit”  shall  include  “allowance.”  “retirement  allowance.” 
and  “death  benefit.  ” 

“Average  final  compensation  ” shall  mean  the  averaee  monthly 
compensation  earned  by  a member  durine  the  higher  of  any  two  consec- 
utive fiscal  tears  ofearnines  or  the  twenty-four  months  of  earnines 
immediately  prior  to  retirement. 

For  the  purposes  of  the  Retirement  System  and  of  this  section. 
Section  A8.600  and  Sections  A8.600-2  throush  A8.600-14.  the  terms 
\ “ miscellaneous  officer  or  employee”  or  “member”  shall  mean  any 

j officer  or  employee  employed  on  and  after  July  1 . 2010.  who  is  not  a 
member  of  the  police  or  fire  departments  as  defined  in  the  Charter  for 
the  purposes  of  the  Retirement  System.  Said  terms  shall  not  include 
those  persons  who  become  members  under  the  Public  Employees  ’ 
Retirement  System  or  members  of  the  State  Teachers'  Retirement  System. 

“Retirement  System”  or  “ system ” shall  mean  San  Francisco  City 
j and  County  Employees’  Retirement  System  as  created  in  Sections  12,100 
| and  A8. 500  of  the  Charter. 

“ Retirement  Board”  shall  mean  “Retirement  Board"  as  created 
in  Section  12.100  of  the  Charter. 

“Charter"  shall  mean  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
| Francisco. 

i Words  used  in  the  masculine  sender  shall  include  the  feminine  and  neu- 
I ter  senders,  and  sinsular  numbers  shall  include  the  plural  and  the  plu- 
ral the  sineular. 


“ Interest  ” shall  mean  interest  at  the  rate  adopted  by  the 
Retirement  Board. 

SEC.  A8, 600-2  SERVICE  RETIREMENT 

Any  member  who  completes  at  least  20  years  of  service  in  the 
aeereeate  credited  in  the  Retirement  System  and  attains  the  aee  of  50 
years,  or  at  least  10  years  of  service  in  the  aesreeate  credited  in  the 
Retirement  System,  and  attains  the  aee  of  60  years,  said  service  to  be 
computed  under  Section  A8.600-7  may  retire  for  service  at  his  or  her 
option.  Members  may  retire  under  this  section  or  under  the  provisions 
of  A8. 600-6.  on  the  first  day  of  the  month  next  followine  the  attainment 
by  them  of  the  ase  of  65  years.  A member  retired  after  reachins  the  aee 
of  62  years  shall  receive  a service  retirement  allowance  at  the  rate  of 
2.3  percent  of  said  average  final  compensation  for  each  year  of  service. 
The  service  retirement  allowance  of  any  member  retiring  prior  to  a) 
dttainine  the  ase  of  60  years,  and  after  rendering  20  years  or  more  of 
such  service,  computed  under  Section  A8.600-7.  and  havine  attained  the 
aee  of  50  years,  b)  attaining  the  ase  of  60  years,  and  after  render  in  e 10 
years  or  more  of  such  service,  computed  under  Section  A8.600-7.  shall 
be  an  allowance  equal  to  the  percentaee  of  said  averaee  final  compen- 
sation set  forth  opposite  his  or  her  aee  at  retirement,  taken  to  the  pre- 
cedine  completed  quarter  year,  for  each  year  of  service,  computed 
under  Section  A8. 600-7:

In  no  event  shall  a member's  retirement  allowance  exceed  seven- 
ty-five percent  of  his  or  her  average  final  compensation. 

Before  the  first  payment  of  a retirement  allowance  is  made,  a 
member,  retired  under  this  section  or  Section  A8. 600-3.  may  elect  to 
receive  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or  her  allowance,  partly  in  an 
allowance  to  be  received  bx  him  or  her  throughout  his  or  her  life,  and 
partly  in  other  benefits  payable  after  his  or  her  death  to  another  person 
or  persons,  provided  that  such  election  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  condi- 
tions prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  govern  similar  elections 
by  other  members  of  the  Retirement  System,  includine  the  character  and 
amount,  of  such  other  benefits.  In  the  calculations  under  this  section  of 
the  retirement  allowance  of  a member  having  credit  for  service  in  a 
position  in  the  evening  schools  and  service  in  any  other  position,  sepa- 
rate retirement  allowances  shall  be  calculated,  in  the  manner  prescribed 
for  each  class  of  service,  the  averase  final  compensation  in  each  case 
beine  that  for  the  respective  class  of  service,  provided  that  the  aggre- 
gate retirement  allowance  shall  be  taken  into  account  in  applying  the 
provisions  of  this  section  providing  for  a minimum  retirement  allow- 
ance. Part-time  service  and  compensation  shall  be  converted  to  full- 
time service  and  compensation  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  and  when  so  converted  shall  be  applied  on  full-time  ser- 
vice and  compensation  in  the  calculation  of  retirement  allowances. 

SEC.  A8.< 600-3  RETIREMENT  FOR  INCAPACITY 

Any  member  who  becomes  incapacitated  for  performance  of  duty 
because  of  disability  determined  by  a qualified  hearing  officer  to  be  of 
extended  and  uncertain  duration,  and  who  shall  have  completed  at  least 
10  years  of  service  credited  in  the  Retirement  System  in  the  aggregate, 
computed  as  provided  in  Section  A8. 600-7.  shall  be  retired  upon  an 
allowance  of  1 .8%  (one  and  eight-tenths  percent  I of  the  average  final 
compensation  of  said  member,  as  defined  in  Section  A8.600-I  for  each 
year  of  credited  service,  if  such  retirement  allowance  exceeds  40  per- 
cent of  his  or  her  average  final  compensation:  otherwise  l .8%.  (one  and 
eight-tenths  percent ) of  his  or  her  average  final  compensation  multi- 
plied bv  the  number  of  years  of  City  service  which  would  be  credited  to 
him  or  her  were  such  City  service  to  continue  until  attainment  bv  him  or 
her  of  age  60.  but  such  retirement  allowance  shall  not  exceed  40  per- 
cent of  such  average  final  compensation.  In  the  calculation  under  this 
section  of  the  retirement  allowance  of  a member  having  credit  for  ser- 
vice in  a position  in  the  evening  schools  and  service  in  anv  other  posi- 
tion. separate  retirement  allowances  shall  he  calculated,  in  the  manner 
prescribed,  for  each  class  of  service,  the  average  final  compensation  in 


each  case  being  that  for  the  respective  class  of  service:  provided  that 
the  average  final  compensation  upon  which  the  retirement  allowance  is 
calculated  in  such  case  shall  be  based  on  the  compensation  earned  by 
the  member  in  the  classes  of  service  rendered  by  him  or  her  during  the 
two  years  immediately  preceding  his  or  her  retirement.  The  question  of 
retiring  members  under  this  section  may  be  brought  before  the 
Retirement  Board  on  said  Board’s  own  motion,  by  the  Retirement 
Board’s  Executive  Director  on  its  behalf,  by  said  member,  by  his  or  her 
department  head  or  by  his  or  her  guardian.  If  his  or  her  disability  shall 
cease,  his  or  her  retirement  allowance  shall  cease,  and  he  or  she  shall 
be  restored  to  service  in  the  position  or  classification  he-or  she  occu- 


PAYMENTS

SEC.  A8. 600-4  NO  ADJUSTMENT  FOR  COMPENSATION 
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in  his  or  her  judgment  it  appears  to  be  in  their  interest  and  advantage, 
and  the  election  so  made  shall  be  bindins  and  conclusive  upon  all  par- 
ties in  interest. 

If  an\  person  other  than  such  surviving  spouse  shall  have  and  be 
paid  a community  property  interest  in  any  portion  of  any  benefit  provid- 
ed under  this  section,  any  allowance  payable  under  this  Subsection  ( b ) 
shall  be  reduced  bv  the  actuarial  equivalent,  at  the  date  of  the  member’s 
death,  of  the  amount  of  benefits  payable  to  such  other  person.

Upon  the  death  of  a member  after  retirement,  an  allowance,  in 
addition  to  the  death  benefit  provided  in  the  immediately  precedins 
paraeraph.  shall  be  paid  to  his  or  her  survivine  spouse,  until  such  sur- 
vivine spouse’s  death  or  remarriaee.  equal  to  one-half  of  his  or  her 
retirement  allowance  as  it  was  prior  to  optional  modification  and  prior 
to  reduction  as  provided  in  Subsection  (a)  of  Section  A8.514  of  this 
Charter,  but  exclusive  of  the  part  of  such  allowance  which  was  provided 
bv  additional  contributions . No  allowance,  however,  shall  be  paid  under 
this  paraeraph  to  a survivine  spouse  unless  such  survivine  spouse  was 
married  to  said  member  at  least  one  year  immediately  prior  to  his  or 
her  retirement.  If  such  retired  person  leaves  no  such  survivine  spouse, 
or  if  such  survivine  spouse  should  die  or  remarry  before  every  child  of 
such  deceased  retired  person  attains  the  ase  of  18  years,  the  allowance 
which  such  survivine  spouse  would  have  received  had  he  or  she  lived 
and  not  remarried  shall  be  paid  to  retired  person ’s  child  or  children 
under  said  aee.  collectively,  to  continue  until  every  such  child  dies  or 
attains  said  ase.  provided  that  no  child  shall  receive  any  allowance 
after  marrying  or  attaining  the  ase  of  18  years. 

SEC.  A8. 600-6  BENEFITS  UPON  TERMINATION  OF 
MEMBERSHIP 

Should  any  miscellaneous  member  cease  to  be  employed  as  such 
a member,  through  any  cause  other  than  death  or  retirement,  all  of  his 
or  her  contributions,  with  interest  credited  thereon,  shall  be  refunded  to 
him  or  her  subject  to  the  conditions  prescribed  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  cover  similar  terminations  of  employment  and  re-employ- 
ment with  and  without  redeposit  of  withdrawn  accumulated  contribu- 
tions of  other  members  of  the  Retirement  System,  provided  that,  if  such 
member  is  entitled  to  be  credited  with  at  least  five  years  of  service,  he 
or  she  shall  have  the  right  to  elect,  without  rieht  of  revocation  and  with- 
in 90  days  after  said  termination  of  service,  or  if  the  termination  was  by 
lay-off.  90  days  after  the  Retirement  Board  determines  the  termination 
to  be  permanent,  whether  to  allow  his  or  her  accumulated  contributions 
to  remain  in  the  retirement  fund  and  to  receive  benefits  only  as  provided 
in  this  paragraph.  Failure  to  make  such  election  shall  be  deemed  an 
irrevocable  election  to  withdraw  his  or  her  accumulated  contributions. 
At  or  after  50  years  of  ase.  he  or  she  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a 
retirement  allowance  which  shall  be  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or 
her  accumulated  contributions  and  an  equal  amount  of  the  contribu- 
tions of  the  City  and  County,  plus  1 .667%  (one  and  two-thirds  percent ) 
of  his  or  her  average  final  compensation  for  each  year  of  service  credit- 
ed to  him  or  her  as  rendered  prior  to  his  or  her  first  membership  in  the 
Retirement  System.  Upon  the  death  of  such  member  prior  to  retirement, 
his  or  her  contributions  with  interest  credited  thereon  shall  be  paid  to 
his  or  her  estate  or  designated  beneficiary. 

SEC.  A8, 600-7  COMPUTATION  OF  SERVICE 

The  following  time  and  service  shall  be  included  in  the  computa- 
tion of  the  service  to  be  credited  to  a member  for  the  purpose  of  deter- 
mining whether  such  member  qualifies  for  retirement  and  calculating 
benefits: 

(a)  Time  durine  which  said  member  is  a member  of  the 
Retirement  System  under  Section  A8.600.  and  for  which  said  member  is 
entitled  to  receive  compensation  because  of  sendees  as  a miscellaneous 
officer  or  employee. 

(b)  Service  in  the  fire  and  police  departments  which  is  not  cred- 
ited as  service  as  a member  under  Section  A8.600  shall  count  under  this 
section  upon  transfer  of  a member  of  either  of  such  departments  to 
employment  entitline  him  or  her  to  membership  in  the  Retirement 


System  under  Section  A8.600.  provided  that  the  accumulated  contribu- 
tions standing  to  the  credit  of  such  member  shall  be  adjusted  bv  refund 
to  the  member  or  bv  payment  bv  the  member  to  brine  the  account  at  the 
time  of  such  transfer  to  the  amount  which  would  have  been  credited  to  it 
had  the  member  been  a miscellaneous  member  throughout  the  period  of 
his  or  her  service  in  either  of  such  departments  at  the  compensation  he 
or  she  received  in  such  departments. 

. (c)  Prior  service,  durine  which  said  member  was  entitled  to 
receive  compensation  while  a miscellaneous  member  under  any  other 
section  of  the  Charter,  provided  that  accumulated  contributions  on 
account  of  such  service  previously  refunded  are  redeposited  with  inter- 
est from  the  date  of  refund  to  the  date  of  redeposit,  at  times  and  in  the 
manner  fixed  bv  the  Retirement  Board. 

(d)  Prior  sendee  determined  and  credited  as  prescribed  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors. 

(e)  The  Board  of  Supervisors,  bv  ordinance  enacted  bv  a three- 
fourths  vote  of  its  members,  may  provide  for  the  crediting  as  service  in 
the  Retirement  System,  service  rendered  as  an  employee  of  the  federal 
government  and  service  rendered  as  an  employee  of  the  State  of  ... 
California  or  any  public  entity  or  public  agency  in  the  State  of 
California.  Said  ordinance  shall  provide  that  all  contributions  required 
as  the  result  of  the  crediting  of  such  service  shall  be  made  by  the  mem- 
ber and  that  no  contributions  therefore  shall  be  required  of  the  City  and 
County. 

( f)  Time  durins  which  said  member  is  absent  from  a status 
included  in  Subsections  (a)  or  (b)  and  for  which  such  member  is  entitled 
to  receive  credit  as  service  for  the  City  and  County  by  virtue  of  contri- 
butions made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  A8.520  or 
Section  A8.521  o f the  Charter. 

(g)  Time  durins  which  said  member  was  on  Unpaid  Parental 
Leave  pursuant  to  Charter  Section  A8.523.  and  for  which  said  member 
has  purchased  service  credit  in  the  Retirement  System. 

SEC.  A8. 600-8  SOURCES  OF  FUNDS 

All  payments  provided  for  members  under  Section  A8.600  shall 
be  made  from  funds  derived  from  the  following  sources,  plus  interest 
earned  on  said  funds: 

(a)  There  shall  be  deducted  from  each  payment  of  compensation 
made  to  a member  under  Section  A8.600  a sum  equal  to  seven  percent 
of  such  payment  of  compensation.  The  sum  so  deducted  shall  be  paid 
forthwith  to  the  Retirement  System.  Said  contribution  shall  be  credited 
to  the  individual  account  of  the  member  from  whose  salary  it  was 
deducted,  and  the  total  of  said  contributions,  together  with  interest 
credited  thereon  in  the  same  manner  as  is  prescribed  bv  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  crediting  interest  to  contributions  of  other  members  of 
the  Retirement  System,  shall  be  applied  to  provide  part  of  the  retirement 
allowance  granted  to.  or  allowance  granted  on  account  of  said  member 
under  Section  A8.600.  or  shall  be  paid  to  said  member  or  his  or  her 
estate  or  beneficiary  as  provided  in  Sections  A8. 600-5  and  A8. 600-6. 

The  individual  accounts  of  members  who  purchased  service  credit  for 
Unpaid  Parental  Leave  shall  also  include  the  amount  paid  by  the  mem- 
ber for  said  purchase , plus  interest. 

(b)  The  City  and  County  shall  contribute  to  the  Retirement 
System  such  amounts  as  may  be  necessary,  when  added  to  the  contribu- 
tions referred  to  in  Subsection  (a)  of  this  Section  A8. 600-8,  to  provide 
the  benefits  payable  to  members  under  Section  A8.600.  Such  contribu- 
tions of  the  City  and  County  to  provide  the  portion  of  the  benefits  here- 
under shall  be  made  in  annual  installments,  and  the  installment  to  be 
paid  in  any  year  shall  be  determined  by  the  application  of  a percentage 
to  the  total  compensation  paid  during  said  year  to  persons  who  are 
members  under  Section  A8.600.  said  percentage  to  be  the  ratio  of  the 
value  as  of  the  latest  periodical  actuarial  valuation  of  the  benefits  there- 
after to  be  paid  to  or  on  account  of  members  under  Section  A8.600  from 
contributions  of  the  City  and  County,  less  the  amount  of  such  contribu- 
tions. plus  accumulated  interest  thereon,  then  held  by  said  system  to 
provide  said  benefits  on  account  of  service  rendered  by  respective  mem- 
bers after  said  date,  to  the  value  at  said  respective  dates  of  salaries 
thereafter  payable  to  said  members.  Said  values  shall  be  determined  by 
the  actuary,  who  shall  take  into  account  the  interest  which  shall  be 
earned  on  said  contributions,  the  compensation  experience  of  members, 
and  the  probabilities  of  separation  bv  all  causes,  of  members  from  ser- 
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vice  before  retirement  and  of  death  after  retirement.  Said  percentage 
sluil l be  changed  only  on  the  basis  of  said  periodical  actuarial  valua- 
tion and  investigation  into  the  experience  under  the  system.  Said  actu- 
arial valuations  and  investigations  shall  be  made  at  least  every  two 
years. 

lei  To  promote  the  stability  of  the  Retirement  System  through  a 
joint  participation  in  the  result  of  variations  in  the  experience  under 
mortality,  investment  and  other  contingencies,  the  contributions  of  both 
members  atul  the  City  and  County  held  by  the  system  to  provide  benefits 
for  members  under  Section  A8.600  shall  be  a part  of  the  fund  in  which 
all  oilier  assets  of  said  system  are  included. 

SEC.  AH. 600-9  RIGHT  TO  RETIRE 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  years  of  service  set  forth  in  Section 
AS. b00-2  as  requisite  to  retirement,  a member  shall  be  entitled  to  retire 
at  any  time  thereafter  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  said  Section 
AS. 600-2.  ami,  except  as  provided  in  Section  A8.600-14.  nothin p shall 
deprive  said  member  of  said  rieht. 

SEC.  AS. 600-10  LIMITATION  ON  EMPLOYMENT  DURING 
RETIREMENT 

(a)  Except  as  provided  in  Section  A8.5I1  of  this  Charter  and 
Sabsee lion  lb)  of  this  section,  no  person  retired  as  a member  under 
Section  AS. 600  for  service  or  disability  and  entitled  to  receive  a retire- 
ment allowance  under  the  Retirement  System  shall  be  employed  in  any 
capacity  by  the  Cits  and  County,  nor  shall  such  person  receive  any  pay- 
ment for  services  rendered  to  the  City  and  Counts’  after  retirement. 

(b)  ( I 1 Service  as  an  election  officer  or  iuror.  or  in  the  prepara- 
tion for  or  giving  testimony  as  an  expert  witness  for  or  on  behalf  of  the 
City  and  County  before  any  court  or  legislative  body  shall  not  be  affect- 
ed by  the  provisions  of  Subsection  (a)  of  this  section. 

1 2)  The  provisions  of  Subsection  (a)  shall  not  prevent  such 
retired  person  from  serving  on  any  board  or  commission  of  the  City  and 
County  and  receiving  the  compensation  for  such  office,  provided  said 
service  does  not  exceed  120  working  days  or  960  hours  per  fiscal  year. 

1 3)  If  such  retired  person  is  elected  or  appointed  to  a position  or 
office  which  subjects  him  or  her  to  membership  in  the  Retirement 
System  under  Section  AS. 600.  Ite  or  she  shall  re-enter  membership 
under  Section  AS. 600  and  his  or  her  retirement  allowance  shall  be  can- 
celled immediately  upon  such  re-entry.  The  provisions  of  Subsection  (a) 
of  this  section  shall  not  prevent  such  verson  from  receiving  the  compen- 
sation for  such  position  or  office.  The  rate  of  contribution  of  such  mem- 
ber shall  be  the  same  as  that  for  other  members  under  Section  A8.600. 
Such  member 's  individual  account  shall  be  credited  with  an  amount 
which  is  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or  her  annuity  at  the  time  of  his 
or  her  re-entry,  but  the  amount  thereof  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  of 
his  or  her  accumulated  contributions  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  retire- 
ment. Such  member  shall  also  receive  credit  for  his  or  her  service  as  it 
was  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  retirement. 

(4)  The  provisions  of  Subsection  (a)  shall  not  prevent  such 
retired  persons  from  employment  which  requires  coverage  under  the 
Public  Employees  ' Retirement  System  or  the  State  Teachers’  Retirement 
System. 

SEC.  AS. 600-1 L ADJUSTMENT  OF  ALLOWANCES 

Every  retirement  or  death  allowance  payable  to  or  on  account  of 
any  member  under  Section  AS. 600  shall  be  adjusted  for  cost  of  living 
allowances  and  supplemental  cost  of  living  benefits,  as  provided  in  this 
Charter. 

SEC.  AS  MO- 1 2 CONFLICTING  CHARTER  PROVISIONS 

Ain  section  or  part  oj  anxsectionJnjhjs_Charter,  insofar  as  it 
should  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  Sections  A8.600  through  A8.600- 
!4  or  with  any  pan  thereof,  shall  be  superseded  by  the  contents  of  said 
sections.  In  the  event  that  any  word,. phrase,  clause  or  section  of  sec- 
tions shall  be  adjudged  unconstitutional,  the  remainder  thereof  shall 
remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 

SEC.  AS. 600-1 3 APPLICATION  OF  PLAN 

Ear  members  of  the  Retirement  System  under  Sections  A8.584  or 
AS. 387  who  retired  before  July  1 . 2010.  and  are  later  elected  or 
appointed  to  a position  or  office  which  subjects  him  or  her  to  member- 
ship in  the  Retirement  System  under  Section  AS.600.  all  service  on  and 
after  July  1 . 2010.  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Sections  A8.600. 


SEC.  AS, 600-14  FORFEITURE  FOR  CRIMES  INVOLVING 
MORAL  TURPITUDE 

Any  member  convicted  of  a crime  involving  moral  turpitude  com- 
mitted in  connection  with  his  or  tier  duties  as  an  officer  or  employee  of 
the  City  and  County,  the  school  district,  the  college  district,  or  the 
Superior  Court  of  California.  City  and  Counts’  of  San  Francisco,  shall 
forfeit  all  rights  to  any  benefits  under  the  Retirement  System  except 
refund  of  his  or  her  accumulated  contributions:  provided,  however,  that 
if  such  member  is  qualified  for  service  retirement  by  reason  of  service 
and  ase  under  the  provisions  of  Section  A8. 600-2.  he  or  she  shall  have 
the  rieht  to  elect,  without  rieht  of  revocation  and  withm-90  days  after 
his  or  her  removal  from  office  or  employment  to  receive  as  his  or  her 
sole  benefit  under  the  Retirement  System  an  annuity  which  shall  be  the 
actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or  her  accumulated,  contributions  at  the  time 
of  such  removal  from  office  or  employment. 

Any  member,  after  retirement  for  service  or  disability  or  while1 
receivine  a vesting  allowance,  who  is  convicted  of  a crime  involving 
moral  turpitude  in  connection  with  his  or  her  duties  as  an  officer  or 
employee  of  the  City  and  County,  the  school  district,  the  college  district, 
or  the  Superior  Court  of  California.  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
shall  forfeit  all  rights  to  any  further  benefit  from  the  Retiremerit  System 
and  the  Retirement  System  shall  immediately  cease  all  future  payments 
to  such  member:  provided  however,  that  if  at  the  time  of  the  conviction, 
said  member  has  remaining  accumulated  contributions,  then  such  mem- 
ber shall  have  the  rieht  to  elect,  without  rieht  of  revocation  and  within 
30  days  after  his  or  her  conviction,  to  receive  as  his  or  her  sole  benefit 
under  the  Retirement  System  an  annuity < which  shall  be  the  actuarial 
equivalent  of  his  or  her  accumulated  contributions  remaining  at  the 
time  of  the  conviction. 

Section  4.  The  San  Francisco  Charter  is  hereby  amended,  by 
adding  Sections  A8.601  through  A8.601-16  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  A8.601  MEMBERS  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  ON  AND 
AFTER  JULY  1.2010 

Persons  who  become  members  of  the  fire  department,  as  defined 
in  Section  A8.60I-I . on  and  after  July  1.  2010.  shall  be  members  of  the 
Retirement  System  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Sections  A8. 601  throueh 
A8.601-I6  (which  shall  apply  only  to  members  under  Section  A8.601)  in 
addition  to  the  provisions  contained  in  Sections  12.100  to  12.103  and 
Sections  A8.500.  A8.510.  A8.520.  AS. 526-2  and  A8. 526-3  of  this 
Charter,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  other  section  of  this 
Charter,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  of  the  provisions  of  Sections 
A8.598  of  this  Charter. 

The  provisions  of  Section  A8.601  shall  not  apply  to  any  member 
of  the  Retirement  System  before  July  1 . 2010.  or  any  member  who  sepa- 
rated horn  service,  retired  or  died  before  July  1 . 2010.  or  to  his  or  her 
continuant. 

SEC.A8.601-1  DEFINITIONS 

The  following  words  and  phrases  as  used  in  this,  section.  Section 
A8.601  and  Section  AS. 60 1 -2  throueh  A8.601-I6.  unless  a different 
meaning  is  plainly  required  bv  the  context,  shall  have  the  following 
meanings: 

"Retirement  allowance."  "death  allowance"  or  “allowance.” 
shall  mean  equal  monthly  payments,  beginning  to  accrue  upon  the  date 
of  retirement,  or  upon  the  day  following  the  date  of  death,  as  the  case 
may  be.  and  continuing  for  life  unless  a different  term  of  payment  is  def- 
initely provided  by  the  context. 

"Compensation.''  as  distinguished  bom  benefits  under  the 
Workers ' Compensation  Insurance  and  Safety  Act  of  the  State  of 
California,  shall  mean  the  remuneration  payable  in  cash,  by  the  City 
and  County,  without  deduction  except  for  absence  bom  duty,  for  time 
during  which  the  individual  receiving  such  remuneration  is  a member  of 
the  fire  department,  but  excluding  remuneration  paid  for  overtime. 
Subject  to  the  requirement  that  it  be  payable  in  cash  and  that  overtime 
be  excluded,  “compensation"  for  pension  purposes  may  be  defined  in  a 
collective  bargaining  agreement. 

"Compensation  earnable"  shall  mean  the  compensation  which 
would  have  been  earned  had  the  member  received  compensation  with- 
out interruption  throughout  the_period  under  consideration  and  at  the 
rates  of  remuneration  attached  at  that  time  to  the  ranks  or  positions 
held  by  him  or  her  during  such  period,  it  being  assumed  that  during  any 
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absence,  he  or  she  was  in  the  rank  or  position  held  by  him  or  her  at  the 
beeinnins  of  the  absence,  and  that  prior  to  becoming  a member  of  the 
fire  department,  he  or  she  was  in  the  rank  or  position  first  held  by  him 
or  her  in  such  department. 

“ Benefit ” shall  include  “allowance.”  “retirement  allowance.”  , 
“ death  allowance”  and  “ death  benefit." 

“Final  compensation  ” shall  mean  the  averase  monthly  compen- 
sation earned  by  a member  during  the  hieher  of  any  two  consecutive 
fiscal  \ears  of  earninss  or  the  twenty-four  months  of  earnings  immedi- 
ately prior  to  retirement. 

For  the  purpose  of  Sections  A8.601  throueh  A8.601-16.  the  terms 
“ member  of  the  fire  department.  ’’  “member  of  the  department.  ” or 
“member”  shall  mean  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  fire  department 
employed  on  and  after  July  1.  2010.  who  was  or  shall  be  subject  to  the 
Charter  provisions  eovernine  entrance  requirements  of  members  of  the 
uniformed  force  of  said  department  and  said  terms  shall  further  mean 
persons  employed  on  and  after  July  1 . 2010.  at  an  aee  not  greater  than 
the  maximum  aee  then  prescribed  for  entrance  into  employment  in  said 
uniformed  force,  to  perform  duties  now  performed  under  the  titles  of 
pilot  of  fireboats.  or  marine  emineer  of  fireboats:  provided,  however, 
that  said  terms  shall  not  include  any  person  who  has  not  satisfactorily 
completed  such  course  of  trainine  as  may  be  required  by  the  fire  depart- 
ment prior  to  assignment  to  active  duty  with  said  department. 

“Retirement  System  ” or  “system  ’’  shall  mean  San  Francisco  City 
and  County  Employees'  Retirement  System  as  created  in  Sections  12.100 
and  A8.500  of  the  Charter. 

“Retirement  Board"  shall  mean  “Retirement  Board"  as  created 
in  Section  12.100  of  the  Charter. 

“Charter"  shafl  mean  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco. 

Words  used  in  the  masculine  sender  shall  include  the  feminine 
and  neuter  sender,  words  used  in  the  feminine  sender  shall  include  the 
masculine  and  neuter  sender,  and  singular  numbers  shall  include  the 
plural  and  the  plural  the  singular. 

“Interest”  shall  mean  interest  at  the  rate  adopted  by  the 
Retirement  Board. 

SEC.  A8.601-2  SERVICE  RETIREMENT 

Any  member  of  the  fire  department  who  completes  at  least  five 
years  of  service  in  the  aggregate  and  attains  the  ase  of  fifty  (50)  years, 
said  service  to  be  computed  under  Section  A8.601-10.  may  retire  for 
service  at  his  or  her  option.  A member  retired  after  meeting  the  service 
and  aee  requirements  in  the  preceding  sentence,  shall  receive  a retire- 
ment allowance  equal  to  the  percent  of  final  compensation  (as  defined 
in  Section  A8.601-1 ) set  forth  below  opposite  his  or  her  aee  at  retire-  , 
ment.  taken  to  the  precedins  completed  quarter  year,  for  each  year  of 
service,  as  computed  under  Section  A8.601-10:

In  no  event,  however,  shall  such  a retirement  allowance  exceed 
ninety  (90)  percent  of  a member’s  final  compensation. 

SEC.  AS. 601-3  RETIREMENT  FOR  INCAPACITY 

Any  member  of  the  fire  department  who  becomes  incapacitated 
for  the  performance  of  his  or  her  duty  by  reason  of  any  bodily  injury 
received  in.  or  illness  caused  by  the  performance  of  his  or  her  duty, 
shall  be  retired.  If  he  or  she  is  not  qualified  for  service  retirement,  he  or 
she  shall  receive  a retirement  allowance  in  an  amount  which  shall  be 
equal  to  the  same  percentage  of  the  final  compensation  of  said  member, 
as  defined  in  Section  A8.601-1.  as  his  or  her  percentase  of  disability  is 
determined  to  be.  The  percentage  of  disability  shall  be  as  determined  by 
the  Workers’  Compensation  Appeals  Board  of  the  State  of  California 
upon  referral  from  the  Retirement  Board  for  that  purpose:  provided  that 
the  Retirement  Board  may,  by  five  affirmative  votes,  adjust  the  percent- 
ase of  disability  as  determined  by  said  appeals  board:  and  provided, 
further,  that  such  retirement  allowance  shall  be  in  an  amount  not  less 
than  50  percent  nor  more  than  90  percent  of  the  final  compensation  of 
said  member,  as  defined  in  Section  A8.601-1 . Said  allowance  shall  be 
paid  to  him  or  her  until  the  date  upon  which  said  member  would  have 
completed  at  least  twenty-five  (25)  years  of  service  in  the  asereeate  and 
attained  the  aee  of  fifty  (50)  years  had  he  or  she  lived  and  rendered  ser- 
vice without  interruption  in  the  rank  held  by  him  or  her  at  retirement, 
and  after  said  date  the  allowance  payable  shall  be  equal  to  the  retire- . 
ment  allowance  said  member  would  have  received  if  retired  for  service 
on  said  date  based  on  the  final  compensation,  as  defined  in  Section 
A8.601-I . he  or  she  would  have  received  immediately  prior  to  said  date, 
had  he  or  she  lived  and  rendered  service  as  assumed,  but  such  allow- 
ance shall  not  be  less  than  50  percent  of  such  final  compensation. 

If.  at  the  time  of  retirement  because  o f disability,  he  or  she  is 
qualified  as  to  ase  and  service  for  retirement  under  Section  A8.601-2. 
he  or  she  shall  receive  an  allowance  equal  to  the  retirement  allowance 
which  he  or  she  would  receive  if  retired  under  Section  A8.601-2.  but  not 
less  than  50  percent  of  said  final  compensation.  Any  member  of  the  fire 
department  who  becomes  incapacitated  for  performance  of  his  or  her 
duty  by  reason  of  a cause  not  included  under  the  provisions  of  the 
immediately  precedins  sentences,  and  who  shall  have  completed  at  least 
10  years  of  service  in  the  asereeate.  computed  as  provided  in  Section 
A8.601-10.  shall  be  retired  upon  an  allowance  of  IV2  percent  of  the  final 
compensation  of  said  member  as  defined  in  Section  A8. 601-1  for  each 
year  of  service,  provided  that  said  allowance  shall  not  be  less  than  33‘A 
percent  of  said  final  compensation.  The  question  of  retirins  a member 
under  this  section  may  be  brought  before  the  Retirement  Board  on  said 
board’s  own  motion,  by  recommendation  of  the  fire  commission  or  by 
said  member  or  his  or  her  guardian.  If  his  or  her  disability  shall  cease, 
his  or  her  retirement  allowance  shall  cease  and  he  or  she  shall  be 
restored  to  the  service  in  the  rank  he  or  she  occupied  at  the  time  of  his 
or  her  retirement. 

SEC.  A8. 601-4  DEATH  ALLOWANCE 

If  a member  of  the  fire  department  shall  die  before  or  after  retire- 
ment by  reason  of  an  injury  received  in.  or  illness  caused  by  the  perfor- 
mance of  his  or  her  duty,  a death  allowance,  in  lieu  of  any  allowance, 
payable  under  any  other  section  of  the  Charter  or  by  ordinance,  on 
account  of  death  resulting  from  injury  received  in  or  illness  caused  by 
the  performance  of  duty,  shall  be  paid,  beeinning  on  the  date  next  fol-. 
lowine  the  date  of  death,  to  his  or  her  survivine  spouse  throughout  his 
or  her  life  or  until  his  or  her  remarriage.  If  the  member,  at  the  time  of 
death,  was  qualified  for  service  retirement,  but  he  or  she  had  not 
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retired,  the  allowance  payable  shall  he  equal  to  the  retirement  allow- 
ance which  the  member  would  have  received  if  lie  or  she  had  been 
retired  for  sen'ice  on  the  date  of  death,  but  such  allowance  shall  not  be 
less  than  50  percent  of  the  final  compensation  earnable  by  said  member 
immediately  preceding  death.  If  death  occurs  prior  to  qualification  for 
senice  retirement,  the  allowance  payable  shall  be  equal  to  the  compen- 
sation of  said  member  at  the  date  of  death,  until  the  date  upon  which 
said  member  would  have  completed  at  least  twenty-five  (25)  years  of 
sen  ice  in  the  aggregate  and  attained  the  age  of  fifty  1 501  years,  had  he 
or  she  lived  and  rendered  service  without  interruption  in  the  rank  held 
by  him  or  her  at  death,  and  after  said  date  the  allowance  payable  shall 
be  equal  to  the  retirement  allowance  said  member  would  have  received 
if  retired  for  service  on  said  date,  based  on  the  final  compensation  he  or 
she  would  have  received  prior  to  said  date,  had  lie  or  she  lived  and  ren- 
dered sen'ice  as  assumed,  but  such  allowance  shall  not  be  less  than  50 
percent  of  such  final  compensation.  If  he  or  she  had  retired  prior  to 
death,  for  sen’ice  or  for  disability  resnltine  from  injury  received  in.  or 
illness  caused  by  the  performance  of  duty,  the  allowance  payable  shall 
be  equal  to  the  retirement  allowance  of  the  member,  except  that  if  he  or 
she  was  a member  under  Section  A8.601  and  retirement  was  for  such 
disability,  and  if  death  occurred  prior  to  qualification  for  the  service 
retirement  allowance,  the  allowance  continued  shall  be  adjusted  upon 
the  date  at  which  said  member  would  have  completed  at  least  twenty- 
five  <25 ) years  of  senice  in  the  aggregate  and  attained  the  age  of  fifty 
1 501  years,  in  the  same  manner  as  it  would  have  been  adjusted  had  the 
member  not  died. 

If  there  is  no  surviving  spouse  entitled  to  an  allowance  hereunder, 
or  if  he  or  she  dies  or  remarries  before  every  child  of  such  deceased 
member  attains  the  aee  of  18  years,  then  the  allowance  which  the  sur- 
viving spouse  would  have  received  had  he  or  she  lived  and  not  remar- 
ried shall  be  paid  to  his  or  her  child  or  children  under  said  aee.  collec- 
tivelv.  until  every  such  child  dies  or  attains  said  ape,  provided  that  no 
child  shall  receive  any  allowance  after  marrying  or  attainine  the  aee  of 
18  years.  Should  said  member  leave  no  surviving  spouse  and  no  chil- 
dren under  the  aee  of  18  years,  but  leave  a child  or  children,  regardless 
of  aee.  dependent  upon  him  or  her  for  support  because  partially  or 
totally  disabled  and  unable  to  earn  a livelihood  or  a parent  or  parents 
dependent  upon  him  or  her  for  support,  the  child  or  children  and  the 
parents  so  dependent  shall  collectively  receive  a monthly  allowance 
equal  to  that  which  a surviving  spouse  otherwise  would  have  received, 
during  such  dependency.  No  allowance,  however,  shall  be  paid  under 
this  section  to  a surviving  spouse  following  the  death  of  a member 
unless  he  or  she  was  married  to  the  member  prior  to  the  date  of  the 
iniurs’  or  onset  of  the  illness  which  results  in  death. 

SEC.  A8, 601-5  PAYMENT  TO  SURVIVING  DEPENDENTS 

Upon  the  death  of  a member  of  the  fire  department  resulting  from 
any  cause  other  thifn  an  injury  received  in,  or  illness  caused  bv  perfor- 
mance of  duty. 

la)  if  the  death  occurred  after  qualification  for  service  retirement 
under  Section  A8.60I-2.  or  after  retirement  service  or  because  of  dis- 
ability which  result  from  any  cause  other  than  an  injury  received  in.  or 
illness  caused  by  performance  of  duty  one-half  of  the  retirement  allow- 
ance to  which  the  member  would  have  been  entitled  if  he  or  she  had 
retired  for  service  at  the  date  of  death  or  one-half  of  the  retirement 
allowance  as  it  was  at  his  or  her  death,  as  the  case  may  be.  shall  be 
continued  throughout  his  or  her  life  or  until  remarriage  to  his  or  her 
surviving  spouse,  or 

l b ) if  his  or  her  death  occurred  after  the  completion  of  at  least 
25  years  of  service  in  the  aggregate  but  prior  to  the  attainment  of  the 
age  of  50  years,  one-half  of  the  retirement  allowance  to  which  he  or  she 
would  have  been  entitled  under  Section  A8.60I-2  if  he  or  she  had 
attained  the  age  of  50  years  on  the  date  of  his  or  her  death  shall  be 
continued  throughout  life  or  until  remarriage  to  his  or  her  surviving 
spouse,  or 

(c)  if  his  or  her  death  occurred  after  retirement  for  disability  by 
reason  of  injury  received  in  or  illness  caused  by  performance  of  duty, 
three-fourths  of  his  or  Iter  retirement  allowance  as  it  was  at  his  or  her 
death  shall  be  continued  throughout  life  or  until  remarriage  to  his  or 
her  surviving  spouse,  except  that,  if  death  occurred  prior  to  qualifica- 
tion for  service  retirement  allowance,  the  allowance  continued  shall  be 


adjusted  upon  the  date  on  which  said  member  would  have  completed  at 
least  twenty-five  (25)  years  of  service  in  the  aggregate  and  attained  the 
age  of  fifty  150)  years,  in  the  same  manner  as  it  would  have  been  adjust- 
ed had  the  member  not  died,  or 

Id)  if  his  or  her  death  occurred  after  completion  of  at  least  10 
years  of  service  in  the  aggregate,  computed  as  provided  in  Section 
A8.601-I0.  an  allowance  in  an  amount  equal  to  the  retirement  allow- 
ance to  which  the  member  would  have-been  entitled  pursuant  to  Section 
A8.60I-3  if  he  or  she  had  retired  on  the  date  of  death  because  of  inca- 
pacity for  performance  of  duty  shall  be  paid  throughout  life  or  until 
remarriage  to  his  or  her  surviving  spouse.  If  there  is  no' surviving 
spouse  entitled  to  an  allowance  hereunder,  or  if  he  or  she  dies  or  remar- 
ries before  every  child  of  such  deceased  member  attains  the  age  of  18 
years,  then  the  allowance  which  the  surviving  spouse  would  have 
received  had  he  or  she  lived  and  not  remarried  shall  be  paid  to  his  or 
her  child  or  children  under  said  age,  collectively,  to  continue  until  every 
such  child  dies  or  attains  said  age,  provided  that  no  child  shall  receive 
any  allowance  after  marrying  or  attaining  the  ape  of  18  years.  Should 
said  member  leave  no  surviving  spouse  and  no  children,  under  age  of 
18  years,  but  leave  a child  or  children,  regardless  of  age,  dependent 
upon  him  or  her  for  support  because  partially  or  totally  disabled  and 
unable  to  earn  a livelihood  or  a parent  or  parents  dependent  upon  him 
or  her  for  support,  the  child  or  children  and  the  parents  so  dependent 
shall  collectively  receive  a monthly  allowance  equal  to  that  which  a 
surviving  spouse  otherwise  would  have  received,  during  such  dependen- 
cy. No  allowance,  however  shall  be  paid  under  this  section  to  a surviv- 
ing spouse  unless  he  or  she  was  married  to  the  member  prior  to  the 
date  of  the  injury  or  onset  of  the  illness  which  results  in  death  if  he  or 
she  had  not  retired,  or  unless  he  or  she  was  married  to  the  member  at  ■ 
least  one  year  prior  to  his  or  her  retirement  if  he  or  she  had  retired. 

As  used  in  this  section  and  Section  A8.601-4  “surviving  spouse" 
shall  mean  and  include  a surviving  spouse,  and  shall  also  mean  and 
include  a spouse  who  has  remarried  since  the  death  of  the  member,  but 
whose  remarriage  has  been  terminated  by  death,  divorce  or  annulment 
within  five  years  after  the  date  of  such  remarriage  and  who  has  not 
thereafter  again  remarried. 

The  surviving  spouse,  in  the  event  of  death  of  the  member  after 
qualification  for,  but  before  sen’ice  retirement,  may  elect  before  the  first 
payment  of  the  allowance,  to  receive  the  benefit  provided  in  Section 
A8.60I-8.  in  lieu  of  the  allowance  which  otherwise  would  be  continued 
to  him  or  her  under  this  section.  If  there  is  no  survivine  spouse,  the 
guardian  of  the  eligible  child  or  children  may  make  such  election,  and  if 
there  are  no  such  children,  the  dependent  parent  or  parents  may  make 
such  election.  ‘‘Qualified  for  service  retirement."  “qualification  for  ser- 
vice retirement " Or  “qualified  as  to  age  and  service  for  retirement. " as 
used  in  this  section  and  other  sections  to  which  persons  who  are  mem- 
bers under  Section  A8.601  are  subject,  shall  mean  completion  of  25 
years  of  service  and  attainment  of  age  50.  said  sen’ice  to  be  computed 
under  Section  A8.60I-I0. 

SEC.  A8. 601-6  ADJUSTMENT  OF  ALLOWANCES 

Every  retirement  or  death  allowance  payable  to  or  on  account  of 
any  member  under  Section  A8.601  shall  be  adjusted  for  cost  of  living 
allowances  and  supplemental  cost  of  living  benefits  as  provided  in  this 
Charter. 

SEC.  A8, 601-7  ADJUSTMENT  FOR  COMPENSATION  PAYMENTS 

That  portion  of  any  allowance  payable  because  of  the  death  or 
retirement  of  any  member  of  the  fire  department  which  is  provided  bv 
contributions  of  the  City  and  Counts' . shall  be  reduced,  by  the  amount  of 
any  benefits  other  than  medical  benefits,  payable  bvthe  City  and 
Counts’  to  or  on  account  of  such  person,  under  any  workers’  compensa- 
tion law  or  any  other  general  law  and  because  of  the  iniurt  or  illness 
resulting  in  said  death  or  retirement.  Such  portion  which  is  paid 
because  of  death  or  retirement  which  resulted  bom  injury  received  in. 
or  illness  caused  by  performance  of  duty,  shall  be  considered  as  in  lieu 
of  all  benefits,  other  than  medical  benefits,  payable  to  or  on  account  of 
such  person  under  such  law  and  shall  be  in  satisfaction  and  discharge 
of  the  obligation  of  the  Cits’  and  County  to  pay  such  benefits. 

SEC.  ASM  1-8  DEATH  BENEFIT 

If  a member  of  the  lire  department  shall  die,  before  retirement 
from  causes  other  than  an  injury  received  in.  or  illness  caused  bv  the 
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performance  of  duty,  or  re  sardless  of  cause  if  no  allowance  shall  be 
payable  under  Section  A8.601-4  or  A8. 601  -5  preceding,  a death  benefit 
shall  be  paid  to  his  or  her  designated  beneficiary  or  estate,  the  amount 
of  which  and  the  conditions  for  the  payment  of  which  shall  be  deter- 
mined in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the 
death  benefit  of  other  members  of  the  Retirement  System.  Upon  the 
death  of  a member  after  retirement  and  regardless  of  the  cause  of  death, 
a death  benefit  shall  be  paid  to  his  or  her  designated  beneficiary  or 
estate,  the  amount  of  which  and  the  conditions  for  the  payment  of  which 
shall  be  determined  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  the  death  benefit  of  other  members  of  the  Retirement 
System. 

SEC.  A8. 601-9  REFUNDS  AND  REDEPOSITS 

Should  any  member  of  the  fire  department  cease  to  be  employed 
as  such  a member,  through  any  cause  other  than  death  or  retirement  or 
transfer  to  another  office  or  department,  all  of  his  or  her  contributions, 
with  interest  credited  thereon,  shall  be  refunded  to  him  or  her  subject  to 
the  conditions  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  govern  similar 
terminations  of  employment  of  other  members  of  the  Retirement  System. 
If  he  or  she  shall  asain  become  a member  of  the  department,  he  or  she 
shall  redeposit  in  the  retirement  fund  the  amount  refunded  to  him  or  her. 
Should  a member  of  the  fire  department  become  an  employee  of  any 
other  office  or  department,  his  or  her  accumulated  contribution  account 
shall  be  adjusted ■ by  payments  to  or  from  him  or  her  as  the  case  may  be 
to- make  the  accumulated  contributions  credited  to  him  or  her  at  the 
time  of  chanee  equal  to  the  amount  which  would  have  been  credited  to 
him  or  her  if  he  or  she  had  been  employed  in  said  other  office  or 
department  at  the  rate  of  compensation  received  by  him  or  her  in  the 
fire  department  and  he  or  she  shall  receive  credit  for  service  for  which 
said  contributions  were  made,  according  to  the  Charter  section  under 
which  his  or  her  membership  in  the  Retirement  System  continues. 

SEC.  A8.60I-10  COMPUTATION  OF  SERVICE 

The  following  time  shall  be  included  in  the  computation  of  the 
service  to  be  credited  to  a member  of  the  fire  department  for  the  pur- 
poses of  determining  whether  such  member  qualified  for  retirement  and 
calculating  benefits,  excluding,  however,  any  time,  the  contributions  for 
which  were  withdrawn  by  said  member  upon  termination  of  his  or  her 
service  while  he  or  she  was  a member  under  any  other  Charter  section, 
and  not  redeposited  upon  re-entry  into  service: 

(a)  Time  during  and  for  which  said  member  is  entitled  to  receive 
compensation  because  of  services  as  a member  of  the  police  or  fire 
department. 

(b)  Time  prior  to  July  I.  2010.  during  which  said  member  was 
entitled  to  receive  compensation  while  a member  of  the  police  or  fire 
department  under  any  other  section  of  the  Charter,  provided  that  accu- 
mulated contributions  on  account  of  such  service  previously  refunded 
are  redeposited  with  interest  from  the  date  of  refund  to  the  date  of  rede- 
posit. at  times  and  in  the  manner  fixed  by  the  Retirement  Board:  and 
solely  for  the  purpose  of  determining  qualification  for  retirement  under 
Section  A8.601-3  for  disability  not  resulting  from  injury  received  in  or 
illness  caused  by  performance  of  duty,  time  during  which  said  member 
serves  and  receives  compensation  because  of  services  rendered  in  other 
offices  and  departments. 

(c)  Time  during  which  said  member  earned  compensation  as  a 
paramedic  with  the  fire  department  or  department  of  public  health,  pro- 

| vided  that  the  accumulated  contributions  on  account  of  such  service  are 
transferred  to  his  or  her  Section  A8.601  account  or.  if  previously  refund- 
ed. are  redeposited  with  interest  from  the  date  of  refund  to  the  date  of 
redeposit,  at  times  and  in  the  manner  fixed  by  the  Retirement  Board. 

The  Retirement  Board  shall  require  said  member  to  execute  a waiver  at 

j any  time  prior  to  retirement  so  that  any  paramedic  service  covered  by 
Section  A8.601  is  not  also  covered  by  other  pension  provisions  in  this 
Charter. 

(d)  Time  during  which  said  member  is  absent  from  a status 
included  in  Subsection  (a)  next  preceding,  by  reason  of  service  in  the 
armed  forces  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  by  reason  of  any  other 
service  included  in  Sections  A8.520  and  A8.521  of  the  Charter,  during 
any  war  in  which  the  United  States  was  or  shall  be  engaged  or  during 
other  national  emergency,  and  for  which  said  member  contributed  or 
contributes  to  the  Retirement  System  or  for  which  the  City  and  County 


contributed  or  contributes  on  his  or  her  account. 

(e)  Time  during  which  said  member  was  on  Unpaid  Parental 
Leave  pursuant  to  Charter  Section  A8.523.  and  for  which  said  member 
has  purchased  service  credit  in  the  Retirement  System. 

SEC.  A8, 601-11  SOURCES  OF  FUNDS 

All  payments  provided  for  members  under  Section  A8.601  shall 
be 'made  from  funds  derived  from  the  following  sources,  plus  interest 
earned  on  said  funds: 

(a)  There  shall  be  deducted  from  each  payment  of  compensation 
made  to  a member  under  Section  A8.601  a sum  equal  to  eight  and  one- 
half  percent  of  such  payment  of  compensation.  The  sum  so  deducted 
shall  be  paid  forthwith  to  the  Retirement  System.  The  eight  and  one-half 
percent  member  contribution  rate  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon 
expiration  of  the  agreement  that  is  operative  on  June  30.  2010.  between 
the  City  and  County  and  the  recognized  bargaining  organization  repre- 
senting said  members.  Prior  to  that  time,  there  shall  be  deducted  from 
each  payment  of  compensation  made  to  a member  under  Section  A8.601 
a sum  equal  to  seven  percent  of  such  payment  of  compensation.  Said 
contribution  shall  be  credited  to  the  individual  account  of  the  member 
from  whose  salary  it  was  deducted,  and  the  total  of  said  contributions, 
together  with  interest  credited  thereon  in  the  same  manner  as  is  pre- 
scribed by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  crediting  interest  to  contribu- 
tions of  other  members  of  the  Retirement  System,  shall  be  applied  to 
provide  part  of  the  retirement  allowance  granted  to.  or  allowance 
granted  on  account  of  said  member,  or  shall  be  paid  to  said  member  or 
his  or  her  beneficiary  or  estate  as  provided  in  Section  A8.601-8. 
A8.601-9  and  A8.601-10. 

(b)  The  City  and  County  shall  contribute  to  the  Retirement 
System  such  amounts  as  may  be  necessary,  when  added  to  the  contribu- 
tions referred  to  in  Subsection  (a)  of  this  Section  A8.601-11.  to  provide 
the  benefits  payable  to  members  under  Section  A8.601 . Such  contribu- 
tions of  the  City  and  County  to  provide  the  portion  of  the  benefits  here- 
under shall  be  made  in  annual  installments,  and  the  installment  to  be 
paid  in  any  year  shall  be  determined  by  the  application  of  a percentage 
to  the  total  compensation  paid  during  said  year  to  persons  who  are 
members  under  Section  A8.601  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  A8.510. 

< c)  To  promote  the  stability  of  the  Retirement  System  through  a 
joint  participation  in  the  result  of  variations  in  the  experience  under 
mortality,  investment  and  other  contingencies,  the  contributions  of  both 
members  and  the  City  and  County  held  by  the  system  to  provide  benefits 
for  members  under  Section  A8.601.  shall  be  a part  of  the  fund  in  which 
all  other  assets  of  said  system  are  included. 

(d)  Any  year  in  which,  based  upon  the  Retirement  System’s 
annual  actuarial  valuation,  the  employer  contribution  rate  exceeds  0%. 
the  employee  organizations  representing  safety  members  shall  jointly 
meet  and  confer  with  City  representatives  to  implement  a cost  sharing 
arrangement  between  the  City  and  employee  organizations.  Such 
• arrangement  will  effect  a material  reduction  of  the  cost  impact  of 
employer  contributions  on  the  City ’s  general  fund. 

The  dollar  value  of  the  cost  sharing  arrangement  shall  not 
exceed  the  total  annual  cost  to  the  Retirement  System  of  improving  the 
police  and  fire  safety  retirement  plans  to  the  3%  @ 55  benefit  level  or 
the  total  employer  contribution  required  by  the  Retirement  System, 
whichever  is  lesser.  Such  cost  sharing  arrangement  shall  not  require  an 
employee  contribution  in  excess  of  the  limits  set  elsewhere  in  this 
Charter. 

The  meet  and  confer  process . including  all  impasse  procedures 
under  Section  A8.590-1  et  seq..  shall  be  concluded  not  later  than  April 
1st  except  by  mutual  agreement  of  the  parties.  The  cost  sharing 
arrangement  must  be  finalized  to  permit  implementation  effective 
July  1. 

The  Retirement  Board’s  authority  under  Charter  Section  12.100 
and  in  SectionA8.510  concerning  the  annual  setting  of  the  rates  of  con- 
tribution are  not  subject  to  the  meet  and  confer  process,  including  all 
impasse  procedures  under  Section  A8.590-I  et  seq. 

SEC.  A8. 601-12  RIGHT  TO  RETIRE 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  years  of  service  set  forth  in  Section 
A8.601-2  as  requisite  to  retirement,  a member  of  the  fire  department  - 
shall  be  entitled  to  retire  at  any  time  thereafter  in  accordance  with  the 
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d Section  A8.601-2.  and  except  as  provided  in  Section 


A8.60I-I6.  nothing  shall  deprive  said  member  of  said  right. 

SEC.  A8.601-13  LIMITATION  ON  EMPLOYMENT  DURING 
RETIREMENT 

(a)  Except  as  provided  in  Section  A8.51I  of  this  Charter  and  in 
Subsection  (b)  of  this  section,  no  person  retired  as  a member  under 

'i  A8.60I  for  service  or  disability  and  entitled  to  receive  a retire- 


\t  allo\ 


e under  the  Retirement  System  shall  be  employed  in  any 


capacitx  b\  the  City  and  County,  nor  shall  such  person  receive  any  pay- 
ment for  services  rendered  to  the  Cits'  and  County  after  retirement. 

(b)  < 1 1 Service  as  an  election  officer  or  iuror.  or-in  the  prepara- 
tion for,  or  giving  testimony  as  an  expert  witness  for  or  on  behalf  of  the 
Cits ■ and  Counts'  before  anx  court  or  legislative  body  shall  be  affected 
bx  the  provisions  of  Subsection  (a)  of  this  section. 

(2)  The  provisions  of  Subsection  (a)  shall  not  prevent  such 
retired  person  from  servine  on  any  board  or  commission  of  the  City  and 
County  and  receiving  the  compensation  for  such  office,  provided  said 
compensation  does  not  exceed  $100  per  month. 

(3)  If  such  retired  person  is  elected  or  appointed  to  a position  or 
office  which  subjects  him  or  her  to  membership  in  the  Retirement 
System  under  Section  A8.60I . he  or  she  shall  re-enter  membership 
under  Section  A8.60I  and  liis  or  her  retirement  allowance  shall  be  can- 
celled immediately  upon  his  or  her  re-entry.  The  provisions  of 
Subsection  (a)  of  this  section  shall  not  prevent  such  person  from  receiv- 
ing the  compensation  for  such  position  or  office.  The  rate  of  contribu- 
tions of  such  member  shall  be  the  same  as  that  for  other  members  under 
Section  A8.60I . Such  member’s  individual  account  shall  be  credited 
with  an  amount  which  is  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or  her  annuity 
at  the  time  of  his  or  her  re-entry,  but  the  amount  thereof  shall  not 
exceed  the  amount  of  his  or  her  accumulated  contributions  at  the  time 
of  his  or  her  retirement.  Such  member  shall  also  receive  credit  for  his  or 
her  service  as  it  was  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  retirement. 

(c)  Notwithstanding  any  provision  of  this  Charter  to  the  con- 
trary should  any  person  retired  for  disability  engage  in  a eainful  occu- 
pation prior  to  attaining  the  aee  of  55  years,  the  Retirement  Board  shall 
reduce  that  part  of  his  or  her  monthly  retirement  allowance  which  is 
provided  by  contributions  of  the  City  and  County  to  an  amount  which, 
when  added  to  the  amount  of  the  compensation  earnable.  at  the  time  he 
or  she  enpapes  in  the  eainful  occupation,  by  such  person  if  he  or  she 
held  the  position  which  he  or  she  held  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  retire- 
ment. or.  if  that  position  has  been  abolished,  the  compensation  earnable 
by  the  member  if  he  or  she  held  the  position  from  which  he  or  she  was 
retired  immediately  prior  to  its  abolishment. 

SEC.  A8. 601  -14  CONFLICTING  CHARTER  PROVISIONS 

Any  section  or  part  of  any  section  in  this  Charter,  insofar  as  it 
should  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  Section  A8.601  through  A8.601-16 
or  with  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  superseded  by  the  contents  of  said 
sections.  In  the  event  that  any  word,  phrase,  clause  or  section  of  said 
sections  shall  be  adiudeed  unconstitutional,  the  remainder  thereof  shall* 
remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 

SEC.  A8. 601 -15  VESTING 

Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of  this  Charter  to  the  contrary, 
should  any  member  of  the  fire  department  who  is  a member  of  the 
Retirement  System  under  Charter  Section  A8.60I  with  five  years  of 
credited  service,  cease  to  be  so  employed,  through  any  cause  other  than 
death  or  retirement,  he  or  she  shall  have  the  right  to  elect,  without  rieht 
of  revocation  and  within  90  days  after  termination  of  said  service,  to 
allow  his  or  her  accumulated  contributions  includine  interest  to  remain 
in  the  retirement  fund  and  to  receive  a retirement  allowance  equal  to  the 
percent  set  forth  in  Section  A8.60I-2  opposite  his  or  her  age  at  retire- 
ment. for  each  year  of  service  multiplied  against  the  final  compensation 
of  said  member,  calculated  at  termination,  payable  beginning  no  earlier 
than  aee  50.  No  vesting  retirement  allowance  under  this  section  shall 
exceed  ninety  (90)  percent  of  the  member’s  final  compensation. 

SEC.  A8.601-16  FORFEITURE  FOR  CRIMES  INVOLVING 
MORAL  TURPITUDE 

Any  member  convicted  of  a crime  involving  moral  turpitude  com- 
mitted in  connection  with  his  or  her  duties  as  an  officer  or  employee  of 
the  City  and  County  shall  forfeit  all  rights  to  any  benefits  under  the 
Retirement  System  except  refund  of  his  or  Iter  accumulated  contribu- 


tions: provided,  however,  that  if  such  member  is  qualified  for  service 
retirement  by  reason  of  service  and  aee  under  the  provisions  of  Section 
A8.601-2.  he  or  she  shall  have  the  rieht  to  elect,  without  rieht  of  revo- 
cation and  within  90  days  after  his  or  her  removal  from  office  or 
employment  to  receive  as  his  or  her  sole  benefit  under  the  Retirement 
System  an  annuity  which  shall  be  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or  her 
accumulated  contributions  at  the  time  of  such  removal  from  office  or 
employment. 

Any  member,  after  retirement  for  service  or  disability  or  while 
receiving  a vesting  allowance,  who  is  convicted  of  a crime  involving 
moral  turpitude  in  connection  with  his  or  her  duties  as " an  officer  or 
employee  of  the  City  and  County  shall  forfeit  all  rights  to  any  further 
benefit  from  the  Retirement  System  and  the  Retirement  System  shall 
immediately  cease  all  future  payments  to  such  member:  provided  how- 
ever. that  if  at  the  time  of  the  conviction,  said  member  has  remaining 
accumulated  contributions,  then  such  member  shall  have  the  right  to 
elect,  without  right  of  revocation  and  within  30  days  after  his  or  her 
conviction,  to  receive  as  his  or  her  sole  benefit  under  the  Retirement 
System,  an  annuity  which  shall  be  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or  her 
accumulated  contributions  remaining  at  the  time  of  the  conviction. 

Section  5.  The  San  Francisco  Charter  is  hereby  amended,  by 
adding  Sections  A8.602  through  A8.602-16  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  A8.602  MEMBERS  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT  ON 
AND  AFTER  JULY  1 . 2010 

Those  persons  who  become  members  of  the  police  department,  as 
defined  in  Section  A8.602-I.  on  and  after  July  I.  2010.  shall  be  mem- 
bers of  the  Retirement  System  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Sections 
A8.602  through  A8.602-I6  (which  shall  apply  only  to  members  under 
Section  A8.602 ) in  addition  to  the  provisions  contained  in  Sections 
12.100  to  12.103  and  Sections  A8.500.  A8.510.  A8.520.  A8526-2  and 
A8. 526-3  of  this  Charter,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  other 
section  of  this  Charter,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  of  the  provisions 
of  Section  A8.597  of  this  Charter. 

The  provisions  of  Section  A8.602  shall  not  apply  to  any  member 
of  the  Retirement  System  before  July  1.  2010.  or  to  any  member  of  the 
Retirement  System  who  separated  from  service,  retired  or  died  before 
July  1.  2010.  or  to  his  or  her  continuant. 

SEC.  A8, 602-1  DEFINITIONS 

The  following  words  and  phrases  as  used  in  this  Section.  Section  A8.602 
and  Sections  A8.602-2  through  A8. 602-16.  unless  a different  meaning  is 
plainly  required  by  the  context,  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

“Retirement  allowance.”  “ death  allowance'’  or  “ allowance 
shall  mean  equal  monthly  payments,  beginning  to  accrue  upon  the  date 
of  retirement,  or  upon  the  day  following  the  date  of  death,  as  the  case 
may  be.  and  continuing  for  life  unless  a different  term  of  payment  is  def- 
initely provided  by  the  context. 

“Compensation."  as  distinguished  from  benefits  under  the 
Workers'  Compensation  Insurance  and  Safety’  Act  of  the  State  of 
California,  shall  mean  the  remuneration  payable  in  cash,  by  the  City 
and  County,  without  deduction  except  for  absence  from  duty,  for  time 
during  which  the  individual  receiving  such  remuneration  is  a member  of 
the  police  department,  but  excluding  remuneration  paid  for  overtime. 

Subject  to  the  requirement  that  it  be  payable  in  cash  and  that 
overtime  be  excluded.  “ compensation  ’’  for  pension  purposes  may  be 
defined  in  a collective  bargaining  agreement.  Provided,  however,  that 
for  retirement  purposes,  any  increase  in  compensation  attached  to  a 
rank  which  is  based  solely  upon  the  possession  of  a POST  certificate., 
compared  to  the  equivalent  rank  without  a POST  certificate,  shall  be 
subject  to  the  following  limitations: 

(a)  for  possession  of  the  intermediate  POST  certificate,  no  more 
than  4%  shall  be  included  in  compensation. 

(b)  for  possession  of  the  advanced  POST  certificate,  no  more 
than  an  additional  2%  over  the  maximum  provided  in  Subsection  (a), 
above,  shall  be  included  in  compensation.  These  limits  shall  apply  to 
any  pay  increments  which  are  solely  attributable  to  the  possession  of  a 
POST  certificate,  including  but  not  limited  to  premiums  or  special  ranks 
which  mav  be  established  in  the  future  and  which  are  solely  attributable 
to  the  possession  of  a POST  certificate. 
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“Compensation  earnable  ” shall  mean  the  compensation  which 
would  have  been  earned  had  the  member  received  compensation  with- 
out interruption  throuehout  the  period  under  consideration  and  at  the 
rates  of  remuneration  attached  at  that  time  to  the  ranks  or  positions 
held  by  him  or  her  durine  such  period,  it  beine  assumed  that  during  any 
absence,  he  or  she  was  in  the  rank  or  position  held  by  him  or  her  at  the 
beeinnine  of  the  absence,  and  that  prior  to  becomine  a member  of  the 
police  department,  he  or  she  was  in  the  rank  or  position  first  held  bv 
him  or  her  in  such  department. 

“ Benefit ” shall  include  “allowance."  “retirement  allowance.” 
“death  allowance”  and  “ death  benefit." 

“Final  compensation  ” shall  mean  the  averaee  monthly  compen- 
sation earned  bv  a member  during  the  his  her  of  any  two  consecutive 
fiscal  years  of  earnings  or  the  twenty-four  months  of  earninss  immedi- 
ately prior  to  retirement. 

For  purposes  of  calculation  of  final  compensation,  am  increase 
in  pav  solely  attributable  to  possession  of  a POST  certificate  shall  be 
included  only  if  the  member  possesses  the  qualifying  POST  certificate 
for  a period  of  not  less  than  four  (4)  years  prior  to  his  or  her  retirement 
date:  provided,  however,  that  should  a member  possess  the  qualifying 
POST  certificate  for  a period  of  time  less  than  four  (4)  years  prior  to 
retirement,  final  compensation  shall  be  calculated  based  upon  the 
monthly  compensation  in  the  next  lower  rank  not  requiring  possession 
of  the  qualifying  POST  certificate. 

For  the  purpose  of  Sections  A8.602  through  A8.602-16.  the  terms 
“member  of  the  police  department.  ” “member  of  the  department.”  or 
“member”  shall  mean  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  police  department 
employed  on  and  after  July  1 , 2010.  who  was  or  shall  be  subject  to  the 
Charter  provisions  sovernins  entrance  requirements  of  members  of  the 
uniformed  force  of  said  department  and  said  terms  shall  further  mean 
persons  employed  on  and  after  July  1.  2010.  at  an  aee  not  greater  than 
the  maximum  aee  then  prescribed  for  entrance  into  employment  in  said 
uniformed  force,  to  perform  duties  now  performed  under  the  titles  of 
criminologist,  photographer,  police  woman  or  jail  matron:  provided, 
however,  that  said  terms  shall  not  include  any  person  who  has  not  satis- 
factorily completed  such  course  of  training  as  may  be  required  by  the 
police  department  prior  to  assignment  to  active  duty  with  said 
department. 

“Retirement  System  ’’  or  “system  " shall  mean  San  Francisco  City 
and  County  Employees'  Retirement  System  as  created  in  Sections  12.100 
and  A8.500  of  the  Charter. 

“ Retirement  Board”  shall  mean  “ Retirement  Board”  as  created 
in  Section  12.100  of  the  Charter. 

“Charter”  shall  mean  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco. 

Words  used  in  the  masculine  gender  shall  include  the  feminine 
and  neuter  gender,  words  used  in  the  feminine  gender  shall  include  the 
masculine  and  neuter  gender,  and  singular  numbers  shall  include  the 
plufal  and  the  plural  the  singular. 

“Interest”  shall  mean  interest  at  the  rate  adopted  by  the 
Retirement  Board. 

SEC.  A8, 602-2  SERVICE  RETIREMENT 

Any  member  of  the  police  department  who  completes  at  least  five 
years  of  service  in  the  aggregate  and  attains  the  age  of  fifty  (50)  years, 
said  service  to  be  computed  under  Section  A8. 602-10.  may  retire  for 
service  at  his  or  her  option.  A member  retired  after  meeting  the  service 
and  age  requirements  in  the  preceding  sentence,  shall  receive  a retire- 
ment allowance  equal  to  the  percent  of  final  compensation  (as  defined 
in  Section  A8. 602-1 ) set  forth  below  opposite  his  or  her  age  at  retire- 
ment. taken  to  the  preceding  completed  quarter  year,  for  each  year  of 
service,  as  computed  under  Section  A8. 602-10:

In  no  event,  however,  shall  such  a retirement  allowance  exceed 
ninety  (90)  percent  of  a member’s  final  compensation. 

SEC.  A8. 602-3  RETIREMENT  FOR  INCAPACITY 

Any  member  of  the  police  department  who'becomes  incapacitated 
for  the  performance  of  his  or  her  duty  by  reason  of  any  bodily  injury 
received  in.  or  illness  caused  by  the  performance  of  his  or  her  duty, 
shall  be  retired.  If  he  or  she  is  not  qualified  for  service  retirement,  he  or 
she  shall  receive  a retirement  allowance  in  an  amount  which  shall  be 
equal  to  the  same  percentage  of  the  final  compensation  of  said  member, 
as  defined  in  Section  A8. 602-1.  as  his  or  her  percentage  of  disability  is 
determined  to  be.  The  percentage  of  disability  shall  be  as  determined  by 
the  Workers’  Compensation  Appeals  Board  of  the  State  of  California 
upon  referral  from  the  Retirement  Board  for  that  purpose:  provided  that 
the  Retirement  Board  may,  by  five  affirmative  votes,  adjust  the  percent- 
age of  disability  as  determined  by  said  appeals  board:  and  provided, 
further,  that  such  retirement  allowance  shall  be  in  an  amount  not  less 
than  50  percent  nor  more  than  90  percent  of  the  final  compensation  of 
said  member,  as  defined  in  Section  A8.602-1 . Said  allowance  shall  be 
paid  to  him  or  her  until  the  date  upon  which  said  member  would  have 
completed  at  least  twenty-five  (25)  years  of  service  in  the  aggregate  and 
attained  the  age  of  fifty  (50)  years  had  he  or  she  lived  and  rendered  ser- 
vice without  interruption  in  the  rank  held  bv  him  or  her  at  retirement, 
and  after  said  date  the  allowance  payable  shall  be  equal  to  the  retire- 
ment allowance  said  member  would  have  received  if  retired  for  service 
on  said  date  based  on  the  final  compensation,  as  defined  in  Section 
A8. 602-1.  he  or  she  would  have  received  immediately  prior  to  said  date, 
had  he  or  she  lived  and  rendered  service  as  assumed,  but  such  allow- 
ance shall  not  be  less  than  50  percent  of  such  final  compensation. 

If.  at  the  time  of  retirement  because  of  disability,  he  or  she  is 
qualified  as  to  age  and  service  for  retirement  under  Section  A8.602-2. 
he  or  she  shall  receive  an  allowance  equal  to  the  retirement  allowance 
which  he  or  she  would  receive  if  retired  under  Section  A8.602-2.  but  not 
less  than  50  percent  of  said  final  compensation.  Any  member  of  the 
police  department  who  becomes  incapacitated  for  performance  of  his  or 
her  duty  bv  reason  of  a cause  not  included  under  the  provisions  of  the 
immediately  preceding  sentences,  and  who  shall  have  completed  at  least 
10  years  of  service  in  the  aggregate,  computed  as  provided  in  Section 
A8.602-10,  shall  be  retired  upon  an  allowance  of  l1  A percent  of  the  final 
compensation  of  said  member  as  defined  in  Section  A8. 602-1  for  each 
year  of  service,  provided  that  said  allowance  shall  not  be  less  than  3 3 'A 
percent  of  said  final  compensation.  The  question  of  retiring  a member 
under  this  section  may  be  brought  before  the  Retirement  Board  on  said 
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board's  own  motion.  by  recommendation  of  the  police  commission  or  bv 
said  member  or  his  or  her  guardian.  If  his  or  her  disability  shall  cease, 
his  or  her  retirement  allowance  shall  cease  and  he  or  she  shall  be 
restored  to  the  service  in  the  rank  he  or  she  occupied  at  the  time  of  his 
Ql  heji±etirement., 

SEC.  A8.dt)2-4  DEATH  ALLOWANCE 

If  a member  of  the  police  department  shall  die  before  or  after 
retirement  bx  reason  of  an  injury  received  in.  or  illness  caused  bv  the 
performance  of  his  or  her  duty,  a death  allowance,  in  lieu  of  an\  allow- 
ance. payable  under  any  other  section  of  the  Charter  or  bx  ordinance, 
on  account  of  death  resulting  from  iniun’  received  in  or  illness  caused 
bx  the  performance  of  duty,  shall  be  paid,  beginning  on  the  date  next 
following  the  date  of  death,  to  his  or  her  surviving  spouse  throughout 
his  or  her  life  or  until  his  or  her  remarriage.  If  the  member,  at  the  time 
of  death,  was  qualified  for  service  retirement,  but  he  or  she  had  not 
retired,  the  allowance  payable  shall  be  equal  to  the  retirement  allow- 
ance which  the  member  would  have  received  if  he  or  she  had  been 
retired  for  service  on  the  date  of  death,  but  such  allowance  shall  not  be 
less  than  5Q  percent  of  the  final  compensation  earnable  bx  said  member 
immediately  preceding  death.  If  death  occurs  prior  to  qualification  for 
service  retirement,  the  allowance  payable  shall  be  equal  to  the  compen- 
sation of  said  member  at  the  date  of  death,  until  the  date  upon  which 
said  member  would  have  completed  at  least  twenty-five  (25)  years  of 
sen-ice  in  the  aggregate  and  attained  the  age  of  fifty  (50)  years,  had  he 
or  she  lived  and  rendered  service  without  interruption  in  the  rank  held 
by  him  or  her  at  death,  and  after  said  date  the  allowance  payable  shall 
be  equal  to  the  retirement  allowance  said  member  would  have  received 
if  retired  for  service  on  said  date,  based  on  the  final  compensation  he  or 
she  would  have  received  prior  to  said  date,  had  he  or  she  lived  and  ren- 
dered service  as  assumed,  but  such  allowance  shall  not  be  less  than  50 
percent  of  such  final  compensation.  If  he  or  she  had  retired  prior  to 
death,  for  service  or  for  disability  resulting  from  injury  received  in.  or 
illness  caused  bv  the  performance  of  duty,  the  allowance  payable  shall 
be  equal  to  the  retirement  allowance  of  the  member,  except  that  if  he  or 
she  was  a member  under  Section  A8.602  and  retirement  was  for  such 
disability,  and  if  death  occurred  prior  to  qualification  for  the  service 
retirement  allowance,  the  allowance  continued  shall  be  adjusted  upon 
the  date  at  which  said  member  would  have  completed  at  least  twenty- 
five  (25)  years  of  service  in  the  asereeate  and  attained  the  ase  of  fifty 
(50)  years,  in  the  same  manner  as  it  would  have  been  adjusted  had  the 
* member  not  died. 

If  there  is  no  surviving  spouse  entitled  to  an  allowance  hereunder, 
or  if  he  or  she  dies  or  remarries  before  every  child  of  such  deceased 
member  attains  the  ase  of  18  years,  then  the  allowance  which  the  sur- 
viving spouse  would  have  received  had  he  or  she  lived  and  not  remar- 
ried shall  be  paid  to  his  or  her  child  or  children  under  said  aee.  collec- 
tivelv.  until  every  such  child  dies  or  attains  said  age,  provided  that  no 
child  shall  receive  any  allowance  after  marrvine  or  attainine  the  ase  of 
18  years.  Should  said  member  leave  no  surviving  spouse  and  no  chil- 
dren under  the  age  of  18  years , but  leave  a child  or  children, jegar_dl_ess_ 
of  aee.  dependent  upon  him  or  her  for  support  because  partially  or 
totally  disabled  and  unable  to  earn  a livelihood  or  a parent  or  parents 
dependent  upon  him  or  her  for  support,  the  child  or  children  and  the 
parents  so  dependent  shall  collectively  receive  a monthly  allowance 
equal  to  that  which  a surviving  spouse  otherwise  would  have  received, 
during  such  dependency.  No  allowance,  however,  shall  be  paid  under 
this  section  to  a surviving  spouse  following  the  death  of  a member 
unless  he  or  she  was  married  to  the  member  prior  to  the  date  of  the 
in  jury  or  onset  of  the  illness  which  results  in  death. 

SM\  A8. 602-5  PA  YMENTTOSURymNG  DEPENDENTS 

Upon  the  death  of  a member  of  the  police  department  resulting 
from  any  cause  other  than  an  injury  received  in.  or  illness  caused  bv 
Performance jjjduty^ 

(a)  if  the  death  occurred  after  qualification  for  service  retirement 
under  Set  lion  A8. 602-2.  or  after  retirement  service  or  because  of  dis- 
ability which  result  from  any  cauye  other  than  an  injury  received  in,  or 
illness  caused  by  performance  of  duty  one -half  of  the  retirement  allow- 
ance to  which  the  member  would  have  been  entitled  if  he  or  she  had 
retired  f<>r  service  qt  the  date  of  death  or  one-half  qf  the  retirement, 
allowance  as  it  was  at  his  or  her  death,  as  the  case  may  be.  shall  be 


continued  throughout  his  or  her  life  or  until  remarriaee  to  his  or  her 
surviving  spouse,  or 

(b)  if  his  or  her  death  occurred  after  the  completion  of  at  least 
25  years  of  service  in  the  aggregate  but  prior  to  the  attainment  of  the 
age  of  50  years,  one-half  of  the  retirement  allowance  to  which  he  or  she 
would  have  been  entitled  under  Section  A8.602-2  if  he  or  she  had 
attained  the  age  of  50  years  on  the  date  of  his  or  her  death  shall  be 
continued  throughout  life  or  until  rerharriage  to  his  or  her  surviving 
spouse,  or 

(c)  if  his  or  her  death  occurred  after  retirement  for  disability  bv 
reason  of  iniun-  received  in  or  illness  caused  bx  performance  of  duty, 
three-fourths  of  his  or  her  retirement  allowance  as  it  was  at  his  or  her 
death  shall  be  continued  throughout  life  or  until  remarriage  to  his  or 
her  surviving  spouse,  except  that,  if  death  occurred  prior  to  qualifica- 
tion for  service  retirement  allowance,  the  allowance  continued  shall  be 
adjusted  upon  the  date  on  which  said  member  would  have  completed  at 
least  twenty-five  (25)  years  of  service  in  the  aggregate  and  attained  the 
age  of  fifty  (50)  years,  in  the  same  manner  as  it  would  have  been  adjust- 
ed had  the  member  not  died,  or 

(d)  if  his  or  her  death  occurred  after  completion  of  at  least  10 
years  of 'service  in  the  aggregate,  computed  as  provided  in  Section 
A8.602-10.  an  allowance  in  an  amount  equal  to  the  retirement  allow- 
ance to  which  the  member  would  have  been  entitled  pursuant  to  Section 
A8.602-3  if  he  or  she  had  retired  on  the  date  of  death  because  of  inca- 
pacity for  performance  of  duty  shall  be  paid  throughout  life  or  until 
remarriage  to  his  or  her  surviving  spouse.  If  there  is  no  surviving 
spouse  entitled  to  an  allowance  hereunder,  or  if  he  or  she  dies  or  remar- 
ries before  every  child  of  such  deceased  member  attains  the  age  of  18 
years,  then  the  allowance  which  the  surviving  spouse  would  have 
received  had  he  or  she  lived  and  not  remarried  shall  be  paid  to  his  or 
her  child  or  children  under  said  age,  collectively,  to  continue  until  every 
such  child  dies  or  attains  said  age,  provided  that  no  child  shall  receive 
any  allowance  after  marrying  or  attaining  the  age  of  18  years.  Should 
said  member  leave  no  surviving  spouse  and  no  children,  under  age  of 
18  years,  but  leave  a child  or  children,  regardless  of  age,  dependent 
upon  him  or  her  for  support  because  partially  or  totally  disabled  and 
unable  to  earn  a livelihood  or  a parent  or  parents  dependent  upon  him 
or  her  for  support,  the  child  or  children  and  the  parents  so  dependent 
shall  collectively  receive  a monthly  allowance  equal  to  that  which  a 
surviving  spouse  otherwise  would  have  received,  -during  such  dependen- 
cy. No  allowance,  however  shall  be  paid  under  this  section  to  a surviv- 
ing spouse  unless  he  or  she  was  married  to  the  member  prior  to  the 
date  of  the  injury  or  onset  of  the  illness  which  results  in  death  if  he  or 
she  had  not  retired,  or  unless  he  or  she  was  married  to  the  member  at 
least  one  year  prior  to  his  or  her  retirement  if  he  or  she  had  retired. 

As  used  in  this  section  and  Section  A8. 602-4  “surviving  spouse” 
shall  mean  and  include  a surviving  spouse,  and  shall  also  mean  and 
include  a spouse  who  has  remarried  since  the  death  of  the  member,  but 
whose  remarriage  has  been  terminated  by  death,  divorce  or  annulment 
within  five  years  after  the  date  of  such  remarriage  and  who  has  not 
thereafter  again  remarried. 

The  surviving  spouse,  in  the  event  of  death  of  the  member  after 
qualification  for,  but  before  service  retirement,  max  elect  before  the  first 
payment  of  the  allowance,  to  receive  the  benefit  provided  in  Section 
A8. 602-8.  in  lieu  of  the  allowance  which  otherwise  would  be  continued 
to  him  or  her  under  this  section.  If  there  is  no  surviving  spouse,  the 
guardian  of  the  eligible  child  or  children  max  make  such  election,  and  if 
there  are  no  such  children,  the  dependent  parent  or  parents  max  make 
such  election.  "Qualified  for  service  retirement.”  "qualification  for  ser- 
vice retirement"  or  "qualified  as  to  age  and  service  for  retirement."  as 
used  in  this  section  and  other  sections  to  which  persons  who  are  mem- 
bers under  Section  A8.602  are  subject,  shall  mean  completion  of  25 
years  of  service  and  attainment  of  age  50.  said  service  to  be  computed 
under  Section  A8.602-I0. 

Every  retirement  or  death  allowance  payable  to  or  on  account  of 
any  member  under  Section  AS.602  shall  be  adjusted  for  cost  of  living 
allowances  and  supplemental  cost  of  living  benefits  as  provided  in  this 
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SEC.  A8, 602-7  ADJUSTMENT  FOR  COMPENSATION  PAYMENTS 

That  portion  of  any  allowance  payable  because  of  the  death  or 
retirement  of  any  member  of  the  police  department  which  is  provided  by 
contributions  of  the  City  and  County,  shall  be  reduced,  by  the  amount  of 
anv  benefits  other  than  medical  benefits,  payable  by  the  City  and 
County  to  or  on  account  of  such  person,  under  any  workers’  compensa- 
tion law  or  any  other  eeneral  law  and  because  of  the  injury  or  illness 
resulting  in  said  death  or  retirement.  Such  portion  which  is  paid 
because  of  death  or  retirement  which  resulted  from  injury  received  in. 
or  illness  caused  by  performance  of  duty,  shall  be  considered  as  in  lieu 
of  all  benefits,  other  than  medical  benefits,  payable  to  or  on  account  of 
such  person  under  such  law  and  shall  be  in  satisfaction  and  discharge 
of  the  obligation  of  the  City  and  County  to  pay  such  benefits. 

SEC.  A8 .602-8  DEATH  BENEFIT 

If  a member  of  the  police  department  shall  die,  before  retirement 
from  causes  other  than  an  injury  received  in.  or  illness  caused  by  the 
performance  of  duty,  or  regardless  of  cause  if  no  allowance  shall  be 
payable  under  Section  A8. 602-4  or  A8.602-5  preceding . a death  benefit 
shall  be  paid  to  his  or  her  estate  or  designated  beneficiary,  the  amount 
of  which  and  the  conditions  for  the  payment  of  which  shall  be  deter- 
mined in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the 
death  benefit  of  other  members  of  the  Retirement  System.  Upon  the 
death  of  a member  after  retirement  and  regardless  of  the  cause  of  death. 

, a death  benefit  shall  be  paid  to  his  or  her  designated  beneficiary  or 
estate,  the  amount  of  which  and  the  conditions  for  the  payment  of 
which,  shall  be  determined  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  the  death  benefit  of  other  members  of  the  Retirement 
System. 

SEC.  A8, 602-9  REFUNDS  AND  REDEPOSITS 

Should  any  member  of  the  police  department  cease  to  be 
employed  as  such  a member,  through  any  cause  other  than  death  or 
retirement  or  transfer  to  another  office  or  department,  all  of  his  or  her 
contributions,  with  interest  credited  thereon,  shall  be  refunded  to  him  or 
her  subject  to  the  conditions  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to 
govern  similar  terminations  of  employment  of  other  members  of  the 
Retirement  System.  If  he  or  she  shall  again  become  a member  of  the 
department,  he  or  she  shaU  redeposit  in  the  retirement  fund  the  amount 
refunded  to  him  or  her.  Should  a member  of  the  police  department 
become  an  employee  of  any  other  office  or  department,  his  or  her  accu- 
mulated contribution  account  shall  be  adjusted  by  payments  to  or  from 
him  or  her  as  the  case  may  be  to  make  the  accumulated  contributions 
credited  to  him  or  her  at  the  time  of  change  equal  to  the  amount  which 
would  have  been  credited  to  him  or  her  if  he  or  she  had  been  employed 
in  said  other  office  or  department  at  the  rate  of  compensation  received 
by  him  or  her  in  the  police  department  and  he  or  she  shall  receive  credit 
for  service  for  which  said  contributions  were  made,  according  to  the 
Charter  section  under  which  his  or  her  membership  in  the  Retirement 
System  continues. 

SEC.  A8. 602-10  COMPUTATION  OF  SERVICE 

The  following  time  shall  be  included  in  the  computation  of  the 
service  to  be  credited  to  a member  of  the  police  department  for  the  pur- 
poses of  determining  whether  such  member  qualified  for  retirement  and 
calculating  benefits,  excluding,  however,  any  time,  the  contributions  for 
which  were  withdrawn  by  said  member  upon  termination  of  his  or  her 
service  while  he  or  she  was  a member  under  any  other  Charter  section, 
and  not  redeposited  upon  re-entry  into  service: 

(a)  Time  during  and  for  which  said  member  is  entitled  to  receive 
compensation  because  of  sendees  as  a member  of  the  police  or  fire 
department  on  and  after  July  1.  2010. 

(b)  Time  during  which  said  member  was  on  Unpaid  Parental 
Leave  pursuant  to  Charter  Section  A8.523.  and  for  which  said  member 
has  purchased  service  credit  in  the  Retirement  System. 

(c)  Time  during  which  said  member  is  absent  from  a status 
included  in  Subsection  (a)  next  preceding,  by  reason  of  service  in  the 
armed  forces  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  by  reason  of  any  other 
service  included  in  Sections  A8.520  and  A8. 521  of  the  Charter,  during 
any  war  in  which  the  United  States  was  or  shall  be  engaged  or  during 
other  national  emergency,  and  for  which  said  member  contributed  or 
contributes  to  the  Retirement  System  or  for  which  the  City  and  County 
contributed  or  contributes  on  his  or  her  account. 
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SEC.  A8. 602-11  SOURCES  OF  FUNDS 

All  payments  provided  for  members  under  Section  A8.602  shall 
be  made  from  funds  derived  from  the  following  sources,  plus  interest 
earned  on  said  funds: 

(a)  There  shall  be  deducted  from  each  payment  of  compensation 
made  to  a member  under  Section  A8.602  a sum  equal  to  eight  and  one- 
half  percent  of  such  payment  of  compensation.  The  sum  so  deducted 
shall  be  paid  forthwith  to  the  Retirement  System.  The  eight  and  one-half 
percent  member  contribution  rate  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon 
expiration  of  the  agreement  that  is  operative  on  June  30.  2010,  between 
the  City  and  County  and  the  recognized  bargaining  organization  repre- 
senting said  members.  Prior  to  that  time,  there  shall  be  deducted  from 
each  payment  of  compensation  made  to  a member  under  Section  A8.602 
a sum  equal  to  seven  percent  of  such  payment  of  compensation.  Said 
contribution  shall  be  credited  to  the  individual  account  of  the  member 
from  whose  salary  it  was  deducted,  and  the  total  of  said  contributions, 
together  with  interest  credited  thereon  in  the  same  manner  as  is  pre- 
scribed by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  crediting  interest  to  contribu- 
tions of  other  members  of  the  Retirement  System,  shall  be  applied  to 
provide  part  of  the  retirement  allowance  granted  to.  or  allowance 
granted  on  account  of  said  member,  or  shall  be  paid  to  said  member  or 
his  or  her  beneficiary  or  as  provided  in  Sections  A8. 602-8.  A8. 602-9 
and  A8. 602-10. 

(b)  The  City  and  County  shall  contribute  to  the  Retirement 
System  such  amounts  as  may  be  necessary,  when  added  to  the  contribu- 
tions referred  to  in  Subsection  (a)  of  this  Section  A8. 602-11.  to  provide 
the  benefits  payable  to  members  under  Section  A8.602.  Such  contribu- 
tions of  the  City  and  County  to  provide  the  portion  of  the  benefits  here- 
under shall  be  made  in  annual  installments,  and  the  installment  to  be 
paid  in  any  year  shall  be  determined  by  the  application  of  a percentage 
to  the  total  compensation  paid  during  said  year  to  persons  who  are 
members  under  Section  A8.602  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  A8.510. 

(c)  To  promote  the  stability  of  the  Retirement  System  through  a 
joint  participation  in  the  result  of  variations  in  the  experience  under 
mortality,  investment  and  other  contingencies,  the  contributions  of  both 
members  and  the  City  and  County  held  by  the  system  to  provide  benefits 
for  members  under  Section  A8.602.  shall  be  a part  of  the  fund  in  which 
all  other  assets  of  said  system  are  included. 

(d)  Any  year  in  which,  based  upon  the  Retirement  System’s  annu- 
al actuarial  valuation,  the  employer  contribution  rate  exceeds  0%.  the 
employee  organizations  representing  safety  members  shall  jointly  meet 
and  confer  with  City  representatives  to  implement  a cost  sharing 
arrangement  between  the  City  and  employee  organizations.  Such 
arrangement  will  effect  a material  reduction  of  the  cost  impact  of 
employer  contributions  on  the  City 's  general  fund. 

The  dollar  value  of  the  cost  sharing  arrangement  shall  not 
exceed  the  total  annual  cost  to  the  Retirement  System  of  improving  the 
police  and  fire  safety  retirement  plans  to  the  3%  @ 55  benefit  level  or 
the  total  employer  contribution  required  by  the  Retirement  System, 
whichever  is  lesser.  Such  cost  sharing  arrangement  shall  hot  require  an 
employee  contribution  in  excess  of  the  limits  set  elsewhere  in  this 
Charter. 

The  meet  and  confer  process,  including  all  impasse  procedures 
under  Section  A8.590-1  et  seq.,  shall  be  concluded  not  later  than  April 
1st  except  by  mutual  agreement  of  the  parties.  The  cost  sharing 
arrangement  must  be  finalized  to  permit  implementation  effective 
July  1. 

The  Retirement  Board’s  authority  under  Charter  Section  12.100 
and  in  Section  A8.510  concerning  the  annual  setting  of  the  rates  of  con- 
tribution are  not  subject  to  the  meet  and  confer  process,  including  all 
impasse  procedures  under  Section  A8. 590-1  et  seq. 

SEC.  A8. 602-12  RICiHT  TO  RETIRE 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  years  of  service  set  forth  in  Section 
A8. 602-2  as  requisite  to  retirement,  a member  of  the  police  department 
shall  be  entitled  to  retire  at  any  time  thereafter  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  said  Section  A8.602-2.  and  except  as  provided  in  Section 
A8.602-16.  nothing  shall  deprive  said  member  of  said  right. 
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SEC.  A8. 602-13  LIMITATION  ON  EMPLOYMENT  DURING 
RETIREMENT 

(at  Except  as  provided  in  Section  A8.511  of  this  Charter  and  in 
Subsection  (b)  of  this  section,  no  person  retired  as  a member  under 
Section  A8.602  for  service  or  (Usability  and  entitled  to  receive  a retire- 
ment allowance  under  the  Retirement  System  shall  be  employed  in  an\ 
capacitx  bx  the  Cirx  and  Countv.  nor  shall  such  person  receive  any  pay- 
ment for  services  rendered  to  the  City  and  County  after  retirement. 

(b)  (It  Service  as  an  election  officer  or  juror,  or  in  the  prepara- 
tion for,  or  eivine  testimony  as  an  expert  witness  for  or  on  behalf  of  the 
City  and- County  before  anv  court  or  legislative  body  shall  be  affected 
b\  the  provisions  of  Subsection  (a)  of  this  section. 

(2)  The  provisions  of  Subsection  (a)  shall  not  prevent  such 
retired  person  from  serving  on  anv  board  or  commission  of  the  City,’  and 
Counts'  and  receiving  the  compensation  for  such  office,  provided  said 
compensation  does  not  exceed  $100  per  month. 

(3)  If  such  retired  person  is  elected  or  appointed  to  a position  or 
office  which  subjects  him  or  her  to  membership  in  the  Retirement 
System  under  Section  A8.602.  he  or  she  shall  re-enter  membership 
under  Section  AS. 602  and  his  or  her  retirement  allowance  shall  be  can- 
celled immediately  upon  his  or  her  re-entry.  The  provisions  of 
Subsection  (a)  of  this  section  shall  not  prevent  such  person  from  receiv- 
ing the  compensation  for  such  position  or  office.  The  rate  of  contribu- 
tions of  such  member  shall  be  the  same  as  that  for  other  members  under 
Section  A8.602.  Such  member's  individual  account  shall  be  credited 
with  an  amount  which  is  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or  her  annuity 
at  the  time  of  his  or  her  re-entry,  but  the  amount  thereof  shall  not 
exceed  the  amount  of  his  or  her  accumulated  contributions  at  the  time 
of  his  or  her  retirement.  Such  member  shall  also  receive  credit  for  his  or 
her  service  as  it  was  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  retirement. 

(c)  Notwithstanding  any  provision  of  this  Charter  to  the  con- 
trary. should  any  person  retired  for  disability  encase  in  a gainful  occu- 
pation prior  to  attainine  the  aee  of  55  years,  the  Retirement  Board  shall 
reduce  that  part  of  his  or  her  monthly  retirement  allowance  which  is 
provided  by  contributions  of  the  City  and  County  to  an  amount  which, 
when  added  to  the  amount  of  the  compensation  earnable.  at  the  time  he 
or  she  eneaees  in  the  gainful  occupation,  by  such  person  if  he  or  she 
held  the  position  which  he  or  she  held  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  retire- 
ment. or.  if  that  position  has  been  abolished,  the  compensation  earnable 
by  the  member  if  he  or  she  held  the  position  from  which  he  or  she  was 
retired  immediately  prior  to  its  abolishment. 

SEC.  A8, 602-14  CONFLICTING  CHARTER  PROVISIONS 

Any  section  or  part  of  any  section  in  this  Charter,  insofar  as  it 
should  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  Sections  A8.602  through  A8.602- 
16  or  with  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  superseded  bv  the  contents  of  said 
sections.  In  the  event  that  any  word,  phrase,  clause  or  section  of  said 
sections  shall  be  adjudged  unconstitutional,  the  remainder  thereof  shall 
remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 

SEC.  A8. 602-15  VESTING 

Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of  this  Charter  to  the  contrary, 
should  anv  member  of  the  police  department  who  is  a member  of  the 
Retirement  System  under  Charter  Section  A8.602  with  five  years  of 
credited  service,  cease  to  be  so  employed,  through  any  cause  other  than 
death  or  retirement,  he  or  she  shall  have  the  right  to  elect,  without  rieht 
of  revocation  and  within  90  days  after  termination  of  said  service,  to 
allow  his  or  her  accumulated  contributions  including  interest  to  remain 
in  the  retirement  fund  and  to  receive  a retirement  allowance  equal  to  the 
percent  set  forth  in  Section  A8.602-2  opposite  his  or  her  aee  at  retire- 
ment. for  each  year  of  service  multiplied-against  the  final  compensation 
of  said  member,  calculated  at  termination,  payable  beginning  no  earlier 
than  age  50.  No  vesting  retirement  allowance  under  this  section  shall 
exceed  ninety  (90%)  percent  of  the  member’s  final  compensation. 

SEC.  A8, 602-1 6 FORFEITURE  FOR  CRIMES  INVOLVING 
MORAL  TURPITUDE 

Anv  member  convicted  of  a crime  involving  moral  turpitude  com- 
mitted in  connection  with  his  or  her  duties  as  an  officer  or  employee  of 
the  Cits1  and  County  shall  forfeit  all  rieht s to  anv  benefits  under  the 
Retirement  System  except  refund  of  his  or  her  accumulated  contribu- 
tions: provided,  however,  that  if  such  member  is  qualiTied  for  service 
retirement  bv  reason  of  service  and  aee  under  the  provisions  of  Section 
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A8.602-2.  he  or  she  shall  have  the  rieht  to  elect,  without  rieht  of  revo- 
cation and  within  90  davs  after  his  or  her  removal  from  office  or 
employment  to  receive  as  his  or  her  sole  benefit  under  the  Retirement 
System  an  annuity  which  shall  be  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or  her 
accumulated  contributions  at  the  time  of  such  removal  from  office. or 
employment. 

Any  member  after  retirement  for  service  or  disability  or  while 
receiving  a vesting  allowance,  who  is  convicted  of  a crime  involving 
moral  turpitude  in  connection  with  his  or  her  duties  as  an  officer  or 
employee  of  the  City  and  County  shall  forfeit  all  rights  to  any  further 
benefit  from  the  Retirement  System  and  the  Retirement  System  shall 
immediately  cease  all  future  payments  to  such  member:  provided  how- 
ever. that  if  at  the  time  of  the  conviction,  said  member  has  remaining 
accumulated  contributions,  then  such  member  shall  have  the  right  to 
elect,  without  right  of  revocation  and  within  30  days  after  his  or  her 
conviction,  to  receive  as  his  or  her  sole  benefit  under  the  Retirement 
System  an  annuity  which  shall  be  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or  her 
accumulated  contributions  remaining  at  the  time  of  the  conviction. 
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Ordinance  amending  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  by 
adding  Section  3.22,  to  require  the  City’s  annual  budget  to  include 
an  appropriation  for  the  Police  Department’s  expenditures  on  secu- 
rity for  City  officials  and  dignitaries.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  people  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

Section  1.  San  Francisco  Administrative  Chapter  373  is  amended 
by  adding  Section  373(f)  “Tenant  Financial  Hardship  Applications" 

SEC.  373.  RENT  LIMITATIONS. 

(a)  Rent  Increase  Limitations  for  Tenants  in  Occupancy. 
Landlords  may  impose  rent  increases  upon  tenants  in  occupancy  only  as 
provided  below  and  as  provided  by  Subsection  37.3(d): 

(1)  Annual  Rent  Increase.  On  March  1st  of  each  year,  the  Board 
shall  publish  the  increase  in  the  CPI  for  the  preceding  12  months,  as 
made  available  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor.  A landlord  may  impose 
annually  a rent  increase  which  does  not  exceed  a tenant’s  base  rent  by 
more  than  60  percent  of  said  published  increase.  In  no  event,  however, 
shall  the  allowable  annual  increase  be  greater  than  seven  percent. 
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(2)  Banking.  A landlord  who  refrains  from  imposing  an  annual 
rent  increase  or  any  portion  thereof  may  accumulate  said  increase  and 
impose  that  amount  on  the  tenant’s  subsequent  rent  increase  anniversary 
dates.  A landlord  who,  between  April  1,  1982,  and  February  29,  1984, 
has  banked  an  annual  seven  percent  rent  increase  (or  rent  increases)  or 
any  portion  thereof  may  impose  the  accumulated  increase  on  the  ten- 
ant’s subsequent  rent  increase  anniversary  dates. 

(3)  Capital  Improvements,  Rehabilitation,  and  Energy 
Conservation  Improvements,  and  Renewable  Energy  Improvements.  A 
landlord  may  impose  rent  increases  based  upon  the  cost  of  capital 
improvements,  rehabilitation,  energy  conservation  improvements,  or 
renewable  energy  improvements,  provided  that  such  costs  are  certified 
pursuant  to  Sections  37.7  and  37.8B  below;  provided  further  that  where 
a landlord  has  performed  seismic  strengthening  in  accordance  with 
Building  Code  Chapters  16B  and  16C,  no  increase  for  capital  improve- 
ments (including  but  not  limited  to  seismic  strengthening)  shall  exceed, 
in  any  12  month  period,  10  percent  of  the  tenant’s  base  rent,  subject  to 
rules  adopted  by  the  Board  to  prevent  landlord  hardship  and  to  permit 
landlords  to  continue  to  maintain  their  buildings  in  a decent,  safe  and 
sanitary  condition.  A landlord  may  accumulate  any  certified  increase 
which  exceeds  this  amount  and  impose  the  increase  in  subsequent  years, 
subject  to  the  10  percent  limitation.  Nothing  in  this  subsection  shall  be 
construed  to  supersede  any  Board  rules  or  regulations  with  respect  to 
limitations  on  increases  based  upon  capital  improvements  whether  per- 
formed separately  or  in  conjunction  with  seismic  strengthening 
improvements  pursuant  to  Building  Code  Chapters  16B  and  16C. 

(4)  Utilities.  A landlord  may  impose  increases  based  upon  the 
cost  of  utilities  as  provided  in  Section  37.2(q)  above. 

(5)  Water:  Charges  Related  to  Excess  Water  Use,  and  50% 
Passthrough  of  Water  Bill  Charges  Attributable  to  Water  Rate  Increases 
Resulting  From  Issuance  of  Water  System  Improvement  Revenue  Bonds 
Authorized  at  the  November  2002  Election. 

(A)  Charges  Related  to  Excess  Water  Use.  A landlord  may 
impose  increases  not  to  exceed  50  percent  of  the  excess  use  charges 
(penalties)  levied  by  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  on  a building 
for  use  of  water  in  excess  of  Water  Department  allocations  under  the 
following  conditions: 

(i)  The  landlord  provides  tenants  with  written  certification  that 
the  following  have  been  installed  in  all  units:  (1)  permanently  installed 
retrofit  devices  designed  to  reduce  the  amount  of  water  used  per  flush  or 
low-flow  toilets  (1 .6  gallons  per  flush);  (2)  low-flow  showerheads  which 
allow  a flow  of  no  more  than  2.5  gallons  per  minute;  and  (3)  faucet  aer- 
ators (where  installation  on  current  faucets  is  physically  feasible);  and 

(ii)  The  landlord  provides  the  tenants  with  written  certification 
that  no  known  plumbing  leaks  currently  exist  in  the  building  and  that 
any  leaks  reported  by  tenants  in  the  future  will  be  promptly  repaired;  and 

(iii)  The  landlord  provides  the  tenants  with  a copy  of  the  water 
bill  for  the  period  in  which  the  penalty  was  charged.  Only  penalties 
billed  for  a service  period  which  begins  after  the  effective  date  of  the 
ordinance  [April  20,  1991]  may  be  passed  through  to  tenants.  Where 
penalties  result  from  an  allocation  which  does  not  reflect  documented 
changes  in  occupancy  which  occurred  after  March  1,  1991,  a landlord 
must,  if  requested  in  writing  by  a tenant,  make  a good-faith  effort  to 
appeal  the  allotment.  Increases  based  upon  penalties  shall  be  prorated  on 
a per-room  basis  provided  that  the  tenancy  existed  during  the  time  the 
penalty  charges  accrued.  Such  charges  shall  not  become  part  of  a ten- 
ant’s base  rent.  Where  a penalty  in  any  given  billing  period  reflects  a 25 
percent  or  more  increase  in  consumption  over  the  prior  billing  period, 
and  where  that  increase  does  not  appear  to  result  from  increased  occu- 
pancy or  any  other  known  use,  a landlord  may  not  impose  any  increase 
based  upon  such  penalty  unless  inspection  by  a . licensed  plumber  or 
Water  Department  inspector  fails  to  reveal  a plumbing  or  other  leak.  If 
the  inspection  does  reveal  a leak,  no  increase  based  upon  penalties  may 
be  imposed  at  any  time  for  the  period  of  the  unrepaired  leak. 

(B)  Fifty  Percent  (50%)  Passthrough  of  Water  Bill  Charges 
Attributable  to  Water  Increases  Resulting  From  Issuance  of  Water 
System  Improvement  Revenue  Bonds  Authorized  at  the  November  2002 
Election.  A landlord  may  pass  through  fifty  percent  (50%)  of  the  water 
bill  charges  attributable  to  water  rate  increases  resulting  from  issuance  of 
Water  System  Improvement  Revenue  Bonds  authorized  at  the  November 


2002  election  (Proposition  A),  to  any  unit  that  is  ih  compliance  with  any 
applicable  laws  requiring  water  conservation  devices.  The  landlord  is  not 
required  to  file  a petition  with  the  Board  for  approval  of  such  a cost 
passthrough.  Such  cost  passthroughs  are  subject  to  the  following: 

(i)  Affected  tenants  shall  be  given  notice  of  any  such 
passthrough  as  provided  by  applicable  notice  of  rent  increase  provisions 
of  this  Chapter  37,  including  but  not  limited  to  Section  37.3(b)(3). 

(ii)  A tenant  may  file  a hardship  application  with  the  Board,  and 
be  granted  relief  from  all  or  part  of  such  a cost  passthrough. 

(iii)  If  a tenant’s  hardship  application  is  granted,  the  tenant’s 
landlord  may  utilize  any  available  Public  Utilities  Commission  low- 
income  rate  discount  program  or  similar  program  for  water  bill  reduc- 
tion, based  on  that  tenant’s  hardship  status. 

(iv)  A landlord  shall  not  impose  a passthrough  pursuant  to 
Section  37.3(a)(5)(B)  if  the  landlord  has  filed  for  or  received  Board 
approval  for  a rent  increase  under  Section  37.8(e)(4)  for  increased  oper- 
ating and  maintenance  expenses  in  which  the  same  increase  in  water  bill 
charges  attributable  to  water  rate  increases  resulting'  from  issuance  of 
any  water  revenue  bonds  authorized  at  the  November  5,  2002  election 
was  included  in  the  comparison  year  cost  totals. 

(v)  Where  a tenant  alleges  that  a landlord  has  imposed  a water 
revenue  bond  passthrough  that  is  not  in  compliance  with  Section  37.3(a) 
(5)(B),  the  tenant  may  petition  for  a hearing  under  the  procedures 'pro- 
vided by  Section  37.8.  In  such  a hearing  the  landlord  shall  have  the  bur- 
den of  proving  the  accuracy  of  the  calculation  that  is  the  basis  for  the 
increase.  Any  tenant  petition  challenging  such  a passthrough  must  be 
filed  within  one  year  of  the  effective  date  of  the  passthrough. 

(vi)  A tenant  who  has  received  a notice  of  passthrough  or  a 
passthrough  under  this  Section  37.3(a)(5)(B)  shall  be  entitled  to  receive” 
a copy  of  the  applicable  water  bill  from  the  landlord  upon  request. 

(vii)  The  amount  of  permissible  passthrough  per  unit  under  this 
Section  37.3(a)(5)(B)  shall  be  determined  as  follows: 

(1)  The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  will  .deter- 
mine the  charge  per  unit  of  water,  if  any,  that  is  attributable  to  water 
rate  increases  resulting  from  issuance  of  water  system  improvement  rev- 
enue bonds  authorized  at  the  November  5,  2002  election. 

(2)  The  charge  identified  in  Section  37.3(a)(5)(B)(vii)(l)  shall  be 
multiplied  by  the  total  units  of  water  used  by  each  customer,  for  each 
water  bill.  The  result  is  the  total  dollar  amount  of  the  water  bill  that  is 
attributable  to  water  rate  increases  resulting  from  issuance  of  water  sys- 
tem improvement  revenue  bonds  authorized  at  the  November  5,  2002 
election.  That  charge  shall  be  a separate  line  item  on  each  customer’s 
water  bill. 

(3)  The  dollar  amount  calculated  under  Section  37.3(a)(5)(B) 
(vii)(2)  shall  be  divided  by  two  (since  a 50%  passthrough  is  permitted), 
and  then  divided  by  the  total  number  of  units  covered  by  the  water  bill, 
including  commercial  units.  The  resulting  dollar  figure  shall  be  divided 
by  the  number  of  months  covered  by  the  water  bill  cycle  (most  are  two- 
month  bill  cycles),  to  determine  the  amount  of  that  water  bill  that  may 
be  passed  through  to  each  residential  unit  for  each  month  covered  by 
that  bill. 

(4)  These  passthroughs  may  be  imposed  on  a monthly  basis. 

These  passthroughs  shall  not  become  part  of  a tenant’s  base  rent.  The 
amount  of  each  passthrough  may  vary  from  month  to  month,  depending 
on  the  amount  calculated  under  Sections  37.3(a)(5)(B)(vii)(l) 
through  (3).  - 

(viii)  The  Board  may  amend  its  rules  and  regulations  as  neces- 
sary to  implement  this  Section  37.3(a)(5)(B). 

(6)  Property  Tax.  A landlord  may  impose  increases  based  upon  a 
100%  passthrough  of  the  change  in  the  landlord’s  property  tax  resulting 
from  the  repayment  of  general  obligation  bonds  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  approved  by  the  voters  between  November  1,  1996, 
and  November  30,  1998  as  provided  in  Section  37.2(q)  above. 

A landlord  may  impose  increases  based  upon  a 50%  passthrough 
of  the  change  in  the  landlord’s  property  tax  resulting  from  the  repay- 
ment of  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  or  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  general  obligation  bonds  approved  by  the 
voters  after  November  1, 2006,  as  provided  in  Section  37.2(q)  above. 

The  amount  of  such  increases  shall  be  determined  for  each  tax 
year  as  follows:

Legal  Text  - Proposition  F 


(A)  For  general  obligation  bonds  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  approved  by  the  voters  between  November  1,  1996  and 
November  30,  1998: 

(i)  The  Controller  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will. determine 
the  percentage  of  the  property  tax  rate,  if  any,  in  each  tax  year  attribut- 
able to  general  obligation  bonds  approved  by  the  voters  between 
November  1 , 1996,  and  November  30,  1998,  and  repayable  within  such 
tax  year. 

(ii)  This  percentage  shall  be  multiplied  by  the  total  amount  of  the 
net  taxable  value  for  the  applicable  tax  year.  The  result  is  the  dollar 
amount  of  property  taxes  for  that  tax  year  for  a particular  property 
attributable  to  the  repayment  of  general  obligation  bonds  approved  by 
the  voters  between  November  1.  1996,  and  November  30,  1998. 

(iii)  The  dollar  amount  calculated  under  Subsection  (ii)  shall  be 
divided  by  the  total  number  of  all  units  in  each  property,  including  com- 
mercial units.  That  Figure  shall  be  divided  by  12  months,  to  determine 
the  monthly  per  unit  costs  for  that  tax  year  of  the  repayment  of  general 
obligation  bonds  approved  by  the  voters  between  November  1 , 1996, 
and  November  30.  1998. 

(B)  For  general  obligation  bonds  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  approved  by  the  voters  after  November  14,  2002  where  any 
rent  increase  has  been  disclosed  and  approved  by  the  voters: 

(i)  The  Controller  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  determine 
the  percentage  of  the  property  tax  rate,  if  any,  in  each  tax  year  attribut- 
able to  general  obligation  bonds  approved  by  the  voters  after  November 
14,  2002  and  repayable  within  such  tax  year. 

(ii)  This  percentage  shall  be  multiplied  by  the  total  amount  of  the 
net  taxable  value  for  the  applicable  tax  year.  The  result  is  the  dollar 
amount  of  property  taxes  for  that  tax  year  for  a particular  property 
attributable  to  the  repayment  of  general  obligation  bonds  approved  by 
the  voters  after  November  14,  2002. 

(iii)  The  dollar  amount  calculated  under  Subsection  (ii)  shall  be 
divided  by  two.  and  then  by  the  total  number  of  all  units  in  each  proper- 
ty, including  commercial  units.  That  figure  shall  be  divided  by  12 
months,  to  determine  the  monthly  per  unit  costs  for  that  tax  year  of  the 
repayment  of  general  obligation  bonds  approved  by  the  voters  after 
November  14,  2002. 

(C)  For  general  obligation  bonds  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  or  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  approved 
by  the  voters  after  November  1 , 2006: 

(i)  The  Controller  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  determine 
the  percentage  of  the  property  tax  rate,  if  any,  in  each  tax  year  attribut-  . 
able  to  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  or  San  Francisco 
Community  Coljege  District  general  obligation  bonds  approved  by  the 
voters  after  November  1 , 2006  and  repayable  within  such  tax  year. 

(ii)  This  percentage  shall  be  multiplied  by  the  total  amount  of  the 
net  taxable  value  for  the  applicable  tax  year.  The  result  is  the  dollar 
amount  of  property  taxes  for  that  tax  year  for  a particular  property 
attributable  to  the  repayment  of  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District 
or  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  general  obligation  bonds 
approved  by  the  voters  after  November  1 , 2006. 

(iii)  The  dollar  amount  calculated  under  Subsection  (ii)  shall  be 
divided  by  two,  and  then  by  the  total  number  of  all  units  in  each  proper- 
ty, including  commercial  units.  That  figure  shall  be  divided  by  12 
months,  to  determine  the  monthly  per  unit  costs  for  that  tax  year  of  the 
repayment  of  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  or  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  general  obligation  bonds  approved  by  the 
voters  after  November  1 , 2006. 

(D)  Landlords  may  pass  through  to  each  unit  in  a particular 
property  the  dollar  amount  calculated  under  these  Subsections  37.3(a) 

(6)tA)  and  (B)  and  (C).  These  passthroughs  may  be  imposed  only  on 
the  anniversary  date  of  each  tenant’s  occupancy  of  the  property.  These 
passthroughs  shall  not  become  a part  of  a tenant’s  base  rent.  The 
amount  of  each  annual  passthrough  imposed  pursuant  to  this  Subsection 
(6)  may  vary  from  year-to-year,  depending  on  the  amount  calculated 
under  Subsections  (A)  and  (B)  and  (C).  Each  annual  passthrough  shall 
apply  only  for  the  12  month  period  after  it  is  imposed.  A landlord  may 
impose  the  passthroughs  described  in  this  Subsection  (6)  for  a particular 
tax  year  only  with  respect  to  those  tenants  who  were  residents  of  a par- 
ticular property  on  November  1st  of  the  applicable  tax  year.  A landlord 


shall  not  impose  a passthrough  pursuant  to  this  Subsection  (6)  if  the 
landlord  has  filed  for  or  received  Board  approval  for  a rent  increase 
under  Section  37.8(e)(4)  for  increased  operating  and  maintenance 
expenses  in  which  the  same  increase  in  property  taxes  due  to  the  repay- 
ment of  general  obligation  bonds  was  included  in  the  comparison  year 
cost  totals. 

(E)  The  Board  will  have  available  a form  which  explains  how  to 
calculate  the  passthrough. 

(F)  Landlords  must  provide  to  tenants,  on  or  before  the  date  that 
notice  is  served  on  the  tenant  of  a passthrough  permitted  under  this 
Subsection  (6),  a copy  of  the  completed  form  described  in  Subsection 
(E).  This  completed  form  shall  be  provided  in  addition  to  the  Notice  of 
Rent  Increase  required  under  Section  37.3(b)(5).  Where  a tenant  alleges 
that  a landlord  has  imposed  a charge  which  exceeds  the  limitations  set 
forth  in  this  Subsection  (6),  the  tenant  may  petition  for  a hearing  under 
the  procedures  provided  by  Section  37.8.  In  such  a hearing,  the  landlord 
shall  have  the  burden  of  proving  the  accuracy  of  the  calculation  that  is 
the  basis  for  the  increase.  Any  tenant  petitions  challenging  such  a 
passthrough  must  be  filed  within  one  year  of  the  effective  date  of  the 
passthrough. 

(G)  The  Board  may  amend  its  rules  and  regulations  as  necessary 
to  implement  this  Subsection  (6). 

(7)  RAP  Loans.  A landlord  may  impose  rent  increases  attribut- 
able to  the  City  Administrator’s  amortization  of  the  RAP  loan  in  an  area 
designated  on  or  after  July  1 , 1977,  pursuant  to  Chapter  32  of  the  San 
Francisco  Administrative  Code. 

(8)  Additional  Increases.  A landlord  who  seeks  to  impose  any 
rent  increase  which  exceeds  those  permitted  above  shall  petition  for  a 
rental  arbitration  hearing  pursuant  to  Section  37.8  of  this  Chapter. 

(9)  A landlord  may  impose  a rent  increase  to  recover  costs 
incurred  for  the  remediation  of  lead  hazards,  as  defined  in  San 
Francisco  Health  Code  Article  1 1 or  26.  Such  increases  may  be  based 
on  changes  in  operating  and  maintenance  expenses  or  for  capital 
improvement  expenditures  as  long  as  the  costs  which  are  the  basis  of 
the  rent  increase  are  a substantial  portion  of  the  work  which  abates  or 
remediates  a lead  hazard,  as  defined  in  San  Francisco  Health  Code 
Article  1 1 or  26,  and  provided  further  that  such  costs  are  approved  for 
operating  and  maintenance  expense  increases  pursuant  to  Section 
37.8(e)(4)(A)  and  certified  as  capital  improvements  pursuant  to  Section 
37.7  below. 

When  rent  increases  are  authorized  by  this  Subsection  37.3(a)(9),' 
the  total  rent  increase  for  both  operating  and  maintenance  expenses  and 
capital  improvements  shall  not  exceed  10  percent  in  any  12  month  peri- 
od. If  allowable-xent  increases  due  to  the  costs  of  lead  remediation  and 
abatement  work  exceed  10  percent  in  any  12  month  period,  an 
Administrative  Law  Judge  shall  apply  a portion  of  such  excess  to 
approved  operating  and  maintenance  expenses  for  lead  remediation 
work,  and  the  balance,  if  any,  to  certified  capital  improvements,  provid- 
ed, however,  that  such  increase  shall  not  exceed  10  percent.  A landlord 
may  accumulate  any  approved  or  certified  increase  which  exceeds  this 
amount,  subject  to  the  10  percent  limit. 

(10)  With  respect  to  units  occupied  by  recipients  of  tenant-based 
rental  assistance: 

(A)  If  the  tenant's  share  of  the  base  rent  is  not  calculated  as  a 
fixed  percentage  of  the  tenant’s  income,  such  as  in  the  Section  8 vouch- 
er program  and  the  Over-FMR  Tenancy  Program,  then: 

(i)  If  the  base  rent  is  equal  to  or  greater  than  the  payment  stan- 
dard, the  rent  increase  limitations  in  Sections  37.3(a)(1)  and  (2)  shall 
apply  to  the  entire  base  rent,  and  the  arbitration  procedures  for  those 
increases  set  forth  in  Section  37.8  and  37.8A  shall  apply. 

(11)  If  the  base  rent  is  less  than  the  payment  standard,  the  rent 
increase  limitations  of  this  Chapter  shall  not  apply;  provided,  however, 
that  any  rent  increase  which  would  result  in  the  base  rent  being  equal  to 
or  greater  than  the  payment  standard  shall  not  result  in  a new  base  rent 
that  exceeds  the  payment  standard  plus  the  increase  allowable  under 
Section  37.3(a)(1). 

(B)  If  the  tenant’s  share  of  the  base  rent  is  calculated  as  a fixed 
percentage  of  the  tenant's  income,  such  as  in  the  Section  8 certificate 
program  and  the  rental  subsidy  program  for  the  HOPWA  program,  the 
rent  increase  limitations  in  Section  37.3(a)(1)  and  (2)  shall  not  apply.  In 
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such  circumstances,  adjustments  in  rent  shall  be  made  solely  according 
to  the  requirements  of  the  tenant-based  rental  assistance  program. 

(b)  Notice  of  Rent  Increase  for  Tenants  in  Occupancy.  On  or 
before  the  date  upon  which  a landlord  gives  a tenant  legal  notice  of  a 
rent  increase,  the  landlord  shall  inform  the  tenant,  in  writing,  of  the 
following: 

( 1 ) * Which  portion  of  the  rent  increase  reflects  the  annual 
increase,  and/or  a banked  amount,  if  any; 

(2)  Which  portion  of  the  rent  increase  reflects  costs  for  increased 
operating  and  maintenance  expenses,  rents  for  comparable  units,  and/or 
capital  improvements,  rehabilitation,  energy  conservation  measures 
improvements,  or  renewable  energy  improvements  certified  pursuant  to 
Section  37.7.  Any  rent  increase  certified  due  to  increases  in  operating 
and  maintenance  costs  shall  not  exceed  seven  percent; 

(3)  Which  portion  of  the  rent  increase  reflects  the  passthrough  of 
charges  for:  gas  and  electricity;  or  the  passthrough  of  increased  water 
bill  charges  attributable  to  water  rate  increases  resulting  from  issuance 
of  water  revenue  bonds  authorized  at  the  November  2002  election  as 
provided  by  Section  37.3(a)(5)(B),  which  charges  and  calculations  of 
charges  shall  be  explained  in  writing  on  a form  provided  by  the  Board; 
or  the  passthrough  of  general  obligation  bond  measure  costs  as  provided 
by  Section  37.3(a)(6),  which  charges  shall  be  explained  in  writing  on  a 
form  provided  by  the  Board  as  described  in  Section  37.3(a)(6)(E); 

(4)  Which  portion  of  the  rent  increase  reflects  the  amortization 
of  the  RAP  loan,  as  described  in  Section  37.3(a)(7)  above. 

(5)  Nonconforming  Reht  Increases.  Any  rent  increase  which 
does  not  conform  with  thd  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  be  null  and 
void. 

(6)  With  respect  to  rental  units  occupied  by  recipients  of  tenant- 
based  rental  assistance,  the  notice  requirements  of  this  Subsection  (b) 
shall  be  required  in  addition  to  any  notice  required  as  part  of  the  tenant- 
based  rental  assistance  program. 

(c)  Initial  Rent  Limitation  for  Subtenants.  A tenant  who  subleas- 
es his  or  her  rental  unit  may  charge  no  more  rent  upon  initial  occupancy 
of  the  subtenant  or  subtenants  than  that  rent  which  the  tenant  is  current- 
ly paying  to  the  landlord. 

(d)  Costa-Hawkins  Rental  Housing  Act  (Civil  Code  Sections 
1954.50.  et  seq.)  Consistent  with  the  Costa-Hawkins  Rental  Housing 
Act  (Civil  Code  Sections  1954.50.  et  seq.)  and  regardless  of  whether 
otherwise  provided  under  Chapter  37: 

(1)  Property  Owner  Rights  to  Establish  Initial  and  All 
Subsequent  Rental  Rates  for  Separately  Alienable  Parcels. 

(A)  An  owner  or  residential  real  property  may  establish  the  ini- 
tial and  all  subsequent  rental  rates  for  a dwelling  or  a unit  which  is 
alienable  separate  from  the  title  to  any  other  dwelling  unit  or  is  a subdi- 
vided interest  in  a subdivision  as  specified  in  subdivision  (b),  (d),  or  (f) 
of  Section  1 1004.5  of  the  California  Business  and  Professions  Code. 

The  owner’s  right  to  establish  subsequent  rental  rates  under  this  para- 
graph shall  not  apply  to  a dwelling  or  unit  where  the  preceding  tenancy 
has  been  terminated  by  the  owner  by  notice  pursuant  to  California  Civil 
Code  Section  1946  or  has  been  terminated  upon  a change  in  the  terms 
of  the  tenancy  noticed  pursuant  to  California  Civil  Code  Section  827;  in 
such  instances,  the  rent  increase  limitation  provisions  of  Chapter  37 
shall  continue  to  apply  for  the  duration  of  the  new  tenancy  in  that 
dwelling  or  unit. 

(B)  Where  the  initial  or  subsequent  rental  rates  of  a Subsection 
37.3(d)(1)(A)  dwelling  or  unit  were  controlled  by  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  37  on  January  1 , 1995,  the  following  shall  apply: 

(i)  A tenancy  that  was  in  effect  on  December  31 , 1995,  remains 
subject  to  the  rent  control  provisions  of  this  Chapter  37,  and  the  owner 
may  not  otherwise  establish  the  subsequent  rental  rates  for  that  tenancy. 

(ii)  On  or  after  January  1 , 1999,  an  owner  may  establish  the  ini- 
tial and  all  subsequent  rental  rates  for  any  tenancy  created  on  or  after 
January  1,  1996. 

(C)  An  owner’s  right  to  establish  subsequent  rental  rates  under 
Subsection  37.3(d)(1)  shall  not  apply  to  a dwelling  or  unit  which  con- 
tains serious  health,  safety,  fire  or  building  code  violations,  excluding 
those  caused  by  disasters,  for  which  a citation  has  been  issued  by  the 
appropriate  governmental  agency  and  which  has  remained  unabated  for 
six  months  or  longer  preceding  the  vacancy. 


(2)  Conditions  for  Establishing  the  Initial  Rental  Rate  Upon 
Sublet  or  Assignment.  Except  as  identified  in  this  Subsection  37.3(d)(2), 
nothing  in  this  Subsection  or  any  other  provision  of  law  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  shall  be  construed  to  preclude  express  estab- 
lishment in  a lease  or  rental  agreement  of  the  rental  rates  to  be  applica- 
ble in  the  event  the  rental  unit  subject  thereto  is  sublet,  and  nothing  in 
this  Subsection  shall  be  construed  to  impair  the  obligations  of  contracts 
entered  into  prior  to  January  1 , 1996,  subject  to  the  following: 

(A)  Where  the  original  occupant  or  occupants  who  took  posses- 
sion of  the  dwelling  or  unit  pursuant  to  the  rental  agreement  with  the 
owner  no  longer  permanently  reside  there,  an  owner  may  increase  the 
rent  by  any  amount  allowed  by  this  Subsection  to  a lawful  sublessee  or 
assignee  who  did  not  reside  at  the  dwelling  or  unit  prior  to  January  1 , 
1996.  However,  such  a rent  increase  shall  not  be  permitted  while: 

(i)  The  dwelling  or  unit  has  been  cited  in  an  inspection  report  by 
the  appropriate  governmental  agency  as  containing  serious  health,  safe- 
ty, fire,  or  building  code  violations,  as  defined  by  Section  17920.3  of 
the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code,  excluding  any  violation  caused 
by  a disaster;  and, 

(ii)  The  citation  was  issued  at  least  60  days  prior  to  the  date  of 
the  vacancy:  and, 

(iii)  The  cited  violation  had  not  been  abated  when  the  prior  ten- 
ant vacated  and  had  remained  unabated  for  60  days  or  for  a longer  peri- 
od of  time.  However,  the  60-day  time  period  may  be  extended  by  the 
appropriate  governmental  agency  that  issued  the  citation. 

(B)  This  Subsection  37.3(d)(2)  shall  not  apply  to  partial  changes 
in  occupancy  of  a dwelling  or  unit  where  one  or  more  of  the  occupants 
of  the  premises,  pursuant  to  the  agreement  with  the  owner  provided  for 
above  (37.3(d)(2)),  remains  an  occupant  in  lawful  possession  of  the 
dwellings  or  unit,  or  where  a lawful  sublessee  or  assignee  who  resided 
at  the  dwelling  or  unit  prior  to  January  1,  1996;  remains  in  possession 
of  the  dwelling  or  unit.  Nothing  contained  in  this  Subsection  37.3(d)(2) 
shall  be  construed  to  enlarge  or  diminish  an  owner’s  right  to  withhold 
consent  to  a sublease  or  assignment. 

(C)  Acceptance  of  rent  by  the  owner  shall  not  operate  as  a waiv- 
er or  otherwise  prevent  enforcement  of  a covenant  prohibiting  sublease 
or  assignment  or  as  a waiver  of  an  owner’s  rights  to  establish  the  initial 
rental  rate  unless  the  owner  has  received  written  notice  from  the  tenant 
that  is  party  to  the  agreement  and  thereafter  accepted  rent. 

(3)  Termination  or  Nonrenewal  of  a Contract  or  Recorded 
Agreement  with  a Government  Agency  Limiting  Rent.  An  owner  who 
terminates  or  fails  to  renew  a contract  or  recorded  agreement  with  a 
governmental  agency  that  provides  for  a rent  limitation  to  a qualified 
tenant,  shall  be  subject  to  the  following: 

(A)  The  tenant(s)  who  were  beneficiaries  of  the  contract  or 
recorded  agreement  shall  be  given  at  least  90  days’  written  notice  of  the 
effective  date  of  the  termination  and  shall  not  be  obligated  to  pay  more 
than  the  tenant’s  portion  of  the  rent,  as  calculated  under  that  contract  or 
recorded  agreement,  for  90  days  following  receipt  of  the  notice  of  ter- 
mination or  nonrenewal. 

(B)  The  owner  shall  not  be  eligible  to  set  an  initial  rent  for  three 
years  following  the  date  of  the  termination  or  nonrenewal  of  the  con- 
tract or  agreement. 

(C)  The  rental  rate  for  any  new  tenancy  established  during  the 
three-year  period  in  that  vacated  dwelling  or  unit  shall  be  at  the  same 
rate  as  the  rent  under  the  terminated  or  nonrenewed  contract  or  recorded 
agreement',  plus  any  increases  authorized  under  this  Chapter  37  after  the 
date  of  termination/non  renewal. 

(D)  The  provisions  of  Subsections  37.3(d)(3)(B)  and  (C)  shall 
not  apply  to  any  new  tenancy  of  1 2 months  or  more  duration  established 
after  January  1, 2000,  pursuant  to  the  owner’s  contract  or  recorded 
agreement  with  a governmental  agency  that  provides  for  a rent  limita- 
tion to  a qualified  tenant  unless  the  prior  vacancy  in  that  dwelling  or 
unit  was  pursuant  to  a nonrenewed  or  canceled  contract  or  recorded 
agreement  with  a governmental  agency  that  provides  for  a rent  limita- 
tion to  a qualified  tenant. 

(4)  Subsection  37.3(d)  does  not  affect  the  authority  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  regulate  or  monitor  the  basis  or  grounds 
for  eviction. 
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(5)  This  Subsection  37.3(d)  is  intended  to  be  and  shall  be  con- 
strued to  be  consistent  with  the  Costa-Hawkins  Rental  Housing  Act 
(Civil  Code  Sections  1954.50.  et  seq.). 

(e)  Effect  of  Deferred  Maintenance  on  Passthroughs  for  Lead 
Remediation  Techniques. 

(1)  When  lead  hazards  are  remediated  or  abated  pursuant  to  San 
Francisco  Health  Code  Articles  1 1 or  26,  are  violations  of  State  or  local 
housing  health  and  safety  laws,  there  shall  be  a rebuttable  presumption 
that  the  lead  hazards  are  caused  or  created  by  deferred  maintenance  as 
defined  herein  of  the  current  or  previous  landlord.  If  the  landlord  fails 
to  rebut  the  presumption,  the  costs  of  such  work  shall  not  be  passed 
through  to  tenants  as  either  a capital  improvement  or  an  operating  and 
maintenance  expense.  If  the  landlord  rebuts  the  presumption,  he  or  she 
shall  be  entitled  to  a rent  increase  if  otherwise  justified  by  the  standards 
set  forth  in  this  Chapter. 

(2)  For  purposes  of  the  evaluation  of  petitions  for  rent  increases 
for  lead  remediation  work,  maintenance  is  deferred  if  a reasonable  land- 
lord under  the  circumstances  would  have  performed,  on  a regular. basis, 
the  maintenance  work  required  to  keep  the  premises  from  being  in  viola- 
tion of  housing  safety  and  habitability  standards  set  forth  in  California 
Civil  Code  Section  1941  and  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Code.  In  order 
to  prevail  on  a deferred  maintenance  defense,  a tenant  must  show  that 
the  level  of  repair  or  remediation  currently  required  would  have  been 
lessened  had  maintenance  been  performed  in  a more  timely  manner.

(f)  Tenant  Financial  Hardship  Applications.  In  addition  to  anv 
existing  hardship  provisions  in  the  Rent  Stabilization  and  Arbitration 
Ordinance  or  Rules  and  Regulations  at  the  time  this  Section  37.3 
becomes  effective: 

(1) A  tenant  in  a household  who  is  either  unemployed,  or  whose 
wages  have  been  reduced  by  20%  or  more  compared  to  12  months  prior ; 
or  whose  sole  income  consists  of  government  benefits  such  as  Social 
Securin',  Supplemental  Security  Income  (SSI).  State  Disability  Insurance 
(SDI).  or  similar  benefits  and  who  has  not  received  a cost  of  living 
increase  in  the  past  12  months,  may  file  a petition  claiming  hardship  at 
anv  time  on  grounds  of  financial  hardship  with  respect  to  any  rent 
increase  pursuant  to  Section  37.3.  Payment  of  such  rent  increase(s)  set 
forth  in  the  hardship  application  shall  be  staved  for  a period  of  60  days 
from  the  date  of  filing,  or  until  the  hearing  is  held  and  the  decision  of 
the  Administrative  Law  Judge  is  issued,  whichever  date  comes  later. 

(2)  In  determining  whether  thejjemu£scJajm_ofJ: nancialjwrd- 
ship  shall  be  granted,  the  Rent  Board  and  Administrative  Law  Judge 
shall  base  their  determination  on:

In  the  June  8,  2010  Consolidated  Statewide  Direct  Primary  Election,  voters  will  vote  according  to  their 
party  registration.  Voters  who  have  registered  with  a particular  political  party  may  receive  only  that 
party's  ballot,  and  cannot  vote  using  another  party's  ballot. 

However,  the  Democratic  Party  and  Republican  Party  will  allow  voters  who  have  not  registered  with 
a qualified  political  party  to  vote  on  their  party  ballots. These  unaffiliated  voters  may  instead  vote  a 
purely  nonpartisan  ballot,  which  includes  state  and  local  measures  and  the  contests  for  State 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  and  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court. 

Unaffiliated  voters  who  are  also  permanent  vote-by-mail  voters  have  been  mailed  a postcard  on 
which  they  can  request  a ballot  from  the  Democratic  or  Republican  Party.  Unaffiliated  voters  who 
vote  at  polling  places  on  Election  Day  must  tell  the  pollworker  if  they  want  either  of  these  party 
ballots.  If  no  request  is  made,  the  voter  will  receive  a nonpartisan  ballot. 

Please  review  this  pamphlet  for  more  information  about  voting  in  primary  elections. The  last  day 
for  people  to  register  to  vote  in  this  election  or  to  change  their  party  affiliation  is  May  24. 

VOTING  IN  CITY  HALL 

29  days  before  nearly  every  election,  outside  our  City  Hall  office,  the  Department  opens  a polling 
place  that  is  available  for  all  voters,  regardless  of  where  they  live  in  the  City.  Before  the  May  24 
deadline  to  register  to  vote,  people  can  change  their  registration  information  - such  as  their  party 
affiliation  - and  then  vote  the  same  day. The  City  Hall  polling  place  is  open  during  the  week  from 
8 a.m.  until  5 p.m.  and  during  the  two  weekends  prior  to  Election  Day  - May  29  and  May  30; 
and  June  5 and  June  6 - from  10  a.m.  until  4 p.m.

The  June  8,  2010  election  is  a statewide  direct  pri- 
mary election.  In  a direct  primary  election,  voters 
from  eaCh  political  party  nominate  candidates  to  run 
in  the  November  general  election. 

California  has  a modified  closed  primary  system. 
This  means  that  voters  who  have  registered  with  a 
qualified  political  party  may  vote  only  for  candidates 
from  that  party  in  partisan  contests.  Voters  who  have 
not  registered  with  a qualified  political  party  may 
vote  in  partisan  contests  if  a party  allows  unaffiliated 
voters  to  participate. 

All  voters,  regardless  of  party  affiliation,  may  vote  in 
nonpartisan  contests  and  for  or  against  ballot  mea- 
sures. 


Check  Your  Party  Registration  on  the

Touchscreen  Ballot:  Voters  may  make  ballot  selections  using  a 
touchscreen  and  review  their  selections  on  a paper  record  before 
casting  their  vote.  Large-print  text  is  provided  on  the  screen,  and  [ 
voters  can  further  increase  text  size.  \ 
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The  machine  has  a feature  for  voters  to  connect  a personal  assis- 
tive device  such  as  a sip/puff  device. The  Department  of  Elections 
can  also  provide  multi-user  sip/puff  switches  or  headpointers  at 
the  polling  place  in  City  Hall,  or  dispatch  them  to  a polling  place  for 
Election  Day. To  request  that  one  of  these  devices  be  sent  to  your 
polling  place,  you  may  contact  us  through  www.sfelections.org  or 
call  415-554-4375,  preferably  72  hours  prior  to  Election  Day  to  help 
ensure  availability  and  assist  in  scheduling. 

Audio  Ballot  and  Hand-held  Keypad:  For  audio  voting,  the  accessi- 
ble voting  machine  is  equipped  with  headphones  and  a Braille-em- 
bossed hand-held  keypad  with  keys  coded  by  color  and  shape. The 
voting  machine  provides  audio  instructions  to  guide  you  through 
the  ballot. The  keypad  is  used  to  move  through  the  ballot  and  make 
selections.  If  you  would  like  to  use  the  audio  ballot  feature,  please 
tell  a pollworker. 

Other  Forms  of  Assistance  at  the  Polling  Place: 

Personal  Assistance:  A voter  may  bring  up  to  two  people,  including 
pollworkers,  into  the  voting  booth  for  assistance  in  marking  his  or 
her  ballot. 

Curbside  Voting:  If  a voter  is  unable  to  enter  a polling  place,  poll- 
workers  can  be  asked  to  bring  voting  materials  to  the  voter  outside 
the  polling  place. 

ReadingTools:  Every  polling  place  has  large-print  instructions  on 
how  to  mark  a ballot  and  optical  sheets  to  magnify  the  print  on  the 
paper  ballot. The  accessible  voting  machine  provides  large-print 
text  on  the  screen,  and  voters  can  further  increase  text  size. 

Seated  Voting:  Every  polling  place  has  at  least  one  voting  booth 
that  allows  voting  while  seated. 

VotingTools:  Every  polling  place  has  two  easy-grip  pens  for 
signing  the  roster  and  marking  the  ballot.

Voting  precincts  with  fewer  than  250  registered 
voters  are  designated  "Mail  Ballot  Precincts."  An  of- 
ficial ballot  and  postage-paid  return  envelope  will  be 
mailed  automatically  to  all  voters  in  those  precincts 
approximately  four  weeks  before  every  election.

Q:  If  I was  convicted  of  a crime,  can  I still  vote? 

A:  If  you  have  been  convicted  of  a crime,  California  law 
allows  you  to  register  and  vote  if  you: 

• Have  completed  your  prison  term  for  a felony,  in- 
cluding any  period  of  parole  or  supervised  release. 

• Are  on  federal  or  state  probation. 

• Are  incarcerated  in  county  jail  as  a condition  of 
felony  probation  or  as  a result  of  a misdemeanor 
sentence. 

Additionally,  if  you  have  been  convicted  of  a misdemean- 
, or,  you  can  register  and  vote  even  while  on  probation, 
supervised  release,  or  incarcerated  in  county  jail. 

After  completing  your  prison  term  for  a felony  conviction, 
including  any  period  of  parole  or  supervised  release,  you 


must  complete  and  return  a voter  registration  form  to 
restore  your  right  to  vote.  No  other  documentation  is 
required. 

Q:  I have  just  become  a U.S.  citizen.  Can  I vote  in  this 
election? 

A:  Yes. 

• If  you  became  a U.S.  citizen  on  or  before  the  regis- 
tration deadline  (May  24),  you  can  vote  in  this  elec- 
tion, but  you  must  register  by  the  deadline; 

• If  you  became  a U.S.  citizen  after  the  registration 
deadline  but  on  or  before  June  1,  you  may  register 
and  vote  at  the  Department  of  Elections  by  June  1 
with  proof  of  citizenship. 

Q:  I have  moved  within  San  Francisco  but  have  not  up- 
dated my  registration  prior  to  the  registration  deadline. 
Can  I vote  in  this  election? 

A:Yes.You  have  the  following  options: 

• Come  to  the  Department  of  Elections  in  City  Hall, 
Room  48,  on  or  before  Election  Day,  complete  a new 
voter  registration  form  and  vote  at  the  Department 
of  Elections;  or 

• Go  to  your  new  polling  place  on  Election  Day  and 
cast  a provisional  ballot.  You  can  look  up  the  ad- 
dress of  your  new  polling  place  by  entering  your 
new  home  address  on  the  Department  of  Elections 
website  (www.sfelections.org) , or  call  415-554-4375. 

Q:  I am  a U.S.  citizen  living  outside  the  country.  How  can 
I vote? 

A:  You  can  register  to  vote  and  be  sent  a vote-by-mail 
ballot  by  completing  the  Federal  Post  Card  Application. 

The  application  can  be  downloaded  from  www.fvap.gov 
or  obtained  from  embassies,  consulates  or  military  voting 
assistance  officers.  Non-military  U.S.  citizens  living  abroad 
indefinitely  can  vote  only  in  federal  elections. 

Q:  What  do  I do  if  my  polling  place  is  not  open  on 
Election  Day? 

A:  Call  the  Department  of  Elections  immediately  at 
415-554-4375  for  assistance. 

Q:  If  I don't  know  what  to  do  when  I get  to  my  polling 
place,  is  there  someone  there  to  help  me? 

A:Yes.  Pollworkers  at  the  polling  place  will  help  you,  or 
you  may  visit  www.sfelections.org  or  call  the  Department 
of  Elections  at  415-554-4375  for  assistance  on  or  before 
Election  Day.  (See  page  10  for  information  about  voting  at 
your  polling  place.) 

Q:  Can  I take  my  Sample  Ballot  or  my  own  list  into  the 
voting  booth? 

A:  Yes.  Deciding  your  votes  before  you  get  to  the  polls  is 
helpful.  You  may  use  either  a Sample  Ballot  or  the  Ballot 
Worksheet  in  this  pamphlet  for  this  purpose. 

Q:  Do  I have  to  vote  on  every  contest  and  measure  on  the 
ballot? 

A:  No. The  votes  you  cast  will  be  counted  even  if  you 
have  not  voted  on  every  contest  and  measure. 
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General  Information 


Voter  Bill  of  Rights 


1.  You  have  the  right  to  cast  a ballot  if  you  are  a valid 
registered  voter. 

A vaHd  registered  voter  means  a United  States 
citizen  who  is  a resident  in  this  state,  who  is  at  least 
18  years  of  age  and  not  in  prison  or  on  parole  for 
conviction  of  a felony,  and  who  is  registered  to  vote 
at  his  or  her  current  residence  address. 

2.  You  have  the  right  to  cast  a provisional  ballot  if 
your  name  is  not  listed  on  the  voting  rolls. 


6.  You  have  the  right  to  receive  assistance  in  casting 
your  ballot,  if  you  are  unable  to  vote  without 
assistance. 

7.  You  have  the  right  to  return  a completed  vote-by- 
mail  ballot  to  any  precinct  in  the  county. 

8.  You  have  the  right  to  election  materials  in  another 
language,  if  there  are  sufficient  residents  in  your 
precinct  to  warrant  production. 


3.  You  have  the  right  to  cast  a ballot  if  you  are  present 
and  in  line  at  the  polling  place  prior  to  the  close  of 
the  polls. 

4.  You  have  the  right  to  cast  a secret  ballot  free  from 
intimidation. 

5.  You  have  the  right  to  receive  a new  ballot  if,  prior  to 
casting  your  ballot,  you  believe  you  made  a mis- 
take. 

If,  at  any  time  before  you  finally  cast  your  ballot, 
you  feel  you  have  made  a mistake,  you  have  the 
right  to  exchange  the  spoiled  ballot  for  a new  ballot. 
Vote-by-mail  voters  may  also  request  and  receive 
a new  ballot  if  they  return  their  spoiled  ballot  to  an 
election  official  prior  to  the  closing  of  the  polls  on 
Election  Day. 


9.  You  have  the  right  to  ask  questions  about  election 
procedures  and  observe  the  election  process.You 

have  the  right  to  ask  questions  of  the  precinct  board 
and  election  officials  regarding  election  procedures 
and  to  receive  an  answer  or  be  directed  to  the  ap- 
propriate official  for  an  answer.  However,  if  per- 
sistent questioning  disrupts  the  execution  of  their 
duties,  the  board  or  election  officials  may  discon- 
tinue responding  to  questions. 

10.  You  have  the  right  to  report  any  illegal  of  fraudulent 
activity  to  a local  election  official  or  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  State's  office.

Wooden  fixed  utility  ladders  may  be 
dangerous,  and  are  now  illegal.  These 
ladders  were  commonly  added  to  buildings 
constructed  in  the  City  during  the  1930s  and 
earlier.  They  were  never  part  of  a building's 
fire  escape  system;  but  they  often  were 
installed  as  a 'convenience'  to  building 
owners  who  wanted  roof  access  without 
bringing  a portable  ladder  to  the  site. 

These  ladders  are  now  prohibited  on 
residential  buildings  and  must  be  removed 
with  a proper  building  permit.  Action  by 
property  owners  is  required  as  a result  of 
legislation  passed  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  signed  by  the  Mayor.  The 
new  law  took  effect  on  December  8,  2008. 
Given  the  potential  danger  they  pose,  DBI 
continues  to  notify,  and  to  cite,  property 
owners  and  to  encourage  immediate 
removal  of  these  ladders.

Responding  to  multiple  fires  where  a person  has  died,  then  realizing  that  their  smoke 
alarm  is  sitting  on  top  of  the  bureau  with  the  batteries  removed  has  had  a profound 
impact  on  me-one  that  I wish  I could  instill  in  each  of  you.  The  simple  act  of  removing 
your  smoke  alarm  when  it  causes  a nuisance  alarm  and  then  not  putting  it  back  can  cost 
you  your  life. 

Please  make  sure  your  smoke  alarms  are  installed  and  functioning.

AN  OVERVIEW  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO'S  DEBT 


1 


WHAT  IS  BOND  FINANCING? 

Bond  financing  is  a type  of  long-term  borrowing  used 
to  raise  money  for  projects. The  City  receives  money 
by  selling  bonds  to  investors.The  City  must  pay  back 
the  amount  borrowed  plus  interest  to  those  investors. 
The  money  raised  from  bond  sales  is  used  to  pay  for 
large  capital  projects  such  as  fire  and  police  stations, 
affordable  housing  programs,  schools,  libraries,  parks, 
and  other  city  facilities. The  City  uses  bond  financing 
because  these  buildings  will  last  many  years  and  their 
large  dollar  costs  are  difficult  to  pay  for  all  at  once. 

Types  of  Bonds.  There  are  two  major  types  of  bonds  - 
General  Obligation  and  Revenue. 

General  Obligation  Bonds  are  used  to  pay  for 
projects  that  benefit  citizens  but  do  not  raise  revenue 
(for  example,  police  stations  or  parks  are  not  set  up  to 
pay  for  themselves).  When  general  obligation  bonds 
are  approved  and  sold,  they  are  repaid  by  property 
taxes.  General  obligation  bonds  issued  by  the  City 
must  be  approved  by  a two-thirds  vote. The  San 
Francisco  Earthquake  Safety  and  Emergency  Response 
Bond  on  this  ballot  is  a general  obligation  bond  to 
be  issued  by  the  City. 

Revenue  Bonds  are  used  to  pay  for  projects  such  as 
major  improvements  to  an  airport,  water  system, 
garage  or  other  large  facilities  which  generate  revenue. 
When  revenue  bonds  are  approved  and  sold,  they  are 
generally  repaid  from  revenues  generated  by  the  bond- 
financed  projects,  for  example  usage  fees  or  parking 
fees. The  City's  revenue  bonds  must  be  approved  by  a 
majority  vote. There  is  no  revenue  bond  on  this  ballot. 

WHAT  DOES  IT  COSTTO  BORROW? 

The  City's  cost  to  borrow  money  depends  on  the 
amount  borrowed,  the  interest  rate  on  the  debt  and  the 
number  of  years  over  which  the  debt  will  be  repaid. 
Large  debt  is  usually  paid  off  over  a period  of  10  to  35 
years.  Assuming  an  average  interest  rate  of  6%  the 
cost  of  paying  off  debt  over  20  years  is  about  $1.73  for 
each  dollar  borrowed  - $1  for  the  dollar  borrowed  and 
73  cents  for  the  interest. These  payments,  however, 
are  spread  over  the  20-year  period. Therefore  inflation 
reduces  the  effective  cost  of  borrowing  because  the 
future  payments  are  made  with  cheaper  dollars. 
Assuming  a 4%  annual  inflation  rate,  the  cost  of 
paying  off  debt  in  today's  dollars  would  be  about 
$1.18  for  every  $1  borrowed. 


THE  CITY'S  CURRENT  DEBT  SITUATION 

Debt  Payments.  During  fiscal  year  2009-2010  property 
tax  payers  in  the  City  will  pay  approximately  $269 
million  of  principal  and  interest  on  outstanding  bonds 
of  the  City  and  the  other  issuers  of  general  obligation 
debt  (San  Francisco  Community  College  District,  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District  and  Bay  Area  Rapid 
Transit  District). The  property  tax  rate  for  the  year  to 
provide  for  debt  and  special  funds  requirements  will  be 
15.9  cents  per  $100  of  assessed  valuation  or  $625  on  a 
home  assessed  at  $400,000. 

Legal  Debt  Limit.  The  City  Charter  imposes  a limit  on 
the  amount  of  general  obligation  bonds  the  City  can 
have  outstanding  at  any  given  time. That  limit  is  3%  of 
the  assessed  value  of  taxable  property  in  the  City  - or 
currently  about  $4.6  billion.  Voters  give  the  City  autho- 
rization to  issue  bonds. Those  bonds  that  have  been 
issued  and  not  yet  repaid  are  considered  to  be  out- 
standing. As  of  April  15,  2010,  there  were  $1.51  billion  in 
general  obligation  bonds  issued  by  the  City  outstand- 
ing, which  is  equal  to  0.995%  of  the  assessed  value  of 
taxable  property.There  were  an  additional  $847  million 
in  bonds  ^hat  are  authorized  but  unissued.  If  all  of  these 
bonds  were  issued  and  outstanding,  the  total  debt 
burden  would  be  1.55%  of  the  assessed  value  of  tax- 
able property.  Bonds  issued  by  the  School  District  and 
Community  College  District  and  Bay  Area  RapidTransit 
District  (BART)  do  not  increase  the  City's  debt  burden 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Charter  limit,  however  they  are 
repaid  by  property  taxes  (see  Prudent  Debt  Manage- 
ment belowT'Part  of  the  City's  current  debt  manage- 
ment policy  is  to  issue  new  general  obligation  bonds  as 
old  ones  are  retired,  keeping  the  property  tax  rate  from 
City  general  obligation  bonds  approximately  the  same 
over  time. 

Prudent  Debt  Management.  Even  though  the  City  is 
well  within  its  legal  debt  limit  in  issuing  general  obli- 
gation bonds,  there  are  other  debt  comparisons  used 
by  bond  rating  agencies  when  they  view  the  City's 
financial  health. These  agencies  look  at  many  types 
of  local  and  regional  debt  that  are  dependent  on  the 
City's  tax  base  - our  general  obligation  bonds,  lease 
revenue  bonds,  certificates  of  participation,  special 
assessment  bonds,  and  school  and  community  college

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district  bonds.  San  Francisco's  total  debt  of  these  types 
is  equal  to  1.7%  of  the  assessed  value  of  taxable  prop- 
erty in  the  City. This  "direct  debt  ratio"  is  considered  to 
be  a "moderate"  debt  burden  relative  to  the  size  of  San 
Francisco's  property  tax  base.  While  this  ratio  is  within 
the  comparable  norms,  the  City  needs  to  continue  to 
set  priorities  for  future  debt  to  continue  to  maintain 
good  credit  ratings  that,  in  turn,  are  a sign  of  good 
financial  health. 

CITIZEN  OVERSIGHT  OF  GENERAL 
OBLIGATION  BONDS 

Voters  must  approve  the  purpose  and  amount  of  the 
money  to  be  borrowed  through  bonds.  Bond  money 
may  be  spent  only  for  the  purposes  approved  by  the 
j voters. 

For  general  obligation  bonds  issued  by  the  City  of 
San  Francisco,  the  Citizens'  General  Obligation  Bond 
Oversight  Committee  reviews  and  reports  on  how 
bond  money  is  spent.The  nine  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee are  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  Board  of  Supervi- 
sors, Controller,  and  Civil  Grand  Jury,  If  the  Committee 
finds  that  bond  money  has  been  spent  for  purposes 
not  approved  by  the  voters,  the  Committee  can  require 
corrective  action  arrd  prohibit  the  sale  of  any  autho- 
rized but  unissued  bonds  until  such  action  is  taken. The 
Board  of  Supervisors  can  reverse  the  decisions  of  the 
committee  by  a two-thirds  vote. The  Controller  may 
audit  any  of  the  City's  bond  expenditures.

Words  You  Need  to  Know 

by  the  Ballot  Simplification  Committee 


Administrative  Law  Judge  (ALJ)  (Proposition  F): 
A hearing  officer  who  presides  over  hearings  and 
appeals  involving  government  agencies. 

Amend  (Propositions  C,  D and  F):To  change. 

Assets  (Proposition  F):  Anything  owned,  such  as 
property  or  a bank  account,  that  has  monetary  value. 

Audit  (Proposition  B):  A formal  examination  of 
financial  or  management  accounts  and  information. 

Bond  (Propositions  A,  B and  G):  A bond  is  a promise 
by  the  City  to  pay  back  money  borrowed,  plus  inter- 
est, by  a specific  date.  If  the  City  needs  to  raise  a large 
amount  of  money  to  pay  for  a library,  sewer  line, 
school,  hospital  or  other  project  or  program^  it  may 
borrow  the  money  by  selling  bonds.  (See  also 
"General  Obligation  Bond'.') 

CalPERS  (Proposition  D):The  California  Public 
Employees  Retirement  System,  which  manages 
retirement  benefits  for  more  than  1.6  million  California 
public  employees.  Some  San  Francisco  City  employees 
participate  in  CalPERS  retirement  plans. 

Cause  (as  in  "removed  for  cause")  (Proposition  C): 
Official  miscdnduct.  Commissioners  who  may  be 
"removed  for  cause"  can  be  removed  from  office 
only  for  official  misconduct. 

Charter  Amendment  (Propositions  C and  D): 

A change  to  the  City's  Charter. The  Charter  is  the 
City's  Constitution. The  Charter  can  only  be  changed 
by  a majority  of  the  votes  cast. 

Compensation  (Proposition  D):  Salary  and  certain 
other  payments  to  an  employee.  For  the  purpose  of 
calculating  retirement  benefits  for  City  employees, 
compensation  generally  excludes  overtime  pay. 

For  some  San  Francisco  employees  hired  before 
November  1976,  compensation  includes  overtime. 

Declaration  of  Policy  (Proposition  G):  A statement 
or  expression  of  the  will  of  the  voters. 

Early  Voting:  Voting  in  person  at  City  Hall  before 
Election  Day  or  mailing  a vote-by-mail  ballot  before 
Election  Day.  See  page  5 for  more  information. 


Emergency  Operations  Center:  The  citywide 
emergency  operations  center  at  1011  Turk  St.  Some 
city  agencies  have  their  own  departmental  emergency 
operations  centers. 

Exemption  (Proposition  A):  Freedom  from  an 
obligation  or  requirement  that  others  must  follow. 

Facilities  (Propositions  A and  B):  Buildings  or  rooms 
used  for  particular  purposes. 

Fiscal  Year  (Proposition  D):The  City's  12-month 
budget  period,  starting  July  1st  and  ending  June  30th 
of  the  following  calendar  year. 

General  Fund:  That  part  of  the  City's  annual  budget 
that  can  be  used  for  any  City  purpose.  Each  year,  the 
Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  decide  how  the 
General  Fund  will  be  used.  Money  for  the  General  Fund 
comes  from  property,  business,  sales,  and  other  taxes 
and  fees.  Currently,  the  General  Fund  is  46%  of  the 
City's  budget. 

General  Obligation  Bond  (Proposition  B):  A prom- 
ise issued  by  the  City  to  pay  back  money  borrowed, 
plus  interest,  by  a certain  date.  When  the  City  wants 
to  raise  money  to  pay  for  a large  public  project,  it  can 
borrow  money  by  issuing  General  Obligation  Bonds. 
The  City  then  repays  the  money  plus  interest  over  a 
period  of  years  with  property  taxes.  General  obligation 
bonds  must  be  approved  by  the  voters. 

Infrastructure  (Proposition  B):The  basic  facilities  and 
services  needed  for  the  functioning  of  a community, 
such  as  transportation  and  communications  systems, 
and  water  and  power  lines. 

Ordinance  (Propositions  C,  E and  F):  A local  law 
passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  by  the  voters. 

Oversight  (Proposition  B):  Watchful  care  or 
management;  supervision. 

Parcel  Tax  (Proposition  A):  A tax  that  is  based  on  a 
flat  fee  for  each  unit  of  real  property  that  receives  a 
separate  tax  bill. 

Pass-through  (Proposition  B):To  recover  an  increase 
in  property  taxes  by  passing  on  a portion  of  the  cost  to 
tenants. 
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Police  Command  Center  (Proposition  B):  Police 
Department  headquarters,  which  houses  command 
staff,  departmental  emergency  operations  center, 
and  administrative  and  planning  functions. 

Proposition  (Propositions  A-G):  Any  measure  that  is 
submitted  to  the  voters  for  approval  or  disapproval. 

Provisional  Ballot:  A ballot  cast  at  a polling 
place  that  will  not  be  counted  until  the  Department 
of  Elections  verifies  the  voter's  eligibility  to  cast 
that  ballot. 

Qualified  Write-In  Candidate  (Frequently  Asked 
Questions):  A person  who  has  completed  the  required 
paperwork  and  signatures  for  inclusion  as  a write-in 
candidate.  Although  the  name  of  this  person  will  not 
appear  on  the  ballot,  voters  can  vote  for  this  person 
by  writing  the  name  of  the  person  in  the  space  on 
the  ballot  provided  for  write-in  votes  and  following 
the  specific  ballot  instructions. The  Department  of 
Elections  counts  write-in  votes  only  for  qualified 
write-in  candidates. 

Seismic  (Propositions  A and  B):  Relating  to 
earthquakes. 

SFERS  (Proposition  D):The  San  Francisco  Employee 
Retirement  System,  which  manages  retirement  and 
deferred  compensation  plans  for  City  employees. 

Transbay  Joint  Powers  Authority  (TJPA) 

(Proposition  G):  A local  government  agency  created  to 
design,  build,  and  operate  theTransbayTransit  Center. 
TheTJPA  was  established  by  state  law  and  includes 
San  Francisco  and  Bay  Area  representatives. 

Vote-by-Mail  Ballots  (Frequently  Asked 
Questions):  Ballots  mailed  to  voters  or  given  to 
voters  in  person  at  the  Department  of  Elections. 
Vote-by-mail  ballots  can  be  mailed  to  the  Department 
of  Elections,  turned  in  at  the  Department  of  Elections 
office  in  City  Hall,  or  turned  in  at  any  San  Francisco 
polling  place  on  Election  Day.  Also  known  as  absentee 
ballots.  See  page  5 for  more  information.

The  Way  It  Is  Now:  The  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  (the  District)  operates  the  City's  public  schools 
and  some  child  care  centers. The  District  builds,  repairs 
and  upgrades  its  buildings  using  money  from  various 
sources,  including  voter-approved  bond  measures  and 
a special  property  tax.  State  law  allows  local  govern- 
ment agencies  such  as  the  District  to  form  a special 
community  facilities  district  and  collect  a special  tax  if 
the  tax  is  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  voters  in  the 
district. 


The  Proposal:  Proposition  A would  authorize  a special, 
property  tax  that  extends  and  modifies  the  special  tax 
adopted  in  1990.  The  District  could  use  the  tax  for: 

• Seismic  upgrading  and  structural  strengthening 
of  the  District's  school  and  child  care  center 
buildings; 

• Repairing  or  replacing  fire  and  other  safety 
systems; 

• Upgrading  and  repairing  buildings,  including 
paying  salaries  and  benefits  for  employees 
working  on  these  upgrades;  and 


In  June  1990,  the  voters  adopted  a special  tax  on 
property  to  pay  for  repairs  and  other  improvements  to 
school  and  child  care  center  buildings  damaged  by  the 
1989  Loma  Prieta  earthquake  and  to  ensure  that  build- 
ings were  maintained  in  the  future. That  tax  will  expire 
this  year. The  current  annual  special  tax  on  single-fami- 
ly residential  and  non-residential  parcels  is  $32.20,  and 
the  annual  special  tax  on  multi-family  residential 
parcels  is  $16.10  for  each  dwelling  unit. The  tax  has  not 
been  adjusted  for  inflation. The  1990  measure 
authorized  the  District  to  spend  up  to  $12  million 
of  the  special  tax  proceeds  each  year. 


Expenses  such  as  the  cost  of  planning  and  design 
and  the  collection  of  taxes. 


The  tax  would  last  for  20  years  and  the  maximum  tax 
rates  would  be  adjusted  each  year  for  inflation.  For  the 
first  year,  the  tax  on  single-family  residential  and 
non-residential  parcels  would  be  up  to  $32.20  per  year, 
and  the  tax  on  multi-family  residential  parcels  would 
be  up  to  $16.10  per  year  for  each  dwelling  unit. The 
measure  wduld  authorize  the  District  to  spend  up  to 
$16  million  per  year. 


Dwelling  units  with  residents  65  years  old  and  older 
would  be  eligible  for  an  exemption  from  the  tax. 

A "YES"  Vote  Means:  If  you  vote  "yes,"  you  want  to 
renew  the  special  tax  to  pay  for  seismic  upgrades  and 
other  safety  improvements  to  School  District  facilities. 
The  maximum  tax  rate  would  be  adjusted  for  inflation. 
A "NO"  Vote  Means:  If  you  vote  "no,"  you  do  not  want 
to  renew  this  special  tax. 


This  measure  requires  66%% + 1 affirmative  votes  to  pass.

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Controller's  Statement  on  "A" 

City  Controller  Ben  Rosenfield  has  issued  the  following 
statement  on  the  fiscal  impact  of  Proposition  A: 

Should  the  proposed  measure  be  approved  by  the 
voters,  in  my  opinion,  it  would  result  in  an  estimated 
$6.8  million  annually  in  property  tax  revenues  for  the 
San  Frapcisco  Unified  School  District  at  current  rates 
and  valuations. 

The  measure  renews  a special  property  tax  approved 
previously  by  the  voters  in  June  1990  which  placed  a 
tax  of  $32.20  annually  on  non-residential  parcels  and 
single  family  residential  parcels  and  $16.10  per 
dwelling  unit  on  multi-family  residential  parcels.  Under 
the  measure,  the  tax  would  be  renewed  for  a new  20 
year  period. The  tax  would  be  set  at  the  current 
amounts  for  the  first  year  and  would  be  adjusted  each 
year  thereafter  by  the  amount  of  the  consumer  price 
index,  provided  however  that  the  adjustment  could  not 
exceed  2%  annually. The  amount  of  revenue  that  would 
be  generated  is  projected  to  grow  as  the  assessed 
value  and  the  number  of  taxable  parcels  and  units 
increases  in  San  Francisco.  By  the  end  of  the  20  year 
period,  the  revenue  amount  is  estimated  at  between 
$11  million  and  $16  million  annually  depending  on 
growth  rates  in  the  City. 

Funds  generated  by  the  proposed  tax  can  be  used  by 
the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  for  capital 
improvements  including  seismic  work,  fire  and  life 
safety  improvements,  and  other  maintenance  and 
repair  purposes,  but  may  not  be  used  for  debt  service.

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Proponent's  Argument  in  Favor  of  Proposition  A 


We  can  all  agree  that  in  order  for  our  kids  to  achieve 
educational  success  we  must  provide  them  with  safe 
learning  environments.  In  1990,  San  Franciscans 
passed  a measure  to  ensure  earthquake,  fire,  and  life 
safety  in  San  Francisco's  150  public  school  buildings. 
Today,  the  original  measure  is  up  for  renewal  and  in 
these  challenging  economic  times,  we  need  to  be  sure 
our  schools  stay  earthquake  and  fire  safe.  Prop  A 
makes  sure  our  children  and  teachers  don't  suffer  even 
greater  cuts  at  the  expense  of  mandatory  earthquake 
and  fire  safety  work. 

Prop  A is  not  a tax  increase.  The  Mello-Roos  tax  gener- 
ates $6.9  million  a year  towards  necessary  school  safe- 
ty, maintenance  and  repairs  to  our  city's  public  school 
classrooms. 

These  funds  help  with  seismic  strengthening,  fire  and 
life-safety,  including  fire  alarm  systems,  fire  sprinklers, 
and  paths  of  exiting.

Digest  by  the  Ballot  Simplification  Committee 

The  Way  It  Is  Now:  In  the  event  of  an  earthquake  or 
major  disaster,  the  City  relies  on  its  fire  and  police 
departments  to  provide  emergency  response. These 
departments  depend  on  facilities  and  infrastructure, 
which  include: 

• The  Citywide  Auxiliary  Water  Supply  System 
(AWSS),  which  provides  a dedicated  high- 
pressure  water  system  for  fighting  fires. 

It  includes  a reservoir,  pipes,  cisterns,  pump 
stations  and  high-pressure  fire  hydrants. 

This  system  was  built  in  response  to  the 
1906  earthquake; 

• Neighborhood  fire  stations; 

• Neighborhood  police  stations;  and 

• The  Police  Command  Center. 

Both  the  Southern  District  Police  Station  and  the  Police 
Command  Center  are  housed  in  the  Hall  of  Justice  at 
850  Bryant  St.  Studies  commissioned  by  the  City  indi- 
cate that  the  AWSS,  several  fire  stations  and  the  Hall  of 
Justice  are  deteriorating  and  probably  could  not  be 
used  after  a major  earthquake. 

The  City's  10-year  Capital  Plan  identifies  the  repairs 
and  relocation  of  public  safety  facilities  and  infrastruc- 
ture as  a high  priority. 

With  the  approval  of  the  voters,  the  City  may  issue 
general  obligation  bonds  to  pay  for  capital  projects 
such  as  building  or  rervovating  fire  and  police  stations 
and  the  AWSS.  Property  tax  revenues  pay  for  the 
principal  and  interest  on  general  obligation  bonds. 


The  Proposal:  Proposition  B is  a bond  measure  that 
would  authorize  the  City  to  borrow  up  to  $412,300,000 
by  issuing  general  obligation  bonds  for  capital  projects 
to  improve  the  City's  fire,  earthquake  and  emergency 
response. 

Specific  projects  could  include: 

• Upgrades  to  the  City's  Auxiliary  Water  Supply 
System  (AWSS),  including  renovations  and 
seismic  retrofitting. 

• Construction,  renovation  and  seismic  retrofitting 
of  fire  stations. 

• Construction  of  a new  Public  Safety  Building  in 
Mission  Bay. This  building  would  house  the  Police 
Command  Center,  the  Southern  District  Police 
Station,  and  a neighborhood  fire  station. 

The  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  would 
approve  the  final  list  of  projects. 

Proposition  B would  require  the  Citizen's  General 
Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee  to  provide 
independent  oversight  of  the  spending  of  bond  funds. 
One-tenth  of  one  percent  (0.1%)  of  these  funds  would 
pay  for  the  Committee's  audit  and  oversight. 
Proposition  B would  allow  an  increase  in  the  property 
tax  to  pay  for  the  bonds.  It  would  permit  landlords  to 
pass  50%  of  the  resulting  property  tax  increase  to 
tenants. 

Two-thirds  of  the  voters  would  have  to  approve  this 
measure  for  it  to  pass.

property  tax  rate  of  $0.0026  per  $100  ($2.60 
pgr  $100,000)  of  assessed  valuation. 

• In  fiscal  year  2016-2017,  following  issuance  of  the

The  great  San  Francisco  earthquake  struck  on  April  18, 
1906.  Yet  it  was  the  resulting  fire,  not  the  earthquake, 
which  destroyed  the  city. The  fire  burned  for  four  days. 
Water  breaks  made  it  impossible  for  firefighters  to  get 
the  water  they  needed.  25,000  buildings  burned.  It  was 
the  sixth  time  San  Francisco  had  burned  to  the  ground. 

In  1908,  city  engineers  and  firefighters  studied  250 
cities  throughout  the  world  to  develop  the  best 
emergency  water  system  possible. The  result  was  the 
Auxiliary  Water  Supply  System  (AWSS)  - a separate 
high  pressure  water  supply  system  for  fire  protection 
use  only. 

The  AWSS  is  dedicated  to  the  principle  that  the  city  will 
never  again  bedestroyed  by  fire. 

The  components  of  the  AWSS  include  theTwin  Peaks 
Reservoir,  a 10.5  million  gallon  storage  reservoir;  the 
Ashbury  Tank;  the  Jones  Street  Tank;  two  emergency 
saltwater  pumping  stations;  two  fireboats;  over  150 
miles  of  pipe;  special  hydrants;  and  water  cisterns 
located  throughout  the  city. 

Unfortunately,  the  system,  now  over  100  years  old,  has 
deteriorated.  Parts  of  it  broke  during  the  1989  Loma 
Prieta  quake,  making  it  more  difficult  to  fight  fires  in  the 
Marina. 

Proposition  B identifies  the  most  vulnerable  compo- 
nents of  the  AWSS  pipe  for  repair  or  replacement,  con- 
structs additional  firefighting  cisterns  that  provide  an 
emergency  source  of  water  for  firefighting,  and 
upgrades  seismically  unsafe  neighborhood  ftre  stations.

The  Way  It  Is  Now:  The  San  Francisco  Film  Commission 
(Commission)  was  created  by  ordinance  to  develop, 
recognize,  and  promote  film  activities  in  San  Francisco. 
The  Commission  has  11  members  (Commissioners), 
all  appointed  by  the  Mayor  for  four-year  terms. 
Currently  Commissioners  are  not  required  to  have 
specific  professional  qualifications  or  represent 
particular  groups. The  Mayor  may  remove 
Commissioners  for  any  reason. 

The  Commission  has  an  Executive  Director  appointed 
by  the  Mayor. The  Film  Commission  may  remove  the 
Executive  Director  either  on  its  own  or  following  the 
Mayor's  recommendation. 

The  Commission's  Executive  Director  issues  permits 
that  authorize  filming  in  the  City.  Another  City  agency, 
the  Board  of  Appeals,  considers  appeals  regarding 
permits. 

The  Proposal:  Proposition  C is  a Charter  Amendment 
that  would  require  the  City  to  have  a Film  Commission, 
whose  main  purpose  would  be  to  develop,  recognize, 
and  promote  film  activities  in  San  Francisco.

The  powers  of  the  Commission  would  include  the 
authority  to: 

• appoint  or  remove  an  Executive  Director;

City  Controller  Ben  Rosenfield  has  issued  the  following 
statement  on  the  fiscal  impact  of  Proposition  C: 

Should  the  proposed  charter  amendment  be  approved 
by  the  voters,  in  my  opinion,  there  would  be  a minimal 
impact  on  the  cost  of  government. 

The  Film  Commission  currently  consists  of  11 
members  appointed  by  the  Mayor.  The  amendment 
would  provide  instead  that  six  members  of  the 
Commission  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  and  five  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  with  all  members  subject  to 
certain  qualification  requirements  and  to  confirmation 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

The  proposed  amendment  would  also  specify  that 
the  Film  Commission  oversee  all  City  activities  and 
funding  related  to  public  access  and  governmental 
channels  and  that  film  permit  decisions  of  the 
Executive  Director  would  be  appealable  to  the 
Commission  instead  of  to  the  City's  Permit  Appeals 
Board. The  Film  Commission  currently  employs  a 
Director  and  two  permit  staff. The  Film  Commission's 
budget  and  staffing  would  continue  to  be  subject  to 
the  normal  budgetary  and  fiscal  provisions  of 
the  Charter.

The  Way  It  Is  Now:  The  San  Francisco  Employees' 
Retirement  System  (SFERS)  provides  retirement  benefits 
for  most  City  employees. The  California  Public 
Employees'  Retirement  System  (CalPERS)  provides 
retirement  benefits  for  City  employees  in  certain  job 
classifications. 

Retirement  benefits  for  City  employees  are  calculated 
using  a formula  that  includes  the  employee's  "final 
compensation,"  which  is  the  employee's  highest  average 
monthly  compensation  for  any  one  year  of  earnings. 

The  Charter  requires  employees  to  pay  a percentage  of 
their  compensation  to  SFERS  or  CalPERS  to  help  pay  for 
retirement  benefits  they  will  receive. 

• Most  city  employees  pay  7.5%. 

• Safety  employees  such  as  police  officers  and 
firefighters  pay  7.5%,  even  though  the  retirement 
benefits  they  receive  cost  more  than  the  benefits 
paid  to  most  City  employees. 

• Some  CalPERS  members  pay  7.5%,  even  though  the 
required  employee  contribution  is  9.0%.  Because  of 
contractual  agreements  or  Charter  requirements, 
the  City  pays  the  difference. 

The  Charter  requires  the  City  to  contribute  to  SFERS 
following  a set  formula.  Under  this  formula,  the  employ- 
er contribution  to  SFERS  depends  partly  on  the  invest- 
ment earnings  of  the  pension  fund. 

The  City  has  a Retiree  Health  CareTrust  Fund  to  help  pay 
for  costs  related  to  retiree  health  care. The  San  Francisco 
Unified  School  District  and  the  Community  College 
District  are  participating  employers  in  this  Fund. 

The  Proposal:  Proposition  D is  a Charter  Amendment 
that  would  change  the  retirement  benefits  formula, 
change  the  employee  contribution  for  certain  employees, 
and  require  that  savings  from  reduced  employer 
contributions  be  deposited  in  the  Retiree  Health  Care 
Trust  Fund. 


For  employees  hired  on  and  after  July  1,  2010,  "final 
compensation"  would  be  calculated  using  a two-year 
formula.  An  employee's  final  compensation  would  be 
determined  by  averaging  monthly  compensation  during: 

• any  two  consecutive  fiscal  years  of  earnings,  or 

• the  24  months  immediately  before  retirement. 

The  final  basis  for  retirement  benefits  would  be  the 
higher  of  the  two  figures. 

For  safety  employees  and  CalPERS  members  hired  on 
and  after  July  1,  2010,  the  employee  contribution  to 
SFERS  or  CalPERS  would  increase  to  9.0%  of 
compensation.

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Controller's  Statement  on  "D" 

City  Controller  Ben  Rosenfield  has  issued  the  following 
statement  on  the  fiscal  impact  of  Proposition  D: 

, Should  the  proposed  charter  amendment  be  approved 
by  the  voters,  in  my  opinion,  the  City  will  have  reduced 
costs  in  the  medium  and  long  term  for  the  cost  of 
employee  pensions,  with  those  costs  largely  being  shift- 
ed from  the  employer  to  employees. 

Employer  and  Employee  Pension  Contribution  Rates: 
Each  year,  based  on  actuarial  analysis,  the  San  Francisco 
Employees'  Retirement  System  (SFERS)  board  sets  the 
required  contribution  rates  for  the  City  and  its  employ- 
ees to  fund  the  cost  of  current  and  projected  future  pen- 
sion benefits.  In  FY2009-2010,  the  City's  required  contri- 
bution was  9.49%  of  payroll.  In  FY2010-11,  the  City's 
required  contribution  will  increase  to  13.56%  of  payroll, 
due  in  part  to  losses  in  SFERS'  assets  related  to  the  eco- 
nomic downturn. 

Currently,  most  employees  pay  7.5%  of  salary  to  the 
retirement  system  as  their  share  of  pension  costs. This 
employee  contribution  rate  is  fixed  in  the  Charter.  For 
employees  in  public  safety  classifications,  whose  pen- 
sion cost  is  higher,  the  City  also  pays  the  difference 
between  9.0%  and  the  employee  contribution  rate  of 
7.5%.  Similarly,  for  city  employees  who  are  members  of 
the  California  Public  Employees  Retirement  System 
(CalPERS),  the  City  pays  the  difference  between  7.5%  and 
CalPERS'  mandated  employee  contribution,  which  was 
9.0%  in  the  most  recent  year. The  amendment  would 
specify  that  SFERS  public  safety  employees  and 
CalPERS  members  hired  after  July  1,  2010  would  have 
to  contribute  9.0%  of  salary  as  the  mandated  employee 
contribution  for  their  pensions. 

Final  Pension  Compensation  Calculation: 

Currently,  employee  pension  payments  are  calculated 
using  a formula  that,  among  other  factors,  is  based 
upon  an  employee's  highest  year  of  compensation. 

The  Charter  amendment  would  change  this  part  of  the 
formula  to  specify  that  final  compensation  will  instead 
be  based  upon  average  monthly  compensation  earned 
during  the  highest  two  years. 

Under  the  Charter  and  Federal  laws,  this  change  would 
not  affect  any  current  employees— only  those  hired  after 
July  1,  2010.  Effectively,  the  changes  will  require  the 
creation  of  a new  "tier"  of  employees  whose  final 
compensation  calculation  is  different  than  most  current 
employees.  By  approximately  2032,  most  city  employees 
would  be  under  this  arrangement. 


City  Savings  Estimate: 

Taken  together,  the  change  in  the  SFERS  safety  and 
CalPERS  employee  contribution  rates  from  75%  to  9.0%, 
and  the  two  year  final  compensation  calculation,  are 
expected  to  reduce  the  employer  long-term  cost  (called 
the  'normal'  cost)  of  pension  funding  by  approximately 
0.7%  over  the  25  year  period  between  fiscal  year  2011  - 
2012  and  fiscal  year  2035-2036.  Cumulatively,  the  sav- 
ings for  that  same  25  year  period  is  estimated  to  range 
between  $300  and  $500  million  depending  on  future 
wage  and  benefit  rates  for  employees,  and  other  factors. 
Maintaining  City  Benefit  Contributions  at  the  'Normal' 
Cost: 

The  Charter  amendment  would  specify  that  for  any  year 
in  which  the  City's  actuarially-required  contribution  rate 
to  SFERS  fell  below  the  'normal'  funding  cost,  the  city 
would  deposit  the  difference  into  the  retiree  health  trust 
fund  to  pay  for  future  benefit  costs.  Historically  there 
have  been  periods  in  which  the  City's  pension  contribu- 
tion rate  was  very  low  or  zero  due  largely  to  strong 
investment  performance  in  the  SFERS  trust.  When  and  if 
such  conditions  occur  again,  this  change  would  effective- 
ly require  the  city  to  nonetheless  continue  paying  for 
pension  and/or  post-employment  benefit  liabilities  at  the 
estimated  long-term  cost  of  pension  funding  which  typi- 
cally ranges  around  9%  to  10%  of  payroll  over  time. 

Note  that  the  City  currently  pays  the  cost  of  retirees' 
health  benefits  each  year  as  that  year's  expense  is  due. 
As  a result,  there  is  a substantial  unfunded  liability, 
estimated  to  be  approximately  $4  billion  in  total,  for  the 
future  cost  of  retiree  health  benefits  that  current  employ- 
ees have  already  earned. That  liability  has  been  some- 
what reduced  by  the  passage  of  Proposition  B in  June 
2008  which  required  employees  hired  beginning  in  2009 
to  pay  a portion  of  post-employment  health  benefit 
costs,  but  the  bulk  of  the  cost,  estimated  at  between 
$250  and  $300  million  annually  at  current  rates,  will  have 
to  be  otherwise  addressed  by  the  City. The  contributions 
that  would  be  mandated  by  this  amendment  would 
address  a portion  of  this  liability.

The  Way  It  Is  Now:  The  City's  Residential  Rent 
Ordinance  (Ordinance)  applies  to  most  rental  housing 
built  before  June  1979. The  Ordinance  limits  when  and 
by  how  much  a landlord  may  increase  a tenant's  rent. 
For  example,  landlords  may  increase  rent  once  a year 
by  a percentage  set  by  the  Residential  Rent 
Stabilization  and  Arbitration  Board  (Rent  Board). 

In  addition,  landlords  may  increase  rents  to  pay  for 
certain  property  improvements  and  some  increases  in 
the  property  tax.  A tenant  may  file  a hardship 
application  with  the  Rent  Board  to  seek  to  limit 
some  of  these  increases. 

The  Proposal:  Proposition  F would  amend  the 
Ordinance  to  add  provisions  for  hardship  applications. 
In  response  to  most  rent  increases,  a tenant  may 
submit  a financial  hardship  application  if  one  of  the 
following  conditions  applies: 

• the  tenant  has  become  unemployed; 

• the  tenant's  wages  have  been  reduced  by  20%  or 
more  compared  to  the  previous  12  months;  or 

• the  tenant's  sole  income  consists  of  government 
benefits,  such  as  Social  Security  or  disability,  and 
the  tenant  has  not  received  a const  of  living 
increase  in  the  previous  12  months. 

After  the  tenant  submits  a financial  hardship  applica- 
tion to  the  Rent  Board,  an  Administrative  Law  Judge 
(ALJ)  holds  a hearing  on  the  application. 

The  ALJ  would  base  a final  decision  on: 

• whether  the  tenant  satisfies  one  of  the  above 
conditions;

Proposition  F is  a modest  change  to  our  current  rent 
laws  that  allows  tenants  to  temporarily  postpone  new 
rent  increases  during  tough  economic  times. 

San  Francisco  rents,  already  the  highest  in  the  country, 
soared  during  the  speculative  frenzy  of  the  real  estate 
bubble.  Apartment  buildings  were  bought  and  sold  at 
record  rates  by  real  estate  investors  funded  with  Wall 
Street  money.  With  each  sale,  the  new  landlord  would 
significantly  increase  rents  on  vacant  units  and  then  try 
to  force  out  tenants  in  rent-controlled  units.  From  2005 
to  2010,  rents  on  2 bedroom  apartments  soared  by 
over  50%,  from  just  under  $2,000  to  nearly  $3,000. 

When  the  real  estate  bubble  burst,  rents  did  not  come 
down  but  incomes  did.  When  the  excesses  of  real 
estate  speculation  forced  the  economy  into  a tailspin, 

San  Francisco  found  itself  with  an  unemployment  rate 
of  over  10%  and  tens  of  thousands  more  renters  were 
forced  into  part-time  work.  And,  many  senior  renters 
living  on  Social  Security  found  out  they  would  not  get 
a cost  of  living  increase  on  their  already-meager  bene- 
fits. Thus,  renters  were  left  trying  to  pay  extraordinarily 
high  rents  while  seeing  their  income  disappear  or  get 
slashed.

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• The  Rent  Board's  existing  hardship  provisions  are  a 
long-term  policy  of  the  Board  that  are  not  codified  in 
the  Ordinance  or  Regulations.

The  Way  It  Is  Now:  In  November  2008,  California 
voters  approved  a state  ballot  measure  to  issue  bonds 
to  build  a high-speed  rail  line  between  San  Francisco 
and  Los  Angeles. That  measure  stated  that  theTransbay 
Terminal  would  be  the  San  Francisco  station. 
TheTransbay  Joint  Powers  Authority  (TJPA),  a local 
government  agency,  is  replacing  theTransbay  Terminal 
with  a newTransbayTransit  Center  at  First  and  Mission 
streets.

The  California  High-Speed  Rail  Authority  (CHSRA)  is  a 
state  agency  overseeing  the  construction  of  the  high- 
speed rail  line.TheJCHSRA  is  considering  an  alterna- 
tive to  locate  the  San  Francisco  station  for  the  high- 
speed rail  line  on  a site  between  Beale,  Main,  Mission, 
and  Harrison  streets,  not  at  First  and  Mission  streets. 

In  November  1999  and  November  2003,  San  Francisco 
voters  approved  measures  that  provided  that  the  City 
pursue  and  use  sales  tax  proceeds  to  pay  for  an 
extension  of  Caltrain  to  a new  or  rebuiltTransbay 
Transit  Center  at  First  and  Mission  streets. 

The  Proposal:  Proposition  G would  make  it  City 
policy  that  theTransbayTransit  Center,  located  at  First 
and  Mission  streets,  serve  as  the  northern  end  of  the 
San  Francisco  to  Los  Angeles  high-speed  rail  line.

REQUESTED  ACTION: 

WHEREAS,  on  January  9,  1990,  the  Board  of  Education  (the 
“Board”)  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  (the  “District”) 
adopted  its  Resolution  of  Intention  to  establish  its  Community  Facilities 
District  No.  90-1  (“CFD'No.  90-1”)  pursuant  to  the  Mello-Roos 
Community  Facilities  Act  of  1982,  as  amended  (the  “Act”),  to  finance 
certain  facilities  and  to  levy  a special  tax  therein  to  pay  for  the  facilities 
and  the  expenses  incidental  thereto;  and 

WHEREAS,  following  a duly  noticed  public  hearing  held  pursu- 
ant to  the  Act,  the  Board,  on  February  13,  1990,  adopted  its  Resolution 
of  Formation  pursuant  to  which  CFD  No.  90-1  was  formed  and  an  elec- 
tion was  called  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  the  levy  of  the  special  tax 
and  the  establishment  of  an  appropriations  limit  to  the  qualified  electors 
of  CFD  No.  90-1;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  June  5,  1990,  the  election  was  held  within  the 
District  at  which  the  electors  approved  the  levy  of  the  special  tax  and 
the  appropriations  limit  by  more  than  the  two-thirds  vote  required  by 
the  Act;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Board,  on  July  5,  1990,  caused  to  be  recorded  a 
Notice  of  Special  Tax,  and  on  July  1 1 , 1990,  a supplement  thereto,  in 
the  Office  of  the  County  Recorder  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  in  conformance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act,  and  there- 
after adopted  an  ordinance  levying  the  special  tax;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  special  tax  has  been  annually  levied  to  pay  for 
the  facilities;  not  all  of  the  facilities  have  been  completed,  however,  the 
term  of  the  special  tax  has  expired;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  February  4,  2010,  the  Board  adopted  its 
Resolution  of  Consideration  No.  102-4SO1  (the  “Resolution  of 
Consideration”),  pursuant  to  Section  53334  of  the  Act,  wherein  the 
Board  (1)  determined  the  need  to  complete  the  facilities  previously 
approved  for  CFD  No.  90-1,  as  therein  proposed  to  be  updated  and,  in 
order  to  pay  for  them,  to  extend  and  levy  the  previously  approved  spe- 
cial tax,  as  therein  proposed  to  be  modified,  (2)  proposed  to  provide  for 
the  reauthorization  of  the  previously  authorized  facilities,  as  therein 
updated,  artd  the  extension  and  levy  of  the  previously  approved  special 
tax,  as  therein  modified,  and  (3)  fixed  a time  and  place  for  a hearing  on 
the  proposed  changes;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Resolution  of  Consideration  (1)  stating  the  name 
of  the  community  facilities  district,  (2)  generally  describing  the  bound- 
aries of  CFD  No.  90-1 , (3)  specifying  the  facilities  to  be  financed,  as 


proposed  to  be  updated,  (4)  specifying  the  special  tax  to  pay  the  costs 
thereof,  as  proposed  to  be  modified,  and  (5)  fixing  the  time  and  place 
for  the  hearing  on  the  consideration  of  the  proposed  changes,  is  incor- 
porated herein  by  this  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  notice  of  the  hearing  on  the  consideration  of  the 
proposed  changes  was  duly  published  as  required  by  law,  as  evidenced 
by  the  certificate  of  publication  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  (the 
“Clerk”);  and 

WHEREAS,  at  the  time  and  date  set  for  the  hearing,  March  9, 
2010,  this  Board  held  the  public  hearing  as  required  by  law  relative  to 
the  proposed  changes  described  in  the  Resolution  of  Consideration;  and 

WHEREAS,  prior  to  the  hearing  a report  (the  "Report”)  contain- 
ing (1)  a description  of  the  facilities  required  to  adequately  meet  the 
needs  of  CFD  No.  90-1 , as  updated,  and  (2)  an  estimate  of  (a)  the  cost 
of  providing  the  facilities;  (b)  the  fair  and  reasonable  costs  of  any  of  the 
facilities  to  be  purchased;  aryl  (c)  the  fair  and  reasonable  cost  of  inci- 
dental expenses  related  thereto,  was  filed  with  this  Board  as  a part  of 
the  record  of  the  hearing  and  duly  considered  by  this  Board;  the  Report 
also  incorporates  clarifying  changes  recommended  by  staff  that  do  not 
change  the  types  of  facilities  proposed  to  be  financed;  and 

WHEREAS,  at  the  hearing  all  interested  persons  for  or  against 
the  proposed  changes  were  heard  and  considered,  and  a full  and  fair 
hearing  was  held  thereon;  and 

WHEREAS , at  the  hearing  evidence  was  presented  to  this  Board 
on  the  matters  before  it,  and  this  Board,  at  the  conclusion  of  the  hearing, 
was  fully  advised  as  to  all  matters  relating  to  the. proposed  changes;  and 

WHEREAS , written  protests  against  the  proposed  changes  have 
not  been  filed  with  the  Clerk  by  fifty  percent  (50%)  or  more  of  the  reg- 
istered voters  residing  within  CFD  No.  90-1,  or  the  owners  of  one  half 
(1/2)  or  more  of  the  area  of  the  land  proposed  to  be  included  in  CFD 
No.  90-1  and  not  exempt  from  the  special  tax;  and 

WHEREAS,  there  has  been  submitted  to  this  Board  proposed 
goals  and  policies  concerning  the  use  of  the  Act;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  it  is  advisable  to  order 
an  election  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  the  changes  and  the  establish- 
ment of  the  appropriations  limit  to  the  qualified  electors  of  CFD'No. 
90-1  and  to  request  that  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  the  District 
(the  “Superintendent”)  call  the  election  and  that  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  Director  of  Elections  (the  “Director  of  Elections”)  take 
all  steps  required  to  conduct  the  election. 

NOW  THEREFORE,  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District  DOES  HEREBY  RESOLVE, 
DETERMINE  and  ORDER,  as  follows: 

1 . The  foregoing  recitals  are  true  and  correct. 

2.  The  proposed  changes  described  in  the  Resolution  of 
Consideration  have  not  been  precluded  by  majority  protest  pursuant  to 
Section  53337  of  the  Act.  The  proposed  changes  are  to  provide  for  the 
reauthorization  of  the  facilities,  as  therein  updated,  and  the  extension 
and  levy  of  the  previously  approved  special  tax,  as  therein  modified. 

Any  protests  related  to  the  proposed  changes  are  hereby  overruled. 

3.  (a)  The  facilities  to  be  financed  by  CFD  No.  90-1 , being  the 
previously  authorized  facilities  for  CFD  No.  90-1  as  updated,  and  as 
clarified  in  the  Report  (the  “Facilities”)  are,  set  forth  in  EXHIBIT  A. 
They  are  public  facilities  authorized  to  be  acquired  or  constructed  under 
the  Act  that  have  a useful  life  of  five  years  or  longer.  The  Facilities  are 
governmental  facilities  which  this  Board  is  authorized  by  law  to  con- 
tribute revenue  to,  or  construct,  own  or  operate. 
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(b)  The  Report  related  to  the  Facilities  shall  be  a part  of 
the  record  in  these  proceedings.  For  purposes  hereof,  the  Report 
shall  refer  and  apply  to  the  Report  as  modified,  amended,  revised 
or  corrected  pursuant  to  and  in  accordance  with  this  Resolution  as 
well  as  any  other  resolution  or  order  heretofore  adopted  or  made 
by  thifBoard. 

4.  (a)  As  stated  in  the  Resolution  of  Consideration,  except 
where  funds  are  otherwise  available,  it  is  the  intention  of  this  Board  to 
annually  levy  a special  tax  sufficient  to  pay  for  the  Facilities,  including 
incidental  expenses  related  thereto,  secured  by  recordation  of  a continu- 
ing lien  against  all  nonexempt  real  property  in  CFD  No.  90-1 . 

(b)  The  rate,  method  of  apportionment,  and  manner  of 
collection  of  the  special  tax,  in  sufficient  detail  to  allow  each 
landowner  or  resident  within  CFD  No.  90-1  to  estimate  the  maxi- 
mum amount  such  person  will  have  to  pay  for  the  Facilities, 
being  the  previously  approved  special  tax  for  CFD  No.  90-1  as 
extended  and  updated,  and  as  clarified  in  the  Report,  is  described 
in  EXHIBIT  B.  EXHIBIT  B incorporates  clarifying  changes  rec- 
ommended by  staff  that  do  not  increase  the  proposed  maximum 
special  tax  or  the  probable  special  tax. 

(c)  The  special  tax,  as  apportioned  to  each  parcel  pursuant 
to  EXHIBIT  B.  is  based  on  the  cost  of  making  the  Facilities 
available  to  each  parcel,  or  other  reasonable  basis,  and  is  not 
based  on  or  upon  the  ownership  of  real  property. 

(d)  No  ad  valorem  property  tax  is,  or  will  be,  levied  on 
property  within  CFD  No.  90-1  for  the  exclusive  purpose  of  mak- 
ing lease  payments  on  an  existing  lease  or  paying  principal  or 
interest  on  outstanding  bonds  or  other  existing  indebtedness, 
including  State  school  building  loans,  incurred  to  finance  the  con- 
struction of  capital  facilities  which  are  the  same  as  are  to  be  pro- 
vided by  the  Facilities. 

5 . The  Office  of  the  Chief  Financial  Officer  is  hereby  desig- 
nated as  the  office,  department  or  bureau  that  will  be  responsible  for 
annually  preparing  the  current  roll  of  special  tax  levy  obligations  by 
assessor’s  parcel  number  on  nonexempt  property  within  CFD  No.  90-1 , 
and  that  will  be  responsible  for  estimating  future  special  tax  levies  pur- 
suant to  Section  53340.2  of  the  Act.  The  current  name,  address,  and 
telephone  number  of  the  Office  of  the  Chief  Financial  Officer,  and  the 
person  responsible  for  administering  the  District,  is  as  follows:

Such  officer  is  hereby  directed  to  establish  procedures  to  prompt- 
ly respond  to  inquiries  concerning  current  and  future  estimated  tax  lia- 
bility pursuant  to  Section  53340.2  of  the  Act. 

6.  All  prior  proceedings  taken  with  respect  to  th4  establish- 
ment of  CFD  No.  90-1  were  valid  and  in  conformity  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  Act.  All  prior  proceedings  taken  with  respect  to  the  pro- 
posed changes  described  in  the  Resolution  of  Consideration  were  valid 
and  in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act. 

7.  In  accordance  with  Section  53325.7  of  the  Act.  the  annual 
appropriations  limit  of  CFD  No.  90-1 , as  defined  by  subdivision  (h)  of 
Section  8 of  Article  XIII  B of  the  California  Constitution,  is  hereby  pre- 
liminarily established  at  $16,000,000,  and  this  annual  appropriations 
limit  shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of  CFD  No.  90-1  as  hereafter  pro- 
vided. The  proposition  establishing  this  appropriations  limit  shall 
become  effective  if  approved  by  the  qualified  electors  voting  thereon, 
and  shall  be  adjusted  in  accordance  with  the  applicable  provisions  of 
Section  53325.7  of  the  Act.

8.  (a)  This  Board  hereby  orders  an  election  to  submit  the  ques- 
tions of  making  the  changes  proposed  in  the  Resolution  of  Consider- 
ation. as  herein  clarified,  and  establishing  the  annual  appropriations 
limit  for  CFD  No.  90-1  in  connection  therewith,  to  the  qualified  electors 
within  the  CFD  No.  90-1 . Pursuant  to  Section  53353.5  of  the  Act,  the 
questions  of  making  such  changes  and  establishing  an  appropriations 
limit  shall  be  combined  in  a single  ballot  measure,  substantially  in  the 
form  set  forth  in  EXHIBIT  C (the  "Ballot  Measure”).  The  election  shall 
be  held  on  Tuesday,  June  8,  2010. 

(b)  More  than  twelve  (12)  persons  have  been  registered  to  vote 
within  CFD  No.  90-1  for  each  of  the  ninety  (90)  days  pre- 
ceding the  close  of  the  hearing  referenced  herein. 
Accordingly,  the  qualified  electors  shall  be  the  registered 
voters  within  CFD  No.  90-1,  with  each  registered  voter  hav- 
ing one  vote.  The  voting  procedure  herein  described  is  also 
described  in  the  Resolution  of  Consideration. 

9.  The  authority  for  ordering  the  election  is  contained  in 
Section  53326  of  the  Government  Code  and  Section  5304  of  the 
Education  Code. 

10.  The  authority  for  the  specifications  of  this  election  order  is 
contained  in  Section  5322  of  the  Education  Code. 

1 1 . This  Resolution  shall  stand  as  the  order  to  the  Super- 
intendent to  call  an  election  within  the  boundaries  of  the  District  on 
June  8, 2010  pursuant  to  the  specifications  contained  herein  and  as  the 
request  to  the  Director  of  Elections  to  take  all  steps  required  to  conduct 
the  election  ordered  pursuant  to  this  Resolution. 

12.  The  Clerk  is  hereby  directed  to  send  a certified  copy  of  this

20.  Within  three  business  days  after  the  adoption  of  this 
Resolution,  the  Clerk  shall  accept  and  file  a certified  copy  of  this 

; Resolution  along  with  a copy  of  the  Boundary  Map  and  a sufficient 
description  of  the  boundaries  of  CFD  No.  90-1 . The  Clerk  shall  also 
accept  and  file  the  assessor’s  parcel  numbers  for  the  land  within  CFD 
No.  90-1,  if  necessary. 

21 . If  two  thirds  (2/3)  of  the  votes  cast  upon  the  question  of 

1 making  the  proposed  changes  are  cast  in  favor  thereof,  as  determined  by 
this  Board  after  the  canvass  of  the  returns  of  the  consolidated  election, 
this  Board  may  thereafter  proceed  with  the  financing  of  the  Facilities 
and  the  levy  the  special  tax  within  CFD  No.  gO-l  in  the  amount  and  for 
the  purposes  specified  in  this  Resolution.  The  special  tax  may  be  levied 
only  at  the  rate  and  may  be  apportioned  only  in  the  manner  specified  in 
this  Resolution,  subject  to  the  Act,  except  that  the  special  tax  may  be 
levied  at  a lower  rate. 

22.  Upon  a determination  by  this  Board,  after  the  canvass  of  the 
returns  of  the  election  contemplated  in  Sections  19  and  21  hereof,  that 
two  thirds  (2/3)  of  the  votes  cast  upon  the  question  of  making  the  pro- 
posed changes  are  in  favor  thereof,  it  will  adopt  a resolution  determin- 
ing the  proposed  changes  are  authorized,  and  the  Clerk  will  record  a 
notice  of  the  changes  as  provided  for  in  Section  3117.5  of  the  California 
Streets  and  Highways  Code.  Upon  such  recordation,  a continuing  lien  to 
secure  each  levy  of  the  special  tax  shall  attach  to  all  nonexempt  real 
property  in  CFD  No.  90-1 , and  this  lien  shall  continue  in  force  and 
effect  until  the  collection  of  the  special  tax  ceases  to  be  levied. 

23.  The  goals  and  policies  related  to  the  use  of  the  Act,  set  forth 
} in  EXHIBIT  D,  are  hereby  adopted. 

24.  The  Clerk,  the  District’s  General  Counsel,  and  the  other 
officers  of  the  District  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  individually 
and  collectively,  to  do  any  and  all  things,  and  to  execute,  deliver,  and 
perform  any  and  all  agreements  and  documents,  that  they  deem  neces- 
sary or  advisable  in  order  to  effectuate  the  purposes  of  this  Resolution, 
including,  without  limitation,  to  prepare  and  submit  for  inclusion  in  the 
voter  information  materials  an  argument  in  favor  of  passage  of  the  bal- 
lot measure.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  the  officers  of  the  District 
that  are  in  conformity  with  the  purposes  and  intent  of  this  Resolution 
are  hereby  ratified,  conformed  and  approved. 

25.  This  Resolution  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  adoption.

EXHIBIT  A 

FACILITIES  TO  BE  FINANCED 

The  following  school  sites  and  structures,  consistent  with  the  building 
area  and  cost  standards  established  by  the  State  Allocation  Board. 

1 .  Seismic  upgrading,  structural  strengthening  and  related 
improvements  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District 
facilities  and  Child  Care  Centers  to  repair,  replace,  improve, 


or  rehabilitate  identified  structural  deficiencies  and  improve 
the  seismic  performance  due  to  revisions  to  the  California 
building  codes. 

2.  Repair,  replace,  improve  or  rehabilitate  fire  and  life-safety 
building  systems,  and  related  improvements,  including 
paths  of  exiting,  ADA  access  paths  of  travel,  building  code 
upgrades,  fire  alarm  systems,  fire  sprinkler  and  fire  suppres- 
sion systems,  and  correction  of  identified  fire  safety  viola- 
tions of  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  facilities  and 
Child  Care  Centers. 

3.  Deferred  capital  maintenance  of  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  facilities  and  Child  Care  Centers,  including 
the  salaries  and  benefits  of  those  District  employees  directly 
working  on  the  reparation,  replacement,  improvement  or 
rehabilitation  of  fire,  life-safety  and  exiting  systems,  and 
other  incidental  expenses  related  to  the  foregoing  or  to 
building  code  upgrades  and/or  replacement  of  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District  facilities  and  Child  Care 
Centers  as  needed. 

4.  Incidental  expenses,  including  the  cost  of  planning,  design, 
engineering,  testing  and  environmental  evaluations  for  each 
individual  project;  all  costs  associated  with  the  determina- 
tion of  the  amount  of  and  collection  of  taxes,  the  payment  of 
taxes,  and  costs  otherwise  incurred  in  order  to  carry  out  the 
authorized  purposes  of  CFD  No.  90-1;  and  any  other  expens- 
es incidental  to  the  reparation,  replacement,  improvement,  or 
rehabilitation  of  the  facilities  permitted  under  the  Act. 


EXHIBIT  B 

RATE  AND  METHOD  OF  APPORTIONMENT  OF  SPECIAL  TAX 

The  annual  and  special  tax  shall  be  levied  on  each  separate  parcel 
within  Community  Facilities  District  No.  90-1 , San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District,  San  Francisco  County,  California  (“CFD  No.  90-1”)  as 
shown  on  the  San  Francisco  County  Assessor’s  records,  subject  to  the 
maximum  rates  specified  below,  as  established  by  the  Board  of 
Education  (“Board”)  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District 
(“District”) 

DETERMINATION  OF  PARCELS  SUBJECT  TO  SPECIAL  TAX 

The  records  of  the  County  Assessor  of  San  Erancisco  County 
shall  be  used  to  determine  the  parcels  subject  to  the  special  tax.  The 
basis  for  determining  the  parcels  will  be  the  Secured  Property  Tax  Roll. 
The  land  use  code  contained  with  records  maintained  by  the  Assessor  of 
the  number  of  dwelling  units  on  each  residential  parcel  in  CFD  90-1, 
will  be  the  basis  for  assigning  the  appropriate  tax  rate  to  each  parcel.  If 
the  District  determines  that  the  records  maintained  by  the  Assessor  are 
incorrect  with  respect  to  one- or  more  parcels,  the  District  will  assign  the 
appropriate  land  use  code  and  dwelling  unit  count  based  on  its  review 
of  the  property.  All  special  taxes  shall  be  based  on  parcels  established  in 
the  County  Assessor’s  records  as  of  March  1 of  each  year  and  all  land 
use  categories  shall  be  based  on  building  permits  and  other  relevant 
development  approvals  granted  by  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  or  any  successor  jurisdiction  as  of  June  1 of  each  year. 

Using  the  records  of  the  County  Assessor,  the  District  shall  pre- 
pare a list  of  the  parcels  subject  to  the  tax.  The  District  shall  establish 
the  parcels  subject  to  the  tax  using  the  procedure  described  below: 

1 . Exclude  all  parcels  which,  as  of  March  1 of  the  prior  fiscal 
year,  meet  one  of  the  following  conditions:  (1)  are  vacant, 
(2)  are  owned  by  the  federal,  state,  or  local  government  or  a 
public  agency  or  utility  and  are  used  for  public  purpose(s). 
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1 . The  applicant  must  show  evidence  that  the  dwelling  unit  is 
owned  or  rented  by  a citizen  who  is  at  least  65  years  of  age. 

2.  The  applicant  must  show  evidence  of  ownership  of  the 
property  subject  to  the  Exemption. 

3.  If  the  applicant  is  a landlord,  then  he  or  she  must  certify 
that  the  entire  tax  exemption  will  be  reflected  only  in  the 
rent  for  the  exempted  dwelling  unit(s). 


or  (3)  are  a publicly  owned  or  non-profit  hospital,  or  ceme- 
tery. or  building(s)  used  exclusively  for  religious  worship, 
provided  that  leasehold  / possessory  interests  shall  be  taxed. 

2.  From  the  parcels  remaining,  identify  the  following  groups 
<5f  parcels  based  upon  assessor’s  data,  and  the  District’s 
review  of  building  permits  issued,  and  other  changes  in 
development  status: 

a.  Single  Family  Residential  Parcels:  Parcels  containing 
one  dwelling  unit  and  no  other  uses;  . 


b.  Mixed  Use  Parcels:  Parcels  with  one  or  more  residen- 
tial units  in  addition  to  one  or  more  commercial  uses; 

c.  Multi-Family  Residential  Parcels:  Parcels  with  two  or 
more  residential  units  and  no  other  uses; 

d.  Non-Residential  Parcels:  Parcels  with  no  residential 
units,  including  transient  residential  units  such  as 
hotels. 

Parcels  which  have  been  granted  a building  permit  for  one  or 

more  residential  units  in  addition  to  or  in  place  of  the  .uses  pres- 
ently existing  on  that  parcel  will  be  classified  based  on  the  uses 

that  will  exist  after  the  permit  has  been  exercised. 

The  District  shall  make  every  effort  to  correctly  determine  the 
parcels  subject  to  the  tax.  It  shall  be  the  burden  of  the  taxpayer  to  cor- 
rect any  errors  in  the  determination  of  the  parcels  subject  to  the  tax  and 
their  classifications. 

MAXIMUM  ANNUAL  SPECIAL  TAX 

The  maximum  annual  special  tax  on  parcels  in  CFD  No.  90-1 
shall  be  the  rates  below,  for  the  first  year,  and  then  adjusted  for  inflation 
each  year  thereafter  by  the  San  Francisco  All  Items  Consumer  Price 
Index  for  all  Urban  Consumers  (CPI-U)  as  reported  by  the  US 
Department  of  Labor’s  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics,  provided  however 
that,  for  a parcel  used  for  private  residential  purposes,  the  adjustment 
for  inflation  shall  not  exceed  2%  per  year: 

1 . Single  Family  Residential  Parcels  and  Non-Residential 
Parcels  shall  pay  $32.20  per  parcel. 

2.  For  Mixed  Use  Parcels  and  Multi-Family  Residential 
Parcels,  the  District  shall  calculate  the  annual  special  tax  for 
each  such  parcel  by  multiplying  the  mixed  use  and  multi- 
family residential  tax  rate  of  $16.10  times  the  number  of 
dwelling  units  thereon  to  determine  the  special  tax  for  such 
parcel.  The  District  shall  notify  the  appropriate  county  offi- 
cial of  the  annual  special  tax  for  each  parcel. 

The  special  tax  shall  be  collected  in  CFD  No.  90-1  for  twenty  years. 

The  District  shall  make  every  effort  to  correctly  assign  the  tax 
rate  and  calculate  the  annual  special  tax  liability  for  each  parcel.  It  shall 
be  the  burden  of  the  taxpayer  to  correct  any  errors  in  the  determination 
of  the  parcels  subject  to  the  tax  and  their  special  tax  assignments. 

SENIOR  CITIZEN  EXEMPTION 

A property  owner  may  apply  for  a Senior  Citizen  Exemption 
which  would  provide  an  exemption  from  the  special  tax  on  dwelling 
units  occupied  by  senior  citizens,  if  the  following  conditions  are  met:

FORM  OF  BALLOT  MEASURE 

“To  improve  earthquake  and  fire  safety  and  implement  critical  capital

EXHIBIT  D 

GOALS  AND  POLICIES  CONCERNING 
THE  USE  OF  THE  MELLO-ROOS  COMMUNITY  FACILITIES  ACT 
OF  1982 

Pursuant  to  California  Government  Code  Section  53312.7,  the 
San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  (the  “District”)  states  the  follow- 
ing as  its  goals  and  policies  concerning  the  use  of  the  Mello-Roos 
Community  Facilities  Act  of  1982,  as  amended  (the  “Act”). 

I.  PRIORITIES  AMONG  KINDS  OF  PUBLIC  FACILITIES 

When  special  tax  revenues  are  limited  within  a community  facili- 
ty district  (“CFD”),  first  priority  for  the  use  of  available  revenues  shall 
be  given  to  the  upgrading,  repair,  replacement  or  rehabilitation  of  school 
and  child  care  facilities,  second  priority  shall  be  given  to  school  site 
support  facilities  (for  example,  multipurpose  rooms  and  playground 
equipment),  and  third  priority  shall  be  given  to  administrative  facilities. 

The  District  does  not  currently  contemplate  the  use  of  the  Act  to 
finance  services. 

II . CREDIT  QUALITY  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  BOND 
ISSUES 

The  District  does  not  currently  intend  to  issue  bonds  for  a CFD. 

In  the  event  it  should  at  some  future  date  determine  to  do  so,  these  goals 
and  policies  will  need  to  be  amended  in  order  to  address  credit  quality 
requirements  related  thereto. 

III.  DISCLOSURE  TO  PROSPECTIVE  PROPERTY 
PURCHASERS 

The  District  will  comply  with  Section  53340.2  of  the  Act  with 
respect  to  the  designation  of  an  office,  department,  or  bureau  of  the 
District  to  be  responsible  for  annually  preparing  the  special  tax  roll, 
responding  to  inquiries,  and  furnishing  notice  upon  request  of  a seller  of 
property  within  the  CFD.

IV.  EQUITY  OF  SPECIAL  TAX  FORMULAS  AND 
MAXIMUM  SPECIAL  TAXES 

A.  Equity.  Any  special  tax  formula  approved  by  the  District 
I shall  be  reasonable  and  equitable  in  allocating  public  facilities  costs  to 

S parcels  within  the  CFD.  Exemptions  from  the  special  tax  may  be  given 
to  parcels  such  as,  but  not  limited  to,  publicly  owned  parcels  (that 
would  otherwise  be  subject  to  the  tax),  parcels  owned  by  public  utilities, 
parcels  used  for  religious  worship,  and  parcels  used  for  a public  purpose 
l such  as  open  space  or  wetlands  of  are  affected  by  easements  making 
impractical  their  utilization  for  other  than  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the 
h easements. 

B .  Maximum  Tax  Rate.  It  is  the  intent  of  the  District  that  the 
total  projected  property  tax  levels  for  any  private  residential  parcel 
within  a CFD  should  not  exceed  two  percent  of  the  projected  initial 
sales  price  of  a fully  developed  parcel  ( i.e .,  with  a completed  structure). 
Calculation  of  the  total  projected  property  tax  level  shall  take  into 
account  ad  valorem  property  taxes,  non  ad  valorem  special  taxes,  spe- 
cial assessments,  and  other  charges  levied  by  a public  agency  that  are  a 
lien  against  the  property. 

The  Act  provides  that  the  maximum  special  tax  for  any  parcel 
used  for  private  residential  purpose  shall  not  increase  over  time  at  a rate 
greater  than  two  percent  annually.  The  special  tax  formula  should  be 
structured  such  that  special  taxes  levied  on  developed  private  residential 
parcels  are  consistent  year  to  year,  subject  to  the  annual  increase  of  not 
more  than  two  percent.  The  Act  further  provides  that  under  no  circum- 
stances shall  the  special  tax  levied  on  any  private  residential  parcel  be 
increased  by  more  than  ten  percent  as  a consequence  of  delinquency  or 
default  by  the  owner  of  any  other  parcel. 

V.  APPRAISAL  REQUIREMENTS 

The  District  does  not  currently  intend  to  issue  bonds  for  a CFD. 
i In  the  event  it  should  at  some  future  date  determine  to  do  so,  these  goals 
and  policies  may  need  to-be  amended  in  order  to  establish  appraisal 
standards  related  thereto. 

VI .  PRIORITY  ATTENDANCE  ACCESS 

A.  Priority  to  Residents  of  CFD.  Pursuant  to  the  requirement 
of  California  Government  Code  Section  53312.7,  the  District  shall  give 
priority  attendance  access  to  students  residing  in  a CFD  whose  residents 
have  paid  special  taxes  that  have,  in  whole  or  in  part,  financed  the  con- 
struction of  school  district  facilities.  The  degree  of  priority  shall  reflect 
the  proportion  of  each  school’s  financing  provided  through  the  CFD. 

B.  Exceptions.  The  attendance  priority  described  above  is  sub- 
ject  to  the  District’s  other  attendance  policies  that  include  criteria  for 
student  assignment  such  as  goals  to  achieve  ethnic,  racial,  or  socioeco- 
nomic diversity;  federal,  state,  or  court  mandates;  transportation  needs, 

I safe  pedestrian  routes;  grade  levels  for  which  facilities  were  designed; 
and  ensuring  that  students  have  continuity  of  schooling  within  any  sin- 
gle school  year. 

Proposition  B 

Ordinance  calling  and  providing  for  a special  election  to  be  held  in 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  on  Tuesday,  June  8, 2010,  for 
the  purpose  of  submitting  to  San  Francisco  voters  a proposition  to 
incur  the  following  bonded  debt  of  the  City  and  County: 
$412,300,000  to  finance  the  construction,  acquisition,  improvement, 
and  retrofitting  of  Neighborhood  Fire  and  Police  Stations,  the 
Auxiliary  Water  Supply  System,  a Public  Safety  Building  , and 
other  critical  infrastructure  and  facilities  for  earthquake  safety  and 
related  costs  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  foregoing  purposes; 
authorizing  landlords  to  pass-through  50%  of  the  resulting  proper- 
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ty  tax  increase  to  residential  tenants  in  accordance  with  Chapter  37 
of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code;  finding  that  the  estimat- 
ed cost  of  such  proposed  project  is  and  will  be  too  great  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  ordinary  annual  income  and  revenue  of  the  City  and 
County  and  will  require  expenditures  greater  than  the  amount 
allowed  therefor  by  the  annual  tax  levy;  reciting  the  estimated  cost 
of  such  proposed  project;  fixing  the  date  of  election  and  the  manner 
of  holding  such  election  and  the  procedure  for  voting  for  or  against 
the  proposition;  fixing  the  maximum  rate  of  interest  on  such  bonds 
and  providing  for  the  levy  and  collection  of  taxes  to  pay  both  prin- 
cipal and  interest;  prescribing  notice  to  be  given  of  such  election; 
finding  that  a portion  of  the  proposed  bond  is  not  a project  under 
the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (“CEQA”)  and  adopting 
findings  under  CEQA,  CEQA  Guidelines,  and  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code  Chapter  31  for  the  remaining  portion  of  the 
proposed  bond;  finding  that  the  proposed  bond  is  in  conformity 
with  the  priority  policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  101.1(b)  and 
with  the  General  Plan  consistency  requirement  of  Charter  Section 
4.105  and  Administrative  Code  Section  2A33;  consolidating  the 
special  election  with  the  general  election;  establishing  the  election- 
precincts,  voting  places  and  officers  for  the  election;  waiving  the 
word  limitation  on  ballot  propositions  imposed  by  San  Francisco 
Municipal  Elections  Code  Section  510;  complying  with  the  restric- 
tions on  the  use  of  bond  proceeds  specified  in  Section  53410  of  the 
California  Government  Code;  incorporating  the  provisions  of  the 
San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  Sections  530  - 536;  and  waiv- 
ing the  time  requirements  specified  in  Section  234  of  the  San 
Francisco  Administrative  Code. 

Note:  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  this  ordinance, 
which  submits  to  San  Francisco  voters  a proposed 
bond  measure,  on  February  23, 2010. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco: 

Section  1.  Findings. 

A.  This  Board  of  Supervisors  (this  “Board”)  recognizes  the 
need  to  safeguard  and  enhance  the  City’s  earthquake  and  emergency 
response  and  recovery  by  rehabilitating  critical  facilities  that  support  the 
City’s  first  responders. 

B.  The  Earthquake  Safety  and  Emergency  Response  Bond  (the 
“Bond”)  will  provide  funding  to  construct,  improve  and  rehabilitate 
earthquake  safety  and  emergency  responsiveness  facilities  and  infra- 
structure (as  described  below  in  Section  3). 

C.  This  Board  now  wishes  to  describe  the  terms  of  a ballot 
measure  seeking  approval  for  the  issuance  of  general  obligation  bonds 
to  finance  all  or  a portion  of  the  City’s  earthquake  safety  and  response 
needs  as  described  below. 

Section  2.  A special  election  is  called  and  ordered  to  be  held  in 
the  City  on  Tuesday,  the  8th  day  of  June,  2010,  for  the  purpose- of  sub- 
mitting to  the  electors  of  the  City  a proposition  to  incur  bonded  indebt- 
edness of  the  City  for  the  project  described  in  the  amount  and  for  the 
purposes  stated: 

“SAN  FRANCISCO  EARTHQUAKE  SAFETY  AND 
EMERGENCY  RESPONSE  BOND,  2010.  $412,300,000  of  bonded 
indebtedness  to  improve  fire,  earthquake  and  emergency  response  and 
ensure  firefighters  a reliable  water  supply  for  fires  and  disasters, 
through  projects  including:  improving  deteriorating  pipes,  hydrants,  res- 
ervoirs, water  cisterns  and  pumps  built  after  the  1906  earthquake; 
improving  neighborhood  fire  stations;  replacing  the  seismically-unsafe 
emergency  command  center  with  an  earthquake-safe  building;  and  to 
pay  related  costs,  subject  to  independent  citizen  oversight  and  regular 
audits;  and  authorizing  landlords  to  pass-through  to  residential  tenants 
in  units  subject  to  Chapter  37  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code 
(the  “Residential  Stabilization  and  Arbitration  Ordinance”)  50%  of  the 
increase  in  the  real  property  taxes  attributable  to  the  cost  of  the  repay- 
ment of  the  bonds.” 

The  special  election  called  and  ordered  shall  be  referred  to  in  this 
ordinance  as  the  “Bond  Special  Election.” 
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Section  3.  PROPOSED  PROGRAM.  All  contracts  that  are  funded 
with  the  proceeds  of  bonds  authorized  hereby  shall  be  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  83  of  the  City’s  Administrative  Code  (the  “First 
Source  Hiring  Program"),  which  fosters  construction  and  permanent 
employment  opportunities  for  qualified  economically  disadvantaged 
individuals,  in  addition,  all  contracts  that  are  funded  with  the  proceeds 
of  bonds  authorized  hereby  also  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  14B  of  the  City's  Administrative  Code  (the  "Local  Business 
Enterprise  and  Non-Discrimination  in  Contracting  Ordinance”),  which 
assists  small  and  micro  local  businesses  to  increase  their  ability  to  com- 
pete effectively  for  the  award  of  City  contracts.  The  proposed  program 
can  be  summarized  as  follows: 

A.  AUXILIARY  WATER  SUPPLY  SYSTEM.  A portion  of  the 
Bond  shall  be  allocated  to  the  renovation  and  seismic  upgrading  of 
Auxiliary  Water  Supply  System  (the  “AWSS”)  core  facilities  consisting 
of  a reservoir,  two  storage  tanks  and  two  pump  stations  (collectively,  the 
"AWSS  Project”). 

B . CRITICAL  FIREFIGHTING  FACILITIES  AND 
INFRASTRUCTURE.  A portion  of  the  Bond  shall  be  allocated  to  the 
construction,  acquisition,  improvement,  retrofitting  and  completion  of 
critical  firefighting  facilities  and  infrastructure  for  earthquake  safety  and 
emergency  response  not  otherwise  specifically  enumerated  in  this  ordi- 
nance. including  without  limitation,  neighborhood  fire  stations,  and  such 
facilities  as  cisterns,  pipes  and  tunnels  for  the  water  system  for  firefight- 
ing (collectively,  the  "Critical  Firefighting  Facilities  and  Infrastructure”). 

C.  PUBLIC  SAFETY  BUILDING.  A portion  of  the  Bond  shall 
be  allocated  to  construct  in  Mission  Bay  a Public  Safety  Building  con- 
sisting of  a new  police  department  command  center,  a southern  district 
police  station,  and  a neighborhood  fire  station  in  a seismically  secure 
facility  to  serve  Mission  Bay  to  accommodate  safety  needs  in  a growing 
community  (the  “Public  Safety  Building”). 

D.  CITIZEN’S  OVERSIGHT  COMMITTEE.  A portion  of  the 
Bond  shall  be  used  to  perform  audits  of  the  Bond,  as  further  described 
in  Section  15. 

The  proposed  uses  and  amounts  described  in  this  Section  3 are 
estimates  only  and,  with  the  exception  of  Section  3D  above,  are  subject, 
without  limitation,  to  review  and  revision  by  the  Mayor  and  the  Board. 

Section  4.  BOND  ACCOUNTABILITY  MEASURES 

The  Bond  shall  include  the  following  administrative  rules  and 
principles: 

A.  OVERSIGHT.  The  proposed  bond  funds  shall  be  subjected 
to  approval  processes  and  rules  described  in  the  San  Francisco  Charter 
and  Administrative  Code.  Pursuant  to  S.F.  Administrative  Code  5.31, 
the  Citizen’s  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee  shall  con- 
duct an  annual  review  of  bond  spending,  and  shall  provide  an  annual 
report  of  the  bond  program  to  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

B.  TRANSPARENCY.  The  City  shall  create  and  maintain  a 
Web  page  outlining  and  describing  the  bond  program,  progress,  and 
activity  updates.  The  City  shall  also  hold  an  annual  public  hearing  and 
reviews  on  the  bond  program  and  its  implementation  before  the  Capital 
Planning  Committee,  the  Police  and  Fire  Commissions,  and  the 
Citizen’s  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee. 

Section  5.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  bond  financed  portion  of  the 
project  described  in  Section  2 above  was  fixed  by  the  Board  by  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  and  in  the  amount  specified  below: 

Resolution  No.  091457,  $412,300,000. 

Such  resolution  was  passed  by  two-thirds  or  more  of  the  Board 
and  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  (the  "Mayor”).  In  such  resolu- 
tion it  was  recited  and  found  by  the  Board  that  the  sum  of  money  speci- 
fied is  too  great  to  be  paid  out  of  the  ordinary  annual  income  and  reve- 
nue of  the  City  in  addition  to  the  other  annual  expenses  or  other  funds 
derived  from  taxes  levied  for  those  purposes  and  will  require  expendi- 
tures greater  than  the  amount  allowed  by  the  annual  tax  levy. 

The  method  and  manner  of  payment  of  the  estimated  costs 
described  in  this  ordinance  are  by  the  issuance  of  bonds  of  the  City  not 
exceeding  the  principal  amount  specified. 

Such  estimate  of  costs  as  set  forth  in  sjuch  resolution  is  adopted 
and  determined  to  be  the  estimated  cost  of  such  bond  financed  improve- 
ments and  financing,  as  designed  to  date. 
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Section  6.  The  Bond  Special  Election  shall  be  held  and  conducted 
and  the  votes  received  and  canvassed,  and  the  returns  made  and  the 
results  ascertained,  determined  and  declared  as  provided  in  this  ordi- 
nance and  in  all  particulars  not  recited  in  this  ordinance  such  election 
shall  be  held  according  to  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  (the 
“State”)  and  the  Charter  of  the  City  (the  “Charter”)  and  any  regulations 
adopted  under  State  law  or  the  Charter,  providing  for  and  governing 
elections  in  the  City,  and  the  polls  for  such  election  shall  be  and  remain 
open  during  the  time  required  by  such  laws  and  regulations. 

Section  7.  The  Bond  Special  Election  is  consolidated  with  the 
General  Election  scheduled  to  be  held  in  the  City  on  Tuesday,  June  8, 

2010.  The  voting  precincts,  polling  places  and  officers  of  election  for  the 
June  8,  2010  General  Election  are  hereby  adopted,  established,  designat- 
ed and  named,  respectively,  as  the  voting  precincts,  polling  places  and 
officers  of  election  for  the  Bond  Special  Election  called,  and  reference  is 
made  to  the  notice  of  election  setting  forth  the  voting  precincts,  polling 
places  and  officers  of  election  for  the  June  8,  2010  General  Election  by 
the  Director  of  Elections  to  be  published  in  the  official  newspaper  of  the 
City  on  the  date  required  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California. 

Section  8.  The  ballots  to  be  used  at  the  Bond  Special  Election 
shall  be  the  ballots  to  be  used  at  the  June  8,  2010  General  Election.  The 
word  limit  for  ballot  propositions  imposed  by  San  Francisco  Municipal 
Elections  Code  Section  .5 10  is  waived.  On  the  ballots  to  be  used  at  the 
Bond  Special  Election,  in  addition  to  any  other  matter  required  by  law  to 
be  printed  thereon,  shall  appear  the  following  as  a separate  proposition: 

“SAN  FRANCISCO  EARTHQUAKE  SAFETY  AND 
EMERGENCY  RESPONSE  BOND,  2010.  To  improve  fire,  earthquake 
and  emergency  response  and  ensure  firefighters  a reliable  water  supply 
for  fires  and  disasters,  through  projects  including:  improving  deteriorat- 
ing pipes,  hydrants,  reservoirs,  water  cisterns  and  pumps  built  after  the 
1906  earthquake;  improving  neighborhood  fire  stations;  replacing  the 
seismically-unsafe  emergency  command  center  with  an  earthquake-safe 
building;  and  to  pay  related  costs,  shall  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  issue  $412,300,000  in  general  obligation  bonds,  subject  to  cit- 
izen oversight  and  regular  audits?” 

Each  voter  to  vote  in  favor  of  the  issuance  of  the  foregoing  bond 
proposition  shall  mark  the  ballot  in  the  location  corresponding  to  a 
“YES”  vote  for  the  proposition,  and  to  vote  against  the  proposition  shall 
mark  the  ballot  in  the  location  corresponding  to  a “NO”  vote  for  the 
proposition. 

Section  9.  If  at  the  Bond  Special  Election  it  shall  appear  that  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  voters  voting  on  the  proposition  voted  in  favor  of  and 
authorized  the  incurring  of  bonded  indebtedness  for  the  purposes  set 
forth  in  such  proposition,  then  such  proposition  shall  have  been  accept- 
ed by  the  electors-, -and  bonds  authorized  shall  be  issued  upon  the  order 
of  the  Board.  Such  bonds  shall  bear  interest  at  a, rate  not  exceeding 
applicable  legal  limits. 

The  votes  cast  for  and  against  the  proposition  shall  be  counted 
separately  and  when  two-thirds  of  the  qualified  electors,  voting  on  the 
proposition,  vote  in  favor,  the  proposition  shall  be  deemed  adopted. 

Section  10.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  the  principal  and  interest 
on  the  bonds,  the  Board  shall,  at  the  time  of  fixing  the  general  tax  levy 
and  in  the  manner  for  such  general  tax  levy  provided,  levy  and  collect 
annually  each  year  until  such  bonds  are  paid,  or  until  there  is  a sum  in 
the  Treasury  of  said  City,  or  other  account  held  on  behalf  of  the 
Treasurer  of  said  City,  set  apart  for  that  purpose  to  meet  all  sums  com- 
ing due  for  the  principal  and  interest  on  the  bonds,  a tax  sufficient  to 
pay  the  annual  interest  on  such  bonds  as  the  same  becomes  due  and  also 
such  part  of  the  principal  thereof  as  shall  become  due  before  the  pro- 
ceeds of  a tax  levied  at  the  time  for  making  the  next  general  tax  levy 
can  be  made  available  for  the  payment  of  such  principal. 

Section  1 1 . This  ordinance  shall  be  published  in  accordance  with 
any  State  law  requirements,  and  such  publication  shall  constitute  notice 
of  the  Bond  Special  Election  and  no  other  notice  of  the  Bond  Special 
Election  hereby  called  need  be  given. 

Section  12.  The  Board,  having  reviewed  the  proposed  legislation, 
makes  the  following  findings  in  compliance  with  the  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act  ("CEQA").  California  Public  Resources 
Code  Sections  21000  et  seq..  the  CEQA  Guidelines,  15  Cal. 

Administrative  Code  Sections  15000  et  seq.,  (“CEQA  Guidelines”),  and 
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San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Chapter  31  (“Chapter  3150: 

(i)  Critical  Firefighting  Facilities  and  Infrastructure.  For  the 
reasons  set  forth  in  the  letter  from  the  Planning  Department,  dated 
1/7/10,  a copy  of  which  is  oh  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File 
No.  091458  and  incorporated  by  reference,  the  Board  finds  that  the 
bond  proposal  as  it  relates  to  funds  for  Critical  Firefighting  Facilities 
and  Infrastructure  is  not  subject' to  CEQA  because  as  the  establishment 
of  a government  financing  mechanism  that  does  not  identify  individual 
specific  projects  to  be  constructed  with  the  funds,  it  is  not  a project  as 
defined  by  CEQA  and  the  CEQA  Guidelines.  The  use  of  bond  proceeds 
to  finance  any  project  or  portion  of  any  project  with  funds  for  the 
Critical  Firefighting  Facilities  and  Infrastructure  portion  of  the  Bond 
will  be  subject  to  approval  of  the  Board  upon  completion  of  planning 
and  anyiurther  required  environmental  review  under  CEQA  for  the 
individual  Critical  Firefighting  Facilities  and  Infrastructure  projects. 

(ii)  AWSS  Project.  On  December  10,  2009,  the  Planning 
Department  issued  a Final  Mitigated  Negative  Declaration  (“FMND”) 
for  the  AWSS  Project,  San  Francisco  Planning  Department  Case  No. 
2009.0568E,  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No. 
091458  and  which  is  incorporated  into  this  ordinance  by  this  reference. 
In  issuing  the  FMND  the  Planning  Department  determined  that  the 
AWSS  Project  could  not  have  a significant  effect  on  the  environment. 

(a)  The  Board  hereby  adopts  as  its  own  the  CEQA  findings  for 
the  AWSS  Project  made  by  the  Planning  Department  in  the  FMND. 

(b)  The  Board  has  reviewed  and  considered  the  information 
contained  in  the  FMND  and  all  information  pertaining  to  the  AWSS 
Project  in  the  Department’s  case  file  and  all  documents  referenced  in 
this  ordinance  are  either  bn  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No. 
091458  or  may  be  found  in  the  files  of  the  Planning  Department,  as  the 
custodian  of  records,  at  1660  Mission  Street  in  San  Francisco. 

(c)  The  AWSS  Project  as  reflected  in  this  ordinance  is  consis- 
tent with  the  project  described  in  the  FMND  and  would  not  result  in  any 
significant  impacts  not  identified  in  the  FMND  nor  cause  significant 
effects  identified  in  the  FMND  to  be  substantially  more  severe. 

(d)  In  accordance  with  CEQA,  the  Board  has  considered  the 
mitigation  measures  described  in  the  FMND  and  hereby  requires  the 
mitigation  measures  and  the  mitigation  monitoring  and  reporting  pro- 
gram (“MMRP")  denoted  as  Exhibit  A to  this  ordinance  and  on  file  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  091458  to  be  imposed  as  conditions 
on  the  implementation  of  the  AWSS  Project  approved  by  this  ordinance. 

(e)  With  the  implementation  of  the  mitigation  measures 
required  in  Exhibit  A to  this  ordinance,  the  environmental  impacts 
resulting  from  AWSS  Project  on  cultural  resources,  biological  resources 
and  from  releases  of  hazardous  materials  or  creation  of  hazards  would 
be  reduced  to  a less  than  significant  level  as  described  in  the  FMND. 

(f)  Based  upon  the  whole  record  for  the  FMND,  including  all 
written  materials  and  any  oral  testimony  received  by  the  Board,  the 
Board  hereby  finds  that  the  FMND  reflects  the  independent  judgment 
and  analysis  of  the  Planning  Department  and  the  Board,  is  adequate  and 
complete  and  there  is  no  substantial  evidence  that  the  proposed  AWSS 
Project,  given  the  implementation  of  the  mitigation  measures  as  stated 
in  the  FMND  and  the  adoption  of  the  MMRP,  could  have  a significant 
effect  on  the  environment  as  shown  in  the  analysis  of  the  FMND.  The 
Board  hereby  adopts  the  FMND  and  the  MMRP  on  file  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board  as  Exhibit  A to  this  ordinance. 

(iii)  Public  Safety  Building.  The  Public  Safety  Building  is  pro- 
posed to  be  constructed  within  Mission  Bay.  On  September  17,  1998, 
the  Redevelopment  Agency  Commission  by  Resolution  No.  190-98  and 
the  San  Francisco  Planning  Commission  by  Resolution  No.  14696  certi- 
fied the  Final  Subsequent  Environmental  Impact  Report  for  the  Mission 
Bay  North  and  South  Redevelopment  Plans  (“FSEIR”).  On  October  19, 
1998,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  by  Motion  No.  98-132  affirmed  certifi- 
cation of  the  FSEIR  and  by  Resolution  No.  854-98,  adopted  CEQA 
findings,  including  a statement  of  overriding  considerations  and  a 
Mission  Bay  mitigation  monitoring  and  reporting  program  (“Mission 
Bay  MMRP")  in  support  of  various  approval  actions  taken  by  the  Board 
to  implement  the  Mission  Bay  Redevelopment  Plans.  Resolution  No. 
854-98  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  091458  and 
incorporated  in  this  ordinance  by  this  reference. 

(a)  The  Public  Safety  Building  is  proposed  at  Parcel  8 in  the 


Mission  Bay  South  Redevelopment  Plan  Area,  bounded  by  Mission 
Rock,  China  Basin  and  Third  Streets.  The  Redevelopment  Agency  has 
issued  several  addenda  to  the  FSEIR  to  address  various  issues  and  most 
recently  issued  Addendum  No.  7 to  address  the  location  of  the  Public 
Safety  Building  at  Parcel  8;  Addendum  No.  7 concludes  that  the  pro- 
posed Public  Safety  Building  is  within  the  scope  of  the  project  analyzed 
in  the  FSEIR  and  will  not  result  in  any  new  significant  impacts  or  a 
substantial  increase  in  the  severity  of  previously  identified  significant 
effect^  that  alter  the  conclusions  reached  in  the  Mission  Bay  FSEIR. 

The  Addendum  No.  7 and  any  supporting  documents  have  been  made 
available  to  the  Board  and  the  public,  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  in  File  No.  091458  and  Addendum  No.  7 is  incorporated  in  this 
ordinance  by  this  reference.  Hereafter  in  this  ordinance,  the  reference  to 
the  FSEIR  include  any  addenda  to  the  FSEIR. 

(b)  The  Board  has  reviewed  and  considered  the  CEQA  Findings 
and  statement  of  overriding  considerations  that  it  previously  adopted, 
and  reviewed  and  considered  the  above-  referenced  CEQA  Findings  of 
the  Redevelopment  Agency  Commission  and  the  CEQA  Findings  con- 
tained in  Addendum  No.  7 and  hereby  adopts  these  additional  CEQA 
Findings  as  its  own.  The  Board  additionally  finds  that  implementation 
of  the  Public  Safety  Building  in  Mission  Bay  (1)  does  not  require  major 
revisions  in  the  FSEIR  due  to  the  involvement  of  new  significant  envi- 
ronmental effects  or  a substantial  increase  in  the  severity  of  previously 
identified  significant  effects,  (2)  no  substantial  changes  have  occurred 
with  respect  to  the  circumstances  under  which  the  project  analyzed  in 
the  FSEIR  will  be  undertaken  that  would  require  major  revisions  to  the 
FSEIR  due  to  the  involvement  of  new  significant  environmental  effects, 
or  a substantial  increase  in  the  severity  of  effects  identified  in  the 
FSEIR,  and  (3)  no  new  information  of  substantial  importance  to  the 
project  analyzed  in  the  FSEIR  has  become  available  which  would  indi- 
cate that  (i)  the  Public  Safety  Building  will  have  significant  effects  not 
discussed  in  the  FSEIR;  (ii)  significant  environmental  effects  will  be 
substantially  more  severe;  (iii)  mitigation  measures  or  alternatives  found 
not  feasible  which  would  reduce  one  or  more  significant  effects  have 
become  feasible;  or  (iv)  mitigation  measures  or  alternatives  which  are 
considerably  different  from  those  in  the  FSEIR  will  substantially  reduce 
one  or  more  significant  effects  on  the  environment. 

Section  1 3 . The  Board  finds  and  declares  that  the  proposed  Bond 
is  (i)  in  conformity  with  the  priority  policies  of  Section  101.1(b)  of  the 
San  Francisco  Planning  Code,  (ii)  in  accordance  with  Section  4.105  of 
the  San  Francisco  Charter  and  Section  2A.53(f)  of  the  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code,  and  (iii)  consistent  with  the  City’s  General  Plan, 
and  adopts  the  findings  of  the  Planning  Department,  as  set  forth  in  the 
General  Plan  Referral  Report  dated  January  7,  2010,  a copy  of  which  is 
on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  091458  and  incorporates 
such  findings  by  reference. 

Section  14.  Under  Section  53410  of  the  California  Government 
Code,  the  bonds  shall  be  for  the  specific  purpose  authorized  in  this  ordi- 
nance and  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds  will  be  applied  only  for  such  spe- 
cific purpose.  The  City  will  comply  with  the  requirements  of  Sections 
53410(c)  and  53410(d)  of  the  California  Government  Code. 

Section  15.  The  Bonds  are  subject  to,  and  incorporate  by  refer- 
ence, the  applicable  provisions  of  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code 
Sections  5.30  - 5.36  (the  “Citizens’  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight 
Committee”).  Under  Section  5.31  of  the  Citizens’  General  Obligation 
Bond  Oversight  Committee,  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law,  one-tenth  of 
one  percent  (0.1%)  of  the  gross  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  deposited 
in  a fund’ established  by  the  Controller’s  Office  and  appropriated  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  at  the  direction  of  the  Citizens’  General  Obligation 
Bond  Oversight  Committee  to  cover  the  costs  of  such  committee. 

Section  16.  The  time  requirements  specified  in  Section  2.34  of 
the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  are  waived. 

Section  17.  The  appropriate  officers,  employees,  representatives 
and  agents  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  do  every- 
thing necessary  or  desirable  to  accomplish  the  calling  and  holding  of  the 
Bond  Special  Election,  and  to  otherwise  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance. 

Section  18.  Documents  referenced  in  this  ordinance  are  on  file 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  091458,  which  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  a part  of  this  ordinance  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein.

duties,  and  provide  for  the  issuance  of  film  permits. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  submits  to  the  qualified  voters 
of  the  City  and  County,  at  an  election  to  be  held  on  June  8, 2010,  a pro- 
posal to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  by  adding  Section 
5.107  as  follows:

Section  1.  The  San  Francisco  Charter  is  hereby  amended  by 
adding  Section  5.107  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  5.107.  FILM  COMMISSION. 

(a)  Composition.  The  Film  Commission  shall  consist  of  eleven 
members,  who  shall  each  serve  a four -year  term.  The  Mayor  shall  nom- 
inate six  members  and  the  Rules  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
shall  nominate  five  members.  Members  may  be  removed  bx  the  appoint- 
ing authorjtyjtursjjgnl  Lo_SmLq.nJ.5_.JP5. 

The  Mayor  shall  nominate  two  members  with  professional  experi- 
ence in  the  film  industry  or  a related  field,  two  members  from  or  panna- 
tions that  represent  neighborhoods  or  districts  that  the  issuance  of  film 
permits  impacts,  one  member  nominated  b\  an  organization  that  repre- 
sents film  industry  workers,  and  one  member  from  an  organization  or 
institution  that  teaches  film  studies  or  a related  field. 

The  Rules  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  nominate 
two  members  from  organizations  that  represent  neighborhoods  or  dis- 
tricts that  the  issuance  of  film  permits  impacts,  one  member  with  profes- 
sional experience  in  the  film  industry  or  a related  field,  one  member 
nominated  bx  an  organization  that  represents  film  industry  workers,  and 
one  member  who  represents  the  general  public. 

For  purposes  of  this  section.  “ dim  industry  " or  “ related  field" 
shall  include,  but  is  not  limited  to.  areas  such  as:  performing  and  cre- 
ative arts:  film  production,  film  or  sound  technology  services  and  facili- 
ties: film-related  education:  presentation  and  production:  and  interac- 
tive  multimedia. 

All  nominees  are  subject  to  confirmation  bx  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.  If  the  Board  neither  confirms  nor  rejects  a nominee  within 
45  days  of  the  date  that  the  Mayor  transmits  the  nomination  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  or  the  Rules  Committee  nominates  a candidate  for 
the  Board's  approval,  the  nominee  shall  be  deemed  approved.  To  stae- 
eer  the  terms  of  the  members,  the  initial  appointments  to  the 
Commission  shall  be  as  follows:  the  Mayor  shall  nominate  three  mem- 
bers to  serve  terms  of  four  years,  two  members  to  serve  a term  of  three 
years,  and  one  member  to  serve  a term  of  two  years.  The  Rules 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  nominate  three  members  to 
serve  terms  of  four  years,  and  two  members  to  serve  terms  of  three 
years.  Thereafter,  all  commissioners  shall  serve  for  four-year  terms. 
Vacancies  shall  be  Tilled  by  the  nominating  authority.  Vacancies  occur- 
ring during  a term  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term. 

The  President  of  the  Arts  Commission  shall  serve  as  a non-vot- 
ing. ex  officio  member. 

(b)  Commission  Purpose  and  Duties. 

The  Commission  shall  develop,  recognize,  and  promote  film 
activities  in  the  City.  The  members  shall  work  toeether  to  explore  and 

City's  economic  and  cultural  base,  and  encouraee  the  recognition  of 
Film  arts  as  an  art  form  with  widespread  economic  components. 

In  addition  to  the  powers  set  forth  in  Section  4.102.  and  subsec- 
tion (c).  below,  the  Film  Commission's  powers  shall  include,  but  are  not 
limited  to: 

< 1 1 Appointing  an  Executive  Director,  who  shall  have  significant 
professions!  WH’ricnce  in  fihRM.mdmL(mJl.Ulie  /dm  industry.  The 
Executive  Director  shall  serve  at  the  Film  Commission’s  pleasure.  The 


Executive  Director  shall  act  as  the  department  head  and  appointing 
officer  of  the  Commission  under  Charter  Section  4.126.  The  Executive 
Director  shall  supervise  the  Commission 's  staff,  and  shall  have  other 
duties  and  responsibilities  as  provided  in  this  Section  or  by  ordinance  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors:  and 

(2)  Any  other  powers  or  duties  specified  by  Ordinance. 

(c)  Issuance  of  Film  Permits;  Appeal.  Except  for  departments  in 
which  the  Charter  vests  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  property  under  their 
control,  the  Film  Commission  shall  have  the  authority  to  issue  permits 
for  film  production  on  City  property  or  in  public  rights-of-way  within 
the  City-  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  may  delegate  this  responsi- 
bility to  the  Executive  Director.  Where  film  production  is  to  take  place 
on  City  property  under  the  jurisdiction  of  City  departments,  neither  the 
Film  Commission  nor  the  Executive  Director  may  grant  a permit  to  use 
such  property  without  the  prior  consent  of  the  department  head  or  his 
or  her  desienee.  The  Commission  may  issue  a permit  that  involves  a 
street  closure  provided  that  the  Commission  must  obtain  all  prior 
approvals  as  required  by  the  City  law  and  procedures  eovernine  street 
closure  permits  generally. 

Where  the  Executive  Director  denies  an  application  for  a film 
permit  the  applicant  may,  within  10  calendar  days  of  the  denial,  appeal 
the  denial  to  the  Commission  or  to  a committee  that  the  Commission 
designates  to  hear  such  appeals.  The  permit  decisions  of  the  Executive 
Director,  the  Commission,  or  its  designated  committee  shall  be  the 
City’s  final  action  on  film  permits.

Trust  Fund  to  include  the  Superior  Court  of  California,  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  to  the  extent  it  participates  in  the  City  and  County’s 
Health  Service  System  and  upon  resolution  by  its  governing  board;  (2) 
require  the  difference  between  the  City  and  County’s  contribution  to  the 
San  Francisco  Employees’  Retirement  System  (SFERS)  set  by  the 
Retirement  Board  each  year  and  the  employer  normal  cost  rate  to  be 
deposited  into  the  Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund;  (3)  require  the  differ- 
ence between  the  “Participating  Employers”  contribution  to  SFERS  set 
by  the  Retirement  Board  each  year  and  the  employer  normal  cost  rate  to 
be  deposited  into"  the  Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund  only  upon  resolu- 
tion by  the  governing  boards  of  the  respective  “Participating 
Employers”  approving  said  deposits;  (4)  establish  an  employee  contri- 
bution rate  of  nine  percent  for  all  employees  hired  on  and  after  July  1 , 
2010,  who  become  members  of  the  California  Public  Employees’ 
Retirement  System  (CalPERS);  (5)  require  all  contracts  with  CalPERS 
for  persons  hired  on  and  after  July  1 , 2010,  to  include  a two-year  formu- 
la for  the  calculation  of  final  compensation  to  the  fullest  extent  possible; 
(6)  require  all  contracts  and  contract  amendments  on  and  after  July  1 , 
2010,  for  personnel  of  the  sheriff’s  department  and  housing  authority 
police  who  are  members  of  CalPERS  to  be  cost-neutral  to  the  City  and 
County;  (7)  create  a new  retirement  plan  for  miscellaneous  officers  and 
employees  hired  on  and  after  July  1 , 2010,  that  modifies  the  average 
final  compensation  calculation  from  a one-year  formula  to- a two-year 
formula;  and  (8)  create  new  retirement  plans  for  safety  members  hired 
on  and  after  July  1, 2010,  that  increase  required  employee  retirement 
contributions  to  nine  percent  and  modify  the  average  final  compensation 
calculation  from  a one-year  formula  to  a two-year  formula. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  submits  to  the  qualified  voters 
of  the  City  and  County,  at  an  election  to  be  held  on  June  8, 2010,  a pro- 
posal to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  by  amending 
Sections  A8 . 432,  A8. 506,  A8. 506-2,  A8. 506-3,  and  A8.510,  and  by  add- 
ing Sections  A8 .432- 1 . A8 .600  to  A8 .600- 1 4,  A8 .60 1 to  A8 .60 1 - 1 6 and 
A8.602  to  A8.602-16,  to  read  as  follows:

Section  1 . The  San  Francisco  Charter  is  hereby  amended,  by  amending 
Sections  A8.432  and  A8.510  and  by  adding  Section  A8. 432-1  to  read  as 
follows: 

SEC.  A8.432  RETIREE  HEALTH  CARE  TRUST  FUND 

There  is  hereby  created  a Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund 
(RHCTF)  for  the  purpose  described  in  Section  12.204.  The  Retiree 
Health  Trust  Fund  Board  (Board)  described  in  Section  12.204  shall  have 
exclusive  authority  and  control  over  the  administration  of  the  RHCTF, 
investments  of  trust  assets,  and  disbursements  from,  the  trust  in  accor- 
dance with  the  provisions  of  this  Charter. 

Active  officers  and  employees  of  the  City  and  County  and 
Participating  Employers,  who  commenced  employment  with  the  City 
and  County,  or  the  Participating  Employers,  on  or  after  January  10, 
2009,  shall  contribute  their  respective  Employer’s  “Normal  Cost”  to  the 
RHCTF.  The  annual  active  employee  contribution  rate  shall  be  the 
Employers’  “Normal  Cost”  as  determined  by  the  Employers’  respective 
General  Accounting  Standards  Board  (GASB)  Actuaries  computed  as  a 
percentage  of  compensation  not  to  exceed  2%  of  pre-tax  compensation 
to  the  RHCTF.  The  Employers’  GASB  actuaries  shall  determine  the 
Employers’  respective  “Normal  Cost.”  on  an  annual  basis. 

The  City  and  County  and  Participating  Employers  shall  each  con- 
tribute 1 % of  compensation  for  officers  and  employees  hired  on  or  after 
January  10,  2009.  Once  an  Employer  has  no  Unfunded  Actuarial 
Accrued  Liability  and  the  Retiree  Health  Trust  Fund  is  Fully  Funded, 
then  the  Employer  and  its  active  officers  and  employees  hired  on  or 
after  January  10,  2009,  shall  instead  each  contribute  50%  of  the 
“Normal  Cost”  as  determined  by  the  Employers’  respective  GASB  actu- 
aries, not  to  exceed  2%  of  pre-tax  compensation,  and  the  1%  Employer 
contribution  shall  no  longer  be  required. 

Contributions  to  the  RHCTF  from  the  City  and  County,  and  its 
officers  and  employees,  and  each  Participating  Employer,  and  their  offi- 
cers and  employees,  shall  be  segregated  from  each  other  and  only  used 
as  a funding  source  to  defray  each  Employers’  obligations  to  pay  for 
retiree  health  care  undet  Section  A8.428  and  each  Employers’  share  of 
administrative  expenses.  The  funds  may  be  pooled  for  investment  pur- 
poses only. 

No  disbursements,  other  than  to  defray  reasonable  expenses  of 
administering  the  RHCTF,  may  be  made  from  the  trust  prior  to  January 
1 , 2015.  Commencing  January  7,  2015,  trust  assets  may  be  used  to 
defray  the  cost  of  the  City’s,  and  other  Participating  Employers’,  obliga- 
tions to  pay  for  health  coverage  for  the  retired  persons  and  their  survi- 
vors entitled  to  health  care  coverage  under  Section  A8.428.  The  amount 
and  frequency  of  such  disbursements  shall  be  determined  by  the  Board 
in  consultation  with  the  Employers’  respective  GASB  Actuaries. 

(a)  Definitions. 

“Actuarial  Accrued  Liability”  as  used  in  this  section,  means 
“Actuarial  Accrued  Liability”  as  that  term  is  defined  under  GASB 
No.  45. 

“Employers”  as  used  in  this  section  means  the  City  and  County 
and  the  Participating  Employers. 

“Fully  Funded”  as  used  in  this  section  means  that  an  Employer’s 
GASB  Actuary  has  determined  that  the  market  value  of  assets  in  the 
Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund  equals  or  exceeds  the  Actuarial  Accrued 
Liability. 

“GASB  Actuary”  and  “GASB  Actuaries”  as  used  in  this  section 
means  the  actuarial  firms  hired  by  the  Employers  to  provide  estimates 
of  each  Employers’  respective  total  liability  and  annual  required  contri- 
bution for  post  retirement  health  benefits  under  GASB  No.  45. 

“GASB  No.  45”  as  used  in  this  section  means  Statement  No.  45 
of  the  Governmental  Accounting  Standards  Board,  Accounting  and 
Financial  Reporting  by  Employers  for  Postemployment  Benefits  Other 
Than  Pensions. 

“Health  coverage”  as  used  in  this  section,  means  the  health  bene- 
fits or  health  insurance  provided  by  the  health  service  system  for  retir- 
ees, survivors  and  dependents  under  Section  A8.428. 


“Normal  Cost”  as  used  in  this  section,  means  the  Employers’  nor- 
mal cost  under  GASB  No.  45  as  determined  by  the  Employers’  respec- 
tive GASB  Actuaries. 

“Retiree”  as  used  in  this  section,  means  a former  employee  who 
is  retired  and  is  entitled  to  health  coverage  under  Section  A8.428,  and 
the  qualified  survivors  or  dependents  of  such  retirees  who  are  entitled  to 
health  coverage  under  Section  A8.428. 

“Participating  Employers”  as  used  in  this  section  and  Sections. 
A8. 432-1.  A8.510  and  12.204,  shall  include  the  Superior  Court  of 
California.  County  of  San  Francisco.  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  and  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District,  following  a 
resolution  by  these  employers’  respective  governing  boards  to  partici- 
pate in  the  Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund. 

Notwithstanding  Charter  Section  A8.433,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  shall  adopt,  by  a majority  vote  before  January  1 , 2009,  such 
ordinances  as  are  necessary  to  create  and  administer  the  Retiree  Health 
Care  Trust  Fund,  and  all  such  other  matters  as  may  be  necessary  to 
establish  and  maintain  the  purpose  described  in  this  section  and  Section 
12.204. 

SEC.  A8. 432-1  ADDITIONAL  CONTRIBUTIONS  TO  RETIREE 
HEALTH  CARE  TRUST  FUND 

Beginning  on  July  1.  2011.  in  each  year  when  the  contribution  to 
the  Retirement  System  required  under  Section  A8.510  is  less  than  the 
Retirement  System  employer  normal  cost  rate:  (1)  the  City  and  County 
shall  deposit  the  difference  into  the  Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund: 
and  (2)  the  Participating  Employers  shall  deposit  the  difference  into  the 
Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund  only  upon  resolution  by  their  respective 
governing  boards. 

SEC.  A8.510  ACTUARIAL  TABLES,  RATES  AND  VALUATIONS 

The  mortality,  service  and  other  tables,  and  the  rates  of  contribu- 
tions for  members  as  recommended  by  the  actuary  and  the  valuations 
determined  by  him  and  approved  by  the  retirement  board,  shall  be  con- 
clusive and  final,  and  the  Retirement  System  shall  be  based  thereon. 

The  total  amount,  as  determined  by  the  actuary  and  approved  by  the 
board,  of  the  contributions  required  during  any  fiscal  year  of  the  City 
and  County  under  the  Retirement  System,  shall  be  paid  into  the 
Retirement  System  by  the  City  and  County  during  such  year.  Liabilities 
accruing  under  the  Retirement  System  because  of  service  rendered  to 
the  City  and  County  by  persons  prior  to  the  date  their  respective  classes 
become  eligible  for  membership  in  the  system,  and  administrative  costs 
under  the  system,  shall  be  met  by  contributions  to  the  Retirement 
System  by  the  City  and  County,  in  addition  to  any  amounts  contributed 
to  meet  liabilities  accruing  because  of  service  rendered  by  such  persons 
after  becoming  members  of  the  system,  provided  that  such  prior  service 
liabilities  may  be  met  by  annual  appropriations  instead  of  by  one  appro- 
priation for  the  total  amount  of  the  liabilities;  and  provided  further,  that 
such  appropriation  for  any  one  year  shall  not  be  less  than  the  amount 
disbursed  during  that  year  on  account  of  prior  service.  All  expenses  in 
connection  with  the  investment  of  such  fund  or  funds  as  may  be  estab- 
lished, including  but  not  limited  to  travel  and  transportation  costs, 
investment  seminar  expenses,  postage,  insurance,  telephone,  and  sub- 
scriptions to  investment  publications,  shall  be  paid  from  the  accumulat- 
ed contributions  of  the  City  and  County. 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Section  48.509(h)(5),  said 
actuarial  valuation  and  said  investigation  into  the  experience  under  the 
system  shall  be  made  as  determined  by  the  retirement  board;  provided, 
however,  that  Said  actuarial  valuation  shall  be  made  not  less  than  once 
every  two  years.  All  expenses  in  connection  with  said  actuarial  valua- 
tion and  said  investigation  into  the  experience  under  the  system;  all 
expenses  incurred  by  financial  audits  and  accounting  systems  and  pro- 
cedures; and,  all  expenses  of  administration  of  plan  benefits,  including 
legal  expenses  thereof,  shall  be  paid  from  the  accumulated  contributions 
of  the  City  and  County. 

Contributions  to  the  Retirement  System  required  of  the  City  and 
County  shall  be  charged  by  the  controller  against  the  general  fund  or  the 
school,  utility,  bond  or  other  special  fund  under  which  the  service  was 
rendered,  on  account  of  which  the  contribution  is  required;  provided  that 
contributions  required  on  account  of  service  rendered  by  any  person 
prior  to  becoming  a member  of  the  system,  under  a temporary  fund,  such 
as  bond  or  County  roads  funds,  or  a fund  then  no  longer  existing,  may 
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be  charged  against  the  general  fund,  and  provided  further,  that  any  con- 
tributions required  on  account  of  persons  receiving  benefits  under  subdi- 
vision (c)  of  Section  48.507,  shall  be  charged  against  the  general  fund. 

Beginning  on  July  1 , 2011 , in  each  year  when  the  contribution  to 
the  Retirement  System  required  under  Section  A8.510  is  less  than  the 
Retirement  System  employer  normal  cost  rate:  ( 1 ) the  Citx  and  County 
shall  deposit  the  difference  into  the  Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund: 
and  (2)  the  Participating  Employers,  as  defined  in  Section  A8.432.  shall 
deposit  the  difference  into  the  Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund  only 
upon  resolution  by  their  respective  governing  boards. 

Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Charter  is  hereby  amended,  by 
amending  Sections  A8 406.  A8. 506-2  and  A8. 506-3  to  read  as  follows: 
SEC.  A8.506  SHERIFF  S DEPARTMENT 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Charter,  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  shall  have  the  power  to  contract  with  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  Public  Employees'  Retirement  System  of  the 
State  of  California  to  provide  that  the  sheriff,  undersheriff  and  all  depu- 
tized personnel  of  the  sheriff’s  department  shall  be  members  of  the 
Public  Employees’  Retirement  System,  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
and  the  retirement  bfioard  shall  have  the  power  to  perform  all  acts 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  terms  and  purposes  of  such  contract.  The 
maximum  employee  contribution  for  sheriff,  undersheriff  and  deputized 
personnel  of  the  sheriff’s  department  shall  be  seven  and  one-half  per- 
cent (716%).  Required  contributions  exceeding  seven  and  one-half  per- 
cent (7!6%)  shall  be  made  by  the  City  and  County. 

However,  the  employee  contribution  for  persons  who  become 
employed  as  sheriff,  undersheriff  and  deputized  personnel  of  the  sher- 
iff's department  on  and  after  July  I.  2010.  shall  be  nine  percent  (9%). 
The  nine  percent  19%)  employee  contribution  rate  shall  take  effect 
immediately  upon  expiration  of  the  aereenient  that  is  operative  on  June 
30.  2010.  between  the  City  and  Counts'  and  the  recognized  bargaining 
oreanization  representing  said  employees. 

All  contracts  and  contract  amendments  with  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  Public  Employees’  Retirement  System  of  the  State 
of  California  for  persons  hired  on  and  after  July  7,  2010.  shall  provide, 
to  the  maximum  extent  permitted,  that  final  compensation  will  be  calcu- 
lated based  on  a two-year  formula. 

Except  as  provided  in  this  Section  A8.506.  on  and  after  July  1 . 
2010.  contracts  and  contract  amendments  with  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  Public  Employees'  Retirement  System  of  the  State 
of  California  shall  be  cost-neutral  and  employee  barsainins  units  shall 
be  permitted  to  trade  salary  or  other  employee  paid  benefits  to  achieve 
cost-neutrality. 

Any  person  who  shall  become  a member  of  the  Public 
Employees’  Retirement  System  pursuant  to  such  contract  shall  have  the 
right  to  be  a member  of  the  health  service  system  and  the  h//ealth  sSer- 
vice  bfioard  shall  make  provisions  for  participation  in  the  benefits  of  the 
health  service  system  by  such  persons. 

SEC.  A8.506-2  MISCELLANEOUS  SAFETY  EMPLOYEES 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Charter,  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  or  the  Community  College  Board  shall  have  the  power  to 
contract  with  the  Board  of  Administration  of  the  Public  Employees’ 
Retirement  System  of  the  State  of  California  to  provide  that  the  proba- 
tion officers,  airport  police  officers,  district  attorney  and  public  defender 
investigators,  medical  examiner  investigators,  juvenile  court  counselors, 
institutional  police,  fire  safety  inspectors  and  fire  protection  engineers 
who  are  not  members  of  the  Section  48  588  plans,  shall  be  members  of 
the  Public  Employees’  Retirement  System,  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  the  Community  College  Board  and  the  Retirement  Board 
shall  have  the  power  to  perform  all  acts  necessary  to  carry  out  the  terms 
and  purposes  of  such  contract. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  have  the  power  to  amend  such  a 
contract  to  terminate  the  participation  of  certain  airport  police  officers 
in  the  Public  Employees'  Retirement  System  and  to  transfer  to  the  San 
Francisco  Employees’  Retirement  System  the  accumulated  assets  and 
liabilities  relating  to  the  airport  police  officers  that  make  such  an  elec- 
tion, and  to  exempt  such  a contract  amendment  from  the  cost-neutrality 
requirements  of  this  Section  48.506-2.  provided  that  the  present  value 
of  any  additional  costs  associated  with  said  transfer  and  the  related  ben- 
efits under  the  San  Francisco  Employees'  Retirement  System  does  not 
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exceed  $670,000  in  the  aggregate.  All  additional  costs  in  the  form  of 
actuarial  liability  associated  with  said  transfer  and  said  benefits  that 
exceed  $670,000  in  the  aggregate  shall  be  paid  by  the  airport  police 
officers  that  elect  to  terminate  their  participation  in  the  Public 
Employees’  Retirement  System  and  transfer  the  accumulated  assets  and 
liabilities  relating  to  their  service  to  the  San  Francisco  Employees’ 
Retirement  System.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Retirement  Board 
shall  have  the  power  to  perform  all  acta  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
amendment  of  such  contract. 

Except  as  provided  in  this  Section  48.506-2,  contracts  and  con- 
tract amendments  shall  be  cost-neutral  and  employee  bargaining  units 
shall  be  permitted  to  trade  salary  or  other  employee  paid  benefits  to 
achieve  cost-neutrality.  However,  the  employee  contribution  for  persons 
who  become  employed  by  the  City  and  County  on  and  after  July  1. 

2010.  and  who  become  eligible  for  membership  pursuant  to  this  Section 
A8.506-2.  shall  be  nine  percent  (9%).'  The  nine  percent  19%)  employee 
contribution  rate  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  expiration  of  the 
agreement  that  is  operative  on  June  30.  2010.  between  the  City  and 
County  and  the  recognized  bargaining  oreanization  representing  said 
employees. 

All  contracts  and  contract  amendments  with  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  Public  Employees'  Retirement  System  of  the  State 
of  California  for  persons  hired  on  and  after  July  1.  2010.  shall  provide, 
to  the  maximum  extent  permitted,  that  final  compensation  will  be  calcu- 
lated based  on  a two-year  formula. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  or  the  Community  College  Board  is 
empowered  to  determine  compliance  under  this  Section.  As  provided  in 
Section  A8. 409-5  of  the  City  Charter,  disputes  under  this  paragraph 
shall  not  be  subject  to  the  dispute  resolution  procedures  contained  in 
Charter  Section  A8. 409-4. 

Any  person  who  shall  become  a member  of  the  Public 
Employees’  Retirement  System  pursuant  to  such  contract  shall  have  the 
right  to  be  a member  of  the  health  service  system  and  the  Health 
Service  Board  shall  make  provision  for  the  participation  in  the  benefits 
of  the  health  service  system  by  such  persons. 

SEC.  A8406-3  HOUSING  AUTHORITY  POLICE 

All  Housing  Police  Officers  of  the  Housing  Authority  who,  on 
July  1,  1984,  are  members  of  the  Public  Employees’  Retirement  System 
of  the  State  of  California  shall  continue  to  be  members  of  said  Public 
Employees'  Retirement  System,  and  they  shall  not  be  members  of  the 
San  Francisco  City  and  County  Employees’  Retirement  System. 
Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Charter,  the  City  and 
County  shall  perform  all  acts  necessary  to  continue  the  membership  of 
such  employees  in  said  Public  Employees’  Retirement  System. 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Charter,  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  shall  have  the  power  to  contract  with  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  Public  Employees’  Retirement  System  of  the 
State  of  California  to  provide  that  Housing  Authority  Police  hired  after 
July  1,  1984,  shall  be  members  of  the  Public  Employees’  Retirement 
System,  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  retirement  board  shall 
have  the  power  to  perform  all  acts  necessary  to  carry  out  the  terms  and 
purposes  of  such  contract.  However,  the  employee  contributions  to  the 
Public  Employees ' Retirement  System  for  persons  hired  on  and  after 
July  I.  2010.  and  who  become  eligible  for  membership  pursuant  to  this 
Section  A8.506-3  shall  be  nine  percent  (9%).  The  nine  percent  (9%l 
employee  contribution  rate  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  expira- 
tion of  the  agreement  that  is  operative  on  June  30.  20 JO.  between  the 
City  and  County  and  the  recognized  bargaining  organization  represent- 
ing said  employees. 

AH  contracts  and  contract  amendments  with  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  Public  Employees’  Retirement  System  of  the  State 
of  California  for  persons  hired  on  and  after  July  1 . 2010.  shall  provide, 
to  the  maximum  extent  permitted,  that  final  compensation  will  be  calcu- 
lated based  on  a two-year  formula. 

Except  as  provided  in  this  Section  A8.506-3.  on  and  after  July  1. 
20 10.  contracts  and  contract  amendments  with  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  Public  Employees'  Retirement  System  of  the  State 
of  California  shall  be  cost-neutral  and  employee  bargaining  units  shall 
be  permitted  to  trade  salary  or  Other  employee  paid  benefits  to  achieve 
cost-neutralitv. 
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Any  person  who  shall  become  a member  of  the  Public 
Employees’  Retirement  System  pursuant  to  such  contract  shall 
have  the  right  to  be  a member  of  the  health  service  system  and 
the  A//ealth  ^Service  bBo ard  shall  make  provision  for  participation 
in  the  benefits  of  the  health  service  system  by  such  persons. 

Section  3.  The  San  Francesco  Charter  is  hereby  amended,  by 
adding  Sections  A8.600  through  A8.600-14  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  A8.600  MISCELLANEOUS  OFFICERS  AND  EMPLOYEES 
ON  AND  AFTER  JULY  1 . 2010 

Miscellaneous  officers  and  employees  who  become  employed  on 
and  after  July  1.  2010.  shall  be  eligible  to  become  members  of  the 
Retirement  System  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Sections  A8.600  throush 
A8.600-14.  in  addition  to  such  other  applicable  provisions  including,  but 
not  limited  to.  A8.500  of  this  Charter:  provided  that  persons  who 
become  members  under  the  Public  Employees’  Retirement  System  of  the 
State  of  California  or  members  of  the  State  Teachers’  Retirement  System 
of  the  State  of  California  shall  not  be  members  of  the  San  Francisco  City 
and  County  Employees  ’ Retirement  System  and  provided,  further,  that  the 
Retirement  System  shall  be  applied  to  persons  employed  on  a part-time 
or  temporary  basis  only  as  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  determine  by 
ordinance  enacted  by  three-fourths  vote  of  all  members  of  the  board. 

The  following  words  and  phrases  as  used  in  this  section,  unless  a 
different  meaning  is  plainly  required  by  the  context,  shall  have  the  fol- 
lowine  meanine: 

“Retirement  allowance.”  or  "allowance.”  shall  mean  equal 
monthly  payments,  beeinning  to  accrue  upon  the  date  of  retirement . and 
continuing  for  life  unless  a different  term  of  payment  is  definitely  pro- 
vided by  the  context. 

“Compensation.’'  as  distinguished  from  benefits  under  the  work- 
ers’ compensation  laws  of  the  State  of  California  shall  mean  all  remu- 
neration whether  in  cash  or  by  other  allowances  made  by  the  City  and 
County,  for  service  qualifying  for  credit  under  this  section,  but  exclud- 
ing remuneration  for  overtime  and  such  other  forms  of  compensation 
excluded  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  pursuant  to  Section  A8.500  of  the 
Charter. 

“Compensation  earnable”  shall  mean  the  compensation  as  deter- 
mined by  the  Retirement  Board,  which  would  have  been  earned  by  the 
member  had  he  or  she  worked,  throughout  the  period  under  consider- 
ation. the  average  number  of  days  ordinarily  worked  by  persons  in  the 
same  grade  or  class  of  positions  as  the  positions  held  by  him  or  her 
during  such  period  and  at  the  rate  of  pay  attached  to  such  positions,  it 
being  assumed  that  during  any  absence,  he  or  she  was  in  the  position 
held  by  him  or  her  at  the  beginning  of  the  absence,  and  that  prior  to 
entering  City  service,  he  or  she  was  in  the  position  first  held  by  him  or 
her  in  City  service. 

“Benefit”  shall  include  “allowance.”  “retirement  allowance.” 
and  “death  benefit." 

“Average  final  compensation"  shall  mean  the  average  monthly 
compensation  earned  by  a member  during  the  higher  of  any  two  consec- 
utive fiscal  years  of  earnings  or  the  twenty-four  months  of  earnings 
immediately  prior  to  retirement. 

For  the  purposes  of  the  Retirement  System  and  of  this  section. 
Section  A8.600  and  Sections  A8.600-2  through  A8.600-14.  the  terms 
“miscellaneous  officer  or  employee,”  or  “member.”  shall  mean  any 
officer  or  employee  employed  on  and  after  July  1.  2010.  who  is  not  a 
member  of  the  police  or  fire  departments  as  defined  in  the  Charter  for 
the  purposes  of  the  Retirement  System.  Said  terms  shall  not  include 
those  persons  who  become  members  under  the  Public  Employees  ’ 
Retirement  System  or  members  of  the  State  Teachers  ’ Retirement  System. 

“Retirement  System  ” or  “system  ” shall  mean  San  Francisco  City 
and  County  Employees’  Retirement  System  as  created  in  Sections  12.100 
and  A8.500  of  the  Charter. 

“Retirement  Board"  shall  mean  “ Retirement  Board”  as  created 
in  Section  12.100  of  the  Charter. 

“Charter”  shall  mean  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco. 

Words  used  in  the  masculine  gender  shall  include  the  feminine  and  neu- 
ter genders,  and  singular  numbers  shall  include  the  plural  and  the  plu- 
ral the  singular. 


“ Interest  ” shall  mean  interest  at  the  rate' adopted  by  the 
Retirement  Board. 

SEC.  A8, 600-2  SERVICE  RETIREMENT 

Any  member  who  completes  at  least  20  years  of  service  in  the 
aggregate  credited  in  the  Retirement  System  and  attains  the  age  of  50 
years,  or  at  least  10  years  of  service  in  the  aggregate  credited  in  the 
Retirement  System,  and  attains  the  age  of  60  years,  said  service  to  be 
computed  under  Section  A8. 600-7  may  retire  for  service  at  his  or  her 
option.  Members  may  retire  under  this  section  or  under  the  provisions 
of  A8. 600-6.  on  the  first  day  of  the  month  next  following  the  attainment 
by  them  of  the  age  of  65  years.  A member  retired  after  reaching  the  age 
of  62  years  shall  receive  a service  retirement  allowance  at  the  rate  of 
2.3  percent  of  said  average  final  compensation  for  each  year  of  service. 
The  service  retirement  allowance  of  any  member  retiring  prior  to  a ) 
attaining  the  age  of  60  years,  and  after  rendering  20  years  or  more  of 
such  service,  computed  under  Section  A8.600-7.  and  having  attained  the 
age  of  50  years,  b)  attaining  the  age  of  60  years,  and  after  rendering  10 
years  or  more  of  such  service,  computed  under  Section  A8.600-7.  shall 
be  an  allowance  equal  to  the  percentage  of  said  average  final  compen- 
sation set  forth  opposite  his  or  her  age  at  retirement,  taken  to  the  pre- 
ceding completed  quarter  year,  for  each  year  of  service,  computed 
under  Section  A8. 600-7:

In  no  event  shall  a member ’s  retirement  allowance  exceed  seven- 
ty-five percent  of  his  or  her  average  final  compensation. 

Before  the  first  payment  of  a retirement  allowance  is  made,  a 
member,  retired  under  this  section  or  Section  A8.600-3.  may  elect  to 
receive  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or  her  allowance,  partly  in  an 
allowance  to  be  received  bx  him  or  her  throughout  his  or  her  life,  and 
partly  in  other  benefits  payable  after  his  or  her  death  to  another  person 
or  persons,  provided  that  such  election  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  condi- 
tions prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  sovern  similar  elections 
by  other  members  of  the  Retirement  System,  including  the  character  and 
amount,  of  such  other  benefits.  In  the  calculations  under  this  section  of 
the  retirement  allowance  of  a member  havine  credit  for  service  in  a 
position  in  the  evening  schools  and  service  in  any  other  position,  sepa- 
rate retirement  allowances  shall  be  calculated,  in  the  manner  prescribed 
for  each  class  of  service,  the  average  final  compensation  in  each  case 
be  ins  that  for  the  respective  class  of  service,  provided  that  the  aggre- 
gate retirement  allowance  shall  be  taken  into  account  in  applvine  the 
provisions  of  this  section  providing  for  a minimum  retirement  allow- 
ance. Part-time  service  and  compensation  shall  be  converted  to  full- 
time service  and  compensation  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  and  when  so  converted  shall  be  applied  on  full-time  ser- 
vice and  compensation  in  the  calculation  of  retirement  allowances. 

SEC.  A8. 600-3  RETIREMENT  FOR  INCAPACITY 

Any  member  who  becomes  incapacitated  for  performance  of  duty 
because  of  disability  determined  by  a qualified  hearing  officer  to  be  of 
extended  and  uncertain  duration,  and  who  shall  have  completed  at  least 
10  years  of  service  credited  in  the  Retirement  System  in  the  aggregate, 
computed  as  provided  in  Section  A8.600-7.  shall  be  retired  upon  an 
allowance  of  1 .8%  (one  and  eipht-tenths  percent ) of  the  averaee  final 
compensation  of  said  member,  as  defined  in  Section  A8.600-J  for  each 
year  of  credited  service,  if  such  retirement  allowance  exceeds  40  per- 
cent of  his  or  her  average  final  compensation:  otherwise  1 .8%  (one  and 
eitfhl-tenths  percent ) of  his  or  her  average  final  compensation  multi- 
plied by  the  number  of  years  of  City  service  which  would  be  credited  to 
him  or  her  were  such  Cits’  sendee  to  continue  until  attainment  by  him  or 
her  of  af>e  60.  but  such  retirement  allowance  shall  not  exceed  40  per- 
cent of  such  averaee  final  compensation.  In  the  calculation  under  this 

vice  in  a position  in  the  evening  schools  and  service  in  any  other  posi- 
tion. H’PUrm  retirement  allowynxes  shall  be  calculate,  in  the  manner 
prescribed,  for  each  class  of  service,  the  averaee  final  compensation  in 


each  case  beins  that  for  the  respective  class  of  service:  provided  that 
the  averaee  final  compensation  upon  which  the  retirement  allowance  is 
calculated  in  such  case  shall  be  based  on  the  compensation  earned  bv 
the  member  in  the  classes  of  sen’ice  rendered  by  him  or  her  during  the 
two  years  immediately  preceding  his  or  her  retirement.  The  question  of 
retiring  members  under  this  section  may  be  broueht  before  the 
Retirement  Board  on  said  Board’s  own  motion,  by  the  Retirement 
Board's  Executive  Director  on  its  behalf,  by  said  member,  by  his  or  her 
department  head  or  by  his  or  her  guardian.  If  his  or  her  disability  shall 
cease,  his  or  her  retirement  allowance  shall  cease,  and  he  or  she  shall 
be  restored  to  service  in  the  position  or  classification  heor  she  occu- 
pied at  the  time  of  his  or  her  retirement. 

SEC.  A8. 600-4  NO  ADJUSTMENT  FOR  COMPENSATION 
PAYMENTS 

No  modification  of  benefits  provided  in  this  section  shall  be  made 
because  of  any  amounts  payable  to  or  on  account  of  any  member  under 
workers’  compensation  laws  of  the  State  of  California. 

SEC.  A8, 600-5  DEATH  BENEFIT 

If  a member  shall  die,  before  retirement: 

(a)  If  no  benefit  is  payable  under  subsection  (b)  of  this  section:  ) 

( 1 ) Regardless  of  cause,  a death  benefit  shall  be  paid  to  the 
member’s  designated  beneficiary  or  estate  consisting  of  the  compensa- 
tion earnable  by  the  member  during  the  six  months  immediately  preced-  5 
ing  death,  plus  the  member’s  contributions  and  interest  credited  thereon. 

(2)  If  a member  sustains  a traumatic  bodily  injury  through  exter- 
nal and  violent  means  in  the  course  and  scope  of  employment  and  death 
results  within  180  days  of  such  injury,  an  additional  insurance  benefit  of 

12  months  of  compensation  earnable  shall  be  paid  to  the  member’s  des-  J 
ignated  beneficiary  or  estate. 

( b ) If.  at  the  date  of  his  or  her  death,  he  or  she  was  qualified  for 
service  retirement  by  reason  of  service  and  age  under  the  provisions  of  | 
Section  A8.600-2.  and  he  or  she  has  designated  as  beneficiary  his  or 

her  surviving  spouse,  who  was  married  to  him  or  her  for  at  least  one 
full  year  immediately  prior  to  the  date  of  his  or  her  death,  one-imlfof 
the  retirement  allowance  to  which  the  member  would  have  been  entitled 
if  he  or  she  had  retired  for  service  on  the  date  of  his  or  her  death  shall 
be  paid  to  such  surviving  spouse  who  was  his  or  her  designated  benefi- 
ciary at  the  date  of  his  or  her  death,  until  such  spouse’s  death  or  remar-  J 
riage.  or  if  there  be  no  surviving  spouse,  to  the  unmarried  child  or  chil- 
dren of  such  member  under  the  age  of  18  years,  collectively,  until  every 
such  child  dies , marries  or  attains  the  age  of  18  years,  provided  that  no  1 

child  shall  receive  any  allowance  after  marrying  or  attaining  the  age  of 
18  years.  If.  at  the  death  of  such  surviving  spouse,  who  was  receiving 
W.allpwance.mde_cM^^  or  more  unmarried 

children  of  such  member  under  the  age  of  18  years,  such  allowance 
shall  continue  to  such  child  or  children,  collectively,  until  every  such 
child  dies,  marries  or  attains  the  age  of  18  years,  provided  that  no  child 
shall  receive  any  allowance  after  marrying  or  attaining  the  ape  of  18 
years.  If  the  total  of  the  payments  of  allowance  made  pursuant  to  this 
Subsection  (b)  is  less  than  the  benefit  which  was  otherwise  payable 
under  Subsection  (a)  of  this  section,  the  amount  of  said  benefit  payable 
under  Subsection  (a)  less  an  amount  equal  to  the  total  of  the  payments 
of  allowance  made  pursuant  to  this  Subsection  (b)  shall  be  paid  in  a 
lump  sum  as  follows: 

( 1 ) If  the  person  last  entitled  to  said  allowance  is  the  remarried 
surviving  spouse  of  such  member,  to  such  spouse. 

12)  Otherwise,  to  the  surviving  children  of  the  member,  share 
and  share  alike,  or  if  there  are  no  such  children,  to  the  estate  of  the  per- 
son last  entitled  to  said  allowance. 

The  surviving  spouse  may  elect,  on  a form  provided  bv  the 
Retirement  System  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Retirement  System 
before  the  first  payment  of  the  allowance  provided  herein,  to  receive  the 
benefit  provided  in  Subsection  (a)  of  this  section  in  lieu  of  the  allowance 
which  otherwise  would  be  payable  under  the  provisions  of  this  subdivi- 
sion. If  a surviving  spouse,  who  was  entitled  to  make  the  election  herein 
provided,  shall  die  before  or  after  making  such  election  but  before 
receiving  anv  payment  pursuant  to  such  election,  then  the  legally 
appointed  guardian  of  the  unmarried  children  of  the  member  under  the 
age  of  18  years  may  make  the  election  herein  provided  before  any  bene- 
fit has  been  paid  under  this  section,  for  and  on  behalf  of  such  childretuf

in  his  or  her  judgment  it  appears  to  be  in  their  interest  and  advantage, 
and  the  election  so  made  shall  be  bindine  and  conclusive  upon  all  par- 
ties in  interest. 

If  any  person  other  than  such  surviving  spouse  shall  have  and  be 
paid  a community  property  interest  in  any  portion  of  any  benefit  provid- 
ed under  this  section,  any  allowance  payable  under  this  Subsection  (b) 
shall  be  reduced  by  the  actuarial  equivalent,  at  the  date  of  the  member’s 
death,  of  the  amount  of  benefits  payable  to  such  other  person. 

Upon  the  death  of  a member  after  retirement  and  resardless  of 
the  cause  of  death,  a death  benefit  shall  be  paid  to  his  or  her  designated 
beneficiary  or  estate  in  the  manner  and  subject  to  the  conditions  pre- 
scribed by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the  payment  of  a similar  death 
benefit  upon  the  death  of  other  retired  members. 

Upon  the  death  of  a member  after  retirement,  an  allowance,  in 
addition  to  the  death  benefit  provided  in  the  immediately  preceding 
paragraph,  shall  be  paid  to  his  or  her  surviving  spouse,  until  such  sur- 
viving spouse’s  death  or  remarriaee.  equal  to  one-half  of  his  or  her 
retirement  allowance  as  it  was  prior  to  optional  modification  and  prior 
to  reduction  as  provided  in  Subsection  (a)  of  Section  A8514  of  this 
Charter,  but  exclusive  of  the  part  of  such  allowance  which  was  provided 
by  additional  contributions.  No  allowance,  however,  shall  be  paid  under 
this  paragraph  to  a surviving  spouse  unless  such  surviving  spouse  was 
married  to  said  member  at  least  one  year  immediately  prior  to  his  or 
her  retirement.  If  such  retired  person  leaves  no  such  survivins  spouse, 
or  if  such  survivins  spouse  should  die  or  remarry  before  every  child  of 
such  deceased  retired  person  attains  the  aee  of  18  years,  the  allowance 
which  such  surviving  spouse  would  have  received  had  he  or  she  lived 
and  not  remarried  shall  be  paid  to  retired  person 's  child  or  children 
under  said  aee.  collectively,  to  continue  until  every  such  child  dies  or 
attains  said  aee.  provided  that  no  child  shall  receive  any  allowance 

SEC.  A8M0-6  BENEFITS  UPON  TERMINATION  OF 
MEMBERSHIP 

Should  any  miscellaneous  member  cease  to  be  employed  as  such 
a member,,  through  any  cause  other  than  death  orm±rement.,all  of  his 
or  her  contributions,  with  interest  credited  thereon,  shall  be  refunded  to 
him  or  her  subject  to  the  conditions  prescribed  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  cover  similar  terminations  of  employment  and  re-employ- 
ment with  and  without  redeposit  of  withdrawn  accumulated  contribu- 
tions of  other  members  of  the  Retirement  System,  provided  that,  if  such 
member  is  entitled  to  be  credited  with  at  least  five  years  of  service,  he 
or  she  shall  have  the  right  to  elect,  without  right  of  revocation  and  with- 
in 90  davs  after  said  termination  of  service,  or  if  the  termination  was  by 
lay-off.  90  days  after  the  Retirement  Board  determines  the  termination 
to  be  permanent,  whether  to  allow  his  or  her  accumulated  contributions 
to  remain  in  the  retirement  fund  and  to  receive  benefits  only  as  provided 
in  this  paragraph.  Failure  to  make  such  election  shall  be  deemed  an 
irrevocable  election  to  withdraw  his  or  her  accumulated  contributions. 
At  or  after  50  years  of  aee.  he  or  she  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a 
retirement  allowance  which  shall  be  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or 
her  accumulated  contributions  and  an  equal  amount  of  the  contribu- 
tions of  the  City  and  County,  plus  1 .667%  (one  and  two-thirds  percent) 
of  his  or  her  averase  final  compensation  for  each  year  of  service  credit- 
ed to  him  or  her  as  rendered  prior  to  his  or  her  first  membership  in  the 
Retirement  System.  Upon  the  death  of  such  member  prior  to  retirement, 
his  or  her  contributions  with  interest  credited  thereon  shall  be  paid  to 
his  or  her  estate  or  designated  beneficiary. 

SEC.  A8. 600-7  COMPUTATION  OF  SERVICE 

The  followine  time  and  service  shall  be  included  in  the  computa- 
tion of  the  service  to  be  credited  to  a member  for  the  purpose  of  deter- 
mining whether  such  member  qualifies  for  retirement  and  calculating 
benefits: 

(a)  Time  durine  which  said  member  is  a member  of  the 
Retirement  System  under  Section  A8.600.  and  for  which  said  member  is 
entitled  to  receive  compensation  because  of  services  as  a miscellaneous 
officer  or  employee. 

(b)  Service  in  the  fire  and  police  departments  which  is  not  cred- 
ited as  service  as  a member  under  Section  A8.600  shall  count  under  this 
section  upon  transfer  of  a member  of  either  of  such  departments  to 
employment  entitling  him  or  her  to  membership  in  the  Retirement 


System  under  Section  A8.600.  provided  that  the  accumulated  contribu- 
tions standing  to  the  credit  of  such  member  shall  be  adjusted  by  refund 
to  the  member  or  by  payment  by  the  member  to  brine  the  account  at  the 
time  of  such  transfer  to  the  amount  which  would  have  been  credited  to  it 
had  the  member  been  a miscellaneous  member  throughout  the  period  of 
his  or  her  service  in  either  of  such  departments  at  the  compensation  he 
or  she  received  in  such  departments. 

(c)  Prior  service,  durine  which  said  member  was  entitled  to 
receive  compensation  while  a miscellaneous  member  under  any  other 
section  of  the  Charter,  provided  that  accumulated  contributions  on 
account  of  such  service  previously  refunded  are  redeposited  with  inter- 
est from  the  date  of  refund  to  the  date  of  redeposit,  at  times  and  in  the 
manner  fixed  by  the  Retirement  Board. 

(d)  Prior  service  determined  and  credited  as  prescribed  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors . 

(e)  The  Board  of  Supervisors,  by  ordinance  enacted  by  a three- 
fourths  vote  of  its  members,  may  provide  for  the  crediting  as  service  in 
the  Retirement  System,  service  rendered  as  an  employee  of  the  federal 
government  and  service  rendered  as  an  employee  of  the  State  of 
California  or  any  public  entity  or  public  agency  in  the  State  of 
California.  Said  ordinance  shall  provide  that  all  contributions  required 
as  the  result  of  the  crediting  of  such  service  shall  be  made  by  the  mem- 
ber and  that  no  contributions  therefore  shall  be  required  of  the  City  and 
County. 

( f)  Time  during  which  said  member  is  absent  from  a status 
included  in  Subsections  (a)  or  (b)  and  for  which  such  member  is  entitled 
to  receive  credit  as  service  for  the  City  and  County  by  virtue  of  contri- 
butions made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  A8.520  or 
Section  A8.521  o f the  Charter. 

(g)  Time  during  which  said  member  was  on  Unpaid  Parental 
Leave  pursuant  to  Charter  Section  A8.523.  and  for  which  said  member 
has  purchased  service  credit  in  the  Retirement  System. 

SEC.  A8. 600-8  SOURCES  OF  FUNDS 

All  payments  provided  for  members  under  Section  A8.600  shall 
be  made  from  funds  derived  from  the  following  sources,  plus  interest 
earned  on  said  funds: 

(a)  There  shall  be  deducted  from  each  payment  of  compensation 
made  to  a member  under  Section  A8.600  a sum  equal  to  seven  percent 
of  such  payment  of  compensation.  The  sum  so  deducted  shall  be  paid 
forthwith  to  the  Retirement  System.  Said  contribution  shall  be  credited 
to  the  individual  account  of  the  member  from  whose  salary  it  was 
deducted,  and  the  total  of  said  contributions,  together  with  interest 
credited  thereon  in  the  same  manner  as  is  prescribed  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  crediting  interest  to  contributions  of  other  members  of 
the  Retirement  System,  shall  be  applied  to  provide  part  of  the  retirement 
allowance  granted  to.  or  allowance  granted  on  account  of  said  member 
under  Section  A8.600.  or  shall  be  paid  to  said  member  or  his  or  her 
estate  or  beneficiary  as  provided  in  Sections  A8.600-5  and  A8.600-6. 

The  individual  accounts  of  members  who  purchased  service  credit  for 
Unpaid  Parental  Leave  shall  also  include  the  amount  paid  by  the  mem- 
ber for  said  purchase,  plus  interest. 

(b)  The  City  and  County  shall  contribute  to  the  Retirement 
System  such  amounts  as  may  be  necessary,  when  added  to  the  contribu- 
tions referred  to  in  Subsection  (a)  of  this  Section  A8. 600-8.  to  provide 
the  benefits  payable  to  members  under  Section  A8.600.  Such  contribu- 
tions of  the  City  and  County  to  provide  the  portion  of  the  benefits  here- 
under shall  be  made  in  annual  installments,  and  the  installment  to  be 
paid  in  any  year  shall  be  determined  by  the  application  of  a percentage 
to  the  total  compensation  paid  during  said  year  to  persons  who  are 
members  under  Section  A8.600,  said  percentage  to  be  the  ratio  of  the 
value  as  of  the  latest  periodical  actuarial  valuation  of  the  benefits  there- 
after to  be  paid  tom  on  account  of  members  under  Section  A8.600  from 
contributions  of  the  City  and  County,  less  the  amount  of  such  contribu- 
tions. plus  accumulated  interest  thereon,  then  held  by  said  system  to 
provide  said  benefits  on  account  of  service  rendered  by  respective  mem- 
bers after  said  date,  to  the  value  at  said  respective  dates  of  salaries 
thereafter  payable  to  said  members.  Said  values  shall  be  determined  by 
the  actuary,  who  shall  take  into  account  the  interest  which  shall  be 
earned  on  said  contributions,  the  compensation  experience  of  members, 
and  the  probabilities  of  separation  by  all  causes,  of  members  from  ser- 
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vice  before  retirement  and  of  death  after  retirement.  Said  percentage 
shall  be  chaneed  only  on  the  basis  of  said  periodical  actuarial  valua- 
tion and  investigation  into  the  experience  under  the  system.  Said  actu- 
arial valuations  and  investigations  shall  be  made  at  least  even’  two 
years. 

(c)  Ter  promote  the  stability  of  the  Retirement  System  through  a 
joint  participation  in  the  result  of  variations  in  the  experience  under 
mortality,  investment  and  other  contingencies,  the  contributions  of  both 
members  and  the  dry  and  County  held  by  the  system  to  provide  benefits 
for  members  under  Section  A8.600  shall  be  a part  of  the  fund  in  which 
all  other  assets  of  said  system  are  included. 

SEC.  AH. 600-9  RIGHT  TO  RETIRE 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  years  of  service  set  forth  in  Section 
AS. 600-2  as  requisite  to  retirement,  a member  shall  be  entitled  to  retire 
at  any  time  thereafter  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  said  Section 
AS. 600-2.  and,  except  as  provided  in  Section  A8.600-I4.  nothin p shall 
deprive  said  member  of  said  right. 

SEC.  AS. 600-10  LIMITATION  ON  EMPLOYMENT  DURING 
RETIREMENT 

(a)  Except  as  provided  in  Section  A8.5I1  of  this  Charter  and 
Subsection  (b)  of  this  section,  no  person  retired  as  a member  under 
Section  AS. 600  for  senice  or  disability  and  entitled  to  receive  a retire- 
ment allowance  under  the  Retirement  System  shall  be  employed  in  any 
capacity  b\  the  City  and  County,  nor  shall  such  person  receive  any  pay- 
ment for  services  rendered  to  the  City  and  County  after  retirement. 

(b)  (!)  Service  as  an  election  officer  or  juror,  or  in  the  prepara- 
tion for  or  eivine  testimony  as  an  expert  witness  for  or  on  behalf  of  the 
City  and  County  before  any  court  or  leeislative  body  shall  not  be  affect- 
ed by  the  provisions  of  Subsection  (a)  of  this  section. 

(2)  The  provisions  of  Subsection  (a)  shall  not  prevent  such 
retired  person  from  serving  on  any  board  or  commission  of  the  City  and 
County  and  receiving  the  compensation  for  such  office,  provided  said 
sen  ice  does  not  exceed  120  working  days  or  960  hours  per  fiscal  year. 

(3 ) If  such  retired  person  is  elected  or  appointed  to  a position  or 
office  which  subjects  him  or  her  to  membership  in  the  Retirement 
System  under  Section  A8.600.  he  or  she  shall  re-enter  membership 
under  Section  AS. 600  and  his  or  her  retirement  allowance  shall  be  can- 
celled immediately  upon  such  re-entry.  The  provisions  of  Subsection  (a) 
of  this  section  shall  not  prevent  such  person  from  receiving  the  compen- 
sation for  such  position  or  office.  The  rate  of  contribution  of  such  mem- 
ber shall  be  the  same  as  that  for  other  members  under  Section  A8.600. 
Such  member's  individual  account  shall  be  credited  with  an  amount 
which  is  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or  her  annuity  at  the  time  of  his 
or  her  re-entry,  but  the  amount  thereof  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  of 
his  or  her  accumulated  contributions  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  retire- 
ment. Such  member  shall  also  receive  credit  for  his  or  her  service  as  it 
was  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  retirement. 

(4)  The  provisions  of  Subsection  (a)  shall  not  prevent  such 
retired  persons  from  employment  which  requires  coverage  under  the 
Public  Employees’  Retirement  System  or  the  State  Teachers’  Retirement 
System. 

SEC.  A8. 600-11  ADJUSTMENT  OF  ALLOWANCES 

Every  retirement  or  death  allowance  payable  to  or  on  account  of 
any  member  under  Section  A8.600  shall  be  adjusted  for  cost  of  living 
allowances  and  supplemental  cost  of  living  benefits  as  provided  in  this 
Charter. 

SEC.  AS, 600-12  CONFLICTING  CHARTER  PROVISIONS 

Any  section  or  part  of  any  section  in  this  Charter , insofar  as  it 
should  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  Sections  A8.600  through  A8.600- 
14  or  with  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  superseded  by  the  contents  of  said 
sections.  In  the  event  that  any  word,  phrase,  clause  or  section  of  sec- 
fiQM  shdU  he  adjudged  unconstitutional,  the  remainder .thereof_§hgU_ 
remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 

SEC.  AS, 600-1 3 APPLICATION  OF  PLAN 

For  members  of  the  Retirement  System  under  Sections  A8.584  or 
AS. 587  who  retired  before  July  1 . 2010.  and  are  later  elected  or 
appointed  to  a position  or  office  which  subjects  him  or  her  to  member- 
ship in  the  Retirement  System  under  Section  AS. 600.  all  service  on  and 
after  July  1 . 2010.  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Sections  AS. 600. 
et  seq.

SEC.  A8. 600-14  FORFEITURE  FOR  CRIMES  INVOLVING 
MORAL  TURPITUDE 

Any  member  convicted  of  a crime  involvine  moral  turpitude  com- 
mitted in  connection  with  his  or  her  duties  as  an  officer  or  employee  of 
the  City  and  County,  the  school  district,  the  college  district,  or  the 
Superior  Court  of  California.  Cits'  and  Counts • of  San  Francisco,  shall 
forfeit  all  rights  to  any  benefits  under  the  Retirement  System  except 
refund  of  his  or  her  accumulated  contributions:  provided,  however,  that  > 
if  such  member  is  qualified  for  service  retirement  bv  reason  of  service 
and  aee  under  the  provisions  of  Section  A8. 600-2.  he  or  she  shall  have 
the  rieht  to  elect,  without  rieht  of  revocation  and  within  90  days  after 
his  or  her  removal  from  office  or  employment  to  receive  as  his  or  her 
sole  benefit  under  the  Retirement  System  an  annuity  which  shall  be  the 
actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or  her  accumulated,  contributions  at  the  time 
of  such  removal  from  office  or  employment. 

Any  member,  after  retirement  for  service  or  disability  or  while 
receiving  a vesting  allowance,  who  is  convicted  of  a crime  involving 
moral  turpitude  in  connection  with  his  or  her  duties  as  an  officer  or 
employee  of  the  City  and  Counts',  the  school  district,  the  college  district, 
or  the  Superior  Court  of  California.  Cir\'  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
shall  forfeit  all  rights  to  any  further  benefit  from  the  Retirement  System 
and  the  Retirement  System  shall  immediately  cease  all  future  payments 
to  such  member:  provided  however,  that  if  at  the  time  of  the  conviction, 
said  member  has  remaining  accumulated  contributions,  then  such  mem-  < 
ber  shall  have  the  right  to  elect,  without  rieht  of  revocation  and  within 
30  days  after  his  or  her  conviction,  to  receive  as  his  or  her  sole  benefit 
under  the  Retirement  System  an  annuity  which  shall  be  the  actuarial 
equivalent  of  his  or  her  accumulated  contributions  remaining  at  the 
time  of  the  conviction. 

Section  4.  The  San  Francisco  Charter  is  hereby  amended,  by 
adding  Sections  A8.601  through  A8.601-16  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  A8.601  MEMBERS  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  ON  AND 
AFTER. JULY  1.2010 

Persons  who  become  members  of  the  fire  department,  as  defined 
in  Section  A8.601-1.  on  and  after  July  1.  2010.  shall  be  members  of  the 
Retirement  System  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Sections  A8 .601  throueh 
A8.601-I6  (which  shall  apply  only  to  members  under  Section  A8.601)  in 
addition  to  the  provisions  contained  in  Sections  12.100  to  12.103  and 
Sections  A8.500.  A8.510.  A8.520.  A8. 526-2  and  A8. 526-3  of  this 
Charter,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  other  section  of  this 
Charter,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  of  the  provisions  of  Sections 
A8.598  of  this  Charter. 

The  provisions  of  Section  A8.601  shall  not  apply  to  any  member 
of  the  Retirement  System  before  July  1 . 2010.  or  any  member  who  sepa- 
rated from  service 'retired  or  died  before  July  I.  2010.  or  to  his  or  her 
continuant. 

SEC.  A8, 601-1  DEFINITIONS 

The  following  words  and  phrases  as  used  in  this  section.  Section 
A8.601  and  Section  A8.60I-2  throueh  A8.601-16.  unless  a different 
meanins  is  plainly  required  bv  the  context,  shall  have  the  following 
meanings: 

“Retirement  allowance."  “death  allowance''  or  “allowance." 
shall  mean  equal  monthly  payments,  beginning  to  accrue  upon  the  date 
of  retirement,  or  upon  the  day  following  the  date  of  death,  as  the  case 
may  be.  and  continuing  for  life  unless  a different  term  of  payment  is  def- 
initely provided  bv  the  context. 

“ Compensation as  distinguished  from  benefits  under  the 
Workers'  Compensation  Insurance  and  Safety  Act  of  the  State  of 
California,  shall  mean  the  remuneration  payable  in  cash,  by  the  City  - 
and  Counts',  without  deduction  except  for  absence  from  duty,  for  time 
during  which  the  individual  receiving  such  remuneration  is  a member  of 
the  fire  department,  but  excluding  remuneration  paid  for  overtime. 
Subject  to  the  requirement  that  it  be  payable  in  cash  and  that  overtime 
be  excluded,  “compensation  " for  pension  purposes  may  be  defined  in  a 
collective  bargaining  agreement. 

“Compensation  earnable  " shall  mean  the  compensation  which 
would  have  been  earned  had  the  member  received  compensation  with- 
out interruption  throughout  the  period  under  consideration  and  at  the 
rates  of  remuneration  attached  at  that  time  to  the  ranks  or  positions 
held  by  him  or  her  during  such  period,  it  being  assumed  that  during  any 
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absence,  he  or  she  was  in  the  rank  or  position  held  by  him  or  her  at  the 
beeinnine  of  the  absence,  and  that  prior  to  becoming  a member  of  the 
fire  department,  he  or  she  was  in  the  rank  or  position  first  held  by  him 
or  her  in  such  department. 

“Benefit”  shall  include  “allowance.”  “retirement  allowance.” 
“death  allowance”  and  “death.benefit." 

“ Final  compensation  ” shall  mean  the  averaee  monthly  compen- 
sation earned  by  a member  during  the  hisher  of  any  two  consecutive 
fiscal  \ears  of  earnines  or  the  twenty-four  months  of  earnines  immedi- 
ately prior  to  retirement. 

For  the  purpose  of  Sections  A8.601  throush  A8.601-16.  the  terms 
“member  of  the  fire  department,  ” “member  of  the  department.  ” or 
“member”  shall  mean  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  fire  department 
employed  on  and  after  July  1 . 2010.  who  was  or  shall  be  subject  to  the 
Charter  provisions  eovernine  entrance  requirements  of  members  of  the 
uniformed  force  of  said  department  and  said  terms  shall  further  mean 
persons  employed  on  and  after  July  1.  2010,  at  an  aee  not  greater  than 
the  maximum  aee  then  prescribed  for  entrance  into  employment  in  said 
uniformed  force,  to  perform  duties  now  performed  under  the  titles  of 
pilot  offireboats.  or  marine  engineer  of  fireboats:  provided,  however, 
that  said  terms  shall  not  include  any  person  who  has  not  satisfactorily 
completed  such  course  of  trainins  as  may  be  required  bv  the  fire  depart- 
ment prior  to  assignment  to  active  duty  with  said  department. 

“Retirement  System  ” or  “system  ” shall  mean  San  Francisco  City 
and  County  Employees'  Retirement  System  as  created  in  Sections  12.100 
and  A8.500  of  the  Charter. 

“Retirement  Board"  shall  mean  “Retirement  Board"  as  created 
in  Section  12.100  of  the  Charter. 

“Charter”  shall  mean  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco. 

Words  used  in  the  masculine  sender  shall  include  the  feminine 
and  neuter  sender,  words  used  in  the  feminine  sender  shall  include  the 
masculine  and  neuter  sender,  and  singular  numbers  shall  include  the 
plural  and  the  plural  the  singular. 

“Interest”  shall  mean  interest  at  the  rate  adopted  bv  the 
Retirement  Board. 

SEC.  A8. 601-2  SERVICE  RETIREMENT 

Any  member  of  the  fire  department  who  completes  at  least  five 
years  of  service  in  the  aeereeate  and  attains  the  ase  of  fifty  (50)  years, 
said  service  to  be  computed  under  Section  A8.601-10.  may  retire  for 
service  at  his  or  her  option.  A member  retired  after  meeting  the  service 
and  ase  requirements  in  the  preceding  sentence,  shall  receive  a retire- 
ment allowance  equal  to  the  percent  of  final  compensation  (as  defined 
in  Section  A8.601-1)  set  forth  below  opposite  his  or  her  ase  at  retire- 
ment. taken  to  the  preceding  completed  quarter  year,  for  each  year  of 
service,  as  computed  under  Section  A8.601-10:

In  no  event,  however,  shall  such  a retirement  allowance  exceed 
ninety  (90)  percent  of  a member’s  final  compensation. 

SEC.  A8. 601-3  RETIREMENT  FOR  INCAPACITY 

Any  member  of  the  fire  department  who  becomes  incapacitated 
for  the  performance  of  his  or  her  duty  by  reason  of  any  bodily  injury 
received  in.  or  illness  caused  bv  the  performance  of  his  or  her  duty, 
shall  be  retired.  If  he  or  she  is  not  qualified  for  service  retirement,  he  or 
she  shall  receive  a retirement  allowance  in  an  amount  which  shall  be 
equal  to  the  same  percentage  of  the  final  compensation  of  said  member, 
as  defined  in  Section  A8.601-1.  as  his  or  her  percentaee  of  disability  is 
determined  to  be.  The  percentage  of  disability  shall  be  as  determined  bv 
the  Workers’  Compensation  Appeals  Board  of  the  State  of  California 
upon  referral  from  the  Retirement  Board  for  that  purpose:  provided  that 
the  Retirement  Board  may,  by  five  affirmative  votes,  adjust  the  percent- 
age of  disability  as  determined  by  said  appeals  board:  and  provided, 
further,  that  such  retirement  allowance  shall  be  in  an  amount  not  less  . 
than  50  percent  nor  more  than  90  percent  of  the  final  compensation  of 
said  member,  as  defined  in  Section  A8.601-1 . Said  allowance  shall  be 
paid  to  him  or  her  until  the  date  upon  which  said  member  would  have 
completed  at  least  twenty- five  (25)  years  of  service  in  the  aggregate  and 
attained  the  ase  of  fifty  (50)  years  had  he  or  she  lived  and  rendered  ser- 
vice without  interruption  in  the  rank  held  bv  him  or  her  at  retirement, 
and  after  said  date  the  allowance  payable  shall  be  equal  to  the  retire- 
ment allowance  said  member  would  have  received  if  retired  for  service 
on  said  date  based  on  the  final  compensation,  as  defined  in  Section 
A8.601-L  he  or  she  would  have  received  immediately  prior  to  said  date, 
had  he  or  she  lived  and  rendered  service  as  assumed,  but  such  allow- 
ance shall  not  be  less  than  50  percent  of  such  final  compensation. 

If.  at  the  time  of  retirement  because  of  disability,  he  or  she  is 
qualified  as  to  ase  and  service  for  retirement  under  Section  A8.601-2. 
he  or  she  shall  receive  an  allowance  equal  to  the  retirement  allowance 
which  he  or  she  would  receive  if  retired  under  Section  A8.601-2.  but  not 
less  than  50  percent  of  said  final  compensation.  Any  member  of  the  fire 
department  who  becomes  incapacitated  for  performance  of  his  or  her 
duty  by  reason  of  a cause  not  included  under  the  provisions  of  the 
immediately  preceding  sentences,  and  who  shall  have  completed  at  least 
10  years  of  service  in  the  aggregate,  computed  as  provided  in  Section 
A8.601-10.  shall  be  retired  upon  an  allowance  of  lVi  percent  of  the  final 
compensation  of  said  member  as  defined  in  Section  A8. 601-1  for  each 
year  of  service,  provided  that  said  allowance  shall  not  be  less  than  33‘A 
percent  of  said  final  compensation.  The  question  of  retiring  a member 
under  this  section  may  be  brought  before  the  Retirement  Board  on  said 
board’s  own  motion,  by  recommendation  of  the  fire  commission  or  by 
said  member  or  his  or  her  guardian.  If  his  or  her  disability  shall  cease, 
his  or  her  retirement  allowance  shall  cease  and  he  or  she  shall  be 
restored  to  the  service  in  the  rank  he  or  she  occupied  at  the  time  of  his 
or  hen  retirement. 

SEC.  A8.601  -4  DEATH  ALLOWANCE 

If  a member  of  the  fire  department  shall  die  before  or  after  retire- 
ment by  reason  of  an  injury  received  in,  or  illness  caused  by  the  perfor- 
mance of  his  or  her  duty,  a death  allowance,  in  lieu  of  any  allowance, 
payable  under  any  other  section  of  the  Charter  or  by  ordinance,  on 
account  of  death  resulting  from  injury  received  in  or  illness  caused  by 
the  performance  of  duty,  shall  be  paid,  besinnins  on  the  date  next  fol- 
lowing the  date  of  death,  to  his  or  her  survivins  spouse  throughout  his 
or  her  life  or  until  his  or  her  remarriage.  If  the  member,  at  the  time  of 
death,  was  qualified  for  service  retirement,  but  he  or  she  had  not 
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retired,  the  allowance  paxable  shall  be  equal  to  the  retirement  allow- 
ance which  the  member  would  have  received  if  he  or  she  had  been 
retired  for  senice  on  the  date  of  death,  but  such  allowance  shall  not  be 
less  than  50  percent  of  the  final  compensation  earnable  by  said  member 
immediately  preceding  death.  If  death  occurs  prior  to  qualification  for 
service  retirement,  the  allowance  payable  shall  be  equal  to  the  compen- 
sation of  said  member  at  the  date  of  death,  until  the  date  upon  which 
said  member  would  have  completed  at  least  twenty- five  (25)  years  of 
senice  in  the  aggregate  and  attained  the  age  of  fifty  (50)  years,  had  he 
or  she  lived  and  rendered  service  w ithout  interruption  in  the  rank  held 
by  him  or  her  at  death,  and  after  said  date  the  allowance  payable  shall 
be  equal  to  the  retirement  allowance  said  member  would  have  received 
if  retired  for  service  on  said  date,  based  on  the  rinal  compensation  he  or 
she  would  have  received  prior  to  said  date,  had  he  or  she  lived  and  ren- 
dered sen  ice  as  assumed,  but  such  allowance  shall  not  be  less  than  50 
percent  of  such  rinal  compensation.  If  he  or  she  had  retired  prior  to 
death,  for  sen’ice  or  for  disability  resulting  from  injury  received  in.  or 
illness  caused  by  the  performance  of  duty,  the  allowance  payable  shall 
be  equal  to  the  retirement  allowance  of  the  member,  except  'that  if  he  or 
she  was  a member  under  Section  A8.60I  and  retirement  was  for  such 
disability',  and  if  death  occurred  prior  to  qualification  for  the  service 
retirement  allowance,  the  allowance  continued  shall  be  adjusted  upon 
the  date  at  which  said  member  would  have  completed  at  least  twenty- 
five  (25)  years  of  sen’ice  in  the  aggregate  and  attained  the  ape  of  fifty 
(50)  years,  in  the  same  manner  as  it  would  have  been  adjusted  had  the 
member  not  died. 

If  there  is  no  surviving  spouse  entitled  to  an  allowance  hereunder, 
or  if  he  or  she  dies  or  remarries  before  every  child  of  such  deceased 
member  attains  the  age  of  18  years,  then  the  allowance  which  the  sur- 
viving spouse  would  have  received  had  he  or  she  lived  and  not  remar- 
ried shall  be  paid  to  his  or  her  child  or  children  under  said  aee.  collec- 
tivelv.  until  even'  such  child  dies  or  attains  said  age,  provided  that  no 
child  shall  receive  any  allowance  after  marrying  or  attaining  the  ase  of 
18  years.  Should  said  member  leave  no  surviving  spouse  and  no  chil- 
dren under  the  aee  of  18  years,  but  leave  a child  or  children,  regardless 
of  aee.  dependent  upon  him  or  her  for  support  because  partially  or 
totally  disabled  and  unable  to  earn  a livelihood  or  a parent  or  parents 
dependent  upon  him  or  her  for  support,  the  child  or  children  and  the 
parents  so  dependent  shall  collectively  receive  a monthly  allowance 
equal  to  that  which  a surviving  spouse  otherwise  would  have  received, 
during  such  dependency.  No  allowance,  however,  shall  be  paid  under 
this  section  to  a surviving  spouse  following  the  death  of  a member 
unless  he  or  she  was  married  to  the  member  prior  to  the  date  of  the 
injury  or  onset  of  the  illness  which  results  in  death. 

SEC.  A8.60I-5  PAYMENT  TO  SURVIVING  DEPENDENTS 

Upon  the  death  of  a member  of  the  fire  department  resulting  from 
any  cause  other  than  an  injury  received  in.  or  illness  caused  by  perfor- 
mance of  duty. 

(a)  if  the  death  occurred  after  qualification  for  service  retirement 
under  Section  A8.60I-2.  or  after  retirement  sen’ice  or  because  of  dis- 
ability which  result  from  any  cause  other  than  an  injury  received  in.  or 
illness  caused  by  performance  of  duty  one-half  of  the  retirement  allow- 
ance to  which  the  member  would  have  been  entitled  if  he  or  she  had 
retired  for  service  at  the  date  of  death  or  one-half  of  the  retirement 
allowance  as  it  was  at  his  or  her  death,  as  the  case  may  be.  shall  be 
continued  throughout  his  or  her  life  or  until  remarriage  to  his  or  her 
sun’iving  spouse,  or 

(b)  if  his  or  her  death  occurred  after  the  completion  of  at  least 
25  years  of  service  in  the  aggregate  hut  prior  to  the  attainment  of  the 
age  of  50  years,  one-half  of  the  retirement  allowance  to  which  he  br  she 
would  have  been  entitled  under  Section  A8.60I-2  if  he  or  she  had 
attained  the  age  of  50  years  on  the  date  of  his  or  her  death  shall  be 
continued  throughout  life  or  until  remarriage  to  his  or  her  surviving 
spouse,  or 

(<  ) if  his  <?r  her  death  occurred  after  retirement  for  disability, bx. 
reason  of  injury  received  in  or  illness  caused  by  performance  of  duty, 
three- fourths  of  his  or  her  retirement  allowance  as  it  was  at  his  or  her 
dialh  shall  COhtinmf  throughout  life  or_  luqilremaniagc  to  his  pr 
her  surviving  spouse,  except  that . if  death  occurred  prior  to  qualifica- 
tion for  service  retirement  allowance,  the  allowance  continued  shall  be 


adjusted  upon  the  date  on  which  said  member  would  have  completed  at 
least  twenty-five  (25)  years  of  senice  in  the  aggregate  and  attained  the 
age  of  fifty  (50)  years,  in  the  same  manner  as  it  would  have  been  adjust- 
ed had  the  member  not  died,  or 

(d)  if  his  or  her  death  occurred  after  completion  of  at  least  10 
years  of  sen  ice  in  the  aggregate,  computed  as  provided  in  Section 
A8.601-I0.  an  allowance  in  an  amount  equal  to  the  retirement  allow- 
ance to  which  the  member  would  have'been  entitled  pursuant  to  Section 
A8.60I-3  if  he  or  she  had  retired  on  the  date  of  death  because  of  inca- 
pacity for  performance  of  duty  shall  be  paid  throughout  life  or  until 
remarriage  to  his  or  her  sun’iving  spouse.  If  there  is  no  surviving 
spouse  entitled  to  an  allowance  hereunder,  or  if  he  or  she  dies  or  remar- 
ries before  every  child  of  such  deceased  member  attains  the  age  of  18 
years,  then  the  allowance  which  the  surviving  spouse  would  have 
received  had  he  or  she  lived  and  not  remarried  shall  be  paid  to  his  or 
her  child  or  children  under  said  age,  collectively,  to  continue  until  every 
such  child  dies  or  attains  said  age,  provided  that  no  child  shall  receive 
any  allowance  after  marrying  or  attaining  the  age  of  18  years.  Should 
said  member  leave  no  surviving  spouse  and  no  children,  under  age  of 
18  years,  but  leave  a child  or  children,  regardless  of  age,  dependent 
upon  him  or  her  for  support  because  partially  or  totally  disabled  and 
unable  to  earn  a livelihood  or  a parent  or  parents  dependent  upon  him 
or  her  for  support,  the  child  or  children  and  the  parents  so  dependent 
shall  collectively  receive  a monthly  allowance  equal  to  that  which  a 
surviving  spouse  otherwise  would  have  received,  during  such  dependen- 
cy. No  allowance,  however  shall  be  paid  under  this  section  to  a surviv- 
ing spouse  unless  he  or  she  was  married  to  the  member  prior  to  the 
date  of  the  injury  or  onset  of  the  illness  which  results  in  death  if  he  or 
she  had  not  retired,  or  unless  he  or  she  was  married  to  the  member  at 
least  one  year  prior  to  his  or  her  retirement  if  he  or  she  had  retired. 

As  used  in  this  section  and  Section  A8.601-4  “surviving  spouse  ” 
shall  mean  and  include  a surviving  spouse,  and  shall  also  mean  and 
include  a spouse  who  has  remarried  since  the  death  of  the  member,  but 
whose  remarriage  has  been  terminated  by  death,  divorce  or  annulment 
within  five  years  after  the  date  of  such  remarriage  and  who  has  riot 
thereafter  again  remarried. 

The  surviving  spouse,  in  the  event  of  death  of  the  member  after 
qualification  for,  but  before  service  retirement , may  elect  before  the  first 
payment  of  the  allowance,  to  receive  the  benefit  provided  in  Section 
A8.601-8.  in  lieu  of  the  allowance  which  otherwise  would  be  continued 
to  him  or  her  under  this  section.  If  there  is  no  surviving  spouse,  the 
guardian  of  the  eligible  child  or  children  may  make  such  election,  and  if 
there  are  no  such  children,  the  dependent  parent  or  parents  may  make 
such  election.  “Qualified  for  service  retirement."  “qualification  for  ser- 
vice retirement"  or  "qualified  as  to  age  and  sen’ice  for  retirement.”  as 
used  in  this  section  and  other  sections  to  which  persons  who  are  mem- 
bers under  Section  A8.601  are  subject,  shall  mean  completion  of  25 
years  of  service  and  attainment  of  age  50.  said  service  to  be  computed 
under  Section  A8.601-10. 

SEC.  A8.601-6  ADJUSTMENT  OF  ALLOWANCES 

Evers’  retirement  or  death  allowance  payable  to  or  on  account  of 
any  member  under  Section  A8.601  shall  be  adjusted  for  cost  of  living 
allowances  and  supplemental  cost  of  living  benefits  as  provided  in  this 
Charter. 

SEC.  A8.601-7  ADJUSTMENT  FOR  COMPENSATION  PAYMENTS 

That  portion  of  any  allowance  payable  because  of  the  death  or 
retirement  of  any  member  of  the  fire  department  which  is  provided  by 
contributions  of  the  City  and  County,  shall  be  reduced,  by  the  amount  of 
any  benefits  other  than  medical  benefits,  payable  by  the  City  and 
Counts'  to  or  on  account  of  such  person,  under  any  workers’  compensa- 
tion law  or  any  other  general  law  and  because  of  the  injury  or  illness 
resulting  in  said  death  or  retirement.  Such  portion  which  is  paid 
because  of  death  or  retirement  which  resulted  from  injury  received  in. 
or  illness  caused  by  performance  of  duty,  shall  be  considered  as  in  lieu 
of  all  benefits,  other  than  medical  benefits,  payable  to  or  on  account  of 
such  person  under  such  law  and  shall  be  in  satisfaction  and  discharge 
of  the  obligation  of  the  Cits’  and  County  to  pay  such  benefits. 

SEC.  A8.601-8  DEATH  BENEFIT 

If  a member  of  the  fire  department  shall  die,  before  retirement 
from  causes  other  than  an  injury  received  in.  or  illness  caused  bv  the 
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performance  of  duty,  or  resardless  of  cause  if  no  allowance  shall  be 
payable  under  Section  A8.601-4  or  A8.601-5  preceding,  a death  benefit 
shall  be  paid  to  his  or  her  designated  beneficiary  or  estate,  the  amount 
of  which  and  the  conditions  for  the  payment  of  which  shall  be  deter- 
mined in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the 
death  benefit  of  other  members  of  the  Retirement  System.  Upon  the 
death  of  a member  after  retirement  and  resardless  of  the  cause  of  death, 
a death  benefit  shall  be  paid  to  his  or  her  designated  beneficiary  or 
estate,  the  amount  of  which  and  the  conditions  for  the  payment  of  which 
shall  be  determined  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  the  death  benefit  of  other  members  of  the  Retirement 
System. 

SEC.  A8. 601-9  REFUNDS  AND  REDEPOSITS 

Should  any  member  of  the  fire  department  cease  to  be  employed 
as  such  a member,  throueh  any  cause  other  than  death  or  retirement  or 
transfer  to  another  office  or  department,  all  of  his  or  her  contributions, 
with  interest  credited  thereon,  shall  be  refunded  to  him  or  her  subject  to 
the  conditions  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  govern  similar 
terminations  of  employment  of  other  members  of  the  Retirement  System. 
If  he  or  she  shall  again  become  a member  of  the  department,  he  or  she 
shall  redeposit  in  the  retirement  fund  the  amount  refunded  to  him  or  her. 
Should  a member  of  the  fire  department  become  an  employee  of  any 
other  office  or  department,  his  or  her  accumulated  contribution  account 
shall  be  adjusted  by  payments  to  or  from  him  or  her  as  the  case  may  be 
to  make  the  accumulated  contributions  credited  to  him  or  her  at  the 
time  of  change  equal  to  the  amount  which  would  have  been  credited  to 
him  or  her  if  he  or  she  had  been  employed  in  said  other  office  or 
department  at  the  rate  o f compensation  received  by  him  or  her  in  the 
fire  department  and  he  or  she  shall  receive  credit  for  service  for  which 
said  contributions  were  made,  according  to  the  Charter  section  under 
which  his  or  her  membership  in  the  Retirement  System  continues. 

SEC.  A8.601-10  COMPUTATION  OF  SERVICE 

The  following  time  shall  be  included  in  the  computation  of  the 
service  to  be  credited  to  a member  of  the  fire  department  for  the  pur- 
poses of  determining  whether  such  member  qualified  for  retirement  and 
calculating  benefits,  excluding,  however,  any  time,  the  contributions  for 
which  were  withdrawn  by  said  member  upon  termination  of  his  or  her 
service  while  he  or  she  was  a member  under  any  other  Charter  section, 
and  not  redeposited  upon  re-entry  into  service: 

(a)  Time  during  and  for  which  said  member  is  entitled  to  receive 
compensation  because  of  services  as  a member  of  the  police  or  fire 
department. 

(b)  Time  prior  to  July  I.  2010.  during  which  said  member  was 
entitled  to  receive  compensation  while  a member  of  the  police  or  fire 
department  under  any  other  section  of  the  Charter,  provided  that  accu- 
mulated contributions  on  account  of  such  service  previously  refunded 
are  redeposited  with  interest  from  the  date  of  refund  to  the  date  of  rede- 
posit. at  times  and  in  the  manner  fixed  by  the  Retirement  Board:  and 
solely  for  the  purpose  of  determining  qualification  for  retirement  under 
Section  A8.601-3  for  disability  not  resulting  from  injury  received  in  or 
illness  caused  by  performance  of  duty,  time  during  which  said  member 
serves  and  receives  compensation  because  of  services  rendered  in  other 
offices  and  departments. 

(c)  Time  durine  which  said  member  earned  compensation  as  a 
paramedic  with  the  fire  department  or  department  of  public  health,  pro- 
vided that  the  accumulated  contributions  on  account  of  such  service  are 
transferred  to  his  or  her  Section  A8.601  account  or.  if  previously  refund- 
ed. are  redeposited  with  interest  from  the  date  of  refund  to  the  date  of 
redeposit,  at  times  and  in  the  manner  fixed  by  the  Retirement  Board. 

The  Retirement  Board  shall  require  said  member  to  execute  a waiver  at 
any  time  prior  to  retirement  so  that  any  paramedic  service  covered  by 
Section  A8.601  is  not  also  covered  by  other  pension  provisions  in  this 
Charter. 

(d)  Time  durine  which  said  member  is  absent  from  a status 
included  in  Subsection  (a)  next  preceding,  by  reason  of  service  in  the 
armed  forces  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  by  reason  of  any  other 
service  included  in  Sections  A8.520  and  A8.521  of  the  Charter,  durine 
any  war  in  which  the  United  States  was  or  shall  be  eneased  or  durine 
other  national  emergency,  and  for  which  said  member  contributed  or 
contributes  to  the  Retirement  System  or  for  which  the  City  and  County 


contributed  or  contributes  on  his  or  her  account. 

(e)  Time  during  which  said  member  was  on  Unpaid  Parental 
Leave  pursuant  to  Charter  Section  A8.523.  and  for  which  said  member 
has  purchased  service  credit  in  Ihe  Retirement  System. 

SEC.  A8. 601-11  SOURCES  OF  FUNDS 

All  payments  provided  for  members  under  Section  A8.601  shall 
be  made  from  funds  derived  from  the  following  sources,  plus  interest 
earned  on  said  funds: 

(a)  There  shall  be  deducted  from  each  payment  of  compensation 
made  to  a member  under  Section  A8.601  a sum  equal  to  eieht  and  one- 
half  percent  of  such  payment  of  compensation.  The  sum  so  deducted 
shall  be  paid  forthwith  to  the  Retirement  System.  The  eisht  and  one-half 
percent  member  contribution  rate  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon 
expiration  of  the  asreement  that  is  operative  on  June  30.  2010.  between 
the  City  and  County  and  the  recognized  barsainins  organization  repre- 
senting said  members.  Prior  to  that  time,  there  shall  be  deducted  from 
each  payment  of  compensation  made  to  a member  under  Section  A8.601 
a sum  equal  to  seven  percent  of  such  payment  of  compensation.  Said 
contribution  shall  be  credited  to  the  individual  account  of  the  member 
from  whose  salary  it  was  deducted,  and  the  total  of  said  contributions, 
together  with  interest  credited  thereon  in  the  same  manner  as  is  pre- 
scribed by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  crediting  interest  to  contribu- 
tions of  other  members  of  the  Retirement  System,  shall  be  applied  to 
provide  part  of  the  retirement  allowance  granted  to.  or  allowance 
granted  on  account  o f said  member,  or  shall  be  paid  to  said  member  or 
his  or  her  beneficiary  or  estate  as  provided  in  Section  A8.601-8. 
A8.601-9  and  A8.601-10. 

( b ) The  City  and  County  shall  contribute  to  the  Retirement 
System  such  amounts  as  may  be  necessary,  when  added  to  the  contribu- 
tions referred  to  in  Subsection  (a)  of  this  Section  A8.601-11.  to  provide 
the  benefits  payable  to  members  under  Section  A8.601 . Such  contribu- 
tions of  the  City  and  County  to  provide  the  portion  of  the  benefits  here- 
under shall  be  made  in  annual  installments,  and  the  installment  to  be 
paid  in  any  year  shall  be  determined  by  the  application  of  a percentage 
to  the  total  compensation  paid  during  said  year  to  persons  who  are 
members  under  Section  A8.601  in  accpjjdance_with  the  provisions  of 
Section  A8.510. 

(c)  To  promote  the  stability  of  the  Retirement  System  through  a 
joint  participation  in  the  result  o f variations  in  the  experience  under 
mortality,  investment  and  other  contingencies,  the  contributions  of  both 
members  and  the  City  andCjpmtyJield  byjhejystem  tp__proyideJ>ene£.ts 
for  members  under  Section  A8.601.  shall  be  a part  of  the  fund  in  which 
all  other  assets  of  said  system  are  included. 

(d)  Any  year  in  which,  based  upon  the  Retirement  System 's 
annual  actuarial  valuation,  the  employer  contribution  rate  exceeds  0%. 
the  employee  organizations  representing  safety  members  shall  jointly 
meet  and  confer  with  City  representatives  to  implemen±acost  sharing 
arrangement  between  the  City  and  employee  organizations.  Such 
arrangement  will  effect  a material  reduction  of  the  cost  impact  of 
employer  contributions  on  the  City’s  general  fund. 

The  dollar  value  o f the  cost  sharing  arrangement  shall  not 
exceed  the  total  annual  cost  to  the  Retirement  System  of  improving  the 
police  and  fire  safety  retirement  plans_to_the  3%  @_55J>eneM  level_pr 
the  total  employer  contribution  required  by  the  Retirement  System, 
whichever  is  lesser.  Such  cost  sharing  arrangement  shall  not  require  an 
employee  contribution  in  excess  of  the  limits  set  elsewhere  in  this 
Charter. 

The  meet  and  confer  process,  including  all  impasse  procedures 
under  Section  A8. 590-1  et  seq..  shall  be  concluded  not  later  than  April 
1st  except  by  mutual  agreement  of  the  parties.  The  cost  sharing 
arrangement  must  be  finalized  to  permit  implementation  effective 
July  1. 

The  Retirement  Board’s  authority  under  Charter  Section  12.100 
and  in  Section  A8.510  concerning  the  annual  setting  of  the  rates  of  con- 
tribution are  not  subject  to  the  meet  and  confer  process,  including  all 
impasse  procedures  under  Section  A8. 590-1  et  seq. 

SEC.  A8. 601 -12  RIGHT  TO  RETIRE 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  years  of  service  set  forth  in  Section 
A8.601  2 as  requisite  to  retirement,  a member  of  the  fire  department 
shall  be  entitled  to  retire  at  any  time  thereafter  in  accordance  with  the 
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provisions  of  said  Section  A8.601-2.  and  except  as  provided  in  Section 
A8.601-16.  nothing  shall  deprive  said  member  of  said  right. 

SEC.  A8.601-13  LIMITATION  ON  EMPLOYMENT  DURING 
RETIREMENT 

(a)  Except  as  provided  in  Section  A8.5I1  of  this  Charter  and  in 
Subsection  (M  of  this  section,  no  person  retired  as  a member  under 
Section  A8.60I  for  senice  or  disability  and  entitled  to  receive  a retire- 
ment allow  ance  under  the  Retirement  System  shall  be  employed  in  any 
capacity  by  the  Cits'  and  Counts’,  nor  shall  such  person  receive  anv  pay- 
ment for  sen’ ices  rendered  to  the  Cits'  and  County  after  retirement. 

lb)  (!)  Sen’ ice  as  an  election  officer  or  iuror.  or  in  the  prepara- 
tion for,  or  giving  testimony  as  an  expert  witness  for  or  on  behalf  of  the 
Cits'  and  Counts-  before  anv  court  or  legislative  body  shall  be  affected 
by  the  provisions  of  Subsection  (a)  of  this  section. 

(2)  The  provisions  of  Subsection  (a)  shall  not  prevent  such 
retired  person  from  serving  on  any  board  or  commission  of  the  City  and 
Counts • and  receiving  the  compensation  for  such  office,  provided  said 
compensation  does  not  exceed  $100  per  month. 

(3)  If  such  retired  person  is  elected  or  appointed  to  a position  or 
office  which  subjects  him  or  her  to  membership  in  the  Retirement 
System  under  Section  A8.601.  he  or  she  shall  re-enter  membership 
under  Section  A8.60I  and  his  or  her  retirement  allowance  shall  be  can- 
celled immediately  upon  his,  or  her  re-entry.  The  provisions. of 
Subsection  (a)  of  this  section  shall  not  prevent  such  person  from  receiv- 
ing the  compensation  for  such  position  or  office.  The  rate  of  contribu- 
tions of  such  member  shall  be  the  same  as  that  for  other  members  under 
Section  A8.60I.  Such  member's  individual  account  shall  be  credited 
with  an  amount  which  is  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or  her  annuity 
at  the  time  of  his  or  her  re-entry,  but  the  amount  thereof  shall  not 
exceed  the  amount  of  his  or  her  accumulated  contributions  at  the  time 
of  his  or  her  retirement.  Such  member  shall  also  receive  credit  for  his  or 
her  service  as  it  was  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  retirement. 

(c)  Notp’ithstqndin^any_proyisionpfthis_Ch_qrj_er_Jgjhe_cpn:i 
trary.  should  any  person  retired  for  disability  engage  in  a painful  occu- 
pation prior  to  attaining  the  ase  of  55  years,  the  Retirement  Board  shall 
reduce  that  part  of  his  or  her  monthly  retirement  allowance  which  is 
2TPy.ide.d_by.  contributions  of  the  City  and  County  to  an  amount  which, 
when  added  to  the  amount  of  the  compensation  earnable.  at  the  time  he 
or  she  engages  in  the  eainful  occupation,  by  such  person  if  he  or  she 
held  the  position  which  he  or  she  held  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  retire- 
ment. or.  if  that  position  has  been  abolished,  the  compensation  earnable 
by  the  member  if  he  or  she  held  the  position  from  which  he  or  she  was 
retired  immediately  prior  to  its  abolishment. 

SEC.A8.601,14  CONTACTING  CHARTER  PROVISIONS 

Anv  section  or  part  of  any  section  in  this  Charter,  insofar  as  it 
should  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  Section  A8.60I  through  A8.601-16 
or  with  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  superseded  by  the  contents  of  said 
sections.  In  the  event  that  any  word,  phrase,  clause  or  section  of  said 
sections  shall  be  adjudged  unconstitutional,  the  remainder  thereof  shall 
remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 

SEC.  A8. 601-15  VESTING 

Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of  this  Charter  to  the  contrary, 
should  anv  member  of  the  fire  department  who  is  a member  of  the 
Retirement  System  under  Charter  Section  A8.601  with  five  years  of 
credited  service,  cease  to  be  so  employed,  through  anv  cause  other  than 
death  or  retirement,  he  or  she  shall  have  the  right  to  elect,  without  right 
of  revocation  and  within  90  days  after  termination  of  said  service,  to 
allow  his  or  her  accumulated  contributions  including  interest  to  remain 
in  the  retirement  fund  and  to  receive  a retirement  allowance  equal  to  the 
percent  set  forth  in  Section  A8.60I-2  opposite  his  or  her  age  at  retire- 
ment. for  each  year  of  service  multiplied  against  the  final  compensation 
of  said  member,  calculated  at  termination,  payable  beginning  no  earlier 
than  age  50.  No  vesting  retirement  allowance  under  this  section  shall 
exceed  ni  nets’  190)  percent  of  the  member's  final  compensation. 

SEC.  A8.601-16  FORFEITURE  FOR  CRIMES  INVOLVING

Any  member  convicted  of  a crime  involving  moral  turpitude  com- 
mitH'd  in  connection  with  lijs  or  her  duties. qs_m_offKer  pr  employee  of. 
the  City  and  County  shall  forfeit  all  rights  to  any  benefits  under  the 
R£iuxmtmi.Sxsi<;m  wept  refund  yf  his  or  hcuicrmidated  wntribH- 


tions;  provided,  however,  that  if  such  member  is  qualified  for  service 
retirement  bv  reason  of  service  and  ape  under  the  provisions  of  Section 
A8.60I-2.  he  or  she  shall  have  the  right  to  elect,  without  right  of  revo- 
cation and  within  90  days  after  his  or  her  removal  from  office  or 
employment  to  receive  as  his  or  her  sole  benefit  under  the  Retirement 
System  an  annuity  which  shall  be  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or  her 
accumulated  contributions  at  the  time  of  such  removal  from  office  or 
employment. 

Any  member,  after  retirement  for  service  or  disability  or  while 
receiving  a vesting  allowance,  who  is  convicted  of  a crime  involving 
moral  turpitude  in  connection  with  his  or  her  duties  as  an  officer  or 
employee  of  the  Cits > and  Counts’  shall  forfeit  all  rights  to  anv  further 
benefit  from  the  Retirement  System  and  the  Retirement  System  shall  - ] 

immediately  cease  all  future  payments  to  such  member:  provided  how- 
ever. that  if  at  the  time  of  the  conviction,  said  member  has  remaining 
accumulated  contributions,  then  such  member  shall  have  the  right  to 
elect,  without  right  of  revocation  and  within  30  davs  after  his  or  her 
conviction,  to  receive  as  his  or  her  sole  benefit  under  the  Retirement 
System,  an  annuity  which  shall  be  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or  her  ]| 
accumulated  contributions  remaining  at  the  time  of  the  conviction. 

Section  5.  The  San  Francisco  Charter  is  hereby  amended,  by 
adding  Sections  A8.602  through  A8.602-16  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  A8.602  MEMBERS  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT  ON 
AND  AFTER  JULY  1.2010 

Those  persons  who  become  members  of  the  police  department,  as 
defined  in  Section  A8.602-1 . on  and  after  July  1.  2010.  shall  be  mem- 
bers of  the  Retirement  System  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Sections 
A8.602  through  A8.602-16  (which  shall  apply  only  to  members  under 
Section  A8.602 ) in  addition  to  the  provisions  contained  in  Sections 
12.100  to  12.103  and  Sections  A8.500.  A8.510.  A8.520.  A8 526-2  and 
A8.526-3  of  this  Charter,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  other 
section  of  this  Charier,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  of  the  provisions 
of  Section  A8.597  of  this  Charter. 

The  provisions  of  Section  A8.602  shall  not  apply  to  any  member 
of  the  Retirement  System  before  July  1 . 2010.  or  to  any  member  of  the 
Retirement  System  who  separated  from  service,  retired  or  died  before 
July  1.  2010.  or  to  his  or  her  continuant. 

SEC.  A8. 602-1  DEFINITIONS 

The  following  words  and  phrases  as  used  in  this  Section,  Section  A8.602 
and  Sections  A8.602-2  through  A8.602-16,  unless  a different  meaning  is 
plainly  required  by  the  context,  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

“Retirement  allowance.”  “death  allowance"  or  “ allowance 
shall  mean  equal  monthly  payments,  beginning  to  accrue  upon  the  date 
of  retirement . or  upon  the  day  following  the  date  of  death,  as  the  case 
may  be.  and  continuing  for  life  unless  a different  term  of  payment  is  def- 
initely provided  by  the  context. 

“Compensation.”  as  distinguished  from  benefits  under  the 
Workers'  Compensation  Insurance  and  Safety  Act  of  the  State  of 
California,  shall  mean  the  remuneration  payable  in  cash,  bv  the  City 
and  County,  without  deduction  except  for  absence  from  duty,  for  time 
during  which  the  individual  receiving  such  remuneration  is  a member  of 
the  police  department,  but  excluding  remuneration  paid  for  overtime. 

Subject  to  the  requirement  that  it  be  payable  in  cash  and  that 
overtime  be  excluded.  “ compensation  ” for  pension  purposes  may  be 
defined  in  a collective  bargaining  agreement.  Provided,  however,  that 
for  retirement  purposes,  any  increase  in  compensation  attached  to  a 
rank  which  is  based  solely  upon  the  possession  of  a POST  certificate, 
compared  to  the  equivalent  rank  without  a POST  certificate,  shall  be 
subject  to  the  following  limitations: 

(a)  for  possession  of  the  intermediate  POST  certificate,  no  more 
than  4%  shall  be  included  in  compensation. 

(b)  for  possession  of  the  advanced  POST  certificate,  no  more 
than  an  additional  2%  over  the  maximum  provided  in  Subsection  (a), 
above,  shall  be  included  in  compensation.  These  limits  shall  apply  to 
anv  pav  increments  which  are  solely  attributable  to  the  possession  of  a 
POST  certificate,  including  but  not  limited  to  premiums  or  special  ranks 
which  may  be  established  in  the  future  and  which  are  solely  attributable 
to  the  possession  of  a POST  certificate. 
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“ Compensation  earnable”  shall  mean  the  compensation  which 
I would  have  been  earned  had  the  member  received  compensation  with- 
j out  interruption  throughout  the  period  under  consideration  and  at  the 
, rates  of  remuneration  attached  at  that  time  to  the  ranks  or  positions 
[ held  by  him  or  her  durine  such  period,  it  being  assumed  that  during  any 
' absence,  he  or  she  was  in  the  rank  or  position  held  bv  him  or  her  at  the 
beeinnins  of  the  absence,  and  that  prior  to  becoming  a member  of  the 
police  department,  he  or  she  was  in  the  rank  or  position  first  held  bv 
him  or  her  in  such  department. 

“Benefit"  shall  include  “allowance."  “retirement  allowance." 

I “death  allowance  ” and  “death  benefit.  ” 

“ Final  compensation  ” shall  mean  the  averaee  monthly  compen- 
sation earned  bv  a member  during  the  hieher  of  any  two  consecutive 
fiscal  years  ofearnines  or  the  twentv-four  months  ofearninss  immedi- 
ately prior  to  retirement. 

For  purposes  of  calculation  of  final  compensation*  any  increase 
in  pa\  solely  attributable  to  possession  of  a POST  certificate  shall  be 
included  only  if  the  member  possesses  the  qualifying  POST  certificate 
for  a period  of  not  less  than  four  (4)  years  prior  to  his  or  her  retirement 
date:  provided,  however,  that  should  a member  possess  the  qualifying 
POST  certificate  for  a period  of  time  less  than  four  (4)  years  prior  to 
retirement,  final  compensation  shall  be  calculated  based  upon  the 
monthly  compensation  in  the  next  lower  rank  not  requiring  possession 
of  the  qualify ine  POST  certificate. 

For  the  purpose  of  Sections  A8.602  through  A8.602-16.  the  terms 
“member  of  the  police  department,”  “member  of  the  department or 
“member”  shall  mean  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  police  department 
employed  on  and  after  July  1 . 2010.  who  was  or  shall  be  subject  to  the 
Charter  provisions  sovernins  entrance  requirements  of  members  of  the 
uniformed  force  .of  said  department  and  said  terms  shall  further  mean 
persons- employed  on  and  after  July  1 . 2010.  at  an  ase  not  greater  than 
the  maximum  ase  then  prescribed  for  entrance  into  employment  in  said 
uniformed  force,  to  perform  duties  now  performed  under  the  titles  of 
criminolosist.  photographer,  police  woman  or  jail  matron:  provided, 
however,  that  said  terms  shall  not  include  any  person  who  has  not  satis- 
factorily completed  such  course  of  training  as  may  be  required  bv  the 
police  department  prior-to  assignment  to  active  duty  with  said 
department. 

“Retirement  System  ” or  “ system  ” shall  mean  San  Francisco  City 
and  County  Employees'  Retirement  System  as  created  in  Sections  12.100 
and  A8.500  of  the  Charter. 

“Retirement  Board"  shall  mean  “Retirement  Board”  as  created 
in  Section  12.100  of  the  Charter. 

“Charter"  shall  mean  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco. 

Words  used  in  the  masculine  sender  shall  include  the  feminine 
and  neuter  sender,  words  used  in  the  feminine  sender  shall  include  the 
masculine  and  neuter  sender,  and  singular  numbers  shall  include  the 
plural  and  the  plural  the  sinsular. 

“Interest"  shall  mean  interest  at  the  rate  adopted  by  the 
Retirement  Board. 

SEC.  A8. 602-2  SERVICE  RETIREMENT 

Any  member  of  the  police  department  who  completes  at  least  five 
years  of  service  in  the  assresate  and  attains  the  ase  of  fifty  (50)  years, 
said  service  to  be  computed  under  Section  A8. 602-10.  may  retire  for 
service  at  his  or  her  option.  A member  retired  after  me e tine  the  service 
and  aee  requirements  in  the  preceding  sentence,  shall  receive  a retire- 
ment allowance  equal  to  the  percent  of  final  compensation  (as  defined 
in  Section  A8. 602-1 ) set  forth  below  opposite  his  or  her  ase  at  retire- 
ment. taken  to  the  preceding  completed  quarter  year,  for  each  year  of 
service,  as  computed  under  Section  A8.602-10:

In  no  event,  however,  shall  such  a retirement  allowance  exceed 
ninety  (90)  percent  of  a member’s  final  compensation. 

SEC.  A8. 602-3  RETIREMENT  FOR  INCAPACITY 

Any  member  of  the  police  department  who  becomes  incapacitated 
for  the  performance  of  his  or  her  duty  bv  reason  of  any  bodily  injury 
received  in.  or  illness  caused  by  the  performance  of  his  or  her  duty, 
shall  be  retired.  If  he  or  she  is  not  qualified  for  service  retirement,  he  or 
she  shall  receive  a retirement  allowance  in  an  amount  which  shall  be 
equal  to  the  same  percentase  of  the  final  compensation  of  said  member, 
as  defined  in  Section  A8.602  1.  as  his  or  her  percentage  of  disability  is 
determined  to  be.  The  percentage  of  disability  shall  be  as  determined  bv 
the  Workers’  Compensation  Appeals  Board  of  the  State  of  California 
upon  referral  from  the  Retirement  Board  for  that  purpose:  provided  that 
the  Retirement  Board  may,  by  five  affirmative  votes,  adjust  the  percent- 
ase of  disability  as  determined  bv  said  appeals  board:  and  provided, 
further,  that  such  retirement  allowance  shall  be  in  an  amount  not  less 
than  50  percent  nor  more  than  90  percent  of  the  final  compensation  of 
said  member,  as  defined  in  Section  A8. 602-1.  Said  allowance  shall  be 
paid  to  him  or  her  until  the  date  upon  which  said  member  would  have 
completed  at  least  twenty-five  (25)  years  of  service  in  the  assresate  and 
attained  the  ase  of  fifty  (50)  years  had  he  or  she  lived  and  rendered  ser- 
vice without  interruption  in  the  rank  held  by  him  or  her  at  retirement, 
and  after  said  date  the  allowance  payable  shall  be  equal  to  the  retire- 
ment allowance  said  member  would  have  received  if  retired  for  sen-ice 
on  said  date  based  on  the  final  compensation,  as  defined  in  Section 
A8. 602-1.  he  or  she  would  have  received  immediately  prior  to  said  date, 
had  he  or  she  lived  and  rendered  service  as  assumed,  but  such  allow- 
ance shall  not  be  less  than  50  percent  of  such  final  compensation. 

If.  at  the  time  of  retirement  because  of  disability,  he  or  she  is 
qualified  as  to  ape  and  service  for  retirement  under  Section  A8. 602-2. 
he  or  she  shall  receive  an  allowance  equal  to  the  retirement  allowance 
which  he  or  she  would  receive  if  retired  under  Section  A8. 602-2.  but  not 
less  than  50  percent  of  said  final  compensation.  Any  member  of  the 
police  department  who  becomes  incapacitated  for  performance  of  his  or 
her  duty  by  reason' of  a cause  not  included  under  the  provisions  of  the 
immediately  precedine  sentences,  and  who  shall  have  completed  at  least 
10  years  of  service  in  the  assresate.  computed  as  provided  in  Section 
A8.602-10.  shall  be  retired  upon  an  allowance  of  l'A  percent  of  the  final 
compensation  of  said  member  as  defined  in  Section  A8.602-1  for  each 
year  of  service,  provided  that  said  allowance  shall  not  be  less  than  33 ‘A 
percent  of  said  final  compensation.  The  question  ofretirins  a member 
under  this  section  may  be  brousht  before  the  Retirement  Board  on  said 
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board's  own  motion,  bv  recommendation  of  the  police  commission  or  by 
said  member  or  his  or  her  guardian.  If  his  or  her  disability  shall  cease, 
his  or  her  retirement  allowance  shall  cease  and  he  or  she  shall  be 
restored  to  the  senice  in  the  rank  he  or  she  occupied  at  the  time  of  his 
or  her  retirement. 

SEC.  AH. 602 -4  DEATH  ALLOWANCE 

If  a member  of  the  police  department  shall  die  before  or  after 
retirement  bv  reason  of  an  injury  received  in.  or  illness  caused  bv  the 
performance  of  his  or  her  dut\.  a death  allowance,  in  lieu  ofanv  allow- 
ance.  payable  under  anx  other  section  of  the  Charter  or  bv  ordinance, 
on  account  of  death  resulting  from  injury  received  in  or  illness  caused 
by  the  performance  of  dutx.  shall  be  paid,  beginning  on  the  date  next 
following  the  date  of  death,  to  his  or  her  surviving  spouse  throughout 
his  or  her  life  or  anti  I his  or  her  remarriage.  If  the  member,  at  the  time 
of  death,  was  qualified  for  service  retirement,  but  he  or  she  had  not 
retired,  the  allowance  payable  shall  be  equal  to  the  retirement  allow- 
ance which  the  member  would  have  received  if  he  or  she  had  been 
retired  for  service  on  the  date  of  death,  but  such  allowance  shall  not  be 
less  than  50  percent  of  the  final  compensation  earnable  bv  said  member 
immediately  preceding  death.  If  death  occurs  prior  to  qualification  for 
service  retirement,  the  allowance  payable  shall  be  equal  to  the  compen- 
sation of  said  member  at  the  date  of  death,  until  the  date  upon  which 
said  member  would  have  completed  at  least  twenty- five  (251  years  of 
service  in  the  aggregate  and  attained  the  age  of  fifty  (50)  years,  had  he 
or  she  lived  and  rendered  service  without  interruption  in  the  rank  held 
bv  him  or  her  at  death,  and  after  said  date  the  allowance  payable  shall 
be  equal  to  the  retirement  allowance  said  member  would  have  received 
if  retired  for  service  on  said  date,  based  on  the  final  compensation  he  or 
she  would  have  received  prior  to  said  date,  had  he  or  she  lived  and  ren- 
dered service  as  assumed,  but  such  allowance  shall  not  be  less  than  50 
percent  of  such  final  compensation.  If  he  or  she  had  retired  prior  to 
death,  for  service  or  for  disability  resulting  from  injury  received  in.  or 
illness  caused  bv  the  performance  of  duty,  the  allowance  payable  shall 
be  equal  to  the  retirement  allowance  of  the  member,  except  that  if  he  or 
she  was  a member  under  Section  A8.602  and  retirement  was  for  such 
disability,  and  if  death  occurred  prior  to  qualification  for  the  service 
retirement  allowance,  the  allowance  continued  shall  be  adjusted  upon 
the  date  at  which  said  member  would  have  completed  at  least  twenty- 
five  (25)  years  of  sen'ice  in  the  aggregate  and  attained  the  age  of  fifty 
(50)  years,  in  the  same  manner  as  it  would  have  been  adjusted  had  the 
member  not  died. 

If  there  is  no  surviving  spouse  entitled  to  an  allowance  hereunder, 
or  if  he  or  she  dies  or  remarries  before  every  child  of  such  deceased ‘ 
member  attains  the  age  of  18  years,  then  the  allowance  which  the  sur- 
viving spouse  would  have  received  had  he  or  she  lived  and  not  remar- 
ried shall  be  paid  to  his  or  her  child  or  children  under  said  age.  collecJ 
lively,  until  every  such  child  dies  or  attains  said  age,  provided  that  no 
child  shall  receive  any  allowance  after  marrying  or  attaining  the  age  of 
IS  years.  Should  said  member  leave  no  surviving  spouse  and  no  chil- 
dren under  the  age  of  18  years,  but  leave  a child  or  children,  regardless 
of  age,  dependent  upon  him  or  her  for  support  because  partially  or 
totally  disabled  and  unable  to  earn  a livelihood  or  a parent  or  parents 
dependent  upon  him  or  her  for  support,  the  child  or  children  and  the 
parents  so  dependent  shall  collectively  receive  a monthly  allowance 
equal  to  that  which  a surviving  spouse  otherwise  would  have  received, 
during  such  dependency.  No  allowance,  however,  shall  be  paid  under 
this  section  to  a surviving  spouse  following  the  death  of  a member 
unless  he  or  she  was  married  to  the  member  prior  to  the  date  of  the 
injury  or  onset  of  the  illness  which  results  in  death. 

SEC.  A8. 602-5  PAYMENT  TO  SURVIVING  DEPENDENTS 

Upon  the  death  of  a member  of  the  police  department  resulting 
from  any  cause  other  than  an  iniurv  received  in.  or  illness  caused  bv 
performance  of  duty. 

(a)  if  the  death  occurred  after  qualification  for  service  retirement 
under  Section  AS. 602 -2,  or  after  retirement  service  or  because,  of  dis- 
ability which  result  from  any  cause  other  than  an  injury  received  in.  or 
illness  caused  by  performance  of  duty  one-half  of  the  retirement  allow- 
iim  i’  l.Q  whjch  tf^member  would  have  been  entitled  if  he  pr  .shgjwd.

allowance  as  it  was  at  his  or  her  death,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be 
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continued  throughout  his  or  her  life  or  until  remarriage  to  his  or  her 
surviving  spouse,  or 

( b)  if  his  or  her  death  occurred  after  the  completion  of  at  least 
25  years  of  service  in  the  aggregate  but  prior  to  the  attainment  of  the 
age  of  50  years,  one-half  of  the  retirement  allowance  to  which  he  or  she 
would  have  been  entitled  under  Section  A8.602-2  if  he  or  she  had 
attained  the  age  of  50  years  on  the  date  of  his  or  her  death  shall  be 
continued  throughout  life  or  until  remarciage  to  his  or  her  surviving 
spouse,  or 

(c)  if  his  or  her  death  occurred  after  retirement  for  disability  bv 
reason  of  injury  received  in  or  illness  caused  by  performance  of  duty, 
three-fourths  of  his  or  her  retirement  allowance  as  it  was  at  his  or  her 
death  shall  be  continued  throughout  life  or  until  remarriage  to  his  or 
her  surviving  spouse,  except  that,  if  death  occurred  prior  to  qualifica- 
tion for  service  retirement  allowance,  the  allowance  continued  shall  be 
adjusted  upon  the  date  on  which  said  member  would  have  completed  at 
least  twenty- five  (25)  years  of  service  in  the  aggregate  and  attained  the 
age  of  fifty  (50)  years,  in  the  same  manner  as  it  would  have  been  adjust- 
ed had  the  member  not  died,  or 

(d)  if  his  or  her  death  occurred  after  completion  of  at  least  10 
years  of  service  in  the  aggregate,  computed  as  provided  in  Section 
AS. 602- 10.  an  allowance  in  an  amount  equal  to  the  retirement  allow- 
ance to  which  the  member  would  have  been  entitled  pursuant  to  Section 
A8.602-3  if  he  or  she  had  retired  on  the  date  of  death  because  of  inca- 
pacity for  performance  of  duty  shall  be  paid  throughout  life  or  until 
remarriage  to  his  or  her  surviving  spouse.  If  there  is  no  surviving 
spouse  entitled  to  an  allowance  hereunder,  or  if  he  or  she  dies  or  remar- 
ries before  every  child  of  such  deceased  member  attains  the  age  of  18 
years,  then  the  allowance  which  the  surviving  spouse  would  have 
received  had  he  or  she  lived  and  not  remarried  shall  be  paid  to  his  or 
her  child  or  children  under  said  age,  collectively,  to  continue  until  every 
such  child  dies  or  attains  said  age,  provided  that  no  child  shall  receive 
any  allowance  after  marrying  or  attaining  the  age  of  18  years.  Should 
said  member  leave  no  surviving  spouse  and  no  children,  under  ape  of 
18  years,  but  leave  a child  or  children,  regardless  of  age,  dependent 
upon  him  or  herjor. support  besmsejzqrtiqJlj_OLtotally  disabled  and 
unable  to  earn  a livelihood  or  a parent  or  parents  dependent  upon  him 
or  her  for  support,  the  child  or  children  and  the  parents  so  dependent 
shall  collectively  receive  a monthly  allowance  equal  to  that  which  a 
surviving  spouse  otherwise  would  have  received,  during  such  dependen- 
cy. No  allowance,  however  shall  be  paid  under  this  section  to  a surviv- 
ing spouse  unless  he  or  she  was  married  to  the  member  prior  to  the 
date  of  the  iniurv  or  onset  of  the  illness  which  results  in  death  if  he  or 
she  had  not  retired,  or  unless  he  or  she  was  married  to  the  member  at 
least  one  year  prior’ to  his  or  her  retirement  if  he  or  she  had  retired. 

As  used  in  this  section  and  Section  A8.602-4  “surviving  spouse " 
shall  mean  and  include  a surviving  spouse,  and  shall  also  mean  and 
include  a spouse  who  has  remarried  since  the  death  of  the  member,  but 
whose  remarriage  has  been  terminated  bv  death,  divorce  or  annulment 
within  five  years  after  the  date  of  such  remarriage  and  who  has  not 
thereafter  again  remarried. 

The  sun’iving  spouse , in  the  event  of  death  of  the  member  after 
qualification  for,  but  before  service  retirement . may  elect  before  the  first 
payment  of  the  allowance,  to  receive  the  benefit  provided  in  Section 
AS. 602-8.  in  lieu  of  the  allowance  which  otherwise  would  be  continued 
to  him  or  her  under  this  section.  If  there  is  no  surviving  spouse,  the 
guardian  of  the  eligible  child  or  children  may  make  such  e lection ^andJf 
there  are  no  such  children,  the  dependent  parent  or  parents  may  make 
such  election.  "Qualified  for  service  retirement,”  “ qualification  for  ser- 
vice retirement"  or  “ qualified  as  to  age  and  service  for  retirement."  as 
used  in  this  section  and  other  sections  to  which  persons  who  are  mem- 
bers under  Section  A8.602  are  subject,  shall  mean  completion  of  25 
years  of  service  and  attainment  of  age  50.  said  service  to  be  computed 
under  Section  AS. 602- 10. 

SEC.  AS. 602 -6  ADJUSTMENT  OF  ALLOWANCES 

Every  retirement  or  death  allowance  payable  to  or  on  account  of 
any  member  under  Section  AS.602  shall  be  adjusted  for  cost  of  living 
allowances  and  supplemental  cost  of  living  benefits  as  provided  in  this. 
Charter. 
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SEC.  A8. 602-7  ADJUSTMENT  FOR  COMPENSATION  PAYMENTS 

That  portion  of  any  allowance  payable  because  of  the  death  or 
retirement  of  any  member  of  the  police  department  which  is  provided  by 
contributions  of  the  City  and  Counts,  shall  be  reduced,  by  the  amount  of 
any  benefits  other  than  medical  benefits,  payable  bv  the  City  and 
County  to  or  on  account  of  such  person,  under  any  workers’  compensa- 
tion law  or  anx  other  general  law  and  because  of  the  injury  or  illness 
resulting  in  said  death  or  retirement.  Such  portion  which  is  paid 
because  of  death  or  retirement  which  resulted  from  injury  received  in. 
or  illness  caused  by  performance  of  duty,  shall  be  considered  as  in  lieu 
of  all  benefits,  other  than  medical  benefits . payable  to  or  on  account  of 
such  person  under  such  law  and  shall  be  in  satisfaction  and  discharge 
of  the  obligation  of  the  City  and  County  to  pay  such  benefits. 

SEC.  A8. 602-8  DEATH  BENEFIT 

If  a member  of  the  police  department  shall  die,  before  retirement 
from  causes  other  than  an  injury  received  in.  or  illness  caused  by  the 
performance  of  duty,  or  regardless  of  cause  if  no  allowance  shall  be 
payable  under  Section  A8. 602-4  or  A8. 602-5  preceding,  a death  benefit 
shall  be  paid  to  his  or  her  estate  or  designated  beneficiary,  the  amount 
of  which  and  the  conditions  for  the  payment  of  which  shall  be  deter- 
mined in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the 
death  benefit  of  other  members  of  the  Retirement  System.  Upon  the 
death  of  a member  after  retirement  and  regardless  of  the  cause  of  death, 
a death  benefit  shall  be  paid  to  his  or  her  designated  beneficiary  or 
estate,  the  amount  of  which  and  the  conditions  for  the  payment  of 
which,  shall  be  determined  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  the  death  benefit  of  other  members  of  the  Retirement 
System. 

SEC.  A8. 602-9  REFUNDS  AND  REDEPOSITS 

Should  any  member  of  the  police  department  cease  to  be 

retirement  or  transfer  to  another  office  or  department,  all  of  his  or  her 
contributions,  with  interest  credited  thereon,  shall  be  refunded  to  him  or 
her  subject  to  the  conditions  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to 
govern  similar  terminations  of  employment  of  other  members  of  the 
Retirement  System.  If  he  or  she  shall  again  become  a member  of  the 
department,  he  or  she  'Shall  redeposit  in  the  retirement  fund  the  amount 
refunded  to  him  or  her.  Should  a member  of  the  police  department 
become  an  employee  of  any  other  office  or  department,  his  or  her  accu- 
mulated contribution  account  shall  be  adjusted  by  payments  to  or  from 
him  or  her  as  the  case  max  be  to  make  the  accumulated  contributions 
credited  to  him  or  her  at  the  time  of  change  equal  to  the  amount  which 
would  have  been  credited  to  him  or  her  if  he  or  she  had  been  employed 
in  said  other  office  or  department  at  the  rate  of  compensation  received 
by  him  or  her  in  the  police  department  and  he  or  she  shall  receive  credit 
for  service  for  which  said  contributions  were  made,  according  to  the 
Charter  section  under  which  his  or  her  membership  in  the  Retirement 
System  continues. 

SEC.  A8. 602-10  COMPUTATION  OF  SERVICE 

The  following  time  shall  be  included  in  the  computation  of  the 
service  to  be  credited  to  a member  of  the  police  department  for  the  pur- 
poses of  determining  whether  such  member  qualified  for  retirement  and 
calculating  benefits,  excluding,  however,  any  time,  the  contributions  for 
which  were  withdrawn  by  said  member  upon  termination  of  his  or  her 
service  while  he  or  she  was  a member  under  any  other  Charter  section, 
and  not  redeposited  upon  re-entry  into  service: 

(a)  Time  during  and  for  which  said  member  is  entitled  to  receive 
compensation  because  of  services  as  a member  of  the  police  or  fire 
department  on  and  after  July  1.  2010. 

(b)  Time  during  which  said  member  was  on  Unpaid  Parental 
Leave  pursuant  to  Charter  Section  A8.523.  and  for  which  said  member 
has  purchased  service  credit  in  the  Retirement  System. 

(c)  Time  during  which  said  member  is  absent  from  a status 
included  in  Subsection  (a)  next  preceding,  by  reason  of  service  in  the 
armed  forces  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  by  reason  of  any  other 
service  included  in  Sections  A8.520  and  A8.521  of  the  Charter,  during 
any  war  in  which  the  United  States  was  or  shall  be  engaged  or  during 
other  national  emergency,  and  for  which  said  member  contributed  or 
contributes  to  the  Retirement  System  or  for  which  the  City  and  County 
contributed  or  contributes  on  his  or  her  account. 


SEC.  A8. 602-11  SOURCES  OF  FUNDS 

All  payments  provided  for  members  under  Section  A8.602  shall 
be  made  from  funds  derived  from  the  following  sources,  plus  interest 
earned  on  said  funds: 

(a)  There  shall  be  deducted  from  each  payment  of  compensation 
made  to  a member  under  Section  A8.602  a sum  equal  to  eight  and  one- 
half  percent  of  such  payment  of  compensation.  The  sum  so  deducted 
shall  be  paid  forthwith  to  the  Retirement  System.  The  eight  and  one-half 
percent  member  contribution  rate  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon 
expiration  of  the  agreement  that  is  operative  on  June  30.  2010.  between 
the  City  and  County  and  the  recognized  bargaining  organization  repre- 
senting said  members.  Prior  to  that  time,  there  shall  be  deducted  from 
each  payment  of  compensation  made  to  a member  under  Section  A8.602 
a sum  equal  to  seven  percent  of  such  payment  of  compensation.  Said 
contribution  shall  be  credited  to  the  individual  account  of  the  member 
from  whose  salary  it  was  deducted,  and  the  total  of  said  contributions, 
together  with  interest  credited  thereon  in  the  same  manner  as  is  pre- 
scribed by  the' Board  of  Supervisors  for  crediting  interest  to  contribu- 
tions of  other  members  of  the  Retirement  System,  shall  be  applied  to 
provide  part  of  the  retirement  allowance  granted  to.  or  allowance  ' 
granted  on  account  of  said  member,  or  shall  be  paid  to  said  member  or 
his  or  her  beneficiary  or  as  provided  in  Sections  A8. 602-8,  A8. 602-9 
and  A8. 602-10. 

(b)  The  City  and  County  shall  contribute  to  the  Retirement 
System  such  amounts  as  may  be  necessary,  when  added  to  the  contribu- 
tions referred  to  in  Subsection  (a)  of  this  Section  A8.602-11.  to  provide 
the  benefits  payable  to  members  under  Section  A8.602.  Such  contribu- 
tions of  the  City  and  County  to  provide  the  portion  of  the  benefits  here- 
under shall  be  made  in  annual  installments,  and  the  installment  to  be 
paid  in  any  year  shall  be  determined  by  the  application  of  a percentage 
to  the  total  compensation  paid  during  said  year  to  persons  who  are 
members  under  Section  A8.602  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  A8.510. 

(c)  To  promote  the  stability  of  the  Retirement  System  through  a 
joint  participation  in  the  result  of  variations  in  the  experience  under 
mortality,  investment  and  other  contingencies,  the  contributions  of  both 
members  and  the  City  and  County  held  by  the  system  to  provide  benefits 
for  members  under  Section  A8.602.  shall  be  a part  of  the  fund  in  which 
all  other  assets  of  said  system  are  included. 

(d)  Any  year  in  which,  based  upon  the  Retirement  System’s  annu- 
al actuarial  valuation,  the  employer  contribution  rate  exceeds  0%.  the 
employee  organizations  representing  safety  members  shall  jointly  meet 
and  confer  with  City  representatives  to  implement  a cost  sharing 
arrangement  between  the  City  and  employee  organizations.  Such 
arrangement  will  effect  a material  reduction  of  the  cost  impact  of 
employer  contributions  on  the  City ’s  general  fund. 

The  dollar  value  of  the  cost  sharing  arrangement  shall  not 
exceed  the  total  annual  cost  to  the  Retirement  System  of  improving  the 
police  and  fire  safety  retirement  plans  to  the  3%  @ 55  benefit  level  or 
the  total  employer  contribution  required  by  the  Retirement  System, 
whichever  is  lesser.  Such  cost  sharing  arrangement  shall  not  require  an 
employee  contribution  in  excess  of  the  limits  set  elsewhere  in  this 
Charter. 

The  meet  and  confer  process,  including  all  impasse  procedures 
under  Section  A8.590-1  et  seq..  shall  be  concluded  not  later  than  April 
1st  except  by  mutual  agreement  of  the  parties.  The  cost  sharing 
arrangement  must  be  finalized  to  permit  implementation  effective 
July  1. 

The  Retirement  Board’s  authority  under  Charter  Section  12J00 
and  in  Section  A8.510  concerning  the  annual  setting  of  the  rates  of  con- 
tribution are  not  subject  to  the  meet  and  confer  process,  including  all 
impasse  procedures  under  Section  A8. 590-1  et  seq. 

SEC.  A8, 602-12  RIGHT  TO  RETIRE 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  years  of  service  set  forth  in  Section 
A8. 602-2  as  requisite  to  retirement,  a member  of  the  police  department 
shall  be  entitled  to  retire  at  any  time  thereafter  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  said  Section  A8. 602-2.  and  except  as  provided  in  Section 
A8.602-16.  nothing  shall  deprive  said  member  of  said  right. 
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SEC.  A8.602-13  LIMITATION  ON  EMPLOYMENT  DURING 
RETIREMEST 

(a)  Except  as  provided  in  Section  ASS  1 1 of  this  Charter  and  in 
Subsection  lb)  of  this  section,  no  person  retired  as  a member  under 
Section  A8.602  for  service  or  disability  and  entitled  to  receive  a retire- 
ment allowance  under  the  Retirement  System  shall  be  employed  in  an\ 
capacity  bx  the  Citx  arul  County,  nor  shall  such  person  receive  any  pay- 
ment for  services  rendered  to  the  Cits’  and  County  after  retirement. 

lb)  < 1 ) Service  as  an  election  officer  or  juror,  or  in  the  prepara- 
tion for,  or  eivine  testimony  as  an  expert  witness  for  or  on  behalf  of  the 
Citx  and  County  before  anx  court  or  legislative  body  shall  be  affected 
bx  the  provisions  of  Subsection  (a)  of  this  section. 

1 2)  The  provisions  of  Subsection  la)  shall  not  prevent  such 
retired  person  from  sen’ine  on  anx  board  or  commission  of  the  Citx  and 
Counts'  and  receiving  the  compensation  for  such  office,  provided  said 
compensation  does  not  exceed  $ 100  per  month. 

1 3)  If  such  retired  person  is  elected  or  appointed  to  a position  or 
office  which  subjects  him  or  her  to  membership  in  the  Retirement 
System  under  Section  AS. 602.  he  or  she  shall  re-enter  membership 
under  Section  AS. 602  and  his  or  her  retirement  allowance  shall  be  can- 
celled immediately  upon  liis  or  her  re-entry.  The  provisions  of 
Subsection  (a)  of  this  section  shall  not  prevent  such  person  from  receiv- 
ing the  compensation  for  such  position  or  office.  The  rate  of  contribu- 
tions of  such  member  shall  be  the  same  as  that  for  other  members  under 
Section  A8.602.  Such  member’s  individual  account  shall  be  credited 
with  an  amount  which  is  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or  her  annuity 
at  the  time  of  his  or  her  re-entry,  but  the  amount  thereof  shall  not 
exceed  the  amount  of  his  or  her  accumulated  contributions  at  the  time 
of  his  or  her  retirement.  Such  member  shall  also  receive  credit  for  his  or 
her  service  as  it  was  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  retirement. 

lc)  Notwithstandine  anx  provision  of  this  Charter  to  the  con- 
trary, should  anx  person  retired  for  disability  eneaee  in  a eainful  occu- 
pation prior  to  attaining  the  aee  of  55  years,  the  Retirement  Board  shall 
reduce  that  part  of  his  or  her  monthly  retirement  allowance  which  is 
provided  bx  contributions  of  the  Citx  and  County  to  an  amount  which, 
when  added  to  the  amount  of  the  compensation  earnable.  at  the  time  he 
or  she  eneaees  in  the  gainful  occupation,  bx  such  person  if  he  or  she 
held  the  position  which  he  or  she  held  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  retire- 
ment. or.  if  that  position  has  been  abolished,  the  compensation  earnable 
bx  the  member  if  he  or  she  held  the  position  from  which  he  or  she  was 
retired  immediately  prior  to  its  abolishment. 

SEC.  A8. 602-14  CONFLICTING  CHARTER  PROVISIONS 

Anx  section  or  part  of  anx  section  in  this  Charter,  insofar  as  it 
should  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  Sections  A8.602  throueh  A8.602- 
16  or  with  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  superseded  bx  the  contents  of  said 
sections.  In  the  event  that  anx  word,  phrase , clause  or  section  of  said 
sections  shall  be  adiudeed  unconstitutional,  the  remainder  thereof  shall 
remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 

SEC.  A8. 602-1 5 VESTING 

Notwithstandine  anx  provisions  of  this  Charter  to  the  contrary, 
should  anx  member  of  the  police  department  who  is  a member  of  the 
Retirement  System  under  Charter  Section  A8.602  with  five  years  of 
credited  sendee,  cease  to  be  so  employed,  throueh  anx  cause  othef  than 
death  or  retirement,  he  or  she  shall  have  the  right  to  elect,  without  rieht 
of  revocation  and  within  90  daxs  after  termination  of  said  service,  to 
allow  his  or  her  accumulated  contributions  includine  interest  to  remain 
in  the  retirement  fund  and  to  receive  a retirement  allowance  equal  to  the 
percent  set  forth  in  Section  A8. 602-2  opposite  his  or  her  aee  at  retire- 
ment. for  each  year  of  service  multiplied  aeainst  the  final  compensation 
of  said  member,  calculated  at  termination,  payable  beeinnine  no  earlier 
than  aee  50.  No  vesting  retirement  allowance  under  this  section  shall 
exceed  ninety  (90%)  percent  of  the  member's  final  compensation. 

SEC.  AS, 602-16  FORFEITURE  FOR  CRIMES  INVOLVING 
MORAL  TURPITUDE 

Anx  member  convicted  of  a crime  involving  moral  turpitude  com- 
mitted in  connection  with  his  or  her  duties  as  an  officer  or  employee  of 
the  Citx  and  County  shall  forfeit  all  rights  to  anx  benefits  under  the 
Retirement  System  except  refund  of  his  or  her  accumulated  contribu- 
tions: provided,  however,  that  if  such  member  is  qualified  for  service 
retirement  bx  reason  of  service  and  one  under  the  provisions  of  Section 
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A8.602-2.  he  or  she  shall  have  the  rieht  to  elect,  without  rieht  of  revo- 
cation and  within  90  daxs  after  his  or  her  removal  from  office  or 
employment  to  receive  as  his  or  her  sole  benefit  under  the  Retirement 
System  an  annuity’  which  shall  be  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or  her 
accumulated  contributions  at  the  time  of  such  removal  from  office  or 
employment. 

Anx  member  after  retirement  for  service  or  disability  or  while 
receivine  a vesting  allowance,  who  is  convicted  of  a crime  involving 
moral  turpitude  in  connection  with  his  or  her  duties  as  an  officer  or 
employee  of  the  Citx  and  Counts’  shall  forfeit  all  rights  to  anx  further 
benefit  from  the  Retirement  System  and  the  Retirement  System  shall 
immediately  cease  all  future  payments  to  such  member:  provided  how- 
ever. that  if  at  the  time  of  the  conviction,  said  member  has  remaining 
accumulated  contributions,  then  such  member  shall  have  the  rieht  to 
elect,  without  rieht  of  revocation  and  within  30  daxs  after  his  or  her 
conviction,  to  receive  as  his  or  her  sole  benefit  under  the  Retirement 
System  an  annuity  which  shall  be  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or  her 
accumulated  contributions  remaining  at  the  time  of  the  conviction.

SEC.  322.  POLICE  DEPARTMENT  DIGNITARY  SECURITY 
BUDGET. 

The  annual  proposed  budget  for  the  Police  Department  prepared 
and  submitted  under  Charter  Section  4.102.  and  the  annual  budeet  for 
the  City  proposed  and  approved  under  Article  IX  of  the  Charter  shall 
include  a line-item  appropriation  for  the  Police  Department’s  expendi- 
ture of  funds  to  provide  security  services  to  City  officials  and  visiting 
dienitaries.

Section  1.  San  Francisco  Administrative  Chapter  373  is  amended 
by  adding  Section  373(f)  “Tenant  Financial  Hardship  Applications” 

SEC.  37.3.  RENT  LIMITATIONS. 

(a)  Rent  Increase  Limitations  for  Tenants  in  Occupancy. 
Landlords  may  impose  rent  increases  upon  tenants  in  occupancy  Only  as 
provided  below  and  as  provided  by  Subsection  37.3(d): 

(1)  Annual  Rent  Increase.  On  March  1st  of  each  year,  the  Board 
shall  publish  the  increase  in  the  CPI  for  the  preceding  12  months, -as 
made  available  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor.  A landlord  may  impose 
annually  a rent  increase  which  does  not  exceed  a tenant's  base  rent  by 
more  than  60  percent  of  said  published  increase.  In  no  event,  however, 
shall  the  allowable  annual  increase  be  greater  than  seven  percent. 
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(2)  Banking.  A landlord  who  refrains  from  imposing  an  annual 
rent  increase  or  any  portion  thereof  may  accumulate  said  increase  and 
impose  that  amount  on  the  tenant’s  subsequent  rent  increase  anniversary 
dates.  A landlord  who,  between  April  1 , 1982,  and  February  29,  1984, 
has  banked  an  annual  seven  percent  rent  increase  (or  rent  increases)  or 
any  portion  thereof  may  impose  the  accumulated  increase  on  the  ten- 
ant’s subsequent  rent  increase  anniversary  dates. 

(3)  Capital  Improvements,  Rehabilitation,  and  Energy 
Conservation  Improvements,  and  Renewable  Energy  Improvements.  A 
landlord  may  impose  rent  increases  based  upon  the  cost  of  capital 
improvements,  rehabilitation,  energy  conservation  improvements,  or 
renewable  energy  improvements,  provided  that  such  costs  are  certified 
pursuant  to  Sections  37.7  and  37.8B  below;  provided  further  that  where 
a landlord  has  performed  seismic  strengthening  in  accordance  with 
Building  Code  Chapters  16B  and  16C,  no  increase  for  capital  improve- 
ments (including  but  not  limited  to  seismic  strengthening)  shall  exceed, 
in  any  12  month  period,  10  percent  of  the  tenant’s  base  rent,  subject  to 
rules  adopted  by  the  Board  to  prevent  landlord  hardship  and  to  permit 
landlords  to  continue  to  maintain  their  buildings  in  a decent,  safe  and 
sanitary  condition.  A landlord  may  accumulate  any  certified  increase 
which  exceeds  this  amount  and  impose  the  increase  in  subsequent  years, 
subject  to  the  10  percent  limitation.  Nothing  in  this  subsection  shall  be 
construed  to  supersede  any  Board  rules  or  regulations  with  respect  to 
limitations  on  increases  based  upon  capital  improvements  whether  per- 
formed separately  or  in  conjunction  with  seismic  strengthening 
improvements  pursuant  to  Building  Code  Chapters  16B  and  16C. 

(4)  Utilities.  A landlord  may  impose  increases  based  upon  the 
cost  of  utilities  as  provided  in  Section  37.2(q)  above. 

(5)  Water:  Charges  Related  to  Excess  Water  Use,  and  50% 
Passthrough  of  Water  Bill  Charges  Attributable  to  Water  Rate  Increases 
Resulting  From  Issuance  of  Water  System  Improvement  Revenue  Bonds 
Authorized  at  the  November  2002  Election. 

(A)  Charges  Related  to  Excess  Water  Use.  A landlord  may 
impose  increases  not  to  exceed  50  percent  of  the  excess  use  charges 
(penalties)  levied  by  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  on  a building 
for  use  of  water  in  excess  of  Water  Department  allocations  under  the 
following  conditions:  - 

(i)  The  landlord  provides  tenants  with  written  certification  that 
the  following  have  been  installed  in  all  units:  (1)  permanently  installed 
retrofit  devices  designed  to  reduce  the  amount  of  water  used  per  flush  or 
low-flow  toilets  (1.6  gallons  per  flush);  (2)  low-flow  showerheads  which 
allow  a flow  of  no  more  than  2.5  gallons  per  minute;  and  (3)  faucet  aer- 
ators (where  installation  on  current  faucets  is  physically  feasible);  and 

(ii)  The  landlord  provides  the  tenants  with  written  certification 
that  no  known  plumbing  leaks  currently  exist  in  the  building  and  that 
any  leaks  reported  by  tenants  in  the  future  will  be  promptly  repaired;  and 

(iii)  The  landlord  provides  the  tenants  with  a copy  of  the  water 
bill  for  the  period  in  which  the  penalty  was  charged.  Only  penalties 
billed  for  a service  period  which  begins  after  the  effective  date  of  the 
ordinance  [April  20,  1991]  may  be  passed  through  to  tenants.  Where 
penalties  result  from  an  allocation  which  does  not  reflect  documented 
changes  in  occupancy  which  occurred  after  March  1 , 199 1 , a landlord 
must,  if  requested  in  writing  by  a tenant,  make  a good-faith  effort  to 
appeal  the  allotment.  Increases  based  upon  penalties  shall  be  prorated  on 
a per-room  basis  provided  that  the  tenancy  existed  during  the  time  the 
penalty  charges  accrued.  Such  charges  shall  not  become  part  of  a ten- 
ant’s base  rent.  Where  a penalty  in  any  given  billing  period  reflects  a 25 
percent  or  more  increase  in  consumption  over  the  prior  billing  period, 
and*where  that  increase  does  not  appear  to  result  from  increased  occu- 
pancy or  any  other  known  use,  a landlord  may  not  impose  any  increase 
based  upon  such  penalty  unless  inspection  by  a licensed  plumber  or 
Water  Department  inspector  fails  to  reveal  a plumbing  or  other  leak.  If 
the  inspection  does  reveal  a leak,  no  increase  based  upon  penalties  may 
be  imposed  at  any  time  for  the  period  of  the  unrepaired  leak. 

(B)  Fifty  Percent  (50%)  Passthrough  of  Water  Bill  Charges 
Attributable  to  Water  Increases  Resulting  From  Issuance  of  Water 
System  Improvement  Revenue  Bonds  Authorized  at  the  November  2002 
Election.  A landlord  may  pass  through  fifty  percent  (50%)  of  the  water 
bill  charges  attributable  to  water  rate  increases  resulting  from  issuance  of 
Water  System  Improvement  Revenue  Bonds  authorized  at  the  November 


2002  election  (Proposition  A),  to  any  unit  that  ik  in  compliance  with  any 
applicable  laws  requiring  water  conservation  devices.  The  landlord  is  not 
required  to  file  a petition  with  the  Board  for  approval  of  such  a cost 
passthrough.  Such  cost  passthroughs  are  subject  to  the  following: 

(i)  Affected  tenants  shall  be  given  notice  of  any  such 
passthrough  as  provided  by  applicable  notice  of  rent  increase  provisions 
of  this  Chapter  37,  including  but  not  limited  to  Section  37.3(b)(3). 

(ii)  A tenaht  may  file  a hardship  application  with  the  Board,  and 
be  granted  relief  from  all  or  part  of  such  a cost  passthrough. 

(iii)  If  a tenant’s  hardship  application  is  granted,  the  tenant’s 
landlord  may  utilize  any  available  Public  Utilities  Commission  low- 
income  rate  discount  program  or  similar  program  for  water  bill  reduc- 
tion, based  on  that  tenant’s  hardship  status. 

(iv)  A landlord  shall  not  impose  a passthrough  pursuant  to 
Section  37.3(a)(5)(B)  if  the  landlord  has  filed  for  or  received  Board 
approval  for  a rent  increase  under  Section  37.8(e)(4)  for  increased  oper- 
ating and  maintenance  expenses  in  which  the  same  increase  in  water  bill 
charges  attributable  to  water  rate  increases  resulting  from  issuance  of 
any  water  revenue  bonds  authorized  at  the  November  5,  2002  election 
was  included  in  the  comparison  year  cost  totals. 

(v)  Where  a tenant  alleges  that  a landlord  has  imposed  a water 
revenue  bond  passthrough  that  is  not  in  compliance  with  Section  37.3(a) 
(5)(B),  the  tenant  may  petition  for  a hearing  under  the  procedures  pro- 
vided by  Section  37.8.  In  such  a hearing  the  landlord  shall  have  the  bur- 
den of  proving  the  accuracy  of  the  calculation  that  is  the  basis  for  the 
increase.  Any  tenant  petition  challenging  such  a passthrough  must  be 
filed  within  one  year  of  the  effective  date  of  the  passthrough. 

. (vi)  , A tenant  who  has  received  a notice  of  passthrough  or  a 
passthrough  under  this  Section  37.3(a)(5)(B)  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
a copy  of  the  applicable  water  bill  from  the  landlord  upon  request. 

(vii)  The  amount  of  permissible  passthrough  per  unit  under  this 
Section  37.3(a)(5)(B)  shall  be  determined  as'fdllows: 

(1)  The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  will  deter- 
mine the  charge  per  unit  of  water,  if  any,  that  is  attributable  to  water 
rate  increases  resulting  from  issuance  of  water  system  improvement  rev- 
enue bonds  authorized  at  the  November  5,  2002  election. 

(2)  The  charge  identified  in  Section  37.3(a)(5)(B)(vii)(l)  shall  be 
multiplied  by  the  total  units  of  water  used  by  each  customer,  for  each 
water  bill.  The  result  is  the  total  dollar  amount  of  the  water  bill  that  is 
attributable  to  water  rate  increases  resulting  from  issuance  of  water  sys- 
tem improvement  revenue  bonds  authorized  at  the  November  5,  2002 
election.  That  charge  shall  be  a separate  line  item  on  each  customer’s 
water  bill. 

(3)  The  dollar  amount  calculated  under  Section  37.3(a)(5)(B) 
(vii)(2)  shall  be  divided  by  two  (since  a 50%  passthrough  is  permitted), 
and  then  divided  by  the  total  number  of  units  covered  by  the  water  bill, 
including  commercial  units.  The  resulting  dollar  figure  shall  be  divided 
by  the  number  of  months  covered  by  the  water  bill  cycle  (most  are  two- 
month  bill  cycles),  to  determine  the  amount  of  that  water  bill  that  may 
be  passed  through  to  each  residential  unit  for  each  month  covered  by 
that  bill. 

(4)  These  passthroughs  may  be  imposed  on  a monthly  basis. 
These  passthroughs  shall  not  become  part  of  a tenant’s  base  rent.  The 
amount  of  each  passthrough  may  vary  from  month  to  month,  depending 
on  the  amount  calculated  under  Sections  37.3(a)(5)(B)(vii)(l) 
through  (3). 

(viii)  The  Board  may  amend  its  rules  and  regulations  as  neces- 
sary to  implement  this  Section  37.3(a)(5)(B). 

(6)  Property  Tax.  A landlord  may  impose  increases  based  upon  a 
100%  passthrough  of  the  change  in  the  landlord’s  property  tax  resulting 
from  the  repayment  of  general  obligation  bonds  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  approved  by  the  voters  between  November  1,  1996, 
and  November  30,  1998  as  provided  in  Section  37.2(q)  above. 

A landlord  may  impose  increases  based  upon  a 50%  passthrough 
of  the  change  in  the  landlord’s'property  tax  resulting  from  the  repay- 
ment of  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  or  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  general  obligation  bonds  approved  by  the 
voters  after  November  1, 2006,  as  provided  in  Section  37.2(q)  above. 

The  amount  of  such  increases  shall  be  determined  for  each  tax 
year  as  follows: 
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( A ) For  general  obligation  bonds  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  approved  by  the  voters  between  November  1, 1996  and 
November  30.  1998: 

(ij  The  Controller  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  determine 
the  percentage  of  the  property  tax  rate,  if  any,  in  each  tax  year  attribut- 
able to  general  obligation  bonds  approved  by  the  voters  between 
November  1 . 1996.  and  November  30,  1998,  and  repayable  within  such 
tax  year. 

(ii)  This  percentage  shall  be  multiplied  by  the  total  amount  of  the 
net  taxable  value  for  the  applicable  tax  year.  The  result  is  the  dollar 
amount  of  property  taxes  for  that  tax  year  for  a particular- property 
attributable  to  the  repayment  of  general  obligation  bonds  approved  by 
the  voters  between  November  1 , 1996,  and  November  30.  1998. 

( iii ) The  dollar  amount  calculated  under  Subsection  (ii)  shall  be 
divided  by  the  total  number  of  all  units  in  each  property,  including  com- 
mercial units.  That  figure  shall  be  divided  by  12  months,  to  determine 
the  monthly  per  unit  costs  for  that  tax  year  of  the  repayment  of  general 
obligation  bonds  approved  by  the  voters  between  November  1,  1996, 
and  November  30,  1998. 

( B ) For  general  obligation  bonds  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  approved  by  the  voters  after  November  14,  2002  where  any 
rent  increase  has  been  disclosed  and  approved  by  the  voters: 

( i ) The  Controller  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  determine 
the  percentage  of  the  property  tax  rate,  if  any,  in  each  tax  year  attribut- 
able to  general  obligation  bonds  approved  by  the  voters  after  November 
14,  2002  and  repayable  within  such  tax  year. 

(ii)  This  percentage  shall  be  multiplied  by  the  total  amount  of  the 
net  taxable  value  for  the  applicable  tax  year.  The  result  is  the  dollar 
amount  of  property  taxes  for  that  tax  year  for  a particular  property 
attributable  to  the  repayment  of  general  obligation  bonds  approved  by 
the  voters  after  November  14, 2002. 

(iii)  The  dollar  amount  calculated  under  Subsection  (ii)  shall  be 
divided  by  two.  and  then  by  the  total  number  of  all  units  in  each  proper- 
ty. including  commercial  units.  That  figure  shall  be  divided  by  12 
months,  to  determine  the  monthly  per  unit  costs  for  that  tax  year  of  the 
repayment  of  general  obligation  bonds  approved  by  the  voters  after 
November  14.  2002. 

(C)  For  general  obligation  bonds  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  or  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  approved 
by  the  voters  after  November  1 , 2006: 

(i)  The  Controller  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  determine 
the  percentage  of  the  property  tax  rate,  if  any,  in  each  tax  year  attribut- 
able to  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  or  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  general  obligation  bonds  approved  by  the 
voters  after  November  1 , 2006  and  repayable  within  such  tax  year. 

(ii)  This  percentage  shall  be  multiplied  by  the  total  amount  of  the 
net  taxable  value  for  the  applicable  tax  year.  The  result  is  the  dollar 
amount  of  property  taxes  for  that  tax  year  for  a particular  property 
attributable  to  the  repayment  of  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District 
or  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  general  “obligation  bonds 
approved  by  the  voters  after  November  1, 2006. 

(iii)  The  dollar  amount  calculated  under  Subsection  (ii)  shall  be 
divided  by  two.  and  then  by  the  total  number  of  all  units  in  each  proper- 
ty. including  commercial  units.  That  figure  shall  be  divided  by  12 
months,  to  determine  the  monthly  per  unit  costs  for  that  tax  year  of  the 
repayment  of  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  or  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  general  obligation  bonds  approved  by  the 
voters  after  November  1 , 2006. 

(D)  Landlords  may  pass  through  to  each  unit  in  a particular 
property  the  dollar  amount  calculated  under  these  Subsections  37.3(a) 

(6)(A)  and  (B)  and  (C).  These  passthroughs  may  be  imposed  only  on 
the  anniversary  date  of  each  tenant’s  occupancy  of  the  property.  These 
passthroughs  shall  not  become  a part  of  a tenant’s  base  rent.  The 
amount  of  each  annual  passthrough  imposed  pursuant  to  this  Subsection 
(6)  may  vary  from  year-to-year,  depending  on  the  amount  calculated 
under  Subsections  (A)  and  (B)  and  (C).  Each  annual  passthrough  shall 
apply  only  for  the  12  month  period  after  it  is  imposed.  A landlord  may 
impose  the  passthroughs  described  in  this  Subsection  (6)  for  a particular 
tax  year  only  with  respect  to  those  tenants  who  were  residents  of  a par- 
ticular property  on  November  1st  of  the  applicable  lax  year.  A landlord 
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shall  not  impose  a passthrough  pursuant  to  this  Subsection  (6)  if  the 
landlord  has  filed  for  or  received  Board  approval  for  a rent  increase 
under  Section  37.8(e)(4)  for  increased  operating  and  maintenance 
expenses  in  which  the  same  increase  in  property  taxes  due  to  the  repay- 
ment of  general  obligation  bonds  was  included  in  the  comparison  year 
cost  totals. 

(E)  The  Board  will  have  available  a form  which  explains  how  to 
calculate  the  passthrough. 

(F)  Landlords  must  provide  to  tenants,  on  or  before  the  date  that 
notice  is  served  on  the  tenant  of  a passthrough  permitted  under  this 
Subsection  (6),  a copy  of  the  completed  form  described  fn  Subsection 
(E).  This  completed  form  shall  be  provided  in  addition  to  the  Notice  of 
Rent  Increase  required  under  Section  37.3(b)(5).  Where  a tenant  alleges 
that  a landlord  has  imposed  a charge  which  exceeds  the  limitations  set 
forth  in  this  Subsection  (6),  the  tenant  may  petition  for  a hearing  under 
the  procedures  provided  by  Section  37.8.  In  such  a hearing,  the  landlord 
shall  have  the  burden  of  proving  the  accuracy  of  the  calculation  that  is 
the  basis  for  the  increase.  Any  tenant  petitions  challenging  such  a 
passthrough  must  be  filed  within  one  year  of  the  effective  date  of  the 
passthrough. 

(G)  The  Board  may  amend  its  rules  and  regulations  as  necessary 
to  implement  this  Subsection  (6). 

(7)  RAP  Loans.  A landlord  may  impose  rent  increases  attribut- 
able to  the  City  Administrator’s  amortization  of  the  RAP  loan  in  an  area 
designated  on  or  after  July  1 , 1977,  pursuant  to  Chapter  32  of  the  San 
Francisco  Administrative  Code. 

(8)  Additional  Increases.  A landlord  who  seeks  to  impose  any 
rent  increase  which  exceeds  those  permitted  above  shall  petition  for  a 
rental  arbitration  hearing  pursuant  to  Section  37.8  of  this  Chapter. 

(9)  A landlord  may  impose  a rent  increase  to  recover  costs 
incurred  for  the  remediation  of  lead  hazards,  as  defined  in  San 
Francisco  Health  Code  Article  11  or  26.  Such  increases  may  be  based 
on  changes  in  operating  and  maintenance  expenses  or  for  capital 
improvement  expenditures  as  long  as  the  costs  which  are  the  basis  of 
the  rent  increase  are  a substantial  portion  of  the  work  which  abates  or 
remediates  a lead  hazard,  as  defined  in  San  Francisco  Health  Code 
Article  11  or  26,  and  provided  further  that  such  costs  are  approved  for 
operating  and  maintenance  expense  increases  pursuant  to  Section 
37.8(e)(4)(A)  and  certified  as  capital  improvements  pursuant  to  Section 
37.7  below. 

When  rent  increases  are  authorized  by  this  Subsection  37.3(a)(9), 
the  total  rent  increase  for  both  operating  and  maintenance  expenses  and 
capital  improvements  shall  not  exceed  10  percent  in  any  12  month  peri- 
od. If  allowable  rept  increases  due  to  the  costs  of  lead  remediation  and 
abatement  work  exceed  10  percent  in  any  12  month  period,  an 
Administrative  Law  Judge  shall  apply  a portion  of  such  excess  to 
approved  operating  and  maintenance  expenses  for  lead  remediation 
work,  and  the  balance,  if  any,  to  certified  capital  improvements,  provid- 
ed, however,  that  such  increase  shall  not  exceed  10  percent.  A landlord 
may  accumulate  any  approved  or  certified  increase  which  exceeds  this 
amount,  subject  to  the  10  percent  limit. 

(10)  With  respect  to  units  occupied  by  recipients  of  tenant-based 
rental  assistance: 

(A)  If  the  tenant’s  share  of  the  base  rent  is  not  calculated  as  a 
fixed  percentage  of  the  tenant’s  income,  such  as  in  the  Section  8 vouch- 
er program  and  the  Over-FMR  Tenancy  Program,  then: 

(i)  If  the  base  rent  is  equal  to  or  greater  than  the  payment  stan- 
dard, the  rent  increase  limitations  in  Sections  37.3(a)(1)  and  (2)  shall 
apply  to  the  entire  base  rent,  and  the  arbitration  procedures  for  those* 
increases  set  forth  in  Section  37.8  and  37.8A  shall  apply. 

(11)  If  the  base  rent  is  less  than  the  payment  standard,  the  rent 
increase  limitations  of  this  Chapter  shall  not  apply;  provided,  however, 
that  any  rent  increase  which  would  result  in  the  base  rent  being  equal  to 
or  greater  than  the  payment  standard  shall  not  result  in  a new  base  rent 
that  exceeds  the  payment  standard  plus  the  increase  allowable  under 
Section  37.3(a)(1). 

(B)  If  the  tenant’s  share  of  the  base  rent  is  calculated  as  a fixed 
percentage  of  the  tenant’s  income,  such  as  in  the  Section  8 certificate 
program  and  the  rental  subsidy  program  for  the  HOPWA  program,  the 
rent  increase  limitations  in  Section  37.3(^)(1)  and  (2)  shall  not  apply.  In 
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such  circumstances,  adjustments  in  rent  shall  be  made  solely  according 
to  the  requirements  of  the  tenant-based  rental  assistance  program. 

(b)  Notice  of  Rent  Increase  for  Tenants  in  Occupancy.  On  or 
before  the  date  upon  which  a landlord  gives  a tenant  legal  notice  of  a 
rent  increase,  the  landlord  shall  inform  the  tenant,  in  writing,  of  the 
following: 

( 1 ) Which  portion  of  the  rent  increase  reflects  the  annual 
increase,  and/or  a banked  amount,  if  any, 

(2)  Which  portion  of  the  rent  increase  reflects  costs  for  increased 
operating  and  maintenance  expenses,  rents  for  comparable  units,  and/or 
capital  improvements,  rehabilitation,  energy  conservation  measures 
improvements,  or  renewable  energy  improvements  certified  pursuant  to 
Section  37.7.  Any  rent  increase  certified  due  to  increases  in  operating 
and  maintenance  costs  shall  not  exceed  seven  percent; 

(3)  Which  portion  of  the  rent  increase  reflects  the  passthrough  of 
charges  for:  gas  and  electricity;  or  the  passthrough  of  increased  water 
bill  charges  attributable  to  water  rate  increases  resulting  from  issuance 
of  water  revenue  bonds  authorized  at  the  November  2002  election  as 
provided  by  Section  37.3(a)(5)(B),  which  charges  and  calculations  of 
charges  shall  be  explained  in  writing  on  a form  provided  by  the  Board; 
or  the  passthrough  of  general  obligation  bond  measure  costs  as  provided 
by  Section  37.3(a)(6),  which  charges  shall  be  explained  in  writing  on  a 
form  provided  by  the  Board  as  described  in  Section  37.3(d)(6)(E); 

(4)  Which  portion  of  the  rent  increase  reflects  the  amortization 
of  the  RAP  loan,  as  described  in  Section  37.3(a)(7)  above. 

(5)  Nonconforming  Rent  Increases.  Any  rent  increase  which 
does  not  conform  with  the  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  be  null  and 
void. 

(6)  With  respect  to  rental  units  occupied  by  recipients  of  tenant- 
based  rental  assistance,  the  notice  requirements  of  this  Subsection  (b) 
shall  be-required  in  addition  to  any  notice  required  as  part  of  the  tenant- 
based  rental  assistance  program. 

(c)  Initial  Rent  Limitation  for  Subtenants.  A tenant  who  subleas- 
es his  or  her  rental  unit  may  charge  no  more  rent  upon  initial  occupancy 
of  the  subtenant  or  subtenants  than  that  rent  which  the  tenant  is  current- 
ly paying  to  the  landlord. 

(d)  Costa-Hawkins  Rental  Housing  Act  (Civil  Code  Sections 
1954.50.  et  seq.)  Consistent  with  the  Costa-Hawkins  Rental  Housing 
Act  (Civil  Code  Sections  1954.50.  et  seq.)  and  regardless  of  whether 
otherwise  provided  under  Chapter  37: 

(1)  Property  Owner  Rights  to  Establish  Initial  and  All 
Subsequent  Rental  Rates  for  Separately  Alienable  Parcels. 

(A)  An  owner  or  residential ‘real  property  may  establish  the  ini- 
tial and  all  subsequent  rental  rates  for  a dwelling  or  a unit  which  is 
alienable  separate  from  the  title  to  any  other  dwelling  unit  or  is  a subdi- 
vided interest  in  a subdivision  as  specified  in  subdivision  (b),  (d),  or  (f) 
of  Section  1 1004.5  of  the  California  Business  and  Professions  Code. 

The  owner’s  right  to  establish  subsequent  rental  rates  under  this  para- 
graph shall  not  apply  to  a dwelling  or  unit  where  the  preceding  tenancy 
has  been  terminated  by  the  owner  by  notice  pursuant  to  California  Civil 
Code  Section  1946  or  has  been  terminated  upon  a change  in  the  terms 
of  the  tenancy  noticed  pursuant  to  California  Civil  Code  Section  827;  in 
such  instances,  the  rent  increase  limitation  provisions  of  Chapter  37 
shall  continue  to  apply  for  the  duration  of  the  new  tenancy  in  that 
dwelling  or  unit. 

(B)  Where  the  initial  or  subsequent  rental  rates  of  a Subsection 
37.3(d)(1)(A)  dwelling  or  unit  were  controlled  by  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  37  on  January  1 , 1995,  the  following  shall  apply: 

(i)  A tenancy  that  was  in  effect  on  December  31'  1995,  remains 
subject  to  the  rent  control  provisions  of  this  Chapter  37,  and  the  owner 
may  not  otherwise  establish  the  subsequent  rental  rates  for  that  tenancy. 

(ii)  On  or  after  January  1 , 1999,  an  owner  may  establish  the  ini- 
tial and  all  subsequent  rental  rates  for  any  tenancy  created  on  or  after 
January  1,  1996. 

(C)  An  owner’s  right  to  establish  subsequent  rental  rates  under 
Subsection  37.3(d)(1)  shall  not  apply  to  a dwelling  or  unit  which  con- 
tains serious  health,  safety,  fire  or  building  code  violations,  excluding 
those  caused  by  disasters,  for  which  a citation  has  been  issued  by  the 
appropriate  governmental  agency  and  which  has  remained  unabated  for 
six  months  or  longer  preceding  the  vacancy. 


(2)  Conditions  for  Establishing  the  Initial  Rental  Rate  Upon 
Sublet  or  Assignment.  Except  as  identified  in  this  Subsection  37.3(d)(2). 
nothing  in  this  Subsection  or  any  other  provision  of  law  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  shall  be  construed  to  preclude  express  estab- 
lishment in  a lease  or  rental  agreement  of  the  rental  rates  to  be  applica- 
ble in  the  event  the  rental  unit  subject  thereto  is  sublet,  and  nothing  in 
this  Subsection  shall  be  construed  to  impair  the  obligations  of  contracts 
entered  jnto  prior  to  January  1 , 1996,  subject  to  the  following: 

(A)  Where  the  original  occupant  or  occupants  who  took  posses- 
sion of  the  dwelling  or  unit  pursuant  to  the  rental  agreement  with  the 
owner  no  longer  permanently  reside  there,  an  owner  may  increase  the 
rent  by  any  amount  allowed  by  this  Subsection  to  a lawful  sublessee  or 
assignee  who  did  not  reside  at  the  dwelling  or  unit  prior  to  January  1 . 
1996.  However,  such  a rent  increase  shall  not  be  permitted  while: 

*(i)  The  dwelling  or  unit  has  been  cited  in  an  inspection  report  by 
tire  appropriate  governmental  agency  as  containing  serious  health,  safe- 
ty, fire,  or  building  Code  violations,  as  defined  by  Section  17920.3  of 
the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code,  excluding  any  violation  caused 
by  a disaster;  and, 

(ii)  The  citation  was  issued  at  least  60  days  prior  to  the  date"  of 
the  vacancy:  and, 

(iii)  The  cited  violation  had  not  been  abated  when  the  prior  ten- 
ant vacated  and  had  remained  unabated  for  60  days  or  for  a longer  peri- 
od of  time.  However,  the  60-day  time  period  may  be  extended  by  the 
appropriate  governmental  agency  that  issued  the  citation . 

(B)  This  Subsection  37.3(d)(2)  shall  not  apply  to  partial  changes 
in  occupancy  of  a dwelling  or  unit  where  one  or  more  of  the  occupants 
of  the  premises,  pursuant  to  the  agreement  with  the  owner  provided  for 
above  (37.3(d)(2)),  remains  an  occupant  in  lawful  possession  of  the 
dwellings  or  unit,  or  where  a lawful  sublessee  or  assignee  who  resided 
at  the  dwelling  or  unit  prior  to  January  1 , 1996,  remains  in  possession 
of  the  dwelling  or  unit.  Nothing  contained  in  this  Subsection  37.3(d)(2) 
shall  be  construed  to  enlarge  or  diminish  an  owner’s  right  to  withhold 
consent  to  a sublease  or  assignment. 

(C)  Acceptance  of  rent  by  the  owner  shall  not  operate  as  a waiv- 
er or  otherwise  prevent  enforcement  of  a covenant  prohibiting  sublease 
or  assignment  or  as  a waiver  of  an  owner’s  rights  to  establish  the  initial 
rental  rate  unless  the  owner  has  received  written  notice  from  the  tenant 
that  is  party  to  the  agreement  and  thereafter  accepted  rent. 

(3)  Termination  or  Nonrenewal  of  a Contract  or  Recorded 
Agreement  with  a Government  Agency  Limiting  Rent.  An  owner  who 
terminates  or  fails  to  renew  a contract  or  recorded  agreement  with  a 
governmental  agency  that  provides  for  a rent  limitation  to  a qualified 
tenant,  shall  be  subject  to  the  following: 

(A)  The  tenant(s)  who  were  beneficiaries  of  the  contract  or 
recorded  agreement  shall  be  given  at  least  90  days’  written  notice  of  the 
effective  date  of  the  termination  and  shall  not  be  obligated  to  pay  more 
than  the  tenant’s  portion  of  the  rent,  as  calculated  under  that  contract  or 
recorded  agreement,  for  90  days  following  receipt  of  the  notice  of  ter- 
mination or  nonrenewal. 

(B)  The  owner  shall  not  be  eligible  to  set  an  initial  rent  for  three 
years  following  the  date  of  the  termination  or  nonrenewal  of  the  con- 
tract or  agreement. 

(C)  The  rental  rate  for  any  new  tenancy  established  during  the 
three-year  period  in  that  vacated  dwelling  or  unit  shall  be  at  the  same 
rate  as  the  rent  under  the  terminated  or  nonrenewed  contract  or  recorded 
agreement,  plus  any  increases  authorized  under  this  Chapter  37  after  the 
date  of  termination/non  renewal. 

(D)  The  provisions  of  Subsections  37.3(d)(3)(B)  and  (C)  shall 
not  apply  to  any  new  tenancy  of  1 2 months  or  more  duration  established 
after  January  1 , 2000,  pursuant  to  the  owner’s  contract  or  recorded 
agreement  with  a governmental  agency  that  provides  for  a rent  limita- 
tion to  a qualified  tenant  unless  the  prior  vacancy  in  that  dwelling  or 
unit  was  pursuant  to  a nonrenewed  or  canceled  contract  or  recorded 
agreement  with  a governmental  agency  that  provides  for  a rent  limita- 
tion to  a qualified  tenant. 

(4)  Subsection  37.3(d)  does  not  affect  the  authority  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  regulate  or  monitor  the  basis  or  grounds 
for  eviction. 
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(5)  This  Subsection  37.3(d)  is  intended  to  be  and  shall  be  con- 
strued to  be  consistent  with  the  Costa-Hawkins  Rental  Housing  Act 
(Civil  Code  Sections  1954.50.  et  seq.). 

(e)  Effect  of  Deferred  Maintenance  on  Passthroughs  for  Lead 
Remediation  Techniques. 

(1)  When  lead  hazards  are  remediated  or  abated  pursuant  to  San 
Francisco  Health  Code  Articles  1 1 or  26.  are  violations  of  State  or  local 
housing  health  and  safety  laws,  there  shall  be  a rebuttable  presumption 
that  the  lead  hazards  are  caused  or  created  by  deferred  maintenance  as 
defined  herein  of  the  current  or  previous  landlord.  If  the  landlord  fails 
to  rebut  the  presumption,  the  costs  of  such  work  shall  not  be  passed 
through  to  tenants  as  either  a capital  improvement  or  an  operating  and 
maintenance  expense.  If  the  landlord  rebuts  the  presumption,  he  or  she 
shall  be  entitled  to  a rent  increase  if  otherwise  justified  by  the  standards 
set  forth  in  this  Chapter. 

(2)  For  purposes  of  the  evaluation  of  petitions  for  rent  increases 
for  lead  remediation  work,  maintenance  is  deferred  if  a reasonable  land- 
lord under  the  circumstances  would  have  performed,  on  a regular  basis, 
the  maintenance  work  required  to  keep  the  premises  from  being  in  viola- 
tion of  housing  safety  and  habitability  standards  set  forth  in  California 
Civil  Code  Section  1941  and  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Code.  In  order 
to  prevail  on  a deferred  maintenance  defense,  a tenant  must  show  that 
the  level  of  repair  or  remediation  currently  required  would  have  been 
lessened  had  maintenance  been  performed  in  a more  timely  manner.

It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  people  of  the  City  and  Countv  of  San 
Francisco  that: 

The  new  Transbav  Transit  Center,  under  construction  at  First  and 
Mission  Streets,  be  the  Northern  California  terminus  for-California 
High  Speed  Rail. 

We  call  on  the  California  High  Speed  Rail  Authority  to  abandon  consid- 
eration of  an  alternate  site  for  High  Speed  Rail  at  Main  and  Beale 
Streets  and  focus  on  bringing  High  Speed  Rail  to  the  Transbav  Transit 
Center.  A train  station  at  Main  and  Beale  would  result  in  unnecessary 
duplication  and  delay  and  cause  undue  disruption  to  the  residents  of 
San  Francisco,  especially  in  the  South  of  Market  neighborhood,  where 
1800  existing  and  planned  units  of  housing  would  be  lost. 

Planning  for  a new  Transbav  Terminal  with  an  extension  of  Caltrain  to 
downtown  San  Francisco  began  more  than  2 decades  ago.  A full  public 
process  to  receive  community  input  and  develop  a locally  preferred  site 
for  the  new  Transbav  Terminal  resulted  in  the  selection  of  First  and 
Mission  Streets.  During  this  process  and  after  much  study,  the  Main  and 
Beale  Streets  site  was  rejected  as  infeasible  and  technically  inferior  to 
the  Transbav  Terminal  site. 

San  Francisco  residents  voted  in  favor  of  Proposition  H in  November 
1999  to  bring  rail  to  downtown  San  Francisco  and  for  Proposition  K in 
November  2003  to  provide  funding  for  the  Transbav  Project.  Both  mea- 
sures specified  that  the  Transbav  Terminal  be  built  on  its  current  site  at 
First  and  Mission.  Considerable  time  and  resources  have  been  put  into 
the  First  and  Mission  site,  which  will  bring  together  rail.  Muni.  BART. 
AC  Transit  and  other  public  transit  options  in  a convenient  downtown 
location  for  San  Francisco  and  regional  travelers.  In  addition,  the  vot- 
ers of  California  approved  Proposition  1A  in  2008  to  provide  funding 
for  High  Speed  Rail  with  the  specific  condition  that  the  northern  termi- 
nus be  located  at  the  Transbav  Terminal  in  San  Francisco. 

The  Transbav  Joint  Powers  Authority  (TJPA)  was  created  in  2001  to 
design,  build,  and  operate  the  new  Transbav  Transit  Center.  Since  that 
time,  the  TJPA  has  cleared  environmental  review,  selected  the  design 
and  development  team , completed  initial  project  design,  secured  over  $2 
billion  to  fully  fund  the  first  phase  of  the  project,  and  completed  con- 
struction of  the  temporary  terminal.  The  TJPA  Board  and  its  capable 
staff  are  on  schedule  to  complete  the  new  Transbav  Transit  Center 
building  by  2015  and  the  downtown  extension  by  2018.  The  Transbay 
Transit  Center  is  designed  to  accommodate  California  High  Speed  Rail. 

Becau_se  of,  t he_  o\  e nvhejmj  ng  supj)o_rtJor_  theTransbay  Transit  Center  at 
First  and  Mission  Streets,  the  people  of  the  City  and  Countv  of  San 
Francisco  support  this  location  as  the  Northern  California  terminus  for 
High  Speed  Rad  between  downtown.San  Francisco  and  downtown  Los. 
Angeles,  and  declare  as  a matter  of  policy  to  call  on  the  California 
High  Speed  Rail  Authority  to  abandon  consideration  of  an  alternate  ter- 
minus of  High  Speed  RqU_at,Majjxand  Beale  Streets.

In  the  June  8,  2010  Consolidated  Statewide  Direct  Primary  Election,  voters  will  vote  according  to  their 
party  registration.  Voters  who  have  registered  with  a particular  political  party  mav  receive  only  that 
party's  ballot,  and  cannot  vote  using  another  party's  ballot. 

However,  the  Democratic  Party  and  Republican  Party  will  allow  voters  who  have  not  registered  with 
a qualified  political  party  to  vote  on  their  party  ballots.  These  unaffiliated  voters  may  instead  vote  a 
purely  nonpartisan  ballot,  which  includes  state  and  local  measures  and  the  contests  for  State 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  and  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court. 

Unaffiliated  voters  who  are  also  permanent  vote-by-mail  voters  have  been  mailed  a postcard  on 
which  they  can  request  a ballot  from  the  Democratic  or  Republican  Party.  Unaffiliated  voters  who 
vote  at  polling  places  on  Election  Day  must  tell  the  pollworker  if  they  want  either  of  these  party 
ballots.  If  no  request  is  made,  the  voter  will  receive  a nonpartisan  ballot. 

Please  review  this  pamphlet  for  more  information  about  voting  in  primary  elections. The  last  day 
for  people  to  register  to  vote  in  this  election  or  to  change  their  party  affiliation  is  May  24. 

VOTING  IN  CITY  HALL 

29  days  before  nearly  every  election,  outside  our  City  Hall  office,  the  Department  opens  a polling 
place  that  is  available  for  all  voters,  regardless  of  where  they  live  in  the  City.  Before  the  May  24 
deadline  to  register  to  vote,  people  can  change  their  registration  information  - such  as  their  party 
affiliation  - and  then  vote  the  same  day. The  City  Hall  polling  place  is  open  during  the  week  from 
8 a.m.  until  5 p.m.  and  during  the  two  weekends  prior  to  Election  Day  - May  29  and  May  30; 
and  June  5 and  June  6 - from  10  a.m.  until  4 p.m.

The  June  8,  2010  election  is  a statewide  direct  pri- 
mary election.  In  a direct  primary  election,  voters 
from  eafch  political  party  nominate  candidates  to  run 
in  the  November  general  election. 

California  has  a modified  closed  primary  system. 
This  means  that  voters  who  have  registered  with  a 
qualified  political  party  may  vote  only  for  candidates 
from  that  party  in  partisan  contests.  Voters  who  have 
not  registered  with  a qualified  political  party  may 
vote  in  partisan  contests  if  a party  allows  unaffiliated 
voters  to  participate. 

All  voters,  regardless  of  party  affiliation,  may  vote  in 
nonpartisan  contests  and  for  or  against  ballot  mea- 
sures.

If  you  would  like  to  vote  using 
the  accessible  voting  machine,  please  tell  a pollworker. 

Touchscreen  Ballot:  Voters  may  make  ballot  selections  using  a 
touchscreen  and  review  their  selections  on  a paper  record  before 
casting  their  vote.  Large-print  text  is  provided  on  the  screen,  and 
voters  can  further  increase  text  size. 
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The  machine  has  a feature  for  voters  to  connect  a personal  assis- 
tive device  such  as  a sip/puff  device. The  Department  of  Elections 
can  also  provide  multi-user  sip/puff  switches  or  headpointers  at 
the  polling  place  in  City  Hall,  or  dispatch  them  to  a polling  place  for 
Election  Day. To  request  that  one  of  these  devices  be  sent  to  your 
polling  place,  you  may  contact  us  through  www.sfelections.org  or 
call  415-554-4375,  preferably  72  hours  prior  to  Election  Day  to  help 
ensure  availability  and  assist  in  scheduling. 

Audio  Ballot  and  Hand-held  Keypad:  For  audio  voting,  the  accessi- 
ble voting  machine  is  equipped  with  headphones  and  a Braille-em- 
bossed hand-held  keypad  with  keys  coded  by  color  and  shape. The 
voting  machine  provides  audio  instructions  to  guide  you  through 
the  ballot. The  keypad  is  used  to  move  through  the  ballot  and  make 
selections.  If  you  would  like  to  use  the  audio  ballot  feature,  please 
tell  a pollworker. 

Other  Forms  of  Assistance  at  the  Polling  Place: 

Personal  Assistance:  A voter  may  bring  up  to  two  people,  including 
pollworkers,  into  the  voting  booth  for  assistance  in  marking  his  or 
her  ballot. 

Curbside  Voting:  If  a voter  is  unable  to  enter  a polling  place,  poll- 
workers  can  be  asked  to  bring  voting  materials  to  the  voter  outside 
the  polling  place. 

ReadingTools:  Every  polling  place  has  large-print  instructions  on 
how  to  mark  a ballot  and  optical  sheets  to  magnify  the  print  on  the 
paper  ballot. The  accessible  voting  machine  provides  large-print 
text  on  the  screen,  and  voters  can  further  increase  text  size. 

Seated  Voting:  Every  polling  place  has  at  least  one  voting  booth 
that  allows  voting  while  seated. 

Voting  Tools:  Every  polling  place  has  two  easy-grip  pens  for 
signing  the  roster  and  marking  the  ballot. 

Accessible  Website:  The  Department  of  Elections  website, 
www.sfelections.org , has  audio,  text-only  and  large  print  options  and 
is  an  excellent  source  of  election  information.

Some  Precincts  Do  Not  Have  a 
Polling  Place 

Voting  precincts  with  fewer  than  250  registered 
voters  are  designated  "Mail  Ballot  Precincts."  An  of- 
ficial ballot  and  postage-paid  return  envelope  will  be 
mailed  automatically  to  all  voters  in  those  precincts 
approximately  four  weeks  before  every  election. 

For  voters  in  those  precincts  who  would  prefer  to 
drop  off  their  official  mail  ballot  at  a polling  place, 
the  addresses  of  the  two  polling  places  nearest  to 
their  precinct  are  provided  with  the  ballot.

Qualified  Write-in  Candidates 

In  addition  to  the  candidates  listed  on  the  ballot, 
there  may  be  other  people  running  as  qualified 
write-in  candidates.  For  a list  of  qualified  write-in 
candidates,  please  ask  a pollworker.The  list  is 
posted  on  the  Department  of  Elections  website, 
www.sfelections.org,  within  two  weeks  prior  to 
Election  Day. 

To  vote  for  a qualified  write-in  candidate,  write  the 
candidate's  name  in  the  space  marked  "Write-In." 

You  must  connect  the  head  and  tail  of  the  arrow 
pointing  to  the  "Write-In"  space  for  your  write-in 
vote  to  be  counted.  Only  write-in  votes  for  qualified 
write-in  candidates  can  be  counted.

A:  U.S.  citizens,  18  years  or  older,  who  are  registered  to 
vote  in  San  Francisco  on  or  before  the  registration  dead- 
line. 

Q:  What  is  the  deadline  to  register  to  vote  or  to  update 
my  registration  information? 

A: The  registration  deadline  is  May  24,  fifteen  days  prior 
to  Election  Day. 

Q:  When  and  where  can  I vote  on  Election  Day? 

A:  You  may  vote  at  your  polling  place  or  at  the  Depart- 
ment of  Elections  on  Election  Day  from  7 a.m.  to  8 p.m. 
Your  polling  place  address  is  shown  on  the  back  cover  of 
yourVoter  Information  Pamphlet.  You  can  also  find  it  at 
www.sfelections.org  or  call  415-554-4375.The  Department 
of  Elections  is  located  in  City  Hall,  Room  48. 

Q:  Is  there  any  way  to  vote  before  Election  Day? 

A:  Yes.  You  have  the  following  options: 

• Vote  by  mail.  Fill  out  and  mail  the  Vote-by-Mail  Ap- 
plication printed  on  the  back  cover  of  this  pamphlet 
or  complete  one  online  at  www.sfelections.org. 

A vote-by-mail  ballot  will  be  sent  to  you.  Your 
request  must  be  received  by  the  Department  of 
Etections  no  later  than  5 p.m.  on  June  1,  or 

• Vote  in  person  at  the  Department  of  Elections  in  City 
Hall,  Room  48,  during  early  voting  hours  (see  inside 
back  cover  for  dates  and  times). 

Q:  If  I don't  use  an  application,  can  I get  a vote-by-mail 
ballot  some  other  way? 

A:  Yes.  You  can  send  a written  request  to  the  Department 
of  Elections. This  request  must  include:  your  printed  home 
address,  the  address  where  you  want  the  ballot  mailed, 
your  birth  date,  your  printed  name  and  your  signature. 
Mail  your  request  to  the  Department  of  Elections  at  the

415-554-4372.  Your  request  must  be  received  no  later  than 
5 p.m.  on  June  1. 

Q:  My  18th  birthday  is  after  the  registration  deadline  but 
on  or  before  Election  Day.  Can  I vote  in  this  election? 

A:  Yes.  You  can  register  to  vote  on  or  before  the  registra- 
tion deadline  and  vote  in  this  election  — even  though  you 
are  not  18  when  you  register. 

Q:  If  I was  convicted  of  a crime,  can  I still  vote? 

A:  If  you  have  been  convicted  of  a crime,  California  law 
allows  you  to  register  and  vote  if  you: 

• Have  completed  your  prison  term  for  a felony,  in- 
cluding any  period  of  parole  or  supervised  release. 

• Are  on  federal  or  state  probation. 

• Are  incarcerated  in  county  jail  as  a condition  of 
felony  probation  or  as  a result  of  a misdemeanor 
sentence. 

Additionally,  if  you  have  been  convicted  of  a misdemean- 
or, you  can  register  and  vote  even  while  on  probation, 
supervised  release,  or  incarcerated  in  county  jail. 

After  completing  your  prison  term  for  a felony  conviction, 
including  any  period  of  parole  or  supervised  release,  you 


must  complete  and  return  a voter  registration  form  to 
restore  your  right  to  vote.  No  other  documentation  is 
required. 

Q:  I have  just  become  a U.S.  citizen.  Can  I vote  in  this 
election? 

A:  Yes. 

• If  you  became  a U.S.  citizen  on  or  before  the  regis- 
tration deadline  (May  24),  you  can  vote  in  this  elec- 
tion, but  you  must  register  by  the  deadline; 

• If  you  became  a U.S.  citizen  after  the  registration 
deadline  but  on  or  before  June  1,  you  may  register 
and  vote  at  the  Department  of  Elections  by  June  1 
with  proof  of  citizenship. 

Q:  I have  moved  within  San  Francisco  but  have  not  up- 
dated my  registration  prior  to  the  registration  deadline. 
Can  I vote  in  this  election? 

A:  Yes.  You  have  the  following  options: 

• Come  to  the  Department  of  Elections  in  City  Hall, 
Room  48,  on  or  before  Election  Day,  complete  a new 
voter  registration  form  and  vote  at  the  Department 
of  Elections;  or 

• Go  to  your  new  polling  place  on  Election  Day  and 
cast  a provisional  ballot.  You  can  look  up  the  ad- 
dress of  your  new  polling  place  by  entering  your 
new  home  address  on  the  Department  of  Elections 
website  ( www.sfelections.org ),  or  call  415-554-4375. 

Q:  I am  a U.S.  citizen  living  outside  the  country.  How  can 
I vote? 

A:  You  can  register  to  vote  and  be  sent  a vote-by-mail 
ballot  by  completing  the  Federal  Post  Card  Application. 

The  application  can  be  downloaded  from  www.fvap.gov 
or  obtained  from  embassies,  consulates  or  military  voting 
assistance  officers.  Non-military  U.S.  citizens  living  abroad 
indefinitely  can  vote  only  in  federal  elections. 

Q:  What  do  I do  if  my  polling  place  is  not  open  on 
Election  Day? 

A:  Call  the  Department  of  Elections  immediately  at 
415-554-4375  for  assistance. 

Q:  If  I don't  know  what  to  do  when  I get  to  my  polling 
place,  is  there  someone  there  to  help  me? 

A:  Yes.  Pollworkers  at  the  polling  place  will  help  you,  or 
you  may  visit  www.sfelections.org  or  call  the  Department 
of  Elections  at  415-554-4375  for  assistance  on  or  before 
Election  Day.

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Voter  Bill  of  Rights 


You  have  the  right  to  cast  a ballot  if  you  are  a valid 
registered  voter. 

A vtflid  registered  voter  means  a United  States 
citizen  who  is  a resident  in  this  state,  who  is  at  least 
18  years  of  age  and  not  in  prison  or  on  parole  for 
conviction  of  a felony,  and  who  is  registered  to  vote 
at  his  or  her  current  residence  address. 


6.  You  have  the  right  to  receive  assistance  in  casting 
your  ballot,  if  you  are  unable  to  vote  without 
assistance. 


7.  You  have  the  right  to  return  a completed  vote-by- 
mail  ballot  to  any  precinct  in  the  county. 


2.  You  have  the  right  to  cast  a provisional  ballot  if 
your  name  is  not  listed  on  the  voting  rolls. 


8.  You  have  the  right  to  election  materials  in  another 
language,  if  there  are  sufficient  residents  in  your 
precinct  to  warrant  production. 


You  have  the  right  to  cast  a ballot  if  you  are  present 
and  in  line  at  the  polling  place  prior  to  the  close  of 
the  polls. 


4.  You  have  the  right  to  cast  a secret  ballot  free  from 
intimidation. 


You  have  the  right  to  receive  a new  ballot  if,  prior  to 
casting  your  ballot,  you  believe  you  made  a mis- 
take. 

If,  at  any  time  before  you  finally  cast  your  ballot, 
you  feel  you  have  made  a mistake,  you  have  the 
right  to  exchange  the  spoiled  ballot  for  a new  ballot. 
Vote-by-mail  voters  may  also  request  and  receive 
a new  ballot  if  they  return  their  spoiled  ballot  to  an 
election  official  prior  to  the  closing  of  the  polls  on 
Election  Day. 


You  have  the  right  to  ask  questions  about  election 
procedures  and  observe  the  election  process.You 

have  the  right  to  ask  questions  of  the  precinct  board 
and  election  officials  regarding  election  procedures 
and  to  receive  an  answer  or  be  directed  to  the  ap- 
propriate official  for  an  answer.  However,  if  per- 
sistent questioning  disrupts  the  execution  of  their 
duties,  the  board  or  election  officials  may  discon- 
tinue responding  to  questions. 


10.  You  have  the  right  to  report  any  illegal  of  fraudulent 
activity  to  a local  election  official  or  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  State's  office. 


If  you  believe  you  have  been  denied  any  of  these  rights,  or  you  are  aware  of  any  election  fraud 
or  misconduct,  please  call  the  Secretary  of  State's  confidential  toll-free  Voter  Hotline  at

will  appear  on  the  ballot.  Commercial  use  of  voter 
registration  information  is  prohibited  by  law  and  is  a 
misdemeanor.

IF  YOU  HAVE  ONE  OF  THESE  LADDERS  ON  ANY 
BUILDING  YOU  OWN,  YOU  MUST  ACT  IMMEDIATELY 
TO  REMOVE  OR  REPLACE  IT. 

Wooden  fixed  utility  ladders  may  be 
dangerous,  and  are  now  illegal.  These 
ladders  were  commonly  added  to  buildings 
constructed  in  the  City  during  the  1930s  and 
earlier  They  were  never  part  of  a building's 
fire  escape  system;  but  they  often  were 
installed  as  a 'convenience'  to  building 
owners  who  wanted  roof  access  without 
bringing  a portable  ladder  to  the  site. 

These  ladders  are  now  prohibited  on 
residential  buildings  and  must  be  removed 
with  a proper  building  permit.  Action  by 
property  owners  is  required  as  a result  of 
legislation  passed  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  signed  by  the  Mayor.  The 
new  law  took  effect  on  December  8,  2008. 

Given  the  potential  danger  they  pose,  DBI 
continues  to  notify,  and  to  cite,  property 
owners  and  to  encourage  immediate 
removal  of  these  ladders.

A sample  ballot 
follows  for  each  of  the  following  options  that  you  may  request: 

• a Democratic  Party  ballot,  with  all  contests  except  County  Central  Committee.

• a nonpartisan  ballot,  with  nonpartisan  contests  and  ballot  measures  only.

The  simple  act  of  removing 
your  smoke  alarm  when  it  causes  a nuisance  alarm  and  then  not  putting  it  back  can  cost 
you  your  life.

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AN  OVERVIEW  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO'S  DEBT 


WHAT  IS  BOND  FINANCING? 

Bond  financing  is  a type  of  long-term  borrowing  used 
to  raise  money  for  projects. The  City  receives  money 
by  selling  bonds  to  investors. The  City  must  pay  back 
the  amount  borrowed  plus  interest  to  those  investors. 
The  money  raised  from  bond  sales  is  used  to  pay  for 
large  capital  projects  such  as  fire  and  police  stations, 
affordable  housing  programs,  schools,  libraries,  parks, 
and  other  city  facilities. The  City  uses  bond  financing 
because  these  buildings  will  last  many  years  and  their 
large  dollar  costs  are  difficult  to  pay  for  all  at  once. 

Types  of  Bonds.  There  are  two  major  types  of  bonds  - 
General  Obligation  and  Revenue. 

General  Obligation  Bonds  are  used  to  pay  for 
projects  that  benefit  citizens  but  do  not  raise  revenue 
(for  example,  police  stations  or  parks  are  not  set  up  to 
pay  for  themselves).  When  general  obligation  bonds 
are  approved  and  sold,  they  are  repaid  by  property 
taxes.  General  obligation  bonds  issued  by  the  City 
must  be  approved  by  a two-thirds  vote. The  San 
Francisco  Earthquake  Safety  and  Emergency  Response 
Bond  on  this  ballot  is  a general  obligation  bond  to 
be  issued  by  the  City. 

Revenue  Bonds  are  used  to  pay  for  projects  such  as 
major  improvements  to  an  airport,  water  system, 
garage  or  other  large  facilities  which  generate  revenue. 
When  revenue  bonds  are  approved  and  sold,  they  are 
generally  repaid  from  revenues  generated  by  the  bond- 
financed  projects,  for  example  usage  fees  or  parking 
fees. The  City's  revenue  bonds  must  be  approved  by  a 
majority  vote. There  is  no  revenue  bond  on  this  ballot. 

WHAT  DOES  IT  COSTTO  BORROW? 

The  City's  cost  to  borrow  money  depends  on  the 
amount  borrowed,  the  interest  rate  on  the  debt  and  the 
number  of  years  over  which  the  debt  will  be  repaid. 
Large  debt  is  usually  paid  off  over  a period  of  10  to  35 
years.  Assuming  an  average  interest  rate  of  6%  the 
cost  of  paying  off  debt  over  20  years  is  about  $1.73  for 
each  dollar  borrowed  - $1  for  the  dollar  borrowed  and 
73  cents  forthe  interest. These  payments,  however, 
are  spread  over  the  20-year  period. Therefore  inflation 
reduces  the  effective  cost  of  borrowing  because  the 
future  payments  are  made  with  cheaper  dollars. 
Assuming  a 4%  annual  inflation  rate,  the  cost  of 
paying  off  debt  in  today's  dollars  would  be  about 
$1.18  for  every  $1  borrowed. 


THE  CITY'S  CURRENT  DEBT  SITUATION 

Debt  Payments.  During  fiscal  year  2009-2010  property 
tax  payers  in  the  City  will  pay.approximately  $269 
million  of  principal  and  interest  on  outstanding  bonds 
of  the  City  and  the  other  issuers  of  general  obligation 
debt  (San  Francisco  Community  College  District,  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District  and  Bay  Area  Rapid 
Transit  District). The  property  tax  rate  for  the  year  to 
provide  for  debt  and  special  funds  requirements  will  be 
15.9  cents  per  $100  of  assessed  valuation  or  $625  on  a 
home  assessed  at  $400,000. 

Legal  Debt  Limit.  The  City  Charter  imposes  a limit  on 
the  amount  of  general  obligation  bonds  the  City  can 
have  outstanding  at  any  given  time. That  limit  is  3%  of 
the  assessed  value  of  taxable  property  in  the  City  - or 
currently  about  $4.6  billion.  Voters  give  the  City  autho- 
rization to  issue  bonds. Those'bonds  that  have  been 
issued  and  not  yet  repaid  are  considered  to  be  out- 
standing. As  of  April  1-5,  2010,  there  were  $1.51  billion  in 
general  obligation  bonds  issued  by  the  City  outstand- 
ing, which  is  equal  to  0.995%  of  the  assessed  value  of 
taxable  property. There  were  an  additional  $847  million 
in  bonds  that  are  authorized  but  unissued.  If  all  of  these 
bonds  were  issued  and  outstanding,  the  total  debt 
burden  would  be  1.55%  of  the  assessed  value  of  tax- 
able property.  Bonds  issued  by  the  School  District  and 
Community  College  District  and  Bay  Area  RapidTransit 
District  (BART)  do  not  increase  the  City's  debt  burden 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Charter  limit,  however  they  are 
repaid  by  property  taxes  (see  Prudent  Debt  Manage- 
ment below).  Part  of  the  City's  current  debt  manage- 
ment policy  is  to  issue  new  general  obligation  bonds  as 
old  ones  are  retired,  keeping  the  property  tax  rate  from 
City  general  obligation  bonds  approximately  the  same 
over  time. 

Prudent  Debt  Management.  Even  though  the  City  is 
well  within  its  legal  debt  limit  in  issuing  general  obli- 
gation bonds,  there  are  other  debt  comparisons  used 
by  bond  rating  agencies  when  they  view  the  City's 
financial  health. These  agencies  look  at  many  types 
of  local  and  regional  debt  that  are  dependent  on  the 
City's  tax  base  - our  general  obligation  bonds,  lease 
revenue  bonds,  certificates  of  participation,  special 
assessment  bonds,  and  school  and  community  college 
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district  bonds.  San  Francisco's  total  debt  of  these  types 
is  equal  to  1.7%  of  the  assessed  value  of  taxable  prop- 
erty in  the  City. This  "direct  debt  ratio"  is  considered  to 
i be  a "moderate"  debt  burden  relative  to  the  size  of  San 
s Francisco's  property  tax  base.  While  this  ratio  is  within 
the  comparable  norms,  the  City  needs  to  continue  to 
set  priorities  for  future  debt  to  continue  to  maintain 
good  credit  ratings  that,  in  turn,  are  a sign  of  good 
financial  health. 

CITIZEN  OVERSIGHT  OF  GENERAL 
OBLIGATION  BONDS 

Voters  must  approve  the  purpose  and  amount  of  the 
money  to  be  borrowed  through  bonds.  Bond  money 
may  be  spent  only  for  the  purposes  approved  by  the 
voters. 

For  general  obligation  bonds  issued  by  the  City  of 
: San  Francisco,  the  Citizens'  General  Obligation  Bond 
Oversight  Committee  reviews  and  reports  on  how 
j bond  money  is  spent. The  nine  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee are  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  Board  of  Supervi- 
j sors.  Controller,  and  Civil  Grand  Jury.  If  the  Committee 
finds  that  bond  money  has  been  spent  for  purposes 
not  approved  by  the  voters,  the  Committee  can  require 
| corrective  action  and  prohibit  the  sale  of  any  autho- 
rized but  unissued  bonds  until  such  action  is  taken. The 
Board  of  Supervisors  can  reverse  the  decisions  of  the 
committee  by  a two-thirds  vote. The  Controller  may 
audit  any  of  the  City's  bond  expenditures.

Administrative  Law  Judge  (ALJ)  (Proposition  F): 
A hearing  officer  who  presides  over  hearings  and 
appeals  involving  government  agencies. 

Amend  (Propositions  C,  D and  F):To  change. 

Assets  (Proposition  F):  Anything  owned,  such  as 
property  or  a bank  account,  that  has  monetary  value. 

Audit  (Proposition  B):  A formal  examination  of 
financial  or  management  accounts  and  information. 

Bond  (Propositions  A,  B and  G):  A bond  is  a promise 
by  the  City  to  pay  back  money  borrowed,  plus  inter- 
est, by  a specific  date.  If  the  City  needs  to  raise  a large 
amount  of  money  to  pay  for  a library,  sewer  line, 
school,  hospital  or  other  project  or  program,  it  may 
borrow  the  money  by  selling  bonds.

Some  San  Francisco  City  employees 
participate  in  CaiPERS  retirement  plans. 

Cause  (as  in  "removed  for  cause")  (Proposition  C): 
Official  misconduct.  Commissioners  who  may  be 
"removed  for  cause"  can  be  removed  from  office 
only  for  official  misconduct. 

Charter  Amendment  (Propositions  C and  D): 

A change  to  the  City's  Charter. The  Charter  is  the 
City's  Constitution. The  Charter  can  only  be  changed 
by  a majority  of  the  votes  cast. 

Compensation  (Proposition  D):  Salary  and  certain 
other  payments  to  an  employee.  For  the  purpose  of 
calculating  retirement  benefits  for  City  employees, 
compensation  generally  excludes  overtime  pay. 

For  some  San  Francisco  employees  hired  before 
November  1976,  compensation  includes  overtime. 

Declaration  of  Policy  (Proposition  G):  A statement 
or  expression  of  the  will  of  the  voters. 

Early  Voting:  Voting  in  person  at  City  Hall  before 
Election  Day  or  mailing  a vote-by-mail  ballot  before 
Election  Day.  See  page  5 for  more  information. 


Emergency  Operations  Center:  The  citywide 
emergency  operations  center,  at  1011  Turk  St.  Some 
city  agencies  have  their  own  departmental  emergency 
operations  centers.  • 

Exemption  (Proposition  A):  Freedom  from  an 
obligation  or  requirement  that  others  must  follow. 

Facilities  (Propositions  A and  B):  Buildings  or  rooms 
used  for  particular  purposes. 

Fiscal  Year  (Proposition  D):The  City's  12-month 
budget  period,  starting  July  1st  and  ending  June  30th 
of  the  following  calendar  year. 

General  Fund:  That  part  of  the  City's  annual  budget 
that  can  be  used  for  any  City  purpose.  Each  year,  the 
Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  decide  how  the 
General  Fund  will  be  used.  Money  for  the  General  Fund 
comes  from  property,  business,  sales,  and  other  taxes 
and  fees.  Currently,  the  General  Fund  is  46%  of  the 
City's  budget. 

General  Obligation  Bond  (Proposition  B):  A prom- 
ise issued  by  the  City  to  pay  back  money  borrowed, 
plus  interest,  by  a certain  date.  When  the  City  wants 
to  raise  money  to  pay  for  a large  public  project,  it  can 
borrow  money  by  issuing  General  Obligation  Bonds. 
The  City  then  repays  the  money  plus  interest  over  a 
period  of  years  with  property  taxes.  General  obligation 
bonds  must  be  approved  by  the  voters. 

Infrastructure  (Proposition  B):The  basic  facilities  and 
services  needed  for  the  functioning  of  a community, 
such  as  transportation  and  communications  systems, 
and  water  and  power  lines. 

Ordinance  (Propositions  C,  E and  F):  A local  law 
passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  by  the  voters. 

Oversight  (Proposition  B):  Watchful  care  or 
management;  supervision. 

Parcel  Tax  (Proposition  A):  A tax  that  is  based  on  a 
flat  fee  for  each  unit  of  real  property  that  receives  a 
separate  tax  bill. 

Pass-through  (Proposition  B):To  recover  an  increase 
in  property  taxes  by  passing  on  a portion  of  the  cost  to 
tenants. 
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Police  Command  Center  (Proposition  B):  Police 
Department  headquarters,  which  houses  command 
staff,  departmental  emergency  operations  center, 
and  administrative  and  planning  functions. 

Proposition  (Propositions  A-G):  Any  measure  that  is 
submitted  to  the  voters  for  approval  or  disapproval. 

Provisional  Ballot:  A ballot  cast  at  a polling 
place  that  will  not  be  counted  until  the  Department 
of  Elections  verifies  the  voter's  eligibility  to  cast

Digest  by  the  Ballot  Simplification  Committee 

The  Way  It  Is  Now:  The  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  (the  District)  operates  the  City's  public  schools 
and  some  child  care  centers. The  District  builds,  repairs 
and  upgrades  its  buildings  using  money  from  various' 
sources,  including  voter-approved  bond  measures  and 
a special  property  tax.  State  law  allows  local  govern- 
ment agencies  such  as  the  District  to  form  a special 
community  facilities  district  and  collect  a special  tax  if 
the  tax  is  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  voters  in  the 
district. 

In  June  1990,  the  voters  adopted  a special  tax  on 
property  to  pay  for  repairs  and  other  improvements  to 
school  and  child  care  center  buildings  damaged  by  the 
1989  Loma  Prieta  earthquake  and  to  ensure  that  build- 
ings were  maintained  in  the  future. That  tax  will  expire 
this  year. The  current  annual  special  tax  on  single-fami- 
ly residential  and  non-residential  parcels  is  $32.20,  and 
the  annual  special  tax  on  multi-family  residential 
parcels  is  $16.10  for  each  dwelling  unit. The  tax  has  not 
been  adjusted  for  inflation. The  1990  measure 
authorized  the  District  to  spend  up  to  $12  million 
of  the  special  tax  proceeds  each  year. 


The  Proposal:  Proposition  A would  authorize  a special 
property  tax  that  extends  and  modifies  the  special  tax 
adopted  in  1990. The  District  could  use  the  tax  for: 

• Seismic  upgrading  and  structural  strengthening 
of  the  District's  school  and  child  care  center 
buildings; 

• Repairing  or  replacing  fire  and  other  safety 
systems; 

• Upgrading  and  repairing  buildings,  including 
paying  salaries  and  benefits  for  employees 
working  on  these  upgrades;  and 

• Expenses  such  as  the  cost  of  planning  and  design 
and  the  collection  of  taxes. 

The  tax  would  last  for  20  years  and  the  maximum  tax 
rates  would  be  adjusted  each  year  for  inflation.  For  the 
first  year,  the  tax  on  single-family  residential  and 
non-residential  parcels  would  be  up  to  $32.20  per  year, 
and  the  tax  on  multi-family  residential  parcels  would 
be  up  to  $16.10  per  year  for  each  dwelling  unit. The 
measure  would  authorize  the  District  to  spend  up  to 
$16  million  per  year. 

Dwelling  units  with  residents  65  years  old  and  older 
would  be  eligible  for  an  exemption  from  the  tax.

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Controller's  Statement  on  "A" 

City  Controller  Ben  Rosenfield  has  issued  the  following 
statement  on  the  fiscal  impact  of  Proposition  A: 

Should  the  proposed  measure  be  approved  by  the 
voters,  in  my  opinion,  it  would  result  in  an  estimated 
$6.8  million  annually  in  property  tax  revenues  for  the 
San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  at  current  rates 
and  valuations. 

The  measure  renews  a special  property  tax  approved 
previously  by  the  voters  in  June  1990  which  placed  a 
tax  of  $32.20  annually  on  non-residential  parcels  and 
single  family  residential  parcels  and  $16.10  per 
dwelling  unit  on  multi-family  residential  parcels.  Under 
the  measure,  the  tax  would  be  renewed  for  a new  20 
year  period. The  tax  would  be  set  at  the  current 
amounts  for  the  first  year  and  would  be  adjusted  each 
year  thereafter  by  the  amount  of  the  consumer  price 
index,  provided  however  that  the  adjustment  could  not 
exceed  2%  annually. The  amount  of  revenue  that  would 
be  generated  is  projected  to  grow  as  the  assessed 
value  and  the  number  of  taxable  parcels  and  units 
increases  in  San  Francisco.  By  the  end  of  the  20  year 
period,  the  revenue  amount  is  estimated  at  between 
$11  million  and  $16  million  annually  depending  on 
growth  rates  in  the  City. 

Funds  generated  by  the  proposed  tax  can  be  used  by 
the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  for  capital 
improvements  including  seismic  work,  fire  and  life 
safety  improvements,  and  other  maintenance  and 
repair  purposes,  but  may  not  be  used  for  debt  service.

The  Way  It  Is  Now:  In  the  event  of  an  earthquake  or 
major  disaster,  the  City  relies  on  its  fire  and  police 
departments  to  provide  emergency  response. These 
departments  depend  on  facilities  and  infrastructure, 
which  include: 

• The  Citywide  Auxiliary  Water  Supply  System 
(AWSS),  which  provides  a dedicated  high- 
pressure  water  system  for  fighting  fires. 

It  includes  a reservoir,  pipes,  cisterns,  pump 
stations  and  high-pressure  fire  hydrants. 

This  system  was  built  in  response  to  the 
1906  earthquake; 

• Neighborhood  fire  stations; 

• Neighborhood  police  stations;  and 

• The  Police  Command  Center. 

Both  the  Southern  District  Police  Station  and  the  Police 
Command  Center  are  housed  in  the  Hall  of  Justice  at 
850  Bryant  St.  Studies  commissioned  by  the  City  indi- 
cate that  the  AWSS,  several  fire  stations  and  the  Hall  of 
Justice  are  deteriorating  and  probably  could  not  be 
used  after  a major  earthquake. 

The  City's  10-year  Capital  Plan  identifies  the  repairs 
and  relocation  of  public  safety  facilities  and  infrastruc- 
ture as  a high  priority. 

With  the  approval  of  the  voters,  the  City  may  issue 
general  obligation  bonds  to  pay  for  capital  projects 
such  as  building  or  renovating  fire  and  police  stations 
and  the  AWSS.  Property  tax  revenues  pay  for  the 
principal  and  interest  on  general  obligation  bonds. 


The  Proposal:  Proposition  B is  a bond  measure  that  3 
would  authorize  the  City  to  borrow  up  to  $412,300,000  3 

by  issuing  general  obligation  bonds  for  capital  projects 
to  improve  the  City's  fire,  earthquake  and  emergency 
response. 

Specific  projects  could  include: 

• Upgrades  to  the  City's  Auxiliary  Water  Supply 
System  (AWSS),  including  renovations  and 
seismic  retrofitting. 

• Construction,  renovation  and  seismic  retrofitting 
of  fire  stations. 

• Construction  of  a new  Public  Safety  Building  in 
Mission  Bay. This  building  would  house  the  Police 
Command  Center,  the  Southern  District  Police 
Station,  and  a neighborhood  fire  station. 

The  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  would 
approve  the  final  list  of  projects. 

Proposition  B would  require  the  Citizen's  General 
Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee  to  provide 
independent  oversight  of  the  spending  of  bond  funds. 
One-tenth  of  one  percent  (0.1%)  of  these  funds  would' 
pay  for  the  Committee's  audit  and  oversight.

Should  the  proposed  $412.3  million  in  bonds  be 
authorized  and  sold  under  current  assumptions,  the 
approximate  costs  will  be  as  follows: 

• In  fiscal  yeaf  2010-2011 , following  issuance  of  the 
first  series  of  bonds,  and  the  year  with  the  lowest 
tax  rate,  the  estimated  annual  costs  of  debt 
service  would  be  $3.6  million  and  result  in  a 
property  tax  rate  of  $0.0026  per  $100  ($2.60 

per  $100,000)  of  assessed  valuation. 

• In  fiscal  year  2016-2017,  following  issuance  of  the 
last  series  of  bonds,  and  the  year  with  the  highest 
tax  rate,  the  estimated  annual  costs  of  debt 
service  would  be  $32.6.6  million  and  result  in  a 
property  tax  rate  of  $0,018  per  $100  ($18.00  per 
$100,000)  of  assessed  valuation. 

• The  best  estimate  of  the  average  tax  rate  for 
these  bonds  from  fiscal  year  2010-2011  through 
2039-2040  is  $0.0106  per  $100  ($10.60  per 
$100,000)  of  assessed  valuation. 

• Based  on  these  estimates,  the  highest  estimated 
annual  propertY  tax  cost  for  the  owner  of  a home 
with  an  assessed  value  of  $400,000  would  be 
approximately  $70.74. 

• Landlords  would  be  allowed  to  pass  through  50% 
of  the  annual  property  tax  cost  of  the  proposed 
bond  to  tenants  as  permitted  in  the  City 
Administrative  Code.  Based  on  these  estimates, 
the  highest  estimated  annual  cost  for  a tenant  in  a 
unit  with  an  assessed  value  of  approximately 
$131,000  would  be  $11.79. 

These  estimates  are  based  on  projections  only,  which 
are  not  binding  upon  the  City.  Projections  and 
estimates  may  vary  due  to  the  timing  of  bond  sales, 
the  amount  of  bonds  sold  at  each  sale,  and  actual 
assessed  valuation  over  the  term  of  repayment  of  the 


bonds.  Hence,  the  actual  tax  rate  and’ the  years  in 
which  such  rates  are  applicable  may  vary  from  those 
estimated  above. The  City's  current  debt  management 
policy  is  to  issue  new  general  obligation  bonds  only  as 
old  ones  are  retired,  keeping  the  property  tax  impact 
from  general  obligation  bonds  approximately  the  same 
overtime.

The  truth  is  that  there  is  no  live  plan  to  rebuild  the 
Hall,  and  the  best  opportunity  to  fix  the  whole 
problem,  this  measure,  has  willfully  omitted  the 
complete  fix  to  accommodate  "political  realities." 


These  "political  realities"  include  a belief  that  San 
Franciscans  don't  want  to  spend  money  to  build  jails. 
As  one  of  the  leading  advocates  for  community-based 
alternatives  for  non-violent  offenders,  nothing  would 
please  me  more  than  to  be  able  to  close  jails  and  help 
people  reenter  society.

The  great  San  Francisco  earthquake  struck  on  April  18, 
1906.  Yet  it  was  the  resulting  fire,  not  the  earthquake, 
which  destroyed  the  city.  The  fire  burned  for  four  days. 
Water  breaks  made  it  impossible  for  firefighters  to  get 
the  water  they  needed.  25,000  buildings  burned.  It  was 
the  sixth  time  San  Francisco  had  burned  to  the  ground. 

In  1908,  city  engineers  and  firefighters  studied  250 
cities  throughout  the  world  to  develop  the  best 
emergency  water  system  possible. The  result  was  the 
Auxiliary  Water  Supply  System  (AWSS)  - a separate 
high  pressure  water  supply  system  for  fire  protection 
use  only. 

The  AWSS  is  dedicated  to  the  principle  that  the  city  will 
never  again  be  destroyed  by  fire. 

The  components  of  the  AWSS  include  theTwin  Peaks 
Reservoir,  a 10.5  million  gallon  storage  reservoir;  the 
Ashbury  Tank;  the  Jones  Street  Tank;  two  emergency 
saltwater  pumping  stations;  two  fireboats;  over  150 
miles  of  pipe;  special  hydrants;  and  water  cisterns 
located  throughout  the  city. 

Unfortunately,  the  system,  now  over  100  years  old,  has 
deteriorated.  Parts  of  it  broke  during  the  1989  Loma 
Prieta  quake,  making  it  more  difficult  to  fight  fires  in  the 
Marina. 

Proposition  B identifies  the  most  vulnerable  compo- 
nents of  the  AWSS  pipe  for  repair  or  replacement,  con- 
structs additional  firefighting  cisterns  that  provide  an 
emergency  source  of  water  for  firefighting,  and 
upgrades  seismically  unsafe  neighborhood  fire  stations.

The  Way  It  Is  Now:  The  San  Francisco  Film  Commission 
(Commission)  was  created  by  ordinance  to  develop, 
recognize,  and  promote  film  activities  in  San  Francisco. 
The  Commission  has  11  members  (Commissioners), 
all  appointed  by  the  Mayor  for  four-year  terms. 
Currently  Commissioners  are  not  required  to  have 
specific  professional  qualifications  or  represent 
particular  groups.

The  Proposal:  Proposition  C is  a Charter  Amendment 
that  would  require  the  City  to  have  a Film  Commission, 
whose  main  purpose  would  be  to  develop,  recognize, 
and  promote  film  Activities  in  San  Francisco. The 
Commission  would  have  11  members:  six  nominated 
by  the  Mayor,  five  nominated  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors'  Rules  Committee.

The  Way  It  Is  Now:  The  San  Francisco  Employees' 
Retirement  System  (SFERS)  provides  retirement  benefits 
for  most  City  employees. The  California  Public 
Employees'  Retirement  System  (CalPERS)  provides 
retirement  benefits  for  City  employees  in  certain  job 
classifications. 

Retirement  benefits  for  City  employees  are  calculated 
using  a formula  that  includes  the  employee's  "final 
compensation,"  which  is  the  employee's  highest  average 
monthly  compensation  for  any  one  year  of  earnings. 

The  Charter  requires  employees  to  pay  a percentage  of 
their  compensation  to  SFERS  or  CalPERS  to  help  pay  for 
retirement  benefits  they  will  receive. 

• Most  city  employees  pay  7.5%. 

• Safety  employees  such  as  police  officers  and 
firefighters  pay  75%,  even  though  the  retirement 
benefits  they  receive  cost  more  than  the  benefits 
paid  to  most  City  employees. 

• Some  CalPERS  members  pay  7.5%,  even  though  the 
required  employee  contribution  is  9.0%.  Because  of 
contractual  agreements  or  Charter  requirements, 
the  City  pays  the  difference. 

The  Charter  requires  the  City  to  contribute  to  SFERS 
following  a set  formula.  Under  this  formula,  the  employ- 
er contribution  to  SFERS  depends  partly  on  the  invest- 
ment earnings  of  the  pension  fund. 

The  City  has  a Retiree  Health  CareTrust  Fund  to  help  pay 
for  costs  related  to  retiree  health  care. The  San  Francisco 
Unified  School  District  and  the  Community. College 
District  are  participating  employers  in  this  Fund. 

The  Proposal:  Proposition  D is  a Charter  Amendment 
that  would  change  the  retirement  benefits  formula, 
change  the  employee  contribution  for  certain  employees, 
and  require  that  savings  from  reduced  employer 
contributions  be  deposited  in  the  Retiree  Health  Care 
Trust  Fund. 


For  employees  hired  on  and  after  July  1,  2010,  "final 
compensation"  would  be  calculated  using  a two-year 
formula.  An  employee's  final  compensation  would  be 
determined  by  averaging  monthly  compensation  during: 

• any  two  consecutive  fiscal  years  of  earnings,  or 

• the  24  months  immediately  before  retirement. 

The  final  basis  for  retirement  benefits  would  be  the 
higher  of  the  two  figures. 

For  safety  employees  and  CalPERS  members  hired  on 
and  after  July  1,  2010,  the  employee  contribution  to 
SFERS  or  CalPERS  would  increase  to  9.0%  of 
compensation. 

In  years  when  the  City's  contribution  to  SFERS  is  less 
than  expected  because  of  large  investment  earnings,  the 
amount  saved  would  be  deposited  into  the  Retiree 
Health  CareTrust  Fund. The  participating  employers 
could  choose  to  have  this  rule  apply  to  them. 

Proposition  D would  permit  the  San  Francisco  Superior 
Court  to  choose  to  become  a participating  employer  in 
the  Retiree  Health  CareTrust  Fund.

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Controller's  Statement  on  "D" 

City  Controller  Ben  Rosenfield  has  issued  the  following 
statement  on  the  fiscal  impact  of  Proposition  D: 

Should  the  proposed  charter  amendment  be  approved 
by  the  voters,  in  my  opinion,  the  City  will  have  reduced 
costs  in  the  medium  and  long  term  for  the  cost  of 
employee  pensions,  with  those  costs  largely  being  shift- 
ed from  the  employer  to  employees. 

Employer  and  Employee  Pension  Contribution  Rates: 
Each  year,  based  on  actuarial  analysis,  the  San  Francisco 
Employees'  Retirement  System  (SFERS)  board  sets  the 
required  contribution  rates  for  the  City  and  its  employ- 
ees to  fund  the  cost  of  current  and  projected  future  pen- 
sion benefits.  In  FY2009-2010,  the  City's  required  contri- 
bution was  9.49%  of  payroll.  In  FY2010-11,  the  City's 
required  contribution  will  increase  to  13.56%  of  payroll, 
due  in  part  to  losses  in  SFERS'  assets  related  to  the  eco- 
nomic downturn. 

Currently,  most  employees  pay  7.5%  of  salary  to  the 
retirement  system  as  their  share  of  pension  costs. This 
employee  contribution  rate  is  fixed  in  the  Charter.  For 
employees  in  public  safety  classifications,  whose  pen- 
sion cost  is  higher,  the  City  also  pays  the  difference 
between  9.0%  and  the  employee  contribution  rate  of 
7.5%.  Similarly,  for  city  employees  who  are  members  of 
the  California  Public  Employees  Retirement  System 
(CalPERS),  the  City  pays  the  difference  between  75%  and 
CalPERS'  mandated  employee  contribution,  which  was 
9.0%  in  the  most  recent  year. The  amendment  would 
specify  that  SFERS  public  safety  employees  and 
CalPERS  members  hired  after  July  1,  2010  would  have 
to  contribute  9.0%  of  salary  as  the  mandated  employee 
contribution  for  their  pensions. 

Final  Pension  Compensation  Calculation: 

Currently,  employee  pension  payments  are  calculated 
using  a formula  that,  among  other  factors,  is  based 
upon  an  employee's  highest  year  of  compensation. 

The  Charter  amendment  would  change  this  part  of  the 
formula  to  specify  that  final  compensation  will  instead 
be  based  upon  average  monthly  compensation  earned 
during  the  highest  two  years. 

Under  the  Charter  and  Federal  laws,  this  change  would 
not  affect  any  current  employees— only  those  hired  after 
July  1,  2010.  Effectively,  the  changes  will  require  the 
creation  of  a new  "tier"  of  employees  whose  final 
compensation  calculation  is  different  than  most  current 
employees.  By  approximately  2032,  most  city  employees 
would  be  under  this  arrangement. 


City  Savings  Estimate: 

Taken  together,  the  change  in  the  SFERS  safety  and 
CalPERS  employee  contribution  rates  from  7.5%  to  9.0%, 
and  the  two  year  final  compensation  calculation,  are 
expected  to  reduce  the  employer  long-term  cost  (called 
the  'normal'  cost)  of  pension  funding  by  approximately 
0.7%  over  the  25  year  period  between  fiscal  year  2011- 
2012  and  fiscal  year  2035-2036.  Cumulatively,  the  sav- 
ings for  that  same  25  year  period  is  estimated  to  range 
between  $300  and  $500  million  depending  on  future 
wage  and  benefit  rates  for  employees,  and  other  factors. 
Maintaining  City  Benefit  Contributions  at  the  'Normal' 
Cost: 

The  Charter  amendment  would  specify  that  for  any  year 
in  which  the  City's  actuarially-required  contribution  rate 
to  SFERS  fell  below  the  'normal'  funding  cost,  the  city- 
would  deposit  the  difference  into  the  retiree  health  trust 
fund  to  pay  for  future  benefit  costs.  Historically  there 
have  been  periods  in  which  the  City's  pension  contribu- 
tion rate  was  very  low  or  zero  due  largely  to  strong 
investment  performance  in  the  SFERS  trust.  When  and  if 
such  conditions  occur  again,  this  change  would  effective- 
ly require  the  city  to  nonetheless  continue  paying  for 
pension  and/or  post-employment  benefit  liabilities  at  the 
estimated  long-term  cost  of  pension  funding  which  typi- 
cally ranges  around  9%  to  10%  of  payroll  over  time. 

Note  that  the  City  currently  pays  the  cost  of  retirees' 
health  benefits  each  year  as  that  year's  expense  is  due. 
As  a result,  there  is  a substantial  unfunded  liability, 
estimated  to  be  approximately  $4  billion  in  total,  for  the 
future  cost  of  retiree  health  benefits  that  current  employ- 
ees have  already  earned. That  liability  has  been  some- 
what reduced  by  the  passage  of  Proposition  B in  June 
2008  which  required-employees  hired  beginning  in  2009 
to  pay  a portion  of  post-employment  health  benefit 
costs,  but  the  bulk  of  the  cost,  estimated  at  between 
$250  and  $300  million  annually  at  current  rates,  will  have 
to  be  otherwise  addressed  by  the  City. The  contributions 
that  would  be  mandated  by  this  amendment  would 
address  a portion  of  this  liability.

Digest  by  the  Ballot  Simplification  Committee 

The  Way  It  Is  Now:  The  City's  Residential  Rent 
Ordinance  (Ordinance)  applies  to  most  rental  housing 
built  before  June  1979. The  Ordinance  limits  when  and 
by  how  much  a landlord  may  increase  a tenant's  rent. 
For  example,  landlords  may  increase  rent  once  a year 
by  a percentage  set  by  the  Residential  Rent 
Stabilization  and  Arbitration  Board  (Rent  Board). 

In  addition,  landlords  may  increase  rents  pay  for 
certain  property  improvements  and  some  increases  in 
the  property  tax.  A tenant  may  file  a hardship 
application  with  the  Rent  Board  to  seek  to  limit 
some  of  these  increases. 

The  Proposal:  Proposition  F would  amend  the 
Ordinance  to  add  provisions  for  hardship  applications. 
In  response  to  most  rent  increases,  a tenant  may 
submit  a financial  hardship  application  if  one  of  the 
following  conditions  applies: 

• the  tenant  has  become  unemployed; 

• the  tenant's  wages  have  been  reduced  by  20%  or 
more  compared  to  the  previous  12  months;  or 

• the  tenant's  sole  income  consists  of  government 
benefits,  such  as  Social  Security  or  disability,  and 
the  tenant  has  not  received  a cost  of  living 
increase  in  the  previous  12  months. 

After  the  tenant  submits  a financial  hardship  applica- 
tion to  the  Rent  Board,  an  Administrative  Law  Judge 
(ALJ)  holds  a hearing  on  the  application. 

The  ALJ  would  base  a final  decision  on: 

• whether  the  tenant  satisfies  one  of  the  above 
conditions; 

• whether  the  rent,  with  the  increase,  totals  more 
than  33%  of  the  tenant's  income;  and 

• consideration  of  the  tenant's  assets. 


If  the  ALJ  finds  that  the  tenant  has  a financial  hardship, 
the  landlord  may  not  increase  the  tenant's  rent  for  a 
specified  period  based  on  the  tenant's  circumstances. 
The  rent  increase  may  take  effect  later  if  the  tenant's 
financial  circumstances  change.  Either  the  tenant  or 
the  landlord  may  appeal  the  ALJ's  decision  to  the  Rent 
Board. 

A "YES"  Vote  Means:  If  you  vote  "yes,"  you  want  to 
amend  the  Ordinance  to  ajlow  tenants  to  apply  to  the

San  Francisco  rents,  already  the  highest  in  the  country, 
soared  during  the  speculative  frenzy  of  the  real  estate 
bubble.  Apartment  buildings  were  bought  and  sold  at 
record  rates  by  real  estate  investors  funded  with  Wall 
Street  money.  With  each  sale,  the  new  landlord  would 
significantly  increase  rents  on  vacant  units  and  then  try 
to  force  out  tenants  in  rent-controlled  units.  From  2005 
to  2010,  rents  on  2 bedroom  apartments  soared  by 
over  50%,  from  just  under  $2,000  to  nearly  $3,000. 
When  the  real  estate  bubble  burst,  rents  did  not  come 
down  but  incomes  did.  When  the  excesses  of  real 
estate  speculation  forced  the  economy  into  a tailspin, 
San  Francisco  found  itself  with  an  unemployment  rate 
of  over  10%  and  tens  of  thousands  more  renters  were 
forced  into  part-time  work.  And,  many  senior  renters 
living  on  Social  Security  found  out  they  would  not  get 
a cost  of  living  increase  on  their  already-meager  bene- 
fits. Thus,  renters  were  left  trying  to  pay  extraordinarily 
high  rents  while  seeing  their  income  disappear  or  get 
slashed. 


Much  attention  has  been  focused  on  keeping  home- 
owners  in  their  homes.  We  need  to  pay  the  Same  atten- 
tion to  the  plight  of  renters  who  can  barely  pay  their 
rents  and  who  would  lose  their  homes  if  their  rents 
increase  further.  Proposition  F will  let  renters  who  have 
lost  their  job  or  had  their  pay  cut  significantly  to 
temporarily  postpone  any  new  rent  increases.

7.  If  income  is  near  33%  of  the  asking  rent,  renters  will 
have  a difficult  time  finding  an  apartment,  because  the 
property  owner  will  look  for  someone  making  more 
money  and  not  take  the  chance  of  being  subject  to  this 
limit. 

8.  The  program  will  be  an  administrative  nightmare. 

9.  This  will  be  subject  to  a lawsuit  and  cost  the  city 
money  to  defend  it,  using  precious  diminishing 
resources.

REQUESTED  ACTION: 

WHEREAS,  on  January  9,  1990,  the  Board  of  Education  (the 
“Board”)  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  (the  “District”) 
adopted  its  Resolution  of  Intention  to  establish  its  Community  Facilities 
District  No.  90-1  (“CFDNo.  90-1”)  pursuant  to  the  Mello-Roos 
Community  Facilities  Act  of  1982,  as  amended  (the  “Act”),  to  finance 
certain  facilities  and  to  levy  a special  tax  therein  to  pay  for  the  facilities 
and  the  expenses  incidental  thereto;  and 

WHEREAS,  following  a duly  noticed  public  hearing  held  pursu- 
ant to  the  Act,  the  Board,  on  February  13,  1990,  adopted  its  Resolution 
of  Formation  pursuant  to  which  CFD  No.  90-1  was  formed  and  an  elec- 
tion was  called  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  the  levy  of  the  special  tax 
and  the  establishment  of  .an  appropriations  limit  to  the  qualified  electors 
of  CFD  No.  90-1;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  June  5,  1990,  the  election  was  held  within  the 
District  at  which  the  electors  approved  the  levy  of  the  special  tax  and 
the  appropriations  limit  by  more  than  the  two-thirds  vote  required  by 
the  Act;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Board,  on  July  5,  1990,  caused  to  be  recorded  a 
Notice  of  Special  Tax,  and  on  July  11 , 1990,  a supplement  thereto,  in 
the  Office  of  the  County  Recorder  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  in  conformance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act,  and  there- 
after adopted  an  ordinance  levying  the  special  tax;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  special  tax  has  been  annually  levied  to  pay  for 
the  facilities;  not  all  of  the  facilities  have  been  completed,  however,  the 
'term  of  the  special  tax  has  expired;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  February  4,  2010,  the  Board  adopted  its 
Resolution  of  Consideration  No.  102-4SO1  (the  “Resolution  of 
Consideration”),  pursuant  to  Section  53334  of  the  Act,  wherein  the 
Board  ( 1 ) determined  the  need  to  complete  the  facilities  previously 
||  approved  for  CFD  No.  90-1 , as  therein  proposed  to  be  updated  and,  in 
order  to  pay  for  them,  to  extend  and  levy  the  previously  approved  spe- 
cial tax,  as  therein  proposed  to  be  modified,  (2)  proposed  to  provide  for 
| the  reauthorization  of  the  previously  authorized  facilities,  as  therein 
j updated,  and  the  extension  and  levy  of  the  previously  approved  special 
, tax,  as  therein  modified,  and  (3)  fixed  a time  and  place  for  a hearing  on 
| the  proposed  changes;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Resolution  of  Consideration  (1)  stating  the  name 
of  the  community  facilities  district,  (2)  generally  describing  the  bound- 
j aries  of  CFD  No.  90-1 , (3)  specifying  the  facilities  to  be  financed,  as 


proposed  to  be  updated,  (4)  specifying  the  special  tax  to  pay  the  costs 
thereof,  as  proposed  to  be  modified,  and  (5)  fixing  the  time  and  place 
for  the  hearing  on  the  consideration  of  the  proposed  changes,  is  incor- 
porated herein  by  this  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  notice  of  the  hearing  on  the  consideration  of  the 
proposed  changes  was  duly  published  as  required  by  law,  as  evidenced 
by  the  certificate  of  publication  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  (the 
“Clerk”);  and 

WHEREAS,  at  the  time  and  date  set  for  the  hearing,  March  9, 
2010,  this  Board  held  the  public  hearing  as  required  by  law  relative  to 
the  proposed  changes  described  in  the  Resolution  of  Consideration;  and 

WHEREAS,  prior  to  the  hearing  a report  (the  "Report”)  contain- 
ing (1)  a description  of  the  facilities  required  to  adequately  meet  the 
needs  of  CFD  No.  90-1,  as  updated,  and  (2)  an  estimate  of  (a)  the  cost 
of  providing  the  facilities;  (b)  the  fair  and  reasonable  costs' of  any  of  the . 
facilities  to  be  purchased;  and  (c)  the  fair  and  reasonable  cost  of  inci- 
dental expenses  related  thereto,  was  filed  with  this  Board  as  a part  of 
the  record  of  the  hearing  and  duly  considered  by  this  Board;  the  Report 
also  incorporates  clarifying  changes  recommended  by  staff  that  do  not 
change  the  types  of  facilities  proposed  to  be  financed;  and 

WHEREAS , at  the  hearing  all  interested  persons  for  or  against 
the  proposed  changes  were  heard  and  considered,  and  a full  and  fair 
hearing  was  held  thereon;  and 

WHEREAS^  at  the  hearing  evidence  was  presented  to  this  Board 
on  the  matters  before  it,  and  this  Board,  at  the  conclusion  of  the  hearing, 
was  fully  advised  as  to  all  matters  relating  to  the, proposed  changes;  and 

WHEREAS,  written  protests  against  the  proposed  changes  have 
not  been  filed  with  the  Clerk  by  fifty  percent  (50%)  or  more  of  the  reg- 
istered voters  residing  within  CFD  No.  90-1 , or  the  owners  of  one  half 
(1/2)  or  more  of  the  area  of  the  land  proposed  to  be  included  in  CFD 
No.  90-1  and  not  exempt  from  the  special  tax;  and 

WHEREAS,  there  has  been  submitted  to  this  Board  proposed 
goals  and  policies  concerning  the  use  of  the  Act;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  it  is  advisable  to  order 
an  election  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  the  changes  and  the  establish- 
ment of  the  appropriations  limit  to  the  qualified  electors  of  CFD  No. 

90-1  and  to  request  that  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  the  District 
(the  “Superintendent”)  call  the  election  and  that  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  Director  of  Elections  (the  “Director  of  Elections”)  take 
all  steps  required  to  conduct  the  election. 

NOW  THEREFORE,  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District  DOES  HEREBY  RESOLVE. 
DETERMINE  and  ORDER,  as  follows: 

1 . The  foregoing  recitals  are  true  and  correct. 

2.  The  proposed  changes  described  in  the  Resolution  of 
Consideration  have  not  been  precluded  by  majority  protest  pursuant  to 
Section  53337  of  the  Act.  The  proposed  changes  are  to  provide  for  the 
reauthorization  of  the  facilities,  as  therein  updated,  and  the  extension 
and  levy  of  the  previously  approved  special  tax,  as  therein  modified. 

Any  protests  related  to  the  proposed  changes  are  hereby  overruled. 

3.  (a)  The  facilities  to  be  financed  by  CFD  No.  90-1 , being  the 
previously  authorized  facilities  for  CFD  No.  90-1  as  updated,  and  as 
clarified  in  the  Report  (the  “Facilities”)  are  set  forth  in  EXHIBIT  A. 
They  are  public  facilities  authorized  to  be  acquired  or  constructed  under 
the  Act  that  have  a useful  life  of  five  years  or  longer.  The  Facilities  are 
governmental  facilities  which  this  Board  is  authorized  by  law  to  con- 
tribute revenue  to,  or  construct,  own  or  operate. 
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(b)  The  Report  related  to  the  Facilities  shall  be  a part  of 
the  record  in  these  proceedings.  For  purposes  hereof,  the  Report 
shall  refer  and  apply  to  the  Report  as  modified,  amended,  revised 
or  corrected  pursuant  to  and  in  accordance  with  this  Resolution  as 
well  as  any  other  resolution  or  order  heretofore  adopted  or  made 
by  thi? Board. 

4.  (a)  As  stated  in  the  Resolution  of  Consideration,  except 
where  funds  are  otherwise  available,  it  is  the  intention  of  this  Board  to 
annually  levy  a special  tax  sufficient  to  pay  for  the  Facilities,  including 
incidental  expenses  related  thereto,  secured  by  recordation  of  a continu- 
ing lien  against  all  nonexempt  real  property  in  CFD  No.  90-1 . 

(b)  The  rate,  method  of  apportionment,  and  manner  of 
collection  of  the  special  tax,  in  sufficient  detail  to  allow  each 
landowner  or  resident  within  CFD  No.  90-1  to  estimate  the  maxi- 
mum amount  such  person  will  have  to  pay  for  the  Facilities, 
being  the  previously  approved  special  tax  for  CFD  No.  90-1  as 
extended  and  updated,  and  as  clarified  in  the  Report,  is  described 
in  EXHIBIT  B.  EXHIBIT  B incorporates  clarifying  changes  rec- 
ommended by  staff  that  do  not  increase  the  proposed  maximum 
special  tax  or  the  probable  special  tax. 

(c)  The  special  tax,  as  apportioned  to  each  parcel  pursuant 
to  EXHIBIT  B.  is  based  on  the  cost  of  making  the  Facilities 
available  to  each  parcel,  or  other  reasonable  basis,  and  is  not 
based  on  or  upon  the  ownership  of  real  property. 

(d)  No  ad  valorem  property  tax  is,  or  will  be,  levied  on 
property  within  CFD  No.  90-1  for  the  exclusive  purpose  of  mak- 
ing lease  payments  on  an  existing  lease  or  paying  principal  or 
interest  on  outstanding  bonds  or  other  existing  indebtedness, 
including  State  school  building  loans,  incurred  to  finance  the  con- 
struction of  capital  facilities  which  are  the  same  as  are  to  be  pro- 
vided by  the  Facilities. 

5.  The  Office  of  the  Chief  Financial  Officer  is  hereby  desig- 
nated as  the  office,  department  or  bureau  that  will  be  responsible  for 
annually  preparing  the  current  roll  of  special  tax  levy  obligations  by 
assessor’s  parcel  number  on  nonexempt  property  within  CFD  No.  90-1 , 
and  that  will  be  responsible'for  estimating  future  special  tax  levies  pur- 
suant to  Section  53340.2  of  the  Act.  The  current  name,  address,  and 
telephone  number  of  the  Office  of  the  Chief  Financial  Officer,  and  the 
person  responsible  for  administering  the  District,  is  as  follows:

Such  officer  is  hereby  directed  to  establish  procedures  to  prompt- 
ly respond  to  inquiries  concerning  current  and  future  estimated  tax  lia- 
bility pursuant  to  Section  53340.2  of  the  Act. 

6.  All  prior  proceedings  taken  with  respect  to  the  establish- 
ment of  CFD  No.  90-1  were  valid  and  in  conformity  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  Act.  All  prior  proceedings  taken  with  respect  to  the  pro- 
posed changes  described  in  the  Resolution  of  Consideration  were  valid 
and  in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act. 

7.  In  accordance  with  Section  53325.7  of  the  Act,  the  annual 
appropriations  limit  of  CFD  No.  90-1 , as  defined  by  subdivision  (h)  of 
Section  8 of  Article  XIII  B of  the  California  Constitution,  is  hereby  pre- 
liminarily established  at  $16,000,000,  and  this  annual  appropriations 
limit  shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of  CFD  No.  90-1  as  hereafter  pro- 
vided. The  proposition  establishing  this  appropriations  limit  shall 
become  effective  if  approved  by  the  qualified  electors  voting  thereon, 
and  shall  be  adjusted  in  accordance  with  the  applicable  provisions  of 
Section  53325.7  of  the  Act. 


8.  (a)  This  Board  hereby  orders  an  election  to  submit  the  ques- 
tions of  making  the  changes  proposed  in  the  Resolution  of  Consider- 
ation, as  herein  clarified,  and  establishing  the  annual  appropriations 
limit  for  CFD  No.  90-1  in  connection  therewith,  to  the  qualified  electors 
within  the  CFD  No.  90-1 . Pursuant  to  Section  53353.5  of  the  Act,  the 
questions  of  making  such  changes  and  establishing  an  appropriations 
limit  shall  be  combined  in  a single  ballot  measure,  substantially  in  the 
form  set  forth  in  EXHIBIT  C (the  “Ballot  Measure”).  The  election  shall 
be  held  on  Tuesday,  June  8, 2010. 

(b)  More  than  twelve  (12)  persons  have  been  registered  to  vote 
within  CFD  No.  90-1  for  each  of  the  ninety  (90)  days  pre- 
ceding the  close  of  the  hearing  referenced  herein. 
Accordingly,  the  qualified  electors  shall  be  the  registered 
voters  within  CFD  No.  90-1,  with  each  registered  voter  hav- 
ing one  vote.  The  voting  procedure  herein  described  is  also 
described  in  the  Resolution  of  Consideration. 

9.  The  authority  for  ordering  the  election  is  contained  in 
Section  53326  of  the  Government  Code  and  Section  5304  of  the 
Education  Code. 

10.  The  authority  for  the  specifications  of  this  election  order  is 
contained  in  Section  5322  of  the  Education  Code. 

1 1 . This  Resolution  shall  stand  as  the  order  to  the  Super- 
intendent to  call  an.election  within  the  boundaries  of  the  District  on 
June  8, 2010  pursuant  to  the  specifications  contained  herein  and  as  the 
request  to  the  Director  of  Elections  to  take  all  steps  required  to  conduct 
the  election  ordered  pursuant  to  this  Resolution. 

12.  The  Clerk  is  hereby  directed  to  send  a certified  copy  of  this 
Resolution  to  the  Director  of  Elections  to  be  received  no  later  than  5 
p.m.  on  March  12,  2010. 

13.  The  Board  hereby  requests  that  the  Director  of  Elections 
shall  transmit  a copy  of  the  Ballot  Measure  to  the  Ballot  Simplification 
Committee,  which  shall  prepare  an  impartial  analysis  of  the  measure, 
showing  the  effect  of  the  Ballot  Measure  on  existing  law  and  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Ballot  Measure. 

14.  Pursuant  to  Section  9502  of  the  Elections  Code,  the 
Director  of  Elections  is  requested  to  fix  and  determine  a reasonable  date 
prior  to  the  election  after  which  no  arguments  for  or  against  the  Ballot 
Measure  may  be  submitted  to  the  Director  of  Elections  so  as  to  provide 
a reasonable  time  in  which  to  prepare  and  print  the  arguments,  and  to 
permit  a 10-calendar-day  public  examination  and  to  publish  notice  (the 
“Notice”)  of  such  date  once  in  a newspaper  of  general  circulation  pub- 
lished in  the  District.  The  Board  requests  that  a copy  of  that  published 
Notice  be  delivered  to  the  Clerk,  pursuant  to  Section  121 13  of  the 
Elections  Code. 

15.  The  Clerk  shall  post  the  Notice  received  from  the  Director 
of  Elections  in  the  District  office  pursuant  to  Section  121 13  of  the 
Elections  Code. 

16.  Pursuant  to  Sections  5302, 5303, 5320, 5322  and  5325  of 
the  Education  Code,  the  Superintendent  and  the  Director  of  Elections  of 
the  City  and  County  are  hereby  requested  to  take  all  steps  to  call  and 
conduct  the  election  in  accordance  with  law  and  these  specifications. 

17.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  is  authorized  to  canvass  the  returns  of  the  election  pursuant  to 
Section  10411  of  the  Elections  Code. 

18.  Pursuant  to  Section  5303  of  the  Education  Code  and 
Section  10002  of  the  Elections  Code,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  requested  to  permit  the  Director  of 
Elections  to  render  all  services  necessary,  including  those  services  spec- 
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ified  in  Section  12105  of  the  Elections  Code  relating  to  the  election, 
such  services  to  include  the  mailing  of  the  sample  ballot. 

19.  The  Board  requests  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  or  any  officer  otherwise  authorized  by 
law,  to  partially  or  completely  consolidate  the  election  with  the  regular- 
ly scheduled  local  election  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  or 
the  general  election  held  on  June  8,  2010;  and  to  further  provide  that  the 
canvass  be  made  by  any  body  or  official  authorized  by  law  to  canvass 
the  returns  of  the  election  and  that  the  Board  consents  to  such 
consolidation. 

20.  Within  three  business  days  after  the  adoption  of  this 
Resolution,  the  Clerk  shall  accept  and  file  a certified  copy  of  this 
Resolution  along  with  a copy  of  the  Boundary  Map  and  a sufficient 
description  of  the  boundaries  of  CFD  No.  90-1 . The  Clerk  shall  also 
accept  and  file  the  assessor’s  parcel  numbers  for  the  land  within  CFD 
No.  90-1 , if  necessary. 

21 . If  two  thirds  (2/3)  of  the  votes  cast  upon  the  question  of 
making  the  proposed  changes  are  cast  in  favor  thereof,  as  determined  by 
this  Board  after  the  canvass  of  the  returns  of  the  consolidated  election, 
this  Board  may  thereafter  proceed  with  the  financing  of  the  Facilities 
and  the  levy  the  special  tax  within  CFD  No.  90-1  in  the  amount  and  for 
the  purposes  specified  in  this  Resolution.  The  special  tax  may  be  levied 
only  at  the  rate  and  may  be  apportioned  only  in  the  manner  specified  in 
this  Resolution,  subject  to  the  Act,  except  that  the  special  tax  may  be 
levied  at  a lower  rate. 

22.  Upon  a determination  by  this  Board,  after  the  canvass  of  the 
returns  ©f  the  election  contemplated  in  Sections  19  and  21  hereof,  that 
two  thirds  (2/3)  of  the  votes  cast  upon  the  question  of  making  the  pro- 
posed changes  are  in  favor  thereof,  it  will  adopt  a resolution  determin- 
ing the  proposed  changes  are  authorized,  and  the  Clerk  will  record  a 
notice  of  the  changes  as  provided  for  in  Section  3117.5  of  the  California 
Streets  and  Highways  Code.  Upon  such  recordation,  a continuing  lien  to 
secure  each  levy  of  the  special  tax  shall  attach  to  all  nonexempt  real 
property  in  CFD  No.  90-1 , and  this  lien  shall  continue  in  force  and 
effect  until  the  collection  of  the  special  tax  ceases  to  be  levied. 

23.  The  goals  and  policies  related  to  the  use  of  the  Act,  set  forth 
in  EXHIBIT  D,  are  hereby  adopted. 

24.  The  Clerk,  the  District’s  General  Counsel,  and  the  other 
officers  of  the  District  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  individually 
and  collectively,  to  do  any  and  all  things,  and  to  execute,  deliver,  and 
perform  any  and  all  agreements  and  documents,  that  they  deem  neces- 
sary or  advisable  in  order  to  effectuate  the  purposes  of  this  Resolution, 
including,  without  limitation,  to  prepare  and  submit  for  inclusion  in  the 
voter  information  materials  an  argument  in  favor  of  passage  of  the  bal- 
lot measure.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  the  officers  of  the  District 
that  are  in  conformity  with  the  purposes  and  intent  of  this  Resolution 
are  hereby  ratified,  conformed  and  approved. 

25.  This  Resolution  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  adoption.

1 .  Seismic  upgrading,  structural  strengthening  and  related 
improvements  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District 
facilities  and  Child  Care  Centers  to  repair,  replace,  improve, 


or  rehabilitate  identified  structural  deficiencies  and  improve 
the  seismic  performance  due  to  revisions  to  the  California 
building  codes. 

2.  Repair,  replace,  improve  qr  rehabilitate  fire  and  life-safety 
building  systems,  and  related  improvements,  including 
paths  of  exiting,  ADA  access  paths  of  travel,  building  code 
upgrades,  fire  alarm  systems,  fire  sprinkler  and  fire  suppres- 
sion systems,  and  correction  of  identified  fire  safety  viola- 
tions of  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  facilities  and 
Child  Care  Centers. 

3.  Deferred  capital  maintenance  of  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  facilities  and  Child  Care  Centers,  including 
the  salaries  and  benefits  of  those  District  employees  directly 
working  on  the  reparation,  replacement,  improvement  or 
rehabilitation  of  fire,  life-safety  and  exiting  systems,  and 
other  incidental  expenses  related  to  the  foregoing  or  to 
building  code  upgrades  and/or  replacement  of  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District  facilities  and  Child  Care 
Centers  as  needed. 

4.  Incidental  expenses,  including  the  cost  of  planning,  design, 
engineering,  testing  and  environmental  evaluations  for  each 
individual  project;  all  costs  associated  with  the  determina- 
tion of  the  amount  of  and  collection  of  taxes,  the  payment  of 
taxes,  and  costs  otherwise  incurred  in  order  to  carry  out  the 
authorized  purposes  of  CFD  No.  90-1 ; and  any  other  expens- 
es incidental  to  the  reparation,  replacement,  improvement,  or 
rehabilitation  of  the  facilities  permitted  under  the  Act. 


EXHIBIT  B 

RATE  AND  METHOD  OF  APPORTIONMENT  OF  SPECIAL  TAX 

The  annual  and  special  tax  shall  be  levied  on  each  separate  parcel 
within  Community  Facilities  District  No.  90-1,  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District,  San  Francisco  County,  California  (“CFD  No.  90-1”)  as 
shown  on  the  San  Francisco  County  Assessor’s  records,  subject  to  the 
maximum  rates  specified  below,  as  established  by  the  Board  of 
Education  (“Board”)  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District 
(“District”) 

DETERMINATION  OF  PARCELS  SUBJECT  TO  SPECIAL  TAX 

The  records  of  the  County  Assessor  of  San  Francisco  County 
shall  be  used  to  determine  the  parcels  subject  to  the  special  tax.  The 
basis  for  determining  the  parcels  will  be  the  Secured  Property  Tax  Roll. 

. The  land  use  code  contained  with  records  maintained  by  the  Assessor  of 
the  number  of  dwelling  units  on  each  residential  parcel  in  CFD  90-1 , 
will  be  the  basis  for  assigning  the  appropriate  tax  rate  to  each  parcel.  If 
the  District  determines  that  the  records  maintained  by  the  Assessor  are 
incorrect  with  respect  to  one  or  more  parcels,  the  District  will  assign  the 
appropriate  land  use  code  and  dwelling  unit  count  based  on  its  review 
of  the  property.  All  special  taxes  shall  be  based  on  parcels  established  in 
the  County  Assessor’s  records  as  of  March  1 of  each  year  and  all  land 
use  categories  shall  be  based  on  building  permits  and  other  relevant 
development  approvals  granted  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  . 
Francisco  or  any  successor  jurisdiction  as  of  June  1 of  each  year. 

Using  the  records  of  the  County  Assessor,  the  District  shall  pre- 
pare a list  of  the  parcels  subject  to  the  tax.  The  District  shall  establish 
the  parcels  subject  to  the  tax  using  the  procedure  described  below: 

1 . Exclude  all  parcels  which,  as  of  March  1 of  the  prior  fiscal 
year,  meet  one  of  the  following  conditions:  (1)  are  vacant, 
(2)  are  owned  by  the  federal,  state,  or  local  government  or  a 
public  agency  or  utility  and  are  used  for  public  purpose(s), 
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or  (3)  are  a publicly  owned  or  non-profit  hospital,  or  ceme- 
tery, or  building(s)  used  exclusively  for  religious  worship, 
provided  that  leasehold  / possessory  interests  shall  be  taxed. 

2.  From  the  parcels  remaining,  identify  the  following  groups 
df  parcels  based  upon  assessor’s  data,  and  the  District’s 
review  of  building  permits  issued,  and  other  changes  in 
development  status: 

a.  Single  Family  Residential  Parcels:  Parcels  containing 
one  dwelling  unit  and  no  other  uses; 


1 . The  applicant  must  show  evidence  that  the  dwelling  unit  is 
owned  or  rented  by  a citizen  who  is  at  least  65  years  of  age. 

2.  The  applicant  must  show  evidence  of  ownership  of  the 
property  subject  to  the  Exemption. 

3.  If  the  applicant  is  a landlord,  then  he  or  she  must  certify 
that  the  entire  tax  exemption  will  be  reflected  only  in  the 
rent  for  the  exempted  dwelling  unit(s). 


EXHIBIT  C 


b.  Mixed  Use  Parcels:  Parcels  with  one  or  more  residen- 
tial units  in  addition  to  one  or  more  commercial  uses; 

c.  Multi-Family  Residential  Parcels:  Parcels  with  two  or 
more  residential  units  and  no  other  uses; 

d.  Non-Residential  Parcels:  Parcels  with  no  residential 
units,  including  transient  residential  units  such  as 
hotels. 

Parcels  which  have  been  granted  a building  permit  for  one  or 

more  residential  units  in  addition  to  or  in  place  of  the  uses  pres- 
ently existing  on  that  parcel  will  be  classified  based  on  the  uses 

that  will  exist  after  the  permit  has  been  exercised. 

The  District  shall  make  every  effort  to  correctly  determine  the 
parcels  subject  to  the  tax.  It  shall  be  the  burden  of  the  taxpayer  to  cor- 
rect any  errors  in  the  determination  of  the  parcels  subject  to  the  tax  and 
their  classifications. 

MAXIMUM  ANNUAL  SPECIAL  TAX 

The  maximum  annual  special  tax  on  parcels  in  CFD  No.  90-1 
shall  be  the  rates  below,  for  the  first  year,  and  then  adjusted  for  inflation 
each  year  thereafter  by  the  San  Francisco  All  Items  Consumer  Price 
Index  for  all  Urban  Consumers  (CPI-U)  as  reported  by  the  US 
Department  of  Labor’s  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics,  provided  however 
that,  for  a parcel  used  for  private  residential  purposes,  the  adjustment 
for  inflation  shall  not  exceed  2%  per  year: 

1 . Single  Family  Residential  Parcels  and  Non-Residential 
Parcels  shall  pay  $32.20  per  parcel. 

2.  For  Mixed  Use  Parcels  and  Multi-Family  Residential 
Parcels,  the  District  shall  calculate  the  annual  special  tax  for 
each  such  parcel  by  multiplying  the  mixed  use  and  multi- 
family residential  tax  rate  of  $16.10  times  the  number  of 
dwelling  units  thereon  to  determine  the  special  tax  for  such  - 
parcel . The  District  shall  notify  the  appropriate  county  offi- 
cial of  the  annual  special  tax  for  each  parcel. 

The  special  tax  shall  be  collected  in  CFD  No.  90-1  for  twenty  years. 

The  District  shall  make  every  effort  to  correctly  assign  the  tax 
rate  and  calculate  the  annual  special  tax  liability  for  each  parcel.  It  shall 
be  the  burden  of  the  taxpayer  to  correct  any  errors  in  the  determination 
of  the  parcels  subject  to  the  tax  and  their  special  tax  assignments. 

SENIOR  CITIZEN  EXEMPTION 

A property  owner  may  apply  for  a Senior  Citizen  Exemption 
which  would  provide  an  exemption  from  the  special  tax  on  dwelling 
units  occupied  by  senior  citizens,  if  the  following  conditions  are  met: 


FORM  OF  BALLOT  MEASURE 

“To  improve  earthquake  and  fire  safety  and  implement  critical  capital 
maintenance  of  its  schools  and  facilities,  shall  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  be  authorized  to  renew  the  levy  of  an  annual  special  tax 
not  to  exceed  $32.20  per  parcel  for  single  family  residential  and  nonres- 
idential  parcels  and  $16.10  per  dwelling  unit  for  mixed  use  and  multi- 
family residential  parcels,  adjusted  for  inflation,  in  its  Community 
Facilities  District  No.  90-1,  and  establish  its  annual  appropriations  limit 
at  $16,000,000? 


EXHIBIT  D 

GOALS  AND  POLICIES  CONCERNING 
THE  USE  OF  THE  MELLO-ROOS  COMMUNITY  FACILITIES  ACT 
OF  1982 

Pursuant  to  California  Government  Code  Section  53312.7,  the 
San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  (the  “District”)  states  the  follow- 
ing as  its  goals  and  policies  concerning  the  use  of  the  Mello-Roos 
Community  Facilities  Act  of  1982,  as  amended  (the  “Act”). 

I . PRIORITIES  AMONG  KINDS  OF  PUBLIC  FACILITIES 

When  special  tax  revenues  are  limited  within  a community  facili- 
ty district  (“CFD”),  first  priority  for  the  use  of  available  revenues  shall 
be  given  to  the  upgrading,  repair,  replacement  or  rehabilitation  of  school 
and  child  care  facilities,  second  priority  shall  be  given  to  school  site 
support  facilities  (for  example,  multipurpose  rooms  and  playground 
equipment),  and  third  priority  shall  be  given  to  administrative  facilities. 

The  District  does  not  currently  contemplate  the  use  of  the  Act  to 
finance  services. 

II.  CREDIT  QUALITY  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  BOND 
ISSUES 

The  District  does  not  currently  intend  to  issue  bonds  for  a CFD. 

In  the  event  it  should  at  some  future  date  determine  to  do  so,  these  goals 
and  policies  will  need  to  be  amended  in  order  to  address  credit  quality 
requirements  related  thereto. 

III . DISCLOSVRE  TO  PROSPECTIVE  PROPERTY 
PURCHASERS 

The  District  will  comply  with  Section  53340.2  of  the  Act  with 
respect  to  the  designation  of  an  office,  department,  or  bureau  of  the 
District  to  be  responsible  for  annually  preparing  the  special  tax  roll, 
responding  to  inquiries,  and  furnishing  notice  upon  request  of  a seller  of 
property  within  the  CFD. 
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IV.  EQUITY  OF  SPECIAL  TAX  FORMULAS  AND 
1 MAXIMUM  SPECIAL  TAXES 

A.  Equity.  Any  special  tax  formula  approved  by  the  District 

j shall  be  reasonable  and  equitable  in  allocating  public  facilities  costs  to 
< parcels  within  the  CFD.  Exemptions  from  the  special  tax  may  be  given 
to  parcels  such  as,  but  not  limited  to,  publicly  owned  parcels  (that 
« would  otherwise  be  subject  to  the  tax),  parcels  owned  by  public  utilities, 
; parcels  used  for  religious  worship,  and  parcels  used  for  a public  purpose 
• such  as  open  space  or  wetlands  or  are  affected  by  easements  making 
impractical  their  utilization  for  other  than  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the 
{j  easements. 

B.  Maximum  Tax  Rate.  It  is  the  intent  of  the  District  that  the 
1 total  projected  property  tax  levels  for  any  private  residential  parcel 

I within  a CFD  should  not  exceed  two  percent  of  the  projected  initial 
I sales  price  of  a fully  developed  parcel  (i.e.,  with  a completed  structure). 

! Calculation  of  the  total  projected  property  tax  level  shall  take  into 
i account  ad  valorem  property  taxes,  non  ad  valorem  special  taxes,  spe- 
i cial  assessments,  and  other  charges  levied  by  a public  agency  that  are  a 
lien  against  the  property. 

The  Act  provides  that  the  maximum  special  tax  for  any  parcel 
used  for  private  residential  purpose  shall  not  increase  over  time  at  a rate 
| greater  than  two  percent  annually.  The  special  tax  formula  should  be 
structured  such  that  special  taxes  levied  on  developed  private  residential 
| parcels  are  consistent  year  to  year,  subject  to  the  annual  increase  of  not 
j more  than  two  percent.  The  Act  further  provides  that  under  no  circum- 
stances  shall  the  special  tax  levied  on  any  private  residential  parcel  be 
; increased  by  more  than  ten  percent  as  a consequence  of  delinquency  or 
| default  hy  the  owner  of  any  other  parcel. 

V.  APPRAISAL  REQUIREMENTS 

The  District  does  not  currently  intend  to  issue  bonds  for  a CFD. 

| In  the  event  it  should  at  some  future  date  determine  to  do  so,  these  goals 
1 and  policies  may  need  to-be  amended  in  order  to  establish  appraisal 
j standards  related  thereto. 

VI . PRIORITY  ATTENDANCE  ACCESS 

A.  Priority  to  Residents  of  CFD.  Pursuant  to  the  requirement 
ill  of  California  Government  Code  Section  53312.7,  the  District  shall  give 
[ priority  attendance  access  to  students  residing  in  a CFD  whose  residents 

I have  paid  special  taxes  that  have,  in  whole  or  in  part,  financed  the  con- 
struction of  school  district  facilities.  The  degree  of  priority  shall  reflect 
j the  proportion  of  each  school’s  financing  provided  through  the  CFD. 

B.  Exceptions.  The  attendance  priority  described  above  is  sub- 
| ject  to  the  District’s  other  attendance  policies  that  include  criteria  for 
I student  assignment  such  as  goals  to  achieve  ethnic,  racial,  or  socioeco- 
j|  nomic  diversity;  federal,  state,  or  court  mandates;  transportation  needs, 

| safe  pedestrian  routes;  grade  levels  for  which  facilities  were  designed; 
i and  ensuring  that  students  have  continuity  of  schooling  within  any  sin- 
I gle  school  year. 


Proposition  B 

Ordinance  calling  and  providing  for  a special  election  to  be  held  in 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  on  Tuesday,  June  8, 2010,  for 
the  purpose  of  submitting  to  San  Francisco  voters  a proposition  to 
incur  the  following  bonded  debt  of  the  City  and  County: 
$412300,000  to  finance  the  construction,  acquisition,  improvement, 
and  retrofitting  of  Neighborhood  Fire  and  Police  Stations,  the 
Auxiliary  Water  Supply  System,  a Public  Safety  Building  , and 
| other  critical  infrastructure  and  facilities  for  earthquake  safety  and 
related  costs  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  foregoing  purposes; 
authorizing  landlords  to  pass-through  50%  of  the  resulting  proper- 


ty tax  increase  to  residential  tenants  in  accordance  with  Chapter  37 
of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code;  finding  that  the  estimat- 
ed cost  of  such  proposed  project  is  and  will  be  too  great  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  ordinary  annual  income  and  revenue  of  the  City  and 
County  and  will  require  expenditures  greater  than  the  amount 
allowed  therefor  by  the  annual  tax  levy;  reciting  the  estimated  cost 
of  such  proposed  project;  fixing  the  date  of  election  and  the  manner 
of  holding  such  election  and  the  procedure  for  voting  for  or  against 
the  proposition;  fixing  the  maximum  rate  of  interest  on  such  bonds 
and  providing  for  the  levy  and  collection  of  taxes  to  pay  both  prin- 
cipal and  interest;  prescribing  notice  to  be  given  of  such  election; 
finding  that  a portion  of  the  proposed  bond  is  not  a project  under 
the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (“CEQA”)  and  adopting 
findings  under  CEQA,  CEQA  Guidelines,  and  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code  Chapter  31  for  the  remaining  portion  of  the 
proposed  bond;  finding  that  the  proposed  bond  is  in  conformity 
with  the  priority  policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  101.1(b)  and 
with  the  General  Plan  consistency  requirement  of  Charter  Section 
4.105  and  Administrative  Code  Section  2A.53;  consolidating  the 
special  election  with  the  general  election;  establishing  the  election- 
precincts,  voting  places  and  officers  for  the  election;  waiving  the 
word  limitation  on  ballot  propositions  imposed  by  San  Francisco 
Municipal  Elections  Code  Section  510;  complying  with  the  restric- 
tions on  the  use  of  bond  proceeds  specified  in  Section  53410  of  the 
California  Government  Code;  incorporating  the  provisions  of  the 
San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  Sections  530  - 536;  and  waiv- 
ing the  time  requirements  specified  in  Section  234  of  the  San 
Francisco  Administrative  Code. 

Note:  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  this  ordinance, 
which  submits  to  San  Francisco  voters  a proposed 
bond  measure,  on  February  23,  2010. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco: 

Section  1 . Findings. 

A.  This  Board  of  Supervisors  (this  “Board”)  recognizes  the 
need  to  safeguard  and  enhance  the  City’s  earthquake  and  emergency 
response  and  recovery  by  rehabilitating  critical  facilities  that  support  the 
City’s  first  responders. 

B . The  Earthquake  Safety  and  Emergency  Response  Bond  (the 
“Bond”)  will  provide  funding  to  construct,  improve  and  rehabilitate 
earthquake  safety  and  emergency  responsiveness  facilities  and  infra- 
structure (as  described  below  in  Section  3). 

C.  This  Board  now  wishes  to  describe  the  terms  of  a ballot 
measure  seeking  approval  for  the  issuance  of  general  obligation  bonds 
to  finance  all  or  a portion  of  the  City’s  earthquake  safety  and  response 
needs  as  described  below. 

Section  2.  A special  election  is  called  and  ordered  to  be  held  in 
the  City  on  Tuesday,  the  8th  day  of  June,  2010,  for  the  purpose  of  sub- 
mitting to  the  electors  of  the  City  a proposition  to  incur  bonded  indebt- 
edness of  the  City  for  the  project  described  in  the  amount  and  for  the 
purposes  stated: 

“SAN  FRANCISCO  EARTHQUAKE  SAFETY  AND 
EMERGENCY  RESPONSE  BOND,  2010.  $412,300,000  of  bonded 
indebtedness  to  improve  fire,  earthquake  and  emergency  response  and 
ensure  firefighters  a reliable  water  supply  for  fires  and  disasters, 
through  projects  including:  improving  deteriorating  pipes,  hydrants,  res- 
ervoirs, water  cisterns  and  pumps  built  after  the  1906  earthquake; 
improving  neighborhood  fire  stations;  replacing  the  seismically-unsafe 
emergency  command  center  with  an  earthquake-safe  building;  and  to 
pay  related  costs,  subject  to  independent  citizen  oversight  and  regular 
audits;  and  authorizing  landlords  to  pass-through  to  residential  tenants 
in  units  subject  to  Chapter  37  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code 
(the  “Residential  Stabilization  and  Arbitration  Ordinance”)  50%  of  the 
increase  in  the  real  property  taxes  attributable  to  the  cost  of  the  repay- 
ment of  the  bonds.” 

The  special  election  called  and  ordered  shall  be  referred  to  in  this 
ordinance  as  the  “Bond  Special  Election.” 
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Section  3.  PROPOSED  PROGRAM.  All  contracts  that  are  funded 
with  the  proceeds  of  bonds  authorized  hereby  shall  be  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  83  of  the  City’s  Administrative  Code  (the  “First 
Source  Hiring  Program"),  which  fosters  construction  and  permanent 
employment  opportunities  for  qualified  economically  disadvantaged 
individuals.  In  addition,  all  contracts  that  are  funded  with  the  proceeds 
of  bonds  authorized  hereby  also  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  14B  of  the  City's  Administrative  Code  (the  “Local  Business 
Enterprise  and  Non-Discrimination  in  Contracting  Ordinance”),  which 
assists  small  and  micro  local  businesses  to  increase  their  ability  to  com- 
pete effectively  for  the  award  of  City  contracts.  The  proposed  program 
can  be  summarized  as  follows: 

A.  AUXILIARY  WATER  SUPPLY  SYSTEM.  A portion  of  the 
Bond  shall  be  allocated  to  the  renovation  and  seismic  upgrading  of 
Auxiliary  Water  Supply  System  (the  “AWSS”)  core  facilities  consisting 
of  a reservoir,  two  storage  tanks  and  two  pump  stations  (collectively,  the 
“AWSS  Project”). 

B . CR IT1C AL  FIREFIGHTING  FACILITIES  AND 
INFRASTRUCTURE.  A portion  of  the  Bond  shall  be  allocated  to  the 
construction,  acquisition,  improvement,  retrofitting  and  completion  of 
critical  firefighting  facilities  and  infrastructure  for  earthquake  safety  and 
emergency  response  not  otherwise  specifically  enumerated  in  this  ordi- 
nance. including  without  limitation,  neighborhood  fire  stations,  and  such 
facilities  as  cisterns,  pipes  and  tunnels  for  the  water  system  for  firefight- 
ing (collectively,  the  "Critical  Firefighting  Facilities  and  Infrastructure”). 

C.  PUBLIC  SAFETY  BUILDING.  A portion  of  the  Bond  shall 
be  allocated  to  construct  in  Mission  Bay  a Public  Safety  Building  con- 
sisting of  a new  police  department  command  center,  a southern  district 
police  station,  and  a neighborhood  fire  station  in  a seismically  secure 
facility  to  serve  Mission  Bay  to  accommodate  safety,  needs  in  a growing 
community  (the  “Public  Safety  Building”). 

D.  CITIZEN’S  OVERSIGHT  COMMITTEE.  A portion  of  the 
Bond  shall  be  used  to  perform  audits  of  the  Bond,  as  further  described 
in  Section  15. 

The  proposed  uses  and  amounts  described  in  this  Section  3 are 
estimates  only  and,  with  the  exception  of  Section  3D  above,  are  subject, 
without  limitation,  to  review  and  revision  by  the  Mayor  and  the  Board. 

Section  4.  BOND  ACCOUNTABILITY  MEASURES 

The  Bond  shall  include  the  following  administrative  rules  and 
principles: 

A.  OVERSIGHT.  The  proposed  bond  funds  shall  be  subjected 
to  approval  processes  and  rules  described  in  the  San  Francisco  Charter 
and  Administrative  Code.  Pursuant  to  S.F.  Administrative  Code  5.31 , 
the  Citizen’s  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee  shall  con- 
duct an  annual  review  of  bond  spending,  and  shall  provide  an  annual 
report  of  the  bond  program  to  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

B.  TRANSPARENCY.  The  City  shall  create  and  maintain  a 
Web  page  outlining  and  describing  the  bond  program,  progress,  and 
activity  updates.  The  City  shall  also  hold  an  annual  public  hearing  and 
reviews  on  the  bond  program  and  its  implementation  before  the  Capital 
Planning  Committee,  the  Police  and  Fire  Commissions,  and  the 
Citizen’s  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee. 

Section  5.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  bond  financed  portion  of  the 
project  described  in  Section  2 above  was  fixed  by  the  Board  by  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  and  in  the  amount  specified  below: 

Resolution  No.  091457,  $412,300,000. 

Such  resolution  was  passed  by  two-thirds  or  more  of  the  Board 
and  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  (the  “Mayor”).  In  such  resolu- 
tion it  was  recited  and  found  by  the  Board  that  the  sum  of  money  speci- 
fied is  too  great  to  be  paid  out  of  the  ordinary  annual  income  and  reve- 
nue of  the  City  in  addition  to  the  other  annual  expenses  or  other  funds 
derived  from  taxes  levied  for  those  purposes  and  will  require  expendi- 
tures greater  than  the  amount  allowed  by  the  annual  tax  levy. 

The  method  and  manner  of  payment  of  the  estimated  costs 
described  in  this  ordinance  are  by  the  issuance  of  bonds  of  the  City  not 
exceeding  the  principal  amount  specified. 

Such  estimate  of  costs  as  set  forth  in  such  resolution  is  adopted 
and  determined  to  be  the  estimated  cost  of  such  bond  financed  improve- 
ments and  financing,  as  designed  to  date. 


Section  6.  The  Bond  Special  Election  shall  be  held  and  conducted 
and  the  votes  received  and  canvassed,  and  the  returns  made  and  the 
results  ascertained,  determined  and  declared  as  provided  in  this  ordi- 
nance and  in  all  particulars  not  recited  in  this  ordinance  such  election 
shall  be  held  according  to  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  (the 
“State”)  and  the  Charter  of  the  City  (the  "Charter”)  and  any  regulations 
adopted  under  State  law  or  the  Charter,  providing  for  and  governing 
elections  in  the  City,  and  the  polls  for  such  election  shall  be  and  remain 
open  during  the  time  required  by  such  laws  and  regulations. 

Section  7.  The  Bond  Special  Election  is  consolidated  with  the 
General  Election  scheduled  to  be  held  in  the  City  on  Tuesday,  June  8, 
2010.  The  voting  precincts,  polling  places  and  officers  oT  election  for  the 
June  8,  2010  General  Election  are  hereby  adopted,  established,  designat- 
ed and  named,  respectively,  as  the  voting  precincts,  polling  places  and 
officers  of  election  for  the  Bond  Special  Election  called,  and  reference  is 
made  to  the  notice  of  election  setting  forth  the  voting  precincts,  polling 
places  and  officers  of  election  for  the  June  8,  2010  General  Election  by 
the  Director  of  Elections  to  be  published  in  the  official  newspaper  of  the 
City  on  the  date  required  under  the  laws  of  Jhe  State  of  California. 

Section  8.  The  ballots  to  be  used  at  the  Bond  Special  Election 
shall  be  the  ballots  to  be  used  at  the  June  8, 2010  General  Election.  The 
word  limit  for  ballot  propositions  imposed  by  San  Francisco  Municipal 
Elections  Code  Section  510  is  waived.  On  the  ballots  to  be  used  at  the 
Bond  Special  Election,  in  addition  to  any  other  matter  required  by  law  to 
be  printed  thereon,  shall  appear  the  following  as  a separate  proposition: 

“SAN  FRANCISCO  EARTHQUAKE  SAFETY  AND 
EMERGENCY  RESPONSE  BOND.  2010.  To  improve  fire,  earthquake 
and  emergency  response  and  ensure  firefighters  a reliable  water  supply 
for  fires  and  disasters,  through  projects  including:  improving  deteriorat- 
ing pipes,  hydrants,  reservoirs,  water  cisterns  and  pumps  built  after  the 
1906  earthquake;  improving  neighborhood  fire  stations;  replacing  the 
seismically-unsafe  emergency  command  center  with  an  earthquake-safe 
building;  and  to  pay  related  costs,  shall  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  issue  $412,300,000  in  general  obligation  bonds,  subject  to  cit- 
izen oversight  and  regular  audits?” 

Each  voter  to  vote  in  favor  of  the  issuance  of  the  foregoing  bond 
proposition  shall  mqrk  the  ballot  in  the  location  corresponding  to  a 
“YES”  vote  for  the  proposition,  and  to  vote  against  the  proposition  shall 
mark  the  ballot  in  the  location  corresponding  to  a “NO”  vote  for  the 
proposition. 

Section  9.  If  at  the  Bond  Special  Election  it  shall  appear  that  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  voters  voting  on  the  proposition  voted  in  favor  of  and 
authorized  the  incurring  of  bonded  indebtedness  for  the  purposes  set 
forth  in  such  proposition,  then  such  proposition  shall  have  been  accept- 
ed by  the  electorss.and  bonds  authorized  shall  be  issued  upon  the  order 
of  the  Board.  Such  bonds  shall  bear  interest  at  a, rate  not  exceeding 
applicable  legal  limits. 

The  votes  cast  for  and  against  the  proposition  shall  be  counted 
separately  and  when  two-thirds  of  the  qualified  electors,  voting  on  the 
proposition,  vote  in  favor,  the  proposition  shall  be  deemed  adopted. 

Section  10.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  the  principal  and  interest 
on  the  bonds,  the  Board  shall,  at  the  time  of  fixing  the  general  tax  levy 
and  in  the  manner  for  such  general  tax  levy  provided,  levy  and  collect 
annually  each  year  until  such  bonds  are  paid,  or  until  there  is  a sum  in 
the  Treasury  of  said  City,  or  other  account  held  on  behalf  of  the 
Treasurer  of  said  City,  set  apart  for  that  purpose  to'  meet  all  sums  com- 
ing due  for  the  principal  and  interest  on  the  bonds,  a tax  sufficient  to 
pay  the  annual  interest  on  such  bonds  as  the  same  becomes  due  and  also 
such  part  of  the  principal  thereof  as  shall  become  due  before  the  pro- 
ceeds of  a tax  levied  at  the  time  for  making  the  next  general  tax  levy 
can  be  made  available  for  the  payment  of  such  principal. 

Section  1 1 . This  ordinance  shall  be  published  in  accordance  with 
any  State  law  requirements,  and  such  publication  shall  constitute  notice 
of  the  Bond  Special  Election  and  no  other  notice  of  the  Bond  Special 
Election  hereby  called  need  be  given. 

Section  12.  The  Board,  having  reviewed  the  proposed  legislation, 
makes  the  following  findings  in  compliance  with  the  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act  ("CEQA"),  California  Public  Resources 
Code  Sections  21000  et  seq..  the  CEQA  Guidelines.  15  Cal. 
Administrative  Code  Sections  15000  et  seq.,  ("CEQA  Guidelines”),  and 
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San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Chapter  31  (“Chapter  3130: 

(i)  Critical  Firefighting  Facilities  and  Infrastructure.  For  the 
reasons  set  forth  in  the  letter  from  the  Planning  Department,  dated 
1/7/10,  a copy  of  which  is  oil  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File 
No.  091458  and  incorporated  by  reference,  the  Board  finds  that  the 
bond  proposal  as  it  relates  to  funds.for  Critical  Firefighting  Facilities 
and  Infrastructure  is  not  subject-to  CEQA  because  as  the  establishment 
of  a government  financing  mechanism  that  does  not  identify  individual 
specific  projects  to  be  constructed  with  the  funds,  it  is  not  a project  as 
defined  by  CEQA  and  the  CEQA  Guidelines.  The  use  of  bond  proceeds 
to  finance  any  project  or  portion  of  any  project  with  funds  for  the 
Critical  Firefighting  Facilities  and  Infrastructure  portion  of  the  Bond 
will  be  subject  to  approval  of  the  Board  upon  completion  of  planning 
and  any  further  required  environmental  review  under  CEQA  for  the 
individual  Critical  Firefighting  Facilities  and  Infrastructure  projects. 

(ii)  AWSS  Project.  On  December  10,  2009,  the  Planning 
Department  issued  a Final  Mitigated  Negative  Declaration  (“FMND”) 
for  the  AWSS  Project,  San  Francisco  Planning  Department  Case  No. 
2009.0568E,  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No. 
091458  and  which  is  incorporated  into  this  ordinance  by  this  reference. 
In  issuing  the  FMND  the  Planning  Department  determined  that  the 
AWSS  Project  could  not  have  a significant  effect  on  the  environment. 

(a)  The  Board  hereby  adopts  as  its  own  the  CEQA  findings  for 
the  AWSS  Project  made  by  the  Planning  Department  in  the  FMND. 

(b)  The  Board  has  reviewed  and  considered  the  information 
contained  in  the  FMND  and  all  information  pertaining  to  the  AWSS 
Project  in  the  Department’s  case  file  and  all  documents  referenced  in 
this  ordinance  are  either  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No. 
091458  or  may  be  found  in  the  files  of  the  Planning  Department,  as  the 
custodian  of  records,  at  1660  Mission  Street  in  San  Francisco. 

(c)  The  AWSS  Project  as  reflected  in  this  ordinance  is  consis- 
tent witli  the  project  described  in  the  FMND  and  would  not  result  in  any 
significant  impacts  not  identified  in  the  FMND  nor  cause  significant 
effects  identified  in  the  FMND  to  be  substantially  more  severe. 

(d)  In  accordance  with  CEQA,  the  Board  has  considered  the 
mitigation  measures  described  in  the  FMND  and  hereby  requires  the 
mitigation  measures  and  the  mitigation  monitoring  and  reporting  pro- 
gram ("MMRP”)  denoted" as  Exhibit  A to  this  ordinance  and  on  file  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  091458  to  be  imposed  as  conditions 
on  the  implementation  of  the  AWSS  Project  approved  by  this  ordinance. 

(e)  With  the  implementation  of  the  mitigation  measures 
required  in  Exhibit  A to  this  ordinance,  the  environmental  impacts 
resulting  from  AWSS  Project  on  cultural  resources,  biological  resources 
and  from  releases  of  hazardous  materials  or  creation  of  hazards  would 
be  reduced  to  a less  than  significant  level  as  described  in  the  FMND. 

(f)  Based  upon  the  whole  record  for  the  FMND,  including  all 
written  materials  and  any  oral  testimony  received  by  the  Board,  the 
Board  hereby  finds  that  the  FMND  reflects  the  independent  judgment 
and  analysis  of  the  Planning  Department  and  the  Board,  is  adequate  and 
complete  and  there  is  no  substantial  evidence  that  the  proposed  AWSS 
Project,  given  the  implementation  of  the  mitigation  measures  as  stated 
in  the  FMND  and  the  adoption  of  the  MMRP,  could  have  a significant 
effect  on  the  environment  as  shown  in  the  analysis  of  the  FMND.  The 
Board  hereby  adopts  the  FMND  and  the  MMRP  on  file  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board  as  Exhibit  A to  this  ordinance. 

(iii)  Public  Safety  Building.  The  Pqblic  Safety  Building  is  pro- 
posed to  be  constructed  within  Mission  Bay.  On  September  17,  1998, 
the  Redevelopment  Agency  Commission  by  Resolution  No.  190-98  and 
the  San  Francisco  Planning  Commission  by  Resolution  No.  14696  certi- 
fied the  Final  Subsequent  Environmental  Impact  Report  for  the  Mission 
Bay  North  and  South  Redevelopment  Plans  (“FSEIR”).  On  October  19, 
1998,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  by  Motion  No.  98-132  affirmed  certifi- 
cation of  the  FSEIR  and  by  Resolution  No.  854-98,  adopted  CEQA 
findings,  including  a statement  of  overriding  considerations  and  a 
Mission  Bay  mitigation  monitoring  and  reporting  program  (“Mission 
Bay  MMRP”)  in  support  of  various  approval  actions  taken  by  the  Board 
to  implement  the  Mission  Bay  Redevelopment  Plans.  Resolution  No. 
854-98  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  091458  and 
incorporated  ip  this  ordinance  by  this  reference. 

(a)  The  Public  Safety  Building  is  proposed  at  Parcel  8 in  the 


Mission  Bay  South  Redevelopment  Plan  Area,  bounded  by  Mission 
Rock,  China  Basin  and  Third  Streets.  The  Redevelopment  Agency  has 
issued  several  addenda  to  the  FSEIR  to  address  various  issues  and  most 
recently  issued  Addendum  No.  7 to  address  the  location  of  the  Public 
Safety  Building  at  Parcel  8;  Addendurp  No.  7 concludes  that  the  pro- 
posed Public  Safety  Building  is  within  the  scope  of  the  project  analyzed 
in  the  FSEIR  and  will  not  result  in  any  new  significant  impacts  or  a 
substantial  increase  in  the  severity  of  previously  identified  significant 
effects  that  alter  the  conclusions  reached  in  the  Mission  Bay  FSEIR. 

The  Addendum  No.  7 and  any  supporting  documents  have  been  made 
available  to  the  Board  and  the  public,  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  in  File  No.  091458  and  Addendum  No.  7 is  incorporated  in  this 
ordinance  by  this  reference.  Hereafter  in  this  ordinance,  the  reference  to 
the  FSEIR  include  any  addenda  to  the  FSEIR. 

(b)  The  Board  has  reviewed  and  considered  the  CEQA  Findings 
and  statement  of  overriding  considerations  that  it  previously  adopted, 
and  reviewed  and  considered  the  above-  referenced  CEQA  Findings  of 
the  Redevelopment  Agency  Commission  and  the  CEQA  Findings  con- 
tained in  Addendum  No.  7 and  hereby  adopts  these  additional  CEQA 
Findings  as  its  own.  The  Board  additionally  finds  that  implementation 
of  the  Public  Safety  Building  in  Mission  Bay  (1)  does  not  require  major 
revisions  in  the  FSEIR  due  to  the  involvement  of  new  significant  envi- 
ronmental effects  or  a substantial  increase  in  the  severity  of  previously 
identified  significant  effects,  (2)  no  substantial  changes  have  occurred 
with  respect  to  the  circumstances  under  which  the  project  analyzed  in 
the  FSEIR  will  be  undertaken  that  would  require  major  revisions  to  the 
FSEIR  due  to  the  involvement  of  new  significant  environmental  effects, 
or  a substantial  increase  in  the  severity  of  effects  identified  in  the 
FSEIR,  and  (3)  no  new  information  of  substantial  importance  to  the 
project  analyzed  in  the  FSEIR  has  become  available  which  would  indi- 
cate that  (i)  the  Public  Safety  Building  will  have  significant  effects  not 
discussed  in  the  FSEIR;  (ii)  significant  environmental  effects  will  be 
substantially  more  severe;  (iii)  mitigation  measures  or  alternatives  found 
not  feasible  which  would  reduce  one  or  more  significant  effects  have 
become  feasible;  or  (iv)  mitigation  measures  or  alternatives  which  are 
considerably  different  from  those  in  the  FSEIR  will  substantially  reduce 
one  or  more  significant  effects  on  the  environment. 

Section  13.  The  Board  finds  and  declares  that  the  proposed  Bond 
is  (i)  in  conformity  with  the  priority  policies  of  Section  101.1(b)  of  the 
San  Francisco  Planning  Code,  (ii)  in  accordance  with  Section  4.105  of 
the  San  Francisco  Charter  and  Section  2A.53(f)  of  the  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code,  and  (iii)  consistent  with  the  City’s  General  Plan, 
and  adopts  the  findings  of  the  Planning  Department,  as  set  forth  in  the 
General  Plan  Referral  Report  dated  January  7,  2010,  a copy  of  which  is 
on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  091458  and  incorporates 
such  findings  by  reference. 

Section  14.  Under  Section  53410  of  the  California  Government 
Code,  the  bonds  shall  be  for  the  specific  purpose  authorized  in  this  ordi- 
nance and  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds  will  be  applied  only  for  such  spe- 
cific purpose.  The  City  will  comply  with  the  requirements  of  Sections 
53410(c)  and  53410(d)  of  the  California  Government  Code. 

Section  15.  The  Bonds  are  subject  to,  and  incorporate  by  refer- 
ence, the  applicable  provisions  of  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code 
Sections  5.30  - 5.36  (the  “Citizens’  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight 
Committee”).  Under  Section  5.31  of  the  Citizens’  General  Obligation 
Bond  Oversight  Committee,  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law,  one-tenth  of 
one  percent  (0.1%)  of  the  gross  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  deposited 
in  a fund  established  by  the  Controller’s  Office  and  appropriated  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  at  the  direction  of  the  Citizens’  General  Obligation 
Bond  Oversight  Committee  to  cover  the  costs  of  such  committee. 

Section  16.  The  time  requirements  specified  in  Section  2.34  of 
the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  are  waived. 

Section  17.  The  appropriate  officers,  employees,  representatives 
and  agents  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  do  every- 
thing necessary  or  desirable  to  accomplish  the  calling  and  holding  of  the 
Bond  Special  Election,  and  to  otherwise  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance. 

Section  18.  Documents  referenced  in  this  ordinance  are  on  file 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  091458,  which  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  a part  of  this  ordinance  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein.

Describing  and  setting  forth  a proposal  to  the  qualified  voters  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  by  adding  Section  5.107  to  establish  a 
Film  Commission,  establish  its  membership  and  qualifications,  establish 
duties,  and  provide  for  the  issuance  of  film  permits. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  submits  to  the  qualified  voters 
of  the  City  and  County,  at  an  election  to  be  held  on  June  8,  2010,  a pro- 
posal to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  by  adding  Section 
5.107  as  follows: 

NOTE:  Additions  are  single-underline  italics  Times  New  Roman: 

Section  1 . The  San  Francisco  Charter  is  hereby  amended  by 
adding  Section  5.107  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  5J07.  FILM  COMMISSION. 

UiL  Composition.  The  Film  Commission  shall  consist  of  eleven 
members,  who  shall  each  serve  a four-year  term.  The  Ma\or  shall  nom- 
inate six  members  and  the  Rules  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
shall  nominate  five  members.  Members  max  be  removed  by  the  aoooint- 
ine  authority  pursuant  to  Section  15.105. 

The  Maxor  shall  nominate  two  members  with  professional  experi- 
ence in  the  film  industrx  or  a related  field,  two  members  from  organiza- 
tions that  represent  neighborhoods  or  districts  that  the  issuance  of  film 
permits  impacts,  one  member  nominated  bx  an  organization  that  repre- 
sents film  industry  workers,  and  one  member  from  an  organization  or 
institution  that  teaches  film  studies  orja  related  field,., 

The  Rules  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  nominate 
two  members  from  organizations  that  represent  neighborhoods  or  dis- 
tricts that  the  issuance  of  film  permits  impacts,  one  member  with  profes- 
sional experience  in  the  film  industry  or  a related  field,  one  member 
nominated  bx  an  organization  that  represents  film  industry  workers,  and 
one  member  who  represents  the  general  public. 

For  purposes  of  this  section,  “film  industry”  or  “related  field" 
shall  include,  but  is  not  limited  to.  areas  such  as:  performing  and  cre- 
ative arts:  film  production,  film  or  sound  technology  services  and  facili- 
ties: film-related  education:  presentation  and  production:  and  interac- 
tive  multimedia. 

All  nominees  are  subject  to  confirmation  bx  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.  If  the  Board  neither  confirms  nor  rejects  a nominee  within 
45  daxs  of  the  date  that  the  Maxor  transmits  the  nomination  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  or  the  Rules  Committee  nominates  a candidate  for 
the  Board's  approval,  the  nominee  shall  be  deemed  approved.  To  stag- 
ger the  terms  of  the  members,  the  initial  appointments  to  the 
Commission  shall  be  as  follows:  the  Ma\or  shall  nominate  three  mem- 
bers to  serve  terms  of  four  years,  two  members  to  serve  a term  of  three 
years,  and  one  member  to  serve  a term  of  two  years.  The  Rules 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  nominate  three  members  to 
serve  terms  of  four  years,  and  two  members  to  serve  terms  of  three 
years.  Thereafter,  all  commissioners  shall  serve  for  four-year  terms. 
Vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the  nominating  authority.  Vacancies  occur- 
ring during  a term  shall  be  Tilled  for  the  unexpired  term. 

The  President  of  the  Arts  Commission  shall  serve  as  a non-vot- 

( hi  Commission  Purpose  and  Duties. 

The  Commission  shall  develop,  recognize,  and  promote  film 
activities  in  the  City.  The  members  shall  work  toeether  to  explore  and 
promote  lone-term  coals  for  him  making  as  a major  emphasis  of  the 
City’s  economic  and  cultural  base,  and  encourage  the  recognition  of 
film  arts  as  an  art  form  with  widespread  economic  components. 

In  addition  to  the  powers  set  forth  in  Section  4.102 , and  subsec- 
tion (cl.  below,  the  Film  Commission's  powers  shall  include,  but  are  not 
limiifd  to; 

til  Appointing  an  Executive  Director,  whp  shall  have  significant. 
professional  experience  in  Film  production  or  the  Tilm  industry.  The 
LHXHli'  f Pirtaor  shall  ser\-e  (It  (he  Film  C<?rnmi.'>sipn  s pleasure.  Th? 


Executive  Director  shall  act  as  the  department  head  and  appointing 
officer  of  the  Commission  under  Charter  Section  4.126.  The  Executive 
Director  shall  superv  ise  the  Commission ’s  staff,  and  shall  have  other 
duties  and  responsibilities  as  provided  in  this  Section  or  by  ordinance  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors:  and 

(2)  Any  other  powers  or  duties  specified  by  Ordinance. 

(c)  Issuance  of  Film  Permits ; Appeal.  Except  for  departments  in 
which  the  Charter  vests  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  property  under  their 
control,  the  Film  Commission  shall  have  the  authority  to  issue  permits 
for  film  production  on  City  property  or  in  public  rights-of-way  within 
the  Cits’  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  may  delegate  this  responsi- 
bility to  the  Executive  Director.  Where  film  production  is  to  take  place 
on  dry  property  under  the  jurisdiction  of  City  departments,  neither  the 
Film  Commission  nor  the  Executive  Director  may  grant  a permit  to  use 
such  proper t\  without  the  prior  consent  of  the  department  head  or  his 
or  her  desienee.  The  Commission  may  issue  a permit  that  involves  a 
street  closure  provided  that  the  Commission  must  obtain  all  prior 
approvals  as  required  by  the  City  law  and  procedures  eovemine  street 
closure  permits  generally. 

Where  the  Executive  Director  denies  an  application  for  a film 
permit  the  applicant  may,  within  10  calendar  days  of  the  denial,  appeal 
the  denial  to  the  Commission  or  to  a committee  that  the  Commission 
designates  to  hear  such  appeals.  The  permit  decisions  of  the  Executive 
Director,  the  Commission,  or  its  designated  committee  shall  be  the 
City's  final  action  on  film  permits.

Describing  and  setting  forth  a proposal  to  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  by  amending  Sections  A8.432,  A8.506, 

A8 . 506-2,  A8. 506-3,  and  A8.510,  and  by  adding  Sections  A8.432-1, 
A8.600  to  A8.600-14,  A8.601  to  A8.601-16  and  A8.602  to  A8.602-16, 
to:  (1)  define  “Participating  Employers”  for  the  Retiree  Health  Care 
Trust  Fund  to  include  the  Superior  Court  of  California,  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  to  the  extent  it  participates  in  the  City  and  County’s 
Health  Service  System  and  upon  resolution  by  its  governing  board;  (2) 
require  the  difference  between  the  City  and  County’s  contribution  to  the 
San  Francisco  Employees’  Retirement  System  (SFERS)  set  by  the 
Retirement  Board  each  year  and  the  employer  normal  cost  rate  to  be 
deposited  into  the  Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund;  (3)  require  the  differ- 
ence between  the  “Participating  Employers”  contribution  to  SFERS  set 
by  the  Retirement  Board  each  year  and  the  employer  normal  cost  rate  to 
be  deposited  into  the  Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund  only  upon  resolu- 
tion by  the  governing  boards  of  the  respective  “Participating 
Employers”  approving  said  deposits;  (4)  establish  an  employee  contri- 
bution rate  of  nine  percent  for  all  employees  hired  on  and  after  July  1 , 
2010,  who  become  members  of  the  California  Public  Employees’ 
Retirement  System  (CalPERS);  (5)  require  all  contracts  with  CalPERS 
for  persons  hired  on  and  after  July  1 , 2010,  to  include  a two-year  formu- 
la for  the  calculation  of  final  compensation  to  the  fullest  extent  possible; 
(6)  require  all  contracts  and  contract  amendments  on  and  after  July  1 , 
2010,  for  personnel  of  the  sheriff’s  department  and  housing  authority 
police  who  are  members  of  CalPERS  to  be  cost-neutral  to  the  City  and 
County;  (7)  create  a new  retirement  plan  for  miscellaneous  officers  and 
employees  hired  on  and  after  July  1, 2010,  that  modifies  the  average 
final  compensation  calculation  from  a one-year  formula  to  a two-year 
formula;  and  (8)  create  new  retirement  plans  for  safety  members  hired 
on  and  after  July  1 , 2010,  that  increase  required  employee  retirement 
contributions  to  nine  percent  and  modify  the  average  final  compensation 
calculation  from  a one-year  formula  to  a two-year  formula. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  submits  to  the  qualified  voters 
of  the  City  and  County,  at  an  election  to  be  held  on  June  8, 2010,  a pro- 
posal to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  by  amending 
Sections  A8.432,  A8. 506,  A8. 506-2.  A8. 506-3.  and  A8.510.  and  by  add- 
ing Sections  A8 .432-1 . A8.600  to  A8.600-14,  A8.601  to  A8.601-16  and 
A8.602  to  A8.602-16,  to  read  as  follows: 
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Section  1 . The  San  Francisco  Charter  is  hereby  amended,  by  amending 
Sections  A8.432  and  A8.510  and  by  adding  Section  A8.432-1  to  read  as 
follows: 

SEC.  A8.432  RETIREE  HEALTH  CARE  TRUST  FUND 

There  is  hereby  created  a Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund 
(RHCTF)  for  the  purpose  described  in  Section  12.204.  The  Retiree 
Health  Trust  Fund  Board  (Board)  described  in  Section  12.204  shall  have 
exclusive  authority  and  control  over  the  administration  of  the  RHCTF, 
investments  of  trust  assets,  and  disbursements  from,  the  trust  in  accor- 
dance with  the  provisions  of  this  Charter. 

Active  officers  and  employees  of  the  City  and  County  and 
Participating  Employers,  who  commenced  employment  with  the  City 
and  County,  or  the  Participating  Employers,  on  or  after  January  10, 
2009,  shall  contribute  their  respective  Employer’s  “Normal  Cost”  to  the 
RHCTF.  The  annual  active  employee  contribution  rate  shall  be  the 
Employers’  “Normal  Cost”  as  determined  by  the  Employers’  respective 
General  Accounting  Standards  Board  (GASB)  Actuaries  computed  as  a 
percentage  of  compensation  not  to  exceed  2%  of  pre-tax  compensation 
to  the  RHCTF.  The  Employers’  GASB  actuaries  shall  determine  the 
Employers’  respective  “Normal  Cost”  on  an  annual  basis. 

The  City  and  County  and  Participating  Employers  shall  each  con- 
tribute 1%  of  compensation  for  officers  and  employees  hired  on  or  after 
January  10, 2009.  Once  an  Employer  has  no  Unfunded  Actuarial 
Accrued  Liability  and  the  Retiree  Health  Trust  Fund  is  Fully  Funded, 
then  the  Employer  and  its  active  officers  and  employees  hired  on  or 
after  January  10,  2009,  shall  instead  each  contribute  50%  of  the 
“Normal  Cost”  as  determined  by  the  Employers’  respective  GASB  actu- 
aries, not  to  exceed  2%  of  pre-tax  compensation,  and  the  1%  Employer 
contribution  shall  no  longer  be  required. 

Contributions  to  the  RHCTF  from  the  City  and  County,  and  its 
officers  and  employees,  and  each  Participating  Employer,  and  their  offi- 
cers and  employees,  shall  be  segregated  from  each  other  and  only  used 
as  a funding  source  to  defray  each  Employers’  obligations  to  pay  for 
retiree  health  care  undei^ Section  A8.428  and  each  Employers’  share  of 
administrative  expenses.  The  funds  may  be  pooled  for  investment  pur- 
poses only. 

No  disbursements,  other  than  to  defray  reasonable  expenses  of 
administering  the  RHCTF,  may  be  made  from  the  trust  prior  to  January 
1, 2015.  Commencing  January  7,  2015,  trust  assets  may  be  used  to 
defray  the  cost  of  the  City’s,  and  other  Participating  Employers’,  obliga- 
tions to  pay  for  health  coverage  for  the  retired  persons  and  their  survi- 
vors entitled  to  health  care  coverage  under  Section  A8.428.  The  amount 
and  frequency  of  such  disbursements  shall  be  determined  by  the  Board 
in  consultation  with  the  Employers’  respective  GASB  Actuaries. 

(a)  Definitions. 

“Actuarial  Accrued  Liability”  as  used  in  this  section,  means 
“Actuarial  Accrued  Liability”  as  that  term  is  defined  under  GASB 
No.  45. 

“Employers”  as  used  in  this  section  means  the  City  and  County 
and  the  Participating  Employers. 

“Fully  Funded”  as  used  in  this  section  means  that  an  Employer’s 
GASB  Actuary  has  determined  that  the  market  value  of  assets  in  the 
Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund  equals  or  exceeds  the  Actuarial  Accrued 
Liability. 

“GASB  Actuary”  and  “GASB  Actuaries”  as  used  in  this  section 
means  the  actuarial  firms  hired  by  the  Employers  to  provide  estimates 
of  each  Employers’  respective  total  liability  and  annual  required  contri- 
bution for  post  retirement  health  benefits  under  GASB  No.  45. 

“GASB  No.  45”  as  used  in  this  section  means  Statement  No.  45 
of  the  Governmental  Accounting  Standards  Board,  Accounting  and 
Financial  Reporting  by  Employers  for  Postemployment  Benefits  Other 
Than  Pensions. 

“Health  coverage”  as  used  in  this  section,  means  the  health  bene- 
fits or  health  insurance  provided  by  the  health  service  system  for  retir- 
ees, survivors  and  dependents  under  Section  A8.428. 


“Normal  Cost”  as  used  in  this  section,  means  the  Employers’  nor- 
mal cost  under  GASB  No.  45  as  determined  by  the  Employers’  respec- 
tive GASB  Actuaries. 

“Retiree”  as  used  in  this  section,  means  a former  employee  who 
is  retired  and  is  entitled  to  health  coverage  under  Section  A8.428,  and 
the  qualified  survivors  or  dependents  of  such  retirees  who  are  entitled  to 
health  coverage  under  Section  A8.428. 

“Participating  Employers”  as  used  in  this  section  and  Sections. 
A8.432-1.  A8.510  and  12.204,  shall  include  the  Superior  Court  of 
.California.  County  of  San  Francisco.  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  and  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District,  following  a 
resolution  by  these  employers’  respective  governing  boards  to  partici- 
pate in  the  Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund. 

Notwithstanding  Charter  Section  A8.433,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  shall  adopt,  by  a majority  vote  before  January  1 , 2009,  such 
ordinances  as  are  necessary  to  create  and  administer  the  Retiree  Health 
Care  Trust  Fund,  and  all  such  other  matters  as  may  be  necessary  to 
establish  and  maintain  the  purpose  described  in  this  section  and  Section 
12.204. 

SEC.  A8.432-1  ADDITIONAL  CONTRIBUTIONS  TO  RETIREE 
HEALTH  CARE  TRUST  FUND 

Beeinnine  on  Jul\  1.  2t)ll.  in  each  year  when  the  contribution  to 
the  Retirement  System  required  under  Section  A8.510  is  less  than  the 
Retirement  System  employer  normal  cost  rate:  (1)  the  City  and  County 
shall  deposit  the  difference  into  the  Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund: 
and  (2)  the  Participating  Employers  shall  deposit  the  difference  into  the 
Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund  only  upon  resolution  by  their  respective 
eovernins  boards. 

SEC.  A8.510  ACTUARIAL  TABLES,  RATES  AND  VALUATIONS 

The  mortality,  service  and  other  tables,  and  the  rates  of  contribu- 
tions for  members  as  recommended  by  the  actuary  and  the  valuations 
determined  by  him  and  approved  by  the  retirement  board,  shall  be  con- 
clusive and  final,  and  the  Retirement  System  Shall  be  based  thereon. 

The  total  amount,  as  determined  by  the  actuary  and  approved  by  the 
board,  of  the  contributions  required  during  any  fiscal  year  of  the  City 
and  County  under  the  Retirement  System,  shall  be  paid  into  the 
Retirement  System  by  the  City  and  County  during  such  year.  Liabilities 
accruing  under  the  Retirement  System  because  of  service  rendered  to 
the  City  and  County  by  persons  prior  to  the  date  their  respective  classes 
become  eligible  for  membership  in  the  system,  and  administrative  costs 
under  the  system,  shall  be  met  by  contributions  to  the  Retirement 
System  by  the  City  and  County,  in  addition  to  any  amounts  contributed 
to  meet  liabilities  accruing  because  of  service  rendered  by  such  persons 
after  becoming  members  of  the  system,  provided  that  such  prior  service 
liabilities  may  be  met  by  annual  appropriations  instead  of  by  one  appro- 
priation for  the  total  amount  of  the  liabilities;  and  provided  further,  that 
such  appropriation  for  any  one  year  shall  not  be  less  than  the  amount 
disbursed  during  that  year  on  account  of  prior  service.  All  expenses  in 
connection  with  the  investment  of  such  fund  or  funds  as  may  be  estab- 
lished, including  but  not  limited  to  travel  and  transportation  costs, 
investment  seminar  expenses,  postage,  insurance,  telephone,  and  sub- 
scriptions to  investment  publications,  shall  be  paid  from  the  accumulat- 
ed contributions  of  the  City  and  County. 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Section  48.509(h)(5),  said 
actuarial  valuation  and  said  investigation  into  the  experience  under  the 
system  shall  be  made  as  determined  by  the  retirement  board;  provided, 
however,  that  said  actuarial  valuation  shall  be  made  not  less  than  once 
every  two  years.  All  expenses  in  connection  with  said  actuarial  valua- 
tion and  said  investigation  into  the  experience  under  the  system;  all 
expenses  incurred  by  financial  audits  and  accounting  systems  and  pro- 
cedures; and,  all  expenses  of  administration  of  plan  benefits,  including 
legal  expenses  thereof,  shall  be  paid  from  the  accumulated  contributions 
of  the  City  and  County. 

Contributions  to  the  Retirement  System  required  of  the  City  and 
County  shall  be  charged  by  the  controller  against  the  general  fund  or  the 
school,  utility,  bond  or  other  special  fund  under  which  the  service  was 
rendered,  on  account  of  which  the  contribution  is  required;  provided  that 
contributions  required  on  account  of  service  rendered  by  any  person 
prior  to  becoming  a member  of  the  system,  under  a temporary  fund,  such 
as  bond  or  County  roads  funds,  or  a fund  then  no  longer  existing,  may 
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be  charged  against  the  general  fund,  and  provided  further,  that  any  con- 
tributions required  on  account  of  persons  receiving  benefits  under  subdi- 
vision (c)  of  Section  A8.507,  shall  be  charged  against  the  general  fund. 

Beginning  on  July  I , 2011 , in  each  year  when  the  contribution  to 
the  Retirement  System  required  under  Section  A8.5I0  is  less  than  the 
Retirement  System  employer  normal  cost  rate;  (I)  the  City  and  County 
shall  deposit  the  difference  into  the  Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund: 
and  (2)  the  Participating  Employers,  as  defined  in  Section  A8.432,  shall 
deposit  the  difference  into  the  Retiree  Health  Care  Trust  Fund  only 
upon  resolution  by  their  respective  governing  boards. 

Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Charter  is  hereby  amended,  by 
amending  Sections  A8. 506,  A8. 506-2  and  A8.506-3  to  read  as  follows: 
SEC.  A8.506  SHERIFF  S DEPARTMENT 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Charter,  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  shall  have  the  power  to  contract  with  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  Public  Employees'  Retirement  System  of  the 
State  of  California  to  provide  that  the  sheriff,  undersheriff  and  all  depu- 
tized personnel  of  the  sheriffs  department  shall  be  members  of  the 
Public  Employees’  Retirement  System,  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
and  the  retirement  bfioard  shall  have  the  power  to  perform  all  acts 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  terms  and  purposes  of  such  contract.  The 
maximum  employee  contribution  for  sheriff,  undersheriff  and  deputized 
personnel  of  the  sheriff’s  department  shall  be  seven  and  one-half  per- 
cent Required  contributions  exceeding  seven  and  one-half  per- 

cent (714%)  shall  be  made  by  the  City  and  County. 

However,  the  employee  contribution  for  persons  who  become 
employed  as  sheriff,  undersheriff  and  deputized  personnel  of  the  sher- 
iff's department  on  and  after  July  1 , 2010.  shall  he  nine  percent  19%). 
The  nine  percent  19%)  employee  contribution  rate  shall  take  effect 
immediately  upon  expiration  of  the  agreement  that  is  operative  on  June 
30.  2010.  between  the  Cits’  and  County  and  the  recognized  bargaining 
organization  representing  said  employees. 

All  contracts  and  contract  amendments  with  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  Public  Employees'  Retirement  System  of  the  State 
of  California  for  persons  hired  on  and  after  July  1,  2010,  shall  provide , 
to  the  maximum  extent  permitted,  that  final  compensation  will  be  calcu- 
lated based  on  a two-year  formula. 

Except  as  provided  in  this  Section  A8.506.  on  and  after  July  1. 
2010.  contracts  and  contract  amendments  with  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  Public  Employees'  Retirement  System  of  the  State 
of  California  shall  be  cost-neutral  and  employee  bargaining  units  shall 
be  permitted  to  trade  salary  or  other  employee  paid  benefits  to  achieve 
cost-neutrality. 

Any  person  who  shall  become  a member  of  the  Public 
Employees’  Retirement  System  pursuant  to  such  contract  shall  have  the 
right  to  be  a member  of  the  health  service  system  and  the  h//ealth  sSer- 
vice  bfloard  shall  make  provisions  for  participation  in  the  benefits  of  the 
health  service  system  by  such  persons. 

SEC.  A8.506-2  MISCELLANEOUS  SAFETY  EMPLOYEES 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Charter,  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  or  the  Community  College  Board  shall  have  the  power  to 
contract  with  the  Board  of  Administration  of  the  Public  Employees’ 
Retirement  System  of  the  State  of  California  to  provide  that  the  proba- 
tion officers,  airport  police  officers,  district  attorney  and  public  defender 
investigators,  medical  examiner  investigators,  juvenile  court  counselors, 
institutional  police,  fire  safety  inspectors  and  fire  protection  engineers 
who  are  not  members  of  the  Section  A8.588  plans,  shall  be  members  of 
the  Public  Employees’  Retirement  System,  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  the  Community  College  Board  and  the  Retirement  Board 
shall  have  the  power  to  perform  all  acts  necessary  to  carry  out  the  terms 
and  purposes  of  such  contract. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  have  the  power  to  amend  such  a 
contract  to  terminate  the  participation  of  certain  airport  police  officers 
in  the  Public  Employees'  Retirement  System  and  to  transfer  to  the  San 
Francisco  Employees’  Retirement  System  the  accumulated  assets  and 
liabilities  relating  to  the  airport  police  officers  that  make  such  an  elec- 
tion, and  to  exempt  such  a contract  amendment  from  the  cost-neutrality 
requirements  of  this  Section  48.506-2,  provided  that  the  present  value 
of  any  additional  costs  associated  with  said  transfer  and  the  related  ben- 
efits under  the  San  Francisco  Employees’  Retirement  System  does  not 


exceed  $670,000  in  the  aggregate.  All  additional  costs  in  the  form  of 
actuarial  liability  associated  with  said  transfer  and  said  benefits  that 
exceed  $670,000  in  the  aggregate  shall  be  paid  by  the  airport  police 
officers  that  elect  to  terminate  their  participation  in  the  Public 
Employees'  Retirement  System  and  transfer  the  accumulated  assets  and 
liabilities  relating  to  their  service  to  the  San  Francisco  Employees’ 
Retirement  System.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Retirement  Board 
shall  have  the  power  to  perform  all  acts. necessary  to  carry  out  the 
amendment  of  such  contract. 

Except  as  provided  in  this  Section  A 8.506-2,  contracts  and  con- 
tract amendments  shall  be  cost-neutral  and  employee  bargaining  units 
shall  be  permitted  to  trade  salary  or  other  employee  paid  benefits  to 
achieve  cost-neutrality.  However,  the  employee  contribution  for  persons 
who  become  employed  by  the  City  and  County  on  and  after  July  1. 

2010,  and  who  become  eligible  for  membership  pursuant  to  this  Section 
A8.506-2.  shall  be  nine  percent  (99c).  The  nine  percent  (9%)  employee 
contribution  rate  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  expiration  of  the 
agreement  that  is  operative  on  June  30.  2010.  between  the  City  and 
County  and  the  recognized  bargaining  organization  representing  said 
employees. 

All  contracts  and  contract  amendments  with  the  Board  ot 
Administration  of  the  Public  Employees'  Retirement  System  of  the  State 
of  California  for  persons  hired  on  and  after  July  I.  2010.  shall  provide, 
to  the  maximum  extent  permitted,  that  final  compensation  will  be  calcu- 
lated based  on  a two-year  formula. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  or  the  Community  College  Board  is 
empowered  to  determine  compliance  under  this  Section.  As  provided  in 
Section  A8. 409-5  of  the  City  Charter,  disputes  under  this  paragraph 
shall  not  be  subject  to  the  dispute  resolution  procedures  contained  in 
Charter  Section  A8. 409-4. 

Any  person  who  shall  become  a member  of  the  Public 
Employees’  Retirement  System  pursuant  to  such  contract  shall  have  the 
right  to  be  a member  of  the  health  service  system  and  the  Health 
Service  Board  shall  make  provision  for  the  participation  in  the  benefits 
of  the  health  service  system  by  such  persons.  „ 

SEC.  A8 .506-3  HOUSING  AUTHORITY  POLICE 

All  Housing  Police  Officers  of  the  Housing  Authority  who,  on 
July  1,  1984,  are  members  of  the  Public  Employees’  Retirement  System 
of  the  State  of  California  shall  continue  to  be  members  of  said  Public 
Employees’  Retirement  System,  and  they  shall  not  be  members  of  the 
San  Francisco  City  and  County  Employees’  Retirement  System. 
Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Charter,  the  City  and 
County  shall  perform  all  acts  necessary  to  continue  the  membership  of 
such  employees  in  said  Public  Employees’  Retirement  System. 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Charter,  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  shall  have  the  power  to  contract  with  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  Public  Employees’  Retirement  System  of  the 
State  of  California  to  provide  that  Housing  Authority  Police  hired  after 
July  1,  1984,  shall  be  members  of  the  Public  Employees’  Retirement 
System,  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  retirement  board  shall 
have  the  power  to  perform  all  acts  necessary  to  carry  out  the  terms  and 
purposes  of  such  contract.  However,  the  employee  contributions  to  the 
Public  Employees  ’ Retirement  System  for  persons  hired  on  and  after 
July  I.  2010.  and  who  become  eligible  for  membership  pursuant  to  this 
Section  A8.506-3  shall  be  nine  percent  19%).  The  nine  percent  (9%) 
employee  contribution  rate  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  expira- 
tion of  the  agreement  that  is  operative  on  June  30.  2010.  between  the 
City  and  County  and  the  recognized  bargaining  organization  represent- 
ing said  employees. 

All  contracts  and  contract  amendments  with  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  Public  Employees’  Retirement  System  of  the  State 
of  California  for  persons  hired  on  and  after  July  1 . 2010.  shall  provide, 
to  the  maximum  extent  permitted,  that  final  compensation  will  be  calcu- 
lated based  on  a two-year  formula. 

Except  as  provided  in  this  Section  A8J06-3.  on  and  after  July  I. 
2010.  contracts  and  contract  amendments  with  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  Public  Employees'  Retirement  System  of  the  State 
of  California  shall  be  cost-neutral  and  employee  bargaining  units  shall 
be  permitted  to  trade  salary  or  other  employee  raid  benefits  to  achieve 
cost-neutrality. 
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Any  person  who  shall  become  a member  of  the  Public 
Employees’  Retirement  System  pursuant  to  such  contract  shall 
have  the  right  to  be  a member"  of  the  health  service  system  and 
the  kHe alth  ^Service  bBoard  shall  make  provision  for  participation 
in  the  benefits  of  the  health  service  system  by  such  persons. 

Section  3.  The  San  Francisco  Charter  is  hereby  amended,  by 
adding  Sections  A8.600  through  A8.600-14  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  A8.600  MISCELLANEOUS  OFFICERS  AND  EMPLOYEES 
ON  AND  AFTER  JULY  1.2010 

Miscellaneous  officers  and  employees  who  become  employed  on 
and  after  July  1.  2010.  shall  be  eligible  to  become  members  of  the 
Retirement  System  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Sections  A8.600  through 
A8.600-14.  in  addition  to  such  other  applicable  provisions  including,  but 
not  limited  to.  A8.500  of  this  Charter:  provided  that  persons  who 
become  members  under  the  Public  Employees’  Retirement  System  of  the 
State  of  California  or  members  of  the  State  Teachers’  Retirement  System 
of  the  State  of  California  shall  not  be  members  of  the  San  Francisco  City 
and  Count\  Employees  ’ Retirement  System  and  provided,  further,  that  the 
Retirement  System  shall  be  applied  to  persons  employed  on  a part-time 
or  temporary  basis  only  as  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  determine  bv 
ordinance  enacted  by  three-fourths  vote  of  all  members  of  the  board. 
SEC.  A8. 600-1  DEFINITIONS  % 

The  following  words  and  phrases  as  used  in  this  section,  unless  a 
different  meaning  is  plainly  required  bv  the  context,  shall  have  the  fol- 
lowing meaning: 

“Retirement  allowance"  or  ‘'allowance.''  shall  mean  equal 
monthly/  payments,  beeinnine  to  accrue  upon  the  date  of  retirement,  and 
continuing  for  life  unless  a different  term  of  payment  is  definitely  pro- 
vided bv  the  context. 

“Compensation."  as  distinguished  from  benefits  under  the  work- 
ers’ compensation  laws  of  the  State  of  California  shall  mean  all  remu- 
neration whether  in  cash  or  bv  other  allowances  made  bv  the  City  and 
County,  for  service  qualifying  for  credit  under  this  section,  but  exclud- 
ing remuneration  for  overtime  and  such  other  forms  of  compensation 
excluded  bv  the  Board  of  Supervisors  pursuant  to  Section  A8.500  of  the 
Charter. 

“Compensation  ecirnable  " shall  mean  the  compensation  as  deter- 
mined bv  the  Retirement  Board,  which  would  have  been  earned  bv  the 
member  had  he  or  she  worked,  throughout  the  period  under  consider- 
ation. the  average  number  of  days  ordinarily  worked  bv  persons  in  the 
same  grade  or  class  of  positions  as  the  positions  held  bv  him  or  her 
during  such  period  and  at  the  rate  of  pay  attached  to  such  positions,  it 
being  assumed  that  during  any  absence,  he  or  she  was  in  the  position 
held  bv  him  or  her  at  the  beginning  of  the  absence,  and  that  prior  to 
entering  City  service,  he  or  she  was  in  the  position  first  held  by  him  or 
her  in  City  service. 

“ Benefit ” shall  include  “allowance."  “retirement  allowance.” 
and  “death  benefit." 

“Average  final  compensation  ” shall  mean  the  average  monthly 
compensation  earned  bv  a member  during  the  higher  ofanv  two  consec- 
utive fiscal  years  of  earnings  or  the  twenty-four  months  of  earnings 
immediately  prior  to  retirement. 

For  the  purposes  of  the  Retirement  System  and  of  this  section. 
Section  A8.600  and  Sections  A8. 600-2  through  A8. 600-14.  the  terms

officer  or  employee  employed  on  and  after  July  1.  2010.  who  is  not  a 
member  of  the  police  or  fire  departments  as  defined  in  the  Charter  for 
the  purposes  of  the  Retirement  System.  Said  terms  shall  not  include 
those  persons  who  become  members  under  the  Public  Employees  ’ 
Retirement  System  or  members  of  the  State  Teachers  ’ Retirement  System. 

“Retirement  System"  or  “ system " shall  mean  San  Francisco  City 
and  County  Employees'  Retirement  System  as  created  in  Sections  12.100 
and  A8.500  of  the  Charter. 

“Retirement  Board"  shall  mean  “Retirement  Board"  as  created 
in  Section  12.100  of  the  Charter. 

“Charter"  shall  mean  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco. 

Words  used  in  the  masculine  gender  shall  include  the  feminine  and  neu- 
ter genders,  and  singular  numbers  shall  include  the  plural  and  the  plu- 
ral the  singula^ 


“Interest"  shall  mean  interest  at  the  rate  adopted  bv  the 
Retirement  Board. 

SEC.  A8, 600-2  SERVICE  RETIREMENT 

Any  member  who  completes  at  least  20  years  of  service  in  the 
aggregate  credited  in  the  Retirement  System  and  attains  the  age  of  50 
years,  or  at  least  10  years  of  service  in  the  aggregate  credited  in  the 
Retirement  System,  and  attains  the  age  of  60  years,  said  service  to  be 
computed  under  Section  A8.600-7  may  retire  for  service  at  his  of  her 
option.  Members  may  retire  under  this  section  or  under  the  provisions 
of  A8. 600-6.  on  the  first  day  of  the  month  next  following  the  attainment 
by  them  of  the  age  of  65  years.  A member  retired  after  reaching  the  age 
of  62  years  shall  receive  a service  retirement  allowance  at  the  rate  of 
2.3  percent  of  said  average  final  compensation  for  each  year  of  service. 
The  service  retirement  allowance  of  any  member  retiring  prior  to  a) 
attaining  the  age  of  60  years,  and  after  rendering  20  years  or  more  of 
such  service,  computed  under  Section  A8.600-7.  and  having  attained  the 
age  of  50  years,  b)  attaining  the  age  of  60  years,  and  after  rendering  10 
years  or  more  of  such  service,  computed  under  Section  A8.600-7.  shall 
be  an  allowance  equal  to  the  percentage  of  said  average  final  compen- 
sation set  forth  opposite  his  or  her  age  at  retirement,  taken  to  the  pre- 
ceding completed  quarter  year,  for  each  year  of  service,  computed 
under  Section  A8.600-7:

In  no  event  shall  a member 's  retirement  allowance  exceed  seven- 
t\-five  percent  of  his  or  her  averaee  final  compensation. 

Before  the  first  payment  of  a retirement  allowance  is  made,  a 
member,  retired  under  this  section  or  Section  A8. 600-3.  ma\  elect  to 
receive  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or  her  allowance,  partly  in  an 
allowance  to  be  received  bx  him  or  her  throuehout  his  or  her  life,  and 
partly  in  other  benefits  payable  after  his  or  her  death  to  another  person 
or  persons,  provided  that  such  election  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  condi- 
tions prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  govern  similar  elections 
by  other  members  of  the  Retirement  System,  including  the  character  and 
amount,  of  such  other  benefits.  In  the  calculations  under  this  section  of 
the  retirement  allowance  of  a member  having  credit  for  service  in  a 
position  in  the  evening  schools  and  service  in  any  other  position,  sepa- 
rate retirement  allowances  shall  be  calculated,  in  the  manner  prescribed 
for  each  class  of  service,  the  average  final  compensation  in  each  case 
being  that  for  the  respective  class  of  service,  provided  that  the  a ft  ft  re- 
bate retirement  allowance  shall  be  taken  into  account  in  applying  the 
provisions  of  this  section  providing  for  a minimum  retirement  allow- 
ance. Part-time  service  and  compensation  shall  be  converted  to  full- 
time service  and  compensation  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  and  when  so  converted  shall  be  applied  on  full-time  ser- 
vice and  compensation  in  the  calculation  of  retirement  allowances. 

SEC.  A8. 600-3  RETIREMENT  FOR  INCAPACITY 

Any  member  who  becomes  incapacitated  for  performance  of  duty 
because  of  disability  determined  by  a qualified  hearing  officer  to  be  of 
extended  and  uncertain  duration,  and  who  shall  have  completed  at  least 
10  years  of  service  credited  in  the  Retirement  System  in  the  aggregate, 
computed  as  provided  in  Section  A8. 600-7.  shall  be  retired  upon  an 
allowance  of  1 .8%  (one  and  eieht-tenths  percent ) of  the  average  final 
compensation  of  said  member,  as  defined  in  Section  A8.600-I  for  each 
year  of  credited  service,  if  such  retirement  allowance  exceeds  40  per- 
cent of  his  or  her  averaee  final  compensation:  otherwise  1.8 % (one  and 
eieht-tenths  percent ) of  his  or  her  averaee  final  compensation  multi- 
plied by  the  number  of  years  of  City  service  which  would  be  credited  to 
him  or  her  were  such  City  service  to  continue  until  attainment  by  him  or 
her  of  aee  60.  but  such  retirement  allowance  shall  not  exceed  40  per- 
cent of  such  average  final  compensation.  In  the  calculation  under  this 
section  of  the  retirement  allowance  of  a member  having  credit  for  ser- 
vice in  a position  in  the  evening  schools  and  service  in  any  other  posi- 
tion. separate  retirement  allowances  shall  he  calculated,  in  the  manner 
prescribed,  for  each  class  of  service,  the  average  final  compensation  in 


each  case  being  that  for  the  respective  class  of  service:  provided  that 
the  averaee  final  compensation  upon  which  the  retirement  allowance  is 
calculated  in  such  case  shall  be  based  on  the  compensation  earned  bv 
the  member  in  the  classes  of  service  rendered  by  him  or  her  durine  the 
two  years  immediately  preceding  his  or  her  retirement.  The  question  of 
retirine  members  under  this  section  may  be  brought  before  the 
Retirement  Board  on  said  Board’s  own  motion,  by  the  Retirement 
Board's  Executive  Director  on  its  behalf,  by  said  member,  by  his  or  her 
department  head  or  by  his  or  her  guardian.  If  his  or  her  disability  shall 
cease,  his  or  her  retirement  allowance  shall  cease,  and  he  or  she  shall 
be  restored  to  service  in  the  position  or  classification  he'or  she  occu- 
pied at  the  time  of  his  or  her  retirement. 

SEC.  A8, 600-4  NO  AD  JUSTMENT  FOR  COMPENSATION 
PAYMENTS 

No  modification  of  benefits  provided  in  this  section  shall  be  made 
because  of  any  amounts  payable  to  or  on  account  of  any  member  under 
workers’  compensation  laws  of  the  State  of  California. 

SEC.  A8, 600-5  DEATH  BENEFIT 

If  a member  shall  die,  before  retirement: 

(a)  If  no  benefit  is  payable  under  subsection  (b)  of  this  section: 

( 1 ) Regardless  of  cause,  a death  benefit  shall  be  paid  to  the 
member’s  designated  beneficiary  or  estate  consisting  of  the  compensa- 
tion earnable  by  the  member  durine  the  six  months  immediately  preced- 
ing death,  plus  the  member’s  contributions  and  interest  credited  thereon. 

(2)  If  a member  sustains  a traumatic  bodily  injury  through  exter- 
nal and  violent  means  in  the  course  and  scope  of  employment  and  death 
results  within  180  days  of  such  injury,  an  additional  insurance  benefit  of 
12  months  of  compensation  earnable  shall  be  paid  to  the  member’s  des- 
ignated beneficiary  or  estate. 

lb)  If.  at  the  date  of  his  or  her  death,  he  or  she  was  qualified  for 
service  retirement  by  reason  of  service  and  aee  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  A8. 600-2.  and  he  or  she  has  designated  as  beneficiary  his  or 
her  surviving  spouse,  who  was  married  to  him  or  her  for  at  least  one 
full  year  immediately  prior  to  the  date  of  his  or  her  death,  one-half  of 
the  retirement  allowance  to  which  the  member  would  have  been  entitled 
if  he  or  she  had  retired  for  service  on  the  date  of  his  or  her  death  shall 
be  paid  to  such  surviving  spouse  who  was  his  or  her  designated  benefi- 
ciary at  the  date  of  his  or  her  death,  until  such  spouse’s  death  or  remar- 
riage, or  if  there  be  no  surviving  spouse,  to  the  unmarried  child  or  chil- 
dren  of  such  member  under  the  aee  of  18  years,  collectively,  until  every 
such  child  dies , rnarries  or  attains  the  age  of  18  years,  provided  that  no 
child  shall  receive  any  allowance  after  marrvine  or  attaining  the  aee  of 
18  years.  If.  at  the  death  of  such  surviving  spouse,  who  was  receiving 
anMowm.ee  undetj  this  Subsection  (b),  there  be  one  or  more  unmarried 
children  of  such  member  under  the  aee  of  18  years,  such  allowance 
shall  continue  to  such  child  or  children,  collectively,  until  every  such 
child  dies,  marries  or  attains  the  aee  of  18  years,  provided  that  no  child 
shall  receive  any  allowance  after  marrvine  or  attainine  the  aee  of  18 
years.  If  the  total  of  the  payments  of  allowance  made  pursuant  to  this 
Subsection  (b)  is  less  than  the  benefit  which  was  otherwise  payable _ 
under  Subsection  (a)  of  this  section,  the  amount  of  said  benefit  payable 
under  Subsection  (a)  less  an  amount  equal  to  the  total  of  the  payments 
of  allowance  made  pursuant  to  this  Subsection  (b)  shall  be  paid  in  a 
lump  sum  as  follows: 

(1)  If  the  person  last  entitle^  to  said  allowance  is  the  remarried 
surviving  spouse  of  such  member,  to  such  spouse. 

(2)  Otherwise,  to  the  surviving  children  of  the  member,  share 
and  share  alike,  or  if  there  are  no  such  children,  to  the  estate  of  the  per- 
son last  entitled  to  said  allowance. 

The  surviving  spouse  may  elect,  on  a form  provided  by  the 
Retirement  System  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Retirement  System 
before  the  first  payment  of  the  allowance  provided  herein,  to  receive  the 
benefit  provided  in  Subsection  (a)  of  this  section  in  lieu  of  the  allowance 
which  otherwise  would  be  payable  under  the  provisions  of  this  subdivi- 
sion. If  a surviving  spouse,  who  was  entitled  to  make  the  election  herein 
provided,  shall  die  before  or  after  makine  such  election  but  before 
receiving  any  payment  pursuant  to  such  election,  then  the  legally 
appointed  guardian  of  the  unmarried  children  of  the  member  under  the 
age  of  18  years  may  make  the  election  herein  provided  before  any  bene- 
fit has  been  paid  under  this  section,  for  and  on  behalf  of  ^uch  children  if 
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! in  his  or  her  judgment  it  appears  to  be  in  their  interest  and  advantage , 
and  the  election  so  made  shall  be  binding  and  conclusive  upon  all  par- 
| ties  in  interest. 

If  anv  person  other  than  such  surviving  spouse  shall  have  and  be 
il  paid  a community  property  interest  in  any  portion  of  any  benefit  provid- 
ed under  this  section,  anv  allowance  payable  under  this  Subsection  (b) 
shall  be  reduced  by  the  actuarial  equivalent . at  the  date  of  the  member’s 
death,  of  the  amount  of  benefits  payable  to  such  other  person. 

Upon  the  death  of  a member  after  retirement  and  resardless  of 
the  cause  of  death,  a death  benefit  shall  be  paid  to  his  dr  her  designated 
beneficiary  or  estate  in  the  manner  and  subject  to  the  conditions  pre- 
scribed b\  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the  payment  of  a similar  death 
benefit  upon  the  death  of  other  retired  members. 

Upon  the  death  of  a member  after  retirement,  an  allowance,  in 
addition  to  the  death  benefit  provided  in  the  immediately  preceding 
paragraph,  shall  be  paid  to  his  or  her  surviving  spouse,  until  such  sur- 
viving spouse’s  death  or  remarriase.  equal  to  one-half  of  his  or  her 
retirement  allowance  as  it  was  prior  to  optional  modification  and  prior 
to  reduction  as  provided  in  Subsection  (a)  of  Section  A8.514  of  this 
Charter,  but  exclusive  of  the  part  of  such  allowance  which  was  provided 
by  additional  contributions.  No  allowance,  however,  shall  be  paid  under 
this  paragraph  to  a surviving  spouse  unless  such  surviving  spouse  was 
married  to  said  member  at  least  one  year  immediately  prior  to  his  or 
her  retirement.  If  such  retired  person  leaves  no  such  surviving  spouse, 
or  if  such  surviving  spouse  should  die  or  remarry  before  every  child  of 
such  deceased  retired  person  attains  the  age  of  18  years,  the  allowance 
which  such  surviving  spouse  would  have  received  had  he  or  she  lived 
and  not  remarried  shall  be  paid  to  retired  person ’s  child  or  children 
under  said  age,  collectively,  to  continue  until  every  such  child  dies  or 
attains  said  age,  provided  that  no  child  shall  receive  anv  allowance 
ajjejumnyin^r-^ 

SEC.  A8, 600-6  BENEFITS  UPON  TERMINATION  OF 
MEMBERSHIP 

Should  anv  miscellaneous  member  cease  to  be  employed  as  such 
a member,  through  any  cause  other  than  death  or  retirement,  all  of  his 
or  her  contributions,  with  interest  credited  thereon,  shall  be  refunded  to 
him  or  her  subject  to  the  conditions  prescribed  bv  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  cover  similar  terminations  of  employment  and  re-employ  - 
ment  with  and  without  redeposit  of  withdrawn  accumulated  contribu- 
tions of  other  members  of  the  Retirement  System,  provided  that,  if  such 
member  is  entitled  to  be  credited  with  at  least  five  years  of  service,  he 
or  she  shall  have  the  right  to  elect,  without  right  of  revocation  and  with- 
in 90  davs  after  said  termination  of  service,  or  if  the  termination  was  bv 
lav-off.  90  days  after  the  Retirement  Board  determines  the  termination 
to  be  permanent,  whether  to  allow  his  or  her  accumulated  contributions 
to  remain  in  the  retirement  fund  and  to  receive  benefits  only  as  provided 
in  this  paragraph.  Failure  to  make  such  election  shall  be  deemed  an 
irrevocable  election  to  withdraw  his  or  her  accumulated  contributions. 
At  or  after  50  years  of  age,  he  or  she  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a 
retirement  allowance  which  shall  be  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or 
her  accumulated  contributions  and  an  equal  amount  of  the  contribu- 
tions of  the  City  and  County,  plus  1 .667%  (one  and  two-thirds  percent) 
of  his  or  her  average  final  compensation  for  each  year  of  service  credit- 
ed to  him  or  her  as  rendered  prior  to  his  or  her  first  membership  in  the 
Retirement  System.  Upon  the  death  of  such  member  prior  to  retirement, 
his  or  her  contributions  with  interest  credited  thereon  shall  be  paid  to 
his  or  her  estate  or  designated  beneficiary. 

SEC.  A8. 600-7  COMPUTATION  OF  SERVICE 

The  following  time  and  service  shall  be  included  in  the  computa- 
tion of  the  service  to  be  credited  to  a member  for  the  purpose  of  deter- 
mining whether  such  member  qualifies  for  retirement  and  calculating 
benefits: 

(a)  Time  during  which  said  member  is  a member  of  the 
Retirement  System  under  Section  A8.600.  and  for  which  said  member  is 
entitled  to  receive  compensation  because  of  services  as  a miscellaneous 
officer  or  employee. 

(b)  Service  in  the  fire  and  police  departments  which  is  not  cred- 
ited as  service  as  a member  under  Section  A8.600  shall  count  under  this 
section  upon  transfer  of  a member  of  either  of  such  departments  to 
employment  entitling  him  or  her  to  membership  in  the  Retirement 


System  under  Section  A8.600.  provided  that  the  accumulated  contribu- 
tions standing  to  the  credit  of  such  member  shall  be  adjusted  by  refund 
to  the  member  or  bv  payment  by  the  member  to  bring  the  account  at  the 
time  of  such  transfer  to  the  amount  which  would  have  been  credited  to  it 
had  the  member  been  a miscellaneous  member  throughout  the  period  of 
his  or  her  service  in  either  of  such  departments  at  the  compensation  he 
or  she  received  in  such  departments. 

(c)  Prior  service,  during  which  said  member  was  entitled  to 
receive  compensation  while  a miscellaneous  member  under  any  other 
section  of  the  Charter,  provided  that  accumulated  contributions  on 
account  of  such  service  previously  refunded  are  redeposited  with  inter- 
est from  the  date  of  refund  to  the  date  of  redeposit,  at  times  and  in  the 
manner  fixed  bv  the  Retirement  Board. 

(d)  Prior  service  determined  and  credited  as  prescribed  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors . 

( e ) The  Board  of  Supervisors,  bv  ordinance  enacted  bv  a three- 
fourths  vote  of  its  members,  may  provide  for  the  crediting  as  service  in 
the  Retirement  System,  service  rendered  as  an  employee  of  the  federal 
government  and  service  rendered  as  an  employee  of  the  State  of  .. 
California  or  any  public  entity  or  public  agency  in  the  State  of 
California.  Said  ordinance  shall  provide  that  all  contributions  required 
as  the  result  of  the  crediting  of  such  service  shall  be  made  by  the  mem- 
ber and  that  no  contributions  therefore  shall  be  required  of  the  City  and 
County. 

< f)  Time  during  which  said  member  is  absent  from  a status 
included  in  Subsections  (a)  or  (b)  and  for  which  such  member  is  entitled 
to  receive  credit  as  service  for  the  City  and  County  by  virtue  of  contri- 
butions made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  A8.520  or 
Section  A8.521  of  the  Charter. 

(g)  Time  during  which  said  member  was  on  Unpaid  Parental 
Leave  pursuant  to  Charter  Section  A8.523.  and  Tor  which  said  member 
has  purchased  service  credit  in  the  Retirement  System. 

SEC.  A8. 600-8  SOURCES  OF  FUNDS 

All  payments  provided  for  members  under  Section  A8.600  shall 
be  made  from  funds  derived  from  the  following  sources,  plus  interest 
earned  on  said  funds: 

(a)  There  shall  be  deducted  from  each  payment  of  compensation 
made  to  a member  under  Section  A8.600  a sum  equal  to  seven  percent 
of  such  payment  of  compensation.  The  sum  so  deducted  shall  be  paid 
forthwith  to  the  Retirement  System.  Said  contribution  shall  be  credited 
to  the  individual  account  of  the  member  from  whose  salary  it  was 
deducted,  and  the  total  of  said  contributions,  together  with  interest 
credited  thereon  in  the  same  manner  as  is  prescribed  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  crediting  interest  to  contributions  of  other  members  of 
the  Retirement  System,  shall  be  applied  to  provide  part  of  the  retirement 
allowance  granted  to.  or  allowance  granted  on  account  of  said  member 
under  Section  A8.600.  or  shall  be  paid  to  said  member  or  his  or  her 
estate  or  beneficiary  as  provided  in  Sections  A8. 600-5  and  A8. 600-6. 

The  individual  accounts  of  members  who  purchased  service  credit  for 
Unpaid  Parental  Leave  shall  also  include  the  amount  paid  bv  the  mem- 
ber for  said  purchase,  plus  interest. 

(b)  The  City  and  County  shall  contribute  to  the  Retirement 
System  such  amounts  as  may  be  necessary,  when  added  to  the  contribu- 
tions referred  to  in  Subsection  (a)  of  this  Section  A8. 600-8.  to  provide 
the  benefits  payable  to  members  under  Section  A8.600.  Such  contribu- 
tions of  the  City  and  County  to  provide  the  portion  of  the  benefits  here- 
under shall  be  made  in  annual  installments,  and  the  installment  to  be 
paid  in  any  year  shall  be  determined  by  the  application  of  a percentage 
to  the  total  compensation  paid  during  said  year  to  persons  who  are 
members  under  Section  A8.600.  said  percentage  to  be  the  ratio  of  the 
value  as  of  the  latest  periodical  actuarial  valuation  of  the  benefits  there- 
after to  be  paid  to  or  on  account  of  members  under  Section  A8.600  from 
contributions  of  the  City  and  County,  less  the  amount  of  such  contribu- 
tionsi.  plus  accumulated  interest  thereon,  then  held  by  said  system  to 
provide  said  benefits  on  account  of  service  rendered  by  respective  mem- 
bers after  said  date,  to  the  value  at  said  respective  dates  of  salaries 
thereafter  payable  to  said  members.  Said  values  shall  be  determined  bv 
the  actuary,  who  shall  take  into  account  the  interest  which  shall  be 
earned  on  said  contributions,  the  compensation  experience  of  members, 
and  the  probabilities  of  separation  by  all  causes,  of  members  from  ser- 
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vice  before  retirement  and  of  death  after  retirement.  Said  percentage 
shall  be  chunked  only  on  the  basis  of  said  periodical  actuarial  valua- 
tion and  investigation  into  the  experience  under  llie  system.  Said  actu- 
arial valuations  and  investigations  shall  be  made  at  least  even ■ nvo 
years.  r 

Ic)  To  promote  the  stability  of  the  Retirement  System  through  a 
joint  participation  in  the  result  of  variations  in  the  experience  under 
mortality,  investment  and  other  contingencies,  the  contributions  of  both 
members  and  the  City  and  County  held  by  the  system  to  provide  benefits 
for  members  under  Section  AS. 600  shall  be  a part  of  the  fund  in  which 
till  other  assets  of  said  system  are  .included. 

SEC.  AH. 600-9  RIGHT  TO  RETIRE 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  years  of  service  set  forth  in  Section 
AH. 600- 2 as  requisite  to  retirement,  a member  shall  be  entitled  to  retire 
at  any  time  thereafter  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  said  Section 
AH. 600- 2.  and,  except  as  provided  in  Section  A8.600-I4.  nothing  shall 
deprive  md  member  of  said  right. 

SEC.  A8. 600-10  LIMITATION  ON  EMPLOYMENT  DURING 
RET  IKE. MUM 

la)  £xcept  as  provided,  in  Section  A8.511  of  (his  Charter  and 
Subsection  lb)  of  this  section,  no  person  retired  as  a member  under 
Section  AH. 600  for  service  or  disability  and  entitled  to  receive  a retire- 
ment all owance_under_the  Retjremm.^ste^  any. 

capacity  by  the  City  and  County,  nor  shall  such  person  receive  any  pay- 
ment for  services  rendered  to  the  Cits’  and  Counts'  after  retirement. 

(b)  1 1 ) Service  as  an  election  officer  or  juror,  or  in  the  prepara- 
tion for  or  eivine  testimony  as  an  expert  witness  for  or  on  behalf  of  the 
City  and  County  before  any  court  or  legislative  body  shall  not  be  affect- 
ed by  the  provisions  of  Subsection  (a)  of  this  section. 

12)  The  provisions  of  Subsection  (a)  shall  not  prevent  such 
retired  person  bom  serving  on  any  board  or  commission  of  the  City  and 
County  and  receiving  the  compensation  for  such  office,  provided  said 
service  does  not  exceed  120  working  days  or  960  hours  per  fiscal  year. 

(3)  If  such  retired  person  is  elected  or  appointed  to  a position  or 
office  which  subjects  him  or  her  to  membership  in  the  Retirement 
System  under  Section  A8.600.  he  or  she  shall  re-enter  membership 
under  Section  A8.600  and  his  or  her  retirement  allowance  shall  be  can- 
celled immediately  upon  such  re-entry.  The  provisions  of  Subsection  ( a ) 
of  this  section  shall  not  prevent  such  person  from  receiving  the  compen- 
sation for  such  position  or  office.  The  rate  of  contribution  of  such  mem- 
ber shall  be  the  same  as  that  for  other  members  under  Section  A8.600. 
Such  member  s individual  account  shall  be  credited  with  an  amount 
which  is  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or  her  annuity  at  the  time  of  his 
or  her  re-entry,  but  the  amount  thereof  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  of 
his  or  her  accumulated  contributions  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  retire- 
ment. Such  member  shall  also  receive  credit  for  his  or  her  service  as  it 
was  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  retirement. 

(4)  The  provisions  of  Subsection  (a)  shall  not  prevent  such, 
retired  persons  from  employment  which  requires  coverage  under  the 
Public  Employees'  Retirement  System  or  the  State  Teachers'  Retirement 
System. 

SEC.  A8. 600-11  ADJUSTMENT  OF  ALLOWANCES 

Every  retirement  or  death  allowance  payable  to  or  on  account  of 
any  member  under  Section  AH. 600  shall  be  adjusted  for  cost  of  living 
allowances  and  supplemental  cost  of  livine  benefits  as  provided  in  this 
Charter. 

SEC.  AH. 6Q0- 1 2 CONFLICTING  CHARTER  PROVISIONS 

Any  section  or  part  of  any  section  in  this  Charter,  insofar  as  it 
should  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  Sections  A8.600  through  A8.600- 
14  or  with  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  superseded  by  the  contents  of  said 
sections.  In  the  event  that  any  word,  phrase,  clause  or  section  of  sec-

SEC.  A8.600-14  FORFEITURE  FOR  CRIMES  INVOLVING 
MORAL  TURPITUDE 

Any  member  convicted  of  d crime  involving  moral  turpitude  com- 
mitted in  connection  with  his  or  her  duties  as  an  officer  or  employee  of 
the  Cits'  and  Counts',  the  school  district,  the  college  district,  or  the 
Superior  Court  of  California.  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  shall 
forfeit  all  rights  to  any  benefits  under  the  Retirement  System  except 
refund  of  his  or  her  accumulated  contributions:  provided,  however,  that 
if  such  member  is  qualified  for  service  retirement  by  reason  of  service 
and  use  under  the  provisions  of  Section  A8 .600-2 . he  or  she  shall  have 
the  right  to  elect,  without  rieht  of  revocation  and  within  90  days  after 
his  or  her  removal  bom  office  or  employment  to  receive  as  his  or  her 
sole  benefit  under  the  Retirement  System  an  annuity  which  shall  be  the 
actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or  her  accumulated,  contributions  at  the  time 
of  such  removal  from  office  or  employment. 

Any  member,  after  retirement  for  service  or  disability  or  while 
receiving  a vesting  allowance,  who  is  convicted  of  a crime  involving 
moral  turpitude  in  connection  with  his  or  her  duties  as  an  officer  or 
employee  of  the  City  and  County,  the  school  district,  the  colleee  district, 
or  the  Superior  Court  of  California.  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
shall  forfeit  all  rights  to  any  further  benefit  bom  the  Retirement  System 
and  the  Retirement  System  shall  immediately  cease  all  future  payments 
to  such  member:  provided  however,  that  if  at  the  time  of  the  conviction, 
said  member  has  remaining  accumulated  contributions,  then  such  mem- 
ber shall  have  the  right  to  elect,  without  right  of  revocation  and  within 
30  days  after  his  or  her  conviction,  to  receive  as  his  or  her  sole  benefit 
under  the  Retirement  System  an  annuity  which  shall  be  the  actuarial 
equivalent  of  his  or  her  accumulated  contributions  remaining  at  the 
rime  of  the  conviction. 

Section  4.  The  San  Francisco  Charter  is  hereby  amended,  by 
adding  Sections  A8.601  through  A8.601-16  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  A8.601  MEMBERS  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  ON  AND 
AFTER  JULY  1.2010 

Persons  who  become  members  of  the  fire  department,  as  defined 
in  Section  A8.601-1 . on  and  after  July  1 . 2010.  shall  be  members  of  the 
Retirement  System  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Sections  A8.601  through 
A8.601-16  (which  shall  apply  only  to  members  under  Section  A8.601 ) in 
addition  to  the  provisions  contained  in  Sections  12.100  to  12.103  and 
Sections  A8.500.  AH. 5 10.  A8.520.  AH. 526-2  and  A8.526-3  of  this 
Charter,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  other  section  of  this 
Charter,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  of  the  provisions  of  Sections 
A8.598'ofthis  Charter. 

The  provisions  of  Section  A8.601  shall  not  apply  to  any  member 
of  the  Retirement. $vstem  before  July  1 . 2010.  or  any  member  who  sepa- 
rated from  sendee,  retired  or  died  before  July  1 . 2010.  or  to  his  or  her 
continuant. 

SEC.  A8. 601-1  DEFINITIONS 

The  following  words  and  phrases  as  used  in  this  section.  Section 
A8.601  and  Section  A8.60I-2  through  A8.601-16.  unless  a different 
meaning  is  plainly  required  by  the  context,  shall  have  the  following 
meanings: 

" Retirement  allowance."  "death  allowance"  or  "allowance.” 
shall  mean  equal  monthly  payments,  beginning  to  accrue  upon  the  date 
of  retirement,  or  upon  the  day  following  the  date  of  death,  as  the  case 
may  be.  and  continuing  for  life  unless  a different  term  of  payment  is  def- 
initely provided  by  the  context. 

"Compensation. " as  distinguished  bom  benefits  under  the 
Workers'  Compensation  Insurance  and  Safety  Act  of  the  State  of 
California,  shall  mean  the  remuneration  payable  in  cash,  by  the  City 
and  County,  without  deduction  except  for  absence  from  duty,  for  time 
during  which  the  individual  receiving  such  remuneration  is  a member  of 
the  fire  department,  but  excluding  remuneration  paid  for  overtime. 
Subject  to  the  requirement  that  it  be  payable  in  cash  and  that  overtime 
be  excluded,  "compensation  " for  pension  purposes  may  be  defined  in  a 
collective  bargaining  agreement. 

"Compensation  earnable"  shall  mean  the  compensation  which 
would  have  been  earned  had  the  member  received  compensation  with- 
out interruption  throughout  the  period  under  consideration  and  at  the 
rates  of  remuneration  attached  at  that  time  to  the  ranks  or  positions 
held  by  him  or  her  during  such  period,  it  being  assumed  that  during  any 
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absence,  he  or  she  was  in  the  rank  or  position  held  by  him  or  her  at  the 
beeinnine  of  the  absence,  and  that  prior  to  becomins  a member  of  the 
fire  department,  he  or  she  was  in  the  rank  or  position  first  held  bv  him 
or  her  in  such  department. 

“Benefit”  shall  include  “allowance."  “retirement  allowance.” 
“death  allowance  ” and  “death- benefit.  ” 

“Final  compensation  ” shall  mean  the  average  monthly  compen- 
sation earned  bv  a member  durine  the  higher  o f any  two  consecutive 
fiscal  -years  ofearninss  or  the  twenty-four  months  ofearninss  immedi- 
ately prior  to  retirement. 

For  the  purpose  of  Sections  A8.601  through  A8.601-16.  the  terms 
“member  of  the  fire  department."  “member  of  the  department.”  or 
“member”  shall  mean  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  fire  department 
employed  on  and  after  July  1 . 2010.  who  was  or  shall  be  subject  to  the 
Charter  provisions  governing  entrance  requirements  of  members  of  the 
uniformed  force  of  said  department  and  said  terms  shall  further  mean 
persons  employed  on  and  after  July  1 . 2010.  at  an  aee  not  sreater  than 
the  maximum  ase  then  prescribed  for  entrance  into  employment  in  said 
uniformed  force,  to  perform  duties  now  performed  under  the  titles  of 
pilot  offireboats.  or  marine  engineer  offireboats:  provided,  however, 
that  said  terms  shall  not  include  any  person  who  has  not  satisfactorily 
completed  such  course  o f training  as  may  be  required  by  the  fire  depart- 
ment prior  to  assignment  to  active  duty  with  said  department. 

“Retirement  System  ” or  “system  ” shall  mean  San  Francisco  City 
and  County  Employees'  Retirement  System  as  created  in  Sections  12.100 
and  A8.500  of  the  Charter. 

“Retirement  Board"  shall  mean  “Retirement  Board"  as  created 
in  Section  12.100  of  the  Charter. 

“Charter”  shall  mean  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco. 

Words  used  in  the  masculine  sender  shall  include  the  feminine 
and  neuter  sender,  words  used  in  the  feminine  sender  shall  include  the 
masculine  and  neuter  sender,  and  singular  numbers  shall  include  the 
plural  and  the  plural  the_singular. 

“Interest”  shall  mean  interest  at  the  rate  adopted  by  the 
Retirement  Board. 

SEC.  A8.601-2  SERVICE  RETIREMENT 

Any  member  of  the  fire  department  who  completes  at  least  five 
years  of  service  in  the  aeereeate  and  attains  the  ase  of  fifty  (50)  years, 
said  service  to  be  computed  under  Section  A8.601-10.  may  retire  for 
service' at  his  or  her  option.  A member  retired  after  meetins  the  service 
and  aee  requirements  in  the  preceding  sentence,  shall  receive  a retire- 
ment allowance  equal  to  the  percent  of  final  compensation  (as  defined 
in  Section  A8.601-1 ) set  forth  below  opposite  his  or  her’ ase  at  retire- 
ment. taken  to  the  precedins  completed  quarter  year,  for  each  year  of 
service,  as  computed  under  Section  A8.601-10:

In  no  event,  however,  shall  such  a retirement  allowance  exceed 
ninety  (90)  percent  of  a member’s  final  compensation. 

SEC.  A8, 601-3  RETIREMENT  FOR  INCAPACITY 

Any  member  of  the  fire  department  who  becomes  incapacitated 
for  the  performance  of  his  or  her  duty  by  reason  of  any  bodily  injury 
received  in.  or  illness  caused  by  the  performance  of  his  or  her  duty, 
shall  be  retired.  If  he  or  she  is  not  qualified  for  service  retirement,  he  or 
she  shall  receive  a retirement  allowance  in  an  amount  which  shall  be 
equal  to  the  same  percentage  of  the  final  compensation  of  said  member, 
as  defined  in  Section  A8.601-1.  as  his  or  her  percentase  of  disability  is 
determined  to  be.  The  percentase  of  disability  shall  be  as  determined  by 
the  Workers’  Compensation  Appeals  Board  of  the  State  of  California 
upon  referral  from  the  Retirement  Board  for  that  purpose:  provided  that 
the  Retirement  Board  may,  by  five  affirmative  votes,  adjust  the  percent- 
age of  disability  as  determined  by  said  appeals  board:  and  provided, 
further,  that  such  retirement  allowance  shall  be  in  an  amount  not  less 
than  50  percent  nor  more  than  90  percent  of  the  final  compensation  of 
said  member,  as  defined  in  Section  A8. 601-1.  Said  allowance  shall  be 
paid  to  him  or  her  until  the  date  upon  which  said  member  would  have 
completed  at  least  twenty- five  (25)  years  of  service  in  the  asereeate  and 
attained  the  ase  of  fifty  (50)  years  had  he  or  she  lived  and  rendered  ser- 
vice without  interruption  in  the  rank  held  by  him  or  her  at  retirement, 
and  after  said  date  the  allowance  payable  shall  be  equal  to  the  retire- 
ment allowance  said  member  would  have  received  if  retired  for  service 
on  said  date  based  on  the  final  compensation,  as  defined  in  Section 
A8.601-1.  he  or  she  would  have  received  immediately  prior  to  said  date, 
had  he  or  she  lived  and  rendered  service  as  assumed,  but  such  allow- 
ance shall  not  be  less  than  50  percent  of  such  final  compensation. 

If.  at  the  time  of  retirement  because  of  disability,  he  or  she  is 
qualified  as  to  aee  and  service  for  retirement  under  Section  A8.601-2. 
he  or  she  shall  receive  an  allowance  equal  to  the  retirement  allowance 
which  he  or  she  would  receive  if  retired  under  Section  A8.601-2.  but  not 
less  than  50  percent  of  said  final  compensation.  Any  member  of  the  fire 
department  who  becomes  incapacitated  for  performance  of  his  or  her 
duty  by  reason  of  a cause  not  included  under  the  provisions  of  the 
immediately  precedins  sentences,  and  who  shall  have  completed  at  least 
10  years  of  service  in  the  asereeate.  computed  as  provided  in  Section 
A8.601-10.  shall  be  retired  upon  an  allowance  of  IV2  percent  of  the  final 
compensation  of  said  member  as  defined  in  Section  A8.601-1  for  each 
year  of  service,  provided  that  said  allowance  shall  not  be  less  than  33 ‘A 
percent  of  said  final  compensation.  The  question  of  retirins  a member 
under  this  section  may  be  brousht  before  the  Retirement  Board  on  said 
board’s  own  motion,  by  recommendation  of  the  fire  commission  or  by 
said  member  or  his  or  her  suardian.  If  his  or  her  disability  shall  cease, 
his  or  her  retirement  allowance  shall  cease  and  he  or  she  shall  be 
restored  to  the  service  in  the  rank  he  or  she  occupied  at  the  time  of  his 
or  her  retirement. 

SEC.  A8.601  -4  DEATH  ALLOWANCE 

If  a member,  of  the  fire  department  shall  die  before  or  after  retire- 
mentbv  reason  of  an  injury  received  in.  or  illness  caused  by  the  perfor- 
mance of  his  or  her  duty,  a death  allowance,  in  lieu  of  any  allowance, 
payable  under  any  other  section  of  the  Charter  or  by  ordinance,  on 
account  of  death  resulting  from  injury  received  in  or  illness  caused  by 
the  performance  of  duty,  shall  be  paid,  besinnins  on  the  date  next  fol- 
lowing the  date  of  death,  to  his  or  her  survivins  spouse  throughout  his 
or  her  life  or  until  his  or  her  remarriage.  If  the  member,  at  the  time  of 
death,  was  qualified  for  service  retirement,  but  he  or  she  had  not 
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retired,  the  allowance  payable  shall  be  equal  to  the  retirement  allow- 
ance which  the  member  would  have  received  if  he  or  she  had  been 
retired  for  service  on  the  date  of  death,  but  such  allowance  shall  not  be 

immediately  preceding  death.  If  death  occurs  prior  to  qualification  for 
service  retirement . the  allowance  payable  shall  be  equal  to  the  compen- 
sation of  said  member  at  the  date  of  death,  until  the  date  upon  which 
said  member  would  have  completed  at  least  twenty-five  (25)  years  of 
senice  in  the  aggregate  and  attained  the  ace  of  fifty  (50)  years , had  he 
or  she  lived  and  rendered  service  without  interruption  in  the  rank  held 
by  him  or  her  at  death,  and  alter  said  date  the  allowance  payable  shall 
be  equal  to  the  retirement  allowance  said  member  would  have  received 
if  retired  for  service  on  said  date,  based  on  the  final  compensation  he  or 
she  would  have  received  prior  to  said  date . had  he  or  she  lived  and  ren- 
dered sendee  as  assumed,  but  such  allowance  shall  not  be  less  than  50 
percent  of  such  final  compensation.  If  he  or  she  had  retired  prior  to 
death,  for  senice  or  for  disability  resulting  from  injury  received  in.  or 
illness  caused  by  the  performance  of  duty,  the  allowance  payable  shall 
be  equal  to  the  retirement  allowance  of  the  member,  except  that  if  he  or 
she  was  a member  under  Section  A8.60I  and  retirement  was  for  such 
disability,  and  if  death  occurred  prior  to  qualification  for  the  service 
retirement  allowance,  the  allowance  continued  shall  be  adjusted  upon 
the  date  at  which  said  member  would  have  completed  at  least  twenty- 
five  (25)  years  of  service  in  the  aeereeate  and  attained  the  age  of  fifty 
(50)  years,  in  the  same  manner  as  it  would  have  been  adjusted  had  the 
member  not  died. 

If  there  is  no  surviving  spouse  entitled  to  an  allowance  hereunder, 
or  if  he  or  she  dies  or  remarries  before  every  child  of  such  deceased 
member  attains  the  ase  of  18  years,  then  the  allowance  which  the  sur- 
viving spouse  would  have  received  had  he  or  she  lived  and  not  remar- 
ried shall  be  void  to  his  or  her  child  or  children  under  said  ase,  collec- 
tivelv.  until  every  such  child  dies  or  attains  said  ape,  provided  that  no 
child  shall  receive  any  allowance  after  marrying  or  attaining  the  ase  of 
18  years.  Should  said  member  leave  no  surviving  spouse  and  no  chil- 
dren under  the  age  of  18  years,  but  leave  a child  or  children,  regardless 
of  aee.  dependent  upon  him  or  her  for  support  because  partially  or 
totally  disabled  and  unable  to  earn  a livelihood  or  a parent  or  parents 
dependent  upon  him  or  her  for  support,  the  child  or  children  and  the 
parents  so  dependent  shall  collectively  receive  a monthly  allowance 
equal  to  that  which  a surviving  spouse  otherwise  would  have  received, 
during  such  dependency.  No  allowance,  however,  shall  be  paid  under 
this  section  to  a surviving  spouse  following  the  death  of  a member 
unless  he  or  she  was  married  to  the  member  prior  to  the  date  of  the 
injury  or  onset  of  the  illness  which  results  in  death. 

SEC.A8.60b5.  PAYMENT. TO  SURViyjNGDEPENDENTS 

Upon  the  death  of  a member  of  the  fire  department  resultine  from 
any  cause  other  than  an  injury  received  in.  or  illness  caused  by  perfor- 
mance of  duty. 

(a)  if  the  death  occurred  after  qualification  for  service  retirement 
under  Section  A8.601-2.  or  after  retirement  sendee  or  because  of  dis- 
ability which  result  from  any  cause  other  than  an  injury  received  in.  or 
illness  caused  by  performance  of  duty  one-half  of  the  retirement  allow- 
ance to  which  the  member  would  have  been  entitled  if  he  or  she  had 
retired  for  service  at  the  date  of  death  or  one-half  of  the  retirement 
allowance  as  it  was  at  his  or  her  death,  as  the  case  may  be.  shall  be 
continued  throughout  his  or  her  life  or  until  remarriage  to  his  or  her

(b)  if  his  or  her  death  occurred  after  the  completion  of  at  least 
25  years  of  service  in  the  aggregate  but  prior  to  the  attainment  of  the 
age  of  50  years,  one-half  of  the  retirement  allowance  to  which  he  or  she 
would  have  been  entitled  under  Section  A8.60I-2  if  he  or  she  had

(d)  if  his  or  her  death  occurred  after  completion  of  at  least  10 
years  ofsen'ice  in  the  aeereeate.  computed  as  provided  in  Section 
A8.601-I0.  an  allowance  in  an  amount  equal  to  the  retirement  allow- 
ance to  which  the  member  would  have  been  entitled  pursuant  to  Section 
A8.60I-3  if  he  or  she  had  retired  on  the  date  of  death  because  of  inca- 
pacity for  performance  of  duty  shall  be  paid  throuehout  life  or  until 
remarriaee  to  his  or  her  sun’ivine  spouse.  If  there  is  no  survivine 
spouse  entitled  to  an  allowance  hereunder,  or  if  he  or  she  dies  or  remar- 
ries before  every  child  of  such  deceased  member  attains  the  aee  of  18 
years,  then  the  allowance  which  the  surviving  spouse  would  have 
received  had  he  or  she  lived  and  not  remarried  shall  be  paid  to  his  or 
her  child  or  children  under  said  ase.  collectively,  to  continue  until  every 
such  child  dies  or  attains  said  aee.  provided  that  no  child  shall  receive 
any  allowance  after  marrying  or  attaining  the  aee  of  18  years.  Should 
said  member  leave  no  survivine  spouse  and  no  children,  under  ape  of 
18  years,  but  leave  a child  or  children,  resardless  of  aee.  dependent 
upon  him  or  her  for  support  because  partially  or  totally  disabled  and 
unable  to  earn  a livelihood  or  a parent  or  parents  dependent  upon  him 
or  her  for  support,  the  child  or  children  and  the  parents  so  dependent 
shall  collectively  receive  a monthly  allowance  equal  to  that  which  a 
surviving  spouse  otherwise  would  have  received,  during  such  dependen- 
cy. No  allowance,  however  shall  be  paid  under  this  section  to  a surviv- 
ine spouse  unless  he  or  she  was  married  to  the  member  prior  to  the 
date  of  the  injury  or  onset  of  the  illness  which  results  in  death  if  he  pr 
she  had  not  retired,  or  unless  he  or  she  was  married  to  the  member  at 
least  one  year  prior  to  his  or  her  retirement  if  he  or  she  had  retired. 

As  used  in  this  section  and  Section  A8.601-4  “surviving  spouse". 
shall  mean  and  include  a sun'ivine  spouse,  and  shall  also  mean  and 
include  a spouse  who  has  remarried  since  the  death  of  the  member,  but 
whose  remarriaee  has  been  terminated  by  death,  divorce  or  annulment 
within  five  years  after  the  date  of  such  remarriaee  and  who  has  not 
thereafter  aeain  remarried. 

The  sun’ivine  spouse,  in  the  event  of  death  of  the  member  after 
qualification  for,  but  before  sendee  retirement,  may  elect  before  the  first 
payment  of  the  allowance,  to  receive  the  benefit  provided  in  Section 
A8.601-8.  in  lieu  of  the  allowance  which  otherwise  would  be  continued 
to  him  or  her  under  this  section.  If  there  is  no  survivine  spouse,  the 
guardian  of  the  elieible  child  or  children  may  make  such  election,  and  if 
there  are  no  such  children,  the  dependent  parent  or  parents  may  make 
such  election.  "Qualified  for  service  retirement.’’  "qualification  for  ser- 
vice retirement"  or  “ qualified  as  to  aee  and  sendee  for  retirement."  as 
used  in  this  section  and  other  sections  to  which  persons  who  are  mem- 
bers under  Section  A8.601  are  subject,  shall  mean  completion  of  25 
years  ofsen'ice  and  attainment  of  aee  50.  said  sendee  to  be  computed 
under  Section  A8.601-10. 

SEC.  A8. 601-6  ADJUSTMENT  OF  ALLOWANCES 

Every  retirement  or  death  allowance  payable  to  or  on  account  of 
any  member  under  Section  A8.601  shall  be  adjusted  for  cost  of  living 
allowances  and  supplemental  cost  of  living  benefits  as  provided  in  this 
Charter. 

SEC.  A8.601-7  ADJUSTMENT  FOR  COMPENSATION  PAYMENTS 
That  portion  of  any  allowance  payable  because  of  the  death  or 
retirement  of  any  member  of  the  fire  department  which  is  provided  by 
contributions  of  the  City  and  County,  shall  be  reduced,  by  the  amount  of 
any  benefits  other  than  medical  benefits,  payable  by  the  City  and 
County  to  or  on  account  of  such  person,  under  any  workers'  compensa- 
tion law  or  any  other  general  law  and  because  of  the  injury  or  illness 
resulting  in  said  death  or  retirement.  Such  portion  which  is  paid 
because  of  death  or  retirement  which  resulted  from  injury  received  in. 
or  illness  caused  by  performance  of  duty,  shall  be  considered  as  in  lieu 
of  all  benefits,  other  than  medical  benefits,  payable  to  or  on  account  of 
such  person  under  such  law  and  shall  be  in  satisfaction  and  discharge 
of  the  obligation  of  the  City  and  County  to  pav  such  benefits. 
SEC.A8.601-8  DEATH  BENEFIT 

If  a member  of  the  fire  department  shall  die,  before  retirement 
from  causes  other  than  an  injury  received  in.  or  illness  caused  by  the 
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performance  of  duty,  or  resardless  of  came  if  no  allowance  shall  be 
payable  under  Section  A8.601-4  or  A8.601-5  preceding,  a death  benefit 
shall  be  paid  to  his  or  her  designated  beneficiary  or  estate,  the  amount 
of  which  and  the  conditions  for  the  payment  of  which  shall  be  deter- 
mined in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the 
death  benefit  of  other  members  of  the  Retirement  System.  Upon  the 
death  of  a member  after  retirement  and  regardless  of  the  cause  of  death, 
a death  benefit  shall  be  paid  to  his  or  her  designated  beneficiary  or 
estate,  the  amount  of  which  and  the  conditions  for  the  payment  of  which 
shall  be  determined  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  the  death  benefit  of  other  members  of  the  Retirement 
System. 

SEC.  A8.601-9  REFUNDS  AND  REDEPOSITS 

Should  any  member  of  the  fire  department  cease  to  be  employed 
as  such  a member,  through  any  cause  other  than  death  or  retirement  or 
transfer  to  another  office  or  department,  all  of  his  or  her  contributions, 
with  interest  credited  thereon,  shall  be  refunded  to  him  or  her  subject  to 
the  conditions  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  govern  similar 
terminations  of  employment  of  other  members  of  the  Retirement  System. 
If  he  or  she  shall  aeain  become  a member  of  the  department,  he  or  she 
shall  redeposit  in  the  retirement  fund  the  amount  refunded  to  him  or  her. 
Should  a member  of  the  fire  department  become  an  employee  of  any 
other  office  or  department,  his  or  her  accumulated  contribution  account 
shall  be  adjusted  by  payments  to  or  from  him  or  her  as  the  case  may  be 
to  make  the  accumulated  contributions  credited  to  him  or  her  at  the 
time  of  change  equal  to  the  amount  which  would  have  been  credited  to 
him  or  her  if  he  or  she  had  been  employed  in  said  other  office  or 
department  at  the  rate  of  compensation  received  by  him  or  her  in  the 
fire  department  and  he  or  she  shall  receive  credit  for  service  for  which 
said  contributions  were  made,  according  to  the  Charter  section  under 
which  his  or  her  membership  in  the  Retirement  System  continues. 

SEC.  A8. 601-10  COMPUTATION  OF  SERVICE 

The  following  time  shall  be  included  in  the  computation  of  the 
service  to  be  credited  to  a member  of  the  fire  department  for  the  pur- 
poses of  determines  whether  such  member  qualified  for  retirement  and 
calculating  benefits,  excluding,  however,  any  time,  the  contributions  for 
which  were  withdrawn  by  said  member  upon  term±natwn^M±QLher._ 
service  while  he  or  she  was  a member  under  any  other  Charter  section, 
and  not  redeposited  upon  re-entry  into  service: 

( a ) Time  during  and  for  which  said  member  is  entitled  to  receive 
compensation  because  of  services  as  a member  of  the  police  or  fire 
department. 

(b)  Time  prior  to  July  1 . 2010.  durim  which  said  member  was 
entitled  to  receive  compensation  while  a member  of  the  police  or  fire 
department  under  any  other  section  of  the  Charter,  provided  that  accu- 
mulated contributions  on  account  of  such  service  previously  refunded 
are  redeposited  with  interest  from  the  date  of  refund  to  the  date  of  rede- 
posit. at  times  and  in  the  manner  fixed  by  the  Retirement  Board:  and 
solely  for  the  purpose  of  determining  qualification  for  retirement  under 
Section  A8.601-3  for  disability  not  resulting  from  injury  received  in  or 
illness  caused  by  performance  of  duty,  time  during  which  said  member 
serves  and  receives  compensation  because  of  services  rendered  in  other 
offices  and  departments. 

(c)  Time  durins  which  said  member  earned  compensation  as  a 
paramedic  with  the  fire  department  or  department  of  public  health,  pro- 
vided that  the  accumulated  contributions  on  account  of  such  service  are 
transferred  to  his  or  her  Section  A8.601  account  or.  if  previously  refund- 
ed. are  redeposited  with  interest  from  the  date  of  refund  to  the  date  of 
redeposit,  at  times  and  in  the  manner  fixed  by  the  Retirement  Board. 

The  Retirement  Board  shall  require  said  member  to  execute  a waiver  at 
any  time  prior  to  retirement  so  that  any  paramedic  service  covered  by 
Section  A8.601  is  not  also  covered  by  other  pension  provisions  in  this 
Charter. 

(d)  Time  during  which  said  member  is  absent  from  a status 
included  in  Subsection  (a)  next  precedine.  bv  reason  of  service  in  the 
armed  forces  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  bv  reason  of  any  other 
service  included  in  Sections  A8.520  and  A8.521  of  the  Charter,  durine 
any  war  in  which  the  United  States  was  or  shall  be  engaged  or  during 
other  national  emergency,  and  for  which  said  member  contributed  or 
contributes  to  the  Retirement  System  or  for  which  the  City  and  County 


contributed  or  contributes  on  his  or  her  account. 

(e)  Time  during  which  said  member  was  on  Unpaid  Parental 
Leave  pursuant  to  Charter  Section  A8J23.  and  for  which  said  member 
has  purchased  service  credit  in  the  Retirement  System. 

SEC.  A8. 601-11  SOURCES  OF  FUNDS 

All  payments  provided  for  members  under  Section  A8.60I  shall 
be  made  from  funds  derived  from  the  following  sources,  plus  interest 
earned  on  said  funds: 

(a)  There  shall  be  deducted  from  each  payment  of  compensation 
made  to  a member  under  Section  A8.601  a sum  equal  to  eieht  and  one- 
half  percent  of  such  payment  of  compensation.  The  sum  so  deducted 
shall  be  paid  forthwith  to  the  Retirement  System.  The  eieht  and  one-half 
percent  member  contribution  rate  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon 
expiration  of  the  agreement  that  is  operative  on  June  30.  2010.  between 
the  City  and  County  and  the  recoenized  barsainine  organization  repre- 
senting said  members.  Prior  to  that  time,  there  shall  be  deducted  from 
each  payment  of  compensation  made  to  a member  under  Section  A8.601 
a sum  equal  to  seven  percent  of  such  payment  of  compensation.  Said 
contribution  shall  be  credited  to  the  individual  account  of  the  member 
from  whose  salary  it  was  deducted,  and  the  total  of  said  contributions, 
together  with  interest  credited  thereon  in  the  same  manner  as  is  pre- 
scribed by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  creditins  interest  to  contribu- 
tions of  other  members  of  the  Retirement  System,  shall  be  applied  to 
provide  part  of  the  retirement  allowance  er anted  to.  or  allowance 
granted  on  account  of  said  member,  or  shall  be  paid  to  said  member  or 
his  or  her  beneficiary  or  estate  as  provided  in  Section  A8.601-8. 
A8.601-9  and  A8.601-10. 

(b)  The  City  and  County  shall  contribute  to  the  Retirement 
System  such  amounts  as  may  be  necessary,  when  added  to  the  contribu- 
tions referred  to  in  Subsection  (a)  of  this  Section  A8.601-11 . to  provide 
the  benefits  payable  to  members  under  Section  A8.601.  Such  contribu- 
tions of  the  City  and  County  to  provide  the  portion  of  the  benefits  here- 
under shall  be  made  in  annual  installments,  and  the  installment  to  be 
paid  in  any  year  shall  be  determined  by  the  application  of  a percentage 
to  the  total  compensation  paid  during  said  year  to  persons  who  are 
members  under  Section  A8.601  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  A8.510. 

(c)  To  promote  the  stability  of  the  Retirement  System  through  a 
joint  participation  in  the  result  of  variations  in  the  experience  under 
mortality,  investment  and  other  contingencies,  the  contributions  of  both 
members  and  the  City  and  County  held  by  the  system  to  provide  benefits 
for  members  under  Section  A8.601,  shqllbe.apart  of  the  fund  in  which 
all  other  assets  of  said  system  are  included. 

(d)  Any  year  in  which,  based  upon  the  Retirement  System ’s 
annual  actuarial  valuation,  the  employer  contribution  rate  exceeds  0%. 
the  employee  organizations  representing  safety  members  shall  jointly 
meet  and  confer  with  City  representatiy^JompJm^lMCJi^  sharing 
arrangement  between  the  City  and  employee  organizations.  Such 
arrangement  will  effect  a material  reduction  of  the  cost  impact  of 
employer  contributions  on  the  City 's  general  fund. 

The  dollar  value  of  the  cost  sharing  arrangement  shall  not 
exceed  the  total  annual  cost  to  the  Retirement  System  of  improving  the 
police. and  fire  safety  retirement  plans  to  the  3%  @ 55  benefit  level  or 
the  total  employer  contribution  required  by  the  Retirement  System, 
whichever  is  lesser.  Such  cost  sharing  arrangement  shall  not  require  an 
employee  contribution  in  excess  of  the  limits  set  elsewhere  in  this 
Charter. 

The  meet  and  confer  process,  including  all  impasse  procedures 
under  Section  A8.590-1  et  seq..  shall  be  concluded  not  later  than  April 
1st  except  by  mutual  agreement  of  the  parties.  The  cost  sharing 
arrangement  must  be  finalized  to  permit  implementation  effective 
July  1. 

The  Retirement  Board’s  authority  under  Charter  Section  12.100 
and  in  Section  A8.510  concerning  the  annual  setting  of  the  rates  of  con- 
tribution are  not  subject  to  the  meet  and  confer  process,  including  all 
impasse  procedures  under  Section  A8.590-1  et  seq. 

SEC.  A8. 601 -12  RIGHT  TO  RETIRE 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  years  of  service  set  forth  in  Section 
A8.601-2  as  requisite  to  retirement,  a member  of  the  fire  department 
shall  be  entitled  to  retire  at  any  time  thereafter  in  accordance  with  the 
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provisions  of  said  Section  A8.60/-2.  and  except  as  provided  in  Section 
A8.601-16.  nothing  shall  deprive  said  member  of  said  right. 

SEC.  A8.601-13  LIMITATION  ON  EMPLOYMENT  DURING 
RETIREMENT 

(a)  Except  as  provided  in  Section  A8.51J  of  this  Charter  and  in 
Subsection  (bT of  this  section,  no  person  retired  as  a member  under 
Section  A8.60I  for  serxice  or  disability  and  entitled  to  receive  a retire- 
ment allowance  under  the  Retirement  System  shall  be  employed  in  any 
capacity  bx  the  Cin ■ and  Counts',  nor  shall  such  person  receive  anv  pay- 
ment for  services  rendered  to  the  Cits’  and  Counts’  after  retirement. 

t b ) (!)  Serxice  as  an  election  officer  or  iuror.  or  in  the  prepara- 
tion for,  or  giving  testimony  as  an  expert  witness  for  or  on  behalf  of  the 
City  and  Counts-  before  any  court  or  legislative  body  shall  be  affected 
by  the  provisions  of  Subsection  (a)  of  this  section. 

(2)  The  provisions  of  Subsection  (a)  shall  not  prevent  such 
retired  person  from  serxing  on  anv  board  or  commission  of  the  City  and 
Counts'  and  receiving  the  compensation  for  such  office,  provided  said 
compensation  does  not  exceed  $ 100  per  month. 

(3)  If  such  retired  person  is  elected  or  appointed  to  a position  or 
office  which  subjects  him  or  her  to  membership  in  the  Retirement 
System  under  Section  A8.601 . he  or  she  shall  re-enter  membership 
under  Section  A8.60J  and  his  or  her  retirement  allowance  shall  be  can- 
celled immediately  upon  his  or  her  re-entry.  The  provisions  of 
Subsection  la)  of  this  section  shall  not  prevent  such  person  from  receiv- 
ing the  compensation  for  such  position  or  office.  The  rate  of  contribu- 
tions of  such  member  shall  be  the  same  as  that  for  other  members  under 
Section  A8.60I . Such  member's  individual  account  shall  be  credited 
with  an  amount  which  is  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or  her  annuity 
at  the  time  of  his  or  her  re-entry,  but  the  amount  thereof  shall  not 
exceed  the  amount  of  his  or  her  accumulated  contributions  at  the  time 
of  his  or  her  retirement.  Such  member  shall  also  receive  credit  for  his  or 
her  service  as  it  was  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  retirement. 

(c)  Notwithstanding  any  provision  of  this  Charter  to  the  con- 
trary. should  any  person  retired  for  disability  eneaee  in  a painful  occu- 
pation prior  to  attaining  the  age  of  55  years,  the  Retirement  Board  shall 
reduce  that  part  of  his  or  her  monthly  retirement  allowance  which  is 
provided  by  contributions  of  the  Cits’  and  County  to  an  amount  which, 
when  added  to  the  amount  of  the  compensation  earnable.  at  the  time  he 
or  she  eneaees  in  the  gainful  occupation,  by  such  person  if  he  or  she 
held  the  position  which  he  or  she  held  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  retire- 
ment. or.  if  that  position  has  been  abolished,  the  compensation  earnable 
by  the  member  if  he  or  she  held  the  position  from  which  he  or  she  was 
retired  immediately  prior  to  its  abolishment. 

SEC.  A8. 601-14  CONFLICTING  CHARTER  PROVISIONS 

Any  section  or  part  of  any  section  in  this  Charter,  insofar  as  it 
should  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  Section  A8.601  through  A8.601-16 
or  with  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  superseded  by  the  contents  of  said 
sections.  In  the  event  that  anv  word,  phrase,  clause  or  section  of  said 
sections  shall  be  adjudged  unconstitutional,  the  remainder  thereof  shall 
remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 

SEC.  A8. 601 -15  VESTING 

Notwithstanding  anv  provisions  of  this  Charter  to  the  contrary, 
should  anv  member  of  the  fire  department  who  is  a member  of  the 
Retirement  System  under  Charter  Section  A8.60I  with  five  years  of 
credited  service , cease  to  be  so  employed . through  any  cause  other  than 
death  or  retirement,  he  or  she  shall  have  the  rieht  to  elect,  without  rieht 
of  revocation  and  within  90  days  after  termination  of  said  service,  to 
allow  his  or  her  accumulated  contributions  including  interest  to  remain 
in  the  retirement  fund  and  to  receive  a retirement  allowance  equal  to  the 
percent  set  forth  in  Section  A8.60I-2  opposite  his  or  her  aee  at  retire- 
ment. for  each  year  of  service  multiplied  against  the  final  compensation 
of  said  member,  calculated  at  termination,  payable  beginning  no  earlier 
lhan  d&e  50,  N»  vesting  retirement  allowance  under  this  yeetipn. shall 
exceed  ninety  (90 ) percent  of  the  member's  final  compensation. 

SEQlMML-!.6  f QRCEITUREFJM£RlME& INVOLVING 

MORAL  TURPITUDE 

Any  member  convicted  of  a crime  involving  moral  turpitude  com- 
mitd  in  wnneam  with  his  or  her  duties  warn  officer  pr  employee  <?/ 
the  City  and  County  shall  forfeit  all  rights  to  any  benefits  under  the 
Retirement  System  except  refund  of  his  vr  her  aa  muluted  contribu- 


tions: provided,  however,  that  if  such  member  is  qualified  for  service 
retirement  by  reason  of  service  and  ape  under  the  provisions  of  Section 
A8.601-2.  he  or  she  shall  have  the  rieht  to  elect,  without  rieht  of  revo- 
cation and  within  90  days  after  his  or  her  removal  from  office  or 
employment  to  receive  as  his  or  her  sole  benefit  under  the  Retirement 
System  an  annuity  which  shall  be  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or  her 
accumulated  contributions  at  the  time  of  such  removal  from  office  or 
employment. 

Any  member,  after  retirement  for  service  or  disability  or  while 
receiving  a vesting  allowance,  who  is  convicted  of  a crime  involving 
moral  turpitude  in  connection  with  his  or  her  duties  as  ah  officer  or 
employee  of  the  City  and  County  shall  forfeit  all  rights  to  anv  further 
benefit  from  the  Retirement  System  and  the  Retirement  System  shall 
immediately  cease  all  future  payments  to  such  member:  provided  how- 
ever. that  if  at  the  time  of  the  conviction,  said  member  has  remaining 
accumulated  contributions,  then  such  member  shall  have  the  right  to 
elect,  without  right  of  revocation  and  within  30  days  after  his  or  her 
comiction,  to  receive  as  his  or  her  sole  benefit  under  the  Retirement 
System,  an  annuity’  which  shall  be  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or  her 
accumulated  contributions  remaining  at  the  time  of  the  conviction. 

Section  5.  The  San  Francisco  Charter  is  hereby  amended,  by 
adding  Sections  A8.602  through  A8.602-16  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  A8.602  MEMBERS  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT  ON 
AND  AFTER  JULY  1.2010 

Those  persons  who  become  members  of  the  police  department,  as 
defined  in  Section  A8. 602-1.  on  and  after  July  1.  2010.  shall  be  mem- 
bers of  the  Retirement  System  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Sections 
A8.602  through  A8.602-16  (which  shall  apply  only  to  members  under 
Section  A8.602)  in  addition  to  the  provisions  contained  in  Sections 
12.100  to  12.103  and  Sections  A8J00.  A8.510.  A8.520.  A8 526-2  and 
A8. 526-3  of  this  Charter,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  other 
section  of  this  Charter,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  of  the  provisions 
of  Section  A8.597  of  this  Charter. 

The  provisions  of  Section  A8.602  shall  not  apply  to  any  member 
of  the  Retirement  System  before  July  1 . 2010.  or  to  any  member  of  the 
Retirement  System  who  separated  from  service,  retired  or  died  before 
July  1 , 2010 , or  to  his  or  her  continuant. 

SEC.  A8. 602-1  DEFINITIONS 

The  following  words  and  phrases  as  used  in  this  Section.  Section  A8.602 
and  Sections  A8.602-2  through  A8. 602-16 , unless  a different  meaning  is 
plainly  required  by  the  context,  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

“Retirement  allowance."  “death  allowance”  or  “allowance.” 
shall  mean  equal  monthly  payments,  beginning  to  accrue  upon  the  date 
of  retirement,  or  upon  the  day  following  the  date  of  death,  as  the  case 
may  be.  and  continuing  for  life  unless  a different  term  of  payment  is  def- 
initely provided  by  the  context. 

“Compensation."  as  distinguished  from  benefits  under  the 
Workers’  Compensation  Insurance  and  Safety  Act  of  the  State  of 
California,  shall  mean  the  remuneration  payable  in  cash,  by  the  City 
and  County,  without  deduction  except  for  absence  from  duty,  for  time 
during  which  the  individual  receiving  such  remuneration  is  a member  of 
the  police  department,  but  excluding  remuneration  paid  for  overtime. 

Subject  to  the  requirement  that  it  be  payable  in  cash  and  that 
overtime  be  excluded,  “compensation  " for  pension  purposes  may  be 
defined  in  a collective  bargaining  agreement.  Provided,  however,  that 
for  retirement  purposes,  any  increase  in  compensation  attached  to  a 
rahk  which  is  based  solely  upon  the  possession  of  a POST  certificate, 
compared  to  the  equivalent  rank  without  a POST  certificate,  shall  be 
subject  to  the  following  limitations: 

(a)  for  possession  of  the  intermediate  POST  certificate,  no  more 
than  4%  shall  be  included  in  compensation. 

(b)  for  possession  of  the  advanced  POST  certificate,  no  more 
than  an  additional  2%  over  the  maximum  provided  in  Subsection  (a), 
above,  shall  be  included  in  compensation.  These  limits  shall  apply  to 
any  pax  increments  which  are  solely  attributable  to  the  possession  of  a 
POST  certificate , including  but  not  limited  to  premiums  or  special  ranks 
which  mav  be  established  in  the  future  and  which  are  solely  attributable 
to  the  possession  of  a POST  certificate. 
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“Compensation  earnable”  shall  mean  the  compensation  which 
would  have  been  earned  had  the  member  received  compensation  with- 
out interruption  throughout  the  period  under  consideration  and  at  the 
rates  of  remuneration  attached  at  that  time  to  the  ranks  or  positions 
held  by  him  or  her  during  such  period,  it  being  assumed  that  during  any 
absence,  he  or  she  was  in  the  rank  or  position  held  by  him  or  her  at  the 
beginning  of  the  absence,  and  that  prior  to  becoming  a member  of  the 
police  department,  he  or  she  was  in  the  rank  or  position  first  held  by 
him  or  her  in  such  department. 

“ Benefit ” shall  include  “allowance."  “retirement  allowance.” 
“death  allowance  ” and  “death  benefit.  ” 

“Final  compensation"  shall  mean  the  averaee  monthly  compen- 
sation earned  b v a member  durins  the  hieher  of  any  two  consecutive 
fiscal  years  of  earnines  or  the  twenty- four  months  of  earnings  immedi- 
ately prior  to  retirement. 

For  purposes  of  calculation  of  final  compensation,  anv  increase 
in  pav  solely  attributable  to  possession  of  a POST  certificate  shall  be 
included  only  if  the  member  possesses  the  qualifying  POST  certificate 
for  a period  of  not  less  than  four  (4)  years  prior  to  his  or  her  retirement 
date:  provided,  however,  that  should  a member  possess  the  qualifvine 
POST  certificate  for  a period  of  time  less  than  four  (4)  years  prior  to 
retirement,  final  compensation  shall  be  calculated  based  upon  the 
monthh  compensation  in  the  next  lower  rank  not  requiring  possession 
of  the  qualihine  POST  certificate. 

For  the  purpose  of  Sections  A8.602  throush  A8. 602-16.  the  terms 
“member  of  the  police  department."  “member  of  the  department.”  or 
“ member  ” shall  mean  any  officer  or  employee  o f the  police  department 
employed  on  and  after  Juh  1.  2010.  who  was  or  shall  be  subject  to  the 
Charter  provisions  governing  entrance  requirements  of  members  of  the 
uniformed  force  of  said  department  and  said  terms  shall  further  mean 
person's  employed  on  and  after  Juh  1.  2010.  at  an  ase  not  greater  than 
the  maximum  age  then  prescribed  for  entrance  into  employment  in  said 
uniformed  force,  to  perform  duties  now  performed  under  the  titles  of 
criminoloeist.  photographer,  police  woman  or  jail  matron:  provided, 
however,  that  said  terms  shall  not  include  any  person  who  has  not  satis- 
factorily completed  such  course  of  training  as  may  be  required  by  the 
police  department  prior-to  assignment  to  active  duty  with  said 
department. 

“Retirement  System  ” or  “system  ” shall  mean  San  Francisco  City 
and  County  Employees’  Retirement  System  as  created  in  Sections  12.100 
and  A8.500  of  the  Charter. 

“ Retirement  Board”  shall  mean  “ Retirement  Board"  as  created 
injection  12.100  of  the  Charter. 

“Charter"  shall  mean  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco. 

Words  used  in  the  masculine  gender  shall  include  the  feminine 
and  neuter  gender,  words  used  in  the  feminine  gender  shall  include  the 
masculine  and  neuter  gender,  and  singular  numbers  shall  include  the 
plural  and  the  plural  the  singular. 

“Interest”  shall  mean  interest  at  the  rate  adopted  by  the 
Retirement  Board. 

SEC.  A8. 602-2  SERVICE  RETIREMENT 

Any  member  of  the  police  department  who,  completes  at  least  five 
years  of  service  in  the  aggregate  and  attains  the  age  of  fifty  (50)  years, 
said  service  to  be  computed  under  Section  A8.602-10.  may  retire  for 
service  at  his  or  her  option.  A member  retired  after  meeting  the  service 
and  age  requirements  in  the  preceding  sentence,  shall  receive  a retire- 
ment allowance  equal  to  the  percent  of  final  compensation  (as  defined 
in  Section  A8. 602-1)  set  forth  below  opposite  his  or  her  age  at  retire- 
ment. taken  to  the  preceding  completed  quarter  year,  for  each  year  of 
service,  as  computed  under  Section  A8.602-10:

SEC,  AS. 6Q2 JL  RETIREMENT  FOR  INCAPACITY 

Any  member  of  the  police  department  who  becomes  incapacitated 
for  the  performance  of  his  or  her  duty  by  reason  of  any  bodily  injury 
received  in.  or  illness  caused  by  the  performance  of  his  or  her  duty, 
shall  be  retired.  If  he  or  she  is  not  qualified  for  service  retirement,  he  or 
she  shall  receive  a retirement  allowance  in  an  amount  which  shall  be 
equal  to  the  same  percentage  of  the  final  compensation  of  said  member, 
as  defined  in  Section  A8. 602-1.  as  his  or  her  percentage  of  disability  is 
determined  to  be.  The  percentage  of  disability  shall  be  as  determined  by 
the  Workers’  Compensation  Appeals  Board  of  the  State  of  California 
upon  referral  from  the  Retirement  Board  for  that  purpose:  provided  that 
the  Retirement  Board  may,  by  five  affirmative  votes,  adjust  the  percent- 
age of  disability  as  determined  by  said  appeals  board:  and  provided, 
further,  that  such  retirement  allowance  shall  be  in  an  amount  not  less 
than  50  percent  nor  more  than  90  percent  of  the  final  compensation  of 
said  member,  as  defined  in  Section  A8. 602-1.  Said  allowance  shall  be 
paid  to  him  or  her  until  the  date  upon  which  said  member  would  have 
completed  at  least  twenty-five  (25)  years  of  service  in  the  aggregate  and 
attained  the  age  of  fifty  (50)  years  had  he  or  she  lived  and  rendered  ser- 
vice without  interruption  in  the  rank  held  by  him  or  her  at  retirement, 
and  after  said  date  the  allowance  payable  shall  be  equal  to  the  retire- 
ment allowance  said  member  would  have  received  if  retired  for  service 
on  said  date  based  on  the  final  compensation,  as  defined  in  Section 
A8. 602-1.  he  or  she  would  have  received  immediately  prior  to  said  date, 
had  he  or  she  lived  and  rendered  service  as  assumed,  but  such  allow- 
ance shall  not  be  less  than  50  percent  of  such  final  compensation. 

If.  at  the  time  of  retirement  because  of  disability,  he  or  she  is 
qualified  as  to  age  and  service  for  retirement  under  Section  A8.602-2. 
he  or  she  shall  receive  an  allowance  equal  to  the  retirement  allowance 
which  he  or  she  would  receive  if  retired  under  Section  A8.602-2.  but  not 
less  than  50  percent  of  said  final  compensation.  Any  member  of  the 
police  department  who  becomes  incapacitated  for  performance  of  his  or 
her  duty  by  reason  of  a cause  not  included  under  the  provisions  of  the 
immediately  preceding  sentences,  and  who  shall  have  completed  at  least 
10  years  of  service  in  the  aggregate,  computed  as  provided  in  Section 
A8.602-10.  shall  be  retired  upon  an  allowance  of  l’h  percent  of  the  final 
compensation  of  said  member  as  defined  in  Section  A8.602-1  for  each 
year  of  service,  provided  that  said  allowance  shall  not  be  less  than  33‘A 
percent  of  said  final  compensation.  The  question  of  retiring  a member 
under  this  section  may  be  brought  before  the  Retirement  Board  on  said 
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board’s  own  motion,  by  recommendation  of  the  police  commission  or  by 
said  member  or  his  or  her  guardian.  If  his  or  her  disability  shall  cease, 
his  or  her  retirement  allowance  shall  cease  and  he  or  she  shall  be 
restored  to  the  service  in  the  rank  he  or  she  occupied  at  the  time  of  his 
or  her  retirement. 

SEC.  A8.602-J  DEATH  ALLOWANCE 

If  a member  of  the  police  department  shall  die  before  or  after 
retirement  by  reason  of  an  injury  received  in.  or  illness  caused  bx  the 
performance  of  his  or  her  dut\.  a death  allowance,  in  lieu  of  any  allow- 
ance. payable  under  any  other  section  of  the  Charter  or  by  ordinance, 
on  account  of  death  resulting  from  injury  received  in  or  illness  caused 
bx  the  performance  of  duty,  shall  be  paid,  beginning  on  the  date  next 
following  the  date  of  death,  to  his  or  her  surviving  spouse  throughout 
his  or  her  life  or  until  his  or  her  remarriage.  If  the  member,  at  the  time 
of  death,  was  aualiried  for  service  retirement,  but  he  or  she  had  not 
retired,  the  allowance  paxable  shall  be  equal  to  the  retirement  allow- 
ance which  the  member  would  have  received  if  he  or  she  had  been 
retired  for  service  on  the  date  of  death,  but  such  allowance  shall  not  be 
less  than  50  percent  of  the  final  compensation  earnable  bx  said  member 
immediately  preceding  death.  If  death  occurs  prior  to  qualification  for 
service  retirement,  the  allowance  payable  shall  be  equal  to  the  compen- 
mh.moO.Qid  member  at  the  date  of  d^humtiUhedate  upon  which 
said  member  would  have  completed  at  least  twenty -five  (25)  years  of 
service  in  the  aeereeate  and  attained  the  age  of  fifty  (50)  years . had  he 
or  she  lived  and  rendered  service  without  interruption  in  the  rank  held 
bx  him  or  her  at  death,  and  after  said  date  the  allowance  paxable  shall 
be  equal  to  the  retirement  allowance  said  member  would  have  received 
if  retired  for  service  on  said  date,  based  on  the  final  compensation  he  or 
she  would  have  received  prior  to  said  date , had  he  or  she  lived  and  ren- 
dered service  as  assumed,  but  such  allowance  shall  not  be  less  than  50 
percent  of  such  final  compensation.  If  he  or  she  had  retired  prior  to 
deafly  for  service  or  for,  disability. resultingjrom  injury  in,  or 

illness  caused  bx  the  performance  of  duty,  the  allowance  paxable  shall 
be  equal  to  the  retirement  allowance  of  the  member,  except  that,  if  he  or 
she  was  a member  under  Section  A8.602  and  retirement  was  for  such 
disability,  and  if  death  occurred  prior  to  qualification  for  the  service 
retirement  allowance,  the  allowance  continued  shall  be  adjusted  upon 
the  date  at  which  said  member  would  have  completed  at  least  twenty- 
five  <25)  years  of  service  in  the  aeereeate  and  attained  the  age  of  fifty 
(50)  years,  in  the  same  manner  as  it  would  have  been  adjusted  had  the 
member  not  died. 

If  there  is  no  surviving  spouse  entitled  to  an  allowance  hereunder, 
or  if  he  or  she  dies  or  remarries  before  every  child  of  such  deceased 
member  attains  the  aee  of  18  years,  then  the  allowance  which  the  sur- 
viving spouse  would  have  received  had  he  or  she  lived  and  not  remar- 
ried shall  be  paid  to  his  or  her  child  or  children  under  said  aee.  col/ec- 
tivelx.  until  every  such  child  dies  or  attains  said  aee.  provided  that  no 
child  shall  receive  any  allowance  after  marrying  or  attaining  the  aee  of 
IS  years.  Should  said  member  leave  no  surviving  spouse  and  no  chil- 
dren under  the  age  of  18  years,  but  leave  a child  or  children,  regardless 
of  age,  dependent  upon  him  or  her  for  support  because  partially  or 
totally  disabled  and  unable  to  earn  a livelihood  or  a parent  or  parents 
dependent  uponjtim  orherjor  supjtoruhe  cMd_gujMrm.m<Lte- 
parents  so  dependent  shall  collectively  receive  a monthly  allowance 
equal  to  that  which  a surviving  spouse  otherwise  would  have  received, 
during  such  dependency.  No  allowance,  however,  shall  be  paid  under 
this  section  to  a surviving  spouse  following  the  death  of  a member 
unless  he  or  she  was  married  to  the  member  prior  to  the  date  of  the 
in  jury  or  onset  of  the  illness  which  results  in  death. 

SEC.  AS.602._5,  PA  YMENTTOSURVIV/NG  DEPENDENTS 

Upon  the  death  of  a member  of  the  police  department  resulting 
from  any  cause  other  than  an  injury  received  in.  or  illness  caused  by 
performance  of  duty, 

(a)  if  the  death  occurred  after  qualification  for  service  retirement 
under  Section  AH. 602 -2.  or  after  retirement  service  or  because  of  dis- 
ability which  result  from  pny  cause  other  than  an  injury  received  in,  or_ 
illness  caused  by  performance  of  duty  one-half  of  the  retirement  allow- 
ance to  which  the  member  would  have  been  entitled  if  he  or  she  had 
reared  for  service  Of  (he  dole  of  depth  or  one -half  pf  the  retirement 
allowance  as  it  was  at  his  or  her  death,  as  the  case  may  be.  shall  be 


continued  throughout  his  or  her  life  or  until  remarriage  to  his  or  her 
surviving  spouse,  or 

(b)  if  his  or  her  death  occurred  after  the  completion  of  at  least 
25  years  of  service  in  the  aggregate  but  prior  to  the  attainment  of  the 
age  of  50  years , one-half  of  the  retirement  allowance  to  which  he  or  she 
would  have  been  entitled  under  Section  A8.602-2  if  he  or  she  had 
attained  the  age  of  50  years  on  the  date  of  his  or  her  death  shall  be 
continued  throughout  life  or  until  remarriage  to  his  or  her  surviving 
spouse,  or 

( c ) if  his  or  her  death  occurred  after  retirement  for  disability  by 
reason  of  injury  received  in  or  illness  caused  by  performance  of  duty, 
three-fourths  of  his  or  her  retirement  allowance  as  it  was  at  his  or  her 
death  shall  be  continued  throughout  life  or  until  remarriage  to  his  or 
her  surviving  spouse,  except  that,  if  death  occurred  prior  to  qualifica- 
tion for  service  retirement  allowance,  the  allowance  continued 'shall  be 
adjusted  upon  the  date  on  which  said  member  would  have  completed  at 
least  twenty-five  t25)  years  of  service  in  the  aggregate  and  attained  the 
age  of  fifty  (50)  years,  in  the  same  mannetras  it  would  have  been  adjust- 
ed had  the  member  not  died,  or 

(d)  if  his  or  her  death  occurred  after  completion  of  at  least  10 
years  of  service  in  the  aggregate,  computed  as  provided  in  Section 
A8. 602-10,  an  allowance  in  an  amount  equal  to  the  retirement  allow- 
ance to  which  the  member  would  have  been  entitled  pursuant  to  Section 
A8.602-3  if  he  or  she  had  retired  on  the  date  of  death  because  of  inca- 
pacity for  performance  of  duty  shall  be  paid  throughout  life  or  until  . 
remarriage  to  his  or  her  surviving  spouse.  If  there  is  no  surviving 
spouse  entitled  to  an  allowance  hereunder,  or  if  he  or  she  dies  or  remar- 
ries before  every  child  of  such  deceased  member  attains  the  age  of  18 
years,  then  the  allowance  which  the  surviving  spouse  would  have 
received  had  he  or  she  lived  and  not  remarried  shall  be  paid  to  his  or 
her  child  or  children  under  said  ape,  collectively,  to  continue  until  every 
such  child  dies  or  attains  said  age,  provided  that  no  child  shall  receive 
any  allowance  after  marrying  or  attaining  the  ape  of  18  years.  Should 
said  member  leave  no  surviving  spouse  and  no  children,  under  ape  of 
18  years,  but  leave  a child  or  children,  regardless  of  age,  dependent 
upon  him  or  her  for  support  because  partially  or  totally  disabled  and 
unable  to  earn  a livelihood  or  a parent  or  parents  dependent  upon  him 
or  her  for  support,  the  child  or  children  and  the  parents  so  dependent 
shall  collectively  receive  a monthly  allowance  equal  to  that  which  a 
surviving  spouse  otherwise  would  have  received,  during  such  dependen- 
cy. No  allowance,  however  shall  be  paid  under  this  section  to  a surviv- 
ing spouse  unless  he  or  she  was  married  to  the  member  prior  to  the 
date  of  the  injury  or  onset  of  the  illness  which  results  in  death  if  he  or 
she  had  not  retired,  or  unless  he  or  she  was  married  to  the  member  at 
least  one  year  prior  To  his  or  her  retirement  if  he  or  she  had  retired. 

As  used  in  this  section  and  Section  A8. 602-4  “ surviving  spouse” 
shall  mean  and  include  a suniving  spouse,  and  shall  also  mean  and 
include  a spouse  who  has  remarried  since  the  death  of  the  member,  but 
whose  remarriage  has  been  terminated  by  death,  divorce  or  annulment 
within  five  years  after  the  date  of  such  remarriage  and  who  has  not 
thereafter  again  remarried. 

The  surviving  spouse,  in  the  event  of  death  of  the  member  after 
qualification  for,  but  before  service  retirement,  may  elect  before  the  first 
payment  of  the  allowance,  to  receive  the  benefit  provided  in  Section 
A8. 602-8.  in  lieu  of  the  allowance  which  otherwise  would  be  continued 
to  him  or  her  under  this  section.  If  there  is  no  surviving  spouse,  the 
guardian  of  the  eligible  child  or  children  may  make  such  election,  and  if 
there  are  no  such  children,  the  dependent  parent  or  parents  may  make 
such  election.  ''Qualified  for  service  retirement."  “ qualification  for  ser- 
vice retirement"  or  ''qualified  as  to  age  and  service  for  retirement.”  as 
used  in  this  section  and  other  sections  to  which  persons  who  are  mem- 
bers under  Section  AS. 602  are  subject,  shall  mean  completion  of  25 
years  of  service  and  attainment  of  age  50.  said  service  to  be  computed 
under  Section  AS. 602- 10. 

SEC.  AS. 602-6  ADJUSTMENT  OF  ALLOWANCES 

Every  retirement  or  death  allowance  payable  to  or  on  account  of 
any  member  under  Section  AS. 602  shall  be  adjusted  for  cost  of  living 
allowances  and  supplemental  cost  of  living  benefits  as  provided  in  this. 
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SEC.  A8. 602-7  ADJUSTMENT  FOR  COMPENSATION  PAYMENTS 

That  portion  of  any  allowance  payable  because  of  the  death  or 
retirement  of  any  member  of  the  police  department  which  is  provided  by 
j contributions  of  the  City  and  County,  shall  be  reduced,  bv  the  amount  of 
t anv  benefits  other  than  medical  benefits,  payable  by  the  City  and 

County  to  or  on  account  of  such  person,  under  any  workers  ’ compensa- 
tion law  or  anv  other  general  law  and  because  of  the  injury  or  illness 
resultine  in  said  death  or  retirement.  Such  portion  which  is  paid 
because  of  death  or  retirement  which  resulted  from  injury  received  in. 
or  illness  caused  by  performance  of  duty,  shall  be  considered  as  in  lieu 
; of  all  benefits,  other  than  medical  benefits,  payable  to  or  on  account  of 

| such  person  under  such  law  and  shall  be  in  satisfaction  and  discharge 
of  the  obligation  of  the  City  and  County  to  pay  such  benefits. 

! SEC.  A8. 602-8  DEATH  BENEFIT 

If  a member  of  the  police  department  shall  die,  before  retirement 
from  causes  other  than  an  injury  received  in.  or  illness  caused  by  the 
performance  of  duty,  or  reeardless  of  cause  if  no  allowance  shall  be 
payable  under  Section  A8 .602-4  or  A8. 602-5  preceding.  a death  benefit 
shall  be  paid  to  his  or  her  estate  or  desisnated  beneficiary,  the  amount 
of  which  and  the  conditions  for  the  payment  of  which  shall  be  deter- 
mined in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the 
death  benefit  of  other  members  of  the  Retirement  System.  Upon  the 
death  of  a member  after  retirement  and  re  sardless  of  the  cause  of  death, 
a death  benefit  Shall  be  paid  to  his  or  her  desisnated  beneficiary  or 
estate,  the  amount  of  which  and  the  conditions  for  the  payment  of 
which,  shall  be  determined  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  the  death  benefit  of  other  members  of  the  Retirement 
System. 

SEC.  A8. 602-9  REFUNDS  AND  REDEPOSITS 

Should  any  member  of  the  police  department  cease  to  be 
employed  as  such  a member,  throueh  any  cause  other  than  death  or 
retirement  or  transfer  to  another  office  or  department,  all  of  his  or  her 
contributions,  with  interest  credited  thereon,  shall  be  refunded  to  him  or 
her  subject  to  the  conditions  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to 
govern  similar  terminations  of  employment  of  other  members  of  the 
Retirement  System.  If  he  or  she  shall  aeain  become  a member  of  the 
department,  he  or  she"shall  redeposit  in  the  retirement  fund  the  amount 
refunded  to  him  or  her.  Should  a member  of  the  police  department 
become  an  employee  of  any  other  office  or  department,  his  or  her  accu- 
mulated contribution  account  shall  be  adjusted  by  payments  to  or  from 
him  or  her  as  the  case  may  be  to  make  the  accumulated  contributions 
credited  to  him  or  her  at  the  time  of  change  equal  to  the  amount  which 
would  have  been  credited  to  him  or  her  if  he  or  she  had  been  employed 
in  said  other  office  or  department  at  the  rate  of  compensation  received 
by  him  or  her  in  the  police  department  and  he  or  she  shall  receive  credit 
for  service  for  which  said  contributions  were  made,  according  to  the 
Charter  section  under  which  his  or  her  membership  in  the  Retirement 
System  continues. 

SEC.  A8. 602-10  COMPUTATION  OF  SERVICE 

The  following  time  shall  be  included  in  the  computation  of  the 
service  to  be  credited  to  a member  of  the  police  department  for  the  pur- 
poses of  determining  whether  such  member  qualified  for  retirement  and 
calculating  benefits,  excludins.  however,  any  time,  the  contributions  for 
which  were  withdrawn  by  said  member  upon  termination  of  his  or  her 
service  while  he  or  she  was  a member  under  any  other  Charter  section, 
and  not  redeposited  upon  re-entry  into  service: 

(a)  Time  during  and  for  which  said  member  is  entitled  to  receive 
compensation  because  of  services  as  a member  of  the  police  or  fire 
department  on  and  after  July  I.  2010. 

(b)  Time  during  which  said  member  was  on  Unpaid  Parental 
Leave  pursuant  to  Charter  Section  A8.523.  and  for  which  said  member 

. has  purchased  service  credit  in  the  Retirement  System. 

(c)  Time  during  which  said  member  is  absent  from  a status 
included  in  Subsection  (a)  next  preceding . by  reason  of  service  in  the 
armed  forces  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  by  reason  of  any  other 
service  included  in  Sections  A8.520  and  A8.521  of  the  Charter,  during 
any  war  in  which  the  United  States  was  or  shall  be  engaged  or  during 
other  national  emergency,  and  for  which  said  member  contributed  or 
contributes  to  the  Retirement  System  or  for  which  the  City  and  County 
contributed  or  contributes  on  his  or  her  account. 


SEC.  A8, 602-11  SOURCES  OF  FUNDS 

All  payments  provided  for  members  under  Section  A8.602  shall 
be  made  from  funds  derived  from  the  following  sources,  plus  interest 
earned  on  said  funds: 

(a)  There  shall  be  deducted  from  each  payment  of  compensation 
made  to  a member  under  Section  A8.602  a sum  equal  to  eight  and  one- 
half  percent  of  such  payment  of  compensation.  The  sum  so  deducted 
shall  be  paid  forthwith  to  the  Retirement  System.  The  eight  and  one-half 
percent  member  contribution  rate  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon 
expiration  of  the  agreement  that  is  operative  on  June  30.  2010.  between 
the  City  and  County  and  the  recognized  bargaining  organization  repre- 
senting said  members.  Prior  to  that  time,  there  shall  be  deducted  from 
each  payment  of  compensation  made  to  a member  under  Section  A8.602 
a sum  equal  to  seven  percent  of  such  payment  of  compensation.  Said 
contribution  shall  be  credited  to  the  individual  account  of  the  member 
from  whose  salary  it  was  deducted,  and  the  total  of  said  contributions, 
together  with  interest  credited  thereon  in  the  same  manner  as  is  pre- 
scribed by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  crediting  interest  to  contribu- 
tions of  other  members  of  the  Retirement  System,  shall  be  applied  to 
provide  part  of  the  retirement  allowance  granted  to.  or  allowance 
granted  on  account  of  said  member,  or  shall  be  paid  to  said  member  or 
his  or  her  beneficiary  or  as  provided  in  Sections  A8.602-8.  A8. 602-9 
and  A8. 602-10. 

(b)  The  City  and  County  shall  contribute  to  the  Retirement 
System  such  amounts  as  may  be  necessary,  when  added  to  the  contribu- 
tions referred  to  in  Subsection  (a)  of  this  Section  A8.602-11.  to  provide 
the  benefits  payable  to  members  under  Section  A8.602.  Such  contribu- 
tions of  the  City  and  County  to  provide  the  portion  of  the  benefits  here- 
under shall  be  made  in  annual  installments,  and  the  installment  to  be 
paid  in  any  year  shall  be  determined  by  the  application  of  a percentage 
to  the  total  compensation  paid  during  said  year  to  persons  who  are 
members  under  Section  A8.602  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  A8.510. 

(c)  To  promote  the  stability  of  the  Retirement  System  through  a 
joint  participation  in  the  result  of  variations  in  the  experience  under 
mortality,  investment  and  other  contingencies,  the  contributions  of  both 
members  and  the  City  and  County  held  by  the  system  to  provide  benefits 
for  members  under  Section  A8.602.  shall  be  a part  of  the  fund  in  which 
all  other  assets  of  said  system  are  included. 

(d)  Any  year  in  which,  based  upon  the  Retirement  System’s  annu- 
al actuarial  valuation,  the  employer  contribution  rate  exceeds  0%.  the 
employee  organizations  representing  safety  members  shall  jointly  meet 
and  confer  with  City  representatives  to  implement  a cost  sharing 
arrangement  between  the  City  and  employee  organizations.

The  dollar  value  of  the  cost  sharing  arrangement  shall  not 
exceed  the  total  annual  cost  to  the  Retirement  System  of  improving  the 
police  and  fire  safety  retirement  plans  to  the  3%  @ 55  benefit  level  or 
the  total  employer  contribution  required  by  the  Retirement  System, 
whichever  is  lesser.  Such  cost  sharing  arrangement  shall  not  require  an 
employee  contribution  in  excess  of  the  limits  set  elsewhere  in  this 
Charter. 

The  meet  and  confer  process . including  all  impasse  procedures 
under  Section  A8.590-1  et  seq..  shall  be  concluded  not  later  than  April 
1st  except  by  mutual  agreement  of  the  parties.  The  cost  sharing 
arrangement  must  be  finalized  to  permit  implementation  effective 
July  1. 

The  Retirement  Board’s  authority  under  Charter  Section  12.100 
and  in  Section  A8.510  concerning  the  annual  setting  of  the  rates  of  con- 
tribution are  not  subject  to  the  meet  and  confer  process,  including  all 
impasse  procedures  under  Section  A8.590-1  et  seq. 

SEC.  A8, 602-12  RIGHT  TO  RETIRE 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  years  of  service  set  forth  in  Section 
A8. 602-2  as  requisite  to  retirement,  a member  of  the  police  department 
shall  be  entitled  to  retire  at  any  time  thereafter  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  said  Section  A8. 602-2.  and  except  as  provided  in  Section 
A8.602-16.  nothing  shall  deprive  said  member  of  said  right.

ib)  t I ) Service  as  an  election  officer  or  juror,  or  in  the  prepara- 
tion for,  or  giving  testimony  as  an  expert  witness  for  or  on  behalf  of  the 
Cit\  and  County  before  any  court  or  legislative  body  shall  be  affected 
by  the  provisions  of  Subsection  (a)  of  this  section.

accumulated  contributions  at  the  time  of  such  removal  from  office  or 
employment. 

Any  member  after  retirement  for  service  or  disability  or  while 
receiving  a vesting  allowance,  who  is  convicted  of  a crime  involving 
moral  turpitude  in  connection  with  his  or  her  duties  as  an  officer  or 
employee  of  the  City  and  County  shall  forfeit  all  rights  to  any  further 
benefit  from  the  Retirement  System  and  the  Retirement  System  shall 
immediately  cease  all  future  payments  to  such  member:  provided  how- 
ever. that  if  at  the  time  of  the  conviction,  said  member  has  remaining 
accumulated  contributions,  then  such  member  shall  have  the  right  to 
elect,  without  right  of  revocation  and  within  30  days  after  his  or  her 
conviction,  to  receive  as  his  or  her  sole  benefit  under  the  Retirement 
System  an  annuity  which  shall  be  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  his  or  her 
accumulated  contributions  remaining  at  the  time  of  the  conviction.

(a)  Rent  Increase  Limitations  for  Tenants  in  Occupancy. 
Landlords  may  impose  rent  increases  upon  tenants  in  occupancy  only  as 
provided  below  and  as  provided  by  Subsection  37.3(d): 

(1)  Annual  Rent  Increase.  On  March  1st  of  each  year,  the  Board 
shall  publish  the  increase  in  the  CPI  for  the  preceding  12  months,  as 
made  available  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor.  A landlord  may  impose 
annually  a rent  increase  which  does  not  exceed  a tenant’s  base  rent  by 
more  than  60  percent  of  said  published  increase.  In  no  event,  however, 
shall  the  allowable  annual  increase  be  greater  thaii  seven  percent. 
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(2)  Banking.  A landlord  who  refrains  from  imposing  an  annual 
rent  increase  or  any  portion  thereof  may  accumulate  said  increase  and 
impose  that  amount  on  the  tenant’s  subsequent  rent  increase  anniversary 

, dates.  A landlord  who,  between  April  1 , 1982,  and  February  29,  1984, 

| has  banked  an  annual  seven  percent  rent  increase  (or  rent  increases)  or 
any  portion  thereof  may  impose  the  accumulated  increase  on  the  ten- 
ant’s subsequent  rent  increase  anniversary  dates. 

(3)  Capital  Improvements,  Rehabilitation,  and  Energy 
Conservation  Improvements,  and  Renewable  Energy  Improvements.  A 
landlord  may  impose  rent  increases  based  upon  the  cost  of  capital 
improvements,  rehabilitation,  energy  conservation  improvements,  or 
renewable  energy  improvements,  provided  that  such  costs  are  certified 
pursuant  to  Sections  37.7  and  37.8B  below;  provided  further  that  where 
a landlord  has  performed  seismic  strengthening  in  accordance  with 
Building  Code  Chapters  16B  and  16C,  no  increase  for  capital  improve- 
ments (including  but  not  limited  to  seismic  strengthening)  shall  exceed, 
in  any  12  month  period,  10  percent  of  the  tenant’s  base  rent,  subject  to 
rules  adopted  by  the  Board  to  prevent  landlord  hardship  and  to  permit 
landlords  to  continue  to  maintain  their  buildings  in  a decent,  safe  and 
sanitary  condition.

(iii)  The  landlord  provides  the  tenants  with  a copy  of  the  water 
bill  for  the  period  in  which  the  penalty  was  charged.  Only  penalties 
billed  for  a service  period  which  begins  after  the  effective  date  of  the 
ordinance  [April  20,  1991]  may  be  passed  through  to  tenants.

(C)  For  general  obligation  bonds  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  or  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  approved 
by  the  voters  after  November  1 . 2006: 

(i)  The  Controller  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  determine 
the  percentage  of  the  property  tax  rate,  if  any,  in  each  tax  year  attribut- 
able to  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  or  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  general  obligation  bonds  approved  by  the 
voters  after  November  1 , 2006  and  repayable  within  such  tax  year. 

( ii ) This  percentage  shall  be  multiplied  by  the  total  amount  of  the 
net  taxable  value  for  the  applicable  tax  year.  The  result  is  the  dollar 
amount  of  property  taxes  for  that  tax  year  for  a particular  property 
attributable  to  the  repayment  of  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District 
or  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  general  obligation  bonds 
approved  by  the  voters  after  November  1 . 2006. 

(iii ) The  dollar  amount  calculated  under  Subsection  (ii)  shall  be 
divided  by  two.  and  then  by  the  total  number  of  all  units  in  each  proper- 
ty. including  commercial  units.  That  figure  shall  be  divided  by  12 
months,  to  determine  the  monthly  per  unit  costs  for  that  tax  year  of  the 
repayment  of  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  or  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  general  obligation  bonds  approved  by  the 
voters  after  November  1 , 2006. 

(D)  Landlords  may  pass  through  to  each  unit  in  a particular 
property  the  dollar  amount  calculated  under  these  Subsections  37.3(a) 

(6)(A)  and  (B)  and  (C).  These  passthroughs  itiay  be  imposed  only  on 
the  anniversary  date  of  each  tenant’s  occupancy  of  the  property.  These 
passthroughs  shall  not  become  a part  of  a tenant’s  base  rent.  The 
amount  of  each  annual  passthrough  imposed  pursuant  to  this  Subsection 
(6)  may  vary  from  year-to-year,  depending  on  the  amount  calculated 
under  Subsections  (A)  and  (B)  and  (C).  Each  annual  passthrough  shall 
apply  only  for  the  12  month  period  after  it  is  imposed.  A landlord  may 
impose  the  passthroughs  described  in  this  Subsection  (6)  for  a particular 
lax  year  only  with  respect  to  those  tenants  who  were  residents  of  a par- 
ticular property  on  November  1st  of  the  applicable  tax  year.  A landlord 


shall  not  impose  a passthrough  pursuant  to  this  Subsection  (6)  if  the 
landlord  has  filed  for  or  received  Board  approval  for  a rent  increase 
under  Section  37.8(e)(4)  for  increased  operating  and  maintenance 
expenses  in  which  the  same  increase  in  property  taxes  due  to  the  repay- 
ment of  general  obligation  bonds  was  included  in  the  comparison  year 
cost  totals. 

(E)  The  Board  will  have  available  a form  which  explains  how  to 
calculate  the  passthrough. 

(F)  Landlords  must  provide  to  tenants,  on  or  before  the  date  that 
notice  is  served  on  the  tenant  of  a passthrough  permitted  under  this 
Subsection  (6),  a copy  of  the  completed  form  described  in  Subsection 
(E).  This  completed  form  shall  be  provided  in  addition  to  the  Notice  of 
Rent  Increase  required  under  Section  37.3(b)(5).  Where  a tenant  alleges 
that  a landlord  has  imposed  a charge  which  exceeds  the  limitations  set 
forth  in  this  Subsection  (6),  the  tenant  may  petition  for  a hearing  under 
the  procedures  provided  by  Section  37.8.  In  such  a hearing,  the  landlord 
shall  have  the  burden  of  proving  the  accuracy  of  the  calculation  that  is 
the  basis  for  the  increase.  Any  tenant  petitions  challenging  such  a 
passthrough  must  be  filed  within  one  year  of  the  effective  date  of  the 
passthrough. 

(G)  The  Board  may  amend  its  rules  and  regulations  as  necessary 
to  implement  this  Subsection  (6). 

(7)  RAP  Loans.  A landlord  may  impose  rent  increases  attribut- 
able to  the  City  Administrator’s  amortization  of  the  RAP  loan  in  an  area 
designated  on  or  after  July  1 , 1977,  pursuant  to  Chapter  32  of  the  San 
Francisco  Administrative  Code. 

(8)  Additional  Increases.  A landlord  who  seeks  to  impose  any 
rent  increase  which  exceeds  those  permitted  above  shall  petition  for  a 
rental  arbitration  hearing  pursuant  to  Section  37.8  of  this  Chapter. 

(9)  A landlord  may  impose  a rent  increase  to  recover  costs 
incurred  for  the  remediation  of  lead  hazards,  as  defined  in  San 
Francisco  Health  Code  Article  1 1 or  26.  Such  increases  may  be  based 
on  changes  in  operating  and  maintenance  expenses  or  for  capital 
improvement  expenditures  as  long  as  the  costs  which  are  the  basis  of 
the  rent  increase  are  a substantial  portion  of  the  work  which  abates  or 
remediates  a lead  hazard,  as  defined  in  San  Francisco  Health  Code 
Article  1 1 or  26,  and  provided  further  that  such  costs  are  approved  for 
operating  and  maintenance  expense  increases  pursuant  to  Section 
37.8(e)(4)(A)  and  certified  as  capital  improvements  pursuant  to  Section 
37.7  below. 

When  rent  increases  are  authorized  by  this  Subsection  37.3(a)(9), 
the  total  rent  increase  for  both  operating  and  maintenance  expenses  and 
capital  improvements  shall  not  exceed  10  percent  in  any  12  month  peri- 
od. If  allowable  rent  increases  due  to  the  costs  of  lead  remediation  and 
abatement  work  exceed  10  percent  in  any  12  month  period,  an 
Administrative  Law  Judge  shall  apply  a portion  of  such  excess  to 
approved  operating  and  maintenance  expenses  for  lead  remediation 
work,  and  the  balance,  if  any,  to  certified  capital  improvements,  provid- 
ed, however,  that  such  increase  shall  not  exceed  10  percent.  A landlord 
may  accumulate  any  approved  or  certified  increase  which  exceeds  this 
amount,  subject  to  the  10  percent  limit. 

(10)  With  respect  to  units  occupied  by  recipients  of  tenant-based 
rental  assistance: 

(A)  If  the  tenant’s  share  of  the  base  rent  is  not  calculated  as  a 
fixed  percentage  of  the  tenant’s  income,  such  as  in  the  Section  8 vouch- 
er program  and  the  Over-FMR  Tenancy  Program,  then: 

(i)  If  the  base  rent  is  equal  to  or  greater  than  the  payment  stan- 
dard, the  rent  increase  limitations  in  Sections  37.3(a)(1)  and  (2)  shall 
apply  to  the  entire  base  rent,  and  the  arbitration  procedures  for  those 
increases  set  forth  in  Section  37.8  and  37 .8 A shall  apply. 

(11)  If  the  base  rent  is  less  than  the  payment  standard,  the  rent 
increase  limitations  of  this  Chapter  shall  not  apply:  provided,  however, 
that  any  rent  increase  which  would  result  in  the  base  rent  being  equal  to 
or  greater  than  the  payment  standard  shall  not  result  in  a new  base  rent 
that  exceeds  the  payment  standard  plus  the  increase  allowable  under 
Section  37.3(a)(1). 

(B)  If  the  tenant’s  share  of  the  base  rent  is  calculated  as  a fixed 
percentage  of  the  tenant’s  income^such  as  in  the  Section  8 certificate 
program  and  the  rental  subsidy  program  for  the  HOPWA  program,  the 
rent  increase  limitations  in  Section  37.3(a)(1)  and  (2)  shall  not  apply.  In 
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such  circumstances,  adjustments  in  rent  shall  be  made  solely  according 
to  the  requirements  of  the  tenant-based  rental  assistance  program. 

(b)  Notice  of  Rent  Increase  for  Tenants  in  Occupancy.  On  or 
before  the  date  upon  which  a landlord  gives  a tenant  legal  notice  of  a 
rent  increase,  the  landlord  shall  inform  the  tenant,  in  writing,  of  the 
following: 

(1)  Which  portion  of  the  rent  increase  reflects  the  annual 
increase,  and/or  a banked  amount,  if  any; 

(2)  Which  portion  of  the  rent  increase  reflects  costs  for  increased 
operating  and  maintenance  expenses,  rents  for  comparable  units,  and/or 
capital  improvements,  rehabilitation,  energy  conservation  measures 
improvements,  or  renewable  energy  improvements  certified  pursuant  to 
Section  37.7.  Any  rent  increase  certified  due  to  increases  in  operating 
and  maintenance  costs  shall  not  exceed  seven  percent; 

(3)  Which  portion  of  the  rent  increase  reflects  the  passthrough  of 
charges  for:  gas  and  electricity;  or  the  passthrough  of  increased  water 
bill  charges  attributable  to  water  rate  increases  resulting  from  issuance 
of  water  revenue  bonds  authorized  at  the  November  2002  election  as 
provided  by  Section  37.3(a)(5)(B),  which  charges  and  calculations  of 
charges  shall  be  explained  in  writing  on  a form  provided  by  the  Board; 
or  the  passthrough  of  general  obligation  bond  measure  costs  as  provided 
by  Section  37.3(a)(6),  which  charges  shall  be  explained  in  writing  on  a 
form  provided  by  the  Board  asj  described  in  Section  37.3(a)(6)(E); 

(4)  Which  portion  of  the  rent  increase  reflects  the  amortization 
of  the  RAP  loan,  as  described  in  Section  37.3(a)(7)  above. 

(5)  Nonconforming  Rent  Increases.  Any  rent  increase  which 
does  not  conform  with  the  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  be  null  and 
void. 

(6)  With  respect  to  rental  units  occupied  by  recipients  of  tenant- 
based  rental  assistance,  the  notice  requirements  of  this  Subsection  (b) 
shall  be  required  in  addition  to  any  notice  required  as  part  of  the  tenant- 
based  rental  assistance  program . 

(c)  Initial  Rent  Limitation  for  Subtenants.  A tenant  who  subleas- 
es his  or  her  rental  unit  may  charge  no  more  rent  upon  initial  occupancy' 
of  the  subtenant  or  subtenants  than  that  rent  which  the  tenant  is  current- 
ly paying  to  the  landlord. 

(d)  Costa-Hawkrns  Rental  Housing  Act  (Civil  Code  Sections 
1954.50.  et  seq.)  Consistent  with  the  Costa-Hawkins  Rental  Housing 
Act  (Civil  Code  Sections  1954.50.  et  seq.)  and  regardless  of  whether 
otherwise  provided  under  Chapter  37: 

(1)  Property  Owner  Rights  to  Establish  Initial  and  All 
Subsequent  Rental  Rates  for  Separately  Alienable  Parcels. 

(A)  An  owner  or  residential  real  property  may  establish  the  ini- 
tial and  all  subsequent  rental  rates  for  a dwelling  or  a unit  which  is 
alienable  separate  from  the  title  to  any  other  dwelling  unit  or  is  a subdi- 
vided interest  in  a subdivision  as  specified  in  subdivision  (b),  (d),  or  (f) 
of  Section  11004,5  of  the  California  Business  and  Professions  Code. 

The  owner’s  right  to  establish  subsequent  rental  rates  under  this  para- 
graph shall  not  apply  to  a dwelling  or  unit  where  the  preceding  tenancy 
has  been  terminated  by  the  owner  by  notice  pursuant  to  California  Civil 
Code  Section  1946  or  has  been  terminated  upon  a change  in  the  terms 
of  the  tenancy  noticed  pursuant  to  California  Civil  Code  Section  827;  in 
such  instances,  the  rent  increase  limitation  provisions  of  Chapter  37 
shall  continue  to  apply  for  the  duration  of  the  new  tenancy  in  that 
dwelling  or  unit. 

(B)  Where  the  initial  or  subsequent  rental  rates  of  a Subsection 
37.3(d)(1)(A)  dwelling  or  unit  were  controlled  by  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  37  on  January  1 , 1995,  the  following  shall  apply: 

(i)  A tenancy  that  was  in  effect  on  December  31,  1995,  remains 
subject  to  the  rent  control  provisions  of  this  Chapter  37,  and  the  owner 
may  not  otherwise  establish  the  subsequent  rental  rates  for  that  tenancy. 

(ii)  On  or  after  January  1 , 1999,  an  owner  may  establish  the  ini- 
tial and  all  subsequent  rental  rates  for  any  tenancy  created  on  or  after 
January  1,  1996. 

(C)  An  owner’s  right  to  establish  subsequent  rental  rates  under 
Subsection  37.3(d)(1)  shall  not  apply  to  a dwelling  or  unit  which  con- 
tains serious  health,  shfety,  fire  or  building  code  violations,  excluding 
those  caused  by  disasters,  for  which  a citation  has  been  issued  by  the 
appropriate  governmental  agency  and  which  has  remained  unabated  for 
six  months  or  longer  preceding  the  vacancy. 


(2)  Conditions  for  Establishing  the  Initial  Rental  Rate  Upon 
Sublet  or  Assignment.  Except  as  identified  in  this  Subsection  37.3(d)(2). 
nothing  in  this  Subsection  or  any  other  provision  of  law  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  shall  be  construed  to  preclude  express  estab- 
lishment in  a lease  or  rental  agreement  of  the  rental  rates  to  be  applica- 
ble in  the  event  the  rental  unit  subject  thereto  is  sublet,  and  nothing  in 
this' Subsection  shall  be  construed  to  impair  the  obligations  of  contracts 
entered  into  prior  to  January  1 , 1996,  subject  to  the  following: 

(A)  Where  the  original  occupant  or  occupants  who  took  posses- 
sion of  the  dwelling  or  unit  pursuant  to  the  rental  agreement  with  the 
owner  no  longer  permanently  reside  there,  an  owner  may  increase  the 
rent  by  any  amount  allowed  by  this  Subsection  to  a lawful  sublessee  or 
assignee  who  did  not  reside  at  the  dwelling  or  unit  prior  to  January  I , 
1996.  However,  such  a rent  increase  shall  not  be  permitted  while: 

(i)  The  dwelling  or  unit  has  been  cited  in  an  inspection  report  by 
the  appropriate  governmental  agency  as  containing  serious  health,  safe- 
ty, fire,  or  building  code  violations,  as  defined  by  Section  17920.3  of 
the  California  Health- and  Safety  Code,  excluding  any  violation  caused 
by  a disaster;  and, 

(ii)  The  citation  was  issued  at  least  60  days  prior  to  the  date  "of 
the  vacancy:  and, 

(iii)  The  cited  violation  had  not  been  abated  when  the  prior  ten- 
ant vacated  and  had  remained  unabated  for  60  days  or  for  a longer  peri- 
od of  time.  However,  the  60-day  time  period  may  be  extended  by  the 
appropriate  governmental  agency  that  issued  the  citation. 

(B)  This  Subsection  37.3(d)(2)  shall  not  apply  to  partial  changes 
in  occupancy  of  a dwelling  or  unit  where  one  or  more  of  the  occupants 
of  the  premises,  pursuant  to  the  agreement  with  the  owner  provided  for 
above  (37.3(d)(2)),  remains  an  occupant  in  lawful  possession  of  the 
dwellings  or  unit,  or  where  a lawful  sublessee  or  assignee  who  resided 
at  the  dwelling  or  unit  prior  to  January  1 , 1996,  remains  in  possession 
of  the  dwelling  or  unit.  Nothing  contained  in  this  Subsection  37.3(d)(2) 
shall  be  construed  to  enlarge  or  diminish  an  owner’s  right  to  withhold 
consent  to  a sublease  or  assignment. 

(C)  Acceptance  of  rent  by  the  owner  shall  not  operate  as  a waiv- 
er or  otherwise  prevent  enforcement  of  a covenant  prohibiting  sublease 
or  assignment  or  as  a waiver  of  an  owner’s  rights  to  establish  the  initial 
rental  rate  unless  the  owner  has  received  written  notice  from  the  tenant 
that  is  party  to  the  agreement  and  thereafter  accepted  rent. 

(3)  Termination  or  Nonrenewal  of  a Contract  or  Recorded 
Agreement  with  a Government  Agency  Limiting  Rent.  An  owner  who 
terminates  or  fails  to  renew  a contract  or  recorded  agreement  with  a 
governmental  agency  that  provides  for  a rent  limitation  to  a qualified 
tenant,  shall  be  subject  to  the  following: 

(A)  The  tenant(s)  who  were  beneficiaries  of  the  contract  or 
recorded  agreement  shall  be  given  at  least  90  days’  written  notice  of  the 
effective  date  of  the  termination  and  shall  not  be  obligated  to  pay  more 
than  the  tenant’s  portion  of  the  rent,  as  calculated  under  that  contract  or 
recorded  agreement,  for  90  days  following  receipt  of  the  notice  of  ter- 
mination or  nonrenewal. 

(B)  The  owner  shall  not  be  eligible  to  set  an  initial  rent  for  three 
years  following  the  date  of  the  termination  or  nonrenewal  of  the  con- 
tract or  agreement. 

(C)  The  rental  rate  for  any  new  tenancy  established  during  the 
three-year  period  in  that  vacated  dwelling  or  unit  shall  be  at  the  same 
rate  as  the  rent  under  the  terminated  or  nonrenewed  contract  or  recorded 
agreement,  plus  any  increases  authorized  under  this  Chapter  37  after  the 
date  of  termination/non  renewal. 

(D)  The  provisions  of  Subsections  37.3(d)(3)(B)  and  (C)  shall 
not  apply  to  any  new  tenancy  of  12  months  or  more  duration  established 
after  January  1 , 2000,  pursuant  to  the  owner’s  contract  or  recorded 
agreement  with  a governmental  agency  that  provides  for  a rent  limita- 
tion to  a qualified  tenant  unless  the  prior  vacancy  in  that  dwelling  or 
unit  was  pursuant  to  a nonrenewed  or  canceled  contract  or  recorded 
agreement  with  a governmental  agency  that  provides  for  a rent  limita- 
tion to  a qualified  tenant. 

(4)  Subsection  37.3(d)  does  not  affect  the  authority  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  regulate  or  monitor  the  basis  or  grounds 
for  eviction.

(5)  This  Subsection  37.3(d)  is  intended  to  be  and  shall  be  con- 
strued to  be  consistent  with  the  Costa-Hawkins  Rental  Housing  Act 
(Civil  Code  Sections  1954.50.  et  seq.). 

(e)  Effect  of  Deferred  Maintenance  on  Passthroughs  for  Lead 
Remediation  Techniques. 

( 1 ) When  lead  hazards  are  remediated  or  abated  pursuant  to  San 
Francisco  Health  Code  Articles  1 1 or  26,  are  violations  of  State  or  local 
housing  health  and  safety  laws,  there  shall  be  a rebuttable  presumption 
that  the  lead  hazards  are  caused  or  created  by  deferred  maintenance  as 
defined  herein  of  the  current  or  previous  landlord.  If  the  landlord  fails 
to  rebut  the  presumption,  the  costs  of  such  work  shall  nof  be  passed 
through  to  tenants  as  either  a capital  improvement  or  an  operating  and 
maintenance  expense.  If  the  landlord  rebuts  the  presumption,  he  or  she 
shall  be  entitled  to  a rent  increase  if  otherwise  justified  by  the  standards 
set  forth  in  this  Chapter. 

(2)  For  purposes  of  the  evaluation  of  petitions  for  rent  increases 
for  lead  remediation  work,  maintenance  is  deferred  if  a reasonable  land- 
lord under  the  circumstances  would  have  performed,  on  a regular  basis, 
the  maintenance  work  required  to  keep  the  premises  from  being  in  viola- 
tion of  housing  safety  and  habitability  standards  set  forth  in  California 
Civil  Code  Section  1941  and  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Code.  In  order 
to  prevail  on  a deferred  maintenance  defense,  a tenant  must  show  that 
the  level  of  repair  or  remediation  currently  required  would  have  been 
lessened  had  maintenance  been  performed  in  a more  timely  manner.

(f)  Tenant  Financial  Hardship  Applications.  In  addition  to  any 
existing  hardship  provisions  in  the  Rent  Stabilization  and  Arbitration 
Ordinance  or  Rules  and  Reeulations  at  the  time  this  Section  373 
becomes  effective: 

(1)A  tenant  in  a household  who  is  either  unemployed,  or  whose 
wages  have  been  reduced  bx  20%  or  more  compared  to  12  months  prior, 
or  whose  sole  income  consists  of  eovernment  benefits  such  as  Social 
Security.  Supplemental  Security  Income  (SSI).  State  Disability  Insurance 
( SDI ).  or  similar  benefits  and  who  has  not  received  a cost  of  living 
increase  in  the  past  12  months,  may  file  a petition  claiming  hardship  at 
any  time  on  grounds  of  financial  hardship  with  respect  to  any  rent 
increase  pursuant  to  Section  37.3.  Payment  of  such  rent  increase(s)  set 
forth  in  the  hardship  application  shall  be  stayed  for  a period  of  60  days 
from  the  date  of  filing,  or  until  the  hearing  is  held  and  the  decision  of 
the  Administrative  Law  Judge  is  issued,  whichever  date  comes  later. 

' (.2)  ..hdetermi,ningjvhejherjhejenam^s^laim  of  financial  hard- 
ship shall  be  granted,  the  Rent  Board  and  Administrative  Law  Judee 
shall  base  their  determination  on: 

(A)  Whether  or  not  a tenant  in  the  household  (i)  is  either  unem- 
ployed or  has  had  waees  reduced  by  20%  or  more  compared  to  12 
months  prior,  or  ( ii ) whose  sole  income  consists  of  eovernment  benefits 
such  as  Social  Securin' ■ SSI.  SDI  or  similar  benefits  has  not  received  a 
WSt  of  living  increase  in  the  past  12  months ; and 

(B)  Whether  the  rent  including  the  increase  comprises  or  will 
comprise  33%  or  more  of  the  tenant's  gross  income  . 

(C)  The  tenant’s  assets  shall  also  be  considered  in  making  this 
determination. 

(3)  Upon  finding  that  the  tenant  has  financial  hardship,  the 
Administrative  Law  Judee  shall  order  that  the  rent  increase  will  not  be 
in  effect  prospectively  for  a specific  period  of  time  based  on  the  tenant’s 
circumstances,  and  schedule  a review  at  the  end  of  that  period  Jf  that_ 
rent  increase  is  later  allowed,  it  will  be  effective  as  of  the  date  the  ten- 
ant's income  or  assets  changed  to  permit  the  increase. 


Section  2.  Severability 

If  any  provision  or  clause  of  this  ordinance  or  the  application  thereof  to 
any  person  or  circumstance  is  held  to  be  unconstitutional  or  to  be  oth- 
envi.se  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  such  invalidity 
.shall  not  affect  other  provisions  of  the  this  ordinance,  and  clauses  of 
this  ordinance  are  declared  to  be  severable.

It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  people  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  that: 

The  new  Transbay  Transit  Center,  under  construction  at  First  and 
Mission  Streets,  be  the  Northern  California  terminus  for'California 
Hieh  Speed  Rail. 

We  call  on  the  California  Hi  eh  Speed  Rail  Authority  to  abandon  consid- 
eration of  an  alternate  site  for  High  Speed  Rail  at  Main  and  Beale 
Streets  and  focus  on  bringing  Hieh  Speed  Rail  to  the  Transbay  Transit 
Center.  A train  station  at  Main  and  Beale  would  result  in  unnecessary 
duplication  and  delay  and  cause  undue  disruption  to  the  residents  of 
San  Francisco,  especially  in  the  South  of  Market  neighborhood,  where 
1800  existing  and  planned  units  of  housing  would  be  lost. 

Planning  for  a new  Transbay  Terminal  with  an  extension  ofCaltrain  to 
downtown  San  Francisco  began  more  than  2 decades  ago.  A full  public 
process  to  receive  community  input  and  develop  a locally  preferred  site 
for  the  new  Transbay  Terminal  resulted  in  the  selection  of  First  and 
Mission  Streets.  During  this  process  and  after  much  study,  the  Main  and 
Beale  Streets  site  was  rejected  as  infeasible  and  technically  inferior  to 
the  Transbay  Terminal  site. 

San  Francisco  residents  voted  in  favor  of  Proposition  H in  November 
1999  to  bring  rail  to  downtown  San  Francisco  and  for  Proposition  K in 
November  2003  to  provide  funding  for  the  Transbay  Project.  Both  mea- 
sures specified  that  the  Transbay  Terminal  be  built  on  its  current  site  at 
First  and  Mission.  Considerable  time  and  resources  have  been  put  into 
the  First  and  Mission  site,  which  will  brine  together  rail.  Muni.  BART. 
AC  Transit  and  other  public  transit  options  in  a convenient  downtown 
location  for  San  Francisco  and  regional  travelers.  In  addition,  the  vot- 
ers of  California  approved  Proposition  1A  in  2008  to  provide  funding 
for  High  Speed  Rail  with  the  specific  condition  that  the  northern  termi- 
nus be  located  at  the  Transbay  Terminal  in  San  Francisco. 

The  Transbay  Joint  Powers  Authority  (TJPA)  was. created  in  2001  to 
design,  build,  and  operate  the  new  Transbay  Transit  Center.  Since  that 
time,  the  TJPA  has  cleared  environmental  review,  selected  the  design 
and  development  team, -completed  initial  project  design,  secured  over  $2 
billion  to  fully  fund  the  first  phase  of  the  project,  and  completed  con- 
struction of  the  temporary  terminal.  The  TJPA  Board  and  its  capable 
staff  are  on  schedule  to  complete  the  new  Transbav  Transit  Center 
building  by  2015  and  the  downtown  extension  by  2018.  The  Transbay 
Transit  Center  is  designed  to  accommodate  California  High  Speed  Rail. 

Because  of  the  overwhelming  support  for  the  Transbav  Transit  Center  at 
First  and  Mission  Streets,  the  people  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  support  this  location  as  the  Northern  California  terminus  for 
High  Speed  Rail  between  downtown  San  Francisco  and  downtown  Los 
Angeles,  and  declare  as  a matter  of  policy  to  call  on  the  California 
High  Speed  Rail  Authorin’  to  abandon  consideration  of  an  alternate  ter- 
minus of  High  Speed  Rail  at  Main  and  Beale  Streets.
